CONVENTIONS    OF    POLITICAL    PARTIES, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  People,  and  by  their  authority: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  fifty-two  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter 
twenty-five  and  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-five  of 
the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  is  here- 
by further  amended  by  inserting,  in  the  seventh  hne,  after 
the  word  "the"  the  word:  —  party,  —  by  striking  out, 
in  the  tenth  Hne,  the  word  "committee"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words:  —  state  convention,  —  and  by 
striking  out,  in  the  eleventh  line,  the  words  "the  state" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word:  —  said,  —  so  as 
to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  1 .  Each  political  party  shall, 
in  the  manner  herein  provided,  elect  from  among  its  en- 
rolled members  a  state  committee,  the  members  of  which 
shall  hold  office  for  two  years  from  January  first  next 
following  their  election  and  until  their  successors  shall 
have  organized.  Said  committee  shall  consist  of  one 
member  from  each  senatorial  district,  to  be  elected  at  the 
party  primaries  before  each  biennial  state  election  by 
plurality  vote  of  the  members  of  his  party  in  the  district, 
and  such  number  of  members  at  large  as  may  be  fixed  by 
the  state  convention,  to  be  elected  at  said  convention. 

The  members  of  the  state  committee  shall,  in  January 
following  their  election,  meet  and  organize  by  the  choice 
of  a  chairman,  a  secretary,  a  treasurer  and  such  other 
officers  as  they  may  decide  to  elect. 

The  secretary  of  the  state  committee  shall,  within  ten 
days  after  such  organization,  file  with  the  state  secretary, 
and  send  to  each  city  and  town  committee,  a  list  of  the 
members  of  the  committee  and  of  its  officers. 

A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  chairman,  secretary  or  treasurer 
of  the  committee  or  in  the  membership  thereof  shall  be 
filled  by  the  committee,  and  a  statement  of  any  such  change 
shall  be  filed  as  in  the  case  of  the  officers  first  chosen. 

Section  2.  Section  two  of  said  chapter  fifty-two,  as 
amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
fourteen  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five 
and  by  section  two  of  chapter  twenty-five  of  the  acts  of 
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nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting,  in  the  second  hne,  after  the  word 
"the"  the  word:  —  party,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  — 
Section  2.  Each  poHtical  party  shall,  in  every  ward  and 
town,  elect  at  the  party  primaries  before  each  biennial 
state  election  from  among  the  enrolled  members  of  the 
party  a  committee  to  be  called  a  ward  or  town  committee, 
whose  members  shall  hold  office  for  two  years  from  January 
first  following  their  election  and  until  their  successors  shall 
have  organized,  except  as  provided  in  section  seven. 

Section  3.  Section  nine  of  said  chapter  fifty-two,  as 
amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-six,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out,  in  the  second  and  third  lines,  the  words 
"delegates  to  the  state  convention,  not  less  than  one  for 
each  ward  or  town"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words: 

—  district  delegates  and  the  number  of  district  alternate 
delegates,  not  less  than  one  from  each  congressional  district, 
and  the  number  of  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  at 
large,  to  the  national  convention,  —  and  by  striking  out, 
in  the  eighth  line,  the  word  "August"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word:  —  March,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  —  Section  9.  The  state  committee  shall  fix  the 
number  of  district  delegates  and  the  number  of  district 
alternate  delegates,  not  less  than  one  from  each  con- 
gressional district,  and  the  number  of  delegates  and  alter- 
nate delegates  at  large,  to  the  national  convention.  City 
and  town  committees  shall  fix  the  number  of  members  of 
ward  and  town  committees,  not  less  than  three  for  each 
ward  or  town.  Notice  of  the  number  of  delegates  and 
members  of  committees  to  be  elected  shall  be  given  by 
the  state,  city  or  town  committee,  as  the  case  may  be, 
to  the  state  secretary  on  or  before  March  first.  In  case 
a  city  or  town  committee  fails  to  fix  the  number  of  the 
members  of  a  ward  or  town  committee  and  to  give  notice 
thereof  as  aforesaid  to  the  state  secretary,  the  number  of 
members  of  such  a  ward  or  town  committee  to  be  elected 
shall  not  exceed  ten. 

Section  4.  Section  two  of  chapter  fifty-three  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting,  in  the  second 
hne,  after  the  word  "provided"  the  words:  —  and  except 
as  provided  by  section  fifty-four,  — •  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

—  Section  2.  Except  in  the  case  of  municipal  nominations 
where  city  or  town  charters  otherwise  provide  and  except 
as  provided  in  section  fifty-four,  candidates  of  political 
parties  for  all  elective  offices,  except  presidential  elector, 
shall  be  nominated,  and  members  of  political  committees 
and  delegates  to  conventions  shall  be  elected,  in  primaries 
or  caucuses,  and  the  nomination  of  any  party  other  than  a 
pohtical  party,  in  any  district  containing  more  than  one 
ward  or  town,  shall  be  made  by  a  convention  of  delegates 
chosen  by  caucuses  held  under  section  one  hundred  and 
seventeen  in  the  wards  and  towns  of  the  district  for  which

the  nomination  is  to  be  made.  All  nominations  and 
elections  in  primaries  and  caucuses  shall  be  by  direct 
plurality  vote.  No  candidate  shall  be  nominated,  or 
political  committee  or  convention  delegate  elected,  in  any 
other  manner  than  is  herein  provided. 

Section  5.  Section  twenty-eight  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
three,  as  amended  by  chapter  ninety-six  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  fifth  line,  the  word  "presi- 
dential" and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word:  —  party, 
—  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  28.  State  primaries 
shall  be  held  on  the  seventh  Tuesday  preceding  state 
elections,  city  primaries  on  the  third  Tuesday  preceding 
city  elections,  town  primaries  on  the  second  Tuesday 
preceding  town  elections,  and  party  primaries  on  the  last 
Tuesday  in  April;  except  that  primaries  before  a  special 
election  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  preceding  the 
special  election. 

Except  in  Boston,  they  shall  be  held  wholly  or  partly 
by  wards,  precincts  or  towns,  as  the  aldermen  or  selectmen 
may  designate. 

Section  6.  Section  thirty-two  of  said  chapter  fifty-three 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  second  and  fifth 
lines,  the  word  "presidential"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word :  —  party,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  32. 
Ballots  shall  be  prepared  and  provided,  and  the  number 
thereof  determined,  in  state  and  party  primaries  by  the 
state  secretary,  in  city  and  town  primaries  by  the  city  or 
town  clerk.  No  other  ballots  shall  be  received  or  counted, 
except  that  if  ballots  provided  for  a  state  or  party  primary 
are  not  delivered,  or  after  delivery  lost,  destroyed  or  stolen, 
ballots  similar  as  far  as  possible  shall  be  provided  by  the 
city  or  town  clerk  and  used  at  the  primary.  The  number 
of  ballots  provided  at  a  city  or  town  primary  shall  not  for 
any  ward  or  town  exceed  one  ballot  of  each  party  for  each 
voter  therein.  No  such  ballots  shall  be  printed  in  any 
printing  estabhshment  owned  or  managed  by  the  city  of 
Boston. 

Section  7.  Section  thirty-four  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
three,  as  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  three  hundred 
and  two  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-three 
and  section  one  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  twelve  of 
the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  34-  At  the  top 
of  each  ballot  shall  be  printed  the  words  "Official  ballot 
of  the  (here  shall  follow  the  party  name)".  On  the  back 
of  each  ballot  when  folded  shall  be  printed  the  same  words, 
followed  by  the  number  of  the  precinct  and  ward  or  the 
name  of  the  town  for  which  the  ballot  is  prepared,  the  date 
of  the  primary  and  for  state  or  party  primaries  a  facsimile 
of  the  signature  of  the  state  secretary  and  for  city  or  town 
primaries  a  facsimile  of  the  signature  of  the  city  or  town 
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BaUots,  Bub-  clerk.  Names  of  candidates  for  each  elective  office  and 
menrand7°rm"  ^^F  delegates  to  State  conventions  and  for  members  of  state 
committees  shall  be  arranged  alphabetically  according  to 
their  surnames,  except  that  names  of  candidates  endorsed 
for  nomination  by  a  state  convention  shall  be  placed  first 
and  names  of  other  candidates  shall  follow  in  alphabetical 
order. 

Names  of  candidates  for  delegates  to  national  con- 
ventions shall  be  arranged  under  separate  headings,  and 
in  the  following  order,  the  names  of  candidates  for  delegates 
at  large,  alternate  delegates  at  large,  district  delegates,  and 
alternate  district  delegates.  The  names  of  candidates 
appearing  in  nomination  papers  containing  nominations 
for  all  the  places  to  be  filled  shall  be  placed  first  on  said 
ballot,  arranged  in  groups  and  in  the  same  order  as  in  the 
nomination  papers.  The  names  of  candidates  appearing 
in  nomination  papers  containing  nominations  for  less  than 
all  the  places  to  be  filled  shall  follow,  alphabetically  ar- 
ranged. The  ballot  shall  also  contain  a  statement  of  the 
preference,  if  any,  of  each  candidate  for  delegate  as  to  a 
candidate  for  nomination  for  president,  provided  that  such 
statement  appears  in  his  nomination  papers;  but  no  such 
statement  of  preference  by  any  candidate  for  delegate 
shall  appear  upon  the  ballot  unless  such  candidate  for 
nomination  for  president  files  his  written  assent  thereto 
with  the  state  secretary  on  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  last  day  for  filing  nomination  papers. 
Such  assent  may  be  communicated  by  telegraph. 

Names  of  candidates  for  ward  or  town  committees  and 
for  delegates  to  national  conventions  shall  be  arranged 
in  groups  in  such  order  as  may  be  determined  by  lot,  under 
the  direction  of  the  state  secretary,  who  shall  notify  each 
state  committee  and  give  a  representative  of  each  such 
committee  an  opportunity  to  be  present.  When  necessary, 
groups  may  be  printed  on  the  ballot  in  two  or  more  columns. 

Against  the  name  of  a  candidate  for  an  elective  office, 
for  a  ward  or  town  committee  or  for  a  member  of  a  state 
committee  shall  be  printed  the  street  and  number,  if  any, 
of  his  residence. 

Against  the  name  of  a  candidate  for  an  elective  office 
shall  be  printed  the  statement  contained  in  the  nomination 
paper  placing  him  in  nomination,  or,  if  endorsed  for  nomi- 
nation by  a  state  convention,  the  statement,  —  "Endorsed 
for  nomination  by  (name  of  political  party)  convention", 
—  together  with  the  eight  word  statement  authorized  by 
section  forty-five. 

No  names  shall  be  printed  on  a  ballot  other  than  those 
endorsed  for  nomination  by  state  conventions  and  those 
presented  on  nomination  papers.  Immediately  following 
the  names  of  candidates,  blank  spaces  equal  to  the  number 
of  persons  to  be  chosen  shall  be  provided  for  the  insertion 
of  other  names. 
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The  number  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  for  the  different 
offices  shall  be  stated  on  the  ballot. 

The  form  of  ballots  and  the  arrangement  of  printed 
matter  thereon  shall  be  in  general  the  same  as  that  of  the 
official  state  ballots,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
chapter. 

Section  8.  Section  thirty-five  of  said  chapter  fifty-  g.  l.  53.  §  35. 
three,  as  amended  by  section  two  of  chapter  three  hundred  ^*''-  ^'^^'^^^<^- 
and  two  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-three 
and  section  two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  twelve  of 
the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  fourth  line,  the  word 
"state"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word:  —  national, 
—  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  35.  A  cross  (X) 
marked  against  a  name  shall  constitute  a  vote  for  the 
person  so  designated.  A  cross  in  the  circle  at  the  head 
of  a  group  of  candidates  for  a  ward  or  town  committee  or 
for  delegates  to  a  national  convention  shall  count  as  a  vote 
for  each  candidate  therein.  A  voter  may  vote  for  one  or 
more  candidates  in  any  such  group  by  marking  a  cross 
against  the  name  of  each  such  candidate,  or  he  may  insert 
another  name  and  mark  a  cross  against  it.  If  he  votes 
for  more  candidates  than  the  number  to  be  elected,  his 
vote  shall  not  be  counted.

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PROVISIONS    APPLYING    TO    STATE    AND    PARTY    PRIMARIES. 

Section  4I .  State  primaries  shall  be  held  for  the  nomina- 
tion of  candidates  of  political  parties  for  all  offices  to  be 
filled  at  a  state  election,  except  presidential  elector.  Party 
primaries  shall  be  held  for  the  election  of  district  members 
of  state  committees,  members  of  ward  and  town  com- 
mittees, delegates  to  state  conventions  of  political  parties, 
and,  in  years  in  which  presidential  electors  are  to  be  elected, 
delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  the  national  con- 
ventions of  pohtical  parties.

In  the  case  of  offices 
to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  of  the  commonwealth  nomina- 
tion papers  shall  be  signed  in  the  aggregate  by  at  least  one 
thousand  voters,  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  to 
be  from  any  one  county.  Such  papers  for  all  other  offices

A  nomination  paper  shall  be  valid  only  in  respect  to  a 
candidate  whose  written  acceptance  is  thereon. 

No  nomination  paper  shall  contain  the  name  of  more 
than  one  candidate,  except  in  the  case  of  delegates  to  con- 
ventions and  members  of  ward  and  town  committees. 

Section  14.  Section  forty-seven  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
three  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  second  line, 
the  word  "state",  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  4.7. 
Nomination  papers  for  use  in  the  nomination  of  candidates 
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to  be  voted  for  at  primaries  shall  be  prepared,  and  on  request 
furnished,  by  the  state  secretary. 

Section  15.  Section  forty-eight  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
three  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  line,  the  word  "state",  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  —  Section  48.  All  nomination  papers  of  candi- 
dates to  be  voted  for  at  primaries  shall  be  filed  with  the 
state  secretary  on  or  before  the  fifth  Tuesday  preceding 
the  day  of  the  primaries;  except  in  the  case  of  primaries 
before  special  elections,  when  nomination  papers  shall  be 
filed  on  or  before  the  second  Tuesday  preceding  the  day 
of  the  primaries. 

Section  16.  Section  forty-nine  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
three  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  4-9.  If 
a  person  nominated  to  be  voted  for  at  a  primary  as  a 
candidate  for  nomination  for  a  public  office  or  for  election 
as  a  member  of  a  political  committee,  dies  before  the  day 
of  the  primary,  or  withdraws  his  name  from  nomination, 
or  is  found  ineligible,  and  there  is  no  other  candidate  of 
the  same  party  for  such  nomination  or  election  at  such 
primary,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  the  state  committee, 
if  the  candidate  is  one  to  be  voted  for  by  all  the  voters  of 
the  commonwealth;  and,  in  the  case  of  candidates  for 
nomination  or  election  in  a  district,  by  the  members  of 
the  ward  and  town  committees  in  the  wards  and  towns  com- 
prising the  district.  In  case  of  the  death,  withdrawal  or 
ineligibility  of  a  candidate  for  delegate  to  a  national  con- 
vention, the  vacancy  may  be  filled  in  any  manner  which  is 
clearly  provided  for  on  the  nomination  paper  placing  such 
candidate  in  nomination,  before  the  signature  of  any  voter 
is  entered  thereon,  otherwise  the  remaining  candidate  or 
candidates  nominated  by  the  same  nomination  paper 
may  fill  the  vacancy.  Notice  of  the  filling  of  such  a  vacancy 
shall  be  given  by  tiling  in  the  office  of  the  state  secretary, 
within  the  time  provided  by  section  fifty,  a  statement 
signed  by  the  person  or  persons  authorized  to  fill  the 
vacancy,  giving  the  name  and  residence  of  the  candidate 
nominated,  accompanied  by  his  written  acceptance. 

Section  17.  Section  fifty-one  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
three,  as  amended  by  chapter  twenty-nine  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  hues,  the 
word  "state",  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  51.

canvass  such  returns,  determine  the  results  thereof,  notify 
the  successful  candidates,  and  certify  to  the  state  com- 
mittees the  names  of  the  persons  nominated  for  state  offices 
and  elected  as  delegates  to  national  and  state  conventions 
and  as  members  of  state  committees.  Said  clerks  shall 
determine  the  results  of  the  vote  for  members  of  ward 
and  town  committees,  issue  proper  certificates  thereof 
to  the  successful  candidates,  and  notify  the  chairmen  of 
the  city  and  town  committees  of  the  respective  parties. 

Section  19.  Section  fifty-three  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
three  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  53. 
In  case  of  a  tie  vote  where  the  number  of  persons  receiving 
equal  votes  exceeds  the  number  of  nominations  available, 
there  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  vacancy.  If  the  tie  is  between 
candidates  for  an  office  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  of  the 
commonwealth,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  state 
committee.

If  there  is  a  tie  for  members  of  a  ward  or  town  com- 
mittee, the  members  elected  shall  fill  the  vacancy. 

All  vacancies  caused  by  ties  shall  be  filled  only  by  the 
choice  of  one  of  the  candidates  receiving  the  tie  vote. 

Section  20.  Section  fifty-three  A  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
three,  being  section  three  of  chapter  twenty-four  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  is  hereby  amended

In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  for  any  reason  except  a  tie 
vote  such  vacancy  shall  not  be  filled.  Nothing  herein 
contained  shall  affect  or  diminish  the  operation  of  the 
laws  relating  to  state  primaries  contained  in  sections  forty- 
one  to  fifty-three  A,  inclusive. 

Section  22.  Said  chapter  fifty-three  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting,  after  section  fifty-four,  the  two 
following  new  sections:  — 

Section  5I^A.  Every  certificate  of  nomination  of  can- 
didates endorsed  for  nomination  by  a  state  convention 
shall  state  that  the  nominee  has  been  endorsed  for  nomina- 
tion at  such  convention  and  shall  include  such  facts  as 
are  required  by  section  eight.  Such  certificates  shall  be 
signed,  sworn  to  and  filed  as  required  by  section  five. 

Each  such  candidate  shall  within  ten  days  from  the  day 
when  the  convention  terminates  file  with  the  state  secretary 
his  written  acceptance  of  the  nomination,  otherwise  his 
name  shall  not  be  printed  on  the  ballot  as  a  candidate  for 
the  office  to  which  he  was  nominated,  and  he  may  add  the 
eight  word  statement  authorized  by  section  forty-five.

Section  5Ji.B.  Delegates  shall  be  seated  in  groups  by 
senatorial  districts.  The  convention  shall  be  called  to 
order  by  the  chairman  or  acting  chairman  of  the  state 
committee,  or  in  the  absence  of  either  then  by  a  person 
designated  in  such  manner  as  the  rules  of  the  party  shall 
prescribe.  The  person  who  calls  the  convention  to  order 
shall  preside  until  the  election  of  a  permanent  chairman.

It  shall  then  elect  from  among  its  delegates  a  permanent 
chairman  and  a  permanent  secretary,  neither  of  whom 
shall  be  an  officer  of  the  state  committee,  and  shall  complete 
its  organization.  It  shall  make  suitable  rules  for  the  con- 
duct of  its  business,  the  order  of  which  shall  follow  the 
purposes  of  the  convention  as  stated  in  section  fifty-four. 
The  permanent  secretary  shall  keep  the  records  of  the 
convention  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  state  secretary 
who  shall  retain  them  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

The  permanent  chairman  and  permanent  secretary 
shall  be  chosen  upon  a  call  of  the  official  roll.

Section  1.  The  Onset  Fire  District,  in  addition  to  the 
powers  now  vested  in  it  by  law,  may  collect  garbage  and 
offal  within  said  district  and  dispose  of  the  same,  subject 
to  the  supervision  of  the  board  of  health  of  the  town  of 
Wareham.  For  said  purposes,  the  district  may  make 
contracts  and  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  accept- 
ance by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  registered  voters  of  said 
district  present  and  voting  thereon  at  the  annual  meeting 
to  be  held  in  the  current  year,  or  at  any  special  meeting 
legally  called  for  that  purpose  within  two  years  after  the 
passage  of  this  act.  Approved  February  9,  1933.

appurtenance  thereof,  of  a  railway  company,  or  the

follows:  —  Section  10.  A  corporation,  except  one  subject 
to  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  or  chapters  one 
hundred  and  sixty  to  one  hundred  and  sixty-three,  inclusive, 
may  at  a  meeting  duly  called  for  the  purpose,  by  vote  of 
two  thirds  of  each  class  of  stock  outstanding  and  entitled 
to  vote,  or,  in  case  such  corporation  has  no  capital  stock, 
by  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  persons  legally  qualified  to 
vote  in  meetings  of  the  corporation,  or,  if  such  corporation 
without  capital  stock  is  a  mutual  insurance  corporation, 
by  two  thirds  of  the  votes  of  its  pohcyholders  cast  at  such 
a  meeting,  or  by  a  larger  vote  if  its  agreement  of  associa- 
tion or  by-laws  shall  so  require,  change  its  name;  provided, 
that  no  corporation  subject  to  section  twenty-six  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  eighty  shall  change  its  name  until  after 
approval  of  such  change  by  the  state  secretary.  Articles 
of  amendment  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  president,  treas- 
urer and  a  majority  of  the  directors  or  other  officers  having 
the  powers  of  directors,  shall  within  thirty  days  after  such 
meeting  be  prepared,  setting  forth  such  amendment  and 
the  due  adoption  thereof.  Such  articles  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  commissioner  who  shall  examine  them,  and  if  he 
finds  that  they  conform  to  the  requirements  of  law,  he 
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shall  so  certify  and  endorse  his  approval  thereon.  There- 
upon the  state  secretary  shall  direct  the  officers  of  the 
corporation  to  publish  in  such  form  as  he  may  see  fit,  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  the  county  where  the  corporation 
has  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business,  notice  of  such 
change  of  name.  When  the  state  secretary  is  satisfied  that 
such  notice  has  been  pubhshed  as  required  by  him,  he  shall, 
upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  dollar,  grant  a  certificate 
of  the  name  which  the  corporation  shall  bear,  which  name 
shall  thereafter  be  its  legal  name,  and  he  shall  cause  the 
articles  of  amendment  to  be  filed  in  his  office.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Trustees  of  the  Lexington  Ministerial 
Fund,  incorporated  by  an  act  approved  June  sixteenth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  upon  the  acceptance  of 
this  act  as  hereinafter  provided,  is  hereby  authorized  to 
dissolve  and  to  convey,  transfer  and  distribute  all  of  the 
property  of  every  nature  held  by  it,  or  the  proceeds  thereof, 
to  the  following  religious  corporations  and  in  the  following 
proportions:  One  half  of  said  property,  to  the  First  Con- 
gregational Society  in  Lexington,  one  quarter,  to  The 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Lexington,  and  one  quarter  to  the 
Follen  Church.  Each  such  rehgious  corporation  shall  hold 
the  property  so  conveyed  to  it  in  perpetual  trust,  separate 
and  apart  from  any  other  property,  with  full  power  to 
sell  the  whole  or  any  part  thereof  from  time  to  time  and 
invest  and  reinvest  the  proceeds.  The  income  from  the 
property  so  held  in  trust  shall  be  expended  for  the  sup- 
port of  public  worship. 

Section  2.  For  the  purposes  of  such  distribution.  The 
Trustees  of  the  Lexington  Ministerial  Fund  may  convert 
into  cash  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  property  held  by  it. 
The  determination  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  The 
Trustees  of  the  Lexington  Ministerial  Fund  of  the  value 
of  the  property  distributed  in  kind  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive. 

Section  3.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  transfer  of  said 
property.  The  Trustees  of  the  Lexington  Ministerial  Fund 
shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  state  secretary  and  in  the  office 
of  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation  a  report 
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of  such  distribution,  and  thereupon  said  corporation  shall 
be  dissolved  and  terminated  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
sections  fifty-one,  fifty-two  and  fifty-six  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  fifty-five  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  4.  Whatever  authority  or  right  is  granted  or 
conferred  by  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  limited  to 
such  authority  or  right  as  the  general  court  may  constitu- 
tionally grant  or  confer,  without  prejudice  to  any  pro- 
ceeding that  may  be  instituted  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  not  become  effective  unless 
within  one  year  from  the  date  of  its  passage,  the  First 
Congregational  Society  in  Lexington,  The  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Lexington  and  the  Follen  Church  shall  each  at  a 
meeting  of  its  members,  duly  called  and  held,  vote  to 
accept  this  act  and  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  state  sec- 
retary a  certificate  of  such  acceptance,  and  unless  within 
such  time  the  town  of  Lexington  shall  pass  a  vote  assenting 
to  the  proceedings  set  forth  in  this  act  and  shall  cause  a 
certificate  of  such  vote  to  be  filed  with  the  state  secretary.

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Chap.  13  An  Act  establishing  in  the  town  of  webster  repre- 
sentative TOWN  GOVERNMENT  BY  LIMITED  TOWN 
MEETINGS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  L  Upon  the  acceptance  of  this  act  by  the  town 
of  Webster,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  selectmen  shall 
forthwith  divide  the  territory  thereof  into  not  less  than 
five  or  more  than  ten  voting  precincts,  each  of  which  shall 
be  plainly  designated  and  shall  contain  not  less  than  five 
hundred  registered  voters.  All  precincts  shall  contain 
approximately  an  equal  number  of  registered  voters. 
The  precincts  shall  be  so  established  as  to  consist  of  com- 
pact and  contiguous  territory,  to  be  bounded  as  far  as 
possible  by  the  center  line  of  known  streets  and  ways  or 
by  other  well  defined  Hmits.  Their  boundaries  shall  be 
reviewed,  and,  if  need  be,  wholly  or  partly  revised  by  the 
selectmen  in  October,  once  in  five  years,  or  in  October  of 
any  year  when  so  directed  by  a  vote  of  a  representative 
town  meeting.  The  selectmen  shall,  within  twenty  days 
after  any  estabHshment  or  revision  of  the  precincts,  file  a 
report  of  their  doings  with  the  town  clerk,  the  registrars  of 
voters  and  the  assessors,  with  a  map  or  maps  or  description 
of  the  precincts  and  the  names  and  residences  of  the 
registered  voters  therein.  The  selectmen  shall  also  cause 
to  be  posted  in  the  town  hall  a  map  or  maps  or  description 
of  the  precincts  as  established  or  revised  from  time  to  time, 
with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  registered  voters 
therein.  They  shall  also  cause  to  be  posted  in  at  least 
one  public  place  in  each  precinct  a  map  or  description  of 
that  precinct  with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  regis- 
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tered  voters  therein.     The  division  of  the  town  into  voting  Division  into 
precincts  and  any  revision  of  such   precincts  shall  take  ci^'c^s^  estc- 
eifect  upon  the  date  of  the  fihng  of  the  report  thereof  by  the  t^ve  date, 
selectmen  with  the  town  clerk.     Whenever  the  precincts  Town  clerk  to 
are  established  or  revised,  the  town  clerk  shall  forthwith  no^fcrt^sute 
give  written  notice  thereof  to  the  state  secretary,  stating  secretary,  etc. 
the  number  and  designation  of  the  precincts.    Meetings  Meetings  of 
of  the  registered  voters  of  the  several  precincts  for  elec-  and  wiiwe\o 
tions,  for  primaries,  and  for  voting  upon  any  question  to  beheld, 
be  submitted  to  all  the  registered  voters  of  the  town,  shall 
be  held  on  the  same  day  and  at  the  same  hour  and  at  such 
place  or  places  within  the  town  as  the  selectmen  shall  in 
the  warrant  for  such  meeting  direct.     The  provisions  of  Certain  pro- 
the  general  laws  relating  to  precinct  voting  at  elections,  so  JraiXws^o^"" 
far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  apply,  etc. 
apply  to  all  elections  and  primaries  in  the  town  upon  the 
establishment  of  voting  precincts  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Section  2.  Other  than  the  officers  designated  in  section  Representative 
three  as  town  meeting  members  at  large,  the  representative  membership, 
town  meeting  membership  shall  in  each  precinct  consist  °"™ber,  etc. 
of  the  largest  number  divisible  by  three  which  will  admit  of 
a  representation  of  all  precincts  by  an  equal  number  of 
members  and  which  will  not  cause  the  total  elected  town 
meeting  membership  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty-two. 
The  registered  voters  in  every  precinct  shall,  at  a  special  Town  meeting 
election  called  for  that  purpose,  to  be  held  not  sooner  than  t^o^ter?^*'.'"'" 
thirty  days  after  the  establishment  of  precincts  under  this  ***=• 
act,  or  at  the  first  annual  town  election  held  after  the 
establishment  thereof,  and  at  the  first  annual  town  election 
following  any  precinct  revision  where  the  number  of 
precincts  is  changed,  conformably  to  the  laws  relative  to 
elections  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  elect  by  ballot  the 
number  of  registered  voters  in  the  precinct,  other  than  the 
officers  designated  in  section  three  as  town  meeting  mem- 
bers at  large,  provided  for  in  the  first  sentence  of  this 
section,  to  be  town  meeting  members  of  the  town.  The 
first  third  in  the  order  of  votes  received  of  members  so 
elected  shall  serve  three  years,  the  second  third  in  such 
order  shall  serve  two  years,  and  the  remaining  third  in 
such  order  shall  serve  one  year,  from  the  day  of  the  annual 
town  meeting,  or,  in  case  such  election  is  at  a  special 
meeting,  from  the  next  annual  town  meeting;  in  case  of  a 
tie  vote  aiTecting  the  division  into  thirds,  as  aforesaid,  the 
members  elected  from  the  precinct  shall  by  ballot  deter- 
mine the  same;  and  thereafter,  except  as  is  otherwise 
provided  herein,  at  each  annual  town  election  the  registered 
voters  of  each  precinct  shall,  in  like  manner,  elect  one 
third  of  the  number  of  town  meeting  members  to  which 
that  precinct  is  entitled  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and 
shall  at  such  election  fill  for  the  unexpired  term  or  terms 
any  vacancy  or  vacancies  then  existing  in  the  number  of 
town  meeting  members  in  their  respective  precincts. 
Upon  every  revision  of  the  precincts  where  the  number  of 
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precincts  is  changed,  the  terms  of  office  of  all  town  meeting 
members  from  every  precinct  shall  cease  upon  the  election 
of  their  successors.  The  town  clerk  shall,  after  every  election 
of  town  meeting  members,  forthwith  notify  each  member 
by  mail  of  his  election. 

Section    3.     Any    representative    town    meeting    held 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided herein,  shall  be  limited  to  the  voters  elected  under 
section   two,   together   with   the  following,   designated  as 
town  meeting  members  at  large;    namely,  any  member  of 
the  general  court  of  the  commonwealth  who  is  a  resident 
of  the  town,  the  moderator,  the  town  clerk,  the  selectmen, 
the  town  treasurer,  the  town  counsel,  the  chairman  of  the 
trustees  of  the  public  library,  the  chairman  of  the  planning 
board,  the  chairman  of  the  school  board,  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  assessors,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  health, 
the  chairman  of  the  park  commission,  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  water  commissioners,  the  chairman  of  the  advisory 
board,  the  chairman  of  the  sewer  commission,  the  chair- 
man of  the  highway  commission,  the  tax  collector  and  the 
chairman   of   the    welfare   board.     The   town    clerk   shall 
notify  the  town  meeting  members  of  the  time  and  place  at 
which  representative  town  meetings  are  to  be  held,  the 
notices  to  be  sent  by  mail  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
meeting.     The  town  meeting  members,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  the  judges  of  the  election  and  qualifications  of  their 
members.     One    hundred    town    meeting    members    shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business;   but  a  less  number 
may  organize  temporarily  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to 
time.     Notice    of    every    adjourned    representative    town 
meeting  shall  be  posted  by  the  town  clerk  in  five  or  more 
public  places  in  the  town,  and  he  shall  notify  the  members 
by  mail  of  the  adjournment  at  least  twenty-four  hours 
before    the    time    of    the    adjourned    representative    town 
meeting.     The  notices  shall  state  briefly  the  business  to  be 
acted  upon  at  any  meeting  and  shall  include  notice  of  any 
proposed    reconsideration.     All    town    meetings    shall    be 
public.     The  town  meeting  members  as  such  shall  receive 
no  compensation.     Subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be 
determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  representative  town 
meeting,  any  voter  of  the  town  who  is  not  a  town  meeting 
member  may  speak  at  any  representative  town  meeting, 
but  shall  not  vote.     A  town  meeting  member  may  resign 
by  filing  a  written  resignation  with  the  town  clerk,  and 
such  resignation  shall  take  effect  upon  the  date  of  such 
filing.     No  elected  member  whose  official  position  entitles 
him  to  be  a  member  at  large  shall  act  as  a  member  at  large 
during  such  times  as  he  remains  an  elected  member.     A 
town  meeting  member  who  removes  from  the  town  shall 
cease  to  be  a  town  meeting  member  and  an  elected  town 
meeting  member  who  removes  from  one  precinct  to  another 
or  is  so  removed  by  a  revision  of  precincts  shall  not  retain 
membership  after  the  next  annual  election. 
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Section  4.  Nomination  of  candidates  for  town  meeting 
members  to  be  elected  under  this  act  shall  be  made  by 
nomination  papers  which  shall  bear  no  political  designa- 
tion, but  to  the  name  of  a  candidate  for  re-election  there 
may  be  added  the  words  "Candidate  for  Re-election". 
Nomination  papers  shall  be  signed  by  not  less  than  ten 
registered  voters  of  the  precinct  in  which  the  candidate  is 
nominated  for  office  and  filed  with  the  town  clerk  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  election.  No  nomination  papers  shall 
be  valid  in  respect  to  any  candidate  unless  his  written 
acceptance  is  filed  therewith. 

Section  5.  All  articles  in  the  warrant  for  every  town 
meeting,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  election  of  the  town 
moderator,  town  officers  and  town  meeting  members,  and 
as  herein  provided,  to  referenda  and  all  matters  to  be  acted 
upon  and  determined  by  ballot,  shall  be  so  acted  upon  and 
determined  by  the  registered  voters  of  the  town  in  their 
respective  precincts.  All  other  articles  in  the  warrant  for 
any  town  meeting,  beginning  with  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing in  the  year  when  said  town  meeting  members  are  first 
elected,  shall  be  acted  upon  and  determined  exclusively 
by  town  meeting  members  at  a  representative  town  meet- 
ing to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  set  forth 
by  the  selectmen  in  the  warrant  for  the  meeting,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  referendum  provided  for  by  section  eight. 

Section  6.  A  moderator  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
each  annual  town  election,  and  shall  serve  as  the  moderator 
of  all  town  meetings  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  Nominations 
for  moderator  and  his  election  shall  be  as  in  the  case  of 
other  elective  town  officers,  and  any  vacancy  in  such  office 
may  be  filled  by  the  town  meeting  members  at  a  repre- 
sentative town  meeting  held  for  that  purpose.  If  a  mod- 
erator is  absent,  a  moderator  pro  tempore  may  be  elected 
by  the  town  meeting  members. 

Section  7.  In  the  event  of  any  vacancy  in  the  full 
number  of  elected  town  meeting  members  from  any  pre- 
cinct the  remaining  elected  members  of  the  precinct  may 
choose  from  among  the  registered  voters  thereof  a  suc- 
cessor to  serve  until  the  next  annual  town  election.  The 
town  clerk  may,  and  upon  a  petition  therefor  signed  by  not 
less  than  ten  elected  town  meeting  members  from  the 
precinct  shall,  call  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpose  of 
filling  such  vacancy  and  shall  mail  a  notice  thereof  to  the 
remaining  elected  members  from  the  precinct  specifying 
the  object  and  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  which 
shall  be  held  not  less  than  four  days  after  the  mailing  of 
such  notice.  At  such  meeting  a  majority  of  such  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  shall  elect  from  their  own 
number  a  chairman  and  a  clerk.  The  election  to  fill  such 
vacancy  shall  be  by  ballot  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
shall  be  required  for  a  choice.  The  clerk  shall  forthwith 
file  with  the  town  clerk  a  certificate  of  such  election,  to- 
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gether  with  a  written  acceptance  by  the  member  so  elected, 
who  shall  thereupon  be  deemed  elected  and  qualified  as  an 
elected  town  meeting  member,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
section  three  respecting  the  election  and  qualifications  of 
elected  town  meeting  members. 

Section  8.  No  vote  passed  at  any  representative  town 
meeting  under  any  article  in  the  warrant,  except  a  vote  to 
adjourn  shall  be  operative  until  after  the  expiration  of  five 
days,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  holidays,  from  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  meeting.  If  within  said  five  days  a  petition, 
signed  by  not  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the  registered  voters 
of  each  precinct,  containing  their  names  and  addresses  as 
they  appear  on  the  list  of  registered  voters,  is  filed  with  the 
selectmen  requesting  that  the  question  or  questions  in- 
volved in  such  vote  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  town 
at  large,  then  the  selectmen,  within  fourteen  days  after 
the  filing  of  the  petition,  shall  call  a  special  meeting,  which 
shall  be  held  within  ten  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  call, 
for  the  purpose  of  presenting  to  the  voters  at  large  the 
question  or  questions  so  involved.  The  polls  shall  be 
opened  at  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  and  shall  be  closed 
not  earlier  than  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  all  votes 
upon  any  questions  so  submitted  shall  be  taken  by  ballot, 
and  the  check  list  shall  be  used  in  the  several  precinct 
meetings  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  election  of  town 
officers.  The  questions  so  submitted  shall  be  determined 
by  vote  of  the  same  proportion  of  voters  at  large  voting 
thereon  as  would  have  been  required  by  law  of  town  meet- 
ing members  had  the  question  been  finally  determined  at 
a  representative  town  meeting.  The  questions  so  sub- 
mitted shall  be  stated  upon  the  ballot  in  substantially  the 
same  language  and  form  in  which  they  were  stated  when 
presented  to  said  representative  town  meeting  by  the 
moderator  as  appears  from  the  records  of  the  said  meeting. 
If  such  petition  is  not  filed  within  the  said  period  of  five 
days,  the  vote  of  the  representative  town  meeting  shall 
become  operative  upon  the  expiration  of  the  said  period. 

Section  9.  The  town  of  Webster,  after  the  acceptance 
of  this  act,  shall  have  the  capacity  to  act  through  and  be 
bound  by  its  said  town  meeting  members  who  shall,  when 
convened  from  time  to  time  as  herein  provided,  constitute 
representative  town  meetings;  and  the  representative 
town  meetings  shall  exercise  exclusively,  so  far  as  will 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  all  powers  vested 
in  the  municipal  corporation.  Action  in  conformity  with 
all  provisions  of  law  now  or  hereafter  applicable  to  the 
transaction  of  town  affairs  in  town  meetings  shall,  when 
taken  by  any  representative  town  meeting  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  such  action  had  been  taken  in  a  town  meeting 
open  to  all  the  voters  of  the  town  as  heretofore  organized 
and  conducted. 

Section    10.     The   representative    town   meeting   may 
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make  such  rules  consistent  with  general  law  as  may  be 
considered  necessary  for  conducting  its  meetings. 

Section  11.  The  representative  town  meeting  may 
appoint  such  committees  of  its  members  for  investigation 
and  report  as  it  may  consider  necessary. 

Section  12.  All  by-laws  or  parts  of  by-laws  of  the  town 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed.  The  provisions  of  chapter  forty-four  of  the 
General  Laws  shall  continue  to  apply  in  the  town  of 
Webster  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  13.  This  act  shall  not  abridge  the  right  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Webster  to  hold  general  meetings,  as 
that  right  is  secured  to  them  by  the  constitution  of  this 
commonwealth;  nor  shall  this  act  confer  upon  any  rep- 
resentative town  meeting  in  Webster  the  power  finally  to 
commit  the  town  to  any  measure  affecting  its  municipal 
existence  or  changing  its  government,  without  action 
thereon  by  the  voters  of  the  town  at  large,  using  the  ballot 
and  the  check  list  therefor. 

Section  14.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  regis- 
tered voters  of  the  town  of  Webster  at  any  annual  town 
meeting.  The  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  General  Laws,  so  far  as  the  same 
shall  be  applicable,  in  answer  to  the  question,  which  shall 
be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  for  the  election 
of  town  officers:  "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Court 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  entitled 
'An  Act  establishing  in  the  town  of  Webster  representative 
town  government  by  limited  town  meetings,'  be  accepted 
by  this  town?" 

This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  voters  voting  thereon. 

Section  15,  If  this  act  is  rejected  by  the  registered 
voters  of  the  town  of  Webster  when  submitted  to  said 
voters  under  section  fourteen,  it  may  again  be  submitted 
for  acceptance  in  like  manner  from  time  to  time  to  such 
voters  at  any  annual  town  meeting  in  said  town  within 
three  years  thereafter,  and,  if  accepted  by  a  majority 
of  the  voters  voting  thereon  at  such  a  meeting,  shall 
thereupon  take  effect.

the  water,  altering  the  courses  or  deepening  the  channels 
thereof,  and  may  conduct  any  surface  or  ground  water  into 
the  same,  and  may  cover  or  pave  any  such  channel  or 
water  course,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  may  build  retaining 
walls  to  support  the  banks  of  any  such  stream  or  water 
course,  or  any  part  thereof,  within  said  town. 

Section  2.  For  either  or  both  of  the  purposes  afore- 
said, said  town  may  take  by  eminent  domain  under  chapter 
seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  or  acquire  by  purchase 
or  otherwise,  lands,  easements,  rights  of  way,  water  rights 
and  other  property,  on  one  or  both  sides  of  any  such  brook, 
stream  or  water  course,  or  may  in  like  manner  take  or 
otherwise  acquire  lands,  easements,  rights  of  way,  water 
rights  and  other  property  to  form  new  channels  into  which 
said  water  or  any  surface  or  ground  water  may  be  diverted, 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  may  enter  into  and  upon 
any  land  or  way,  and  may  do  thereon  work  necessary  for 
any  such  improvement,  and  may  construct  upon  any  land 
taken  or  otherwise  acquired  under  authority  of  this  act

The  United  Hebrew  Benevolent  Asso- 
ciation of  Boston,  incorporated  under  general  law,  is 
hereby  empowered  to  transfer,  assign,  set  over,  and  convey 
all  funds  and  property  held  by  it  to  the  Associated  Jewish 
Philanthropies,  Inc.,  incorporated  under  general  law,  and 
the  said  Associated  Jewish  Philanthropies,  Inc.  is  hereby 
empowered  to  receive  the  same  and  to  hold,  manage  and 
dispose  of  all  such  funds  and  property  charged  with  any 
trust,  upon  the  same  trusts,  uses  and  purposes  as  if  the 
same  had  continued  to  be  held  by  the  said  IJnited  Hebrew 
Benevolent  Association  of  Boston  for  the  fulfillment  of  the 
charitable  purposes  of  said  corporation. 

Section  2.  The  power  hereby  granted  shall  be  exercised

tion  thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  amended. 
seventy-nine  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  — 
Section  79.  A  mutual  fire  company  may,  at  the  time  of  its  Guaranty  capi- 
formation  or,  if  two  thirds  of  the  votes  of  its  policyholders  do^n^Luc*'^''' 
cast  at  a  meeting  duly  called  for  the  purpose  are  recorded  mutual  insur^ 
in  favor  of  such  action,  at  any  time  after  its  formation,  ^^ce  compames. 
establish  a  guaranty  capital  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
thousand  nor  more  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
divided  into  shares  of  a  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  to  be  invested  as  provided  by  this  chapter  for  the 
investment  of  the  capital  stock  of  domestic  stock  com- 
panies. Any  such  company  may,  at  any  time  by  a  like 
vote  and  with  the  written  approval  of  the  commissioner, 
increase  said  guaranty  capital  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  holders  of  shares  of 
guaranty  capital  shall  be  entitled  to  a  semi-annual  divi- 
dend of  not  more  than  three  and  one  half  per  cent  on  their 
respective  shares  if  the  net  profits  or  unused  premiums, 
left  after  all  expenses,  losses  and  liabilities  then  incurred, 
with  the  reserve  for  reinsurance,  are  provided  for,  shall  be 
sufficient  to  pay  the  same.  Shareholders  and  members  of 
such  companies  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein, 
be  subject  to  the  same  provisions  of  law  relative  to  their 
right  to  vote  as  apply  respectively  to  shareholders  in  stock 
companies  and  policyholders  in  mutual  fire  companies. 
The  guaranty  capital  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
losses  only  when  the  company  has  exhausted  its  assets, 
exclusive  of  uncollected  premiums;  and  when  thus  im- 
paired, the  directors  may  make  good  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  it  by  assessments  upon  the  contingent  funds  of  the 
company  at  the  date  of  such  impairment.  Such  guaranty 
capital  shall  be  retired  by  the  directors  of  the  company  at 
par  when  the  profits  accumulated  under  section  eighty 
equal  two  per  cent  of  its  insurance  in  force;  and  such 
guaranty  capital  may,  upon  the  recording  in  favor  of  such 
action  of  two  thirds  of  the  votes  cast  at  a  meeting  duly 
called  for  the  purpose  and  with  the  written  approval  of  the 
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commissioner,  be  reduced  or  retired,  if  the  net  assets  of  the 
company  above  its  reinsurance  reserve  and  all  other  claims 
and  obligations,  exclusive  of  guaranty  capital,  for  two  years 
last  preceding  and  including  the  date  of  its  last  annual 
statement  under  section  twenty-five  has  been  not  less 
than  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the  guaranty 
capital.  Due  notice  of  any  proposed  action  under  this 
section  on  the  part  of  the  company  shall  be  mailed  to  each 
policyholder  of  the  company  not  less  than  thirty  days  before 
the  meeting  when  such  action  is  proposed  to  be  taken,  and 
shall  also  be  advertised  in  two  papers  of  general  circulation, 
approved  by  the  commissioner,  not  less  than  three  times  a 
week  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  four  weeks  before  said 
meeting.  No  company  with  a  guaranty  capital  which  has 
ceased  to  do  new  business  shall  retire  such  capital  or  pay 
any  dividends  thereon,  except  from  income  from  its  invest- 
ments, until  it  shall  have  performed  or  cancelled  its  policy 
obligations.  The  holders  of  the  guaranty  capital  of  a 
mutual  fire  company  shall  not  be  entitled  in  any  event  to 
share  in  the  distribution  of  its  assets  beyond  the  amount  of 
the  par  value  of  their  shares  and  any  dividends  declared 
and  payable  thereon. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
five,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  section  ninety  B  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  —  Section  90B.  No  policy  shall  be  issued  by  a

Section  1.  Chapter  fifty-three  of  the  General  Laws, 
as  amended  in  section  eight  by  section  four  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  thirty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-two,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  said 
section  eight  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: — 
Section  8.  All  certificates  of  nomination  and  nomination 
papers  shall,  in  addition  to  the  names  of  candidates,  specify 
as  to  each,  (1)  his  residence,  with  street  and  number,  if  any, 
(2)  the  office  for  which  he  is  nominated,  and  (3),  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  section  and  in  city  charters,  the 
party  or  pohtical  principle  which  he  represents,  expressed 
in  not  more  than  three  words.  Certificates  of  nomination 
made  by  convention  or  caucus  shall  also  state  what  provi- 
sion, if  any,  was  made  for  filling  vacancies  caused  by  the 
death,  withdrawal  or  ineligibility  of  candidates.  The  sur- 
names of  the  candidates  for  president  and  vice  president 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  added  to  the  party  or  pohtical 
designation  of  the  candidates  for  presidential  electors. 
To  the  name  of  each  candidate  for  alderman  at  large  shall 
be  added  the  number  of  the  ward  in  which  he  resides. 
To  the  name  of  a  candidate  for  a  town  office  who  is  an 
incumbent  thereof  there  may  be  added  the  words  "Candi- 
date for  Re-election". 

If  a  candidate  is  nominated  otherwise  than  by  a  political 
party,  the  name  of  a  political  party  shall  not  be  used  in  his 
political  designation.  Certificates  of  nomination  and 
nomination  papers  for  town  offices  need  not  include  a 
designation  of  the  party  or  principle  which  the  candidate 
represents. 

Section  2.  Section  forty-one  of  chapter  fifty-four  of

Section  two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edi- 
tion thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"sold"  in  the  tenth  line  and-  in  the  eleventh  line,  in  each 
instance,  the  words :  —  or  mortgaged,  —  and  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "sale"  in  the  twelfth  line  the  words:  —  or 
mortgage,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  2.  Such 
parts  of  the  personal  property  of  a  deceased  person  as  the

and  known  as  Woodside  cemetery,  is  hereby  validated  and 
confirmed;  and  said  town  of  Cohasset  may  hold  and  use 
said  parcel  as  appurtenant  to  said  cemetery,  provided 
no  burials  are  made  within  the  limits  of  said  parcel.

The  Provident  Institution  for  Savings 
in  the  Town  of  Boston,  incorporated  by  an  act  passed  in 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  may,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  commissioner  of  banks,  invest  in  the  purchase  of 
real  estate  in  the  city  of  Boston  to  be  used  for  the  convenient 
transaction  of  its  business,  and  in  the  erection  and  prepara- 
tion of  a  suitable  building  or  buildings  on  land  to  be  ac- 
quired hereunder,  or  in  the  alteration  or  renovation  of  any 
building  located  on  said  land  or  on  land  in  said  city  now 
owned  by  it,  to  be  devoted  in  whole  or  in  part  to  such  use, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  addi-

law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public 
convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary 
Edition  thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following  new  section :  —  Section  56.  With 
the  approval  of  the  commissioner,  a  savings  bank  may 
advance  or  loan  upon,  or  purchase,  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  assets  of  any  other  savings  bank,  or  of  the  savings 
department  of  any  trust  company,  including  savings 
banks  and  trust  companies  now  or  hereafter  in  possession 
of  the  commissioner  under  sections  twenty-two  to  thirty- 
six,  inclusive,  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and 
may  participate  in  such  an  advance,  loan  or  purchase  with 
one  or  more  other  savings  banks  or  trust  companies.  The 
savings  bank  making  or  participating  in  such  an  advance, 
loan  or  purchase,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  same,  may 
assume  and  agree  to  pay  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  deposit 
and  other  liabilities  of  such  other  savings  bank  or  savings 
department.

sixty-seven,  and  may  participate  in  such  an  advance,  loan 
or  purchase  with  one  or  more  other  trust  companies  or 
savings  banks.

All  such  deposits  shall  be  special 
deposits  and  shall  be  placed  in  said  savings  department,  and 
all  loans  or  investments  thereof  shall  be  made  in  accordance 
with  the  law  governing  the  investment  of  deposits  in  sav- 
ings banks,  subject,  however,  to  section  fifty-six  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  sixty-eight.  The  investment  committee 
shall  approve  all  loans  and  all  purchases  or  sales  of  bonds, 
stocks  and  notes  made  by  or  for  the  savings  department, 
and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  by-laws  or  board 
of  directors  may  prescribe.  A  record  shall  be  made  at 
each  meeting  of  the  transactions  of  the  committee  and  of 
the  names  of  those  present.

line  the  following :  —  for  cash  or  other  consideration  or  as 
provided  by  section  fifty-six  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  or  section  forty-four  A  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  seventy-two,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  24-. 
Upon  taking  possession  of  the  property  and  business  of 
such  bank,  the  commissioner  may  collect  moneys  due  to  the 
bank,  and  do  all  acts  necessary  to  conserve  its  assets  and 
business,  and  shall  proceed  to  liquidate  its  affairs  as  herein- 
after provided.  He  shall  collect  all  debts  due  and  claims 
belonging  to  it,  and  upon  the  order  or  decree  of  the  su- 
preme judicial  court,  or  any  justice  thereof,  may  sell  or 
compound  all  bad  or  doubtful  debts,  and  on  hke  order  or 
decree  may  sell  for  cash  or  other  consideration  or  as  pro- 
vided by  section  fifty-six  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight  or  section  forty-four  A  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
seventy-two,  all,  or  any  part  of,  the  real  and  personal 
property  of  the  bank  on  such  terms  as  the  court  shall  direct ; 
and,  in  the  name  of  such  bank,  may  take  a  mortgage  on 
such  real  property  from  a  bona  fide  purchaser  to  secure  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  the  purchase  price,  upon  such  terms  and 
for  such  periods  as  the  court  shall  direct.  If,  at  any  time 
after  he  has  taken  possession  of  the  property  and  business 
of  a  trust  company  under  section  twenty-two,  the  com- 
missioner deems  it  necessary  to  enforce  the  individual 
liability  of  stockholders  therein,  as  described  in  the  first 
sentence  of  section  twenty-four  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  seventy-two,  in  order  to  pay  the  liabilities  of  such  trust 
company,  he  may  file  a  bill  in  equity,  in  the  supreme  judi- 
cial court  for  the  county  where  the  principal  office  of  the 
trust  company  is  located,  against  all  persons  who  were 
stockholders  therein  at  the  time  of  such  taking  possession, 
to  enforce  such  individual  liabihty.  The  court  may  by  its 
decree  assess  upon  the  stockholders  in  such  suit  severally 
sums  in  proportion  to  the  amounts  of  stock  held  by  them 
respectively  at  the  time  of  such  taking  possession;  but  no 
such  stockholder  shall  be  Uable  to  pay  a  larger  sum  than 
the  amount  of  the  par  value  of  the  stock  held  by  him  at 
the  time  of  such  taking  possession.  Such  suit  shall  not 
abate  by  reason  of  the  non-joinder  of  persons  liable  as 
respondents,  unless  the  commissioner,  after  notice  by  plea 
or  answer  of  their  existence,  unreasonably  neglects  to  make

HADLEY  REPRESENTATIVE  TOWN  GOVERNMENT  BY  LIMITED 
town    MEETINGS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  erected  and  constituted  in 
the  town  of  South  Hadley  the  form  of  representative  town 
government  by  hmited  town  meetings  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

Section  2.  The  voters  of  each  precinct  in  the  town  of 
South  Hadley  shall,  at  the  next  ensuing  annual  town  elec- 
tion held  after  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  and  conformably 
to  the  laws  relative  to  elections  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  elect  by  ballot  from  residents  of  the  precinct  town 
meeting  members,  other  than  the  officers  designated  in 
section  three  of  this  act  as  town  meeting  members  ex 
officiis,  to  the  largest  number  which  is  divisible  by  three 
and  which  will  not  exceed  two  per  cent  of  the  number  of 
registered  voters  in  the  precinct  upon  and  including  the 
first  day  of  January  next  preceding  said  election.  The 
first  third  in  the  order  of  votes  received  of  members  elected 
at  such  annual  election  in  each  precinct  shall  serve  until 
the  third  succeeding  annual  election,  the  second  third 
in  the  order  of  votes  received  at  such  election  shall  serve 
until  the  second  succeeding  annual  election,  and  the  re- 
maining third  in  the  order  of  votes  received  at  such  election 
shall  serve  until  the  first  succeeding  annual  election;  and 
thereafter  except  as  herein  provided,  at  each  annual  elec- 
tion the  voters  of  each  precinct  in  the  town  shall,  in  like 
manner,  elect  as  town  meeting  members  the  largest  number 
which  will  not  exceed  two  thirds  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
number  of  registered  voters  in  such  precinct  upon  and 
including  the  first  day  of  January  next  preceding  such 
annual  election,  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  shall, 
at  such  election,  fill  for  the  unexpired  term  or  terms  any 
vacancies  then  existing  in  the  number  of  town  meeting 
members  in  the  precinct. 

After  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  the  boundaries  of  the 
precincts  may  from  time  to  time  be  changed  according  to 
general  law,  but  the  precincts  shall  not  number  less  than 
four.  Upon  every  change  of  the  precincts  or  of  any  pre- 
cinct in  the  town,  the  terms  of  office  of  all  town  meeting 
members  from  every  precinct  which  shall  be  in  any  way 
altered  by  such  change,  shall  cease  upon  the  election  of 
their  successors,  and  at  the  first  ensuing  annual  town  elec- 
tion there  shall  be  a  new  election  of  town  meeting  members 
in  every  precinct  so  changed,  as  well  as  in  any  new  precinct 
or  precincts  estabhshed,  said  election  to  be  held  in  the 
manner  hereinbefore  prescribed  for  the  first  election  under 
this  act. 

In  the  case  of  a  tie  vote  which  affects  the  election  of  town 
meeting  members  in  any  precinct  otherwise  than  as  to 
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term  of  office,  the  members  elected  from  such  precinct  at 
the  same  election  shall,  by  a  majority  vote,  determine 
which  of  the  voters  receiving  such  tie  vote  shall  serve  as 
town  meeting  members  from  such  precinct,  and  in  case  of  a 
tie  vote  affecting  the  term  of  office  of  members  elected,  the 
members  elected  from  such  precinct  at  the  same  election 
other  than  those  whose  terms  of  office  are  affected  by  such 
tie  vote,  shall,  by  a  majority  vote,  determine  which  mem- 
ber receiving  such  tie  vote  shall  serve  for  the  longer  and 
which  for  the  shorter  term. 

The  town  clerk  shall,  after  every  election  of  town  meet- 
ing members,  forthwith  notify  each  member,  by  mail,  of  his 
election. 

Section  3.  The  representative  town  meetings  held 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided herein,  shall  be  limited  to  the  elected  town  meeting 
members  together  with  the  following,  designated  as  town 
meeting  members  ex  officiis,  namely:  any  member  of  the 
general  court  of  the  commonwealth  who  is  a  registered 
voter  of  the  town,  the  town  moderator,  the  town  clerk,  the 
selectmen,  the  town  treasurer,  the  town  counsel  if  a  regis- 
tered voter  of  the  town,  the  town  collector  of  taxes,  the 
chairman  of  the  school  committee,  the  chairman  of  the 
trustees  of  the  public  library,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of 
health,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  public  welfare,  the 
chairman  of  the  park  commissioners,  the  chairman  of  the 
municipal  light  commissioners,  the  tree  warden,  the  chair- 
man of  the  assessors  of  taxes,  the  finance  committee,  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  registrars  of  voters,  the  town 
accountant,  and  the  chairman  of  any  other  board,  com- 
mission or  committee  established  in  the  town  by  authority 
of  the  general  court. 

The  secretary  or  clerk  of  each  of  said  boards,  commis- 
sions and  committees  shall  file  with  the  town  clerk  a  certifi- 
cate of  election  of  a  chairman. 

Any  elected  town  meeting  member  who  becomes  by 
appointment  or  election  one  of  the  officers  designated  as 
town  meeting  members,  ex  officiis,  shall,  upon  such  ap- 
pointment or  election,  cease  to  be  an  elected  town  meeting 
member.  The  town  clerk  shall  notify  the  town  meeting 
members  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  representative 
town  meetings  are  to  be  held,  such  notices  to  be  sent  by 
mail  at  least  three  days  before  any  such  meeting,  but  failure 
to  comply  with  this  provision  shall  not  affect  the  legal 
force  of  any  act  of  the  meeting,  and  this  provision  shall  be 
in  addition  to  the  warrant  for  such  meeting  duly  published 
and  served  according  to  law.  The  representative  town 
meeting  shall  have  authority  to  determine  the  election  and 
qualifications,  as  set  forth  in  this  act,  of  its  members. 
A  majority  of  the  town  meeting  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  doing  business;  but  a  less  number  may 
organize  temporarily  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 
All  town  meetings  shall  be  held  in  pubhc.     Town  meeting 
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members  shall  receive  no  compensation  as  such.  Subject 
to  such  conditions  as  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time 
by  the  representative  town  meeting,  any  voter  of  the  town 
who  is  not  a  town  meeting  member  may  speak  at  any 
representative  town  meeting,  but  he  shall  not  vote.  An 
elected  town  meeting  member  may  resign  by  filing  a 
written  resignation  with  the  town  clerk,  and  such  resigna- 
tion shall  take  effect  on  the  date  of  such  filing.  An  elected 
town  meeting  member  who  removes  from  the  precinct 
from  which  he  was  elected  shall  cease  to  be  a  town  meeting 
member. 

Section  4.  Nominations  of  candidates  for  town  meet- 
ing members  to  be  elected  under  this  act  shall  be  made  by 
nomination  papers  which  shall  bear  no  political  designa- 
tion, but  to  the  name  of  a  candidate  for  re-election  there 
may  be  added  the  words  "Candidate  for  Re-election". 
Nomination  papers  shall  be  signed  by  not  less  than  ten 
registered  voters  of  the  precinct  in  which  the  candidate  is 
nominated  for  office  and  filed  with  the  town  clerk  at  least 
fifteen  days  before  the  election;  provided,  that  an  elected 
town  meeting  member  may  become  a  candidate  for  re- 
election by  giving  written  notice  thereof  to  the  town  clerk 
at  least  thirty  days  before  the  election. 

Section  5.  All  articles  in  the  warrant  for  every  town 
meeting,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  election  of  the  town 
moderator,  town  officers  and  town  meeting  members,  and, 
as  herein  provided,  to  referenda  and  all  matters  to  be  acted 
upon  and  determined  by  ballot,  shall  be  so  acted  upon  and 
determined  by  the  registered  voters  of  the  town  in  their 
respective  precincts.  All  other  articles  in  the  warrant  for 
any  town  meeting,  beginning  with  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing in  the  year  when  said  town  meeting  members  are  first 
elected,  shall  be  acted  upon  and  determined  exclusively  by 
town  meeting  members  at  a  representative  town  meeting 
to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  be  set  forth  by  the 
selectmen  in  the  warrant  for  the  meeting,  and  subject  to 
the  referendum  provided  for  by  section  eight. 

Section  6.  The  moderator  shall  continue  to  be  elected 
by  ballot  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided.  Any 
vacancy  in  the  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  town  meeting 
members  at  a  meeting  held  for  that  purpose.  If  a  modera- 
tor is  absent  a  moderator  pro  tempore  may  be  elected  by 
the  town  meeting  members. 

Section  7.  In  the  event  of  any  vacancy  in  the  full 
number  of  elected  town  meeting  members  from  any  pre- 
cinct a  majority  of  said  members  may  choose  from  among 
the  registered  voters  thereof  a  successor  to  serve  until  the 
next  annual  town  election.  The  town  clerk  may,  and  upon 
a  petition  therefor  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  elected  town 
meeting  members  from  the  precinct  shall,  call  a  special 
meeting  for  the  purpose  of  filling  such  vacancy  and  shall 
mail  notice  thereof  to  the  remaining  elected  members  from 
the  precinct  specifying  the  object  and  the  time  and  place 
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of  such  meeting  which  shall  be  held  not  less  than  four  days 
after  the  mailing  of  such  notice.  At  such  meeting  a 
majority  of  such  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and 
shall  elect  from  their  own  number  a  chairman  and  a  clerk. 
The  election  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be  by  ballot  and  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  required  for  a  choice. 
The  clerk  shall  forthwith  file  with  the  town  clerk  a  certifi- 
cate of  such  election,  together  with  a  written  acceptance 
by  the  member  so  elected,  who  shall  thereupon  be  deemed 
elected  and  qualified  as  an  elected  town  meeting  member, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  three  respecting  the 
election  and  qualifications  of  elected  town  meeting  members. 
Section  8.  No  article  in  the  warrant  shall  at  any 
representative  town  meeting  be  finally  disposed  of  by  a 
vote  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  indefinitely  postpone,  or  to 
take  no  action  thereunder.  No  vote  passed  at  any  repre- 
sentative town  meeting  under  any  article  in  the  warrant, 
except  a  vote  to  adjourn  or  a  vote  for  the  temporary  bor- 
rowing of  money  in  anticipation  of  revenue  or  a  vote 
declared  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  town  meeting  members 
present  and  voting  thereon  to  be  an  emergency  measure 
necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  peace, 
health,  safety  or  convenience  of  the  town,  shall  take  effect 
until  after  the  expiration  of  seven  days,  exclusive  of  Sun- 
days and  holidays,  from  the  date  of  such  vote.  If,  within 
said  seven  days  a  petition,  signed  by  not  less  than  fifty 
registered  voters  from  each  precinct,  the  aggregate  number 
of  voters  so  signing  being  in  no  event  less  than  five  per 
cent  of  the  number  of  registered  voters  of  the  town,  con- 
taining the  names  and  street  addresses  of  the  voters  so 
signing  as  they  appear  on  the  list  of  registered  voters,  is 
filed  with  the  selectmen  asking  that  the  question  or  ques- 
tions involved  in  such  vote  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of 
the  town  at  large,  then  the  selectmen  within  fourteen  days 
of  the  filing  of  such  petition  shall  call  a  special  town  meet- 
ing which  shall  be  held  within  twenty-one  days  after  notice 
of  the  call,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  presenting  to  the  voters 
at  large  the  question  or  questions  so  involved.  All  votes 
upon  any  questions  submitted  shall  be  taken  by  ballot, 
and  the  check  lists  shall  be  used  in  the  several  precincts 
in  the  same  manner  in  which  they  are  used  in  the  election 
of  town  officers.  The  polls  shall  be  opened  at  two  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  and  shall  be  closed  not  earlier  than  eight 
o'clock  in  the  evening  and  no  ballots  shall  be  removed  or 
counted  before  the  closing  of  the  polls.  The  question  or 
questions  submitted  to  be  voted  upon  at  said  town  meet- 
ing shall  be  stated  upon  the  ballot  in  substantially  the  same 
language  and  form  in  which  they  were  stated  when  finally 
presented  to  said  representative  town  meeting  by  the 
moderator  as  appears  upon  the  records  of  said  meeting,  and 
such  question  or  questions  shall  be  determined  by  vote 
of  the  same  proportion  of  the  voters  at  large  voting  thereon 
as  would  have  been  required  by  law  had  the  question  been

Section  9.  The  town  of  South  Hadley,  after  the  ac- 
ceptance of  this  act,  shall  have  the  capacity  to  act  through 
and  be  bound  by  its  said  town  meeting  members  who  shall,

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would,  in 
part,  defeat  its  purpose  to  afford  rehef  in  the  existing  finan- 
cial emergency  by  making  immediately  available  to  sav- 
ings and  co-operative  banks  the  assistance  and  co-operation 
provided  by  the  Federal  Home  Loan  Bank  Act,  therefore 
this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  neces- 
sary for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  health, 
safety  and  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition 
thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  two 
the  following  new  section:  —  Section  2 A.  Any  such  sav- 
ings bank  may  become  a  member  of  the  Federal  Home 
Loan  Bank  estabhshed  for  the  district  of  New  England

proceedings  relative  to  their  location  and  erection;  pro- 
vided, that  the  said  town  of  Hingham  by  its  municipal 
lighting  board  and  said  company  shall,  not  later  than  the 
first  day  of  December  in  the  current  year,  file  with  the 
town  clerk  a  map  or  maps  showing  in  detail  the  location 
and  nature  of  the  said  lines,  structures  and  fixtures  in  said 
town;  such  map  or  maps  to  be  recorded  and  kept  with  the 
records  of  original  locations  for  poles  and  wires  in  said 
town. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

An  Act  providing  that  certain  lands  and  waters  now 
under  jurisdiction  or  control  of  the  water  and 
sewer  department  of  the  city  of  medford  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  park 
department  of  said  city. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  lands  and  waters  in  that  part  of  the 
city  of  Medford  within  the  area  bounded  by  Forest  street. 
Elm  street.  Woodland  road  and  the  Stoneham  line,  now 
under  the  control  or  jurisdiction  of  the  water  and  sewer 
department  of  the  said  city  of  Medford,  shall  hereafter  be 
under  the  control  and  jurisdiction  of  the  park  department 
of  the  said  city. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Chap.  49  An  Act   creating  an  emergency   finance   board   and 
defining  its  powers  and  duties. 


Emergency 
preamble. 


Emergency 
finance  board, 
membership, 
terms. 


Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  defeat 
its  purpose,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emer- 
gency law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the 
public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  department  of  the 
state  treasurer,  subject  to  his  control  only  to  the  extent  of 
his  membership  therein,  an  emergency  finance  board, 
hereinafter  called  the  board,  consisting  of  the  state  treasurer 
and  the  director  of  the  division  of  accounts,  ex  officiis, 
and  three  citizens  of  the  commonwealth  to  be  appointed 
by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council, 
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who  shall  be  designated  in  their  initial  appointments  to 
serve  respectively  for  one,  two  and  three  years.  The 
governor,  with  like  advice  and  consent,  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  designate  one  of  the  members  as  chairman,  may  re- 
move any  appointive  member,  and  shall  fill  any  vacancy 
in  the  appointive  membership  of  the  board  for  the  unex- 
pired term.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of 
an  appointive  member,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in 
the  manner  aforesaid  for  three  years.  If  the  state  treasurer 
or  said  director  is  unable  by  reason  of  absence  or  disability 
to  perform  his  duties  as  such  member,  said  state  treasurer, 
or  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation,  in  the 
case  of  said  director,  may,  by  a  writing  filed  with  the  board, 
designate  an  officer  or  employee  in  his  department  who 
shall,  without  additional  compensation  therefor,  perform 
such  duties  during  such  absence  or  disability.  The  action 
of  a  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  action  of  the 
board;  and  whenever  any  action  by  the  board  is  required 
to  be  in  writing,  such  writing  shall  be  sufficient  when  signed 
by  a  majority  of  the  members.  Each  appointive  member 
shall  receive  from  the  commonwealth  as  compensation  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  day's  attendance  at  board  meet- 
ings; provided,  that  the  total  amount  paid  to  any  member 
for  compensation  as  aforesaid  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars  in  any  one  year.  The  commissioner  of  corporations 
and  taxation  shall,  upon  request  of  the  board,  assign  to  it 
such  clerical  assistance  as  it  may  need  from  the  personnel 
of  the  department  of  corporations  and  taxation,  and  any 
expense  incurred  by  said  department  by  reason  of  such 
assignment  shall  be  deemed  an  expense  of  the  board.  The 
existence  of  the  board  shall  terminate  and  this  act  shall 
cease  to  be  operative  when,  as  determined  by  the  governor, 
the  purposes  of  its  establishment  have  been  accomplished, 
but  not  before  the  payment  in  full  to  the  commonwealth  of 
all  amounts  borrowed  by  cities  and  towns  under  this  act, 
including  interest. 

Section  2.  The  treasurer  of  any  city  or  town,  if  author- 
ized by  a  two  thirds  vote,  as  defined  by  section  one  of 
chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws,  and  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  or  the  selectmen,  may,  on  behalf 
of  such  city  or  town,  petition  the  board  to  approve  of  its 
borrowing  money  from  the  commonwealth  for  ordinary 
maintenance  expenses,  and  the  board  may,  if  in  its  judg- 
ment the  financial  affairs  of  such  city  or  town  warrant, 
grant  its  approval  to  the  borrowing  as  aforesaid  of  specified 
sums  not  at  any  time  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  the  total 
amount  represented  by  tax  titles  taken  or  purchased  by 
such  city  or  town  and  held  by  it;  provided,  that  such  bor- 
rowing is  made  at  any  time  or  times  prior  to  July  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five.  In  case  of  such  approval, 
the  treasurer  of  such  city  or  town  shall,  without  further 
vote,  issue  notes,  with  interest  at  not  less  than  four  per 
cent  per  annum,  in  the  amount  approved  by  the  board,  for 
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purposes  of  sale  to  the  commonwealth  only,  and  said  notes, 
upon  their  tender  to  the  state  treasurer,  shall  forthwith  be 
purchased  by  the  commonwealth  at  the  face  value  thereof. 
Such  notes  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than  one  year, 
and  may  be  renewed  from  time  to  time,  if  authorized  by 
the  board,  but  no  renewal  note  shall  be  for  a  period  of  more 
than  one  year,  and  the  maturity  of  any  loan  or  renewal 
shall  not  be  later  than  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-six.  Such  notes  shall  be  general  obligations  of  the 
city  or  town  issuing  the  same,  notwithstanding  the  foregoing 
provisions.  Indebtedness  incurred  by  a  city  or  town  under 
authority  of  this  act  shall  be  outside  its  limit  of  indebtedness 
as  fixed  by  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws.  The 
excess,  if  any,  of  the  amount  of  interest  payments  received 
by  the  commonwealth  on  account  of  notes  issued  by  cities 
and  towns  hereunder  over  the  cost  to  the  commonwealth 
for  interest  on  money  borrowed  under  section  five,  expenses 
of  the  board,  including  compensation  paid  to  its  appointive 
members,  and  expenses  of  administration  of  the  funds 
provided  by  sections  three  and  five  shall  be  distributed  to 
such  cities  and  towns  in  November,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-nine,  or  earlier  at  the  discretion  of  the  board,  in  the 
proportion  which  the  aggregate  amounts  payable  by  them 
on  account  of  interest  on  such  notes  bear  to  the  total 
amounts  so  payable  by  all  cities  and  towns  hereunder. 

Section  3.  Until  payment  to  the  commonwealth  of 
all  principal  and  interest  on  account  of  any  notes  issued 
by  a  city  or  town  hereunder  and  held  by  the  common- 
wealth, all  amounts  received  during  any  month  by  such 
city  or  town  from  the  redemption  or  sale  of  land  purchased 
or  taken  by  it  for  non-payment  of  taxes,  or  from  the  assign- 
ment of  any  tax  title  held  by  it,  shall,  at  the  end  of  such 
month,  be  paid  over  to  the  state  treasurer  who  shall  receive 
and  forthwith  apply  the  same  toward  the  payment  of  any 
note  or  notes  issued  hereunder  by  such  city  or  town  and 
then  held  by  the  commonwealth,  and  thereafter  interest 
shall  be  payable  only  on  the  balance  of  such  note  or  notes 
remaining  unpaid. 

Section  4.  If  a  city  or  town  fails  to  make  any  pay- 
ment of  principal  or  interest  on  any  note  issued  by  it 
hereunder,  when  due,  the  state  treasurer  shall  have  author- 
ity, not  later  than  the  issue  of  his  warrant  for  its  share  of 
the  state  tax  in  any  year,  to  issue  his  warrant  requiring 
its  assessors  to  include  in  the  next  annual  tax  levy  the 
amount  necessary  to  make  such  payment  in  full  or  to  pay 
any  instalment  thereof  as  determined  and  certified  to  him 
by  the  board  as  hereinafter  provided.  If,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  board,  the  financial  affairs  of  any  city  or  town  failing 
or  likely  to  fail  to  make  payment  as  aforesaid  warrant, 
the  board  may  direct  the  assessment  of  the  amount  neces- 
sary to  make  such  payment  in  full,  in  such  number  of 
annual  instalments,  not  exceeding  three,  as  may  seem 
advisable;    provided,  that  the  amount  of  any  instalment 
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payable  in  any  year  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount  of 
any  instalment  payable  in  any  subsequent  year.  Sea- 
sonably before  the  issue  of  the  warrant  of  the  state  treasurer 
for  the  share  of  any  city  or  town  of  the  state  tax  in  any 
year,  the  board  shall  determine  and  certify  to  the  state 
treasurer  the  amount  of  such  instalment  required  to  be 
assessed  upon  any  particular  city  or  town  in  that  year. 
The  amount  included  under  authority  hereof  in  the  state 
treasurer's  warrant  to  the  assessors  of  any  city  or  town 
shall  be  collected  and  paid  to  him  in  the  same  manner  and 
subject  to  the  same  penalties  as  state  taxes,  and  if  such 
amount  is  not  duly  paid  as  aforesaid  by  such  city  or  town, 
the  state  treasurer  shall  have  authority  to  withhold,  from 
any  sum  due  from  the  commonwealth  to  it  and  not  previ- 
ously pledged,  the  amount  necessary  to  reimburse  the 
commonwealth  for  such  failure  to  pay. 

Section  5.     The  state  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  state  treasurer 
the  governor  and  council,  may  borrow  from  time  to  time,  ^new^note^?'^ 
on  the  credit  of  the  commonwealth,  such  sums  as  may  be  ^*''- 
necessary  to  provide  funds  for  loans  to  municipalities  as 
aforesaid,  but  not  exceeding  ten  million  dollars,  and  may 
issue  and  renew  notes  of  the  commonwealth  therefor,  bear- 
ing interest  payable  at  such  times  and  at  such  rate  as  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  state  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
governor  and  council.     Such  notes  shall  be  issued  for  such  Term,  etc, 
maximum  term  of  years  as  the  governor  may  recommend  to 
the   general   court   in   accordance   with   section   three   of 
Article  LXII  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  of 
the  commonwealth,  but  such  notes,  whether  original  or 
renewal,  shall  be  payable  not  later  than  November  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine.     All  notes  issued  under 
this  section  shall  be  signed  by  the  state  treasurer,  approved 
by  the  governor  and  countersigned  by  the  comptroller.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the 
Special  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  as  amended 
by  section  one  of  chapter  sixty-six  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-two,  by  section  one  of  chapter  nine- 
teen of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  by 
section  one  of  chapter  sixty-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-eight,  and  by  section  one  of  chapter 
thirty-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-one, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  twelfth 
and  thirteenth  lines  the  words  "thirty-one,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two  and  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-

Section  seven  of  chapter  ninety  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-two,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "number"  in  the  fifty-second  line  the  two 
following  new  sentences:  —  No  motor  vehicle  so  operated, 
except  fire  apparatus,  shall  display  a  red  hght  in  the  direc- 
tion toward  which  the  vehicle  is  proceeding  or  facing. 
Every  commercial  motor  vehicle  or  trailer  having  a  carry- 
ing capacity  of  two  tons  or  over  shall,  in  addition  to  such 
rear  light,  be  equipped  with  a  red  reflector,  approved  by  the 
registrar,  so  placed  at  the  rear  of  such  vehicle  as  to  reflect 
rays  of  light  thrown  upon  such  reflector  from  behind,  — 
so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  7.  Every  motor  vehicle 
operated  in  or  upon  any  way  shall  be  provided  with  brakes 
adequate  to  control  the  movement  of  such  vehicle  and  con- 
forming to  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the  registrar, 
and  such  brakes  shall  at  all  times  be  maintained  in  good 
working  order.  Every  automobile  shall  be  provided  with 
at  least  two  braking  systems,  each  with  a  separate  means  of 
appHcation,  each  operating  directly  or  indirectly  on  at  least 
two  wheels  and  each  of  which  shall  suffice  alone  to  stop

said  automobile  within  a  proper  distance  as  defined  in  said 
rules  and  regulations;  provided,  that  if  said  systems  are 
connected,  combined  or  have  any  part  in  common,  such 
systems  shall  be  so  constructed  that  a  breaking  of  any  one 
element  thereof  will  not  leave  the  automobile  without 
brakes  acting  directly  or  indirectly  on  at  least  two  wheels. 
One  braking  system  shall  be  so  constructed  that  it  can  be 
set  to  hold  the  automobile  stationary.  Every  motor  cycle 
shall  be  provided  with  at  least  one  brake  adequate  to  stop 
it  within  a  proper  distance  as  defined  as  aforesaid.  Every 
motor  vehicle  so  operated  shall  be  provided  with  a  muffler 
or  other  suitable  device  to  prevent  unnecessary  noise  and 
with  a  suitable  bell,  horn  or  other  means  of  signalling, 
and  with  suitable  lamps;  and  automobiles  shall  be  provided 
with  a  lock,  a  key  or  other  device  to  prevent  such  vehicle 
from  being  set  in  motion  by  unauthorized  persons,  or 
otherwise,  contrary  to  the  will  of  the  owner  or  person  in 
charge  thereof.  Every  automobile  operated  during  the 
period  from  one  half  an  hour  after  sunset  to  one  half  an 
hour  before  sunrise  shall  display  at  least  two  white  lights, 
or  lights  of  yellow  or  amber  tint,  or,  if  parked  within  the 
limits  of  a  way,  one  white  light  on  the  side  of  the  auto- 
mobile nearer  the  centre  of  the  way,  and  every  motor 
cycle  so  operated  at  least  one  white  hght,  or  light  of  yellow 
or  amber  tint,  and  every  such  motor  cycle  with  a  side-car 
attached,  in  addition,  one  such  hght  on  the  front  of  the 
side-car,  and  every  motor  truck,  trailer  and  commercial 
motor  vehicle  used  solely  as  such,  having  a  carrying  ca- 
pacity of  three  tons  or  over,  in  addition,  a  green  light 
attached  to  the  extreme  left  of  the  front  of  such  vehicle, 
so  attached  and  adjusted  as  to  indicate  the  extreme  left 
lateral  extension  of  the  vehicle  or  load,  which  shall  in  all 
cases  aforesaid  be  visible  not  less  than  two  hundred  feet 
in  the  direction  toward  which  the  vehicle  is  proceeding 
or  facing;  and  every  such  motor  vehicle  shall  display  at 
least  one  red  light  in  the  reverse  direction;  provided,  that 
an  automobile  need  display  no  light  when  parked  within 
the  limits  of  a  way  in  a  space  in  which  unlighted  parking 
is  permitted  by  the  rules  or  regulations  of  the  board  or 
officer  having  control  of  such  way.  Every  automobile 
so  operated  shall  have  a  rear  light  so  placed  as  to  show  a 
red  light  from  behind  and  a  white  light  so  arranged  as 
to  illuminate  and  not  obscure  the  rear  register  number. 
No  motor  vehicle  so  operated,  except  fire  apparatus,  shall 
display  a  red  light  in  the  direction  toward  which  the 
vehicle  is  proceeding  or  facing.  Every  commercial  motor 
vehicle  or  trailer  having  a  carrying  capacity  of  two  tons  or 
over  shall,  in  addition  to  such  rear  light,  be  equipped  with 
a  red  reflector,  approved  by  the  registrar,  so  placed  at  the 
rear  of  such  vehicle  as  to  reflect  rays  of  light  thrown  upon 
such  reflector  from  behind.  No  headlamp  or  rear  lamp 
shall  be  used  on  any  motor  vehicle  so  operated,  and  no 
device  which  obstructs,  reflects  or  alters  the  beam  of  such 
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headlamp  shall  be  used  in  connection  therewith,  unless  ap- 
proved by  the  registrar.  Application  for  the  approval  of 
a  headlamp,  or  of  a  rear  lamp,  accompanied  by  a  fee  of 
fifty  dollars,  may  be  made  to  the  registrar  by  any  manu- 
facturer thereof  or  dealer  therein.  Every  automobile 
used  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  for  hire,  and  every 
commercial  motor  vehicle  or  motor  truck,  so  constructed, 
equipped  or  loaded  that  the  person  operating  the  same  is 
prevented  from  having  a  constantly  free  and  unobstructed 
view  of  the  highway  immediately  in  the  rear,  shall  have 
attached  to  the  vehicle  a  mirror  or  reflector  so  placed  and 
adjusted  as  to  afford  the  operator  a  clear,  reflected  view  of 
the  highway  in  the  rear  of  the  vehicle.

BOSTON  ON  THE  RETIRED  LIST  OF  COMMISSIONED  OFFICERS 
OF  THE  MILITIA.

The  adjutant  general  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  place  James  L.  Molloy  of  Boston  upon  the  retired  list 
of  commissioned  officers  provided  for  the  purpose  by  the 
provisions  of  section  ninety-eight  of  chapter  thirty-three 
of  the  General  Laws,  or  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier 
laws,  with  the  rank  of  major,  as  of  April  twelfth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  ten,  notwithstanding  that  said  Molloy  did 
not  serve  as  a  commissioned  officer  for  a  suflficient  period  of 
time  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  said  provisions.

Section  1.  The  Leopold  Morse  Home  for  Infirm 
Hebrews  and  Orphanage,  a  corporation  incorporated  under 
general  law  under  the  name  of  the  Boston  Home  for  Aged 
and  Infirm  Hebrews  and  Orphanage,  whose  name  was 
changed  to  its  present  name  by  chapter  thirteen  of  the  acts 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  is  hereby  empowered 
to  transfer,  assign,  set  over,  and  convey  all  funds  and 
property  held  by  it  to  the  Associated  Jewish  Philanthropies, 
Inc.,  incorporated  under  general  law,  and  the  said  Asso- 
ciated Jewish  Philanthropies,  Inc.  is  hereby  empowered  to 
receive  the  same  and  to  hold,  manage  and  dispose  of  all 
such  funds  and  property  charged  with  any  trust,  upon  the 
same  trusts,  uses  and  purposes  as  if  the  same  had  con- 
tinued to  be  held  by  the  said  Leopold  Morse  Home  for 
Infirm  Hebrews  and  Orphanage  for  the  fulfillment  of  the 
charitable  purposes  of  said  corporation. 
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Section  2.     The  power  hereby  granted  shall  be  exer-  Power  granted 
cised  only  in  conformity  with  such  a  decree,  if  any,  of  the  ciaed  only  in 
supreme  judicial  court,  sitting  in  equity,  for  the  county  of  ^^XJrfe, 
Suffolk,  as  may  be  entered  within  one  year  after  the  passage  etc.

Whereas,  The  present  financial  crisis  requires  that  this  Emergency 
act  be  effective  forthwith,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  p"""^^'"^'^- 
to   be   an  emergency  law,   necessary  for  the  immediate 
preservation  of  the  public  safety  and  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows. • 


Section  1.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  governor 
that  the  welfare  of  the  commonwealth  or  any  section  or 
territory  thereof  or  the  welfare  and  security  of  banking 
institutions  under  the  supervision  of  the  commissioner  of 
banks,  in  this  act  referred  to  as  banks,  or  their  depositors 
so  require,  he  may  proclaim  that  a  banking  emergency 
exists  and  that  any  bank  or  banks  shall  be  subject  to  special 
regulation  as  hereinafter  provided  until  the  governor,  by 
proclamation,  declares  the  period  of  such  banking  emer- 
gency terminated.  The  governor  may  likewise  declare 
such  legal  bank  holidays  as  in  his  judgment  such  an  emer- 
gency may  require. 

Section  2.  During  the  period  of  any  banking  emer- 
gency so  proclaimed,  the  commissioner  of  banks,  hereinafter 
called  the  commissioner,  in  addition  to  all  other  powers 
conferred  upon  him  by  law,  shall  have  authority  to  order 
any  one  or  more  banks  to  restrict  all  or  any  part  of  their 
business  and  to  limit  or  postpone  for  any  length  of  time  the 
payment  of  any  amount  or  proportion  of  the  deposits  in  any 
of  the  departments  thereof  as  he  may  deem  necessary  or 
expedient  and  may  further  regulate  payments  therefrom  as 
to  time  and  amount,  as  in  his  opinion  the  interest  of  the 
public  or  of  such  bank  or  banks  or  the  depositors  thereof 
may  require,  and  any  order  or  orders  made  by  him  here- 
under may  be  amended,  changed,  extended  or  revoked,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  whenever  in  his  judgment  circumstances 
warrant  or  require.  After  the  termination  of  any  such 
banking  emergency,  any  such  order  may  be  continued  in 
effect  as  to  any  particular  bank  or  banks  as  aforesaid  if  in 
the  judgment  of  the  commissioner  circumstances  warrant 
or  require  and  the  governor  approves.

The  restrictions 
imposed  in  relation  to  new  deposits  so  received  by  co- 
operative banks  shall  apply  only  to  those  received  from  the 
sale  of  shares  of  a  new  series,  shares  of  any  prior  series 
and  paid-up  shares. 

Section  4.  Whenever  the  commissioner  shall  make 
any  order  hereunder,  he  may  adopt  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  he  may  deem  proper  for  the  protection  of  any  bank 
or  banks  subject  thereto  or  the  depositors  thereof,  and  any 
person  violating  any  provision  of  such  a  rule  or  regulation 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or 
both. 

Section  5.  In  determining  action  to  be  taken  under 
this  act  or  under  section  twenty-two  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty-seven  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in 
the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  the  commissioner  may 
place  such  fair  value  on  the  assets  of  any  bank  as  in  his 
discretion  seems  proper  under  the  conditions  prevailing 
and  circumstances  relating  thereto.

Whereas,  The  present  abnormal  disruption  in  the 
economic  and  financial  processes  in  the  commonwealth 
and  elsewhere  requires  that  this  act  be  effective  forthwith, 
therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law, 
necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public 
safety  and  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  During  the  period  of  the  banking  emer- 
gency proclaimed  by  the  governor  on  March  sixth  of  the 
current  year  under  section  one  of  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the 
acts  of  said  year  and  during  any  further  period  for  which 
it  may  be  extended  as  hereinafter  authorized  with  respect 
to  insurers,  and  until  such  period  or  such  period  as  extended 
as  aforesaid  is  terminated  under  said  section  one  or  is 
terminated  as  hereinafter  authorized  with  respect  to  in- 
surers, the  commissioner  of  insurance,  hereinafter  called 
the  commissioner,  in  addition  to  all  other  powers  conferred 
upon  him  by  law,  shall  have  authority  to  suspend,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  the  operation  of  any  provision  of  the  laws  of  the 
commonwealth  relative  to  insurance,  to  order  any  one  or 
more  insurers  to  restrict  all  or  any  part  of  their  business, 
to  limit  or  postpone  for  any  length  of  time  the  payment  of 
any  amounts  payable  under  the  terms  of  any  of  their 
policies  of  insurance  or  annuity  or  pure  endowment  con- 
tracts, and  to  make,  rescind,  alter  and  amend  such  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  conduct  of  the  business  of 
any  insurers  as  he  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient  to 
maintain  sound  methods  of  insurance  and  to  safeguard  the 
interests  of  holders  of  such  policies  and  contracts  or  of 
beneficiaries  thereunder  and  the  interest  of  the  public.  He 
may  issue  such  orders  as  he  may  find  necessary  or  ex- 
pedient to  enforce  such  rules  or  regulations.  He  may 
at  any  time  amend,  extend  or  revoke,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
any  order  made  hereunder  when  in  his  judgment  circum- 
stances warrant  or  require.  Authority  is  hereby  given  to 
the  governor,  by  proclamation,  to  extend  or  terminate  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act  only,  the  banking  emergency  pro- 
claimed under  said  section  one,  but  without  limiting  or 
abridging  any  authority  granted  thereunder.

magnesium  oxide,  or  which  contains  its  potash,  phosphoric 
acid,  calcium  or  magnesium  oxides  in  forms  substantially 
insoluble  by  the  methods  of  analysis  for  commercial  fertili- 
zers and  agricultural  lime  products  prescribed  by  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Official  Agricultural  Chemists  of  North  America, 
or  which  does  not  possess  substantial  properties  as  a  ferti- 
lizer. The  director  or  his  authorized  deputy  may  also 
refuse  to  issue  a  certificate  for  any  fertilizer  under  a  name, 
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brand  or  trade  mark  which  is  untrue  in  any  particular,  or 
which,  in  his  opinion,  would  be  misleading  or  deceptive  in 
any  particular,  or  would  tend  to  mislead  or  deceive  as  to 
the  constituents  or  properties  of  said  fertilizer,  and  may 
refuse  to  issue  more  than  one  certificate  for  any  fertilizer 
under  the  same  name  or  brand,  or  to  issue  a  certificate  for 
any  fertilizer  under  a  name  or  brand  to  the  use  of  which  the 
person  seeking  it  is  not  lawfully  entitled.  If  a  certifi- 
cate is  issued  for  any  fertilizer  and  it  is  afterward  dis- 
covered that  the  certificate  itself,  or  the  granting  of  it, 
or  the  manner  of  procuring  it,  was  in  any  respect  in  viola- 
tion of  any  provision  of  sections  two  hundred  and  fifty  to 
two  hundred  and  sixty-one,  inclusive,  the  director  or  his 
authorized  deputy  may  cancel  the  certificate.  Whoever 
sells,  offers  or  exposes  for  sale  any  fertilizer  or  brand  of 
fertilizer  for  which  no  certificate  has  been  issued  by  the 
director  or  his  authorized  deputy,  or  the  certificate  for 
which  has  been  cancelled,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

Section  11.  Said  chapter  ninety-four,  as  so  appearing, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  two 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following :  —  Section  257.  Each  commercial  fertilizer  and 
brand  of  commercial  fertilizer  sold  or  offered  or  exposed  for 
sale  shall  be  subject  to  analysis  by  the  director  or  by  his 
duly  designated  deputy.

The  said  director  may  publish  or 
cause  to  be  published  in  reports,  bulletins,  special  circulars 
or  otherwise,  the  results  obtained  by  said  analyses.  Said 
publications  shall  also  contain  such  additional  information 
in  relation  to  the  character,  composition,  value  and  use 
of  the  fertilizers  analyzed  as  the  director  sees  fit  to  include. 
He  may  make  or  cause  to  be  made  for  any  person  a  free 
analysis  of  any  commercial  fertilizer  or  brand  of  commercial 
fertilizer  sold  or  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  in  the  common- 
wealth, but  he  shall  not  be  obliged  to  make  such  free 
analysis,  or  to  cause  the  same  to  be  made,  unless  the  samples 
therefor  are  taken  and  submitted  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  and  regulations  which  he  prescribes.  The  results  of

tion of  such  results.

The  office  of  chief  of  the  fire  department  of 
the  city  of  Everett  shall,  upon  the  effective  date  of  this 
act,  become  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules  and 
regulations  relating  to  permanent  members  of  fire  depart- 
ments of  cities,  and  the  term  of  office  of  any  incumbent 
thereof  shall  be  unlimited,  except  that  he  may  be  removed 
in  accordance  with  such  laws  and  rules  and  regulations; 
provided,  however,  that  James  Evans,  the  present  incum- 
bent of  said  office,  may  continue  to  serve  as  such  without 
taking  a  civil  service  examination. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  for  acceptance 
to  the  registered  voters  of  the  city  of  Everett  at  its  city 
election  in  the  current  year  in  the  form  of  the  following 
question  which  shall  be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be 
used  at  said  election:  "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  general 
court  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three, 
entitled  'An  Act  placing  the  office  of  chief  of  the  fire  de- 
partment of  the  city  of  Everett  under  the  civil  service 
laws',  be  accepted?"  If  a  majority  of  the  voters  voting 
thereon  vote  in  the  affirmative  in  answer  to  said  question, 
this  act  shall  thereupon  take  effect,  but  not  otherwise.

87 
depositors  in  trust  companies  and  the  maintenance 
of  the  banking  structure  of  the  commonwealth. 

Whereas,  The  present  banking  emergency  requires  that 
this  act  be  effective  forthwith,  therefore  it  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate 
preservation  of  the  public  safety  and  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  of 
the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after 
section  eighty-two,  added  by  section  one  of  chapter  two 
hundred  and  ninety-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-two,  under  the  caption,  conservatorship,  the 
following  seven  new  sections:  —  Section  83.  In  addition 
to  all  other  powers  conferred  upon  him  by  law,  the  com- 
missioner, whenever  he  shall  deem  it  necessary  in  order  to 
conserve  the  assets  of  any  trust  company  for  the  benefit  of 
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the  depositors  and  creditors  thereof,  may,  under  his  hand 
and  official  seal,  appoint  a  conservator  for  such  trust  com- 
pany, and  require  of  such  conservator  such  bond  and 
security  as  the  commissioner  may  deem  proper. 

A  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  such  conservator 
shall  forthwith  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner. 
The  conservator,  with  the  approval  of  the  commissioner, 
may  procure  such  expert  assistance  and  advice  as  he  con- 
siders necessary  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  such 
trust  company  and  with  like  approval  may  retain  such  of 
the  officers  and  employees  of  such  trust  company  as  he 
deems  necessary. 

The  conservator,  under  the  direction  and  subject  to 
the  control  of  the  commissioner,  shall  take  possession 
forthwith  of  the  property  and  business  of  such  trust  com- 
pany and  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  on 
its  business  and  to  conserve  its  assets,  pending  further  dispo- 
sition thereof,  as  provided  by  law. 

Upon  taking  possession  of  the  property  and  business  of  a 
trust  company,  the  conservator  shall  forthwith  give  notice 
thereof  to  all  persons  holding  or  having  possession  of  any 
assets  of  such  trust  company.  No  bank,  trust  company, 
association,  firm  or  individual,  knowing  that  a  conservator 
has  taken  such  possession,  or  having  been  notified  thereof 
as  aforesaid,  shall  have  a  lien  or  charge  for  any  payment, 
advance  or  clearance  thereafter  made,  or  liability  thereafter 
incurred,  against  any  of  the  assets  of  the  trust  company  of 
whose  property  and  business  the  conservator  shall  have 
taken  possession  as  aforesaid,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  this  and  the  six  following  sections. 

During  the  time  that  such  conservator  remains  in  pos- 
session of  such  trust  company,  the  rights  of  all  parties 
with  respect  thereto  shall,  subject  to  the  other  provisions 
of  this  and  the  six  following  sections,  be  the  same  as  if  the 
commissioner  had  taken  possession  of  such  trust  company. 

Section  84-  Such  conservator,  subject  to  such  orders, 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  from  time  to 
time  by  the  commissioner,  may  collect  moneys  due  to  the 
trust  company,  and  do  all  acts  necessary  to  continue  its 
business  or  to  conserve  its  assets.  He  shall  collect  all 
debts  due  and  claims  belonging  to  it,  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  commissioner,  may  sell  or  compound  all  bad  or 
doubtful  debts,  and  on  like  approval  may  sell  all,  or  any 
part  of,  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  trust  com- 
pany on  such  terms  as  the  commissioner  shall  approve; 
and,  in  the  name  of  such  trust  company,  may  take  a  mort- 
gage on  such  real  property  from  a  bona  fide  purchaser  to 
secure  the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  purchase  price,  upon  such 
terms  and  for  such  periods  as  the  commissioner  may 
approve. 

To  execute  and  perform  the  powers  and  duties  conferred 
upon  him,  the  conservator  may,  in  the  name  of  any  such 
trust  company  prosecute  and  defend  all  suits  and  other 
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legal  proceedings  and  may,  in  the  name  of  the  trust  com- 
pany, execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  all  deeds,  assign- 
ments, releases  and  other  instruments  necessary  and  proper 
to  effectuate  any  sale  of  real  or  personal  property  or  any 
compromise  approved  by  the  commissioner;  and  any  deed 
or  other  instrument  executed  pursuant  to  the  authority 
hereby  given,  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  for  all  purposes 
to  the  same  extent  as  though  executed  by  the  officers  of  the 
trust  company  by  authority  of  its  board  of  directors  or  of  its 
stockholders. 

Such  conservators,  and  their  assistants,  shall  be  subject 
to  all  the  penalties,  and  except  as  provided  in  sections 
eighty-three  to  eighty-nine,  inclusive,  to  all  other  provi- 
sions of  law,  to  which  agents  appointed  by  the  commis- 
sioner for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  the  affairs  of  a  bank 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  subject. 

Section  85.  While  a  trust  company  is  in  the  hands  of 
such  a  conservator,  the  commissioner  may  require  the 
conservator  to  set  aside  and  make  available  for  withdrawal 
by  depositors  and  for  payment  to  other  creditors  such 
amounts  or  proportions  of  their  deposits  or  claims  in  any 
department  thereof  as  the  commissioner  may  deem  neces- 
sary or  expedient,  and  may  by  order  authorize  the  con- 
servator to  receive  new  deposits,  as  provided  in  section 
three  of  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-three. 

Section  86.  "Whenever  any  trust  company  shall  have 
resumed  business  with  or  without  a  reorganization,  or 
whenever  the  commissioner  shall  have  taken  possession 
of  its  property  or  business  as  provided  in  section  twenty-two 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  the  provisions  of 
section  three  of  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-three  with  respect  to  the  segregation  of 
new  deposits  received  under  section  eighty-five  shall  no 
longer  be  effective  and  the  deposits  received  thereunder 
shall  be  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  the  commissioner 
shall  direct,  unless  the  owner  of  any  such  deposit,  within 
fifteen  days  after  notice  given  by  the  conservator  or  the 
commissioner,  in  such  manner  as  the  commissioner  shall 
prescribe,  shall  have  withdrawn  the  same. 

Section  87.  The  compensation  of  such  conservator 
and  of  counsel,  employees  and  assistants  and  all  other 
expenses  of  such  conservatorship,  including  costs  and 
expenses  incurred  by  the  commissioner  in  relation  to  such 
trust  company,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  commissioner  and 
approved  by  the  governor  and  council  and  paid  out  of 
the  funds  of  such  trust  company;  provided,  however, 
that  the  compensation  paid  the  conservator  shall  in  no 
event  be  at  a  higher  rate  than  the  highest  salary  estab- 
lished in  said  trust  company  or  at  a  rate  in  excess  of  one 
thousand  dollars  per  month  and  that  the  total  pay  roll 
of  the  trust  company  at  the  time  of  the  appointment 
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of  the  conservator  shall  not  be  increased  by  reason  of  such 
compensation. 

Section  88.  If  the  commissioner  shall  be  satisfied  that 
it  may  be  safely  done  and  that  it  would  be  in  the  public 
interest,  he  may,  in  his  discretion,  terminate  the  con- 
servatorship and  permit  such  trust  company  to  resume 
business  subject  to  such  terms,  conditions,  restrictions  or 
limitations  as  he  may  prescribe. 

Section  89.  Nothing  contained  in  the  six  preceding 
sections  shall,  unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  therein, 
be  deemed  to  abridge  any  power  or  authority  to  take 
possession  of  a  trust  company  conferred  upon  the  com- 
missioner by  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  or 
any  power  or  authority  conferred  by  any  other  provision 
of  law. 

Section  2.  If  any  provision  of  this  act,  or  the  applica-

The  right  to  amend 
or  to  repeal  this  act  or  any  provision  thereof  is  hereby 
reserved  by  the  general  court.

At  every 
city  primary  election  the  polls  shall  be  kept  open  during 
such  hours  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  aldermen  and, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  every  such  city 
primary  election  shall  be  called  by  the  same  officers  and 
held  in  the  same  manner  as  a  regular  city  election,  and 
polling  places  shall  be  designated,  provided  and  furnished, 
official  ballots,  special  ballots,  ballot  boxes,  voting  lists, 
specimen  ballots,  blank  forms,  apparatus  and  supplies 
shall  be  provided  for  every  such  city  primary  election  of 
the  same  number  and  kind,  and  in  the  same  manner  and 
by  the  same  officials  as  at  a  regular  city  election,  and  the 
same  election  officers  shall  officiate  as  at  a  regular  city 
election.

Chapter  ninety-four  of  the  General  Laws, 
as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  two  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  F  under  the  caption  "Material  for  Road  Construc- 
tion", the  following  new  section:  —  Section  249G.  The 
director  of  standards  or  any  inspector  of  standards  in  any 
town,  or  a  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  within  his  town, 
wherein  any  quantity  of  material  for  road  construction  in 
the  course  of  delivery  is  found  may  direct  the  person  in 
charge  of  the  material  to  convey  the  same  without  delay  or 
charge  to  scales  designated  by  such  director,  inspector  or 
sealer,  who  shall  there  determine  the  quantity  of  the  ma- 
terial and  its  weight  together  with  the  tare  weight,  and  shall 
direct  said  person  to  return  to  such  scales  immediately 
after  unloading  the  material;  and  upon  such  return  the 
director,  inspector  or  sealer  shall  determine  the  tare  weight.

"two"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each  instance,  the 
word:  —  three,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  *Sec^zon  1. 
For  the  purposes  of  street  construction  and  permanent 
paving  in  the  city  of  Worcester,  said  city  may  borrow, 
from  time  to  time  within  a  period  of  three  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  act,  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not 
exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  one  million  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes 
therefor,  which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words,  Worcester 
Street  Improvement  Loan,  Act  of  1931.  Each  authorized 
issue  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  shall  constitute  a  separate 
loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than  ten 
years  from  their  dates.  For  the  purpose  of  sidewalk  con- 
struction of  brick,  stone,  or  concrete  in  the  said  city,  said  tlon 
city  may  borrow,  from  time  to  time  within  a  period  of  three 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  two  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  there- 
for, which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words,  Worcester 
Sidewalk  Construction  Loan,  Act  of  1931.     Each  authorized

Whereas,  The  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  this  act  is  to 
enable  the  manufacture  and  the  preparation  within  the 
commonwealth,  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of 
federal  law,  of  certain  alcoholic  beverages  the  sale  whereof 
has  been  made  lawful  by  act  of  Congress  approved  March 
twenty-second  in  the  current  year;  and 
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Whereas,  In  order  that  the  people  of  the  commonwealth 
may  take  full  advantage  of  the  provisions  of  said  act  of 
Congress  upon  its  becoming  effective  and  upon  the  passage 
of  further  legislation  by  the  general  court  permitting  the 
sale  within  the  commonwealth  of  such  beverages,  this  act 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for 
the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirty-eight  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Ter- 
centenary Edition  thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out,  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  lines,  the  words  "two  and  three 
fourths  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  weight  at  sixty  degrees 
Fahrenheit"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words:  — 
three  and  two  tenths  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  weight,  —  so 
that  the  paragraph  contained  in  the  fourth  to  seventh 
lines,  inclusive,  will  read  as  follows:  — 

"Certain  non-intoxicating  beverages",  all  beverages 
containing  not  less  than  one  half  of  one  per  cent  and  not 
more  than  three  and  two  tenths  per  cent  of  alcohol  by 
weight.  Such  beverages  shall  be  deemed  not  to  be  in- 
toxicating liquor. 

Section  2.  Section  three  of  said  chapter  one  hundred 
and  thirty-eight,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out,  in  the  first  and  second  lines,  the  words  "two 
and  three  quarters  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  weight  at  sixty 
degrees  Fahrenheit"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words :  —  three  and  two  tenths  per  cent  of  alcohol  by 
weight,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  3.  Any  bev- 
erage containing  more  than  three  and  two  tenths  per  cent 
of  alcohol  by  weight,  and  distilled  spirits,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  intoxicating  liquor  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  limited  to  the  authorization  of  the  manufac- 
ture and  preparation  of  beverages  of  an  alcoholic  content 
not  exceeding  three  and  two  tenths  per  cent  by  weight, 
and  no  provision  of  law  relative  to  the  sale,  keeping  and 
exposing  for  sale  and  transportation  of  intoxicating  or 
non-intoxicating  beverages  shall  be  affected  by  this  act.

Section  1.  The  owner  or  person  in  possession  of  real 
estate  assessable  in  any  city  or  town  for  the  taxes  of  the 
current  year  shall,  upon  application  to  the  assessors,  or 
any  one  of  them,  in  such  city  or  town,  be  given  a  certificate 
in  such  form  as  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and  tax- 
ation, hereinafter  called  the  commissioner,  may  prescribe, 
of  the  amount  of  the  tax  assessed  upon  such  real  estate  for 
the  preceding  year.  If  such  real  estate  was  part  of  a 
larger  parcel  which  has  been  divided  by  sale,  mortgage, 
upon  a  petition  for  partition  or  otherwise  since  April  first 
of  said  preceding  year,  the  assessors  shall  apportion  the 
tax  on  such  larger  parcel  for  said  year  and  specify  in 
such  certificate  the  amount  of  the  tax  appficable  to  the 
real  estate  to  which  the  application  relates.  The  holder 
of  such  a  certificate  shall,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to 
time  prior  to  September  first  in  the  current  year,  be  en- 
titled to  pay  to  the  collector  of  taxes  of  such  city  or  town 
an  amount  or  amounts  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
ninety  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the  tax  as  set  forth  in 
the  certificate;  provided,  that  no  instalment  of  less  than 
ten  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the  tax  as  aforesaid  or  in 
any  event  less  than  five  dollars  shall  so  be  received.  The 
collector  shall,  upon  receiving  the  first  payment,  take  up 
and  retain  the  said  certificate  and  shall  give  in  exchange 
therefor,  and  for  each  additional  payment  received  under 
this  section,  a  receipt  in  such  form  as  the  commissioner 
may  prescribe.  The  collector  shall,  within  a  period  of 
seven  days  of  the  receipt  of  any  payment  hereunder, 
transmit  the  same  to  the  city  or  town  treasurer,  and  render 
to  the  city  or  town  auditor  or  accountant,  or  corresponding 
official,  a  statement  of  the  date  and  amount  thereof  and 
such  other  facts  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  commissioner. 

Section  2.  Payments  made  under  section  one  shall 
be  treated  as  advance  payments  on  account  of  the  tax 
assessed  or  to  be  assessed  for  the  current  year  on  the  real 
estate  to  which  they  relate  and  the  collector  shall  credit 
on  the  tax  list  for  said  year  committed  to  him  by  the 
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assessors  and  on  the  tax  bill  for  such  real  estate  the  amount 
of  each  such  payment.  Persons  making  any  payment  to 
the  collector  hereunder  shall  be  allowed  interest  thereon 
at  such  rate,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum  as  may 
be  fixed  in  a  city  by  its  treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  or  in  a  town  by  its  treasurer  with  the  approval  of 
the  selectmen,  for  the  period  beginning  with  the  date  of 
such  payment  and  ending  with  the  date  when  the  tax  for 
said  year  becomes  due  and  payable.  Errors  in  such  credits 
shall  be  adjusted  by  the  collector  upon  application  filed 
with  him  by  the  person  assessed  within  thirty  days  of  the 
receipt  of  the  tax  bill. 

Section  3.  Any  person  who  was  assessed  in  the  preceding 
year  a  tax  with  respect  to  his  personal  estate  may  in  like 
manner  pay  to  the  collector  of  the  city  or  town  in  which 
such  tax  was  assessed  an  amount  or  amounts  not  exceeding 
in  the  aggregate  ninety  per  cent  of  such  tax,  as  advance 
payments  on  account  of  any  tax  assessed  or  to  be  assessed 
therein  in  the  current  year  with  respect  to  his  personal 
estate,  and  the  provisions  of  the  two  preceding  sections 
shall,  so  far  as  apt,  apply  to  payments  so  made. 

Section  4.  The  payment  of  a  portion  of  a  tax  under 
this  act  shall  not  preclude  the  person  making  the  payment 
from  applying  for  and  receiving  an  abatement  of  the  taxes 
assessed  upon  him,  in  accordance  with  chapter  fifty-nine 
of  the  General  Laws;  and  if  it  is  finally  determined  that  the 
amount  which  he  has  paid  is  in  excess  of  the  tax  properly 
assessable  upon  him,  the  excess,  with  interest  at  the  rate 
of  six  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  date  of  payment,  shall 
be  refunded  to  him. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  be  operative  with  respect  to 
taxes  assessed  or  to  be  assessed  for  the  current  year  in 
any  city  upon  its  acceptance,  during  said  year  and  prior 
to  July  first,  by  vote  of  the  city  council  thereof,  approved 
by  the  mayor,  and  in  any  town  upon  its  acceptance  as

amount  equivalent  to  two  steps  in  the  salary  range  estab- 
lished for  the  grade  or  position  which  he  occupies,  said 
step,  in  either  case,  to  be  the  same  as  the  standard  incre- 
ment heretofore  used  by  said  division,  the  governor  and 
council  or  the  governor  as  the  basis  for  increases  in  salary 
for  the  particular  grade  or  position. 

The  said  division  is  hereby  directed  to  revise  said 
schedules  of  salary  ranges  to  conform  to  the  provisions 
hereof. 

Section  2.     The  yearly  rate  of  salary  of  each  official  Rate  of  salary 
and  employee  in  the  service  of  the  commonwealth  whose  ^^  '^'='^'°°- 
salary  is  established  otherwise  than  as  set  forth  in  the 
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preceding  section  shall  be  reduced,  if  it  is  fifty-two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  or  under,  by  an  amount  equal  to  ten  per 
cent  thereof,  and,  if  it  is  in  excess  of  fifty-two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars,  by  an  amount  equal  to  fifteen  per  cent  thereof; 
provided,  that  the  salary  of  each  member  of  the  general 
court  shall  be  reduced  by  an  amount  equal  to  ten  per  cent 
thereof.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
scrubwomen. 

After  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  no  further  payment 
to  any  institution  which  receives  from  the  commonwealth 
contributions  in  excess  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
annually  shall  be  made  by  the  commonwealth  on  account 
of  any  such  contribution  unless  and  until  there  has  been 
filed  with  the  comptroller  a  certificate  by  the  trustees  of 
such  institution  and  by  said  division  that  the  salary  of 
each  officer  and  employee  of  such  institution  has  been 
reduced  in  hke  manner  and  amount  as  provided  by  this 
section  in  the  case  of  salaries  of  officials  and  employees  in 
the  service  of  the  commonwealth  other  than  members  of 
the  general  court. 

Section  3.  The  word  "salary",  as  used  in  sections  one 
and  two,  shall  include  all  compensation  from  the  com- 
monwealth, however  payable  and  whether  or  not  for  full 
time,  and  in  the  case  of  an  official  or  employee  whose 
salary  is  paid  in  part  from  funds  of  the  state  treasury  and 
in  part  from  federal,  county,  municipal  or  other  funds  shall 
mean  that  part  payable  from  funds  of  the  state  treasury. 

Section  4.  The  said  division,  the  comptroller  and  the 
state  treasurer  are  hereby  directed  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  sections  one  and  two.  Nothing  in  said  sections  shall  be 
construed  to  limit  the  respective  powers  of  said  division 
and  officers  as  now  defined  by  law. 

Section  5.  The  reduction  in  salaries  provided  for  by 
this  act  shall  be  effective  only  for  the  period  beginning 
April  first  in  the  current  year  and  ending  November 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  except  that 
the  reduction  in  salaries  of  the  members  of  the  general 
court  shall  be  effective  as  of  the  first  Wednesday  in  January 
of  the  current  year  and  shall  continue  only  until  the  end 
of  the  legislative  year  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-four. 

Section  6.  No  reduction  in  salary  or  compensation 
made  by  this  act  shall  affect  the  amount  payable,  under 
chapter  thirty-two  of  the  General  Laws  or  any  other 
provision  of  law,  to  any  officer  or  employee  by  way  of 
pension,  annuity  or  retirement  allowance  or  the  amount 
of  any  annuity  contribution  payable  by  any  member  of 
the  state  retirement  system.       Approved  April  3,  1933. 
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An  Act  placing  the  office  of  chief  of  the  fire  depart-   (JIiqj)  \QQ 
ment  of  the  town  of   weymouth  under  the   civil 
service  laws. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  office  of  chief  of  the  fire  department  of 
the  town  of  Weymouth  shall,  upon  the  effective  date  of 
this  act,  become  subject  to  the  civil  service  laws  and  rules 
and  regulations  relating  to  the  permanent  members  of  the 
fire  departments  of  towns,  and  the  tenure  of  office  of  any- 
incumbent  thereof  shall  be  unlimited,  except  that  he  may 
be  removed  in  accordance  with  such  laws  and  rules  and 
regulations;  but  the  person  holding  said  office  on  said 
effective  date  may  continue  to  serve  as  such  without  taking 
a  civil  service  examination. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Section    1.     Section    one    hundred    and    fifty-one    of  g.  l.  (Ter. 
chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  of  the  General  Laws,  ^"J^^^  ^'^^' 
as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  is  hereby  amended, 
amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "dollars"  in  the 
twenty-sixth  line  down  to  and  including  the  word  "dollars" 
in  the  thirty-first  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: — ;  or  (b),   if  it  proposes  to  transact  business 
under  the  fourth  clause  of  said  section  forty-seven,  a  fully 
paid-up  guaranty  capital,  established  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  of  its  home  state,  unimpaired  on  the  basis  fixed  by 
sections  ten  to  twelve,  inclusive,  of  not  less  than  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  and  net  cash  assets,  so  computed,  exclusive 
of  said  guaranty  capital,   of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  or,  if  the  company  has  net  cash  assets, 
so  computed,  of  not  less  than  two  million  dollars,  in  lieu 
of  such  a  guaranty  capital,  a  guaranty  fund,  unimpaired

hazardous  to  the  public  or  its  policyholders,  or  that  it  is 
transacting  business  fraudulently,  or  that  its  officers  or 
agents  have  refused  to  submit  to  an  examination  under 
section  four  or  to  perform  any  legal  obligation  relative 
thereto  or  that  the  amount  of  its  funds,  net  cash  or  con- 
tingent assets  is  deficient  or  that  its  capital  stock  or  deposit 
or  guaranty  capital  or  guaranty  fund  is  impaired,  as  set 
forth  in  section  twenty-three  A,  or  that  such  capital  stock, 
deposit  or  guaranty  capital  or  guaranty  fund  has  been

He  shall  give  written  notice  to  the  company  specifying  the 
date  on  which  such  revocation  or  suspension  shall  be  ef- 
fective, the  term  of  any  such  suspension  and  the  ground 
for  such  revocation  or  suspension;  provided,  that  if  the 
ground  for  revocation  or  suspension  is  that  the  company 
has  violated  any  provision  of  law  or  has  failed  to  comply 
with  its  charter,  the  effective  date  of  such  revocation  or 
suspension  shall  be  not  less  than  ten  days  from  the  date 
of  issue  of  said  notice,  and  the  particulars  of  such  violation 
or  failure  to  comply  with  its  charter  shall  be  specified  in 
said  notice.  Such  notice  may  be  served  by  registered 
mail,  sent  postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  the  company  at 
its  last  home  office  address  or,  in  the  case  of  a  company 
described  in  section  one  hundred  and  fifty-five,  to  its 
resident  manager  in  the  United  States  at  his  last  address, 
appearing  on  the  records  of  the  commissioner.  An  af- 
fidavit of  the  commissioner,  in  such  form  as  he  may  pre- 
scribe, or  of  anyone  authorized  by  him  to  give  such  notice, 
appended  to  a  copy  thereof,  that  such  notice  has  been 
mailed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such 
notice  has  been  duly  given.  He  shall  also  cause  notice 
of  such  revocation  or  suspension  to  be  published  in  such 
manner  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  protection  of 
the  public.  A  company  aggrieved  by  a  revocation  or

that  any  domestic  company  is  insolvent  or  in  an  unsound 
financial  condition,  or  that  its  business  policies  or  methods 
are  unsound  or  improper,  or  that  its  condition  or  manage- 
ment is  such  as  to  render  its  further  transaction  of  business 
hazardous  to  the  pubhc  or  to  its  policyholders  or  creditors, 
or  that  it  is  transacting  business  fraudulently  or  that  it  or  its 
officers  or  agents  have  refused  to  submit  to  an  examination 
under  section  four  or  seventy-three,  or  that  it  has  at- 
tempted or  is  attempting  to  compromise  with  its  creditors 
on  the  ground  that  it  is  financially  unable  to  pay  its  claims 
in  full,  or  that,  when  its  assets  are  less  than  its  liabilities,

any  domestic  company  has  exceeded  its  powers  or  has 
violated  any  provision  of  law,  or  that  the  amount  of  its 
funds,  insurance  in  force  or  premiums  or  number  of  risks 
is  deficient  or  that  its  guaranty  capital  under  section 
ninety  B  or  its  guaranty  fund  under  section  ninety  C  is 
impaired,  as  set  forth  in  sections  twenty-three,  seventy- 
four,  ninety-three  D  and  one  hundred  and  sixteen,  he  may, 
apply  to  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  an  injunction 
restraining  it  in  whole  or  in  part  from  further  proceeding 
with  its  business.  The  court  may  issue  a  temporary  in- 
junction forthwith  and  may  after  a  full  hearing  make 
the  injunction  permanent  and  may  appoint  one  or  more 
receivers  to  take  possession  of  the  property  and  effects 
of  the  company  and  to  settle  its  affairs,  subject  to  such 
rules  and  orders  as  the  court  may  prescribe.

Section  1.     Upon  the  termination  on  the  fifteenth  day  Extension  of

year  period  of  the  management  and  control  by  trustees  Massachusetts 

of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company,  waTcom-' 
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hereinafter  called  the  company,  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  the  acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  twenty-eight,  the  public  management 
and  control  of  the  company  by  trustees  shall  be  extended, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and 
ninety-eight  and  of  this  act,  for  a  period  of  five  years  from 
said  date.  Except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  expressly 
provided,  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and 
ninety-eight  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  for  such 
further  period  of  five  years. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  filing  with  the  state  secretary  of 
a  certified  copy  of  the  vote  of  acceptance  provided  for  in 
section  four  hereof,  trustees  shall  be  appointed  and  con- 
firmed as  provided  in  section  two  of  said  chapter  two 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  with  the  powers,  duties  and 
responsibilities  set  forth  in  said  chapter,  for  terms  of  five 
years  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-four.  If  upon  said  date  trustees  have  not  been 
appointed  and  confirmed  as  aforesaid,  the  trustees  who  shall 
hold  office  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  said  January,  under 
the  provisions  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  shall  be  trustees  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
until  trustees  shall  have  been  appointed  and  confirmed 
under  the  provisions  hereof.  The  trustees  appointed  or 
existing  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  on  said 
fifteenth  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-four, 
assume  the  management  and  control  of  the  company  and, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and 
ninety-eight  and  of  this  act,  shall  continue  to  exercise  said 
management  and  control  during  said  period  of  five  years.

of  the  period  of  extension  granted  by  this  act;  and  the 
words  "close  of  the  period  of  management  and  control  by 
trustees  as  provided  for  by  the  special  act",  as  used  in 
section  nine  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-eight, 
shall  mean  the  close  of  the  period  of  extension  granted 
by  said  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-eight. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  as  of  January 
fifteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  except  for 
the  purpose  of  its  acceptance  as  hereinafter  provided  and 
for  the  purpose  of  appointing  trustees  hereunder,  upon  its 
acceptance  by  the  company  given  by  a  vote  of  the  holders 
of  not  less  than  a  majority  of  all  the  stock  of  the  company 
at  a  meeting  held  for  the  purpose,  a  copy  of  which  vote,

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  seven  of  chapter  ninety  of  the  General  Laws,  g.  l.  (Ter. 
as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter  fifty-one  of  the  acts  ^tc'^'amendld 
of  the  current  year,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding 
at  the  end  of  the  second  sentence  the  words :  —  ;  and 
provided,  further,  that  a  tractor  having  a  draw-bar  pull 
rating  of  ten  horse  power  or  less  and  capable  of  a  max- 
imum speed  of  not  more  than  eighteen  miles  an  hour  and 
designed  specially  for  use  elsewhere  than  on  the  traveled 
part  of  ways  may  be  operated  thereon  if  equipped  with 
a  single  braking  system  which  shall  suffice  to  stop  such 
tractor  within  a  proper  distance  as  aforesaid,  —  so  that 
said  second  sentence  will  read  as  follows :  —  Every  auto- 
mobile shall  be  provided  with  at  least  two  braking  systems, 
each  with  a  separate  means  of  application,  each  operating 
directly  or  indirectly  on  at  least  two  wheels  and  each  of 
which  shall  suffice  alone  to  stop  said  automobile  within  a 
proper  distance  as  defined  in  said  rules  and  regulations; 
provided,  that  if  said  systems  are  connected,  combined  or 
have  any  part  in  common,  such  systems  shall  be  so  con- 
structed that  a  breaking  of  any  one  element  thereof  will 
not  leave  the  automobile  without  brakes  acting  directly 
or  indirectly  on  at  least  two  wheels;  and  provided,  further, 
that  a  tractor  having  a  draw-bar  pull  rating  of  ten  horse 
power  or  less  and  capable  of  a  maximum  speed  of  not  more 
than  eighteen  miles  an  hour  and  designed  specially  for 
use  elsewhere  than  on  the  traveled  part  of  ways  may  be 
operated  thereon  if  equipped  with  a  single  braking  system 
which  shall  suffice  to  stop  such  tractor  within  a  proper 
distance  as  aforesaid.

the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  ft.^aitnded. 
Edition  thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
thirteenth  and  fourteenth  lines  the  words  "not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  fifty"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words:  —  three  hundred,  —  and  by  striking  out,  in 
the  eighteenth  line,  the  words  "superior  court"  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  courts,  —  so  as  to 
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read  as  follows:  —  Section  8.  Every  employer  of  women 
and  minors  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  names,  addresses 
and  occupations  of  all  women  and  minors  employed  by 
him,  together  with  a  record  of  the  amount  paid  each  week 
to  each  woman  and  minor,  and  if  the  commission  shall  so 
require,  shall  also  keep  for  a  specified  period,  not  exceeding 
six  months,  a  record  of  the  hours  worked  by  such  employees, 
and  shall,  on  request  of  the  commission  or  of  the  depart- 
ment of  labor  and  industries,  permit  the  commission  or 
any  of  its  members  or  agents,  or  the  department  or  any 
duly  accredited  agent  thereof,  to  inspect  the  said  register 
and  to  examine  such  parts  of  the  books  and  records  of 
employers  as  relate  to  the  wages  paid  to  women  and 
minors,  and  the  hours  worked  by  such  employees.

Wherever  in  clauses  third  and  sixteenth  of  section  fifty- 
four  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  General 
Laws  a  number  of  fiscal  years  is  mentioned,  the  fiscal  years 
beginning  in  the  years  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-one 
and  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two  shall  be  excluded 
from  the  count  if  the  inclusion  of  such  years  or  either  of 
them  would  render  the  security  of  any  railroad  ineligible 
for  investment,  and  all  railroad  securities  which  were 
eligible  for  investment  by  savings  banks  on  January  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  or  have  become  eligible 
for  such  investment  since  that  date  or  shall  hereafter,  prior 
to  April  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty -four,  become 
eligible  for  such  investment,  shall  continue  to  be  eligible 
for  such  investment  until  April  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-four;  provided,  however,  that  the  securities  of  a 
railroad  company  which  has  defaulted  during  the  year

TRUST    companies    AND    EMPOWERING    CERTAIN    HOLDERS  ^' 

OF  DEPOSITS  IN  CERTAIN  NATIONAL  BANKING  ASSOCIATIONS 
TO  TAKE  IN  SUBSTITUTION  THEREFOR  PREFERRED  STOCK 
IN  SUCH  ASSOCIATIONS. 

Whereas,    The    present    banking    emergency    requires   Emergency 
that  this  act  be  effective  forthwith,  therefore  it  is  hereby  p''^^'"*^*^- 
declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  im- 
mediate preservation  of  the  public  safety  and  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
missioner of  banks,  hereinafter  called  the  commissioner, 
any  trust  company,  organized  under  general  or  special 
laws,  requires  reorganization  and  a  plan  for  reorganization 
hereunder  has  been  approved  by  him  as  fair  and  equitable 
to  all  depositors,  creditors  and  shareholders  thereof  and  as 
being  in  the  public  interest,  such  plan  may  be  carried  out 
under  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  but  nothing 
herein  shall  preclude  a  reorganization  in  any  other  manner 
authorized  by  law.  Any  plan  so  approved  shall  become 
effective  upon  such  approval,  except  that  if  it  involves  a 
reduction  of  amounts  due  depositors  and  other  creditors  it 
shall  become  effective  as  provided  in  section  two. 

Section  2.  The  commissioner,  in  his  discretion,  may 
cause  the  fair  value  of  the  assets  of  any  such  trust  company 
to  be  ascertained  and  thereafter  determine  what,  if  any, 
reduction  of  the  deposit  account  or  other  claim  of  each 
depositor  or  creditor  must  be  made  in  order  to  restore  the 
trust  company  to  a  solvent  condition  and  to  provide  for 
a  capital  structure  in  such  amount  or  proportion  as  the 
commissioner  deems  advisable,  and  he  may,  in  his  discre- 
tion, approve  a  plan  of  reorganization  involving  such  a 
reduction,  if  such  plan  meets  the  conditions  required  for 
approval  under  section  one.  The  commissioner  shall  cause 
at  least  five  days  notice  of  such  plan  to  be  given,  in  such 
manner  as  he  may  require,  to  each  depositor  and  other 
creditor  of  the  trust  company  who  shall  not  have  previously 
assented  in  writing  thereto  except  those  having  claims 
which  are  proposed  to  be  paid  in  full  or  to  be  retained  as 
liabilities  at  their  full  amounts,  of  the  amount  or  percentage 
of  reduction  as  so  determined.  After  depositors  and  other 
creditors  of  the  trust  company  representing  at  least  two 
thirds  in  amount  of  the  total  deposit  and  other  liabilities 
in  its  commercial  department  and  in  its  savings  depart- 
ment, respectively,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  trust 
company,    except   liabilities   of    depositors   and    creditors 
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Proviso. 
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constituting  claims  as  aforesaid,  and  holders  of  at  least  a 
majority  of  the  stock  of  the  trust  company  outstanding 
and  entitled  to  vote  shall  have  assented  in  writing  to  the 
plan,  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  the  county  where  the 
principal  office  of  the  trust  company  is  located,  on  petition 
of  the  commissioner  and  after  notice  to  the  trust  company, 
may  authorize  or  order  a  reduction  of  the  deposit  account 
or  other  claim  of  each  depositor  or  creditor  in  the  respective 
departments  in  such  trust  company  in  accordance  with  the 
plan  of  reorganization,  so  as  to  divide  the  loss  equitably 
among  the  depositors  and  other  creditors  in  the  respective 
departments  aforesaid;  provided,  that  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  holders  of  a  majority  of  the  stock  of  the  trust 
company  outstanding  and  entitled  to  vote  shall  not  have 
assented  to  the  plan  approved,  the  court  may  authorize 
or  order  a  reduction  as  aforesaid,  and  may  make  such 
further  order  with  respect  to  such  stock  or  the  holders 
thereof  as  justice  and  equity  may  require.  The  approved 
plan  of  reorganization  as  affected  by  the  decree  of  the  court 
shall  become  effective  upon  the  entry  of  such  decree. 

Section  3.  In  any  reorganization  of  a  trust  company 
the  plan  for  which  shall  have  become  effective  as  provided 
herein,  all  depositors,  creditors  and  stockholders  thereof, 
whether  or  not  they  shall  have  assented  to  such  plan,  shall 
be  fully  and  in  all  respects  subject  to  and  bound  by  the 
provisions  of  such  plan,  and  claims  of  all  depositors,  credi- 
tors and  stockholders  shall  be  treated  as  if  they  had  as- 
sented to  such  plan.  The  valuation  placed  upon  the  assets 
of  the  trust  company  by  the  commissioner  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive  upon  all  depositors,  creditors  and  stock- 
holders and  all  other  persons. 

Section  4.  When  any  plan  of  reorganization  becomes 
effective,  all  books,  records  and  assets  of  the  trust  company 
as  reorganized  shall  be  disposed  of  in  accordance  with 
such  plan  and  the  affairs  thereof  shall  be  conducted  in 
accordance  with  law  and  subject  to  the  conditions,  restric- 
tions and  limitations  which  may  have  been  prescribed  by 
the  commissioner. 

Section  5.  At  any  time  after  a  conservator  shall  have 
been  appointed  for  any  trust  company  as  provided  in 
section  eighty-three  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
two  of  the  General  Laws,  the  commissioner  may  enforce 
the  individual  liability  of  stockholders  therein,  as  described 
in  the  first  sentence  of  section  twenty-four  of  said  chapter 
one  hundred  and  seventy-two,  in  the  manner  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  set  forth  in  section  twenty-four  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  of  the  General  Laws,  and  upon 
order  or  decree  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  the  county 
where  the  principal  office  of  the  trust  company  is  located 
may  compromise  or  compound  the  individual  statutory 
liability  of  any  or  all  of  the  stockholders  of  such  trust

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tion  hereunder,  in  an  amount  or  amounts  approved  by  the 
commissioner.

The  holders  of  any  and     '^  ^^  ^' 
all  classes  of  such  preferred  stock  or  of  such  certificates 
shall  not  be  held  individually  responsible  as  such  holders 
for  any   contracts,   debts   or  engagements  of  such  trust 
company  and  shall  not  be  liable  for  assessment  to  restore 
impairments  in  the  capital  of  such  trust  company  as  now 
provided  by  law  with  reference  to  holders  of  capital  stock.

banking  association  in  the  hands  of  a  conservator  or  receiver, 
their  deposits  therein.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank,  as  so 
defined,  with  the  approval  of  the  commissioner,  to  acquire, 
hold  and  dispose  of  preferred  stock  and  certificates  as 
herein  provided  to  the  extent  of  the  aggregate  par  value  of 
any  common  stock  of  any  such  trust  company  owned  by 
such  bank. 

Section  9.  During  the  time  that  a  trust  company 
is  in  the  hands  of  a  conservator  appointed  under  section 
eighty-three  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-two  of  the 
General  Laws,  or  in  the  possession  of  the  commissioner 
under  section  twenty-two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven  of  the  General  Laws,  the  commissioner  may,  in  his 
discretion,  authorize  meetings  of  the  stockholders  or  direc- 
tors thereof  to  be  held  for  such  purposes  as  he  may  approve. 

Section  10.  Any  trust  company  which  is  or  hereafter 
may  become  a  stockholder  in  a  federal  reserve  bank  within 
the  federal  reserve  district  where  such  trust  company  is 
situated  under  the  United  States  "Federal  Reserve  Act" 
approved  December  twenty-third,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirteen,  or  any  acts  in  amendment  thereof,  and  while  such 
trust  company  continues  as  a  member  bank,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  exercise  such  power  and  do  any  and  all  things 
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necessary  to  avail  itself  of  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  congress 
of  March  ninth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three  entitled 
"An  Act  to  Provide  Relief  in  the  Existing  National 
Emergency  in  Banking,  and  for  Other  Purposes"  and  any 
acts  in  amendment  thereof,  and  any  other  acts  of  congress 
granting  powers  to  or  conferring  benefits  on  such  member 
banks  now  or  hereafter  passed,  without  otherwise  limiting 
or  impairing  in  any  way  the  authority  conferred  upon  the 
commissioner  under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth.

If  any  provision  of  this  act,  or  the  applica-  invalidity  of 
tion  thereof  to  any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  of°acrn^^to° 
or  to  any  circumstances,  is  held  invalid  by  any  court  of  ^^®'='^  ■"^^^  °^ 
final  jurisdiction,  the  remainder  of  this  act,  and  the  applica- 
tion of  such  provision  to  other  persons  or  circumstances, 
shall  not  be  affected  thereby.     The  right  to  amend  or  to 
repeal  this  act  or  any  provision  thereof  is  hereby  reserved 
by  the  general  court. 

Section  13.  After  the  expiration  of  two  years  from 
the  effective  date  hereof,  no  reorganization  shall  be  com- 
menced nor  any  preferred  stock  issued  under  this  act.

The  registrar  shall,  upon  receipt  of  an  attested  copy  of  a 
finding  and  order  of  said  board  of  appeal,  or  of  a  decree  of 
the  superior  court  or  a  justice  thereof,  ordering  the  rein- 
statement of  a  motor  vehicle  liability  policy  or  bond,  forth- 
with rescind  the  revocation  of  the  registration  of  the  motor 
vehicle  covered  thereby. 

Section  6.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply 
with  respect  to  motor  vehicle  liability  policies  and  bonds, 
both  as  defined  in  section  thirty-four  A  of  chapter  ninety 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary 
Edition  thereof,  issued  or  executed  in  connection  with  the 
registration  of  motor  vehicles  or  trailers  under  said  chapter 
ninety  for  operation  during  any  part  of  the  current  year.

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An  Act  authorizing  and  regulating  the  manufacture,  Qhap. 120 

TRANSPORTATION   AND    SALE    OF     WINES    AND    MALT    BEV- 
ERAGES. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation   of  this  act  would  in  Emergency 


part  defeat  its  purpose  to  enable  the  people  of  the  common- 
wealth to  take  immediate  advantage  of  certain  legislation 
by  congress  amending  the  laws  enacted  to  enforce  the 
eighteenth  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  therefore  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emer- 
gency law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the 
public  health  and  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  seventeen  of  chapter  six  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  one 
of  chapter  three  hundred  and  five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-two,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "board"  in  the  seventh  line  the 
words: — ,  the  alcoholic  beverages  control  commission, — 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  17.  The  armory  com- 
missioners, the  art  commission,  the  commission  on  ad- 
ministration and  finance,  the  commissioner  of  state  aid  and 
pensions,  the  commissioners  on  uniform  state  laws,  the 
public  bequest  commission,  the  state  ballot  law  commis- 
sion, the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  in  Massa- 
chusetts, the  milk  regulation  board,  the  alcoholic  beverages 
control  commission  and  the  trustees  of  the  state  library 
shall  serve  under  the  governor  and  council,  and  shall  be 
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subject  to  such  supervision  as  the  governor  and  council 
deem  necessary  or  proper. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  six,  as  appearing  in  the  Ter- 
centenary Edition  thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
at  the  end  thereof  the  following  three  new  sections :  — 
Section  43.  There  shall  be  a  commission  to  be  known  as 
the  alcoholic  beverages  control  commission,  to  consist 
of  three  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  Not  more  than  two 
of  such  members  shall  be  members  of  the  same  pohtical 
party.  Said  members  shall  be  designated  in  their  initial 
appointments  to  serve  for  one,  two  and  three  years,  respec- 
tively. The  governor  shall  designate  one  of  the  members 
as  chairman.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of 
a  member,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  the  manner 
aforesaid  for  three  years.  The  chairman  shall  receive  a 
salary  not  to  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  and  each  other 
member  shall  receive  a  salary  not  to  exceed  four  thousand 
dollars.  The  governor  may,  with  like  advice  and  consent, 
remove  any  such  member  and  fill  any  vacancy  for  the 
remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  44-  The  commission  shall  have  general  super- 
vision of  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  manufacturing, 
importing,  exporting,  storing,  transporting  and  selling 
wines  and  malt  beverages  and  also  of  the  quality  and  purity 
thereof. 

The  commission  shall  submit  to  the  governor  and  to 
the  general  court  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  end  of  each 
state  fiscal  year  a  full  report  of  its  action  and  of  the  conduct 
and  condition  of  traffic  in  alcoholic  beverages  during  such 
year,  together  with  recommendations  for  such  legislation 
as  it  deems  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  better  regulation 
and  control  of  such  traffic  and  for  the  promotion  of  tem- 
perance in  the  use  of  such  beverages.  The  members  shall 
receive  their  necessary  traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred 
while  in  the  performance  of  their  official  duties. 

Section  45.  The  commission  may  appoint  and  remove, 
and  fix  the  compensation  of,  a  secretary,  with  the  approval 
of  the  governor  and  council.  It  may  expend  for  such 
clerical  and  other  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
performance  of  its  duties  such  amounts  as  may  be  appro- 
priated. Each  member  of  the  commission,  and  each  of  its 
employees  having  access  to  moneys  received  by  it,  shall 
give  to  the  state  treasurer  a  bond  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duties  in  a  penal  sum  and  with  sureties  approved 
by  the  governor  and  council. 
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Section  3.  In  this  act,  unless  the  context  otherwise 
requires,  the  following  words  shall  have  the  following 
meanings :  — 

"Commission",  the  alcoholic  beverages  control  commis-

"Alcohohc  beverages",  any  hquid  intended  for  human 
consumption  as  a  beverage  and  containing  one  half  of  one 
per  cent  or  more  of  alcohol  by  volume. 

"Wines",  all  fermented  alcoholic  beverages  made  from 
fruits,  flowers,  herbs  or  vegetables,  other  than  cider  made 
from  apples,  and  containing  not  more  than  three  and  two 
tenths  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  weight. 

"Malt  beverages",  all  alcoholic  beverages  manufactured 
or  produced  by  the  process  of  brewing  or  fermentation  of 
malt,  with  or  without  cereal  grains  or  fermentable  sugars, 
or  of  hops,  and  containing  not  more  than  three  and  two 
tenths  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  weight. 

"Hotel",  a  building  or  part  of  a  building  owned  or  leased 
and  operated  by  a  person  holding  a  duly  issued  and  vahd 
license  as  an  innholder,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  forty  of  the  General  Laws  and  provided 
with  adequate  and  sanitary  kitchen  and  dining  room  equip- 
ment and  capacity  for  preparing,  cooking  and  serving  suit- 
able food  for  its  guests,  including  travelers  and  strangers 
and  its  other  patrons  and  customers,  and  in  addition 
meeting  and  complying  with  all  the  requirements  imposed 
upon  innholders  under  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty. 

"Restaurant",  space,  in  a  suitable  building,  leased  or 
rented  or  owned  by  a  person  holding  a  duly  issued  and 
valid  license  as  a  common  victualer  under  the  provisions 
of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty,  and  provided  with 
adequate  and  sanitary  kitchen  and  dining  room  equipment 
and  capacity  for  preparing,  cooking  and  serving  suitable 
food  for  strangers,  travelers  and  other  patrons  and  cus- 
tomers, and  in  addition  meeting  and  complying  with  all 
the  requirements  imposed  upon  common  victualers  under 
said  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty. 

"Club",  a  corporation  organized  or  chartered  for  any 
purpose  described  in  section  two  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  eighty  of  the  General  Laws,  whether  under  federal  or 
state  law,  including  any  body  or  association  lawfully 
operating  under  a  charter  granted  by  a  parent  body  so 
organized  or  chartered,  and  including  also  any  organization 
or  unit  mentioned  in  clause  twelfth  of  section  five  of  chapter 
forty  of  the  General  Laws,  owning,  hiring,  or  leasing  a 
building,  or  space  in  a  building,  of  such  extent  and  char- 
acter as  may  be  suitable  and  adequate  for  the  reasonable 
and  comfortable  use  and  accommodation  of  its  members; 
provided,  that  such  club  files  with  the  local  licensing  authori- 
ties and  the  commission  annually  within  the  first  ten  days 
of  February  in  each  year  a  list  of  the  names  and  resi- 
dences of  its  officers;  and  provided,  further,  that  its  affairs 
and  management  are  conducted  by  a  board  of  directors, 
executive  committee,  or  similar  body  chosen  by  the  mem- 
bers at  its  annual  meeting,  and  that  no  member  or  any 
officer,  agent  or  employee  of  the  club  is  paid,  or  directly 
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alcoholic  beverages  to  the  members  of  the  club  or  its  guests 
introduced  by  members  beyond  the  amount  of  such  salary 
as  may  be  fixed  and  voted  annually  within  two  months 
after  January  first  in  each  year  by  the  members  or  by  its 
directors  or  other  governing  body  and  as  reported  by  the 
club  to  the  local  licensing  authorities  and  the  commission 
within  three  months  after  such  January  first,  and  as  shall 
in  the  judgment  of  the  local  licensing  authorities  and  the 
commission  be  reasonable  and  proper  compensation  for  the 
services  of  such  member,  officer,  agent,  or  employee. 

"Local  hcensing  authorities",  the  licensing  boards  and 
commissions  established  in  any  city  or  town  under  special 
statute  or  city  charter,  or  under  section  four  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  General  Laws,  or  cor- 
responding provisions  of  earlier  laws,  or,  in  a  city  having 
no  such  board  or  commission,  a  board  appointed  by  the 
mayor  without  confirmation  by  the  aldermen  and  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  section  four,  or,  in 
default  of  such  appointment,  the  aldermen,  or,  in  a  town 
having  no  such  board  or  commission,  the  selectmen.  In 
any  city  having  a  licensing  board  established  under  said 
section  four  or  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws, 
section  seven  of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight 
shall  be  applicable  to  such  board  during  such  time  as 
licenses  are  authorized  to  be  issued  therein  under  this  act 

"Licensing  authorities",  the  commission  or  the  local 
licensing  authorities,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be.

town,  may  be  licensed  by  the  local  licensing  authorities 

to  sell,  between  such  hours  as  the  local  licensing  authorities 

may  from  time  to  time  fix,  either  generally,  or  specially 

for  each  licensee,  to  travelers,  strangers  and  other  patrons 

and  customers  not  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  wines 

and  malt  beverages  to  be  served  and  drunk  only  in  the 

dining  room  or  dining  rooms  of  the  restaurant  or  hotel, 

and  in  such  other  public  rooms  or  areas  of  a  hotel  as  the 

local  licensing  authorities  may  in  the  case  of  any  hotel 

licensee   deem    reasonable   and    proper,    and    approve   in 

writing.     No    person,    firm,    corporation,    association    or 

other  combination  of  persons,   directly  or  indirectly,   or 

through  any  agent,  employee,  stockholder,  officer  or  other 

person,    or    any    subsidiary    whatsoever,    doing    business 
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under  the  provision  already  defined  as  a  restaurant,  shall 
be  granted  more  than  one  license  in  any  city  or  town. 
Such  sales  may  also  be  made  by  licensed  innholders  to 
registered  guests  occupying  private  rooms  in  their  hotels, 
respectively. 

During  such  time  as  the  sale  of  wines  and  malt  beverages 
is  authorized  in  any  city  or  town  under  this  act,  the  au- 
thority to  grant  licenses  to  innholders  and  common  vict- 
ualers  therein  shall  be  vested  in  the  local  licensing  authori- 
ties. 

Any  club  in  any  city  or  town  wherein  the  granting  of 
licenses  to  sell  wines  and  malt  beverages  is  authorized  under 
this  act  may  be  hcensed  by  the  local  licensing  authorities  to 
sell  such  wines  and  malt  beverages  to  its  own  members 
only,  and  also,  subject  to  regulations  made  by  the  local 
licensing  authorities,  to  guests  introduced  by  members, 
and  to  no  others. 

The  local  licensing  authorities  may  determine  in  the 
first  instance,  when  originally  issuing  and  upon  each  annual 
renewal  of  licenses  under  this  section,  the  amount  of  the 
hcense  fee,  in  no  case  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  to  be 
paid  by  each  licensee  respectively.  Before  issuing  a 
license  to  any  applicant  therefor  under  this  section,  or 
before  a  renewal  of  such  license,  the  local  licensing  au- 
thorities shall  cause  an  examination  to  be  made  of  the 
premises  of  the  applicant  to  determine  that  such  premises 
comply  in  all  respects  with  the  appropriate  definition  of 
section  three  and  that  the  applicant  is  not  less  than  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  and  a  person  of  good  character  in  the  city 
or  town  in  which  he  seeks  a  license  hereunder.  Whenever 
in  the  opinion  of  the  local  licensing  authorities  any  appli- 
cant fails  to  establish  to  their  satisfaction  his  compliance 
with  the  above  requirements,  or  any  other  reasonable  re- 
quirements which  they  may  from  time  to  time  make  with 
respect  to  licenses  under  this  section  or  the  conduct  of  his 
business  by  any  licensee  hereunder,  or  fails  to  maintain 
such  compliance,  the  local  licensing  authorities  may  refuse 
to  issue  or  to  renew  or,  if  already  issued,  may,  after  hearing 
or  opportunity  therefor  suspend,  revoke  or  cancel  any  license 
to  such  applicant.  In  case  of  suspension,  revocation  or 
cancellation  of  a  license,  no  abatement  or  refund  of  any 
part  of  the  fee  paid  therefor  shall  be  made. 

Section  5.  A  railroad  corporation  operating  any  line 
of  railroad  within  the  commonwealth  may  sell,  in  any 
dining  car  or  club  car  of  a  train  after  leaving  and  before 
reaching  the  terminal  stops  of  such  train,  wines  and  malt 
beverages  to  be  drunk  in  such  cars,  if  the  commission 
sees  fit  to  issue  a  license  to  such  railroad  corporation,  the 
license  fee  for  which  shall  be  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  for  each  car  to  which  it  applies.  The  commission 
may  also  issue  licenses  to  sell  wines  and  malt  beverages 
to  the  owner  or  operator  of  any  passenger  vessel  operating 
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out  of  any  port  of  the  commonwealth,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  commission  may  prescribe  as  to  the  portions 
of  the  vessel  in  which  the  same  may  be  sold  to  be  drunk 
while  the  vessel  is  under  way.  The  annual  license  fee 
for  each  vessel  shall  be  determined  by  the  commission 
as  it  shall  deem  proper  in  view  of  the  size  and  capacity  of 
the  vessel,  the  nature  and  frequency  of  its  trips,  and  other 
features  of  its  business  deemed  by  the  commission  to  be 
pertinent.  No  sale  shall  be  made  on  any  train  before 
starting  from  or  after  arriving  at  a  terminal  station  or 
upon  a  passenger  vessel  while  tied  up  in  any  port  of  the 
commonwealth.  No  other  license  shall  be  required  for  the 
sales  hereinbefore  in  this  section  authorized.  Whenever 
in  the  opinion  of  the  commission  any  applicant  fails  to 
establish  to  its  satisfaction  his  compliance  with  the  above 
requirements,  or  any  other  reasonable  requirements  which 
it  may  from  time  to  time  make  with  respect  to  licenses 
under  this  section  or  the  conduct  of  his  business  by  any 
licensee  hereunder,  or  fails  to  maintain  such  compliance, 
it  may  refuse  to  issue  or  to  renew  or,  if  already  issued,  may 
after  hearing  or  opportunity  therefor  suspend,  revoke  or 
cancel  any  hcense  to  such  applicant.  In  case  of  suspen- 
sion, revocation  or  cancellation  of  a  license,  no  abatement 
or  refund  of  any  part  of  the  fee  paid  therefor  shall  be  made. 

In  a  city  or  town  wherein  the  granting  of  licenses  to  sell 
wines  and  malt  beverages  is  authorized  under  this  act, 
special  licenses  for  the  sale  thereof  may  be  issued  by  the 
local  licensing  authorities  to  the  responsible  manager  of 
any  course  of  concerts  conducted  by  a  corporation  organized 
under  section  two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty  of 
the  General  Laws,  or  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier 
laws,  or  under  special  law,  and  furnishing  at  such  concerts 
light  refreshments,  at  tables  only,  in  the  building  in  which 
such  concerts  are  given,  and  to  the  responsible  manager 
of  any  banquet  or  public  dinner  given  or  served  in  any 
building  or  dining  room  if  the  place  where  such  banquet 
or  public  dinner  is  given  is  not  one  in  which  the  sale  of 
such  wines  and  malt  beverages  is  already  licensed  to  be 
made.  The  local  licensing  authorities  may  also  grant  to 
any  responsible  organization  or  individual  conducting  a 
picnic,  barbecue,  moonlight  excursion,  field  day  or  outing 
of  any  kind  in  any  city  or  town  wherein  the  sale  of  wines 
or  malt  beverages  is  authorized  under  this  act  a  special 
license  to  sell  or  dispense  the  same  to  persons  in  attendance 
thereon  or  participating  therein.  The  fees  for  such  special 
licenses  shall  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  local  licensing 
authorities  and  need  not  be  uniform. 

Any  person  holding  a  license  to  sell  malt  beverages  and 
wine  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  who  shall  allow  any 
adulteration  on  said  premises  of  malt  beverages  or  wines 
so  as  to  increase  their  alcoholic  content,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  such  license  shall  be  suspended  for 
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a  period  of  not  less  than  six  months.  Any  person  selHng 
alcohol  or  intoxicating  beverages  containing  more  than 
three  and  two  tenths  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  weight  on 
premises  of  a  person  licensed  to  sell  malt  beverages  and 
wines,  or  any  person  seUing  alcohol  or  alcoholic  beverages 
of  the  same  alcoholic  content  for  the  purpose  of  so  adulter- 
ating malt  beverages  or  wines  intended  to  be  drunk  on 
premises  of  a  person  so  licensed,  or  any  person  so  adulter- 
ating or  causing  to  be  adulterated  malt  beverages  or  wines 
on  premises  of  a  person  so  licensed,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  less  than  six  months,  or  both. 


SALES  OF  WINES  AND  MALT  BEVERAGES  NOT  TO  BE  DRUNK 

ON  THE  PREMISES. 

Section  6.     The  local  licensing  authorities  in  any  city  Retail  Ucense 
or  town  wherein  the  granting  of  such  licenses  is  authorized  winis  a"nd "'" 
under  this  act  may  grant  a  hcense  to  any  suitable  apphcant,  ™t\o  b'e""^*' 
approved  by  the  commission,  to  sell  at  retail,  in  bottles  drunk  on  the 
or  other  containers,  wines  and  malt  beverages  not  to  be  p""®™'*®^- 
drunk  on  the  premises.     Each  license  shall  describe   the 
premises  to  which  it  applies,  and  not  more  than  one  location 
shall  be  included  in  any  hcense.     One  such  license  may  be  Population 
granted  in  any  such  city  or  town  for  each  population  unit  ""'*' 
of  one  thousand  and  for  each  additional  fraction  thereof 
up  to  but  not  exceeding  a  population  of  ten  thousand,  one 
additional  license  for  each  population  unit  of  two  thousand 
and  for  each  additional  major  fraction  thereof  above  a 
population  of  ten  thousand  up  to   but  not  exceeding  a 
population  of  fifty  thousand,  and  one  additional  license 
for  each  population  unit  of  five  thousand  and  for  each 
additional  major  fraction  thereof  above  a  population  of 
fifty  thousand;  provided,  that  one  such  license  may  be 
granted  in  any  such  town  irrespective  of  population.     No 
person,  firm,  corporation,  association,  or  other  combination 
of  persons,  directly  or  indirectly,  or  through  any  agent, 
employee,    stockholder,    officer    or    other    person    or    any 
subsidiary  whatsoever,  shall  be  granted,  in  the  aggregate, 
more  than  three  such  licenses  in  the  commonwealth,  or 
be  granted  more  than  one  such  license  in  any  city  or  town. 
Any  sale  of  wines  or  malt  beverages  shall  be  conclusively 
presumed  to  have  been  made  in  the  store  wherein  the  order 
was  received  from  the  customer.     The  license  fee  shall  be  License  fee. 
not  less  than  twenty-five  nor,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  shop  or  other  place 
of  business  designated  in  the  license,  the  amount  being 
fixed  and  subject  to  change  from  year  to  year  by  the  local 
hcensing  authorities  as  they  shall  deem  just  and  proper 
in  view  of  the  location  of  the  licensee's  place  of  business, 
his  probable  volume  of  sales,  or  of  his  actual  volume  of 
sales  in  the  previous  year.     The  local  licensing  authorities 
may  prescribe  the  hours  within  which  the  sale  of  wines  and 
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malt  beverages  may  be  made  by  licensees  under  this 
section  and,  if  the  hours  so  prescribed  extend  in  their 
judgment  beyond  the  usual  closing  time  of  estabhshments 
engaged  in  the  same  general  kind  of  business  in  the  same 
city  or  town  as  the  licensee,  the  local  licensing  authorities 
may  prescribe  that  no  sales  of  goods,  other  than  wines  and 
malt  beverages,  shall  be  made  by  the  hcensee  during  such 
extended  period. 

Section  7.  The  commission  may  license  any  suitable 
applicant  to  sell  at  wholesale  to  other  licensees  in  any  city 
or  town  in  which  the  sale  is  authorized  under  this  act, 
and  to  transport  and  deHver  to  such  licensees,  wines  and 
malt  beverages  manufactured  by  any  hcensed  manu- 
facturer under  the  provisions  of  section  eight. 

The  license  fee  for  each  wholesaler  of  wines  or  malt 
beverages  shall  be  such  sum,  not  less  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  as  under  the 
circumstances  of  the  licensee's  probable  volume  of  sales 
under  this  section  the  commission  shall  deem  just  and 
proper. 

MANUFACTURE  OF  WINES  AND  MALT  BEVERAGES. 

Section  8.  The  commission  may  issue  to  individuals, 
and  to  partnerships  composed  solely  of  individuals,  who 
are  both  citizens  and  residents  of  the  commonwealth,  and 
to  corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth, hcenses  to  manufacture  wines  or  malt  beverages. 
The  commission  may  issue  to  any  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  any  other  state  and  now  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  wines  or  malt  beverages,  and  all  of  the 
factories  of  which  are  located  within  the  commonwealth,  a 
license  for  a  period  of  three  months  from  the  passage  of 
this  act,  to  manufacture  wines  and  malt  beverages,  and 
such  foreign  corporation  shall,  for  such  period,  have  the 
right  to  manufacture  and  sell  wines  and  malt  beverages  to 
the  same  extent  as  domestic  corporations  so  hcensed. 

Manufacturers  of  wines  or  malt  beverages  may  sell  the 
same  to  any  licensee  holding  a  valid  license  granted  by  the 
licensing  authorities  for  the  sale  within  the  commonwealth 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  may  also 
sell  wines  or  malt  beverages  for  export  from  this  common- 
wealth into  any  state  where  the  sale  of  the  same  is  not  by 
law  prohibited,  and  into  any  foreign  country.  All  wines 
and  malt  beverages  sold  by  any  manufacturer  thereof  shall 
be  sold  and  dehvered  only  in  bottles  filled  and  sealed  by 
such  manufacturer  upon  his  own  premises,  and  in  such 
manner,  and  under  such  conditions,  and  with  such  labels 
or  other  marks  to  identify  the  manufacturer,  as  the  com- 
mission shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe  by  regulations; 
provided,  that  sales  of  wines  and  malt  beverages  may  be 
made  in  kegs,  casks  or  barrels  to  holders  of  wholesale 
licenses;  and  provided,  further,  that  sales  of  wines  and 
malt  beverages  may  be  made  in  kegs,  casks  or  barrels  by 
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any  manufacturer  or  holder  of  a  wholesale  license  to  any 
common  victualer,  innholder  or  club,  licensed  by  the  local 
licensing  authorities  to  sell  wines  and  malt  beverages 
to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  if  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  restaurant,  hotel  or  club  business  of  such  licensee  is, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  commission,  such  as  to  justify  the 
sale  by  such  licensee  of  wines  and  malt  beverages  by  draft 
under  such  conditions  as  the  commission  may  from  time 
to  time  by  regulation  prescribe. 

Every  licensed  manufacturer  of  any  wines  or  malt 
beverages  shall  keep  such  records  in  such  detail  and  afford- 
ing such  information  as  the  commission  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe,  and  shall  file  with  the  commission,  whenever 
and  as  often  as  it  may  require,  duplicates  or  copies  of  such 
records,  and  the  commission  shall  at  all  times,  through  its 
designated  officers  or  agents,  have  access  to  all  books, 
records  and  other  documents  of  every  licensed  manufac- 
turer relating  to  the  business  which  he  is  licensed  hereunder 
to  conduct. 

The  license  fee  for  each  manufacturer  of  wines  or  malt 
beverages  shall  be  such  sum,  not  less  than  five  hundred 
nor  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  as  under  the 
circumstances  of  the  licensee's  probable  volume  of  sales 
under  this  section,  the  capacity  of  his  plant  and  the  loca- 
tion thereof,  the  commission  shall  deem  just  and  proper. 

Section  9.  The  commission  may  authorize  any  suit- 
able applicant  to  sell,  and  may  issue  to  such  applicant  a 
foreign  manufacturer's  agency  license  for  the  sale  of,  wines 
or  malt  beverages  bought  from,  and  shipped  into  the  com- 
monwealth by,  a  manufacturer  of  wines  or  malt  beverages 
located  in  any  other  state  or  in  a  foreign  country  and  may 
authorize  the  receipt  of  such  shipments  to  be  made  in 
casks,  barrels,  kegs  or  other  containers  as  well  as  in  bottles, 
in  either  case  bearing  such  seals  or  other  evidences  of 
the  identity  and  origin  of  the  contents  as  the  commission 
may  prescribe.  Such  holders  of  foreign  manufacturers' 
agency  licenses  may  bottle  any  wines  or  malt  beverages  so 
received  by  them  in  bulk,  but  such  bottling  and  the  seal- 
ing and  labelling  of  the  bottles  shall  be  done  only  upon 
such  premises  and  under  such  conditions  as  the  commis- 
sion shall  approve.  Any  such  holder  of  a  foreign  manu- 
facturer's agency  license  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  commission,  be  entitled  to  resell,  transport  and  deliver 
such  imported  wines  or  malt  beverages  in  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  same  licensees  and  subject  to  the  same  condi- 
tions and  license  fees  as  apply  to  licensees  for  the  manu- 
facture within  the  commonwealth  of  wines  or  malt  bever- 
ages under  the  provisions  of  section  eight.  In  order  to 
ensure  the  necessary  control  of  traffic  in  wines  and  malt 
beverages  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace  and 
order,  the  shipment  of  such  wines  and  malt  beverages  into 
the  commonwealth,  except  as  provided  in  this  section,  is 
hereby  prohibited. 
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ADDITIONAL  FEES  FOR  PRIVILEGE  OF  MANUFACTURING  AND 
SELLING,  OR  IMPORTING  AND  SELLING,  WINES  AND  MALT 
BEVERAGES. 

Section  10.  Every  manufacturer  of  wines  or  malt 
beverages  and  every  holder  of  a  foreign  manufacturer's 
agency  license  for  the  sale  thereof  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
license  fees  elsewhere  provided  in  this  act,  be  liable  for 
and  pay  to  the  commonwealth,  for  the  privilege  enjoyed 
by  him  as  such  manufacturer  or  foreign  manufacturer's 
agency,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  and  every  barrel  of 
thirty-one  gallons  of  wine  or  malt  beverages  sold  within 
the  commonwealth  by  such  manufacturer  or  foreign  manu- 
facturer's agency,  respectively,  or  a  proportionate  amount 
where  any  other  form  of  container  is  used.  Every  person 
subject  to  this  section  shall  keep  a  true  and  accurate  ac- 
count of  all  wines  and  malt  beverages  sold  by  him  and  shall 
make  a  return  thereof  to  the  commission  within  ten  days 
after  the  last  day  of  each  month,  covering  his  sales  during 
such  month,  and  shall  at  the  time  of  such  return  make 
payment  to  the  commission  of  the  amount  due  under  this 
section  for  such  sales  in  such  month.  The  commission  is 
hereby  authorized  to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  gov- 
erning the  method  of  keeping  accounts,  making  returns 
and  paying  the  additional  fees  provided  for  in  this  section. 

transportation. 
Section  11.  Any  resident  of  the  commonwealth  may, 
but  only  for  his  own  use  and  that  of  his  family  and  guests, 
transport  wines  and  malt  beverages,  without  any  license 
or  permit.  Retail  licensees  for  the  sale  of  wines  and  malt 
beverages  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  and  manu- 
facturers of  wines  or  malt  beverages  and  all  others  holding 
licenses  issued  by  the  commission  for  the  sale  of  wines  and 
malt  beverages  may  transport  and  deliver  anywhere  in  the 
commonwealth  wines  and  malt  beverages  ordered  from  and 
sold  by  them,  in  vehicles  operated  under  the  control  of 
themselves  or  of  their  employees  or  agents;  provided,  that 
the  owner  of  every  such  vehicle  shall  have  obtained  for 
such  vehicle  from  the  commission  a  vehicle  permit  for  the 
transportation  of  wines  and  malt  beverages.  The  fee  for 
such  vehicle  permits  shall  be  one  dollar  each,  and  the  per- 
mits shall  be  valid  for  one  year  from  their  respective  dates 
unless  earlier  canceled  or  revoked  by  the  commission. 
Every  person  operating  such  a  vehicle  when  engaged  in 
such  transportation  or  delivery  shall  carry  the  vehicle 
permit  for  the  vehicle  operated  by  him  and  shall,  upon 
demand  of  any  constable,  policeman,  member  of  the  state 
police,  or  any  employee  of  the  commission  or  of  the  registry 
of  motor  vehicles,  produce  such  permit  for  inspection,  and 
failure  to  produce  such  permit  shall  constitute  prima  facie 
evidence  of  unlawful  transportation  and  shall  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  commission  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  revo- 
cation or  cancellation  of  such  permit.

Section  12.  Except  as  provided  in  the  preceding  ^'^^ralh-oads'"" 
section,  wines  and  malt  beverages  may  be  transported  etc.'^^  '^° 
within  the  commonwealth  only  by  a  railroad  or  steamboat 
corporation,  or  an  individual  or  corporation  regularly  and 
lawfully  conducting  a  general  express  or  trucking  business, 
and  in  each  case  holding  a  transportation  permit  in  full 
force  and  effect  issued  by  the  commission  and  valid  for  one 
year  unless  earlier  canceled  or  revoked;  provided,  that 
any  such  individual  or  company  now  doing  business  in 
the  commonwealth  shall  be  considered  to  be  licensed  for  a 
period  of  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act.  The 
fee  for  each  transportation  permit  shall  be  twenty-five 
dollars  and  shall  cover  all  rolling  stock  and  vehicles  of  such 
permittee. 

LICENSES  FOR  THE  MANUFACTURE  AND  SALE,  AND  PERMITS 
FOR  THE  TRANSPORTATION  AND  DELIVERY  OF,  WINES  AND 
MALT    BEVERAGES. 

Section  13.  The  terms  "licenses"  and  "permits",  Terms 
wherever  employed  as  substantives  in  this  act,  are  used  -permitl"  de^ 
in  their  technical  sense  of  a  license  or  permit  revocable  at  ^^'^'^ 
pleasure  and  without  any  assignment  of  reasons  therefor 
by  the  licensor,  the  commonwealth,  acting  through  the 
same  officers  or  agents  and  under  the  same  delegated 
authority,  as  authorized  the  issue  of  such  licenses.  The 
provisions  for  the  issue  of  licenses  and  permits  hereunder 
imply  no  intention  to  create  rights  generally  for  persons  to 
engage  or  continue  in  the  transaction  of  the  business 
authorized  by  the  licenses  or  permits  respectively,  but  are 
enacted  with  a  view  only  to  meet  the  reasonable  demand  of 
the  public  for  pure  wines  and  malt  beverages  and,  to  that 
end,  to  provide,  in  the  opinion  of  the  local  licensing  authori- 
ties, an  adequate  number  of  places  at  which  the  public 
may  obtain,  in  the  manner  and  for  the  kind  of  use  indicated, 
the  different  sorts  of  wines  and  malt  beverages  for  the  sale 
of  which  provision  is  made. 

No  such  hcensee  or  permittee  shall  have  any  vested  or 
monetary  right  in  the  continuance  of  his  license  or  permit. 
Whenever  it  appears  by  sale  of  premises  in  connection 
with  which  a  license  has  been  issued,  by  probate  or  bank- 
ruptcy proceedings,  or  otherwise,  that  such  license  has 
acquired  any  monetary  value  in  excess  of  J,he  license  fee, 
the  licensing  authorities  may  increase  the  amount  of  the 
license  fee  correspondingly,  notwithstanding  any  maximum 
limitation  herein  upon  fees  for  that  class  of  licenses,  or 
may  take  other  action  deemed  by  them  appropriate  to 
divest  the  license  of  such  monetary  value  or  to  make  such 
value  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  city  or  town  instead  of  the 
licensee  or  his  estate  or  his  assigns. 

Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  local  licensing  authorities  Cancellation  of 
that  the  nature  of  the  business,  or  of  the  equipment  and  lolfoTek'fe'tc'^ 
service,  of  any  hotel,  restaurant  or  club  no  longer  satisfies 
the  definition  thereof  contained  in  this  act,  or  that  the

same  has  become  primarily  and  chiefly  a  place  for  the 
sale  and  consumption  of  wines  or  malt  beverages,  and  that 
it  is  without  genuine  and  substantial  patronage  for  its 
supposed  principal  purpose  of  providing  food  or  food  and 
lodging,  or  that  wines  or  malt  beverages  are  being  or  have 
been  sold  and  served  therein  over,  and  drunk  by  customers 
standing  at,  a  bar  or  counter  except  counters  equipped  with 
stools  for  the  use  of  patrons,  instead  of  at  tables  in  the 
dining  or  other  rooms  and  quarters  as  contemplated  by  or 
authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  local  licensing  authorities  forthwith  to  cancel 
the  license  of  such  hotel,  restaurant  or  club.  All  licenses 
and  permits,  unless  otherwise  in  this  act  provided,  shall  be 
for  the  term  of  one  year  from  their  respective  dates  of 
issue,  subject,  however,  to  cancellation  or  revocation 
within  such  term;  but  the  licensing  authorities  may,  for 
convenience,  provide  that  all  licenses  and  permits  of  any 
one  class  shall  expire  upon  the  same  date,  as  specified  by 
the  licensing  authorities,  and  in  any  such  case  the  said 
authorities  may  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  appropriate 
proportional  part  of  any  license  fees  issued  in  that  class. 
The  licensing  authorities  may,  however,  when  first  issuing 
licenses  under  this  act,  provide  that  they  shall  be  tem- 
porary only  for  such  less  period  than  one  year  as  the 
licensing  authorities  may  determine  in  order  to  enable 
said  authorities  to  make  such  further  and  more  complete 
investigation  of  the  fitness  of  applicants  to  whom  such 
temporary  licenses  are  issued,  as  to  the  premises  in  which 
the  licensee's  business  is  to  be  conducted,  and  for  any 
other  purposes  deemed  by  the  licensing  authorities  material. 
Such  temporary  licenses  to  be  issued  by  the  local  licensing 
authorities  shall  become  effective  on  such  date,  not  earlier 
than  April  seventh  in  the  current  year,  as  the  local  licensing 
authorities  shall  designate,  but  any  such  temporary  licenses 
granted  for  the  sale  of  wines  and  malt  beverages  not  to  be 
drunk  on  the  premises  shall  lapse  and  become  void  ninety 
days  after  their  respective  dates  unless  in  the  meantime 
duly  approved  by  the  commission. 

Any  manufacturer  holding  a  federal  permit  to  manu- 
facture wines  or  malt  beverages  may  sell,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
without  a  licence  as  otherwise  required  in  this  act,  wines  or 
malt  beverages;  provided,  that  when  the  commission 
issues  a  license  to  such  manufacturer  said  license  shall  take 
effect  as  of  the  seventh  day  of  April  in  the  current  year  or 
as  of  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  if  said  date  of 
passage  is  subsequent  to  said  seventh  day  of  April.

REGULATIONS. 


Section  14.  The  commission  may,  with  the  approval 
of  the  governor  and  council,  make  regulations  not  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  clarifying,  car- 
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rying  out,  enforcing  and  preventing  violation  of,  all  and 
any  of  its  provisions,  and  also  for  inspection  of  the  premises 
and  method  of  carrying  on  the  business  of  any  licensee, 
for  insuring  the  purity,  and  penalizing  the  adulteration 
or  in  any  way  changing  the  quality  or  content,  of  any  wine 
or  malt  beverage,  and  for  the  proper  and  orderly  conduct 
of  the  licensed  business;  and  every  such  regulation,  when 
so  approved,  shall  be  printed  in  full  in  one  issue  of  some 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  published  on  the  same 
day  in  each  of  the  cities  of  Boston,  New  Bedford,  Lowell, 
Worcester,  Springfield  and  Pittsfield,  and  copies  of  such 
regulations  shall  be  furnished  to  each  licensee.  From 
and  after  the  date  of  such  publication,  any  such  regulation 
made  and  approved  as  aforesaid  shall  have  the  force  and 
effect  of  law  until  the  following  March  first,  and,  if  approved 
by  the  general  court,  but  not  otherwise,  shall  continue 
to  have  such  force  and  effect  until  it  is  set  aside  by  a  final 
decree  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  or  is  amended 
or  annulled  by  the  commission. 

The  commission  shall,  at  least  annually  on  or  before  Regulations 
December  thirty-first  of  each  calendar  year,  publish  in  a  published. 
convenient  pamphlet  form  all  regulations  then  in  force, 
and  shall  furnish  copies  of  such  pamphlets  to  every  hcensee 
authorized  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  sell  wines  and 
malt  beverages. 

Section  15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  licensee  to  Extension  of 
sell  wines  or  malt  beverages  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  iTcensees  by 
or  any  proprietor  of  a  restaurant  or  of  a  hotel  or  any  club  manufacturers, 
duly  licensed  to  sell  wines  or  malt  beverages  to  be  drunk  ^^^^ 
on  the  premises,  to  lend  or  borrow  money,  or  receive 
credit,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  or  from  any  manufacturer 
of  wines  or  malt  beverages,  or  to  or  from  any  member  of 
the  family  of  such  a  manufacturer,  or  to  or  from  any  stock- 
holder in  a  corporation  manufacturing  such  wines  and 
malt  beverages,  and  for  any  such  manufacturer,  or  any 
member  of  the  family  of  such  manufacturer,  or  any  stock- 
holder in  a  corporation  manufacturing  such  wines  or  malt 
beverages,  to  lend  money  or  otherwise  extend  credit, 
except  in  the  usual  course  of  business  and  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  sixty  days,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  any 
such  licensee;  or  to  acquire,  retain  or  own,  directly  or  in- 
directly, any  interest  in  the  business  of  any  such  licensee 
or  in  the  premises  occupied  by  any  such  hcensee  in  the 
conduct  of  the  Hcensed  business,  or  in  any  equipment, 
property  or  furnishings  used  on  such  premises,  or  for  any 
person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  to  acquire,  own 
or  retain,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  such  interest  while 
such  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  also  owns  or 
holds  or  controls  a  majority  interest,  as  partner,  stockholder, 
trustee,  or  in  any  other  manner  or  capacity,  in  the  business 
or  plant  of  any  manufacturer,  wholesaler  of  wines  or  malt 
beverages  or  the  holder  of  a  foreign  manufacturer's  agency 
license.     The  violation  of  any  of  the  above  provisions  of 
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this  section  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of 
the  licenses  of  all  licensees  involved  in  such  violation. 
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ALIENS. 

Section  16.  No  license  for  the  sale  of  wines  and  malt 
beverages  shall  be  issued  to  any  person  who  is  not,  at  the 
time  of  his  application  therefor,  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  or  to  any  agent  of  any  such  person,  or  to  any 
corporation  a  majority  of  whose  stockholders  are  in  fact 
aliens,  and  no  person  not  such  a  citizen  shall  be  appointed 
as  manager  or  other  principal  representative  of  any  licensee; 
provided,  that  any  alien,  who  has  applied  for  and  received 
his  first  naturahzation  papers  and  who  satisfies  the  licensing 
authorities  of  his  bona  fide  intention  to  apply  for  and  take 
out  his  final  papers,  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  licensing 
authorities  be  given  a  license  which  shall  not  continue 
or  be  renewed  beyond  the  date  when  such  final  papers  are 
obtainable  by  the  apphcant  unless  he  appHes  for  and  takes 
out  the  same. 

No  corporation,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  common- 
wealth or  of  any  other  state  or  foreign  country,  shall  be 
given  a  license  to  sell  in  any  manner  any  wines  or  malt 
beverages  unless  such  corporation  shall  have  first  ap- 
pointed, in  such  manner  as  the  licensing  authorities  by 
regulation  prescribe,  as  manager  or  other  principal  rep- 
resentative, a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  have 
vested  in  him  by  properly  authorized  and  executed  written 
delegation  as  full  authority  and  control  of  the  premises, 
described  in  the  license  of  such  corporation,  and  of  the 
conduct  of  all  business  therein  relative  to  wines  and  malt 
beverages  as  the  licensee  itself  could  in  any  way  have  and 
exercise  if  it  were  a  natural  person  resident  in  the  common- 
wealth, nor  unless  such  manager  or  representative  is,  with 
respect  to  his  character,  satisfactory  to  the  licensing 
authorities. 

No  provision  of  this  act  shall  impair  any  right  growing 
out  of  any  treaty  to  which  the  United  States  is  a  party. 

Section  17.  AH  fees  received  by  the  commission  under 
this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  common- 
wealth and  used  for  reimbursing,  after  the  expenses  of  the 
commission  have  been  paid,  cities  and  towns  for  assistance 
given  by  them  to  aged  citizens  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  eighteen  A  of  the  General  Laws, 
in  the  manner  provided  by  section  three  of  said  chapter, 
and  all  such  fees  received  by  local  licensing  authorities 
shall  be  paid  monthly  into  the  treasuries  of  their  respective 
cities  and  towns. 

Section  18.  The  state  secretary  shall  cause  to  be  placed 
on  the  official  ballot  used  in  the  cities  and  towns  at  each 
biennial  state  election  the  following  question:  —  "Shall 
licenses  be  granted  in  this  city  (or  town)  for  the  sale  therein 
of  wines  and  malt  beverages?" 
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If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  a  city  or  town  in  answer 
to  the  question  are  in  the  affirmative,  such  city  or  town 
shall  be  taken  to  have  authorized,  for  the  two  calendar 
years  next  succeeding,  the  sale  in  such  city  or  town,  of 
wines  and  malt  beverages,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
federal  law  and  of  this  act. 

Section  19.  Prior  to  January  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-five,  and  pending  the  taking,  in  any  manner 
authorized  under  this  act,  of  the  vote  in  any  city  or  town 
on  the  question  of  granting  licenses  for  the  sale  therein  of 
wines  and  malt  beverages,  the  granting  of  such  licenses  and 
the  sale  of  wines  and  malt  beverages  under  this  act  shall 
be  authorized  therein  upon  the  filing  with  the  city  or  town 
clerk  of  an  order  to  that  effect  by  the  mayor  of  such  city 
or  the  selectmen  of  such  town,  but  not  otherwise.  If  a 
vote  on  such  question  is  not  earlier  taken  in  any  city  or 
town,  such  vote  shall  be  taken  therein  at  any  special  state 
election  held  prior  to  the  next  biennial  state  election,  for 
whatever  purpose  called,  or  at  the  next  municipal  election, 
if  any  occurs  prior  to  May  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-four,  for  whatever  purpose  called.  If  no  vote  on 
such  question  has  been  earlier  taken  in  any  city  or  town, 
the  city  council  or  the  selectmen  thereof  may,  and  the 
selectmen  of  any  town,  within  thirty  days  after  the  filing 
with  the  town  clerk  of  a  petition  signed  by  registered 
voters  therein  equal  in  number  to  at  least  one  per  cent 
of  the  whole  number  of  registered  voters  therein,  and 
conforming  to  the  provisions  of  section  thirty-eight  of 
chapter  forty-three  of  the  General  Laws  with  respect 
to  initiative  petitions,  shall,  call  a  special  election  therein 
for  the  purpose  of  submitting  such  question,  to  be  held 
not  later  than  May  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
four.  Any  vote  on  such  question  taken  under  this  section 
shall  have  the  same  legal  effect,  for  the  period  ending  on 
December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-four, 
as  a  vote  at  a  biennial  state  election  under  section  eighteen. 

Section  20.  No  licensee  for  the  sale  of  wines  and  malt 
beverages  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  shall  sell,  trans- 
port or  deliver  any  such  wines  or  malt  beverages  on  Sundays, 
legal  holidays  or  on  any  day  on  which  a  state  or  municipal 
election  or  primary  is  held  in  the  city  or  town  wherein  the 
licensed  premises  are  situated,  nor  shall  there  be  sold  in 
any  restaurant  any  such  wines  or  malt  beverages  during 
polling  hours  on  any  day  on  which  such  an  election  or 
primary  is  held  in  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  restaurant 
is  conducted. 

Section  21.  Whoever  being  licensed  under  this  act 
employs  any  person  under  twenty-one  in  the  direct  han- 
dling or  selling  of  wines  or  malt  beverages  or  whoever  makes 
a  sale  of  wines  or  malt  beverages  to  any  person  under 
twenty-one  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  three 
months,  or  both. 
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Section  21A.  No  rule  or  regulation  made  by  the 
metropolitan  district  commission  for  the  government  and 
use  of  the  reservations  or  boulevards  under  its  care  shall 
prohibit  or  restrict  the  sale  of  wines  or  malt  beverages  in 
any  building  or  place  outside  the  limits  of  said  reservations 
or  boulevards  if  a  license  for  such  sale  has  been  granted 
hereunder. 

Section  22.  The  analyst  or  assistant  analyst  of  the 
department  of  public  health  shall  upon  request  make, 
free  of  charge,  an  analysis  of  all  wines  and  malt  beverages 
sent  to  it  by  the  licensing  authorities  or  by  police  officers 
or  other  officers  authorized  by  law  to  make  seizures  of 
wines  and  malt  beverages,  if  the  department  is  satisfied 
that  the  analysis  requested  is  to  be  used  in  connection 
with  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth. 
The  said  department  shall  return  to  such  police  or  other 
officers,  as  soon  as  may  be,  a  certificate,  signed  by  the 
analyst  or  assistant  analyst  making  such  analysis,  of  the 
percentage  of  alcohol  by  weight  which  such  samples  of 
wines  or  malt  beverages  contain.  Such  certificate  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  composition  and  quality  of 
the  wines  or  malt  beverages  to  which  it  relates,  and  the  court 
may  take  judicial  notice  of  the  signature  of  the  analyst 
or  the  assistant  analyst,  and  of  the  fact  that  he  is  such. 

Section  23.  A  certificate  shall  accompany  each  sample 
of  wines  or  malt  beverages  sent  for  analysis  by  an  officer 
to  the  department  of  public  health  stating  by  whom  the 
wines  or  malt  beverages  were  seized,  the  date  of  the  seizure 
and  the  name  and  residence  of  the  officer  who  seized  said 
wines  or  malt  beverages.  Said  department  shall  note 
upon  said  certificate  the  date  of  the  receipt  and  the  analysis 
of  said  wines  or  malt  beverages  and  the  percentage  of  the 
alcohol,  as  required  by  the  preceding  section.  Said  certi- 
ficate shall  be  in  the  following  form:

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Section  24.  The  state  secretary  shall  provide  and 
cause  officers  to  be  supplied  with  a  suitable  number  of  the 
forms  prescribed  by  the  preceding  section.  The  certificate 
of  the  department  of  pubhc  health,  given  substantially 
in  the  form  hereinbefore  set  forth,  shall  be  admitted  as 
evidence  on  trials  for  the  forfeiture  of  wines  and  malt 
beverages  as  to  the  composition  and  quahty  of  the  wines 
and  malt  beverages  to  which  it  relates. 

Section  25.  No  person  shall  tamper  with  samples  of 
wines  or  malt  beverages  taken  as  provided  in  section 
fifty-one  or  alter  the  statements  made  upon  the  forms  or 
certificates  aforesaid. 

Section  26.  Any  court  or  trial  justice  may  cause  wines 
and  malt  beverages  which  have  been  seized  under  this 
act  to  be  analyzed  by  a  competent  chemist,  and  the  rea- 
sonable expense  thereof,  including  a  fee  of  not  more  than 
five  dollars  for  each  analysis,  shall  be  taxed,  allowed  and 
paid  like  other  expenses  in  criminal  cases. 

Section  27.  The  delivery  of  wines  or  malt  beverages 
in  or  from  a  building,  booth,  stand  or  other  place,  except 
a  private  dwelling  house,  or  in  or  from  a  private  dwelling 
house  if  any  part  thereof  or  its  dependencies  is  used  as  an 
inn,  eating  house  or  shop  of  any  kind,  or  other  place  of 
common  resort,  such  delivery  in  either  case  being  to  a 
person  not  a  resident  therein,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
that  such  delivery  is  a  sale. 

Section  28.  If  two  persons  of  full  age  make  complaint 
to  a  district  court  or  trial  justice  that  they  have  reason  to 
believe  and  do  believe  that  wines  or  malt  beverages,  de- 
scribed in  the  complaint,  are  kept  or  deposited  by  a  person 
named  therein  in  a  store,  shop,  warehouse,  building, 
vehicle,  steamboat,  vessel  or  place,  and  are  intended  for 
sale  contrary  to  law,  such  court  or  justice,  if  it  appears 
that  there  is  probable  cause  to  believe  said  complaint  to  be 
true,  shall  issue  a  search  warrant  to  a  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff, 
city  marshal,  chief  of  poHce,  deputy  chief  of  pohce,  deputy 
marshal,  police  officer  or  constable,  commanding  him  to 
search  the  premises  in  which  it  is  alleged  that  such  wines 
or  malt  beverages  are  deposited,  and  to  seize  such  wines  or 
malt  beverages,  the  vessels  in  which  they  are  contained  and 
all  implements  of  sale  and  furniture  used  or  kept  and  pro- 
vided to  be  used  in  the  illegal  keeping  or  sale  of  such  wines 
or  malt  beverages,  and  securely  keep  the  same  until  final 
action  thereon,  and  return  the  warrant  with  his  doings 
thereon,  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  a  district  court  or  trial  justice 
having  jurisdiction  in  the  place  in  which  such  wines  or 
malt  beverages  are  alleged  to  be  kept  or  deposited. 

Section  29.  A  warrant  shall  not  be  issued  for  the  search 
of  a  dwelling  house,  if  no  tavern,  store,  grocery,  eating 
house  or  place  of  common  resort  is  kept  therein,  or  of  any 
club,  unless  one  of  the  complainants  makes  oath  that  he 
has  evidence  that  such  wines  or  malt  beverages  have  been 
sold  therein  or  taken  therefrom  for  the  purpose  of  being 
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sold  by  the  occupant,  or  by  his  consent  or  permission, 
contrary  to  law,  within  one  month  next  before  making  such 
complaint,  and  are  then  kept  therein  for  sale  contrary  to 
law  by  the  person  complained  against.  Such  complainant 
shall  state  the  facts  and  circumstances  which  constitute 
such  evidence,  and  such  allegations  shall  be  recited  in  the 
complaint  and  warrant. 

Section  30.  The  complaint  shall  particularly  desig- 
nate the  building,  structure  and  place  to  be  searched,  the 
wines  or  malt  beverages  to  be  seized,  the  person  by  whom 
they  are  owned,  kept  or  possessed  and  intended  for  sale, 
and  shall  allege  the  intent  of  such  person  to  sell  the  same 
contrary  to  law.  The  warrant  shall  allege  that  probable 
cause  has  been  shown  for  the  issuing  thereof;  and  the  place 
to  be  searched,  the  wines  or  malt  beverages  to  be  seized, 
and  the  person  beheved  to  be  the  owner,  possessor,  or 
keeper  of  such  wines  or  malt  beverages,  intending  to  sell 
the  same  contrary  to  law,  shall  be  designated  therein  with 
the  same  particularity  as  in  the  complaint  and  the  com- 
plainants shall  be  summoned  to  appear  as  witnesses. 

Section  31.  The  officer  to  whom  the  warrant  is  com- 
mitted shall  search  the  premises  and  seize  the  wines  or  malt 
beverages  described  in  the  warrant,  the  casks  or  other 
vessels  in  which  it  is  contained,  and  all  implements  of  sale 
and  furniture  used  or  kept  and  provided  to  be  used  in  the 
illegal  keeping  or  sale  of  such  wines  or  malt  beverages,  if 
they  are  found  in  or  upon  said  premises,  and  shall  convey 
the  same  to  some  place  of  security,  where  he  shall  keep  the 
wines  or  malt  beverages  and  vessels  until  final  action  is 
had  thereon. 

Section  32.  A  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  city  marshal, 
chief  of  pohce,  deputy  chief  of  poKce,  deputy  or  assistant 
marshal,  police  officer  or  constable  who,  without  a  search 
warrant  duly  committed  to  him,  searches  for  or  seizes  wines 
or  malt  beverages  in  a  dwelhng  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Section  33.  The  court  or  trial  justice  before  whom  the 
warrant  is  returned  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  seizure  thereunder  of  the  wines  or  malt  beverages  and 
the  vessels  containing  them,  issue  a  notice,  under  seal, 
and  signed  by  the  justice  or  the  clerk  of  said  court,  or  by 
the  trial  justice,  commanding  the  person  complained 
against  as  the  keeper  of  the  wines  or  malt  beverages  seized 
and  all  other  persons  who  claim  any  interest  therein  or  in 
the  casks  or  vessels  containing  the  same  to  appear  before 
said  court  or  trial  justice,  at  a  time  and  place  therein  named, 
to  answer  to  said  complaint  and  show  cause  why  such  wines 
or  malt  beverages  and  the  vessels  containing  them  should 
not  be  forfeited. 

Section  34.  The  notice  shall  contain  a  description  of 
the  number  and  kind  of  vessels,  the  quantity  and  kind  of 
wines  or  malt  beverages  seized,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and 
shall  state  when  and  where  they  were  seized*     It  shall,  not 
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less  than  fourteen  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  the 
trial,  be  served  by  a  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  constable  or 
poUce  officer  upon  the  person  charged  with  being  the  keeper 
thereof  by  leaving  an  attested  copy  thereof  with  him  per- 
sonally or  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  if  he  is  an  inhabitant 
of  the  commonwealth,  and  by  posting  an  attested  copy  on 
the  building  in  which  the  wines  or  malt  beverages  were 
seized,  if  they  were  found  in  a  building;  otherwise  in  a 
pubhc  place  in  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  wines  or  malt 
beverages  were  seized. 

Section  35.     If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  trial,  said  Postpone- 
notice  has  not  been  duly  served,  or  other  sufficient  cause  u\^\.  ° 
appears,  the  trial  may  be  postponed  to  some  other  day  and 
place,  and  such  further  notice  issued  as  shall  supply  any 
defect  in  the  previous  notice;    and  time  and  opportunity 
for  trial  and  defence  shall  be  given  to  persons  interested. 

Section  36.     At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  F9rfeitureof 

,.,,  1-1  •       1  ^     •  wines,  etc., 

notice,  the  person  complained  against,  or  any  person  claim-  seized  on 
ing  an  interest  in  the  wines  or  malt  beverages  and  vessel  warrant, 
seized,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  appear  and  make  his 
claim  verbally  or  in  writing,  and  a  record  of  his  appearance 
and  claim  shall  be  made,  and  he  shall  be  admitted  as  a 
party  to  the  trial.  Whether  a  claim  as  aforesaid  is  made  or 
not,  the  court  or  trial  justice  shall  proceed  to  try,  hear  and 
determine  the  allegations  of  such  complaint,  and  whether 
said  wines  or  malt  beverages  and  vessels,  or  any  part 
thereof,  are  forfeited.  If  it  appears  that  the  wines  or  malt 
beverages,  or  any  part  thereof,  were  at  the  time  of  making 
the  complaint  owned  or  kept  by  the  person  alleged  therein 
for  the  purpose  of  being  sold  in  violation  of  law,  the  court 
or  trial  justice  shall  render  judgment  that  such  and  so 
much  of  the  wines  and  malt  beverages  so  seized  as  were  so 
unlawfully  kept,  and  the  vessels  in  which  they  are  con- 
tained, shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  forfeited 
to  the  commonwealth.  If  a  motor  vehicle  is  seized  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  and  is  held  to  be  a  container  or 
implement  of  sale  of  wines  or  malt  beverages  contrary 
to  law,  the  court  or  trial  justice  shall,  unless  good  cause  to 
the  contrary  is  shown,  order  a  sale  of  such  motor  vehicle 
by  public  auction  and  the  officer  making  the  sale,  after 
deducting  the  expense  of  keeping  the  motor  vehicle,  the 
fee  for  the  seizure  and  the  cost  of  the  sale,  shall  pay  all 
liens,  according  to  their  priorities,  which  are  established, 
by  intervention  or  otherwise,  at  said  trial  or  in  other 
proceedings  brought  for  said  purpose,  as  being  bona  fide 
and  as  having  been  created  without  the  lienor  having  any 
notice  that  such  motor  vehicle  was  being  used  or  was  to  be 
used  as  a  container  or  implement  of  sale  of  wines  or  malt 
beverages  contrary  to  law.  The  balance,  if  any,  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  commonwealth 
and  shall  be  paid  by  said  officer  into  its  treasury.  All 
liens  against  any  motor  vehicle  sold  under  the  provisions  of 
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this  section  shall  be  transferred  from  said  motor  vehicle 
to  the  proceeds  of  its  sale. 

Section  37.  Any  wines  or  malt  beverages  and  vessels 
so  forfeited  shall,  by  authority  of  the  written  order  of  the 
court  or  trial  justice,  be  forwarded  to  the  commissioner  of 
public  safety,  who  upon  receipt  of  the  same  shall  notify 
said  court  or  justice  thereof.  If,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
commissioner,  it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  common- 
wealth that  such  wines  or  malt  beverages  and  vessels  be 
destroyed,  he  shall  destroy  or  cause  the  destruction  of  such 
wines  or  malt  beverages  and  vessels,  but  if,  in  his  judgment 
it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  commonwealth  to  sell  the 
same,  he  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  sold,  or  he  may  deliver 
such  wines  or  malt  beverages  to  any  department  or  agency 
of  the  commonwealth  for  medical,  mechanical  or  scientific 
uses;  provided,  that  such  sale  or  delivery  shall  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  and  subject  to  such  federal  laws  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  applicable.  The  proceeds  of  such  sales 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth. 
The  officer  who  serves  said  order  of  the  court  or  justice 
shall  be  allowed  therefor  fifty  cents,  but  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  receive  any  traveling  fees  or  mileage  on  account 
of  the  service  thereof. 

Section  38.  If  it  is  not  proved  on  the  trial  that  all  or 
part  of  the  wines  or  malt  beverages  seized  was  kept  or 
deposited  for  sale  contrary  to  law,  the  court  or  trial  justice 
shall  issue  a  written  order  to  the  officer  having  the  same  in 
custody  to  return  so  much  thereof  as  was  not  proved  to 
be  so  kept  or  deposited  and  the  vessels  in  which  it  is  con- 
tained, to  the  place  as  nearly  as  may  be  from  which  it 
was  taken,  or  to  deliver  it  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive 
it.  After  executing  such  order,  the  officer  shall  return  it  to 
the  court  or  trial  justice  with  his  doings  endorsed  thereon. 

Section  39.  All  implements  of  sale  and  furniture 
seized  under  sections  twenty-eight  and  thirty-one  shall  be 
forfeited  and  disposed  of  in  the  manner  provided  for  the 
forfeiture  and  disposition  of  wines  and  malt  beverages; 
but  the  court  or  trial  justice  may,  if  it  is  deemed  to  be  for 
the  interest  of  the  commonwealth,  order  the  destruction 
or  sale  of  said  property  by  any  officer  qualified  to  serve 
criminal  process  and  the  proceeds  of  a  sale  thereof  shall  be 
paid  over  to  the  county;  and  said  officer  shall  make  return 
of  the  order  for  such  destruction  or  sale  and  his  doings 
thereon  to  the  court  or  justice  issuing  the  same.  The 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  a  motor  vehicle 
if  seized  and  held  to  be  an  implement  of  sale  as  aforesaid, 
but  the  disposition  of  such  a  motor  vehicle  shall  be  governed 
by  the  provisions  of  section  thirty-six. 

Section  40.  If  no  person  appears  and  is  admitted  as 
a  party  as  aforesaid,  or  if  judgment  is  rendered  in  favor 
of  all  the  claimants  who  appear,  the  cost  of  the  proceedings 
shall  be  paid  as  in  other  criminal  cases.  If  only  one  party 
appearing  fails  to  sustain  his  claim,  he  shall  pay  all  the 
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costs  except  the  expense  of  seizing  and  keeping  the  wines 
and  malt  beverages,  and  an  execution  shall  be  issued 
against  him  therefor.  If  judgment  is  rendered  against 
two  or  more  claimants  of  distinct  interest  in  the  wines  and 
malt  beverages,  the  costs  shall,  according  to  the  discretion 
of  the  court  or  trial  justice,  be  apportioned  among  such 
parties,  and  executions  shall  be  issued  against  them 
severally.  If  such  execution  is  not  forthwith  paid,  the 
defendant  therein  named  shall  be  committed  to  jail,  and 
shall  not  be  discharged  therefrom  until  he  has  paid  the 
same  and  the  costs  of  commitment,  or  until  he  has  been 
imprisoned  thirty  days. 

Section  41.  A  claimant  whose  claim  is  not  allowed  as  Appeal 
aforesaid,  and  the  person  complained  against,  shall  each 
have  the  same  right  of  appeal  to  the  superior  court  as  if 
he  had  been  convicted  of  crime;  but  before  his  appeal  is 
allowed  he  shall  recognize  to  the  commonwealth  in  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  with  sufficient  surety  or 
sureties,  to  prosecute  his  appeal  to  the  superior  court  and 
to  abide  the  sentence  of  the  court  thereon.  Upon  such 
appeal,  any  question  of  fact  shall  be  tried  by  a  jury.  On 
the  judgment  of  the  court  after  verdict,  whether  a  forfeiture 
of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  wines  or  malt  beverages 
and  vessels  seized,  or  otherwise,  similar  proceedings  shall 
be  had  as  are  directed  in  the  five  preceding  sections. 

Section  42.  A  mayor,  alderman,  selectman,  deputy 
sheriff,  chief  of  police,  deputy  chief  of  police,  city  marshal, 
deputy  or  assistant  marshal,  police  officer  or  constable, 
in  his  city  or  town,  or,  in  the  county  of  Dukes  or  Nantucket, 
the  sheriff  anywhere  within  his  county,  may  without  a 
warrant  arrest  any  person  whom  he  finds  in  the  act  of 
illegally  manufacturing  or  selling,  transporting,  distributing 
or  delivering  wines  or  malt  beverages,  and  seize  the  wines 
or  malt  beverages,  vessels  and  implements  of  sale  in  the 
possession  of  such  person,  and  detain  them  until  warrants 
can  be  procured  against  such  person,  and  for  the  seizure  of 
said  wines  or  malt  beverages,  vessels  and  implements, 
under  this  act.  Such  officers  shall  enforce  or  cause  to  be 
enforced  the  penalties  provided  by  law  against  every  person 
who  is  guilty  of  a  violation  of  any  law  relative  to  the  sale 
of  wines  or  malt  beverages  of  which  they  can  obtain  reason- 
able proof. 

Section  43.  A  complaint  or  indictment  for  the  viola- 
tion of  any  provision  of  law  relative  to  wines  or  malt  bever-  fe°u[at"ed°" 
ages  shall  not,  unless  the  purposes  of  justice  require  such 
disposition,  be  placed  on  file  or  disposed  of  except  by  trial 
and  judgment  according  to  the  regular  course  of  criminal 
proceedings.  It  shall  be  otherwise  disposed  of  only  upon 
motion  in  writing  stating  specifically  the  reasons  therefor 
and  verified  by  affidavit  if  facts  are  relied  on.  If  the  court 
or  magistrate  certifies  in  writing  that  he  is  satisfied  that 
the  cause  relied  on  exists  and  that  the  interests  of  public 
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justice  require  the  allowance  thereof,  such  motion  shall  be 
allowed  and  said  certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the  case. 

Section  44.  Upon  the  conviction  of  a  holder  of  a 
license  or  permit  under  this  act  of  the  violation  of  any  law 
relative  to  the  business  he  is  licensed  or  permitted  to  pur- 
sue, the  court  in  which  or  the  magistrate  before  whom  he 
has  been  convicted  shall  send  to  the  authorities  which 
issued  the  license  or  permit  a  certificate  under  seal,  show- 
ing the  time  and  place  of  such  conviction. 

Section  45.  Upon  the  conviction  of  a  person  of  the 
illegal  keeping  or  sale  of  wines  or  malt  beverages,  the  court 
or  magistrate  by  whom  he  has  been  convicted  shall  issue 
and  cause  to  be  served  upon  the  owner  of  the  building,  or 
agent  of  such  owner  in  charge  of  the  building,  used  for  such 
illegal  keeping  or  sale,  if  he  resides  within  the  common- 
wealth and  is  not  the  person  so  convicted,  a  written  notice 
that  the  tenant  of  said  building  has  been  convicted  as  afore- 
said; and  a  return  thereof  shall  be  made  to  the  court  or 
magistrate  issuing  it.  Such  notice,  so  served,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  due  and  sufficient  notice  under  section  twenty 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  46.  The  forms  heretofore  in  use  may  continue 
to  be  used  in  prosecutions  under  this  act,  and  if  substan- 
tially followed  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  to  fully  and 
plainly,  substantially  and  formally  describe  the  several 
offences  in  each  of  them  set  forth,  and  to  authorize  the 
lawful  doings  of  the  officers  acting  by  virtue  of  the  war- 
rants issued  in  substantial  conformity  therewith;  but  this 
section  shall  not  exclude  the  use  of  other  suitable  forms. 

Section  47.  All  wines  and  malt  beverages  which  are 
kept  for  sale  contrary  to  law  and  the  implements  and 
vessels  actually  used  in  selling  and  keeping  the  same  are 
declared  to  be  common  nuisances. 

Section  48.  All  buildings  or  places  used  by  clubs  for 
the  purpose  of  selling,  distributing  or  dispensing  wines  or 
malt  beverages  to  their  members  or  others  shall  be  deemed 
common  nuisances  unless  duly  licensed  under  this  act. 
Whoever  keeps  or  maintains,  or  assists  in  keeping  or  main- 
taining, such  a  common  nuisance  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
and  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than 
twelve  months. 

Section  49.  No  person  shall  manufacture,  sell,  or  ex- 
pose, or  keep  for  sale,  or  transport,  wines  or  malt  bever- 
ages, except  as  authorized  in  this  act. 

Section  50.  A  violation  by  any  person  of  any  pro- 
vision of  this  act  for  which  a  specific  penalty  is  not  pro- 
vided or  a  violation  by  a  hcensee  of  any  provision  of  his 
license  or  of  any  regulation  made  under  authority  of  this 
act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not 
less  than  one  nor  more  than  six  months. 
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Section  51.     The  licensing  authorities  or  their  agents  ^^^^^^^/j^fg^ 
may  at  any  time  enter  upon  the  premises  of  a  person  who  may  enter 
is  hcensed  by  them  under  this  act  to  ascertain  the  manner  P'-^'n'ses.

BOSTON  AND  THE  COUNTY  OF  SUFFOLK. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Neither  the  provisions  of  chapter  thirty- 
one  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended  nor  any  civil  service 
rule  or  regulation  shall  apply  to  any  reductions  made 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  the  salary  of  any 
person  holding  office  or  employment  classified  under  the 
civil  service  rules  in  the  city  of  Boston  or  county  of  Suffolk 
when  such  reduction  in  salary  applies  equally  or  uniformly 
to  all  persons  of  the  same  grade  or  classification. 

Section  2.  Section  five  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
forty-one  of  the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
following  new  sentence :  —  The  school  committee  may 
during  the  school  year  which  commenced  on  September 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  which  ends 
on  August  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three, 
reduce  the  salaries  of  teachers  and  other  officials  and  em- 
ployees of  the  school  department,  provided  that  such 
reduction  in  salaries  applies  uniformly  to  all  persons  of 
the  same  grade  or  classification  and  receiving  the  same 
salary,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  5.  The  school 
committee  shall  have  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the 
public  schools,  and  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform 
the  duties  in  relation  to  the  care  and  management  of  schools

All 
necessary  authority  to  effect  such  temporary  reductions 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  mayor,  to  the  city  council,  and 
to  such  other  officers,  committees,  boards,  or  bodies  as 
may  effect  reductions  pursuant  to  this  section,  including, 
without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  the  au- 
thority to  reduce  salaries  fixed  by  statute,  by  any  rule  or 
vote  of  the  school  committee,  by  ordinance,  or  otherwise, 
and  the  salaries  of  persons  subject  to  civil  service.  The

ever  payable  and  whether  or  not  for  full  time,  and  in  the

The 
appointing  authority  shall  also  investigate  the  reputation 
and  character  of  every  applicant  and  his  fitness  for  said 
office.  The  chief  of  police  or  other  official  having  charge  of 
the  police  shall  upon  request  give  the  appointing  authority 
all  possible  assistance  in  making  such  investigation.  The 
office  of  constable  shall  be  filled  only  by  appointment  of  an 
applicant  hereunder  who  is  found  by  the  appointing 
authority,  after  investigation  as  aforesaid,  to  be  a  person  of 
good  repute  and  character  and  qualified  to  hold  said  office.

If  the  personal  property  of  a  de- 
ceased person  appears  to  be  insufficient  to  pay  his  debts, 
the  probate  court  may,  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  widow 
under  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-six, 
after  notice,  authorize  the  executor  or  administrator  to 
take  charge  of  the  real  property  of  the  deceased  or  any  part 
thereof  and  collect  the  rents  thereof  for  such  period  of  time

THE  WIDOWS  AND  ORPHANS  OF  MEMBERS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  folloivs: 

The  Supreme  Council  of  the  Royal  Arcanum,  a  fraternal 
benefit  society  incorporated  under  general  law,  is  hereby 
authorized,  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
commissioner  of  insurance  may  impose  and  with  his  written 
approval,  to  erect,  equip,  operate  and  maintain,  within  or 
without  the  commonwealth,  a  home  for  its  aged  and  indi- 
gent members  and  the  widows  and  orphans  of  its  members, 
and  for  the  aforesaid  purpose  it  may  acquire  or  purchase  and 
hold  real  estate,  notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  seventy-six  of  the  General  Laws  to  the  con- 
trary. The  cost  of  erecting,  equipping,  operating  and 
maintaining  such  home  shall  be  defrayed  by  a  special 
building  fund  to  be  raised  and  maintained  in  such  manner 
as  the  said  society  may  provide  in  its  constitution  and 
by-laws. 

Failure  of  any  member  of  said  society  to  contribute  by 
the  payment  of  dues  or  assessments  to  the  said  special 
building  fund  shall  not  affect  or  prejudice  his  rights  as  a 
member  of  said  society,  anything  in  its  constitution  or  by- 
laws to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     For  the  purpose  of  acting  upon  an  amend-  Convention  to 
ment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  proposed  by  a  ofeightel'nt^h 
joint  resolution  of  congress,  whereof  a  certified  copy  has  amendment. 
been  transmitted  by  the  department  of  state  under  date 
of  February   twenty-first,   nineteen   hundred   and   thirty- 
three,  to  his  excellency  the  governor  of  the  commonwealth, 
with  the  request  that  the  same  be  submitted  to  a  convention 
for  such  action  as  may  be  had,  there  shall  meet  in  the 
state  house  in  Boston  a  convention  of  delegates,  elected  as 
hereinafter   provided.    The   convention   shall   be   held   at 
such  time  following  the  election  of  such  delegates  as  the 
governor  may  determine. 

Section  2.     The  number  of  delegates  to  the  convention  Delegates  to 
shall   be   forty-five,   and   each   district   estabhshed   under  n'j^b'e7and°'^' 
section  one  of  chapter  fifty-seven  of  the  General  Laws,  as  f^'^^^'^f 
appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  representatives  in  the  congress  of  the 
United  States,  shall  elect  three  delegates,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  residents  of  the  district.     Voters  participating  in  such 
election  shall  have  the  qualifications  prescribed  by  law  of 
voters  for  state  officers.     The  election  of  such  delegates 
in  the  several  districts  shall  occur  at  the  biennial  state 
election  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  or 
at  a  special  state  election,  as  the  governor  and  council  may  special  state 
order;    and  full  power  and  authority  are  hereby  vested  in  election. 
the  governor  and  council  to  order  such  special  election  and 
to   appoint   the   time   for   holding   the   same.     A   special 
election  hereunder  shall  be  held  wholly  or  partly  by  wards, 
precincts  or  towns,  as  the  election  commissioners  in  Boston 
and  the  aldermen  in  other  cities  and  selectmen  in  towns 
may  designate,  and  they  shall  give  notice  of  their  determina- 
tion to  the  state  secretary  on  or  before  the  sixth  Tuesday 
preceding  the  day  set  for  the  election.     In  wards  or  towns 
where  voting  at  elections  is  commonly  by  precincts,  the 
election   commissioners   and   city   and   town   clerks   shall 
designate  which  of  the  election  officers  shall  serve,  in  case 
such  election  is  held  in  larger  units. 

Section  3.     As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  date  of  the  Caucus  to 
election  of  delegates  hereunder  has  been  determined  as  caJldidates  for 
provided  in  section  two,  the  governor,  lieutenant  governor,  deiegat'es''.* 
councillors,  state  secretary,  state  treasurer,  attorney  general 
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and  state  auditor  shall,  on  the  call  of  the  governor,  meet 
in  caucus  in  the  state  house  for  the  purpose  of  nominating 
candidates  to  be  voted  for  in  the  several  districts  at  such 
election.  The  caucus  may  adopt  rules  for  its  procedure 
and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time.  The  governor  and 
state  secretary  shall  respectively  serve  as  its  president  and 
clerk.  The  caucus  shall  nominate  by  a  majority  vote  a 
group  of  three  candidates  from  each  district  favoring 
ratification  of  the  proposed  amendment  and  a  group  of 
three  candidates  from  each  district  opposing  such  ratifica- 
tion, as  evidenced  by  signed  statements  of  their  respective 
positions  on  the  question  of  ratification  filed  with  the 
clerk  of  the  caucus.  A  return  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
caucus  and  of  its  nominees,  grouped  in  accordance  with 
their  position  in  relation  to  the  ratification  of  the  proposed 
amendment,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  state  secre- 
tary, certified  by  the  president  and  clerk  of  the  caucus, 
not  later  than  the  fifth  Tuesday  preceding  the  day  of  the 
election.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  list  of 
nominees  in  any  district,  the  remaining  nominees  from  the 
same  district  and  in  the  same  group  shall,  if  the  time  is 
sufficient  therefor,  fill  the  same. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  law  relative  to  ballots 
used  in  the  election  of  state  officers  shall  apply,  so  far  as 
applicable,  and  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  to  bal- 
lots used  in  the  election  of  delegates  under  this  act.  The 
names  of  the  persons  nominated  for  each  district  under 
section  three  shall  appear  on  the  ballots  to  be  used  therein, 
arranged  alphabetically  by  their  surnames  in  groups  as 
nominated,  one  group  under  the  designation:  —  "Delegates 
Favoring  Ratification  (For  Repeal)"  and  the  other  group 
under  the  designation:  —  "Delegates  Opposed  to  Ratifica- 
tion (Against  Repeal)."  To  the  name  of  each  candidate 
shall  be  added  the  name  of  the  street,  with  street  number, 
if  any,  and  the  name  of  the  city  or  town,  where  he  resides. 
The  relative  positions  of  the  two  groups  on  the  ballot  shall 
be  determined  by  the  btate  secretary  by  lot.  Directly 
preceding  the  aforesaid  designations  shall  appear  the 
following  general  heading:  —  "Election  of  Delegates  to  a 
Constitutional  Convention  called  to  Ratify  or  Reject  the 
Following  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  proposed  by  Joint  Resolution  of  Congress."  Then 
shall  follow  the  text  of  the  proposed  amendment.  No 
designation,  save  as  aforesaid,  shall  appear  in  connection 
with  any  name  appearing  on  the  ballot.  No  name  of  any 
candidate,  except  of  nominees  under  section  three,  shall  be 
printed  on  the  ballot,  but  three  blank  spaces  shall  be  left 
in  which  the  voter  may  insert  the  name  of  any  legal  voter 
of  the  district  not  printed  on  the  ballot  for  whom  he  desires 
to  vote. 

Section  5.  All  laws  governing  the  election  of  state 
officers,  including  the  canvassing,  recount  and  return  of 
votes  therefor  and  the  determination  of  the  results  of  the 
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voting,  shall,  so  far  as  applicable  and  except  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act,  apply  to  the  election  of  delegates 
under  this  act.  No  ballots  cast  at  the  election  of  delegates 
under  this  act  shall  be  counted  until  the  close  of  the  polls. 
The  time  within  which  copies  of  records  of  votes  cast 
under  this  act  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  state  secretary, 
as  provided  in  section  one  hundred  and  twelve  of  chapter 
fifty-four  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  be  seven  days. 

Section  6.  The  state  secretary  shall,  as  soon  as  the 
results  of  the  election  have  been  finally  determined,  notify 
the  successful  candidates  of  their  election  and  shall  summon 
them  to  meet  in  convention  in  the  state  house  at  such  time 
as  shall  have  been  designated  for  the  convening  thereof. 
The  governor  shall  call  the  convention  to  order  and  shall 
preside  thereover  until  a  president  is  chosen.  The  state 
secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  the  delegates  and  act  as  clerk 
of  the  convention  until  a  clerk  is  chosen.  The  delegates 
shall  be  judges  of  the  returns  and  elections  of  the  members 
of  the  convention.  The  convention  shall  proceed  to 
organize  by  the  choice  of  a  president,  clerk  and  such  other 
officers  as  it  may  determine,  and  by  estabhshing  rules  for 
its  procedure.  Twenty-three  delegates  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.  Upon  the  completion  of  its  organization,  the 
convention  shall  take  into  consideration  the  advisability 
and  propriety  of  ratifying  or  rejecting  the  amendment  to 
the  constitution  submitted  as  aforesaid  and  shall  vote  to 
ratify  or  reject  the  same.  The  convention  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  at  the  expense  of 
the  commonwealth,  with  suitable  quarters  and  facilities 
for  exercising  its  functions.  The  members  shall  receive 
no  compensation  for  their  services,  but  shall  each  be  en- 
titled to  receive  the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  every  mile  of 
ordinary  traveling  distance  from  his  place  of  abode  to  the 
place  of  sitting  of  the  convention.  The  convention  shall, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  provide 
for  such  other  necessary  expenses  of  its  session  as  it  shall 
deem  expedient.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  council,  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his 
warrant  on  the  treasury  for  any  of  the  foregoing  expenses. 

Section  7.  If  the  convention  ratifies  such  proposed 
amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  by  a 
majority  of  its  members  present  and  voting,  the  president 
of  the  convention  shall  thereupon  transmit  to  the  governor 
duly  authenticated  certificates  of  the  action  of  the  con- 
vention, in  triplicate,  and  thereupon  the  governor  shall 
transmit  to  the  secretary  of  state  of  the  United  States  one 
of  said  triphcates,  duly  authenticated  by  the  state  secretary 
under  the  great  seal  of  the  commonwealth.  Another  of  said 
triplicates,  authenticated  in  like  manner,  shall  be  deposited 
by  the  state  secretary  in  the  state  archives.

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Chap. 133  An  Act  providing  for  biennial  municipal  elections  in 

THE    CITY    OF   SALEM. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-five,  municipal  elections  in  the  city  of  Salem, 
for  the  choice  of  mayor,  members  of  the  city  council  and 
members  of  the  school  committee  shall  be  held  biennially 
on  the  Tuesday  next  following  the  first  Monday  in  De- 
cember in  each  odd-numbered  year.  No  municipal  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  in  said  city  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-four. 

Section  2.  At  the  biennial  municipal  election  to  be 
held  in  said  city  in  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five  and 
at  every  biennial  municipal  election  thereafter,  the  mayor 
and  all  members  of  the  city  council  shall  be  elected  to  serve 
for  two  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  January  following 
their  election  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified.  The 
members  of  the  city  council  elected  by  and  from  the  various 
wards  of  said  city  at  the  municipal  election  held  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  shall  continue  to  hold 
office  until  the  qualification  of  their  successors  who  shall  be 
elected  at  the  municipal  election  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-five. 

Section  3.  On  the  first  Monday  in  January  following 
a  regular  municipal  election,  or  on  the  day  following  when 
said  first  Monday  is  a  holiday,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, the  mayor-elect  and  the  councillors-elect  shall  meet 
and  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties.  The 
oath  shall  be  administered  as  provided  in  section  seventeen 
of  chapter  forty-three  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing 
in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof. 

Section  4.  Members  of  the  school  committee  of  the 
said  city,  except  members  elected  to  fill  vacancies,  if  any, 
elected  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-one  shall 
continue  to  hold  office  until  the  qualification  of  their  suc- 
cessors who  shall  be  elected  at  the  biennial  municipal 
election  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five. 
Members  of  said  school  committee  to  be  elected  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three  shall  be  elected  to  serve 
for  four  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  January  following 
their  election  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified. 
At  the  biennial  municipal  election  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-five  there  shall  be  elected  four  members 
of  the  school  committee,  one  to  serve  for  two  years  and 
three  to  serve  for  four  years  from  the  first  Monday  in 
January  following  their  election  and  until  their  successors 
are  quafified,  and  thereafter  at  every  biennial  municipal 
election  three  members  of  the  school  committee  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  for  four  years  from  the  first  Monday  in 
January  following  their  election  and  until  their  successors 
are  qualified.     Vacancies  in  the  school  committee  shall  be 
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filled  as  provided  in  section  thirty-six  of  chapter  forty-three 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edi- 
tion thereof. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters 
of  the  city  of  Salem  at  the  annual  city  election  in  the  current 
year  in  the  form  of  the  following  question  which  shall  be 
printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  said  election :  — 
"Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  general  court  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-three,  entitled  'An  Act  providing 
for  biennial  municipal  elections  in  the  city  of  Salem',  be 
accepted?"  If  a  majority  of  the  voters  voting  thereon 
vote  in  the  affirmative  in  answer  to  said  question,  then  this 
act  shall  take  full  effect  in  said  city;  otherwise  it  shall  be  of 
no  effect  and  the  officers  elected  at  said  election  shall  re- 
spectively hold  office  for  the  terms  now  provided  by  law.

DEFINITIONS. 

Section  1.  The  following  words  as  used  in  this  chapter, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing meanings : 

"Commissioner",  the  commissioner  of  banks.

INCORPORATION. 

Agreement  of  Association. 

Section  2.  Twenty  or  more  persons  who  associate  them- 
selves by  a  written  agreement  to  form  a  co-operative  bank 
for  the  purpose  of  accumulating  the  savings  of  its  members 
and  loaning  such  accumulations  to  them  may,  upon  com- 
phance  with  sections  two,  three,  four  and  five,  become  a 
corporation  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  and  subject 
to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities  set  forth  in  all 
general  laws  relating  to  such  corporations.  Said  agree- 
ment shall  set  forth  that  the  subscribers  thereto  associate 
themselves  with  the  intention  of  forming  a  corporation  to 
transact  business  within  the  commonwealth,  and  shall 
specify : 

First.  The  name  by  which  the  corporation  shall  be 
known,  the  words  "co-operative  bank"  to  form  a  part 
thereof. 

Second.     The  purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be  formed. 

Third.     The  town  where  its  business  is  to  be  transacted. 

Each  associate  shall  subscribe  to  the  articles  his  name, 
residence  and  post  office  address. 

Notice  and  Hearing. 

Section  3.  The  subscribers  to  said  agreement  shall  give 
notice  to  the  board  of  bank  incorporation  of  their  intention 
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to  form  a  co-operative  bank,  and  shall  apply  to  said  board 
for  a  certificate  that  public  convenience  and  advantage 
will  be  promoted  by  the  establishment  thereof.  Said 
board  may  grant  such  certificate,  which  shall  be  deemed 
revoked  if  the  applicants  therefor  do  not  become  incor- 
porated and  begin  business  within  six  months  after  its  date 
of  issue.  Upon  receipt  of  such  application,  said  board 
shall  furnish  the  subscribers  a  form  of  notice,  specifying  the 
names  of  the  proposed  incorporators  and  the  name  and 
location  of  the  proposed  co-operative  bank  and  assigning 
a  date  and  place  for  a  public  hearing  on  the  application. 
The  subscribers  shall  publish  the  notice  at  least  once  a  week 
for  three  successive  weeks,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  des- 
ignated by  said  board,  and  published  in  the  town  where  it 
is  desired  to  establish  the  bank,  or,  if  there  is  no  newspaper 
in  such  town,  in  the  town  where  a  newspaper  is  published, 
which  is  nearest  to  the  location  of  the  bank.  If  said  board 
refuses  to  issue  such  certificate,  no  further  proceedings  shall 
be  had,  but  the  application  may  be  renewed  after  one  year 
from  the  date  of  the  refusal,  in  which  case  notice  of  a  pubhc 
hearing  thereon  shall  be  published  as  herein  provided. 

First  Meeting. 

Section  4-  The  first  meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  the 
agreement  of  association  shall  be  called  by  a  notice  signed 
either  by  that  subscriber  to  the  agreement  who  is  desig- 
nated therein  for  the  purpose,  or  by  a  majority  of  the  sub- 
scribers; and  the  notice  shall  state  the  time,  place  and  pur- 
pose of  the  meeting.  A  copy  of  the  notice  shall,  seven 
days  at  least  before  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting,  be 
given  to  each  subscriber,  or  left  at  his  residence  or  usual 
place  of  business,  or  deposited  in  the  post  office,  postage 
prepaid,  and  addressed  to  him  at  his  residence  or  usual 
place  of  business,  and  another  copy  thereof  and  an  affidavit 
by  one  of  the  signers  that  the  notice  has  been  duly  served 
shall  be  recorded  with  the  records  of  the  corporation.  If 
all  the  incorporators  shall  in  writing,  endorsed  upon  the 
agreement  of  association,  waive  such  notice  and  fix  the  time 
and  place  of  the  meeting,  no  notice  shall  be  required.  The 
subscribers  to  the  agreement  of  association  shall  hold  the 
franchise  until  the  organization  has  been  completed.  At 
the  first  meeting,  or  at  any  adjournment  thereof,  the  incor- 
porators shall  organize  by  the  choice  by  ballot  of  a  tem- 
porary clerk,  by  the  adoption  of  by-laws  and  by  the  election, 
in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  may  determine,  of  a  presi- 
dent, a  clerk  of  the  corporation,  a  treasurer,  a  board  of  not 
less  than  five  directors,  and  such  other  officers  as  the  by- 
laws may  prescribe.  All  the  officers  so  elected  shall  be 
sworn  to  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties.  The  tem- 
porary clerk  shall  make  and  attest  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings until  the  clerk  has  been  chosen  and  sworn,  including  a 
record  of  the  choice  and  qualification  of  the  clerk. 
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Articles  and  Certificate  of  Incorporation. 

Section  5.  The  president  and  a  majority  of  the  directors 
who  are  elected  at  the  first  meeting  shall  make,  sign  and 
make  oath  to,  articles  in  duplicate  setting  forth : 

(o)  A  true  copy  of  the  agreement  of  association,  the 
names  of  the  subscribers  thereto,  and  the  name,  residence 
and  post  office  address  of  each  of  the  ofiicers  of  the  cor- 
poration, 

(6)  The  date  of  the  first  meeting  and  the  successive  ad- 
journments thereof,  if  any. 

One  duplicate  original  of  the  articles  so  signed  and  sworn 
to  shall  be  submitted  to  said  board,  and  the  other,  together 
with  the  records  of  the  proposed  corporation,  to  the  com- 
missioner of  corporations  and  taxation,  who  shall  examine 
the  same  and  may  require  such  amendment  thereof  or  such 
additional  information  as  he  considers  necessary.  If  he 
finds  that  the  articles  conform  to  the  three  preceding  sec- 
tions, and  that  sections  three  and  six  have  been  complied 
with,  he  shall  so  certify  and  endorse  his  approval  thereon. 
Thereupon  the  articles  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  state 
secretary,  who  upon  receipt  of  five  dollars  shall  issue  a 
certificate  of  incorporation  in  the  following  form:

Be  it  known  that  whereas  (the  names  of  the  subscribers  to  the 
agreement  of  association)  have  associated  themselves  with  the 
intention  of  forming  a  corporation  under  the  name  of  (the  name 
of  the  corporation),  for  the  purpose  (the  purpose  declared  in  the 
agreement  of  association),  and  have  compUed  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  statutes  of  this  commonwealth  in  such  case  made 
and  provided,  as  appears  from  the  articles  of  organization  of 
said  corporation,  duly  approved  by  the  commissioner  of  corpora- 
tions and  taxation  and  recorded  in  this  office:  Now,  therefore, 
I  (the  name  of  the  state  secretary),  secretary  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  do  herebj'  certify  that  said  (the  names 
of  the  subscribers  to  the  agreement  of  association),  their  asso- 
ciates and  successors,  are  legally  organized  and  established  as, 
and  are  hereTjy  made,  an  existing  corporation  under  the  name 
of  (name  of  the  corporation),  with  the  powers,  rights  and  privi- 
leges, and  subject  to  the  limitations,  duties  and  restrictions, 
which  by  law  appertain  thereto. 

Witness  my  official  signature  hereunto  subscribed,  and  the 
great  seal  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  hereunto 
affixed,  this  day  of  in  the  year  (the 

date  of  the  filing  of  the  articles  of  organization). 

The  state  secretary  shall  sign  the  certificate  of  incorpora- 
tion and  cause  the  great  seal  of  the  commonwealth  to  be 
affixed  thereto,  and  such  certificate  shall  have  the  force  and 
effect  of  a  special  charter.  The  existence  of  every  such  cor- 
poration which  is  not  created  by  special  law  shall  begin 
upon  the  fifing  of  the  articles  of  organization  in  the  office 
of  the  state  secretary,  who  shall  also  cause  a  record  of  the 
certificate  of  incorporation  to  be  made,  and  such  certificate 
or  such  record,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  existence  of  the  corporation. 
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By-Laws. 

Section  6.  The  shareholders  of  every  such  corporation 
shall  make  and  adopt  the  necessary  by-laws  consistent 
with  law  for  the  government  of  its  affairs.  Copies  of  all 
by-laws  and  changes  or  additions  thereto  shall  be  filed  with 
the  commissioner  immediately  upon  their  adoption.  All 
such  by-laws,  changes  and  additions  shall  be  approved  by 
the  commissioner  before  becoming  effective. 

The  by-laws  shall  provide  for  and  determine  — 

(a)  The  time  for  holding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  share- 
holders and  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  board  of  directors, 
and  for  the  receipt  of  moneys. 

(6)  The  manner  of  calling  either  regular  or  special  meet- 
ings. 

(c)  The  number  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  at  all 
meetings. 

{d)   The  qualifications  of  electors. 

(e)  The  number,  title  and  duties  of  officers  and  standing 
committees,  their  terms  of  office  and  the  manner  of  their 
election  or  appointment. 

(/)  The  care  and  custody  of  money,  securities  and  prop- 
erty of  the  bank. 

({/)   The  method  of  loaning  the  funds  of  the  bank. 

(h)  The  proportion  of  profits,  if  any,  to  be  reserved  upon 
voluntary  withdrawals. 

(?)  The  time  within  which  satisfactory  security  for  real 
estate  loans  shall  be  offered. 

(j)  Whether  partial  payments  of  less  than  fifty  dollars 
may  be  received  upon  loans. 

ik)  The  rate  of  fines  to  be  charged  upon  delinquent  pay- 
ments. 

(0  The  manner  of  transferring  shares  and  the  fee 
therefor. 

(m)  The  manner  in  which  and  conditions  under  which 
the  by-laws  may  be  amended. 

MANAGEMENT. 

Officers,  Election,  etc. 

Section  7.  The  business  and  affairs  of  every  such  cor- 
poration shall  be  managed  by  a  board  of  not  less  than  five 
directors  to  be  elected  by  the  shareholders.  Directors  may 
be  elected  for  terms  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  three 
years,  and,  in  case  the  term  is  more  than  one  year,  they 
shall  be  divided  into  classes  and  an  equal  number,  as  nearly 
as  may  be,  elected  each  year.  All  vacancies  in  the  board  or 
in  any  office  may  be  filled  by  the  board  of  directors  for  the 
unexpired  term.  The  directors  may  employ  such  addi- 
tional assistance  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  deter- 
mine the  compensation  therefor.  Each  officer  and  director 
when  appointed  or  elected  shall  take  an  oath  that  he  will 
faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  devolving 
upon  him,  and  the  fact  that  the  oath  has  been  taken  shall 
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be  entered  in  the  records  of  the  corporation ;  and  if  a  person 
appointed  or  elected  does  not,  within  thirty  days  there- 
after, take  the  oath,  his  office  shall  thereupon  become 
vacant.  The  clerk  of  the  corporation  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  shareholders,  and  the  president,  vice  president,  treas- 
urer, assistant  treasurer,  if  any,  and  other  officers  whose 
election  is  not  otherwise  herein  expressly  provided  for,  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  board  of  directors.  No  shareholder  shall 
be  entitled  to  more  than  one  vote  at  any  meeting,  and  no 
shareholder  shall  vote  by  proxy.  All  officers  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot,  shall  be  shareholders  when  nominated, 
and  shall  continue  to  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  chosen  and  shall  have  assumed  their  duties, 
and  no  such  corporation  shall  expire  from  neglect  to  elect 
officers  at  the  time  prescribed  in  its  by-laws.  If  an  officer 
ceases  to  be  a  shareholder,  his  office  shall  thereupon  become 
vacant.  If  a  director  fails  both  to  attend  the  regular  meet- 
ings of  the  board  and  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  devolv- 
ing upon  him  as  such  director  for  six  consecutive  months, 
his  office  may  be  declared  by  the  board  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  to  be  vacant.  A  record  of  any  vacancy  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  books  of  the  corporation,  and  a  transcript 
of  such  record  shall  be  sent  by  mail  to  the  person  whose 
office  has  been  made  vacant.  The  records  of  all  meetings 
of  the  corporation  and  board  of  directors  shall  be  read  by 
the  president  or  a  director,  other  than  the  clerk,  designated 
by  the  president. 

Security  Committee. 

Section  8.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors 
after  the  annual  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers,  the 
board  shall  elect  from  its  own  number  a  security  committee 
of  at  least  three  members,  who  shall  examine  real  estate 
offered  as  security  for  loans  and  report  thereon  as  required 
by  section  twenty-six,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  required  of  them  by  law. 

The  personal  examination  of  any  parcel  of  real  estate  by 
the  security  committee  may  be  omitted  by  special  vote  of 
the  board  of  directors. 

No  member  of  the  security  committee  shall  make  an 
official  report  upon  property  offered  as  security  for  a  loan 
in  which  he  has  a  personal  interest. 

Duties  of  Treasurer.     Bonds. 

Section  9.  The  treasurer  shall  keep  the  accounts  and 
have  charge  of  all  books  and  papers  necessary  therefor,  and 
dispose  of  and  secure  the  safe-keeping  of  all  money,  secu- 
rities and  property  of  the  corporation,  in  the  manner  desig- 
nated by  the  by-laws,  and  the  treasurer,  and  all  other 
permanent  employees  having  access  at  all  times  to  the  cash 
or  negotiable  securities,  shall  give  to  the  corporation  bonds 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties  in 
such  amounts  as  the  board  of  directors  may  require,  in  ac- 
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cordance  with  section  twenty-four  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  sixty-eight  relative  to  savings  banks,  except  that  the 
giving  of  schedule  or  blanket  bonds  shall  be  permitted  only 
in  the  discretion  of  the  commissioner. 

Assistant  Treasurer. 

Section  10.  Such  corporation  may  provide  in  its  by-laws 
for  an  assistant  treasurer  if  the  commissioner  approves  and, 
if  it  has  assets  in  excess  of  five  milhon  dollars,  for  such 
additional  number  of  assistant  treasurers  as  the  commis- 
sioner approves.  An  assistant  treasurer  may  perform  all 
the  duties  of  the  treasurer. 

Meetings,  Place  of  Business. 

Section  11.  The  board  of  directors  shall  hold  stated 
monthly  meetings  at  any  place  in  the  town  where  the  bank 
is  located,  and  its  usual  business  shall  be  transacted  at  its 
office  only,  which  shall  be  in  the  town  named  in  its  agree- 
ment of  association ;  but  moneys  due  the  bank  may  be  col- 
lected by  the  treasurer,  or  other  person  duly  empowered  by 
the  directors,  upon  such  days  and  in  such  other  places  as 
may  be  designated  by  vote  of  the  board  of  directors  and 
approved  by  the  commissioner,  and  the  bank  may  advertise 
these  branches  in  such  manner  as  the  commissioner  may 
prescribe. 

CAPITAL. 

Issue  of  Shares. 

Section  12.  The  capital  to  be  accumulated  shall  be  un- 
limited and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  the  ultimate 
value  of  two  hundred  dollars  each.  The  shares  may  be 
issued  in  quarterly,  half  yearly  or  yearly  series,  in  such 
amounts  and  at  such  times  as  the  board  of  directors  may 
determine.  Shares  of  a  prior  series  may  be  issued  after  a 
new  series,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  directors. 
Paid-up  shares  may  be  issued,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
board  of  directors,  each  share  to  have  a  value  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  purchaser  when  the 
shares  are  issued,  together  with  interest  from  the  last  dis- 
tribution of  profits  at  a  rate  fixed  by  the  directors,  but  not 
in  excess  of  the  rate  distributed  to  unmatured  shares. 
The  total  value  of  paid-up  shares  outstanding  at  any  one 
time  shall  not  exceed  ten  per  cent  of  the  assets  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

Payment  of  Dues. 

Section  13.  On  or  before  the  regular  monthly  meeting 
for  the  receipt  of  moneys,  as  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  every 
shareholder  shall  pay  to  the  corporation,  as  a  contribution 
to  its  capital,  one  dollar  as  dues  upon  each  unmatured 
share  held  by  him  until  it  is  withdrawn,  forfeited,  sus- 
pended, retired  or  matured.  Payment  of  dues  on  each 
series  shall  begin  with  its  issue. 
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Shares  Issued  to  Minors  or  Fiduciaries. 

Section  I4.  Shares  may  be  issued  to  and  held  by  minors, 
by  corporations  and  by  fiduciaries,  including  a  trustee  in 
bankruptcy  or  receiver,  if  he  is  duly  authorized  to  receive 
and  hold  such  shares  by  an  order  or  decree  of  the  court  by 
which  he  was  appointed.  Shares  held  by  a  minor  may,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  directors,  be  withdrawn,  as  provided  in 
section  seventeen,  by  the  minor  or  by  his  parent  or  guardian, 
and  in  either  case  payments  made  on  such  withdrawals 
shall  be  valid.  A  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen  shall  not 
have  the  right  to  vote  upon  shares  held  by  him  in  his  own 
name.  If  shares  are  held  in  trust,  the  name  and  residence 
of  the  beneficiary  shall  be  disclosed  and  the  account  shall 
be  kept  in  the  name  of  the  holder  as  trustee  for  such  person. 
If  no  other  notice  of  the  existence  and  terms  of  the  trust 
has  been  given  in  writing  to  the  corporation,  such  shares 
may,  upon  the  death  of  the  trustee,  be  withdrawn  by  the 
person  named  as  beneficiary  or  by  his  legal  representatives. 
Persons  holding  shares  in  any  capacity  as  provided  in  this 
section,  whether  or  not  originally  issued  to  them  in  such 
capacity,  shall  have  the  legal  authority  to  transfer,  pledge, 
assign  or  withdraw  said  shares  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
law  and  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation.  Except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  this  chapter  and  in  chapter  one  hundred 
and  fifty-five,  title  to  shares  shall  devolve  and  pass  in  the 
same  manner  as  title  to  other  personal  property. 

Joi7it  Accounts. 

Section  15.  Shares  may  be  issued  to  and  held  in  the 
name  of  two  or  more  persons  as  joint  tenants,  or  in  the 
name  of  two  or  more  persons  or  the  survivor  or  survivors 
of  them,  or  in  the  name  of  husband  and  wife  as  tenants  by 
the  entirety.  Payment  to  any  of  the  persons  so  holding 
shares,  while  all  of  them  are  living,  shall  discharge  the 
liability  to  all,  and  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  one  of 
them  the  corporation  shall  be  liable  only  to  the  survivor  or 
survivors  of  them,  and  a  payment  to  any  of  the  survivors 
shall  discharge  the  liability  of  the  corporation  to  all  sur- 
vivors. Shares  may  be  issued  and  held  by  two  or  more  per- 
sons as  tenants  in  common.  Any  one  of  the  holders  of  shares 
held  jointly,  by  survivorship,  by  the  entirety  or  in  common, 
who  is  not  also  entitled  to  vote  as  an  individual  shareholder 
or  otherwise,  may  vote  as  the  representative  of  all  such 
holders  at  any  meeting  of  the  shareholders;  but  if  more 
than  one  holder  of  shares  so  held  attempts  to  vote  as  the 
representative  of  all,  none  of  such  holders  shall  be  permitted 
to  vote. 

Issue  and  Holding  of  Shares  Limited. 

Section  16.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion, no  person  shall  hold  more  than  forty  unmatured,  ten 
matured  and  ten  paid-up  shares  in  any  one  bank  at  the 
same  time,  and  the  number  of  shares  which  may  be  held  at 
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the  same  time  in  any  joint  account  provided  for  in  section 
fifteen  shall  not  exceed  eighty  unmatured  shares,  twenty 
matured  and  twenty  paid-up  shares.  Either  party  to  such 
a  joint  account  may  also  hold  shares  in  his  individual  name, 
but  the  total  amount  of  such  shares  held  by  him,  both 
jointly  and  individually,  in  such  corporation  at  the  same 
time  shall  not  exceed  eighty  unmatured  shares,  twenty 
matured  shares  and  twenty  paid-up  shares.  Shares  issued 
to  and  held  by  more  than  one  fiduciary  in  the  same  estate 
shall  not  be  considered  as  a  joint  account  under  this  chapter. 
Any  person,  however,  who  has  received  shares  in  a  co-opera- 
tive bank  by  inheritance  or  devise  under  a  will,  or  by  execu- 
tion of  a  power  of  attorney  contained  in  any  mortgage  by 
the  foreclosure  thereof,  may  continue  to  hold  such  shares 
notwithstanding  that  the  total  number  of  his  shares  thereby 
becomes  greater  than  the  hmits  provided  in  this  section. 

There  shall  be  no  hmit  to  the  number  of  shares  that  may 
be  issued  to  qualify  for  a  co-operative  bank  mortgage,  upon 
property  purchased  from  the  corporation. 

Withdrawal  of  Shares. 

Section  17.  A  shareholder,  upon  giving  thirty  days' 
written  notice  to  the  treasurer  of  his  intention  so  to  do,  may 
withdraw  unmatured  shares  not  pledged  for  real  estate  loans, 
and,  upon  giving  ninety  days'  written  notice  to  the  treasurer 
of  his  intention  so  to  do,  may  withdraw  matured  or  paid-up 
shares,  but  the  treasurer  may  waive  such  notice,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, under  such  restrictions  as  may  be  imposed  by  the 
board  of  directors.  Such  shareholder  shall  be  paid  the  bal- 
ance remaining  after  deducting  from  the  amount  then 
standing  to  the  credit  of  the  shares  all  fines,  any  other 
charges  legally  incurred,  and  such  part  of  the  profits 
credited  thereto  as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe.  All  with- 
drawals shall  be  paid  in  the  order  of  the  expiration  of  the 
notices  thereof.  The  directors  may  at  any  time  order  that 
not  more  than  one  half  of  the  then  cash  on  hand  and  in 
banks  and  one  half  of  the  funds  received  thereafter  until 
such  order  is  rescinded  shall  be  apphcable  to  the  demands 
of  withdrawing  shareholders,  and  such  limitations  shall  be 
effective  until  the  rescission  of  such  vote,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  section  twenty-one.  Whenever  there  is 
an  unusual  demand  for  the  withdrawal  of  shares,  the  board 
of  directors,  with  the  approval  of  the  commissioner,  or  the 
commissioner,  in  his  discretion,  may  order  that  the  right  of 
any  withdrawing  shareholder,  or  the  holder  of  shares  which 
have  reached  maturity,  to  payment  of  the  withdrawal  value 
of  his  shares  shall  be  limited  to  not  in  excess  of  twenty  per 
cent  of  the  value  of  said  shares,  or  four  hundred  dollars,  at 
any  one  time.  Said  sums  shall  be  paid  in  order  upon  the 
expiration  of  the  notice  or  the  date  of  shares  reaching  ma- 
turity and  in  rotation.  While  the  foregoing  order  is  in 
effect  no  loans  from  the  funds  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
made  except  loans  on  its  shares,  nor  shall  dividends  be  paid 
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in  cash  to  the  holders  of  matured  and  paid-up  shares  on 
which  notice  of  withdrawal  has  been  filed.  Said  dividends 
shall  be  credited  to  the  account  of  the  holder  and  shall 
be  distributed  as  prescribed  in  the  order  of  limitation  of 
payments. 

No  loans  shall  be  made,  secured  by  the  value  of  the 
shares  of  the  borrower,  in  excess  of  the  limitations  applying 
to  withdrawals  under  this  section,  while  any  restrictions  as 
to  withdrawals  are  in  force. 

Suspension  of  Shares. 

Section  18.  The  shares  of  a  non-borrower  who  continues 
in  arrears  more  than  six  months  shall,  at  the  option  of  the 
directors,  if  he  fails  to  pay  the  arrears  within  thirty  days 
after  notice,  be  declared  suspended,  and  the  withdrawal 
value  of  the  shares  at  the  time  of  suspension  shall  be  ascer- 
tained, and  after  deducting  all  fines  and  other  legal  charges 
the  balance  remaining  shall  be  transferred  to  an  account  to 
be  designated  as  the  "suspended  shares  account",  to  the 
credit  of  the  defaulting  shareholder,  who  shall  be  entitled, 
upon  thirty  days'  notice,  to  receive  out  of  the  funds  appro- 
priated for  the  payment  of  withdrawals  the  balance  so 
transferred  without  interest  from  the  time  of  the  transfer, 
all  defaulting  shareholders  being  entitled  to  receive  their 
balances  so  transferred  in  the  order  of  the  expiration  of  the 
notices  thereof.  All  shares  suspended  shall  cease  to  partici- 
pate in  any  profits  accruing  after  the  adjustment  and  valua- 
tion of  shares  last  preceding  said  suspension. 

Retirement  of  Shares. 

Section  19.  The  directors  may  retire  the  unpledged 
shares  of  any  series  after  four  years  from  the  date  of  their 
issue,  by  enforcing  the  withdrawal  of  the  same  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner:  the  treasurer  shall  seasonably  send  to  every 
shareholder  in  the  series  in  which  the  shares  are  to  be  retired 
a  notice  in  the  following  form,  and  the  shares  shall  be  retired 
in  accordance  with  its  provisions: 

The  board  of  directors  have  voted  to  retire  on  the 
day   of  ,    19         ,  shares  in  series   No.         ,    in 

which  you  are  a  shareholder. 

Should  you  desire   to  have  your  shares,   or  any  number  of 
them,   retired   and   to   receive   the   full   value   thereof,   you   will 
please  notify  the  treasurer  in  writing  on  or  before 
19 

If  the  shares  voluntarily  offered  exceed  the  number  desired, 
the  shares  to  be  retired  will  be  determined  by  lot  from  those 
offered. 

If  the  number  so  offered  is  less  than  the  number  desired,  the 
number  offered  shall  be  retired  and  the  balance  determined  by 
lot  from  the  remaining  shares  in  the  series. 

The  shareholders  whose  shares  are  retired  shall  be  paid 
the  full  value  thereof,  less  all  fines  and  any  other  charges 
legally  incurred.  Shares  pledged  for  share  loans  shall  be 
treated  as  unpledged  shares.     Wherever  shares  are  retired 
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between  the  dates  of  adjustment  of  profits,  interest  shall  be 
paid  upon  the  full  value  of  the  shares  from  the  date  of  the 
preceding  adjustment  to  the  date  of  retirement,  at  the  rate 
at  which  profits  were  distributed  at  said  preceding  adjust- 
ment. 

The  directors  may,  under  rules  made  by  them,  retire 
matured  or  paid-up  shares  at  any  time  and  in  such  order  and 
manner  as  they  may  provide. 

The  commissioner,  whenever  he  deems  it  necessary  for 
the  welfare  of  the  shareholders  in  any  such  corporation,  may 
order  the  retirement  of  matured  and  paid-up  shares  or  of 
unmatured  shares  in  any  series  after  four  years  from  the 
date  of  issue,  and  the  board  of  directors  shall,  in  the  man- 
ner hereinbefore  provided,  comply  with  the  order  of  the 
commissioner. 

Maturity  of  Shares. 

Section  20.  Whenever  shares  of  a  given  series  reach  a 
value  of  two  hundred  dollars,  either  by  the  payment  of 
dues,  the  addition  of  a  regular  dividend  or  the  addition  of 
interest  as  hereinafter  provided,  they  shall  be  deemed  ma- 
tured and  all  payments  of  dues  thereon  shall  cease,  and  the 
owner  of  each  unpledged  share  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds 
of  the  corporation  the  matured  value  thereof,  subject  to  all 
other  provisions  of  this  chapter.  For  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  maturity  of  shares  between  the  dates  of  adjust- 
ment of  profits,  there  shall  be  added  to  the  value  of  the 
shares  interest  for  all  full  months  from  the  date  of  the  pre- 
ceding adjustment  to  the  date  when  the  addition  thereof 
will  mature  the  shares.  The  interest  to  be  added  shall  be 
at  the  same  rate  at  which  profits  were  distributed  at  the 
last  preceding  adjustment;  but  before  the  payment  of  ma- 
tured shares  all  arrears  and  fines  shall  be  deducted.  If  the 
shareholder  shall  so  elect,  and  at  the  option  of  the  directors, 
there  may  be  issued  to  the  holder  thereof  a  certificate  for 
any  number  of  shares  that  have  matured,  not  exceeding  ten, 
and  such  shares  shall  continue  as  matured  shares  in  said 
corporation,  subject  to  be  withdrawn  or  retired  as  provided 
in  sections  seventeen  and  nineteen.  In  the  event  of  the  dis- 
solution and  winding  up  of  such  corporation,  by  process  of 
law  or  otherwise,  any  member  holding  matured  or  paid-up 
shares  of  such  corporation  shall  not  thereby  be  entitled  to 
any  preference  over  any  holder  of  unmatured  shares,  and 
all  shares,  whether  matured,  paid-up  or  unmatured,  shall 
be  held  and  treated  as  belonging  to  one  general  class  of 
liability. 

Payment  of  Deferred  Withdrawals  and  Maturities. 

Section  21.  Whenever  a  notice  of  withdrawal  of  either 
unmatured,  matured  or  paid-up  shares  has  been  filed,  or 
shares  have  reached  maturity  and  no  certificate  thereof  has 
been  issued  under  section  twenty,  and  there  has  been  no 
payment  made  thereon  under  section  seventeen  for  a  period 
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of  six  months  from  the  date  when  payment  thereof  is  due, 
all  the  receipts  of  the  bank  from  any  source  whatever  shall, 
after  the  payment  of  the  legitimate  expenses  of  conducting 
business  and  the  payment  of  such  dividends  as  may  be 
allowed  by  the  commissioner,  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
such  withdrawals  and  maturities  of  shares;  and  the  com- 
missioner shall  direct  the  method  of  disbursing  the  funds  of 
the  bank.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  a  bank  which 
may  become  subject  to  sections  twenty-two  to  thirty-six, 
inclusive,  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven. 

Payment  of  Shares  of  Deceased  Shareholder. 

Section  22.  Upon  the  death  of  any  shareholder,  the 
value  of  the  shares  standing  in  his  name  shall  be  paid  to  his 
legal  representatives;  provided,  that  if  the  value  thereof 
does  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars,  and  there  has  been  no 
demand  for  payment  thereof  by  a  duly  appointed  executor 
or  administrator,  payment  may  be  made,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  president  and  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  after  the 
expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  death  of  such  share- 
holder, to  the  husband,  widow  or  next  of  kin  of  such  de- 
ceased, upon  presentation  of  a  copy  of  the  death  certificate 
and  the  surrender  of  the  pass  book  or  certificate  evidencing 
the  shares,  and  such  payment  shall  be  a  full  discharge  of  all 
obligations  of  the  corporation  in  respect  to  such  shares. 

LOANS  AND  INVESTMENTS. 

Method  of  Loaning  Funds. 

Section  23.  The  funds  accumulated,  after  due  allowance 
for  all  necessary  expenses  and  the  payment  of  shares,  may, 
at  each  stated  monthly  meeting,  be  loaned  to  quahfied 
applicants  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  less  than  five  per  cent  per 
annum,  payable  in  monthly  instalments  upon  the  amount 
loaned,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section  twenty- 
eight. 

Limitation  of  Loans. 

Section  24-  Any  person  whose  application  is  accepted 
shall  be  entitled,  upon  giving  proper  security,  to  receive  a 
real  estate  loan  of  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  for 
each  unpledged  share  held  by  him,  or  a  share  loan  within  the 
limitations  hereinafter  provided. 

Loans  and  Investment  of  Funds, 

Section  25.  The  directors  may  invest  funds  in  any  of  the 
securities  named  in  the  second  clause  of  section  fifty-four  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  or  in  the  stock  or  obli- 
gations of  the  Federal  Home  Loan  Bank  referred  to  in  sec- 
tion fifty-six  of  this  chapter,  or  of  any  successor  of  said 
bank,  or  may  loan  such  funds  upon  first  mortgages  on  real 
estate  situated  in  this  commonwealth  or  upon  the  shares  of 
the  corporation,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  twenty- 
six  to  twenty-nine,  inclusive,  at  a  rate  fi^ed  by  the  board  of 
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directors.  The  corporation  may  loan  such  funds  to  other 
co-operative  banks,  and  may  make  loans  to  the  holders 
of  unpledged  unmatured,  matured  and  paid-up  shares  of 
other  co-operative  banks,  on  such  terms  and  at  such  rate 
of  interest  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  directors. 

Applications  for  Loans  on  Real  Estate. 

Section  26.  No  loan  shall  be  made  upon  real  estate  unless 
a  written  application  is  made  therefor,  showing  the  date, 
name  of  applicant,  amount  of  loan  desired,  description  of 
property  offered  and  other  information  deemed  necessary. 
A  written  report  thereon  shall  be  made  by  at  least  two  mem- 
bers of  the  security  committee,  signed  by  them,  approving 
the  security  offered  and  certifying  to  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty according  to  their  best  judgment.  The  application 
and  report  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  with  all  other  papers 
relating  to  the  loan. 

Loans  on  Real  Estate. 

Section  27.  For  every  loan  made  upon  real  estate  a  note 
shall  be  given,  accompanied  by  a  transfer  and  pledge  of  the 
requisite  number  of  shares  standing  in  the  name  of  the  bor- 
rower, and  secured  by  a  mortgage  of  real  estate  situated  in 
the  commonwealth,  the  title  to  which  is  in  the  name  of  the 
borrower  and  which  is  unencumbered  by  any  mortgage  or 
lien  other  than  municipal  liens  or  such  as  may  be  held  by 
the  corporation  making  the  loan.  No  loan  upon  one  parcel 
of  real  estate  shall  exceed  eight  thousand  dollars,  and  no 
loan  shall  exceed  eighty  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  mort- 
gaged property,  if  improved  real  estate,  nor  more  than  fifty 
per  cent  of  such  value,  if  vacant  land,  as  certified  by  the 
security  committee.  The  shares  so  pledged  shall  be  held  by 
the  corporation  as  collateral  security  for  the  performance 
of  the  conditions  of  the  note  and  mortgage.  The  note  and 
mortgage  shall  recite  the  number  of  shares  and  the  series  to 
which  the  shares  belong  and  the  amount  of  money  advanced 
thereon,  and  shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  payment  at  or 
before  the  stated  meetings  of  the  corporation  of  the  monthly 
dues  on  said  shares,  and  the  interest  upon  the  loan,  with  all 
fines  on  payments  in  arrears,  until  said  shares  reached  their 
matured  value  or  until  said  loan  is  otherwise  cancelled  and 
discharged.  If  the  borrower  fails  to  offer  security  satis- 
factory to  the  directors  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the 
by-laws,  his  right  to  the  loan  shall  be  forfeited  and  he  may 
be  charged  with  one  month's  interest  at  the  determined  rate, 
and  with  such  part  of  the  expenses  incurred  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  board  of  directors;  and  the  money  appro- 
priated for  such  loan  may  subsequently  be  reloaned. 

Conversion  of  Loans  on  Real  Estate. 

Section  28.  Whenever  the  full  value  of  all  shares  orig- 
inally and  subsequently  pledged  to  secure  any  loan  on  im- 
proved real  estate  made  and  secured  as  aforesaid,  after 
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deducting  all  fines  and  other  charges  legally  incurred 
respecting  said  shares,  shall  equal  or  exceed  twenty-five 
per  cent  of  the  original  amount  of  the  note  evidencing  such 
loan,  but  not  earlier  than  four  years  after  the  date  of  said 
note,  such  loan  may,  at  the  option  of  the  owner  of  such 
shares  and  with  the  approval  of  the  directors,  be  converted 
into  a  demand  or  time  loan  bearing  interest  at  a  determined 
rate  payable  monthly  or  quarterly,  and  evidenced  by  a  new 
note  secured  by  a  first  mortgage  in  common  form  upon  said 
real  estate;  provided,  that  upon  apphcation  of  the  share- 
holder for  such  conversion,  a  report  approving  the  security 
for  such  converted  loan  and  a  certification  of  the  value  of 
the  real  estate  securing  the  same  shall  be  made  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  section  twenty-six  for  original  co-operative 
bank  loans,  and  that  said  loan  when  so  converted  will  not 
exceed  sixty  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  real  estate  securing 
the  same,  as  certified  as  aforesaid,  and  said  shareholder  shall 
subscribe  for  such  number  of  shares  in  the  current  series  and, 
until  the  discharge  of  such  converted  loan,  shall  hold  such 
number  of  shares  as  the  treasurer  may  determine. 

In  the  event  of  the  conversion  as  aforesaid  of  a  co-opera- 
tive bank  mortgage  into  a  common  form  mortgage,  the  full 
value  of  the  shares  pledged  to  secure  the  co-operative  bank 
mortgage,  after  deducting  all  fines  and  any  other  charges 
legally  incurred  and  such  sum  as  will  leave  the  unpaid  bal- 
ance a  multiple  of  fifty  dollars,  shall  be  credited  to  the 
owner  thereof,  the  co-operative  bank  mortgage  discharged 
and  the  shares  pledged  to  secure  the  same  surrendered  and 
cancelled. 

No  loan  or  mortgage  shall  so  be  converted  as  to  render 
the  total  amount  of  such  converted  loans  held  by  such  cor- 
poration in  excess  of  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  amount 
of  loans  secured  by  mortgages  of  real  estate  held  by  such 
corporation.  Every  parcel  of  real  estate  mortgaged  to 
secure  a  converted  loan  shall  be  revalued  at  intervals  of  not 
more  than  three  years  so  long  as  it  is  so  mortgaged,  by  at 
least  two  members  of  the  security  committee  of  the  corpora- 
tion, who  shall  certify  in  writing  according  to  their  best 
judgment  the  value  of  the  real  estate  so  mortgaged.  Such 
reports  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  with  the  records  of  the 
corporation.  If,  at  the  time  of  any  such  revaluation,  the 
amount  outstanding  on  such  a  converted  loan  is  in  excess  of 
sixty  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  real  estate  mortgaged  to 
secure  the  same,  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  such  loan 
shall  be  required,  as  promptly  as  may  be  practicable, 
sufficient  to  bring  its  amount  within  sixty  per  cent  of  the 
said  value;  provided,  that  no  such  reduction  shall  be 
required  prior  to  the  maturity  of  the  loan. 

Loans  on  Shares. 

Section  29.  Loans  may  be  made  upon  unmatured,  ma- 
tured or  paid-up  shares  which  are  not  already  pledged, 
except  as  provided  in  section  seventeen,  to  an  amount  not 
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exceeding  ninety  per  cent  of  their  withdrawal  value  at  the 
time  of  the  loan,  and  for  every  such  loan  a  note  shall  be 
given,  accompanied  by  a  transfer  and  pledge  of  the  shares 
borrowed  upon  as  collateral  for  the  loan. 

Loans  upon  shares  held  in  the  names  of  two  or  more  per- 
sons, except  fiduciaries  and  persons  holding  as  tenants  in 
common,  may  be  made  to  one  or  more  of  the  owners  thereof, 
and  a  note  signed  by  such  owner  or  owners  shall  be  deemed 
a  valid  pledge  of  the  shares  in  said  account  and  sufficient 
evidence  of  the  debt  created  thereby,  notwithstanding  that 
said  note  is  not  signed  by  all  or  any  other  owner  thereof. 

No  loans  shall  be  made  on  shares  held  in  trust  unless 
power  so  to  borrow  is  contained  in  the  instrument  creating 
the  trust  or  given  by  a  decree  of  the  probate  court  having 
jurisdiction. 

Interest  Payments. 

Section  30.  A  borrowing  shareholder  shall,  in  addition 
to  the  dues  on  his  shares,  pay  interest  monthly  on  his  loan, 
at  the  determined  rate,  or  as  provided  in  section  thirty-one, 
until  his  shares  reach  their  matured  value,  or  until  the  loan 
has  been  repaid.  Interest  may  be  computed  from  the  date 
on  which  the  money  is  advanced;  and  when  the  said  ma- 
tured value  is  reached,  the  shares  shall  be  cancelled,  the  loan 
discharged,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  due  upon  the  shares 
shall  be  paid  to  the  member. 

Agreement  for  Reduction  of  Interest. 

Section  31.  If  at  any  time  the  board  of  directors,  by  a 
two  thirds  vote  of  all  the  directors,  elect  to  reduce  the  rate 
of  interest  on  any  outstanding  real  estate  loans,  a  new  mort- 
gage shall  not  be  required,  but  a  written  agreement  for  the 
reduction  of  said  rate  of  interest,  signed  by  the  borrowing 
shareholder  and  the  treasurer  of  the  bank,  shall  be  valid  and 
shall  not  otherwise  affect  or  impair  the  existing  mortgage, 
and  thereafter  the  shareholder  shall  make  the  monthly  pay- 
ments on  the  loan  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  said 
agreement. 

Repayment  of  Loans. 

Section  32.  A  loan  may  be  repaid  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  equity  of  redemption  at  any  time,  whereupon 
the  account  shall  be  charged  with  the  full  amount  of  the 
loan,  all  monthly  instalments  of  interest  and  fines  in  arrears 
and  any  other  legal  charges.  Credit  shall  be  given  for  the 
withdrawal  value  of  the  shares  pledged  and  transferred  as 
security,  the  pass  book  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  corpora- 
tion, and  the  balance  shall  be  received  by  the  corporation  in 
full  satisfaction  of  said  loan.  In  all  settlements  made  be- 
tween stated  meetings  for  the  receipt  of  money  loan  interest 
shall  be  charged  as  of  the  date  of  the  stated  meeting  next 
succeeding  such  settlement.     Such  owner  or  owners  desir- 
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ing  to  retain  his  shares  and  membership  must  repay  his  loan 
without  claiming  credit  for  his  shares. 

Partial  payment  of  loans  shall  be  received  in  amounts  of 
fifty  dollars  or  a  multiple  thereof,  or  in  such  less  amount  as 
may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws.  For  each  two  hundred  dol- 
lars so  repaid  upon  a  real  estate  loan,  upon  request  of  the 
shareholder  one  share  of  stock  shall  be  released  from  pledge. 

Reduction  of  Loans. 

Section  S3.  With  the  approval  of  the  board  of  directors, 
any  shares  pledged  for  a  real  estate  loan  may,  at  the  request 
of  the  owner  thereof,  be  cancelled,  whereupon  there  shall  be 
endorsed  on  the  mortgage  note  as  a  credit  upon  the  amount 
of  the  loan  the  full  value  of  such  shares,  less  all  monthly 
instalments  of  interest  and  fines  in  arrears,  unpaid  taxes  at 
the  option  of  the  directors,  any  other  legal  charges  and  such 
sum  as  will  leave  the  amount  of  the  loan  a  multiple  of  fifty 
dollars.  Such  cancellation  and  credit  may  be  made  even 
if  the  amount  of  the  loan  will  not  thereby  be  reduced  as  to 
principal.  Thereupon  new  shares  in  the  current  series  shall 
be  issued  to  the  shareholder  in  the  proportion  of  one  share 
to  each  two  hundred  dollars  of  the  loan  then  remaining  un- 
paid. The  new  shares  issued  shall  be  transferred  and 
pledged  to  the  bank  as  security  for  the  amount  of  the  loan 
remaining  unpaid,  and  the  fact  thereof  shall  be  endorsed 
upon  or  attached  to  the  note  in  the  following  form :

Neither  the  note  evidencing  the  loan  nor  the  mortgage 
securing  the  same  shall  be  prejudiced  by  the  application  of 
the  value  and  the  change  of  shares,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  a  provision  for  such  application  and  change  was 
not  originally  made  in  the  note  or  mortgage,  and  both  note 
and  mortgage  shall  continue  to  be  held  by  the  bank  as  good 
and  sufficient  security  for  the  balance  remaining  unpaid. 
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After  the  application  of  the  value  as  a  credit,  the  amount 

of  the  loan  shall  forthwith  be  reduced  to  an  equal  extent, 

and  the  owner  shall  thereafter  be  liable  for  only  the  reduced

No  action  under  this  section  shall  affect  the  rights  of  the

Suspension  of  Payments. 

Section  34-  For  the  accommodation  of  any  owner  of 
shares  pledged  for  a  real  estate  loan  who  is  actually  engaged 
in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  or  who 
is  the  wife  or  a  dependent  member  of  the  family  of  a  person 
so  engaged,  or  for  the  accommodation  of  any  owner  of 
shares  so  pledged  who  is  otherwise  temporarily  unable  to 
make  payments  to  such  a  corporation  on  account  of  his  loan 
because  of  unemployment  or  other  emergency,  the  directors 
may  cause  to  be  endorsed  on  the  mortgage  note,  as  a  credit 
upon  the  amount  of  the  loan,  the  full  value  of  the  shares 
pledged  to  secure  the  same,  less  all  monthly  instalments  of 
interest  and  fines  in  arrears,  unpaid  taxes  at  the  option  of 
the  directors,  any  other  legal  charges  and  such  sum  as  will 
leave  the  amount  of  the  loan  a  multiple  of  fifty  dollars,  and 
thereupon  such  shares  shall  be  cancelled  and  further  pay- 
ments and  fines  waived.  Such  credit  and  cancellation  may 
be  made  even  if  the  amount  of  the  loan  will  not  thereby  be 
reduced  as  to  principal.  The  amount  of  the  loan  remaining 
due  as  aforesaid  shall  be  payable  as  provided  in  section 
thirty-five  with  interest  payable  monthly  at  the  rate  existing 
at  the  time  of  suspension  and  subject  to  such  fine  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation  for  default  by 
shareholders  in  payment  of  interest  and  to  foreclosure  or 
other  remedy  provided  by  law,  in  case  of  default;  provided, 
that  the  person  seeking  such  accommodation,  or  any  person 
in  his  behalf,  shall  sign  a  written  request  therefor,  stating 
his  reasons  and  agreeing  in  consideration  thereof  to  abide 
fully  by  the  terms  of  this  section  and  section  thirty-five  and 
also  all  requirements  of  the  directors,  who  shall  be  the  sole 
judges  of  the  necessity  of  the  accommodation  and  the  time 
when  such  accommodation  shall  be  terminated;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  that  no  suspension  of  payments  as  aforesaid 
for  any  cause  other  than  that  the  accommodated  person  is 
engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States  or  is  the  wife  or  a  dependent  member  of  the  family 
of  a  person  so  engaged  shall  extend  for  a  period  longer  than 
two  years. 

Neither  the  note  evidencing  the  loan  nor  the  mortgage 
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securing  the  same  shall  be  prejudiced  by  the  application  of 
the  value  of  the  shares  provided  for  in  this  section  or  the 
pledging  of  new  shares  provided  for  in  section  thirty-five, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  provision  for  such  applica- 
tion and  pledging  was  not  originally  made  in  the  note  or 
mortgage,  and  both  note  and  mortgage  shall  continue  to  be 
held  by  the  corporation  as  good  and  sufficient  security  for 
the  balance  remaining  unpaid. 

Resumption  of  Suspended  Payments. 

Section  35.  The  person  thus  accommodated,  or  his  suc- 
cessors in  title,  may  at  any  time,  and  shall  upon  the  request 
of  the  directors  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  said 
military  or  naval  service  or  after  the  period  of  accommoda- 
tion granted  under  section  thirty-four  for  temporary  in- 
ability to  make  the  required  payments  has  been  terminated 
as  therein  provided,  or  after  the  vesting  in  either  case  of  the 
mortgaged  estate  in  a  person  other  than  the  person  accom- 
modated, subscribe  to  and  pledge  as  security  for  the  bal- 
ance due  on  the  loan  one  new  share  in  the  current  series 
issued  by  the  corporation  for  each  two  hundred  dollars  or 
fraction  thereof  of  said  balance.  Failure  to  subscribe  to 
and  pledge  such  shares,  when  so  requested,  or  to  make 
payments  thereon  in  accordance  with  law  or  the  by-laws 
of  the  corporation,  shall  render  said  balance  immediately 
due  and  payable,  and  payment  thereof  may  be  enforced 
against  the  security  by  foreclosure  proceedings  or  by  any 
other  remedy  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  debts. 
The  fact  of  the  pledging  of  new  shares  shall  be  endorsed 
upon  or  attached  to  the  note  in  the  following  form:

Recovery  of  Loan. 

Section  36.  If  the  owner  of  shares  pledged  for  a  real 
estate  loan  is  in  arrears  for  dues,  interest  or  fines  for  four 
monthly  payments  or  commits  any  breach  of  the  conditions 
of  a  mortgage,  the  directors  may,  after  twenty-one  days' 
notice,  mailed  to  the  last  known  address  of  the  shareholder, 
declare  the  shares  forfeited  if  the  arrears  then  remain 
unpaid,  or  such  breach  continues.  The  account  of  the 
shareholder  shall  then  be  debited  with  the  arrears  of  interest 
and  fines  to  the  date  of  forfeiture,  and  the  shares  shall  be 
credited  upon  the  loan  at  their  withdrawal  value.  The 
balance  of  the  account  shall  immediately  become  due  and 
payable,  and  may,  and  after  six  months  shall,  be  enforced 
against  the  security,  and  be  recovered,  together  with  inter- 
est thereon,  as  all  debts  are  recovered  at  law.  If  the  shares 
of  a  shareholder  are  in  arrears  at  the  maturity  of  the  series,

In  the  event  of  the  transfer  or  pledge  of  shares  in  any 
class  to  the  corporation  as  collateral  security  for  a  loan,  or 
as  collateral  security  for  the  performance  of  the  conditions 
of  a  mortgage,  or  if  said  shares  held  as  collateral  are  sold  or 
forfeited  for  the  non-performance  of  the  conditions  of  said 
loan,  or  if  said  mortgage  is  foreclosed  for  breach  of  the  con- 
ditions thereof,  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation  shall  have 
full  authority  to  transfer  or  assign  all  the  shares  pledged  for 
the  purposes  set  forth  in  said  pledge  or  mortgage  to  the  cor- 
poration or  purchaser  at  said  sale  or  foreclosure. 

Real  Estate  Acquired.     Common  Form  Mortgages. 

Section  37.  Any  such  corporation  may  purchase  at 
public  or  private  sale  real  estate  upon  which  it  may  have  a 
mortgage,  judgment,  lien  or  other  encumbrance,  or  in 
which  it  may  have  an  interest,  and  may  sell,  convey  or  lease 
the  real  estate  acquired  by  it,  and  on  the  sale  thereof  may 
take  a  mortgage  thereon  in  common  form  or  in  co-operative 
bank  form,  or  mortgages  in  both  forms,  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  the  purchase  price  or  a  part  thereof.  All  real  estate 
shall  be  sold  within  five  years  after  the  acquisition  of  title 
thereto;  but  the  commissioner  may,  on  petition  of  the 
security  committee  of  the  corporation  and  for  cause,  grant 
additional  time  for  the  sale  of  the  same.

Assignment  of  Loans  to  Insurance  Companies. 

Section  38.  Any  such  corporation  may  insert  in  its  form 
of  real  estate  mortgage  a  clause  providing  that  in  case  of 
any  loss  by  fire  on  the  mortgaged  property  in  respect  to 
which  the  fire  insurance  companies  shall  deny  liability  as 
to  the  insured,  the  corporation  may  at  its  option  assign  the 
debt  and  note  for  which  the  mortgage  was  given,  and  also 
the  mortgage,  to  the  insurance  companies,  upon  payment 
to  the  corporation  by  such  companies  of  the  amount  due 
upon  the  mortgage  loan  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  together 
with  the  unpaid  interest,  and  fines,  if  any,  accrued  thereon 
at  the  date  of  the  assignment,  less  the  value  of  the  forfeited 
shares  as  hereinafter  provided,  whereupon  the  note  and 
mortgage  shall  forthwith  become  a  note  and  mortgage  for 
such  total  balance  due,  payable  upon  demand  with  interest 
semi-annually  at  the  same  rate  as  therein  stated,  the  first 
payment  of  interest  to  be  due  six  months  after  the  date  of 
the  assignment,  and  any  shares  of  the  corporation  pledged 
as  security  for  the  note  and  mortgage  loan  shall  be  for- 
feited by  the  corporation  immediately  before  the  execution 
and  delivery  to  the  insurance  companies  of  such  assign- 
ment, and  the  withdrawal  value  of  shares  so  forfeited  shall, 
at  the  time  of  the  assignment,  be  credited  as  a  part  pay- 
ment on  said  mortgage  loan,  the  balance  thereof  being  the 
balance  of  the  loan  due  at  the  time  of  the  assignment  to  the 
insurance  companies  as  aforesaid.  Any  mortgage  note 
taken  under  this  section  shall  contain  proper  reference 
thereto. 

Investment  in  Real  Estate  used  as  Place  of  Business. 

Section  39.  Any  such  corporation  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  commissioner,  invest  a  sum  not  exceeding  its 
surplus  and  guaranty  fund  accounts  in  the  purchase  of  a 
suitable  site  and  the  erection  or  preparation  of  a  suitable 
building  for  the  convenient  transaction  of  its  business,  but 
in  no  case  exceeding  five  per  cent  of  its  dues  capital  or  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  Any  such  corporation  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  commissioner,  expend  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  per  cent  of  its  dues  capital  for  alterations  in 
any  building  leased  by  it  for  the  transaction  of  its  business, 
but  in  no  case  exceeding  its  surplus  and  guaranty  fund 
accounts. 

May  Borrow  Money. 

Section  J^O.  Such  corporation  may  by  a  vote  of  at  least 
three  fifths  of  all  its  directors,  with  the  consent  of  the  com- 
missioner, borrow  from  any  source  to  meet  withdrawals  and 
to  make  loans  on  shares  of  the  corporation. 

Such  corporation  may  by  a  similar  vote,  with  the  consent 
of  the  commissioner,  borrow  from  the  Federal  Home  Loan 
Bank  referred  to  in  section  fifty-six,  to  make  real  estate 
loans,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  to  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  repairing  or  remodeling,  to  refinance  existing  mortgages, 
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for  new  home  construction  owned  by  or  built  for  a  bona  fide 
home  owner  occupant,  and  to  make  real  estate  loans  on 
homes  already  constructed  and  owned  and  occupied  or  to 
be  occupied  by  the  borrower. 

As  security  for  a  loan  made  under  this  section,  the  cor- 
poration may  assign  and  pledge  its  real  estate  notes  and 
mortgages  and  any  other  securities.  Every  such  loan  shall 
constitute  a  debt  which  shall  be  satisfied,  in  case  of  liquida- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  before  any  distribution 
of  its  assets  to  its  shareholders. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

Fines. 

Section  J^l.  A  shareholder  making  default  in  the  pay- 
ment of  his  monthly  dues  and  interest  shall  be  charged  such 
a  fine,  not  exceeding  two  per  cent  a  month  on  each  dollar  in 
arrears,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws,  but  in  no  case  in 
excess  of  the  fine  imposed  on  monthly  payments  six  months 
in  arrears.     No  fine  shall  be  imposed  upon  a  fine  in  arrears. 

No  shareholder  whose  shares  are  withdrawn,  forfeited, 
suspended  or  retired  shall  be  charged  with  fines  upon  such 
shares  in  excess  of  the  profits  distributed  thereto,  and  if  no 
profits  shall  have  been  distributed  to  such  shares,  no  fines 
shall  be  charged  thereon.  This  section  shall  not  prevent 
the  owner  or  owners  from  being  charged  with  fines  according 
to  law  upon  interest  in  arrears. 

Transfer  of  Shares'.     Fee. 

Section  1^2.  Any  such  corporation  may  charge  a  fee  for 
the  transfer  of  shares,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents. 
Shares,  whether  matured,  unmatured  or  paid-up,  may  be 
transferred  only  on  the  books  of  the  corporation,  in  such 
manner  as  its  by-laws  may  provide. 

Bank  or  Officers  not  to  take  Certain  Fees,  etc.     Penalty. 

Section  Jf.3.  No  such  corporation,  and  no  person  acting  in 
its  behalf,  shall  ask  for,  take  or  receive  a  fee,  brokerage,  com- 
mission, gift  or  other  consideration  for  or  on  account  of  a 
loan  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  such  corporation,  other  than 
appears  on  the  face  of  the  note  or  contract  by  which  the 
loan  purports  to  be  made;  but  this  section  shall  not  apply 
to  a  reasonable  charge  for  services  in  the  examination  of 
property  and  titles,  and  for  the  preparation  and  recording 
of  conveyances  to  the  corporation  as  security  for  its  loans. 
Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Distribution  of  Earnings. 

Section  44-  The  board  of  directors  shall  distribute  to  the 
shares  existing  at  the  time  of  distribution  the  net  profits, 
less  such  an  amount  as  is  required  by  law  to  be  transferred 
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to  the  guaranty  fund,  and  less  such  an  amount  as  may  be 
transferred  to  the  surplus  under  existing  provisions  of  law. 
Such  distribution  shall  be  made  annually,  semi-annually  or 
quarterly  before  the  close  of  business  on  each  day  when  a 
new  series  of  shares  is  issued.  Net  profits  shall  be  distrib- 
uted to  the  various  shares  existing  at  the  time  of  such  dis- 
tribution in  proportion  to  their  value  at  that  time,  and  shall 
be  computed  upon  the  basis  of  a  single  share  fully  paid  to 
the  date  of  the  distribution. 

At  each  distribution  of  net  profits  on  unmatured  shares 
there  shall  also  be  distributed  profits  on  outstanding  ma- 
tured and  paid-up  shares  at  a  rate  per  cent  fixed  by  the 
directors,  not  to  exceed  five  per  cent  per  annum,  except  as 
provided  in  section  forty-six,  but  in  no  case  to  exceed  the 
rate  credited  to  unmatured  shares.  Net  profits  distributed 
on  outstanding  matured  and  paid-up  shares  shall  be  cred- 
ited to  the  owner  thereof  and  shall  be  payable  on  demand 
at  any  time  thereafter,  out  of  the  funds  of  such  corporation, 
and  upon  such  profits  not  withdrawn  no  interest  shall  accrue 
or  be  distributed. 

No  profits  shall  be  distributed  to  shareholders  in  excess  of 
five  per  cent  per  annum,  unless  at  such  distribution  period 
there  shall  have  been  reserved  and  credited  to  the  guaranty 
fund  the  maximum  per  cent  of  the  net  profits  under  section 
forty-five,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is  necessary  to  increase  said 
fund  to  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  liabilities  of  the  corpora- 
tion. Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  sentence, 
there  may  be  appropriated  from  the  surplus  account  an 
amount  sufficient  to  declare  a  dividend  at  a  rate  not  in 
excess  of  that  of  the  last  preceding  dividend,  but  the  total 
of  any  such  appropriations  during  any  twelve  months  shall 
not  exceed  the  amount  credited  to  the  surplus  account 
during  the  same  period. 

The  board  of  directors  shall  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the 
minutes  of  its  meeting  the  distribution  of  all  profits  and  all 
amounts  charged  or  credited  to  the  guaranty  fund  or 
surplus. 

Losses  shall  be  charged  to  the  guaranty  fund  or  surplus 
immediately  after  their  occurrence. 

Guaranty  Fund. 

Section  1^5.  At  each  distribution  of  profits  the  board  of 
directors  shall  reserve  as  a  guaranty  fund  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  five  per  cent  of  the  net  profits  accrued  since 
the  last  preceding  adjustment,  until  such  fund  amounts  to 
ten  per  cent  of  its  total  liabihties,  and  the  fund  shall  there- 
after be  maintained  and  held,  and  shall  at  all  times  be 
available  to  meet  losses  in  the  business  of  the  corporation 
from  depreciation  of  its  securities  or  otherwise.  The  board 
of  directors  may  at  any  time,  by  vote  duly  recorded,  transfer 
to  the  guaranty  fund  such  part  of  the  surplus  account  as  they 
deem  wise. 
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Surplus  Account. 

Section  46.  At  each  distribution  of  profits  not  more  than 
one  per  cent  of  the  net  profits  accrued  since  the  last 
preceding  adjustment  shall  be  credited  to  the  surplus 
account,  unless  there  shall  have  been  reserved  and  credited 
to  the  guaranty  fund  the  maximum  per  cent  of  the  net 
profits  under  the  preceding  section.  Any  such  corporation 
may  hold  in  its  surplus  account  such  sum  as  the  board  of 
directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  wise;  but  whenever 
the  guaranty  fund  and  surplus  account  together  exceed  ten 
and  one  fourth  per  cent  of  its  total  liabilities,  the  board  of 
directors  shall  declare  an  extra  dividend,  provided  such 
dividend  does  not  reduce  the  guaranty  fund  and  surplus 
account  together  to  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  the  total 
habilities. 

Reserve  Required. 

Section  47.  Every  such  corporation  shall  establish  and 
at  all  times  maintain,  as  a  reserve  to  meet  withdrawals  of 
shares  and  applications  for  share  loans,  an  amount  equal  to 
not  less  than  three  per  cent  of  its  total  resources.  Such 
reserve  shall  consist  of  any  or  all  of  the  following:  (a)  cash 
on  hand;  (6)  balances  payable  on  demand  due  from  any 
trust  company  incorporated  in  this  commonwealth  or 
national  banking  association  having  its  principal  place  of 
business  within  this  commonwealth;  (c)  bonds  of  the 
United  States;  (d)  bonds  and  notes  of  this  commonwealth 
or  (e)  deposits  in  The  Co-operative  Central  Bank  in  accord- 
ance with  chapter  forty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-two.  If  at  any  time  the  reserve  of  any  such 
corporation  falls  below  the  amount  herein  required,  such 
corporation  shall  not  make  any  real  estate  loans,  except 
additional  loans  and  reloans  upon  property  already  mort- 
gaged to  such  corporation,  until  such  reserve  shall  have  been 
fully  restored. 

General  Accounts. 

Section  4-8.  The  general  accounts  of  every  such  corpora- 
tion shall  be  kept  by  double  entry,  and  the  treasurer  shall, 
at  least  monthly,  make  a  trial  balance  of  such  accounts,  to 
be  recorded  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose.  All 
money  received  from  each  shareholder  shall  be  received  by 
persons  designated  by  the  directors,  and  entered  in  a  pass 
book  provided  for  the  use  of,  and  to  be  held  by,  the  share- 
holder. The  pass  book  shall  be  plainly  marked  with  the 
name  and  address  of  the  shareholder,  the  number  of  shares 
held  by  him  and  the  number  or  designation  and  date  of  issue 
of  each  series  or  issue  to  which  said  shares,  respectively,  be- 
long. All  payments  from  the  funds  of  every  such  corpora- 
tion shall  be  made  by  the  treasurer  or  such  other  officer  or 
officers  as  the  by-laws  may  provide,  and  the  record  of  such 
payments  shall  show  the  date,  name  of  payee,  amount,  pur- 
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pose  for  which  made,  and  the  signature  of  the  payee  ac- 
knowledging receipt  of  the  funds. 

Annual  Reports. 

Section  49-  Every  such  corporation  shall  annually, 
within  thirty  days  after  its  regular  meeting  day  for  the 
receipt  of  moneys  in  October,  make  to  the  commissioner,  in 
such  form  as  he  prescribes,  a  report,  signed  and  sworn  to 
by  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation,  showing  accurately  the 
condition  thereof  at  close  of  business  on  that  day.  The 
president  and  three  or  more  directors  shall  certify  and  make 
oath  that  the  report  is  correct,  according  to  their  best 
knowledge  and  belief.  If  a  report  is  defective  or  appears  to 
be  erroneous,  the  commissioner  shall  notify  the  corporation 
to  amend  the  same  within  fifteen  days.  A  corporation 
neglecting  to  make  the  report  required  by  this  section  on  or 
before  the  time  named  therein,  or  to  amend  the  same  within 
fifteen  days,  if  notified  by  the  commissioner  to  do  so,  shall 
forfeit  five  dollars  for  each  day  during  which  such  neglect 
continues. 

Consolidation  of  Banks. 

Section  50.  At  any  time  prior  to  June  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-five,  any  two  or  more  such  corporations 
may  consolidate  into  a  single  corporation,  upon  such  terms 
as  shall  have  been  agreed  upon  by  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  each  corporation  and  as  shall  have  been 
approved  in  writing  by  the  commissioner,  provided  such 
action  is  approved  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  shareholders 
of  each  corporation  called  for  that  purpose,  by  a  vote  of  at 
least  two  thirds  of  those  shareholders  present,  qualified  to 
vote,  and  voting.  Notice  of  such  special  meeting,  setting 
forth  the  terms  agreed  upon,  shall  be  sent  by  the  clerk  of 
each  corporation  to  each  shareholder  thereof  by  mail,  post- 
age prepaid,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  date  of  the  meet- 
ing. Notice  of  the  meeting  shall  also  be  advertised  three 
times  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in  each  town  in 
which  the  main  office  of  any  of  said  corporations  is  situated, 
and  if  there  be  no  such  newspaper,  then  in  a  newspaper 
published  in  the  county  where  the  town  is  situated,  the  last 
publication  to  be  at  least  one  day  before  the  meeting,  A 
certificate  under  the  hands  of  the  presidents  and  clerks  of 
all  such  corporations,  setting  forth  that  each  of  said  cor- 
porations has  complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  this 
section,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  commissioner,  who,  if  he 
shall  approve  such  consolidation,  shall  endorse  his  approval 
upon  such  certificate,  and  thereupon  such  consolidation 
shall  become  effective.  Upon  consolidation  of  any  such 
corporation  with  another,  as  herein  provided: 

(1)  The  corporate  existence  of  all  but  one  of  the  con- 
sohdating  corporations  shall  be  discontinued  and  consoli- 
dated into  that  of  the  remaining  corporation,  which  shall 
continue.     All  and  singular  the  rights,  privileges  and  fran- 
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chises  of  each  discontinuing  corporation  and  its  right,  title 
and  interest  to  all  property  of  whatever  kind,  whether  real, 
personal  or  mixed,  and  things  in  action,  and  every  right, 
privilege,  interest  or  asset  of  conceivable  value  or  benefit 
then  existing  which  would  inure  to  it  under  an  unconsoli- 
dated existence,  shall  be  deemed  fully  and  finally,  and  with- 
out any  right  of  reversion,  transferred  to  or  vested  in  the 
continuing  corporation,  without  further  act  or  deed,  and 
such  continuing  corporation  shall  have  and  hold  the  same 
in  its  own  right  as  fully  as  the  same  was  possessed  and  held 
by  the  discontinuing  corporation  from  which  it  was,  by 
operation  of  the  provisions  hereof,  transferred. 

(2)  A  discontinuing  corporation's  rights,  obligations  and 
relations  to  any  person,  member,  creditor,  trustee  or  bene- 
ficiary of  any  trust,  as  of  the  effective  date  of  the  consolida- 
tion, shall  remain  unimpaired,  and  the  continuing  corpora- 
tion shall,  by  the  consolidation,  succeed  to  all  such  relations, 
obligations  and  liabilities,  as  though  it  had  itself  assumed 
the  relation  or  incurred  the  obligation  or  habifity;  and  its 
habilities  and  obhgations  to  creditors  existing  for  any  cause 
whatsoever  shall  not  be  impaired  by  the  consolidation;  nor 
shall  any  obligation  or  Hability  of  any  member  in  any  such 
corporation,  continuing  or  discontinuing,  which  is  party  to 
the  consoHdation,  be  affected  by  any  such  consolidation, 
but  such  obhgations  and  liabilities  shall  continue  as  fully 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  same  existed  before  the 
consolidation. 

(3)  A  pending  action  or  other  judicial  proceeding  to 
which  any  of  the  consolidating  corporations  is  a  party  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  have  abated  or  to  have  discontinued  by 
reason  of  the  consohdation,  but  may  be  prosecuted  to  final 
judgment,  order  or  decree  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  con- 
sohdation had  not  been  made;  or  the  continuing  corpora- 
tion may  be  substituted  as  a  party  to  any  such  action  or 
proceeding  to  which  the  discontinuing  corporation  was  a 
party,  and  any  judgment,  order  or  decree  may  be  rendered 
for  or  against  the  continuing  corporation  that  might  have 
been  rendered  for  or  against  such  discontinuing  corporation 
if  consohdation  had  not  occurred. 

(4)  After  such  consolidation,  a  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage 
begun  by  any  of  the  discontinuing  corporations  may  be 
completed  by  the  continuing  corporation,  and  publication 
begun  by  the  discontinuing  corporation  may  be  continued 
in  the  name  of  the  discontinuing  corporation.  Any  certifi- 
cate of  possession,  affidavit  of  sale  or  foreclosure  deed  rela- 
tive to  such  foreclosure  shall  be  executed  by  the  proper 
officers  in  behalf  of  whichever  of  such  corporations  actually 
took  possession  or  made  the  sale,  but  any  such  instrument 
executed  in  behalf  of  the  continuing  corporation  shall  re- 
cite that  it  is  the  successor  of  the  discontinuing  corporation 
which  commenced  the  foreclosure. 

A  new  name,  or  the  name  of  any  of  the  consolidating  cor- 
porations may  be  adopted  as  the  name  of  the  continuing 
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corporation  at  the  special  meetings  called  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  it  shall  become  the  name  of  the  continuing  cor- 
poration upon  the  approval  of  the  consolidation,  without 
further  action  under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  as  to 
change  or  adoption  of  a  new  name  on  the  part  of  the  continu- 
ing corporation. 

The  commissioner  shall  determine  the  value  of  the  shares 
in  each  discontinuing  corporation,  after  agreement  between 
the  directors  of  the  consolidating  corporations. 

Reduction  of  Liability. 

Section  51.  Whenever  it  has  been  determined,  upon 
investigation  by  the  commissioner,  that  the  losses  of  any- 
co-operative  bank  resulting  from  a  depreciation  in  the  value 
of  its  assets  or  otherwise,  exceed  its  guaranty  fund  and  sur- 
plus accounts,  so  that  the  estimated  value  of  its  assets  is 
less  than  the  total  amount  due  to  shareholders,  he  may  order 
a  suspension  of  dividends  or  a  reduction  of  its  liability  to  its 
shareholders  in  such  manner  as  to  distribute  the  loss  equi- 
tably among  the  shareholders.  If,  thereafter,  such  a  bank 
shall  realize  from  such  assets  a  greater  amount  than  was 
fixed  in  the  order  of  reduction,  such  assets  shall  be  divided 
among  the  then  remaining  shareholders  whose  credits  were 
so  reduced,  but  to  the  extent  of  such  reduction  only  and  any 
balance  of  said  excess  remaining  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
surplus  account. 

Set-off  or  Recoupment  of  Shares. 

Section  52.  In  the  event  that  legal  proceedings  have 
been  commenced  to  restrain  such  corporation  from  doing 
its  actual  business,  or  if  the  commissioner  has  taken  posses- 
sion of  the  corporation  as  provided  in  section  twenty-two 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  or  if  such  corpora- 
tion has  commenced  to  dissolve  voluntarily  as  provided  by 
law,  a  person  or  persons,  in  any  capacity  authorized  to  hold 
shares,  indebted  to  such  a  corporation  for  a  real  estate  or 
other  debt,  may  have  set  off,  at  their  withdrawal  value,  less 
any  amount  paid  by  the  bank  to  discharge  any  default  in 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  mortgage,  the  shares 
pledged  to  secure  the  same,  and  during  the  pendency 
thereof,  the  rights  of  the  persons  entitled  to  such  set-offs 
shall  be  determined  as  of  the  time  of  the  commencement  of 
such  proceeding,  and  shall  exist  whether  the  indebtedness  is 
then  due  or  payable,  or  becomes  due  and  payable  at  a  later 
date. 

Shares  shall  not  be  so  set  off  or  recouped  by  any  such 
person  unless  held  and  owned  by  him  on  the  date  of  the  com- 
mencement of  such  proceedings,  or  of  possession  so  taken. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Commissioner  of  Banks. 

Section  53.  The  commissioner  shall  have  the  same  duties 
and  powers  in  respect  to  every  such  corporation  which  he 
has  in  respect  to  savings  banks.     In  the  examination  of

every  co-operative  bank  inquiry  shall  be  made  as  to  the 
nature  and  resources  of  the  corporation  in  general,  the  meth- 
ods of  conducting  and  managing  its  affairs,  the  actions  of 
its  officers,  the  investment  of  its  funds,  and  whether  the 
administration  of  its  affairs  is  in  compliance  with  its  by- 
laws and  with  statutory  requirements.  At  each  visitation, 
a  thorough  examination  and  audit  shall  be  made  of  the 
books,  securities,  cash,  assets,  habilities,  income  and  ex- 
penditures, including  a  trial  balance  of  the  shareholders' 
ledgers,  for  the  period  elapsed  since  the  preceding  exami- 
nation. The  person  in  charge  of  the  examination  shall 
render  to  the  commissioner  a  report  of  his  findings, 
in  such  form  as  the  commissioner  prescribes,  and  a  copy 
thereof  shall  be  rendered  to  the  board  of  directors  within 
ten  days  after  the  original  has  been  submitted  to  the  com- 
missioner, together  with  a  notice  of  the  amount  of  the  fee  to 
be  paid  as  provided  in  the  following  section,  which  shall  be 
due  and  payable  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  the 
notice,  tjpon  the  failure  of  any  such  corporation  to  pay  the 
required  fee  within  the  time  prescribed  herein,  the  commis- 
sioner shall  report  the  facts  to  the  attorney  general,  who 
shall  immediately  bring  an  action  to  recover  the  fee.  The 
commissioner  shall  annually  make  a  report  to  the  general 
court  of  such  facts  and  statements  relative  to  such  corpora- 
tions, and  in  such  form,  as  he  considers  that  the  public  inter- 
est requires.  The  officers  of  every  such  corporation  shall 
answer  truly  all  inquiries  made,  and  shall  make  all  returns 
required,  by  the  commissioner. 

Fees  for  Examination  and  Audit. 

Section  64.  To  defray  the  expenses  of  the  examination 
and  audit  provided  for  by  the  preceding  section,  every  such 
corporation  so  examined  and  audited  shall,  upon  notice  from 
the  commissioner,  pay  to  him  as  a  fee  therefor  the  actual 
cost  of  such  examination  and  audit,  not  including  any  por- 
tion of  the  overhead  expense  of  the  division  of  banks  and 
loan  agencies.  Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  commonwealth,  that  part  of  the  overhead  expense  of 
the  division  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  commissioner 
to  be  attributable  to  the  supervision  of  such  corporations 
shall  be  assessed  upon  and  paid  by  each  such  corporation  in 
the  proportion  that  its  total  assets  bear  to  the  aggregate 
total  assets  of  all  co-operative  banks  as  shown  by  their  an- 
nual reports  at  the  close  of  business  on  their  respective  regu- 
lar meeting  days  for  the  receipt  of  money  in  October;  pro- 
vided, that  an  assessment  upon  any  such  corporation,  to- 
gether with  the  fee  payable  as  aforesaid  for  the  actual  cost 
of  its  examination  and  audit,  shall  not  exceed  twenty  cents 
per  one  thousand  dollars  of  assets  as  shown  by  its  statement 
of  condition  on  the  date  of  such  examination  and  audit. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  travehng  and  hotel  expense 
shall  be  included  in  the  overhead  expense  of  the  aforesaid 
division. 
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May  become  Members  of  Certain  Leagues. 

Section  55.  Any  such  corporation  may,  by  vote  of  a  ma- 
jority of  its  directors,  become  a  member  of  a  league  or 
leagues  organized  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  and  promot- 
ing the  interests  of  co-operative  banks,  and  may  pay  to  such 
league  or  leagues  its  proportionate  share  of  the  expenses 
thereof,  together  with  such  contribution  to  the  purposes  of 
the  league  or  leagues  as  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  directors 
of  such  corporation,  be  reasonable  and  necessary. 

May  become  Member  of  Federal  Home  Loan  Bank. 

Section  56.  Any  corporation  subject  to  this  chapter  may 
become  a  member  of  the  Federal  Home  Loan  Bank  estab- 
lished for  the  district  of  New  England  under  the  provisions 
of  an  act  of  congress,  approved  July  twenty-second,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  known  as  the  federal  home  loan 
bank  act,  or  of  any  successor  of  said  bank  so  established; 
and  may,  subject  otherwise  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
subscribe  to  and  invest  in  such  amounts  of  the  stock  of  said 
home  loan  bank  as  may  be  required  by  said  act  of  congress 
to  qualify  such  corporation  for  membership  in  said  home 
loan  bank. 

Co-operative  Banking  to  be  Done  only  under  this 
Chapter.

Section  57.  No  person  and  no  association  or  corporation, 
except  as  provided  in  section  fifty-eight,  shall  transact  in 
this  commonwealth  the  business  of  accumulating  the  sav- 
ings of  its  members  and  loaning  to  them  such  accumulations 
in  the  manner  of  a  co-operative  bank,  unless  incorporated  in 
this  commonwealth  for  such  purpose.

APPEAL  ON  MOTOR  VEHICLE  LIABILITY  POLICIES  AND      ^' 
BONDS  AND  DECREES  OF  THE  SUPERIOR  COURT  ON  APPEAL 
THEREFROM. 


Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  thirteen  D  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  of  the  General  Laws, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  sections  two  and  three  of  chap- 
ter one  hundred  and  nineteen  of  the  acts  of  the  current  year, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  fourth  para- 
graph and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  A 
complaint  may  allege  that  a  cancellation  is  invalid,  or  im- 
proper and  unreasonable,  or  both,  or  that  a  refusal  to  issue 
or  execute  such  a  policy  or  bond  is  improper  and  unreason- 
able. The  board  shall  after  due  hearing  forthwith  make  a 
finding  in  respect  to  the  issue  or  issues  raised  by  the  com- 
plaint, and  it  may  also,  in  any  case,  biake  a  finding  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  complainant  is  a  proper  and  suitable  per- 
son to  whom  to  issue  such  a  policy  or  on  behalf  of  whom  to 
execute  such  a  bond  as  surety.  The  board  shall  in  all  cases 
enter,  in  such  form  as  it  may  prescribe,  an  appropriate  order. 
If  the  board  finds  in  favor  of  the  company  in  the  case  of 
such  a  cancellation,  the  order  shall,  unless  the  policy  or 
bond  has  expired,  affirm  the  cancellation  and  specify  the 
date,  which  shall  be  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  filing  of  a 
memorandum  of  the  finding  and  order  in  the  office  of  the 
commissioner  as  hereinafter  provided,  on  which  the  can- 
cellation shall  be  effective;  but,  if  the  policy  or  bond  will 
expire  on  or  before  the  termination  of  a  period  of  ten  days 
from  said  date  of  fifing,  the  order  shall  specify  a  date  prior 
to  such  expiration,  or  the  board  may  dispense  with  such  a 
specification.

to  issue  such  a  policy  or  on  behalf  of  whom  to  execute  such 
a  bond  as  surety,  may,  within  ten  days  after  the  filing  of 
the  memorandum  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner, 
unless  the  policy  or  bond  has  expired  or  will  expire  prior 
to  the  expiration  of  said  period,  and  any  person  or  company 
aggrieved  by  any  finding  of  the  board  that  a  complainant 
is  or  is  not  a  suitable  and  proper  person  as  aforesaid  may, 
in  any  case,  within  said  period,  appeal  therefrom  to  the 
superior  court  or  any  justice  thereof,  in  any  county.  The 
appellant  shall  file  with  his  appeal  a  duly  certified  copy  of 
the  complaint  and  of  the  finding  and  order  thereon,  and, 
if  the  appeal  is  taken  from  a  finding  and  order  of  the  board 
in  respect  to  a  cancellation,  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall 
forthwith  upon  the  fihng  of  such  an  appeal,  give  written 
notice  of  the  filing  thereof  to  said  registrar.  The  court  or 
justice  shall,  after  such  notice  to  the  parties  as  it  or  he 
deems  reasonable,  give  a  summary  hearing  on  such  appeal 
and  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  review  all  questions 
of  fact  and  law,  and  to  affirm  or  reverse  such  finding  or 
order  and  may  make  any  appropriate  decree.  The  court 
or  justice  may  allow  such  complaint,  finding  or  order  to  be 
amended.  The  decision  of  the  court  or  justice  shall  be 
final.  If  the  court  or  justice  finds  in  favor  of  the  company 
in  the  case  of  such  a  cancellation,  the  decree  shall,  unless 
the  policy  or  bond  has  expired,  affirm  the  cancellation  and 
specify  a  date  not  earlier  than  five  days  from  the  entry 
thereof,  on  which  the  cancellation  shall  become  effective; 
but,  if  the  policy  or  bond  will  expire  on  or  before  the  termi- 
nation of  a  period  of  five  days  from  such  entry,  the  decree 
shall  specify  a  date  prior  to  such  expiration,  or  the  court 
or  justice  may  dispense  with  such  a  specification.  The 
clerk  shall,  within  two  days  after  the  entry  thereof,  send 
an  attested  copy  of  the  decree  to  each  of  the  parties  and 
the  commissioner  and,  in  the  case  of  a  decree  rendered  upon 
an  appeal  in  respect  to  the  cancellation  of  such  a  poHcy  or 
bond,  to  said  registrar,  or  his  office.  The  court  or  justice 
may  make  such  order  as  to  costs  as  it  or  he  deems  equitable.

Section  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
affect  any  suit  now  pending  by  or  against  any  corpora- 
tion mentioned  herein,  or  any  suit  now  pending  or  hereafter 
brought  for  any  liability  now  existing  against  the  stock- 
holders or  officers  of  any  such  corporation,  or  to  revive 
any  charter  previously  annulled  or  any  corporation  pre- 
viously dissolved,  or  to  make  vahd  any  defective  organiza- 
tion of  any  of  the  supposed  corporations  mentioned  herein. 

Section  3.  Suits  upon  choses  in  action  arising  out  of 
contracts  sold  or  assigned  by  any  corporation  dissolved  by 
this  act  may  be  brought  or  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the 
purchaser  or  assignee.  The  fact  of  sale  or  assignment  and 
of  purchase  by  the  plaintiff  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  writ  or 
other  process ;  and  the  defendant  may  avail  himself  of  any 
matter  of  defence  of  which  he  might  have  availed  himself 
in  a  suit  upon  a  claim  by  the  corporation,  had  it  not  been 
dissolved  by  this  act. 

Section  4.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
relieve  the  last  person  who  was  the  treasurer  or  assistant 
treasurer,  or,  in  their  absence  or  incapacity,  who  was  any 
other  principal  officer  of  each  of  the  corporations  named  in 
this  act,  from  the  obligation  to  make  a  tax  return  as  of 
April  first  following  the  date  of  dissolution  as  required  by 
chapter  sixty-three  of  the  General  Laws.  The  tax  liability 
of  each  of  the  corporations  named  in  this  act  shall  be 
determined  in  accordance  with  the  existing  laws  of  this 
commonwealth.

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  Emergency 
to  defeat  its  purpose,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  ^^^'^^ 
an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preserva- 
tion of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  forty  of  chapter  thirteen  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof, 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  ninth  and  tenth 
lines,  the  following  ",  and  the  premium  therefor  shall  be 
paid  from  the  funds  in  the  state  treasury  to  the  use  of  the 
board",  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  40.  The 
board  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at  the  state  house  on  the 
first  Tuesdays  of  January,  May  and  October  in  each  year, 
and  such  additional  meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  it 
may  determine.  At  the  regular  meeting  in  January  it  shall 
annually  organize  by  the  choice  of  a  chairman  and  a  secre- 
tary, who  shall  be  members  of  the  board.  Before  entering 
upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  secretary 
shall  give  to  the  state  treasurer  a  bond,  with  such  sureties 
as  shall  be  approved  by  the  governor  and  council,  con- 
ditioned upon  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.

Section  1.  Section  fifty-seven  of  chapter  fifty-nine  of  g.  l.  (Ter. 
the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  amended.  ' 
thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  twelfth 
line,  the  word  "two"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word:  —  three,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  67. 
Taxes  shall  be  payable  in  every  city,  town  and  district  in 
which  the  same  are  assessed,  and  bills  for  the  same  shall  be 
sent  out,  not  later  than  October  fifteenth  of  each  year,  unless 
by  ordinance,  by-law  or  vote  of  the  city,  town  or  district,  an 
earlier  date  of  payment  is  fixed.  On  all  taxes  remaining  un- 
paid after  the  expiration  of  seventeen  days  from  said  October 
fifteenth,  or  after  such  longer  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  any 
city,  town  or  district  which  fixes  an  earlier  date  for  payment, 
but  not  exceeding  thirty  days  from  such  earlier  date,  interest 
shall  be  paid  at  the  following  rates  computed  from  the  date 
on  which  the  taxes  become  payable:  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
cent  per  annum  on  all  taxes  and,  by  way  of  penalty,  at  the 
additional  rate  of  two  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  amount  of 
all  taxes  in  excess  of  three  hundred  dollars  assessed  to  any 
taxpayer,  in  any  one  city  or  town,  if  such  taxes  remain 
unpaid  after  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date 
on  which  they  became  payable,  but  if,  in  any  case,  the  tax 
bill  is  sent  out  later  than  the  day  prescribed,  interest  shall 
be  computed  only  from  the  expiration  of  such  seventeen 
days  or  said  longer  time.  In  no  case  shall  interest  be  added 
to  taxes  paid  prior  to  the  expiration  of  seventeen  days  from 
the  date  when  they  are  payable,  nor  shall  any  city  or  town 
so  fix  an  earlier  date  of  payment  and  longer  time  within 
which  taxes  may  be  paid  without  interest  as  would  permit 
the  payment  of  any  taxes  without  interest  after  November 
first  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  due.  Bills  for  taxes 
assessed  under  section  seventy-five  shall  be  sent  out  not 
later  than  December  twenty-sixth,  and  such  taxes  shall  be 
payable  not  later  than  December  thirty-first.  If  they 
remain  unpaid  after  that  date,  interest  shall  be  paid  at  the 
rates  above  specified,  computed  from  December  thirty-first 
until  the  day  of  payment,  but  if,  in  any  case,  the  tax  bill  is 
sent  out  later  than  December  twenty-sixth,  said  taxes  shall 
be  payable  not  later  than  ten  days  from  the  day  upon 
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which  said  bill  is  sent  out,  and  interest  shall  be  computed 
from  the  fifteenth  day  following  the  date  when  the  tax 
becomes  due.

HOSPITAL  INTERNES  OR  MEDICAL  OFFICERS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve  of  the  General  Laws 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  nine,  as  appear- 
ing in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  9.  An  applicant  for 
limited  registration  under  this  section  who  shall  furnish  the 
board  with  satisfactory  proof  that  he  is  twenty-one  or  over 
and  of  good  moral  character,  that  he  has  creditably  com- 
pleted not  less  than  three  and  one  half  years  of  study  in  a 
legally  chartered  medical  school  having  the  power  to  grant 
degrees  in  medicine,  and  that  he  has  been  appointed  an 
interne  or  medical  officer  in  a  hospital  or  other  institution 
maintained  by  the  commonwealth,  or  by  a  county  or  muni- 
cipahty  thereof,  or  in  a  hospital  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  commonwealth  may,  upon  the  payment  of  five

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  division  of  fisheries  and  game  of  the  department  of 
conservation  may  expend  such  sums,  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate,  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  as  may  hereafter  be 
appropriated  therefor,  in  addition  to  the  unexpended  bal- 
ance of  the  amount  appropriated  by  item  two  hundred  and 
eighty-two  b  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  seven  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  subject  to  the 
same  conditions  and  restrictions  as  are  imposed  by  chapter 
two  hundred  and  forty-four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-two,  for  the  purpose  of  exterminating  starfish  in

Section  1.  Section  eight  of  chapter  ninety-four  of  the 
acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-two  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out,  in  the  third  and  fourth  fines  of  the  second 
paragraph,  the  words  ",  three  persons  to  be  overseers  of  the

Section  3.  Each  sum  expressed  by  section  two  to  be 
available  in  whole  or  in  part  for  personal  services  is  hereby 
reduced  by  such  amount  as  will  make  available  for  salaries 
and  compensation  so  much  only  as  is  required  for  such 
salaries  and  compensation  as  reduced  by  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  five  of  the  acts  of  the  current  year,  entitled  "An 
Act  reducing  the  Salary  or  other  Compensation  of  State 
Officers  and  Employees."  The  state  comptroller,  in  setting 
up  such  items  for  personal  services  on  the  appropriation 
ledger  in  his  bureau,  shall  take  as  the  amounts  appropri- 
ated therefor  by  this  act  the  said  sums  as  reduced  as  afore- 
said, and  he  shall  forthwith  notify  each  officer  having 
charge  of  any  office,  department  or  undertaking  which 
receives  such  an  appropriation  for  personal  services  of  the 
amount  thereof  as  so  set  up.  The  division  of  personnel  and 
standardization  shall  furnish,  upon  the  request  of  the  state 
comptroller,  all  necessary  assistance  in  carrjang  out  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  4.  No  expenditures  in  excess  of  appropriations 
provided  for  under  this  act  shall  be  incurred  by  any  depart- 
ment or  institution,  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  and  then 
only  upon  the  prior  written  approval  of  the  governor  and 
council. 

Section  5.  The  sums  appropriated  for  maintenance  of 
certain  institutions  include  allowances  for  the  purchase  of 
coal  to  April  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  and 
balance  representing  these  sums  may  be  carried  forward 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.

Section  7.  The  budget  commissioner  is  hereby  directed 
to  send  a  copy  of  sections  four,  six  and  eight  of  this  act  to 
each  departmental,  divisional  and  institutional  head 
immediately  following  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Section  8.  No  expenses  incurred  on  and  after  the  date

complete  boarding  and  housing,  and  those  employees  who 
are  stationed  beyond  commuting  distance  from  their  homes 
for  a  period  of  more  than  twenty-four  hours,  shall  be 
allowed  by  the  commonwealth.

An  Act  relative  to  the  annual  report  of  county 
treasurers. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-five  of  chapter  thirty-five  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition 
thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the 
word  "contain"  in  the  fifth  line  down  to  and  including  the 
word  "also"  in  the  seventh  line,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
—  Section  25.  Immediately  after  January  tenth,  the 
county  treasurer  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  of  the 
county  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  preceding  year, 
stated  separately  under  the  heads  prescribed  by  the  director 
of  accounts  for  keeping  the  treasurer's  books.  Such  state- 
ment shall  contain  a  table  setting  forth  the  appropriation 
made  by  the  general  court  for  each  specific  object,  the 
amount  expended  therefrom,  the  unexpended  balance 
thereof,  and  any  excess  of  payments  over  said  appropriation. 

Section  2.  Section  twenty-seven  of  said  chapter  thirty- 
five,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  second  and  third  lines,  the  words  "in  number  suffi- 
cient to  furnish  a  copy  for  every  three  hundred  inhabitants 
of  the  county",  and  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word 
"county"  in  the  fifth  line  down  to  and  including  the  word 
"inhabitants"  in  the  seventh  line,  —  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: —  Section  27.  The  county  treasurer  shall  cause  such 
report  to  be  printed  and  bound  with  his  own  report,  and 
shall  send  a  copy  to  the  state  library,  to  the  director  of 
accounts,  and  to  the  mayor  of  each  city  and  the  selectmen 
of  each  town  in  the  county.  He  shall,  at  the  close  of  each 
year,  advertise  in  not  more  than  three  newspapers  pub-

public  way  may  be  laid  out  across  a  railroad  previously 
constructed,  if  the  county  commissioners,  or  the  depart- 
ment of  public  works  in  the  case  of  a  state  highway, 
adjudge  that  public  necessity  and  convenience  so  require; 
and  in  such  case,  after  notice  to  the  railroad  corporation 
and  a  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  said  commissioners 
or  department,  or  a  city  or  town  by  authority  of  the  county 
commissioners  granted  upon  petition  of  its  board  of  alder- 
men or  selectmen,  may  thus  lay  out  a  way  across  a  railroad, 
in  such  manner  as  not  to  injure  or  obstruct  the  railroad, 
and  otherwise  in  conformity  with  sections  ninety-seven  and 
ninety-eight.  A  public  way  shall  not  be  permitted  to  cross 
at  a  level  with  the  railroad  unless  it  is  determined  by  the 
department  of  public  works,  in  the  case  of  a  state  highway, 
or  the  county  commissioners,  in  the  case  of  any  other  public 
way,  after  notice  to  all  persons  interested  and  a  hearing, 
that  public  necessity  so  requires,  and  the  department  of 
public  utilities  consents  thereto  in  writing.  A  copy  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  department  of  pubhc  works  in  laying  out 
a  state  highway  under  this  section,  including  a  copy  of  the 
plan  of  so  much  of  said  way  as  lies  within  the  location  of  the 
railroad,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  commission- 
ers of  the  county  where  such  way  is  located.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  order  of  the  department  of  public  works  dated 
November  third,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  laying 
out  a  state  highway  in  the  city  of  Worcester  across  the 
location  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company  at  a 
point  about  six  hundred  feet  northerly  of  Grafton  street  at 
station  2101  +  38.93  of  the  base  line  of  the  location  of  said 
railroad,  said  station  being  identical  with  station  114  + 
62.00  of  the  base  line  of  the  location  of  said  state  highway 
as  appearing  on  a  plan  entitled  "The  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  Plan  of  Road  in  the  city  of  Worcester, 
Worcester  County,  Laid  out  as  a  State  Highway  by  the 
Department  of  Pubhc  Works  November  3,  1931,  Scale  40 
feet  to  the  inch,  A.  W.  Dean,  Chief  Engineer,"  and  also 
the  construction  of  said  state  highway  across  the  said  rail- 
road location  by  means  of  an  underpass  sixty-four  feet  in 
width  and  its  approaches,  are  hereby  validated,  ratified  and 
confirmed  in  so  far  as  either  such  layout  or  construction 
may  be  invalid  by  reason  of  any  want  of  authority  of  said 
department;  and  all  rights  of  owners  of  property,  or  their 
lessees,  with  reference  to  claims  for  damages  on  account 
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of  said  layout  and/or  construction  are  hereby  declared  not 
to  be  affected  by  any  such  want  of  authority ;  and  the  time 
within  which  said  owners,  or  their  lessees,  may  petition  the 
superior  court  for  assessment  of  damages  on  account  of  said 
layout  and/or  construction  is  hereby  extended  for  one  year 
from  the  effective  date  of  this  act.

An   Act   establishing   in   the   town   of   easthampton  Chap. 17 8 

REPRESENTATIVE    TOWN    GOVERNMENT    BY    LIMITED    TOWN 
MEETINGS. 


Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  estabhshed  in  the  town  of 
Easthampton  the  form  of  representative  town  government 
by  limited  town  meetings  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  acceptance  of  this  act  by  the  town 
of  Easthampton  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  selectmen 
shall  forthwith  divide  the  territory  thereof  into  voting 
precincts,  each  of  which  shall  be  plainly  designated  and 
shall  contain  not  less  than  four  hundred  registered  voters. 
The  precincts  shall  be  so  estabhshed  as  to  consist  of  com- 
pact and  contiguous  territory  to  be  bounded,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, by  the  center  line  of  known  streets  and  ways  or  by 
other  well-defined  limits.  Their  boundaries  shall  be  re- 
viewed, and,  if  need  be,  wholly  or  partly  revised,  by  the 
selectmen  in  December,  once  in  five  years,  or  in  December 
of  any  year  when  so  directed  by  a  vote  of  a  representative 
town  meeting  held  not  later  than  November  twentieth  of 
that  year. 

The  selectmen  shall,  within  ten  days  after  any  estab- 
lishment or  revision  of  the  precincts,  file  a  report  of  their 
doings  with  the  town  clerk,  the  registrars  of  voters  and  the 
assessors,  with  a  map  or  maps  or  description  of  the  pre- 
cincts and  the  names  and  residences  of  the  registered 
voters  therein.  The  selectmen  shall  also  cause  to  be  posted 
in  the  town  hall  a  map  or  maps  or  description  of  the  pre- 
cincts as  established  or  revised  from  time  to  time,  with  the 
names  and  residences  of  the  registered  voters  therein;  and 
they  shall  also  cause  to  be  posted  in  at  least  one  public 
place  in  each  precinct  a  map  or  description  of  that  precinct, 
with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  registered  voters 
therein.  The  division  of  the  town  into  voting  precincts 
and  any  revision  of  such  precincts  shall  take  effect  upon  the 
date  of  the  filing  of  the  report  thereof  by  the  selectmen  with 
the  town  clerk.  Whenever  the  precincts  are  established 
or  revised,  the  town  clerk  shall  forthwith  give  written 
notice  thereof  to  the  state  secretary,  stating  the  number 
and  designation  of  the  precincts.  Meetings  of  the  regis- 
tered voters  of  the  several  precincts,  for  elections,  for 
primaries,  and  for  voting  upon  any  question  to  be  submitted 
to  all  the  registered  voters  of  the  town,  shall  be  held  on  the 
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same  day  and  at  the  same  hour  and  at  such  place  or  places 
within  the  town  as  the  selectmen  shall  in  the  warrant  for 
such  meeting  direct.  The  provisions  of  chapters  fifty  to 
fifty-six,  inclusive,  of  the  General  Laws  relating  to  precinct 
voting  at  elections,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act,  shall  apply  to  all  elections  and  primaries  in 
the  town  upon  the  establishment  of  voting  precincts  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

Section  3.  Other  than  the  officers  designated  in  section 
four  and  in  the  by-laws  of  the  town  as  town  meeting  mem- 
bers at  large,  the  representative  town  meeting  memlDcrship 
shall  in  each  precinct  consist  of  the  largest  number  divisible 
by  three,  and  which  will  not  exceed  four  per  cent  of  the 
registered  voters  in  the  precinct,  and  which  will  cause  the 
total  membership  to  be  as  nearly  one  hundred  and  eighty 
as  may  be.  The  registered  voters  in  every  precinct  shall, 
at  the  first  annual  town  election  held  after  the  estabHsh- 
ment  of  such  precinct,  and  the  registered  voters  of  any 
precinct  affected  by  any  revision  of  precincts  at  the  first 
annual  town  election  following  such  revision,  conformably 
to  the  laws  relative  to  elections  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  elect  by  ballot  the  number  of  registered  voters  in  the 
precinct,  other  than  the  officers  designated  in  section  four 
and  in  the  by-laws  as  town  meeting  members  at  large, 
provided  for  in  the  first  sentence  of  this  section,  to  be  town 
meeting  members  of  the  town.  The  first  third,  in  the 
order  of  votes  received,  of  members  so  elected  shall  serve 
three  years,  the  second  third  in  such  order  shall  serve  two 
years,  and  the  remaining  third  in  such  order  shall  serve 
one  year,  from  the  day  of  the"^annual  town  meeting;  in 
case  of  a  tie  vote  affecting  the  division  into  thirds,  as  afore- 
said, the  members  elected  from  the  precinct  shall  by  ballot 
determine  the  same;  and  thereafter,  except  as  is  otherwise 
provided  herein,  at  each  annual  town  election  the  registered 
voters  of  each  precinct  shall,  in  like  manner,  elect,  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  one  third  of  the  number  of  elected  town 
meeting  members  to  which  such  precinct  is  entitled,  and 
shall  at  such  election  fill  for  the  unexpired  term  or  terms  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  then  existing  in  the  number  of  elected 
town  meeting  members  in  such  precinct.  The  terms  of 
office  of  all  elected  town  meeting  members  from  every  pre- 
cinct revised  as  aforesaid  shall  cease  upon  the  election  as 
hereinbefore  provided  of  their  successors.  The  town  clerk 
shall,  after  every  election  of  town  meeting  members,  forth- 
with notify  each  such  member  by  mail  of  his  election. 

Section  4.  Any  representative  town  meeting  held  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
herein,  shall  be  limited  to  the  town  meeting  members 
elected  under  section  three,  together  with  the  following 
town  meeting  members  at  large,  namely:  any  member  of 
the  general  court  of  the  commonwealth  from  the  town,  the 
moderator,  the  town  clerk,  the  members  of  the  board  of 
selectmen,  the  town  treasurer,  the  town  counsel,  the  chair- 
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man  of  the  school  committee,  the  chairman  of  the  finance 
committee,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  assessors,  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  pubhc  works,  and  such  other  town 
meeting  members  at  large  as  may  be  provided  for  by  the 
by-laws  of  the  town,  and  authority  to  adopt  such  by-laws 
is  hereby  conferred. 

The  town  clerk  shall  notify  the  town  meeting  members  of 
the  time  and  place  at  which  representative  town  meetings 
are  to  be  held,  the  notices  to  be  sent  by  mail  at  least  seven 
days  before  the  meeting.  The  town  meeting  members,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  the  judges  of  the  election  and  qualifica- 
tions of  their  members.  A  majority  of  the  town  meeting 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business;  but 
a  less  number  may  organize  temporarily  and  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time,  but  no  town  meeting  shall  adjourn  over 
the  date  of  an  election  of  town  meeting  members.  All 
town  meetings  shall  be  public.  The  town  meeting  mem- 
bers as  such  shall  receive  no  compensation.  Subject  to  such 
conditions  as  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the 
members  of  the  representative  town  meeting,  any  registered 
voter  of  the  town  who  is  not  a  town  meeting  member  may 
speak  at  any  representative  town  meeting,  but  shall  not 
vote.  A  town  meeting  member  may  resign  by  filing  a 
written  resignation  with  the  town  clerk,  and  such  resigna- 
tion shall  take  effect  on  the  date  of  such  filing.  No  elected 
member  whose  official  position  entitles  him  to  be  a  member 
at  large  shall  act  as  a  member  at  large  during  such  time  as 
he  remains  an  elected  member.  A  town  meeting  member 
who  removes  from  the  town  shall  cease  to  be  a  town  meet- 
ing member,  and  a  town  meeting  member  who  removes 
from  the  precinct  from  which  he  was  elected  to  another 
precinct  may  serve  only  until  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

Section  5.  Nomination  of  candidates  for  town  meet- 
ing members  to  be  elected  under  this  act  shall  be  made  by 
nomination  papers,  which  shall  bear  no  political  designa- 
tion, but  to  the  name  of  a  candidate  for  re-election  there 
may  be  added  the  words  "Candidate  for  Re-election." 
Nomination  papers  shall  be  signed  by  not  less  than  ten 
voters  of  the  precinct  in  which  the  candidate  resides,  and 
shall  be  filed  with  the  town  clerk  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
election.  No  nomination  papers  shall  be  vahd  in  respect 
to  any  candidate  whose  written  acceptance  is  not  thereon 
or  attached  thereto  when  filed. 

Section  6.  The  articles  in  the  warrant  for  every  town 
meeting,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  election  of  the  moder- 
ator, town  officers  and  town  meeting  members,  and  as  herein 
provided,  to  referenda,  and  all  matters  to  be  acted  upon 
and  determined  by  ballot,  shall  be  so  acted  upon  and  deter- 
mined by  the  registered  voters  of  the  town  in  their  respective 
precincts.  All  other  articles  in  the  warrant  for  any  town 
meeting  shall  be  acted  upon  and  determined  exclusively  by 
town  meeting  members  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  at  such  time 
and  place  as  shall  be  set  forth  by  the  selectmen  in  the  war- 
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rant  for  the  meeting,  subject  to  the  referendum  provided 
for  by  section  nine. 

Section  7.  A  moderator  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
each  annual  tov^rn  meeting,  and  shall  serve  as  moderator  of 
all  town  meetings,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
until  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  Nominations 
for  and  election  of  a  moderator  shall  be  as  in  the  case  of 
other  elective  town  officers,  and  any  vacancy  in  the  office 
may  be  filled  by  the  town  meeting  members  at  a  meeting 
held  for  that  purpose.  If  a  moderator  is  absent,  a  modera- 
tor pro  tempore  may  be  elected  by  the  town  meeting 
members. 

Section  8.  Any  vacancy  in  the  full  number  of  town 
meeting  members  from  any  precinct,  whether  arising  from 
a  failure  of  the  registered  voters  thereof  to  elect,  or  from  any 
other  cause,  may  be  filled,  until  the  next  annual  election, 
by  the  remaining  members  of  the  precinct  from  among  the 
registered  voters  thereof.  Upon  petition  therefor,  signed 
by  not  less  than  ten  town  meeting  members  from  the  pre- 
cinct, notice  of  any  vacancy  shall  promptly  be  given  by 
the  town  clerk  to  the  remaining  members  from  the  pre- 
cinct in  which  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  exist,  and  he  shall 
call  a  special  meeting  of  such  members  for  the  purpose  of 
filhng  such  vacancy  or  vacancies.  He  shall  cause  to  be 
mailed  to  every  such  member,  not  less  than  five  days  before 
the  time  set  for  the  meeting,  a  notice  specifying  the  object, 
time  and  place  of  the  meeting.  At  the  said  meeting  a 
majority  of  the  members  from  such  precinct  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum,  and  they  shall  elect  from  their  own  number 
a  chairman  and  a  clerk.  The  choice  to  fill  any  vacancy 
shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be 
required  for  a  choice.  The  chairman  and  clerk  shall  count 
the  ballots  and  shall  make  a  certificate  of  the  choice  and 
forthwith  file  the  same  with  the  town  clerk,  together  with 
a  written  acceptance  by  the  member  or  members  so  chosen, 
who  shall  thereupon  be  deemed  elected  and  qualified  as  a 
town  meeting  member  or  members,  subject  to  the  right  of 
all  the  town  meeting  members  to  judge  of  the  election  and 
qualifications  of  the  members  as  set  forth  in  section  four. 

Section  9.  A  vote  passed  at  any  representative  town 
meeting  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars  or  more  as  a  special  appropriation,  or  estabhshing 
a  new  board  or  office  or  abolishing  an  old  board  or  office  or 
merging  two  or  more  boards  or  offices,  or  fixing  the  term  of 
office  of  town  officers,  where  such  term  is  optional,  or  in- 
creasing or  reducing  the  number  of  members  of  a  board,  or 
adopting  a  new  by-law,  or  amending  an  existing  by-law, 
shall  not  be  operative  until  after  five  days,  exclusive  of  Sun- 
days and  holidays,  from  the  dissolution  of  the  meeting. 
If,  within  said  five  days,  a  petition,  signed  by  not  less  than 
five  per  cent  of  the  registered  voters  of  the  town  containing 
their  names  and  addresses  as  they  appear  on  the  list  of 
registered  voters,  is  filed  with  the  selectmen  asking  that  the 
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question  or  questions  involved  in  such  a  vote  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  registered  voters  of  the  town  at  large,  then 
the  selectmen,  after  the  expiration  of  five  days,  shall  call  a 
special  meeting  which  shall  be  held  within  fourteen  days 
after  the  issuing  of  the  call,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  presenting 
to  the  registered  voters  at  large  the  question  or  questions 
so  involved.  The  polls  shall  be  opened  at  two  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  and  shall  be  closed  not  earlier  than  eight 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  all  votes  upon  any  questions 
so  submitted  shall  be  taken  bj''  ballot,  and  the  check  list 
shall  be  used  in  the  several  precinct  meetings  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  the  election  of  town  officers.  The  questions 
so  submitted  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
registered  voters  of  the  town  voting  thereon,  but  no  action 
of  the  representative  town  meeting  shall  be  reversed  unless 
at  least  twenty  per  cent  of  the  registered  voters  shall  so 
vote.  Each  question  so  submitted  shall  be  in  the  form  of 
the  following  question,  which  shall  be  placed  upon  the 
official  ballot:  —  "Shall  the  town  vote  to  approve  the  action 
of  the  representative  town  meeting  whereby  it  was  voted 
(brief  description  of  the  substance  of  the  vote)?"  If  such 
petition  is  not  filed  within  said  period  of  five  days,  the  vote 
of  the  representative  town  meeting  shall  become  operative 
and  effective  upon  the  expiration  of  said  period. 

Section  10.  The  town,  after  the  acceptance  of  this  act, 
shall  have  the  capacity  to  act  through  and  to  be  bound  by 
its  town  meeting  members,  who  shall,  when  convened  from 
time  to  time  as  herein  provided,  constitute  representative 
town  meetings ;  and  the  representative  town  meetings  shall 
exercise  exclusively,  so  far  as  will  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  all  powers  vested  in  the  municipal  corporation. 
Action  in  conformity  with  all  provisions  of  law  now  or 
hereafter  applicable  to  the  transaction  of  town  affairs  in 
town  meeting,  shall,  when  taken  by  any  representative 
town  meeting  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  such  action  had  been 
taken  in  a  town  meeting  open  to  all  the  voters  of  the  town 
as  organized  and  conducted  before  the  establishment  in 
said  town  of  representative  town  meeting  government. 

Section  11.  This  act  shall  not  abridge  the  right  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town  to  hold  general  meetings,  as  secured 
to  them  by  the  constitution  of  this  commonwealth;  nor 
shall  this  chapter  confer  upon  any  representative  town 
meeting  in  said  town  the  power  finally  to  commit  the  town 
to  any  measure  affecting  its  municipal  existence  or  sub- 
stantially changing  its  form  of  government  without  action 
thereon  by  the  voters  of  the  town  at  large,  using  the  ballot 
and  the  check  list  therefor. 

Section  12.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  regis- 
tered voters  of  the  town  of  Easthampton  for  acceptance  at 
its  annual  town  election  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-four.  The  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  general  laws,  so  far  as  the 
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same  shall  be  applicable,  in  answer  to  the  question,  which 
shall  be  placed  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  in  said 
town  at  said  election:  "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  general 
court  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  en- 
titled 'An  Act  establishing  in  the  town  of  Easthampton 
representative  town  government  by  limited  town  meetings' 
be  accepted  by  this  town?"  If  accepted  by  a  majority 
of  the  voters  voting  thereon,  this  act  shall  thereupon  take 
effect  for  all  purposes  incidental  to  the  annual  town  election 
in  said  town  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five, 
and  shall  take  full  effect  beginning  with  said  election. 
Resubmission  SECTION  13.  If  this  act  is  rejected  by  the  registered 
rejection.*'^  voters  of  the  towu  of  Easthamptou  when  submitted  to 
said  voters  under  section  twelve,  it  may  be  submitted  for 
acceptance  in  like  manner,  to  such  voters  at  any  annual

Section  1.  The  department  of  pubhc  works  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  dredge  and  enlarge  the  harbor 
in  the  town  of  Gosnold  in  such  location  and  to  such  depth 
as  it  may  deem  necessary,  and  further  to  protect  the  same. 

Section  2.  For  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  department 
may  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  from 
the  appropriation  made  by  item  number  five  hundred  and 
ninety-one  of  the  general  appropriation  act  of  the  current 
year;  provided,  that  an  amount  equal  to  at  least  ten  per 
cent  of  the  amount  to  be  expended  hereunder  is  contributed 
by  persons  and/or  poUtical  subdivisions  of  the  common- 
wealth; and  provided,  further,  that  no  part  of  said  sum 
shall  be  available  or  expended  until  said  town  of  Gosnold, 
in  the  manner  provided  by  section  twenty-nine  of  chapter 
ninety-one  of  the  General  Laws,  has  assumed  liability  for 
damages  that  may  be  incurred  hereunder.

WAY    FOR    PUBLIC    ACCESS    TO    LAKE    MARGUERITE,    ALSO

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  county  commissioners  of  Berkshire 
county  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  lay  out  a 
right  of  way  in  the  town  of  Sandisfield  to  Lake  Marguerite, 
also  known  as  Simon  pond,  in  said  town  for  public  access 
to  said  lake,  in  accordance  with  plans  therefor  approved  by 
the  department  of  public  works  and  showing  the  location 
and  dimensions  of  such  right  of  way.  If  it  is  necessary  to 
acquire  land  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out  such  right  of 
way  the  commissioners  shall  at  the  time  such  right  of  way 
is  laid  out  take  such  land  by  eminent  domain  under  chapter 
seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws.  Any  person  sustaining 
damages  in  his  property  by  the  laying  out  of  such  right  of 
way,  or  by  specific  repairs  or  improvements  thereon,  shall 
be  entitled  to  recover  the  same  under  said  chapter  seventy- 
nine;  provided,  that  the  right  to  damages,  if  any,  shall 
vest  upon  the  recording  of  an  order  of  taking  by  the  com- 
missioners and  that  no  entry  or  possession  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  public  way  on  land  so  taken  shall  be 
required  for  the  purpose  of  validating  such  taking  or  for 
the  payment  of  damages  by  reason  thereof. 

Section  2.  The  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Sandisfield 
from  time  to  time  may  make  specific  repairs  on  or  improve 
such  way  to  such  extent  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  but 
the  county  of  Berkshire,  or  any  town  therein,  shall  not  be 
required  to  keep  such  right  of  way  in  repair  nor  shall  they 
be  hable  for  injury  sustained  by  persons  traveling  thereon;

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  cause 
substantial  inconvenience,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preser- 
vation of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  salary  of  each  official  or  employee  in 
the  service  of  each  county  of  the  commonwealth,  except 
Suffolk,  whose  salary  is  payable  from  the  treasury  of  one 
or  more  counties,  or  from  funds  administered  by  and 
through  county  officials,  and  whose  salary  is  fixed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  compensation  schedules  adopted  by  the 
county  personnel  board,  is  hereby  reduced,  if  it  is  fifty-two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  or  under,  by  an  amount  equiva- 
lent to  one  and  one  half  steps  in  the  salary  range  estab- 
lished for  the  grade  or  position  which  he  occupies,  and,  if  it 
is  in  excess  of  fifty-two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  by  an 
amount  equivalent  to  two  steps  in  the  salary  range  estab- 
lished for  the  grade  or  position  which  he  occupies,  said 
step,  in  either  case,  to  be  the  same  as  the  standard  incre- 
ment heretofore  used  by  said  board  as  the  basis  for  in- 
creases in  salary  for  the  particular  grade  or  position;  pro- 
vided, that  in  any  grade  or  position  in  the  service  of  any

The  salary  of  each  official  and  employee  in 
the  service  of  each  county,  except  Suffolk,  including  judges, 
clerks,  assistant  clerks,  probation  officers  and  other  officials 
and  employees  of  the  municipal  and  district  courts,  whose 
salary  is  paid  from  the  treasury  of  one  or  more  counties  or 
from  funds  administered  by  and  through  county  officials, 
and  whose  salary  is  established  otherwise  than  as  set  forth 
in  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  reduced,  if  it  is  fifty-two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  or  under,  by  an  amount  equal  to 
ten  per  cent  thereof,  and,  if  it  is  in  excess  of  fifty-two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars,  by  an  amount  equal  to  fifteen  per 
cent  thereof;  provided,  that  the  salary  or  compensation  of 
any  official  or  employee  of  any  such  county  now  receiving 
less  than  the  rate  provided  for  his  grade  or  position  in  the 
classification  schedule  of  June  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-one  shall  not  be  reduced  hereunder  to  an  amount 
less  than  that  to  which  it  would  be  reduced  if  he  were 
receiving  the  minimum  rate  of  his  grade  or  position.  The 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  scrubwomen. 

Section  3.  The  word  "salary",  as  used  in  sections 
one  and  two,  shall  include  all  compensation  from  the 
county,  however  payable  and  whether  or  not  for  full  time. 

Section  4.  The  county  personnel  board,  and  the 
county  commissioners  for  their  respective  counties,  are 
hereby  directed  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  sections  one 
and  two.

from  being  licensed  as  a  garage  by  section  fourteen  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  the  General  Laws, 
is  licensed  as  provided  in  paragraph  (9). 

Section  2.  Said  paragraph  (8)  of  said  section  three  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  paragraph  (c) 
thereunder  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
paragraph :  — 

(c)  Signs  except  those  pertaining  to  the  lease,  sale  or 
use  of  the  lot  or  building  on  which  placed,  and  not  exceeding 
a  total  area  of  eight  square  feet,  and  except  further  that 
on  a  lot  occupied  by  a  dwelling  there  shall  not  be  more  than 
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one  such  sign,  pertaining  to  the  use  thereof  or  bearing  the 
name  or  occupation,  or  both,  of  an  occupant,  for  each 
family  housed  and  no  such  sign  shall  exceed  one  square 
foot  in  area. 

Section  3.  Section  four  of  said  chapter  four  hundred  and 
eighty-eight  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  paragraph 
(5)  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  — 

(5)  Accessory  uses  customarily  incident  to  any  of  the 
above  uses.  The  term  "accessory  use"  shall  be  construed 
as  in  section  three,  except  that  said  term  as  used  in  this 
section  shall,  elsewhere  than  in  a  thirty-five  foot  district, 
include  a  garage  in  the  basement  or  cellar,  or  both,  of  a 
building. 

Section  4.  Section  thirteen  of  said  chapter  four  hun- 
dred and  eighty-eight,  as  amended  in  the  fourth  paragraph, 
entitled  "Set-back",  by  section  four  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  eighty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-one, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  said  paragraph 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  — 

Set-back:  On  lots  abutting  on  one  side  of  a  street  between 
two  intersecting  streets  in  a  sixty-five  foot  general  residence 
district,  and  in  any  adjacent  forty  foot  or  thirty-five  foot 
single  or  general  residence  district,  no  building  shall  here- 
after be  erected  or  altered  to  be  nearer  the  street  line  than 
the  average  set-back  of  existing  buildings  within  such 
limits,  subject  to  the  following  provisions: 

Section  5.  Section  sixteen  of  said  chapter  four  hundred 
and  eighty-eight,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  paragraph  (12),  as  amended  by  section 
five  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following :  — 

(12)  On  a  lot  occupied  by  a  dwelling,  a  one  story  build- 
ing of  accessory  use  thereto  and  not  more  than  fifteen  feet 
high  measured  to  the  mean  height  of  the  gable  may  be 
located  in  and  occupy  not  more  than  thirty  per  cent  of  the 
rear  yard  of  such  dwelling.  The  area  occupied  by  such  a 
building  of  accessory  use  shall  not  be  included  as  occupied 
area  in  computing  the  percentage  of  lot  occupancy.  An 
accessory  building  for  automobiles  may  be  attached  to  the 
side  of  a  dwelling;  provided,  that  all  open  spaces  for  said 
dwelling  shall  be  measured  from  the  outside  walls  of  the 
accessory  building. 

Section  6.  Said  section  sixteen  of  said  chapter  four  hun- 
dred and  eighty-eight,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  adding  after  paragraph  (14),  inserted  by  sec- 
tion five  of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty,  the 
following  new  paragraph :  — 

(15)  On  a  corner  lot  the  entrance  to  the  dwelling  shall 
not  be  determinative  of  the  front  of  the  structure,  but  the 
front  may  be  taken  on  either  street.

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Chap.205  An  Act  authorizing  the  purchase  by  the  armory  com- 
missioners OF  CERTAIN  PROPERTY  IN  THE  TOWN  OF 
NATICK  FOR  MILITARY  PURPOSES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  armory  commissioners,  on  behalf  of 
the  commonwealth,  are  hereby  authorized,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  governor  and  council,  to  acquire  by  purchase 
from  the  Dennison  Manufacturing  Company,  a  Massachu- 
setts corporation  incorporated  under  general  law,  at  an  ex- 
pense not  to  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  exclu- 
sive of  interest  charges  hereinafter  provided,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  housing,  and  providing  proper  facilities  for  the 
repair  of,  certain  motor  apparatus  and  other  property 
owned  and/or  issued  to  and  used  by  the  military  forces  of 
the  commonwealth,  the  land  with  buildings  situated  thereon 
in  the  town  of  Natick  and  bounded  and  described  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit:  Westerly  by  Speen  street  fourteen  hundred 
eighty-six  and  twenty-one  hundredths  feet;  southerly  by 
land  now  or  formerly  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad 
Company,  fourteen  hundred  seventy-eight  and  seven  one 
hundredths  feet ;  easterly,  three  hundred  three  and  seventy- 
four  one  hundredths  feet;  and  northeasterly,  sixteen  hun- 
dred fifty-eight  and  fifty-three  one  hundredths  feet  by  land 
now  or  formerly  of  the  commonwealth;  and  northerly  by 
land  now  or  formerly  of  Rufus  B.  Morse  et  al.,  four  hundred 
thirty-one  and  fifteen  one  hundredths  feet.  The  con- 
veyance of  said  premises  shall  be  subject  to  certain  ease- 
ments and  rights  appurtenant  thereto,  all  as  set  forth  in  the 
original  certificate  of  title,  numbered  twenty-seven  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  twenty-four,  of  the  land  court. 

Said  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid 
as  follows :  —  Eight  thousand  dollars  on  the  date  of  the 
delivery  to  the  armory  commissioners  of  the  deed  of  con- 
veyance of  said  premises,  twenty-three  thousand  dollars, 
together  with  accrued  interest  from  said  date,  at  the  rate 
of  three  and  one  half  per  cent  per  annum,  on  ninety-two 
thousand  dollars,  during  the  month  of  December,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-three;  twenty-three  thousand  dollars, 
together  with  accrued  interest  at  the  same  rate  on  sixty- 
nine  thousand  dollars  since  the  date  of  the  last  interest 
payment,  during  the  month  of  December,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-four;  twenty-three  thousand  dollars,  to- 
gether with  accrued  interest  at  the  same  rate  on  forty-six 
thousand  dollars  since  the  date  of  the  last  interest  pay- 
ment, during  the  month  of  December,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-five;  twenty-three  thousand  dollars,  together 
with  accrued  interest  on  said  amount  at  the  same  rate 
since  the  date  of  the  last  interest  payment,  during  the 
month  of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-six. 

Every  contract,  agreement  or  instrument  of  conveyance 
entered  into  under  authority  hereof  shall  be  approved,  as 
to  form,  by  the  attorney  general. 
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Section  2.  Acceptance  of  this  act  by  said  Dennison  ^{"^^p*'^"''® 
Manufacturing  Company,  as  evidenced  by  a  vote  of  its  company. 
board  of  directors  filed  in  the  office  of  the  state  secretary, 
shall  constitute  a  contract  between  said  company  and  the 
commonwealth,  binding  upon  said  company,  by  which  it 
agrees  to  convey  said  property,  and  to  accept  payment 
therefor,  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The  provisions  of  sec- 
tion twenty-seven  of  chapter  twenty-nine  of  the  General 
Laws  shall  not  be  applicable  to  any  contract  or  agreement 
entered  into  by  the  armory  commissioners  under  authority 
of  this  act. 

Section  3.     Upon  the  acquisition  of  said  property  by  the  ^g'^'^pUown 
armory  commissioners  as  aforesaid  the  provisions  of  sec-  for  loss  of 
tions  thirteen  to  seventeen,  inclusive,  of  chapter  fifty-eight  '^^'"'*- 
of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to  said  property  to  the 
same  extent  as  if  it  were  a  state  military  camp  ground,  ex- 
cept that  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing  the  town  of  Natick 
under  said  provisions  for  loss  of  taxes  on  said  property  in 
the  years  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-four  and  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-five,  the  word  "land"  as  used  in  said 
sections  shall  include  such  buildings  and  structures  on  the 
land  so  acquired  as  were  located  thereon  at  the  time  of  its 
acquisition  hereunder. 

Section  4.  The  commonwealth  shall  reimburse  said 
Dennison  Manufacturing  Company  the  amount  of  taxes 
on  the  property  to  be  conveyed  hereunder  assessed  to  and 
paid  by  said  company  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-three.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  town  of  Winchester,  by  its  board  of 
park  commissioners,  may  transfer  and  convey  to  The  New 
Hope  Baptist  Church  of  Winchester,  a  corporation  organ- 
ized under  general  law,  approximately  twenty-three  hun- 
dred and  thirty-nine  square  feet  of  land  abutting  the  church 
lot  of  said  corporation,  heretofore  acquired  by  said  town 
and  now  held  for  pubhc  playground  purposes  and  no  longer 
needed  for  pubhc  use,  in  consideration  of  the  granting  by 
said  corporation  of  an  easement  of  public  way  or  the  release 
by  it  of  all  damages  sustained  by  the  laying  out  of  a  way, 
for  public  use,  extending  from  Cross  street  over  the  north- 
westerly portion  of  said  church  lot  to  said  playground. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

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Chap. 201  An  Act  providing  for  the  lighting  of  the  overpass  for 

VEHICULAR  TRAFFIC,  AND  ITS  CONNECTIONS,  AT  THE 
junction  of  the  REVERE  BEACH  PARKWAY  AND  BROAD- 
WAY IN  THE  CITY  OF  REVERE  AND  THE  IMPROVING  OF  THE 
AREAS   ADJOINING    SAID    OVERPASS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  metropolitan  district  commission  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  improve  the  areas  ad- 
joining the  overpass  for  vehicular  traffic  at  the  junction  of 
the  Revere  Beach  parkway  and  Broadway  in  the  city  of 
Revere  by  such  grading,  loaming,  seeding  and  planting  as 
it  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable,  and  to  install  and  main- 
tain a  system  of  street  lighting  on  said  overpass  and  the  con- 
nections therewith.  For  said  purposes  said  commission 
may  expend  not  exceeding  seventy-five  hundred  dollars 
out  of  the  appropriation  made  by  item  six  hundred  and 
twenty-two  of  the  general  appropriation  act  of  the  current 
year,  and  all  expense  incurred  after  the  current  year  in 
maintaining  said  lighting  system  shall  be  paid  from  the 
annual  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  boulevards 
and  parkways. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  filHng  a  vacancy  in  its 
board  of  selectmen,  its  board  of  public  welfare  and  its 
planning  board,  for  the  unexpired  terms,  the  town  of 
Fairhaven  is  hereby  authorized  to  hold  a  special  town 
election  on  June  thirteenth  in  the  current  year  simul- 
taneously with  the  special  state  election  to  be  held  on  said 
date  and  at  the  same  polhng  places;  but  separate  ballots, 
ballot  boxes,  check  lists  and  election  officers  shall  be  used 
for  the  election  of  said  town  officers  and  otherwise  said 
special  town  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  in  the 
same  manner  as  an  annual  town  meeting. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

—  Section  6.  Said  town  may,  for  the  purposes  provided 
by  this  act,  issue  from  time  to  time  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  as 
provided  by  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws,  as  from 
time  to  time  amended.  Such  bonds,  notes  or  scrip  shall  be 
in  serial  form,  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words  Town  of 
Milton  Water  Loan,  shall  be  signed,  made  payable  and 
bear  interest,  and  be  used  and  disposed  of  by  said  town,  all 
as  provided  in  said  chapter,  as  so  amended.

For  the  purpose  of  transferring  to  the  United  States  of 
America  for  incorporation  in  the  Petersburg  National 
Military  Park,  which  is  being  estabhshed  under  an  act  of 
congress  approved  July  third,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-six,  a  certain  tract  of  land  owned  by  the  common- 
wealth in  Petersburg,  Virginia,  upon  which  stands  the 
Massachusetts  military  monument  erected  under  the  pro- 
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visions  of  chapter  seventy-two  of  the  resolves  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  ten,  the  governor  and  council  are  hereby 
authorized,  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  to  convey  to 
the  United  States  of  America  said  tract  of  land  and  military 
monument,  with  the  provision  that  the  grantee  shall  main- 
tain the  property  so  conveyed  without  expense  to  the 
commonwealth.  Approved  May  ^4,  1933.

An  Act  authorizing  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of 
dedham  to  exercise  the  powers  of  cemetery  com- 
missioners, sewer  commissioners,  park  commission- 
ers, gypsy  moth  superintendent  and  tree  warden  in 
said  town. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Ded- 
ham, as  constituted  from  time  to  time,  from  and  after  the 
annual  town  election  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-four,  in  addition  to  any  powers  and  duties  vested  in 
them  immediately  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  act, 
shall  have  and  exercise,  under  the  designation  of  selectmen, 
all  the  powers  and  duties  vested  immediately  prior  to  said 
election  and  from  time  to  time  by  general  or  special  law  or 
by  town  by-law  in  the  following  boards  and  officers  in  said 
town,  to  wit:  —  cemetery  commissioners,  sewer  commis- 
sioners, park  commissioners,  gypsy  moth  superintendent 
and  tree  warden;  and  such  boards  and  offices  shall  there- 
upon be  abohshed.  No  contracts  or  liabilities  then  in  force 
shall  be  affected  by  such  abolition,  but  the  selectmen  shall 
in  all  respects  be  the  lawful  successor  of  the  boards  and 
offices  so  abolished. 

Section  2.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  act,  the  selectmen  shall  appoint  for  a  term  expiring 
on  April  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  and  fix  the 
compensation  of,  a  commissioner  of  public  works,  who  shall 
administer,  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the 
selectmen,  as  departments  of  the  town,  the  boards  and 
offices  whose  powers  and  duties  are  transferred  to  them 
under  section  one.  He  shall  also  be  superintendent  of 
streets  and  shall  have  charge  of  street  lighting.  In  nine- 
teen hundi'ed  and  thirty-five  and  thereafter  the  selectmen 
shall  annually  in  March  appoint  such  a  commissioner  for  a 
term  of  one  year  beginning  on  April  first  following,  and  fix 
his  compensation.  Said  commissioner  shall  be  responsible 
to  the  selectmen  for  the  efficient  administration  of  all  de- 
partments within  the  scope  of  his  duty.  He  shall  be 
specially  fitted  by  education,  training  and  experience  to 
perform  the  duties  of  said  office,  shall  be  appointed  without 
regard  to  his  poHtical  belief  and,  when  appointed,  may  or 
may  not  be  a  resident  of  the  town  or  of  the  commonwealth. 
During  his  tenure  he  shall  hold  no  elective  or  other  ap- 
pointive office,  nor  shall  he  be  engaged  in  any  other  business 
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or  occupation.  The  selectmen  by  a  majority  vote  may  at 
any  time  remove  him  for  cause,  after  a  hearing  or  an  oppor- 
tunity therefor;  provided,  that  a  written  statement  setting 
forth  specific  reasons  for  such  removal  is  filed  with  the 
town  clerk  and  a  copy  thereof  delivered  to  or  sent  by  regis- 
tered mail  to  said  commissioner.  Such  action  of  the 
selectmen  shall  be  final. 

Section  3.     The  commissioner  of  pubfic  works  shall  be 
the  administrative  head  of  all  the  departments  placed  in 
his  charge  as  aforesaid.     His  powers  and  duties,  in  addition  ^ead  of  certain 
to  those  otherwise  conferred  or  imposed  upon  him,  shall    ^^^"^  ^^^  *' 
include  the  following :  — 

(a)  To  organize,  continue  or  discontinue,  from  time  to 
time,  such  departments  or  subdivisions  thereof,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  as  the  selectmen  may 
by  vote  determine. 

(b)  To  appoint  upon  merit  and  fitness  alone,  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  limitations  hereinafter  contained,  to  remove, 
all  superintendents  or  chiefs  of  the  said  departments  and  all 
subordinate  officers  and  employees  therein;  and  to  fix  the 
salaries  and  wages  of  all  subordinates  and  employees  therein. 
No  superintendent  or  chief  of  a  department  shall  be  re- 
moved by  the  commissioner  of  public  works  unless  at  least 
five  days  prior  to  such  removal  a  written  statement  setting 
forth  specific  reasons  for  such  removal  is  delivered,  or  sent 
by  registered  mail,  to  him. 

(c)  To  attend  all  regular  meetings  of  the  selectmen  when 
requested  by  them  so  to  do,  and  to  recommend  to  the 
selectmen  for  adoption  such  measures  requiring  action  by 
them  or  by  the  town  as  he  may  deem  necessary  or  expe- 
dient. 

(d)  To  keep  full  and  complete  records  of  his  office,  and 
to  render  to  the  selectmen,  as  often  as  may  be  required  by 
them,  a  full  report  of  all  operations  under  his  control  during 
the  period  reported  on;  and  annually,  or  oftener  if  re- 
quired by  the  selectmen,  to  make  for  publication  a  synopsis 
of  all  his  reports.

Act  authorizing  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Dedham  to 
exercise  the  Powers  of  Cemetery  Commissioners,  Sewer

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intendent  and  Tree  Warden  in  said  Town',  be  accepted?"

SHEFFIELD,    BY  THE   TRUSTEES   OF  PUBLIC  RESERVATIONS, 
OF  PINE  KNOLL  RESERVATION  IN  SAID  TOWN. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows. • 

Section  1.  The  trustees  of  public  reservations,  incor- 
porated by  chapter  three  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  acts 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  are  hereby  authorized 
to  convey  to  the  town  of  Sheffield  four  certain  tracts  or  par- 
cels of  land  lying  in  said  town  and  known  as  the  Pine  Knoll

to  cause  to  be  affixed  to  every  article  thereafter  manu- 
factured in  the  course  of  such  violation  or  to  its  container, 
or  both,  a  tag,  stamp,  label  or  other  device  in  such  form, 
color  and  type  as  the  commission  may  prescribe,  stating 
the  fact  that  such  article  is  manufactured  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  the  labor  of  women  and  minors  in  violation  of  a 
decree  of  the  commission.

If  an  executor  or  administrator  does  not 
within  six  months  after  the  approval  of  his  bond  have  notice 
of  demands  against  the  estate  of  the  deceased  sufficient  to 
warrant  him  to  represent  such  estate  to  be  insolvent,  he 
may,  after  the  expiration  of  said  six  months,  pay  the  debts 
due  from  the  estate  and  shall  not  be  personally  liable  to 
any  creditor  in  consequence  of  such  payments  made  before 
notice  of  such  creditor's  demand;  and  if  such  executor  or 
administrator  is  in  doubt  as  to  the  validity  of  any  debt 
which,  if  vahd,  he  would  have  a  right  to  pay  under  this 
section,  he  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  probate  court, 
after  notice  to  all  persons  interested,  pay  such  debt  or  so 
much  thereof  as  the  court  may  authorize. 

Section  4.  Section  nine  of  said  chapter  one  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out,  in  the  second  line,  the  following  ",  after  having 
given  due  notice  of  his  appointment,"  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  —  Section  9.  Except  as  provided  in  this  chapter, 
an  executor  or  administrator  shall  not  be  held  to  answer 
to  an  action  by  a  creditor  of  the  deceased  which  is  not 
commenced  within  one  year  from  the  time  of  his  giving 
bond  for  the  performance  of  his  trust,  or  to  such  an  action 
which  is   commenced  but  not  entered  within  said  year 
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unless  before  the  expiration  thereof  the  writ  in  such  action 
has  been  served  by  deHvery  in  hand  upon  such  executor 
or  administrator  or  service  thereof  accepted  by  him  or  a 
notice  stating  the  name  of  the  estate,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  creditor,  the  amount  of  the  claim  and  the  court  in 
which  the  action  has  been  brought  has  been  filed  in  the 
proper  registry  of  probate.  An  executor,  administrator 
or  administrator  de  bonis  non  shall  not  be  held  to  answer 
to  an  action  by  a  creditor  of  the  deceased  which  is  com- 
menced but  not  entered  within  any  other  or  additional 
period  of  limitation  for  bringing  such  action  provided  by  or 
under  this  chapter  unless  before  the  expiration  of  such 
period  the  writ  in  such  action  has  been  served  by  delivery 
in  hand  upon  him  or  service  thereof  accepted  by  him  or  a 
notice  as  aforesaid  has  been  filed  in  the  proper  registry  of 
probate.  The  probate  court  may  allow  creditors  further 
time  for  bringing  actions,  not  exceeding  two  years  from  the 
time  of  the  giving  of  his  o,fficial  bond  by  such  executor  or 
administrator,  provided  that  application  for  such  further 
time  be  made  before  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the 
time  of  the  approval  of  the  bond. 

Section  5.  Chapter  two  hundred  and  two  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  sec- 
tion twenty,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition 
thereof,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  — 
Section  20.  No  interest  in  the  real  estate  of  a  deceased 
person  conveyed  absolutely  or  in  mortgage  for  value  and 
in  good  faith  by  an  instrument  duly  recorded  shall  be 
liable  to  be  taken  on  execution,  or  sold  under  any  judicial 
proceeding  for  payment  of  his  debts,  costs  of  court,  or 
claims  against  his  estate,  except  claims  for  taxes,  municipal 
assessments  or  succession  taxes,  legacies  or  other  charges 
created  by  will  of  the  deceased,  or  the  expenses  or  charges 
of  administration,  after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the 
time  of  such  executor  or  administrator  giving  bond  for  the 
performance  of  his  trust,  unless  in  pursuance  of  a  license 
to  sell  granted  in  consequence  of  an  order  for  the  retention 
of  assets  passed  under  the  provisions  of  section  thirteen  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  upon  a  petition 
filed  within  said  year  or  before  said  conveyance  or  mortgage 
is  recorded,  or  unless  in  pursuance  of  a  license  to  sell 
granted  upon  a  petition  filed  in  the  registry  of  probate 
within  said  year,  or  unless  for  the  satisfaction  in  whole  or  in 
part  of  a  claim  of  which  notice  has  been  filed  in  the  registry 
of  probate  within  said  year,  stating  substantially  the 
name  and  address  of  the  claimant,  the  nature  and  amount  of 
the  claim  and  the  court,  if  any,  in  which  proceedings  are 
pending  to  determine  or  enforce  the  same.  Said  notice 
shall  be  filed  with  the  other  proceedings  in  the  case  and 
entered  upon  the  docket  under  the  name  of  the  estate  of 
the  deceased. 

Section  6.  Section  twenty-six  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  four  of  the  General  Laws,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby 
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amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  third  and  fourth  hnes,  the 
words  "notice  of  an  appointment  or",  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows :  —  Section  26.  If  an  executor,  administrator, 
guardian,  conservator,  trustee,  receiver,  commissioner  or 
other  fiduciary  officer  appointed  by  the  probate  court,  or  a 
person  employed  by  him  to  give  notice  of  sale  of  real  estate, 
has  failed  to  file  an  affidavit  of  such  notice  in  the  probate 
court  and  such  affidavit  cannot  be  obtained,  the  court  may, 
upon  petition  of  any  person  interested  in  real  estate  the 
title  to  which  may  be  affected  thereby,  stating  the  particular 
failure  complained  of  and  averring  that  the  affidavit  can- 
not be  obtained,  order  notice  by  pubhcation  to  creditors  of, 
and  others  interested  in,  the  estate  in  the  settlement  of 
which  the  failure  complained  of  occurred.  If,  upon  return 
of  such  notice  and  after  hearing,  the  court  is  satisfied  that 
such  notice  was  in  fact  given,  it  may  make  a  decree  to  that 
effect. 

Section  7.  Section  five  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  of  the  General  Laws,  as  so  appearing,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "bond" 
in  the  fourth  hne,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  5. 
Such  citation  shall  be  returnable  at  such  time  as  the  court 
may  order  and  shall  be  served  fourteen  days  at  least  before 
the  return  day;  but  it  shall  not  issue  after  the  expiration  of 
one  year  from  the  time  such  executor  or  administrator 
has  given  bond. 

Section  8.  This  act  shall  become  effective  on  the  first 
day  of  October  in  the  current  year  and  shall  apply  only 
with  respect  to  executors  and  administrators  whose  bonds 
shall  have  been  approved  after  said  date.

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An  Act  relative  to  certain  retirement  allowances 

PAYABLE  TO   CERTAIN   EMPLOYEES  OP  THE  CITY  OF  SOMER 
VILLE. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  foUoivs: 

Section  1.  Subsection  two  of  section  six  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  eighty-four  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  paragraph  (c) 
and  the  following  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following:  — 

(c)  If  he  has  a  prior  service  certificate  in  full  force  and  conditions  for 
effect  an  additional  pension  which  is  the  actuarial  equiva-  aiimv^^ce!  etc. 
lent  of  twice  the  pension  which  would  have  been  payable  Additional 
on  account  of  the  accumulated  deductions  which  would  p*^"*'°'^- 
have  resulted  from  contributions  made  during  the  period  of 

his  creditable  prior  service  rendered  both  before  and  after 
age  sixty  had  the  system  then  been  in  operation. 

(d)  The  total  pension  of  any  member  payable  under  Total 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not,  however,  exceed  p^"^^'""- 
one  half  of  his  average  annual  regular  compensation  during 
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the  five  years  immediately  preceding  his  retirement,  nor 
shall  the  total  pension  of  any  member,  who  has  fifteen  or 
more  years  of  total  creditable  service  be  less  than  an  amount 
which,  added  to  his  annuity,  shall  make  his  total  retirement 
allowance  equal  to  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  per 
annum. 

Section  2.  Section  nine  of  said  chapter  one  hundred 
and  eighty-four  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  para- 
graph (2)  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  — 

(2)  Should  such  physician  or  physicians  report  and 
certify  to  the  retirement  board  that  such  disability  bene- 
ficiary is  engaged  or  able  to  engage  in  a  gainful  occupation, 
and  should  the  retirement  board  find  that  his  earnings,  if  he 
is  so  engaged,  are  less  than  the  final  regular  compensation 
at  which  he  was  retired,  but  more  than  the  difference 
between  said  final  regular  compensation  and  his  retirement 
allowance,  then  the  amount  of  his  pension  shall  be  reduced 
to  an  amount  which,  together  with  his  annuity  and  his 
earnings,  shall  equal  the  amount  of  his  final  regular  com- 
pensation. Should  his  earnings  be  later  changed,  the 
amount  of  his  pension  may  be  further  modified;  provided, 
that  the  new  pension  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the 
pension  originally  granted  nor  shall  it  exceed  an  amount 
which,  when  added  to  the  amount  earned  by  the  beneficiary 
together  with  his  annuity,  equals  the  amount  of  his  final 
regular  compensation.  With  the  approval  of  the  head  of 
any  department  in  which  a  vacancy  exists,  in  the  same 
employment  in  which  such  beneficiary  was  employed  by 
the  city  at  the  time  of  his  retirement,  or  in  a  similar  em- 
ployment, said  board  may  order  such  beneficiary  to  return 
and  be  restored  to  active  service  in  the  employment  of  the 
city  in  such  department.  If  such  beneficiary  refuses  so  to 
return,  said  board  may  revoke  or  suspend  his  pension. 
If  a  beneficiary  is  so  restored  to  active  service  at  a  com- 
pensation less  than  his  final  regular  compensation,  but 
greater  than  the  difference  between  the  amount  of  his 
final  regular  compensation  and  his  retirement  allowance, 
then  the  amount  of  his  pension  shall  be  reduced  to  an 
amount  which,  when  added  to  his  annuity  and  the  com- 
pensation at  which  he  is  so  restored,  shall  equal  the  amount 
of  the  final  regular  compensation  at  which  he  was  retired. 
Should  his  compensation  be  later  changed,  the  amount  of 
his  pension  may  be  modified  as  hereinbefore  provided. 
Such  a  beneficiary  restored  to  active  service  at  a  com- 
pensation less  than  his  final  regular  compensation  shall  not 
become  an  active  member  of  the  retirement  system,  and 
upon  eventual  retirement  shall  receive  the  same  retirement 
allowance  which  he  was  receiving  prior  to  his  restoration 
to  active  service.  The  requirements  of  chapter  thirty-one 
of  the  General  Laws  and  rules  adopted  thereunder,  relative 
to  an  original  appointment  or  to  reinstatement,  shall  not 
apply  to  restoration  under  this  section  to  active  service 
in  an  office  or  position  subject  to  said  chapter;    but  the 
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head  of  the  department  to  service  in  which  the  beneficiary- 
is  restored  shall  notify  the  commissioner  of  civil  service  of 
such  restoration,  and  the  person  restored  shall  thereafter 
have  all  rights  under  said  chapter  thirty-one  which  he  would 
have  had  if  he  had  been  continuously  employed  in  the 
active  service  of  the  city  from  the  time  of  his  original 
appointment. 

Section  3.  Said  section  nine  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  adding  thereto  the  following  new  paragraph :  — 

(4)  Upon  apphcation  by  a  beneficiary  whose  pension 
has  been  revoked  or  suspended  under  paragraph  (2),  the 
retirement  board  shall  cause  him  to  be  again  examined 
by  a  physician  or  physicians  under  paragraph  (1).  If  such 
physician  or  physicians  report  and  certify  to  said  board  that 
such  beneficiary  is  no  longer  engaged  or  able  to  engage  in 
any  gainful  occupation  or  employment,  his  pension  may, 
by  order  of  said  board,  be  restored  to  him. 

Section  4.  Section  fifteen  of  said  chapter  one  hundred 
and  eighty-four  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  para- 
graph (4)  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  — 

(4)  The  Pension  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  from 
which  shall  be  paid  the  pensions  to  members  not  entitled 
to  credit  for  prior  service  and  benefits  in  lieu  thereof. 
Should  such  a  beneficiary,  retired  on  account  of  disability, 
be  restored  to  active  service  with  a  compensation  which 
causes  his  pension  to  cease  under  paragraph  (2)  or  (3) 
of  section  nine,  the  pension  reserve  thereon  shall  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  to  the  Pension  Ac- 
cumulation Fund.  Should  the  pension  of  a  disability  bene- 
ficiary be  reduced  under  said  paragraph  (2),  the  amount  of 
the  annual  reduction  in  his  pension  shall  be  paid  annually 
into  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  during  the  period  of 
such  reduction. 

Section  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  accep- 
tance during  the  current  year  by  vote  of  the  city  council  of 
said  city,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  its  charter.

ANNUITY    AND    PENSION    CONTRIBUTIONS    FOR    EMPLOYEES  ^' 

OF  THE  CITY  OF  EVERETT. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows. • 

PURPOSE    OF    THE    ACT. 

Section  1.  The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  improve  the 
efficiency  of  the  pubHc  service  of  the  city  of  Everett,  herein- 
after called  the  city,  by  the  retirement  of  disabled  or  super- 
annuated employees. 

definitions. 
Section  2.     The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used 
in  this  act,  unless  a  different  meaning  is  plainly  required 
by  the  context,  shall  have  the  following  meanings :  — 
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(1)  "Retirement  system",  the  arrangement  provided 
in  this  act  for  the  retirement  of,  and  payment  of  retire- 
ment allowances  to,  employees  as  defined  in  paragraph  (2) 
of  this  section. 

(2)  "Employee",  any  person  who  is  regularly  em- 
ployed in  the  service  of,  and  whose  salary  or  compensation 
is  paid  by,  the  city,  except  employees  who  hold  office  by 
popular  election,  who  are  not  members  at  the  time  of  their 
election,  and  teachers  in  the  public  schools  as  defined  by 
section  six  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  General  Laws. 
In  all  cases  of  doubt  the  retirement  board  shall  decide  who 
is  an  employee  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

(3)  "Member",  any  employee  included  in  the  retire- 
ment system  as  provided  in  section  four  of  this  act. 

(4)  "Retirement  board",  the  board  provided  in  section 
fourteen  of  this  act  to  administer  the  retirement  system. 

(5)  "Service",  service  as  an  employee  as  described  in 
paragraph  (2)  of  this  section  and  paid  for  by  the  city  of 
Everett. 

(6)  "Prior  service",  service  rendered  prior  to  the  date 
the  retirement  system  becomes  first  operative,  for  which 
credit  is  allowable  under  the  provisions  of  section  five  of 
this  act. 

(7)  "Membership  service",  service  as  an  employee 
rendered  since  last  becoming  a  member. 

(8)  "Creditable  service",  "prior  service"  plus  "member- 
ship service",  for  which  credit  is  allowable  as  provided  in 
section  five  of  this  act. 

(9)  "Beneficiary",  any  person  in  receipt  of  a  pension, 
an  annuity,  a  retirement  allowance  or  other  benefit  as 
provided  by  this  act. 

(10)  "Regular  interest",  interest  at  four  per  centum 
per  annum  compounded  annually;  provided,  that  if  the 
actual  net  interest  earned  on  the  reserves  of  the  retirement 
system  be  less  than  four  per  centum,  the  rate  may  be 
reduced  to  not  less  than  three  per  centum  per  annum  after 
the  retirement  board  has  given  the  members  ninety  days' 
notice  of  a  proposed  reduction  in  rate;  and  provided, 
further,  that  such  reduction  shall  not  affect  any  payments  or 
credits  made  prior  to  the  date  of  the  change  in  rate. 

(11)  "Accumulated  deductions",  the  sum  of  all  the 
amounts  deducted  from  the  compensation  of  a  member  and 
standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund,  together 
with  regular  interest  thereon. 

(12)  "Annuity",  annual  payments  for  life  derived  from 
the  accumulated  deductions  of  a  member.  All  annuities 
shall  be  paid  in  monthly  instalments. 

(13)  "Pension",  annual  payments  for  fife  derived  from 
contributions  made  by  the  city.  All  pensions  shall  be  paid 
in  monthly  instalments. 

(14)  "Retirement  allowance",  the  sum  of  the  "annuity" 
and  the  "pension". 

(15)  "Regular   compensation",    the    annual    compensa- 
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tion  determined  by  the  head  of  the  department  for  the 
individual  service  of  each  employee  in  that  department 
and  the  compensation  determined  by  duly  constituted 
authority  for  appointed  officers  of  the  city,  exclusive  of 
bonus  or  overtime  payments. 

(16)  "Annuity  reserve",  the  present  value  of  all  pay- 
ments to  be  made  on  account  of  any  annuity  or  benefit 
in  lieu  of  any  annuity  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such 
mortality  tables  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement 
board  and  regular  interest. 

(17)  "Pension  reserve",  the  present  value  of  all  pay- 
ments to  be  made  on  account  of  any  pension  or  benefit  in 
lieu  of  any  pension  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such  mor- 
tahty  tables  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement  board 
and  regular  interest. 

(18)  "Actuarial  equivalent",  a  benefit  of  equal  value 
when  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such  mortality  tables  as 
shall  be  approved  by  the  retirement  board  and  regular 
interest. 

NAME    AND    DATE    SYSTEM    IS    FIRST    OPERATIVE. 

Section  3.  A  retirement  system  is  hereby  estab- 
lished and  placed  under  the  management  of  the  retirement 
board  for  the  purpose  of  providing  retirement  allowances 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  employees  of,  or  em- 
ployees paid  by,  the  city.  The  retirement  system  so 
created  shall  have  the  powers  and  privileges  of  a  corporation 
and  shall  be  known  as  the  "Everett  Retirement  System", 
and  by  such  name  all  of  its  business  shall  be  transacted, 
all  of  its  funds  invested,  all  warrants  for  money  drawn  and 
payments  made,  and  all  of  its  cash  and  securities  and  other 
property  held.  The  retirement  system  so  created  shall 
begin  operation  upon  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-five, 

membership. 

Section  4.  (1)  The  membership  of  the  retirement 
system  shall  be  constituted  as  follows:  — 

(a)  All  persons  who  become  employees  and,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  the  last  sentence  of  subsection  (2) 
of  section  nine,  all  employees  who  enter  or  re-enter  the 
service  of  the  city  on  or  after  the  date  the  retirement  sys- 
tem becomes  operative  may  become  members  of  the  retire- 
ment system  on  their  own  application,  and  all  such  em- 
ployees who  shall  complete  one  year  of  service  thereafter 
and  disabihty  beneficiaries  restored  to  active  service  to 
whom  the  provisions  of  subsection  (3)  of  said  section  nine 
apply  shall  become  members  of  the  retirement  system,  and 
after  becoming  members  as  above  provided  shall  receive  no 
pension  or  retirement  allowance  from  any  other  pension  or 
retirement  system  supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  city, 
nor  shall  they  be  required  to  make  contributions  to  any 
other  pension  or  retirement  system  of  the  city,  anything 
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to  the  contrary  in  this  or  any  other  special  or  general  law 
notwithstanding. 

(&)  All  persons  who  are  employees  on  the  date  when  this 
retirement  system  becomes  operative  and  who  are  not 
then  covered  by  any  other  pension  or  retirement  law  of  the 
commonwealth  shall  become  members  as  of  the  first  day 
this  retirement  system  becomes  operative,  unless  on  or 
before  a  date  not  more  than  sixty  days  thereafter,  to  be  set 
by  the  retirement  board,  any  such  employee  shall  file  with 
the  retirement  board  on  a  form  prescribed  by  the  board  a 
notice  of  his  election  not  to  be  covered  in  the  membership 
of  the  system  and  a  duly  executed  waiver  of  all  present  and 
prospective  benefits  which  would  otherwise  inure  to  him 
on  account  of  his  participation  in  the  retirement  system. 

(c)  An  employee  who  is  covered  by  any  other  pension 
or  retirement  law  of  the  commonwealth,  including  a  special 
law  accepted  by,  and  applicable  to  employees  of,  the  city 
on  the  date  when  this  retirement  system  becomes  operative 
shall  not  be  considered  to  have  become  a  member  of  this 
retirement  system  unless  said  employee  shall  then  or 
thereafter  make  written  application  to  join  this  system 
and  shall  therein  waive  and  renounce  all  benefits  of  any 
other  pension  or  retirement  system  supported  wholly  by 
the  city,  but  no  such  employee  shall  receive  credit  for 
prior  service  unless  he  make  such  application  for  member- 
ship within  one  year  from  the  date  this  retirement  system 
becomes  operative. 

(2)  An  employee  whose  membership  in  the  retirement 
system  is  contingent  on  his  own  election  and  who  elects 
not  to  become  a  member  may  thereafter  apply  for  and  be 
admitted  to  membership;  but  no  such  employee  shall 
receive  prior  service  credit  unless  he  becomes  a  member 
within  one  year  from  the  date  this  retirement  system  be- 
comes operative. 

(3)  The  retirement  board  may  deny  the  right  to  become 
members  to  any  class  of  officials  appointed  for  fixed  terms, 
or  to  any  class  of  part-time  employees,  or  it  may,  in  its 
discretion,  make  optional  with  persons  in  any  such  class 
their  individual  entrance  into  membership. 

(4)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  each  department 
to  submit  to  the  retirement  board  a  statement  showing  the 
name,  title,  compensation,  duties,  date  of  birth  and  length 
of  service  of  each  member  of  his  department,  and  such 
information  regarding  other  employees  therein  as  the 
retirement  board  may  require.  The  retirement  board  shall 
then  place  each  member  in  one  of  the  following  groups: — 

Group  1.  —  General  employees,  including  clerical,  ad- 
ministrative and  technical  workers,  laborers,  mechanics 
and  all  others  not  otherwise  classified; 

Group  2.  —  Members  of  the  police  department  and 
the  fire  department  of  the  city; 

Or  in  any  other  group  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  and 
fifty  persons  which  may  be  hereafter  recommended  by  the 
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actuary  on  the  basis  of  service  and  mortality  experience, 
and  approved  by  the  retirement  board  to  cover  all  or  part 
of  any  group  or  groups  previously  created  or  any  additional 
classes  of  employees.  When  the  duties  of  a  member  so 
require,  the  retirement  board  may  reclassify  him  in  and 
transfer  him  to  another  group. 

(5)  Should  any  member  in  any  period  of  six  consecutive 
years  after  last  becoming  a  member  be  absent  from  service 
more  than  five  years,  or  should  any  member  withdraw  his 
accumulated  deductions  or  become  a  beneficiary  here- 
under or  die,  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member. 

CREDITABLE    SERVICE. 

Section  5.  (1)  Under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
the  retirement  board  shall  adopt,  each  person  becoming  a 
member  within  one  year  from  the  date  he  first  becomes 
eligible  to  membership  who  was  in  service  at  the  time  the 
system  became  operative,  or  who  re-entered  the  service 
within  five  years  after  rendering  service  prior  to  the  time 
the  system  became  operative  shall  file  a  detailed  statement 
of  all  service  as  an  employee  rendered  by  him  prior  to  the 
day  on  which  the  system  first  became  operative  for  which 
he  claims  credit,  and  of  such  facts  as  the  retirement  board 
may  require  for  the  proper  operation  of  the  system. 

(2)  The  retirement  board  shall  fix  and  determine  by 
appropriate  rules  and  regulations  how  much  service  in  any 
year  is  equivalent  to  a  year  of  service,  but  in  no  case  shall 
more  than  one  year  of  service  be  creditable  for  all  service 
in  one  calendar  year,  nor  shall  the  retirement  board  allow 
credit  as  service  for  any  period  of  more  than  one  month's 
duration  during  which  the  employee  was  absent  without 
pay. 

(3)  Subject  to  the  above  restrictions  and  to  such  other 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  retirement  board  may  adopt, 
the  retirement  board  shall  verify,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  filing  of  such  statements  of  service,  the  service 
therein  claimed,  and  shall  certify  as  creditable  all  or  such 
part  of  the  service  claimed  as  may  be  allowable. 

In  lieu  of  a  determination  of  the  actual  compensation 
of  the  member  that  was  received  during  such  period  of 
prior  service,  the  retirement  board  shall  use  for  the  purposes 
of  this  act  the  compensation  rates  which,  if  they  had 
progressed  in  accordance  with  the  rates  of  salary  increase 
shown  in  the  tables  as  prescribed  in  paragraph  (10)  of 
section  fourteen  of  this  act,  would  have  resulted  in  the  same 
average  salary  of  the  member  for  the  five  years  immediately 
preceding  the  date  this  system  became  operative  as  the 
records  show  the  member  actually  received. 

(4)  Upon  verification  of  the  statements  of  service  the 
retirement  board  shall  issue  prior  service  certificates 
certifying  to  each  member  entitled  to  credit  for  prior 
service  the  length  of  service  rendered  prior  to  the  date  the 
retirement  system  first  became  operative,  with  which  he  is 
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credited  on  the  basis  of  his  statement  of  service.  So  long 
as  membership  continues  a  prior  service  certificate  shall 
for  retirement  purposes  be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  such 
service;  provided,  that  any  member  may,  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  issuance  or  modification  of  such  certificate, 
request  the  retirement  board  to  modify  or  correct  his  prior 
service  certificate. 

When  membership  ceases  such  prior  service  certificates 
shall  become  void.  Should  the  employee  again  become  a 
member,  such  employee  shall  enter  the  system  as  an  em- 
ployee not  entitled  to  prior  service  credit  except  as  provided 
in  subsection  three  of  section  nine. 

(5)  Creditable  service  at  retirement  shall  consist  of 
the  membership  service  rendered  by  the  member  since 
he  last  became  a  member  and  also,  if  he  has  a  prior  service 
certificate  which  is  in  full  force  and  effect,  the  amount  of 
the  service  certified  on  his  prior  service  certificate. 

SERVICE    RETIREMENT. 

Conditions  for  Allowance. 

Section  6.  (1)  Any  member  in  service  who  shall 
have  attained  age  sixty  shall,  either  upon  his  own  written 
application  or  that  of  the  head  of  his  department,  be  retired 
for  superannuation  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than 
ninety  days  after  the  fifing  of  such  apphcation.  A  mem- 
ber whose  retirement  is  apphed  for  by  the  head  of  his  de- 
partment shall  be  entitled  to  a  notice  of  such  application 
and  to  a  hearing  before  the  retirement  board,  provided  he 
requests  such  hearing  in  writing  within  ten  days  of  the 
receipt  of  such  notice;  and  unless  the  retirement  board 
finds  on  hearing,  that  the  member  is  able  to  properly  per- 
form his  duties  and  files  a  copy  of  its  findings  with  the  head 
of  his  department,  the  retirepaent  shall  become  effective 
thirty  days  from  the  time  of  the  filing  of  such  finding. 

Any  member  in  service  who  shall  have  attained  age 
seventy  shall  be  retired  for  superannuation  not  less  than 
thirty  nor  more  than  ninety  days  after  attaining  such  age, 
or  after  this  system  becomes  operative,  if  such  age  was 
attained  prior  thereto. 

Amount  of  Allowance. 

(2)  Upon  retirement  for  superannuation  a  member 
of  the  retirement  system  shall  receive  a  retirement  allow- 
ance consisting  of  — 

(a)  An  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent 
of  his  accumulated  deductions  at  the  time  of  his  retirement, 
and 

(6)  A  pension  equal  to  the  annuity  allowable  at  age 
sixty,  computed  on  the  basis  of  contributions  made  prior 
to  the  attainment  of  age  sixty,  and 

(c)  If  he  has  a  prior  service  certificate  in  full  force  and 
effect  an  additional  pension  which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent 
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of  twice  the  pension  which  would  have  been  payable  under 
paragraph  (6)  above,  on  account  of  the  accumulated 
deductions  which  would  have  resulted  from  contributions 
made  during  the  period  of  his  creditable  prior  service  had 
the  system  then  been  in  operation. 

The  total  pension  of  any  member  payable  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not,  however,  exceed  one 
half  of  his  average  annual  regular  compensation  during  the 
five  years  immediately  preceding  his  retirement,  nor  shall 
the  total  pension  of  any  member  who  has  fifteen  or  more 
years  of  total  creditable  service  be  less  than  an  amount 
which,  added  to  his  annuity,  shall  make  his  total  retirement 
allowance  equal  to  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  per 
annum. 

ORDINARY   DISABILITY   RETIREMENT. 

Conditions  for  Allowance. 

Section  7.  (1)  Upon  the  application  of  a  member 
in  service  or  of  the  head  of  his  department,  any  member 
who  has  had  twenty  or  more  years  of  creditable  service 
may  be  retired  by  the  retirement  board,  not  less  than 
thirty  and  not  more  than  ninety  days  next  following  the 
date  of  fifing  such  appfication,  on  an  ordinary  disabifity 
retirement  allowance;  provided,  that  the  city  physician, 
after  a  medical  examination  of  such  member,  shall  certify 
that  such  member  is  mentally  or  physically  incapacitated 
for  the  further  performance  of  duty,  that  such  incapacity 
is  likely  to  be  permanent  and  that  such  member  should  be 
retired. 

Amount  of  Allowance. 

(2)  Upon  retirement  for  ordinary  disability  a  member 
shall  receive  a  service  retirement  allowance  if  he  has  at- 
tained age  sixty;  otherwise  he  shall  receive  an  ordinary 
disability  retirement  allowance  consisting  of  — 

(a)  An  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent 
of  his  accumulated  deductions  at  the  time  of  his  retirement, 
and 

(&)  A  pension  of  ninety  per  centum  of  the  pension  that 
would  have  been  provided  by  the  city  for  the  member  had 
he  remained  without  further  change  of  compensation  in 
the  service  of  the  city  until  he  reached  age  sixty  and  then 
retired. 

ACCIDENTAL   DISABILITY   RETIREMENT. 

Conditions  for  Allowance. 

Section  8.  (1)  Upon  appfication  of  a  member  in 
service,  or  of  the  head  of  his  department,  any  member 
who  has  been  totally  and  permanently  incapacitated  for 
duty  as  the  natural  and  proximate  result  of  an  accident 
occurring  in  the  performance  and  within  the  scope  of  his 
duty  at  some  definite  time  and  place,  without  wilful  negli- 
gence on  his  part,  shall  be  retired  not  less  than  thirty  nor 
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more  than  ninety  days  following  the  date  of  filing  of  such 
application;  provided,  that  the  city  physician,  after  an 
examination  of  such  member,  shall  report  that  said  member 
is  physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  for  the  further 
performance  of  duty,  that  such  incapacity  is  likely  to  be 
permanent,  and  that  said  member  should  be  retired,  and 
the  retirement  board  shall  concur  in  such  report  and  find 
that  the  physical  or  mental  incapacity  is  the  natural  and 
proximate  result  of  such  an  accident  and  that  such  disability 
is  not  the  result  of  wilful  negligence  on  the  part  of  said 
member  and  that  said  member  should  be  retired. 

Amount  of  Allowance. 

(2)  Upon  retirement  for  accidental  disability  a  member 
shall  receive  a  service  retirement  allowance  if  he  has  at- 
tained age  sixty;  otherwise  he  shall  receive  an  accidental 
disability  retirement  allowance  consisting  of  — 

(a)  An  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent 
of  his  accumulated  deductions  at  the  time  of  his  retirement, 
and 

(6)  A  pension  equal  to  one  half  of  the  average  rate  of 
his  regular  annual  compensation  for  the  year  immediately 
preceding  the  date  of  the  accident. 

RE-EXAMINATION    OF   BENEFICIARIES    RETIRED    ON 
ACCOUNT   OF   DISABILITY. 

Section  9.  (1)  Once  each  year  during  the  first  five 
years  following  retirement  of  a  member  on  a  disability 
retirement  allowance,  and  once  in  every  three-year  period 
thereafter,  the  retirement  board  may,  and  upon  his  applica- 
tion shall,  require  any  disabihty  beneficiary  who  has  not 
yet  attained  age  sixty  to  undergo  a  medical  examination 
by  the  city  physician  or  a  physician  or  physicians  desig- 
nated by  the  retirement  board  and  approved  by  the  mayor, 
such  examination  to  be  made  at  the  place  of  residence 
of  said  beneficiary  or  other  place  mutually  agreed  upon. 
Should  any  disability  beneficiary  who  has  not  yet  attained 
the  age  of  sixty  refuse  to  submit  to  at  least  one  medical 
examination  in  any  such  period  of  one  or  three  years,  as 
the  case  may  be,  his  allowance  may  be  discontinued  until 
his  withdrawal  of  such  refusal,  and  should  his  refusal  con- 
tinue for  a  year,  all  his  rights  in  and  to  his  pension  shall  be 
revoked  by  the  retirement  board. 

(2)  Should  such  physician  or  physicians  report  and 
certify  to  the  retirement  board  that  such  disability  benefi- 
ciary is  engaged  in  or  is  able  to  engage  in  a  gainful  occupa- 
tion paying  more  than  the  difference  between  his  retire- 
ment allowance  and  his  final  regular  compensation,  and 
should  the  retirement  board  concur  in  such  report,  then, 
the  amount  of  his  pension  shall  be  reduced  to  an  amount 
which,  together  with  his  annuity  and  the  amount  earnable 
by  him,  shall  equal  the  amount  of  his  final  regular  com- 
pensation.    Should  his  earning  capacity  be  later  changed. 
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the  amount  of  his  pension  may  be  further  modified;  pro- 
vided, that  the  new  pension  shall  not  exceed  the  amount 
of  the  pension  originally  granted  nor  shall  it  exceed  an 
amount,  which,  when  added  to  the  amount  earnable  by  the 
beneficiary  together  with  his  annuity,  equals  the  amount  of 
his  final  regular  compensation.  A  beneficiary  restored  to 
active  service  at  a  salary  less  than  the  final  regular  com- 
pensation upon  the  basis  of  which  he  was  retired  shall  not 
become  a  member  of  the  retirement  system. 

(3)  Should  a  disabihty  beneficiary  be  restored  to  active 
service  at  a  compensation  not  less  than  his  final  regular 
compensation,  his  retirement  allowance  shall  cease,  he 
shall  again  become  a  member  of  the  retirement  system,  and 
he  shall  contribute  thereafter  at  the  same  rate  he  paid  prior 
to  disability.  Any  prior  service  certificate  on  the  basis  of 
which  his  service  was  computed  at  the  time  of  his  retire- 
ment shall  be  restored  to  full  force  and  effect,  and  in  addi- 
tion upon  his  subsequent  retirement  he  shall  be  credited 
with  all  his  service  as  a  member. 

RETURN    OF   ACCUMULATED    DEDUCTIONS. 

Section  10.  (1)  Within  sixty  days  after  the  filing 
with  the  retirement  board  of  a  request  therefor,  any  mem- 
ber who  shall  have  ceased  to  be  an  employee  by  resignation 
or  discharge  or  for  any  reason  other  than  death  or  retire- 
ment shall  be  paid  the  amount  of  his  accumulated  deduc- 
tions. 

(2)  Should  a  member  die  while  an  employee,  his  ac- 
cumulated deductions  shall  be  paid  to  his  legal  representa- 
tive; provided,  that  if  the  sum  so  due  does  not  exceed 
three  hundred  dollars,  and  there  has  been  no  demand 
therefor  by  a  duly  appointed  executor  or  administrator, 
payment  may  be  made,  after  the  expiration  of  three  months 
from  the  date  of  death  of  such  member,  to  the  persons 
appearing,  in  the  judgment  of  the  retirement  board,  to  be 
entitled  thereto,  and  such  payment  shall  be  a  bar  to  re- 
covery by  any  other  person. 

accidental  death  benefit. 

Section  11.  If,  upon  receipt  by  the  retirement  board  of 
proper  proofs  of  the  death  of  a  member,  the  retirement 
board  shall  decide  that  such  death  was  the  natural  and 
proximate  result  of  an  accident  occurring  not  more  than 
one  year  prior  to  the  date  of  death  at  some  definite  time 
and  place  while  the  member  was  in  actual  performance 
and  within  the  scope  of  his  duty,  and  not  the  result  of  wilful 
negligence  on  his  part,  and  if  the  deceased  member  is 
survived  by  any  of  the  dependents  enumerated  below,  there 
shall  be  paid,  in  addition  to  accumulated  deductions  under 
subsection  (2)  of  section  ten,  an  accidental  death  benefit 
consisting  of  a  pension  equal  to  one  half  the  average  regular 
annual  compensation  received  by  the  deceased  member  for 
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the  year  preceding  the  date  of  the  accident,  said  pension 
to  be  paid  — 

(a)  To  the  surviving  husband  or  wife  of  the  deceased 
member  so  long  as  he  or  she  hves  and  remains  unmarried ;   or 

(b)  If  there  be  no  surviving  husband  or  wife  or  if  the 
surviving  husband  or  wife  dies  or  remarries  before  every 
child  of  such  deceased  member  shall  have  attained  the  age 
of  eighteen  years,  then  to  his  child  or  children  under  such 
age,  divided  in  such  manner  as  the  retirement  board  in  its 
discretion  shall  determine  to  continue  as  a  joint  and  sur- 
vivor pension  until  every  such  child  dies  or  attains  the  age 
of  eighteen  years;  or 

(c)  If  there  be  no  husband  or  wife  or  child  under  the 
age  of  eighteen  years  surviving  such  deceased  member, 
then  to  either  his  or  her  dependent  father  or  dependent 
mother,  as  the  retirement  board  in  its  discretion  shall 
determine,  to  continue  for  life  or  until  remarriage. 


OPTIONAL   BENEFITS. 

Section  12.  Subject  to  the  provisions  that  no  optional 
selection  shall  be  effective  in  case  a  beneficiary  dies  within 
thirty  days  after  retirement,  and  that  such  a  beneficiary 
shall  be  considered  as  an  active  member  at  the  time  of 
death,  until  the  first  payment  on  account  of  any  retirement 
allowance  is  made,  the  member,  or  if  he  be  an  incompetent 
then  his  wife,  or  if  he  have  no  wife,  his  conservator  or 
guardian,  may  elect  to  convert  the  retirement  allowance 
otherwise  provided  for  in  this  system  into  a  lesser  retire- 
ment allowance  of  equivalent  actuarial  value  payable 
throughout  his  life,  with  the  provision  that  — 

Optio7i  1.  —  If  he  die  before  he  has  received  in  payments 
of  his  annuity  the  present  value  of  his  annuity  as  it  was  at 
the  time  of  his  retirement,  the  balance  shall  be  paid  to  his 
legal  representative  or  to  such  person  having  an  insurable 
interest  in  his  life  as  he,  or  if  he  be  an  incompetent  then  his 
wife,  or  if  he  have  no  wife,  his  conservator  or  guardian, 
shall  have  nominated  by  written  designation  duly  acknowl- 
edged and  filed  with  the  retirement  board;  or 

Option  2.  —  Upon  his  death,  his  lesser  retirement  allow- 
ance shall  be  continued  throughout  the  life  of  and  paid  to 
such  person  having  an  insurable  interest  in  his  life  as  he, 
or  if  he  be  an  incompetent  then  his  wife,  or  if  he  have  no 
wife,  his  conservator  or  guardian,  shall  have  nominated  by 
written  designation  duly  acknowledged  and  filed  with  the 
retirement  board  at  the  time  of  his  retirement;  or 

Option  3.  —  Upon  his  death,  one  half  his  lesser  retirement 
allowance  shall  be  continued  throughout  the  life  of  and 
paid  to  such  person  having  an  insurable  interest  in  his 
life  as  he,  or  if  he  be  an  incompetent  then  his  wife,  or  if  he 
have  no  wife,  his  conservator  or  guardian,  shall  have 
nominated  by  written  designation,  duly  acknowledged  and 
filed  with  the  retirement  board  at  the  time  of  his  retirement. 
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COMPENSATION   BENEFITS    OFFSET. 

Section  13.  Any  amounts  paid  or  payable  by  the 
city  under  the  provisions  of  the  workmen's  compensation 
law  to  a  member  or  to  the  dependents  of  a  member  on 
account  of  death  or  disability  shall  be  offset  against  and 
payable  in  heu  of  any  benefits  payable  out  of  funds  pro- 
vided by  the  city  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  on  account 
of  the  death  or  disability  of  a  member.  If  the  value  of  the 
total  commuted  benefits  under  the  workmen's  compensa- 
tion law  is  less  than  the  reserve  on  the  pension  otherwise 
payable  under  this  act,  the  value  of  such  commuted  pay- 
ments shall  be  deducted  from  such  pension  reserve  and 
such  benefits  as  may  be  provided  by  the  pension  reserve  so 
reduced  shall  be  payable  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

administration. 

Section  14.  (1)  The  management  of  the  retirement 
system  is  hereby  vested  in  a  retirement  board,  the  mem- 
bership of  which  shall  be  constituted  as  follows :  — 

(a)  The  auditor  of  the  city  for  the  time  being, 

(b)  One  person  to  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the 
city,  subjected  to  confirmation  by  the  board  of  aldermen, 
who  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  commencing  on 
the  date  when  the  retirement  system  becomes  first  operative 
and  until  the  qualification  of  his  successor,  and 

(c)  One  person  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  retirement 
system  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  the 
city  subject  to  such  confirmation,  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one 
year  commencing  on  the  date  when  the  retirement  system 
becomes  first  operative  and  until  the  qualification  of  his 
successor. 

(2)  As  the  terms  of  the  appointed  members  expire,  their 
successors  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  three  years  each 
and  until  the  qualification  of  their  successors.  On  a  va- 
cancy occurring  in  the  appointed  membership  of  the  retire- 
ment board,  for  any  cause  other  than  the  expiration  of  a 
term  of  office,  a  successor  to  the  person  whose  place  has 
become  vacant  shall  be  appointed  for  the  unexpired  term 
in  the  same  manner  as  above  provided. 

(3)  The  members  of  the  retirement  board  shall  be  reim- 
bursed from  the  expense  fund  for  any  expense  or  loss  of 
salary  or  wages  which  they  may  incur  through  service  on 
the  retirement  board. 

(4)  The  retirement  board  shall  elect  from  its  member- 
ship a  chairman,  and  shall  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  its 
members  appoint  a  secretary,  who  may  be,  but  need  not 
be,  one  of  its  members.  It  shall  engage  such  actuarial 
and  other  service  as  shall  be  required  to  transact  the  busi- 
ness of  the  retirement  system.  The  funds  to  meet  the 
costs  of  administering  the  retirement  system  shall  be  de- 
rived from  appropriations  of  the  city  from  the  annual  tax 
levy.     The  retirement  board  shall  submit  an  estimate  of 
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such  costs  to  the  mayor  not  later  than  January  first  of 
each  year.  Such  amount  as  shall  be  required  in  the  first 
year  of  operation  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  the  retirement  system  shall  be 
appropriated  by  the  city  council. 

(5)  The  retirement  board  shall  keep  in  convenient  form 
such  data  as  shall  be  necessary  for  actuarial  valuations  of 
the  various  funds  of  the  retirement  system  and  for  checking 
the  experience  of  the  system. 

(6)  The  retirement  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  of  its 
proceedings,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection. 
It  shall  publish  annually  a  report  showing  the  fiscal  trans- 
actions of  the  retirement  system  for  the  preceding  munici- 
pal year,  the  amount  of  accumulated  cash  and  securities  of 
the  system,  -and  the  last  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  system  by  means  of  actuarial  valuation 
of  the  assets  and  liabilities  thereof.  The  board  shall 
submit  said  report  to  the  mayor  and  shall  furnish  copies 
thereof  to  the  city  clerk  for  distribution. 

Legal  Adviser. 

(7)  The  city  solicitor  of  the  city  shall  be  the  legal  adviser 
of  the  retirement  board. 

Medical  Examinations. 

(8)  The  city  physician  of  the  city  shall  arrange  for  and 
pass  upon  all  medical  examinations  required  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  investigate  all  essential  state- 
ments and  certificates  by  or  in  behalf  of  a  member  in  con- 
nection with  an  application  for  disability  retirement,  and 
shall  report  in  writing  to  the  retirement  board  his  conclu- 
sions and  recommendations  upon  all  the  matters  referred 
to  him.  If  required,  other  physicians  may  be  employed 
by  the  retirement  board  to  report  on  special  cases. 

Duties  of  Actuary. 

(9)  The  retirement  board  shall  designate  an  actuary 
who  shall  be  the  technical  adviser  of  the  retirement  board 
on  matters  regarding  the  operation  of  the  funds  created  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  are  required  in  connection  therewith. 

(10)  Immediately  after  the  establishment  of  the  retire- 
ment system  the  actuary  shall  make  such  investigation  of 
the  mortahty,  service  and  compensation  experience  of  the 
members  of  the  system  as  he  shall  recommend  and  the 
retirement  board  shall  authorize,  and  on  the  basis  of  such 
investigation  he  shall  recommend  for  adoption  by  the  retire- 
ment board  such  tables  and  such  rates  as  are  required  by 
section  fifteen.  The  retirement  board  shall  adopt  tables 
and  certify  rates,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter  the 
actuary  shall  make  a  valuation,  based  on  such  tables  and 
rates,  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  funds  created  by 
this  act. 
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(11)  Three  years  after  the  system  becomes  operative, 
and  at  least  once  in  each  five-year  period  thereafter,  the 
actuary  shall  make  an  actuarial  investigation  into  the 
mortality,  service  and  compensation  experience  of  the 
members  and  beneficiaries  of  the  retirement  system,  and 
shall  make  a  valuation  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the 
funds  thereof,  and  taking  into  account  the  result  of  such 
investigation  and  valuation  the  retirement  board  shall  — 

(a)  Adopt  for  the  retirement  system  such  mortality, 
service  and  other  tables  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary;  and 

(6)  Certify  the  rates  of  contribution  payable  by  the 
city  on  account  of  new  entrants. 

(12)  On  the  basis  of  such  tables  as  the  retirement  board 
shall  from  time  to  time  adopt,  the  actuary  shall  make  an 
annual  valuation  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  reserve 
funds  of  the  system  created  by  this  act. 

METHOD    OF    FINANCING. 

Section  15.  All  of  the  assets  of  the  retirement  system 
shall  be  credited,  according  to  the  purpose  for  which  they 
are  held,  to  one  of  the  following  five  funds,  namely,  the 
Annuity  Savings  Fund,  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund,  the 
Pension  Accumulation  Fund,  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund, 
or  the  Expense  Fund. 

Annuity  Savings  Fund. 

(1)  (a)  The  Annuity  Savings  Fund  shall  be  the  fund 
to  which  shall  be  paid  the  deductions  from  the  compensa- 
tion of  members.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  shall  withhold 
four  per  centum  of  the  regular  compensation  due  on  each 
pay  day  to  all  employees  who  are  members  of  this  retire- 
ment system.  The  various  amounts  so  withheld  shall  be 
transferred  immediately  thereafter  to  the  retirement  sys- 
tem and  credited  to  the  accounts  of  the  respective  mem- 
bers so  contributing,  and  shall  be  paid  into  and  become  a 
part  of  said  Annuity  Savings  Fund. 

(b)  In  determining  the  amount  earnable  by  a  member  in  a 
payroll  period,  the  retirement  board  may  consider  the  rate 
of  annual  compensation  payable  to  such  member  on  the  first 
day  of  the  payroll  period  as  continuing  throughout  such 
payroll  period,  and  it  may  omit  deduction  from  compensa- 
tion for  any  period  less  than  a  full  payroll  period  if  an  em- 
ployee was  not  a  member  on  the  first  day  of  the  payroll 
period. 

(c)  The  deductions  provided  for  herein  shall  be  made 
notwithstanding  that  the  minimum  compensation  provided 
for  by  law  for  any  member  shall  be  reduced  thereby. 
Every  member  shall  be  deemed  to  consent  and  agree  to 
the  deductions  provided  for  herein  and  shall  receipt  for  his 
full  salary  or  compensation,  and  the  payment  of  his  full 
salary  or  compensation  less  the  deductions  provided  for 
hereunder  shall  be  considered  a  full  and  complete  dis- 
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charge  and  acquittance  of  all  claims  and  demands  whatso- 
ever for  the  services  rendered  by  such  person  during  the 
period  covered  by  such  payment,  except  as  to  the  benefits 
provided  under  this  act. 

(d)  In  addition  to  the  contributions  deducted  from 
compensation  as  hereinbefore  provided,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  retirement  board,  any  member  may  re- 
deposit  in  the  Annuity  Savings  Fund  by  a  single  payment 
or  by  an  increased  rate  of  contribution  an  amount  equal 
to  the  total  amount  which  he  previously  withdrew  there- 
from, as  provided  in  this  act,  or  any  part  thereof;  or  any 
member  may  deposit  therein  by  a  single  payment  or  by  an 
increased  rate  of  contribution  an  amount  computed  to  be 
sufficient  to  purchase  an  additional  annuity,  which,  together 
with  his  prospective  retirement  allowance,  will  provide 
for  him  a  total  retirement  allowance  of  not  to  exceed  one 
half  of  his  salary  at  age  sixty.  Such  additional  amounts 
so  deposited  shall  be  treated  as  a  part  of  his  accumulated 
deductions,  except  in  the  event  of  his  retirement,  when  they 
shall  not  be  used  to  increase  the  pension  payable,  and  shall 
be  treated  as  excess  contributions  returnable  to  the  mem- 
ber in  cash  or  in  providing  an  excess  annuity  of  equivalent 
actuarial  value.  The  accumulated  deductions  of  a  mem- 
ber withdrawn  by  him  or  paid  to  his  estate  or  to  his  desig- 
nated beneficiary  in  event  of  his  death  as  provided  in  this 
act  shall  be  paid  from  the  Annuity  Savings  Fund.  Upon 
the  retirement  of  a  member  his  accumulated  deductions 
shall  be  transferred  from  the  Annuity  Savings  Fund  to 
the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund. 

Annuity  Reserve  Fund. 

(2)  The  Annuity  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  from 
which  shall  be  paid  all  annuities  and  all  benefits  in  lieu 
of  annuities,  payable  as  provided  in  this  act.  Should  a 
beneficiary,  retired  on  account  of  disability,  be  restored  to 
active  service  with  a  compensation  not  less  than  his  regular 
compensation  at  the  time  of  his  last  retirement,  his  an- 
nuity reserve  shall  be  transferred  from  the  Annuity  Reserve 
Fund  to  the  Annuity  Savings  Fund,  and  credited  to  his 
individual  account  therein. 

Pension  Accumulation  Fund. 

(3)  (a)  The  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  the 
fund  into  which  shall  be  accumulated  all  reserves  for  the 
payment  of  all  pensions  and  other  benefits  payable  from 
contributions  made  by  the  city,  and  from  which  shall  be 
paid  all  pensions  and  other  benefits  on  account  of  mem- 
bers with  prior  service  credit.  Contributions  to  and  pay- 
ments from  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  made 
as  follows :  — 

(6)  On  account  of  each  member  there  shall  be  paid 
annually  into  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  by  the  said 
city,  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  a  certain  percentage  of 
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the  regular  compensation  of  each  member,  to  be  known  as 
the  ''normal  contribution",  and  an  additional  percentage  of 
his  regular  compensation  to  be  known  as  the  "accrued 
hability  contribution."  The  rates  per  centum  of  such 
contributions  shall  be  fixed  on  the  basis  of  the  liabihties  of 
the  retirement  system  as  shown  by  actuarial  valuation. 
Until  the  first  valuation  the  normal  contribution  shall  be 
one  and  eighty-nine  hundredths  per  centum,  and  the  ac- 
crued liability  contribution  shall  be  two  and  fifty-four 
hundredths  per  centum,  of  the  regular  annual  compensa- 
tion of  all  members. 

(c)  On  the  basis  of  regular  interest  and  of  such  mortahty 
and  other  tables  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement 
board,  the  actuary  engaged  by  the  board  to  make  each 
valuation  required  by  this  act  during  the  period  over  which 
the  accrued  liability  contribution  is  payable,  immediately 
after  making  such  valuation,  shall  determine  the  uniform 
and  constant  percentage  of  the  regular  compensation  of  the 
average  new  entrant,  which  if  contributed  on  the  basis 
of  compensation  of  such  new  entrant  throughout  his  entire 
period  of  active  service  is  computed  to  be  sufficient  to 
provide  for  the  payment  of  any  pension  payable  on  his 
account.  The  rate  per  centum  so  determined  shall  be 
known  as  the  "normal  contribution"  rate.  After  the 
accrued  liability  contribution  has  ceased  to  be  payable,  the 
normal  contribution  rate  shall  be  the  rate  per  centum  of  the 
regular  compensation  of  all  members  obtained  by  deducting 
from  the  total  habihties  of  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund 
the  amount  of  the  funds  in  hand  to  the  credit  of  that  fund 
and  dividing  the  remainder  by  one  per  centum  of  the 
present  value  of  the  prospective  future  salaries  of  all  mem- 
bers as  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  mortality  and  service 
tables  adopted  by  the  retirement  board  and  regular  interest. 
The  normal  rate  of  contribution  shall  be  determined  by 
the  actuary  after  each  valuation. 

(d)  Immediately  succeeding  the  first  valuation,  the 
actuary  engaged  by  the  retirement  board  shall  compute 
the  rate  per  centum  of  the  total  regular  compensation  of 
all  members  which  is  equivalent  to  four  per  centum  of  the 
amount  of  the  total  pension  liability  on  account  of  all 
members  and  beneficiaries  which  is  not  dischargeable  by 
the  aforesaid  normal  contribution  made  on  account  of 
such  members  during  the  remainder  of  their  active  service. 
The  rate  per  centum  originally  so  determined  shall  be 
known  as  the  "accrued  habihty  contribution  rate." 

(e)  The  total  amount  payable  in  each  year  to  the  Pen- 
sion Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum  of 
the  rates  per  centum  known  as  the  normal  contribution  rate 
and  the  accrued  liability  contribution  rate  of  the  total 
compensation  earnable  by  all  members  during  the  preced- 
ing year;  provided,  that  the  amount  of  each  annual  accrued

A  duly  attested  copy 
of  Ji  resolution  of  the  retirement  board  designating  such 
persons  and  bearing  upon  its  face  specimen  signatures  of 
such  persons  shall  be  liled  with  the  treasurer  as  his  authority 
for  making  payments  upon  such  vouchers.  No  voucher 
shall  be  drawn  unless  it,  shall  have  been  previously  author- 
ized by  resolution  of  the  retirement  board.

or  trust  company  shall  not  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the 
paid-up  capital  and  surplus  thereof. 

(5)  The  retirement  board  may,  in  its  discretion,  transfer 
to  or  from  the  l\nision  Accumulation  l^'und  the  amount  of 
any  surplus  or  deiicit  which  may  develop  in  the  reserves 
creditable  to  the  Annuity  Reserve  l^'und  or  the  Pension 
Reserve  Fund,  as  shown  by  actuarial  valuations. 

(G)  l*]xcept  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  no  member  and 
no  employee  of  the  retirement  board  shall  have  any  direct 
interest  in  the  gains  or  profits  of  any  investment  made  by 
the  retirement  board,  nor  as  such  receive  any  pay  or  emolu- 
ment for  his  services.     No  member  or  employee  of  the 
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board  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  himself  or  as  an 
agent,  in  any  manner  use  any  of  the  securities  or  other  assets 
of  the  retirement  board,  except  to  make  such  current  and 
necessary  payments  as  are  authorized  by  the  retirement 
board;  nor  shall  any  member  or  employee  of  the  retire- 
ment board  become  an  endorser  or  surety  or  in  any  manner 
obligor  for  moneys  loaned  by  or  borrowed  from  the  retire- 
ment system. 

(7)  Each  member  of  the  retirement  board,  and  the 
treasurer  of  the  city  in  his  capacity  as  custodian  of  the 
several  funds,  sjhall  severally  give  bond  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  his  duties  in  a  sum  and  with  sureties  or  surety 
approved  by  the  city  council. 

EXEMPTION  OF  FUNDS  FROM  TAXATION  AND  EXECUTION. 

Section  17.  The  pensions,  annuities  and  retirement 
allowances  and  the  accumulated  deductions  and  the  cash 
and  securities  in  the  funds  created  by  this  act  are  hereby 
exempted  from  any  state,  county  or  municipal  tax  of  this 
commonwealth,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  execution  or 
attachment  by  trustee  process  or  otherwise,  in  law  or  in 
equity,  or  under  any  process  whatsoever,  and  shall  be  non- 
assignable except  as  specifically  provided  in  this  act.

Section  18.  No  beneficiary  of  the  retirement  system 
shall  be  paid  for  any  service,  except  service  as  a  juror  and 
such  service  as  he  may  be  called  upon  to  perform  in  the 
police  or  fire  department  in  a  time  of  public  emergency, 
rendered  by  him  to  the  city  after  the  date  of  the  first  pay- 
ment of  any  retirement  allowance  hereunder,  except  as 
provided  in  section  nine  of  this  act,  and  except  as  further 
provided  in  this  section. 

Notwithstanding  the  above  provision,  a  beneficiary  may 
be  employed,  for  periods  of  not  exceeding  one  year  at  a 
time,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  board  of  alder- 
men, and  may  receive  compensation  from  the  city  for  the 
services  so  rendered;  provided,  that  the  annual  rate  of 
compensation  paid,  together  with  the  regular  retirement 
allowance  received,  shall  not  exceed  the  regular  com- 
pensation of  the  said  beneficiary  at  the  time  of  retirement.

Section  19.  The  supreme  judicial  court  shall  have 
jurisdiction  in  equity  upon  the  petition  of  the  retirement 
board  or  any  interested  party  or  upon  the  petition  of  not 
less  than  ten  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  city  to  compel 
the  observance  and  restrain  any  violation  of  this  act  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  authorized  or  established  there- 
under. 
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TENURE    UNAFFECTED. 

Section  20.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  affect 
the  right  or  power  of  the  city  or  other  duly  constituted 
authority  in  regard  to  demotion,  transfer,  suspension  or 
discharge  of  any  employee. 

INCONSISTENT   ACTS. 

Section  21.  Any  of  the  provisions  of  sections  forty- 
four,  forty-five,  seventy-seven,  eighty  and  eighty-three  of 
chapter  thirty-two  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended,  which 
may  be  inconsistent  herewith,  and  any  other  acts  or  parts 
of  acts  inconsistent  herewith,  shall,  on  and  after  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  act,  apply  only  to  such  employees  of  the 
city  as  are,  on  said  effective  date,  entitled  to  the  benefits 
thereof.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as 
affecting  the  provisions  of  sections  forty-nine  to  sixty, 
inclusive,  or  of  section  ninety-two  of  chapter  thirty-two 
of  the  General  Laws  as  amended. 

Section  22.  On  or  before  September  first,  in  the  cur- 
rent year,  the  question  of  the  approval  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  finally  voted  upon  by  the  city  council  of 
the  city  of  Everett,  and,  whether  or  not  said  provisions  are 
approved  by  such  vote,  they  shall  be  submitted  for  ac- 
ceptance to  the  quahfied  voters  of  said  city  at  the  biennial 
municipal  election  to  be  held  in  the  current  year,  in  the 
form  of  the  following  question,  which  shall  be  printed  upon 
the  official  ballot  to  be  used  in  said  city  at  said  election: 
—  "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  General  Court  in  the  year 
1933,  entitled  'An  act  providing  retirement  allowances 
based  on  annuity  and  pension  contributions  for  employees 
of  the  City  of  Everett',  be  accepted?"  If  a  majority  of  the 
voters  voting  thereon  vote  in  the  affirmative  in  answer  to 
this  question  this  act  shall  thereupon  take  full  effect; 
otherwise  it  shall  not  take  effect.

Chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  of  the  General  Laws 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  fifty,  as  appear- 
ing in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  50.  Sections  forty- 
seven  and  forty-eight  shall  not  apply  to  (a)  janitors;  (6) 
employees  whose  duties  include  no  work  on  Sunday  other 
than  (1)  setting  sponges  in  bakeries,  (2)  caring  for  live 
animals,  (3)  caring  for  machinery;  (c)  employees  engaged 
in  the  preparation,  printing,  pubhcation,  sale  or  delivery 
of  newspapers;  {d)  farm  or  personal  service;  (e)  any  labor 
called  for  by  an  emergency  that  could  not  reasonably  have 
been  anticipated;  nor  shall  said  sections  apply  to  persons 
maintaining  fires  in  estabhshments  wherein  no  boiler 
having  a  pressure  capacity  exceeding  fifteen  pounds  is 
operated  or  to  watchmen  in  such  establishments.

Section  1.  The  share  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  the 
system  of  sewage  disposal  of  the  South  Essex  Sewerage 
District  paid  by  the  town  of  Danvers  under  chapter  three 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five,  as  amended,  shall  be  included  by  said  town 
as  an  item  in  determining  the  total  cost  of  the  system  of 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  in  said  town  constructed 
under  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  for  the  purpose  of 
assessing  estates  benefited  thereby  under  authority  of  said 
chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine.

WATER  STATE  FARM.

For  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  Bridgewater  state  farm 
with  pure  water  for  domestic  and  other  purposes,  the  de- 
partment of  correction,  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth, 
may,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  take 
by  eminent  domain  under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the 
General  Laws,  or  acquire  by  gift,  purchase  or  otherwise,  the 
waters  of  any  pond  or  stream,  or  of  any  ground  water 
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sources  of  supply,  by  means  of  driven,  artesian  or  other 
wells,  within  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Bridgewater  not 
already  appropriated  for  purposes  of  a  public  water  supply, 
and  the  water  rights  connected  with  any  such  water  sources; 
and  may  so  take,  or  acquire  by  gift,  purchase  or  otherwise, 
and  hold,  all  lands,  rights  of  way  and  easements  necessary 
for  collecting,  storing,  holding,  purifying  and  preserving 
the  purity  of  such  water  and  for  conveying  the  same  to  any 
part  of  the  lands  of  the  Bridgewater  state  farm.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  the  said  department  of  correction  may 
purchase  water  from  the  town  of  Bridgewater,  any  ad- 
joining municipality,  or  from  any  individual  or  corpora- 
tion therein,  at  such  price  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon 
by  said  department  and  the  vendor  and  approved  by  the 
governor  and  council,  and  the  said  municipalities  are  hereby 
authorized  to  sell  water  to  said  department.  No  source 
of  water  supply  and  no  lands  necessary  for  preserving  the 
quality  of  the  water  shall  be  taken  or  used  under  this  act 
without  first  obtaining  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  de- 
partment of  public  health,  and  the  location  of  all  dams, 
reservoirs  and  wells  to  be  used  as  sources  of  water  supply 
under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said 
department.

preliminary  election;  provided,  that  at  least  ten  days  prior 
to  such  preliminary  election  he  shall  file  with  the  city  clerk 
a  statement  in  writing  of  his  candidacy,  and  with  it  the 
petition  of  at  least  fifty  voters,  qualified  to  vote  for  a 
candidate  for  the  said  office,  if  the  nomination  is  to  be 
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made  from  the  voters  of  a  ward,  and  of  at  least  three  hun- 
dred voters  so  quahfied  if  the  nomination  is  to  be  made  at 
large,  whose  signatures  on  said  petition  are  certified  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Said  petition  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  registrars  of  voters  on  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  second  Wednesday  preceding  the  day  on 
which  such  preliminary  election  is  to  be  held,  and  the  regis- 
trars shall  certify  thereon  the  number  of  signatures  thereon 
which  are  names  of  voters  in  said  city  qualified  to  sign  the 
same.  The  registrars  need  not  certify  a  greater  number  of 
names  than  are  required  to  make  a  nomination,  increased 
by  one  fifth  thereof.  Said  statement  and  petition  shall  be  in 
substantially  the  following  form :  —

Section  1.  Chapter  seven  hundred  and  one  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  2.  From  and  after  the  date  when  this  act 
becomes  fully  effective  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  board 
of  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Framingham,  in  addition  to 
any  and  all  powers  vested  in  them  on  said  date,  shall  be 
vested  with  all  of  the  powers  and  duties  heretofore  con- 
ferred by  law  upon  and  exercised  by  the  commissioners  of 
public  works,  including  the  powers  and  duties  of  water 
commissioners,  sewer  committee  and  highway  surveyors. 
No  contracts  or  liabilities  existing  at  the  time  of  the  ac-

tion  ten  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  — 
Section  10.     Every  manufacturer  of  wines  or  malt  beverages  Excise  on 
and  every  holder  of  a  foreign  manufacturer's  agency  license  ™c°'^Jfbetr^' 
for  the  sale  thereof  shall,  in  addition  to  the  license  fees  and  malt 
elsewhere  provided  in  this  act,  be  liable  for  and  pay  to  the  coulctufn'of. 
commonwealth  as  an  excise,  for  the  privilege  enjoyed  by 
him  as  such  manufacturer  or  foreign  manufacturer's  agency, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  and  every  barrel  of  thirty- 
one  gallons  of  wine  or  malt  beverages  sold   within   the 
commonwealth  by  such  manufacturer  or  foreign  manufac- 
turer's agency,   respectively,   or  a  proportionate  amount 
where  any  other  form  of  container  is  used.

of  trustees  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company, 
purchase  bonds  of  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company, 
hereinafter  called  the  company,  hereafter  issued  or  re- 
issued under  the  authority  of  section  eighteen  of  chapter 
three  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-one  for  the  purposes  of  paying  or  re- 
funding bonds,  coupon  notes  or  other  evidences  of  in-

Each  bond  issue  of  the  company  so  pur- 
chased shall  be  payable  not  later  than  three  years  from  the 
date  thereof,  and  shall  bear  interest  payable  semi-annually 
at  the  same  rate  as  the  notes  or  bonds  of  the  district  issued 
to  provide  funds  for  the  purchase  of  such  bond  issue  of  the 
company.  In  the  event  that  said  notes  or  bonds  of  the 
district  are  sold  at  a  discount  below  par,  the  bond  issue  of 
the  company  purchased  with  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be 
purchased  by  the  district  at  the  same  discount  below  par. 
Said  bonds  of  the  company,  both  as  to  income  and  principal, 
are  hereby  made  exempt  from  all  taxes  levied  under  au- 
thority of  the  commonwealth  while  held  by  the  district 
and  shall  contain  a  recital  to  such  effect.

Chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section 
twenty-six,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition 
thereof,  the  following  new  section :  —  Section  26 A .  Every 
corporation  heretofore  or  hereafter  organized  under  general 
or  special  law  for  any  purpose  mentioned  in  section  twenty- 
six  shall  annually,  on  or  before  November  first,  prepare  and 
submit  to  the  state  secretary  a  certificate  which  shall  be 
signed  and  sworn  to  by  its  president  and  treasurer,  or  its

This  section  shall  not  apply  to  literary,  benevolent, 
charitable,  scientific  or  religious  corporations  whose  real 
or  personal  property  is  exempt  from  taxation. 

Section  2.  Every  corporation  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  section  one  shall  prepare  and  submit  the  certificate  re- 
quired thereby  within  four  months  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  act.  Failure  by  such  a  corporation  to  comply  with  this 
section  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of  its  char- 
ter by  the  state  secretary.  The  filing  of  a  certificate  under 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  a  compliance  with  section  one 
for  the  current  year  by  the  corporation  filing  the  same.

Section  eight  of  chapter  fifty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out,  in  the  fifth,  sixth  and  twenty-ninth  lines,  the  word 
"five"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each  instance,  the 
word:  —  ten,  —  and  by  striking  out,  in  the  sixth  line,  the 
words  "dissolution  of  the  meeting"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words:  —  close  of  the  session  of  the  meeting 
at  which  said  vote  was  passed,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  8.     No  vote,  except  a  vote  to  adjourn  or  authorizing 
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the  borrowing  of  money  in  anticipation  of  the  receipt  of 
taxes  for  the  current  year,  passed  at  any  representative 
town  meeting  shall  be  operative  until  after  the  expiration 
of  ten  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays  and  holidays,  from  the 
close  of  the  session  of  the  meeting  at  which  said  vote  was 
passed.  If  within  said  ten  days,  a  petition,  signed  by  not 
less  than  three  hundred  registered  voters  of  the  town,  con- 
taining their  names  and  addresses  as  they  appear  on  the 
list  of  registered  voters,  is  filed  with  the  selectmen  asking 
that  the  question  or  questions  involved  in  such  vote  be 
submitted  to  the  registered  voters  of  the  town  at  large, 
then  the  selectmen,  after  the  expiration  of  five  days,  shall 
forthwith  call  a  special  meeting  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
presenting  to  the  registered  voters  at  large  the  question  or 
questions  so  involved.  The  polls  shall  be  opened  at  twelve 
o'clock  noon  and  shall  be  closed  not  earlier  than  eight 
o'clock  in  the  evening  and  all  votes  upon  any  questions  so 
submitted  shall  be  taken  by  ballot,  and  the  check  list  shall 
be  used  in  the  several  precinct  meetings  in  the  same  manner 
as  in  the  election  of  town  officers.

Where,  in  any  special  law,  April  first 
is  stated  as  the  date  as  of  which  the  legal  residence  of  any 
person  shall  be  determined,  such  residence  shall  be  de- 
termined as  of  January  first  instead  of  April  first. 

Section  10.  Section  thirty-two  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
one,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  sixth  line,  the  word  "March"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  December,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

—  Section  32.  Registrars  shall  seasonably  post  or  publish 
notices  stating  the  places  and  hours  for  holding  all  sessions, 
including  the  final  sessions  preceding  any  election,  and  also 
stating  that  after  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  last  day 
fixed  for  registration  they  will  not,  until  after  the  next  elec- 
tion, add  any  name  to  the  registers  except  the  names  of 
voters  examined  as  to  their  quahfications  between  the 
December  thirty-first  preceding  and  the  close  of  registration. 

Section  11.  Section  thirty-four  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
one,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in 
the  ninth  line  the  word  "March"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  December,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
— Section  34-  After  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  a  day  on 
which  registration  is  to  cease,  the  registrars  shall  not  regis- 
ter any  person  as  a  voter  until  after  the  next  primary  or 
election,  except  that  they  shall  furnish,  or  cause  to  be 
furnished,  to  each  person  waiting  in  line  at  said  hour  of 
ten  o'clock  for  the  purpose  of  being  registered  a  card  or  slip 
of  identification  bearing  such  person's  name  and  shall,  be- 
fore registration  ceases,  register  such  person  if  found 
qualified.  The  registrars  may,  however,  enter  or  correct 
on  the  registers  the  names  of  persons  whose  quahfications 
as  voters  have  been  examined  between  December  thirty- 
first  preceding  and  the  close  of  registration. 

Section  12.  Section  thirty-six  of  said  chapter  fifty-one, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
sixth  line,  and  in  the  form  set  forth  at  the  end  of  said  section, 
the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each 
instance,  the  word :  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

—  Section  36.  They  shall  keep  in  general  registers,  records 
of  all  persons  registered  as  qualified  to  vote  in  the  city  or 
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town.  They  shall  enter  therein  the  name  of  every  such 
voter  written  in  full,  or  instead  thereof  the  surname  and 
first  Christian  name  or  that  name  by  which  he  is  generally 
known,  written  in  full,  and  the  initial  of  every  other  name 
which  he  may  have,  and  also  his  age,  place  of  birth  and 
residence  on  January  first  preceding  or  at  the  time  of  be- 
coming an  inhabitant  of  the  city  or  town  after  said  day,  the 
date  of  his  registration  and  his  residence  at  such  date,  his 
occupation  and  the  place  thereof,  the  name  and  location  of 
the  court  which  has  issued  to  him  letters  of  naturalization 
and  the  date  thereof,  if  he  is  a  naturalized  citizen,  and  any 
other  particulars  necessary  to  identify  him  fully.  Except 
in  Boston,  the  general  registers  shall  have  uniform  headings 
in  substantially  the  following  form,  and  blank  books  suitable 
for  the  purpose  shall  be  provided  at  cost  by  the  state 
secretary  to  registrars  applying  therefor: 
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Section  13.  Section  thirty-seven  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
one,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  third  line,  the  words  "said  day"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words :  —  January  first,  —  and  by  strik- 
ing out,  in  the  fifth  and  eleventh  lines,  the  word  ''April" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each  instance,  the  word :  — 
January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  37.  The 
registrars,  after  April  first,  shall  prepare  an  annual  register 
containing  the  names  of  all  qualified  voters  in  their  city  or 
town  for  the  current  year,  beginning  with  January  first. 
Such  names  shall  be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  and, 
opposite  to  the  name  of  each  voter,  his  residence  on  Janu- 
ary first  preceding  or  on  any  subsequent  day  when  he  be- 
came an  inhabitant  of  the  city  or  town.  The  registrars 
shall  enter  in  the  annual  register  every  name  contained  in 
the  lists  transmitted  to  them  by  the  assessors  under  section 
five,  which  they  can  identify  as  that  of  a  person  whose 
name  was  borne  on  the  voting  list  of  the  city  or  town  at 
the  last  preceding  election  or  town  meeting,  giving  the 
residence  of  each  such  person  on  January  first,  which,  in  the 
case  of  a  person  assessed  a  poll  tax,  shall  be  the  place  at 
which  he  was  so  assessed.  They  shall  make  all  inquiries 
and  investigations  necessary  to  identify  such  person,  and 
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they  shall  not  enter  in  the  annual  register  the  name  of  a 
person  objected  to  by  any  registrar  until  such  person  has 
been  duly  notified  and  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 
They  shall  forthwith  enter  in  the  annual  register  the  name 
of  every  person  whose  qualifications  as  a  voter  have  been 
determined  by  them  in  the  current  year  and  whose  name 
has  accordingly  been  entered  in  the  general  register.  They 
shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  August  in  each  year, 
send  notice  in  writing  to  each  voter  of  the  preceding  year 
whose  name  has  not  been  entered  in  the  annual  register  of 
the  current  year  that  the  name  of  such  voter  has  not  been 
so  entered,  such  notice  to  be  sent  by  first  class  mail  enclosed 
in  an  envelope  bearing  the  proper  address  to  which  the 
same  may  be  returned  in  case  of  non-delivery,  and  the 
registrars  shall  prepare  a  list  of  the  names  of  voters  not  so 
entered,  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  in  their 
principal  office,  or  shall  be  posted  by  copy  in  the  places 
where  copies  of  voting  lists  are  required  to  be  posted  under 
section  fifty-seven  of  chapter  fifty-one.  This  section  shall 
not  apply  to  cities  and  towns  having  listing  boards. 

Section  14.  Section  forty-three  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
one,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  fifth  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  43.  Every  male  applicant  for  registration,  except 
in  cities  and  towns  having  listing  boards,  whose  name  has 
not  been  transmitted  to  the  registrars  as  provided  in  section 
five,  shall  present  a  tax  bill  or  notice  from  the  collector 
of  taxes,  or  a  certificate  from  the  assessors  showing  that  he 
was  assessed  as  a  resident  of  the  city  or  town  on  January 
first  preceding,  or  a  certificate  that  he  became  a  resident 
therein  at  least  six  months  preceding  the  election  at  which 
he  claims  the  right  to  vote,  and  the  same  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  his  residence. 

Section  15.  Section  fifty-five  of  said  chapter  fifty-one, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
fourth  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word :  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  65.  Registrars  shall,  from  the  names  entered  in 
the  annual  register  of  voters,  prepare  voting  lists  for  use  at 
elections.  In  such  voting  lists  they  shall  place  the  names  of 
all  voters  entered  on  the  annual  register,  and  no  others,  and 
opposite  to  the  name  of  each  his  residence  on  January  first 
preceding  or  at  the  time  of  his  becoming  an  inhabitant  of 
such  place  after  said  day.  They  may  enter  the  names  of 
women  voters  in  separate  columns  or  lists.  In  cities,  they 
shall  prepare  such  voting  lists  by  wards,  and  if  a  ward  or  a 
town  is  divided  into  voting  precincts,  they  shall  prepare  the 
same  by  precincts,  in  alphabetical  order,  or  by  streets. 
Names  shall  be  added  thereto  or  taken  therefrom  as 
persons  are  found  to  be  qualified  or  not  qualified  to  vote. 

Section  16.  Section  seven  of  chapter  fifty-three  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  strik- 
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ing  out,  in  the  second  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows :  —  Section  7.  Every  voter  signing  a  nomination 
paper  shall  sign  in  person,  with  his  name  as  registered,  and 
shall  state  his  residence  on  January  first  preceding,  and  the 
place  where  he  is  then  living,  with  the  street  and  number, 
if  any;  but  any  voter  who  is  prevented  by  physical  dis- 
ability from  writing  or  who  had  the  right  to  vote  on  May 
first,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  may  authorize 
some  person  to  write  his  name  and  residence  in  his  presence ; 
and  every  voter  may  sign  as  many  nomination  papers  for 
each  office  as  there  are  persons  to  be  elected  thereto,  and 
no  more.  Every  nomination  paper  of  a  candidate  for  a 
state  office  and,  except  where  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
of  a  candidate  for  a  city  or  town  office  shall  be  submitted, 
on  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  Friday 
preceding  the  day  on  which  it  must  be  filed,  to  the  registrars 
of  the  city  or  town  where  the  signers  appear  to  be  voters. 
In  each  case  the  registrars  shall  check  each  name  to  be 
certified  by  them  on  the  nomination  paper  and  shall  forth- 
with certify  thereon  the  number  of  signatures  so  checked 
which  are  names  of  voters  both  in  the  city  or  town  and  in 
the  district  or  division  for  which  the  nomination  is  made, 
and  only  names  so  checked  shall  be  deemed  to  be  names  of 
qualified  voters  for  the  purposes  of  nomination.  The 
registrars  need  not  certify  a  greater  number  of  names  than 
are  required  to  make  a  nomination,  increased  by  one  fifth 
thereof.  Names  not  certified  in  the  first  instance  shall  not 
thereafter  be  certified  on  the  same  nomination  papers. 
The  state  secretary  shall  not  be  required  to  receive  nomi- 
nation papers  for  a  candidate  after  receiving  such  papers 
containing  a  sufficient  number  of  certified  names  to  make  a 
nomination,  increased  by  one  fifth  thereof. 

Section  17.  Section  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  of 
chapter  fifty-four  of  the  General  Laws,  as  so  appearing,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  fifth  line,  the  word 
"April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word:  —  Janu- 
ary, —  so  that  the  first  paragraph  of  said  section  will  read 
as  follows :  — 

If,  on  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  third 
day  following  an  election  in  a  ward  of  a  city  or  in  a 
town,  ten  or  more  voters  of  such  ward  or  town,  except 
Boston,  and  in  Boston  fifty  or  more  voters  of  a  ward, 
shall  sign  in  person,  adding  thereto  their  respective  resi- 
dences on  the  preceding  January  first,  and  cause  to  be  filed 
with  the  city  or  town  clerk  a  statement  sworn  to  by  one  of 
the  subscribers  that  they  have  reason  to  believe  and  do 
believe  that  the  records,  or  copies  of  records,  made  by  the 
election  officers  of  certain  precincts  in  such  ward  or  town, 
or  in  case  of  a  town  not  voting  by  precincts,  by  the  election 
officers  of  such  town,  are  erroneous,  specifying  wherein 
they  deem  them  to  be  in  error  and  that  they  believe  a 
recount  of  the  ballots  cast  in  such  precincts  or  town  will 
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affect  the  election  of  one  or  more  candidates  voted  for  at 
such  election,  specifying  the  candidates,  or  will  affect  the 
decision  of  a  question  voted  upon  at  such  election,  specify- 
ing the  question,  the  city  or  town  clerk  shall  forthwith 
transmit  such  statement  and  the  envelope  containing  the 
ballots,  sealed,  to  the  registrars  of  voters,  who  shall,  with- 
out unnecessary  delay,  but  not  before  the  last  hour  for 
filing  requests  for  recounts  as  aforesaid,  open  the  envelopes, 
recount  the  ballots  and  determine  the  questions  raised; 
but  upon  a  recount  of  votes  for  town  officers  in  a  town 
where  the  selectmen  are  members  of  the  board  of  registrars 
of  voters,  the  recount  shall  be  made  by  the  moderator, 
who  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties 
conferred  or  imposed  by  this  section  upon  registrars  of 
voters. 

Section  18.  Section  two  of  chapter  fifty-eight  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out,  in  the  first  fine,  the  word  ''April"  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  January,  —  and  by  in- 
serting after  the  word  "fifty-nine",  in  the  third  line,  the 
words:  —  ,  sixty  A,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  2. 
The  commissioner  shall  annually,  on  or  before  January  first, 
forward  to  each  board  of  assessors  a  list  of  all  corporations 
known  to  him  to  be  liable  on  said  day  to  taxation  under 
chapters  fifty-nine,  sixty  A  and  sixty-three,  with  such 
other  information  as  in  his  judgment  will  assist  them  in  the 
assessment  of  taxes. 

Section  19.  Section  three  of  said  chapter  fifty-eight, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
first  line,  the  words  "before  April"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words:  —  about  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows :  —  Section  3.  The  commissioner  shall  annually, 
on  or  about  January  first,  furnish  to  each  board  of  assessors 
all  the  information  relating  to  the  assessment,  valuation 
and  ownership  of  property  taxable  in  their  town  that  has 
come  into  possession  of  his  department,  particularly  under 
chapter  sixty-five.  He  shall  give  to  said  assessors  any 
further  instruction  and  supervision  as  to  their  duties  needed 
to  secure  uniform  assessment  and  just  taxation,  and  to 
equalize  the  valuation  of  property  for  purposes  of  state, 
county  and  local  taxation. 

Section  20.  Section  thirteen  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
eight,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  first  line,  the  word  "twenty-five"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word :  —  thirty-five,  —  and  by  striking 
out,  in  the  second,  third,  sixth  and  eighth  lines,  the  word 
"April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each  instance,  the 
word:  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  13. 
In  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five  and  in  every  fifth 
year  thereafter  the  commissioner  shall  between  January 
first  and  June  first  determine  as  of  January  first  the  fair 
cash  value  of  all  land  in  every  town  owned  by  the  common- 
wealth and  used  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  institution,  a

fish  hatchery,  game  preserve  or  wild  Hfe  sanctuary,  a  state 
mihtary  camp  ground  or  a  state  forest;  and  he  shall  be- 
tween January  first  and  June  first  in  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-five  and  in  every  fifth  year  thereafter, 
determine  as  of  January  first  the  fair  cash  value  of  all  land 
in  every  town  held  by  county  commissioners  for  hospital 
purposes  under  sections  seventy-eight  to  ninety,  inclusive, 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven.  This  determination 
shall  be  in  such  detail  as  to  lots,  subdivisions  or  acreage  as 
the  commissioner  may  deem  necessary,  and  to  assist  him 
in  making  it  he  may  require  oral  or  written  information 
from  any  officer  or  agent  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  any 
county  or  town  therein  and  from  any  other  inhabitant 
thereof,  and  may  require  such  information  to  be  on  oath. 
Such  officers,  agents  and  persons,  so  far  as  able,  shall 
furnish  the  commissioner  with  the  required  information  in 
such  form  as  he  may  indicate,  within  fifteen  days  after 
being  so  requested  by  him. 

Section  21.  Section  fifteen  of  said  chapter  fifty-eight, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word 
"April"  in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  lines  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  January,  —  and  by  striking 
out  in  the  sixteenth  line  the  word  "May"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word :  —  February,  —  so  that  said  section 
will  read  as  follows:  —  Section  15.  The  valuation  deter- 
mined under  the  two  preceding  sections  shall  be  in  effect  for 
the  purposes  of  sections  seventeen  and  seventeen  A  during 
the  year  in  which  such  valuation  is  made  and  the  four 
succeeding  years,  and  until  another  valuation  is  made  under 
sections  thirteen  and  fourteen,  except  that  whenever  land 
is  acquired  by  the  commonwealth  or  by  county  commis- 
sioners for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  section  thirteen  the 
commissioner  shall  adopt  the  assessed  valuation  of  said 
land  made  in  the  year  last  preceding  such  acquisition,  and 
such  assessed  valuation  shall  be  the  valuation  of  the  land 
for  the  purposes  of  sections  seventeen  and  seventeen  A, 
until  a  new  valuation  is  made  by  the  commissioner  or  by 
the  board  of  tax  appeals  under  section  thirteen  or  fourteen ; 
provided,  that  as  to  land  used  for  a  state  forest  such  assessed 
valuation  shall  be  reduced  by  deducting  therefrom  the  value 
of  all  forest  products  removed  from  such  land  between 
January  first  on  which  it  was  last  assessed  and  January 
first  in  the  year  for  which  the  reimbursement  is  to  be  made, 
the  amount  thereof  to  be  certified  annually  before  February 
first  to  the  commissioner  by  the  state  forester. 

Section  22.  Section  twenty-one  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
eight,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  eighth  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  21.  Such  proportion  of  the  tax  paid  by  each  cor- 
poration, company  or  association  under  sections  fifty-three 
to  sixty,  inclusive,  of  chapter  sixty-three,  except  railroad, 
street  railway,  electric  railroad,  telephone,  telegraph,  gas, 
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electric  light,  gas  and  electric  light  and  water  companies, 
as  corresponds  to  the  proportion  of  its  stock  owned  by 
persons  residing  in  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  distributed, 
credited  and  paid  to  the  several  towns  in  which,  from  the 
returns  or  other  evidence,  it  appears  that  such  persons 
resided  on  January  first  preceding,  according  to  the  number 
of  shares  so  held  in  such  towns  respectively.  If  stock  is 
held  by  a  fiduciary,  the  beneficiary  shall  be  regarded  as  the 
shareholder  for  the  purpose  of  distribution  under  this  sec- 
tion, and  if  a  town  is  a  shareholder,  the  distribution  shall 
be  the  same  as  if  the  stock  were  owned  by  a  resident  there- 
of. 

Section  23.  Section  twenty-four  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
eight,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  thirteenth  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word:  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  —  Section  24-  The  corporate  franchise  tax  paid  by 
gas,  electric  light,  gas  and  electric  hght  and  water  companies 
shall  be  distributed,  credited  and  paid  to  towns  of  the  com- 
monwealth or  shall  be  retained  by  the  commonwealth  in 
the  manner  following:  Such  part  of  said  tax  paid  by  each 
of  said  corporations  as  is  paid  on  account  of  shares  of  its 
stock  owned  by  non-residents  of  Massachusetts  shall  be 
retained  by  the  commonwealth.  The  remainder  of  such 
tax  shall  be  distributed,  credited  and  paid  to  the  town  of 
the  commonwealth  where  the  business  of  the  corporation 
is  carried  on;  and  if  any  such  corporation  carries  on  its 
business  in  more  than  one  such  town,  this  part  of  the  tax 
paid  by  it  shall  be  distributed,  credited  and  paid  to  such 
towns  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  the  works,  structures, 
real  estate,  machinery,  poles,  underground  conduits,  wires 
and  pipes  of  the  corporation  in  each  of  them  on  January 
first,  as  determined  from  the  returns  or  in  any  other  manner. 

Section  24.  Section  twenty-six  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
eight,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  sixth  and  eleventh  lines,  the  word  "April"  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof,  in  each  instance,  the  word:  — 
January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  26.  A 
guardian  who  holds,  or  whose  ward  holds,  shares  of  stock 
in  any  corporation  the  tax  on  whose  shares  is  distributed  in 
whole  or  in  part  according  to  the  residence  of  the  share- 
holder, including  banks  located  in  the  commonwealth 
liable  to  taxation,  and  an  executor,  administrator,  trustee 
or  other  person  who  holds  in  trust  any  such  stock,  shall 
annually,  between  January  first  and  tenth,  return  under 
oath  to  the  commissioner  the  names  and  residences,  on  the 
first  day  of  that  month,  of  themselves  and  of  all  such  wards 
or  other  persons  to  whom  any  part  of  the  income  from  such 
stock  is  payable,  the  number  of  shares  of  stock  so  held  and 
the  name  and  location  of  the  corporation. 

A  partnership  shall  annually,  between  January  first  and 
tenth,  make  a  like  return,  stating  the  amount  of  such  stock 
owned  by  the  firm,  the  names  and  residences  of  all  the 
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partners  and  the  proportional  interest  or  ownership  of 
each  partner  in  said  stock. 

If  a  guardian,  executor,  administrator,  trustee  or  partner- 
ship neglects  to  make  the  returns  required  by  this  section 
on  or  before  April  tenth  of  each  year,  the  commissioner 
shall  give  notice  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  such  fiduciary 
or  partnership  of  such  default.  If  such  fiduciary  or 
partnership  omits  to  file  said  return  within  thirty  days 
after  such  notice  of  default  has  been  given,  he  or  it  shall 
forfeit  to  the  commonwealth  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars  for  each  day  for  fifteen  days  after  the  ex- 
piration of  said  thirty  days,  and  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  day  thereafter  during 
which  such  default  continues,  or  any  other  sum,  not  greater 
than  the  maximum  forfeiture,  which  the  court  may  deem 
just  and  equitable.  Such  forfeiture  may  be  recovered  as 
provided  in  chapter  sixty-three. 

Section  25.  Section  six  of  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out,  in  the  fifth  fine,  the  words  "in  September" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words :  —  on  July  first,  — 
so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  6.  Property  held  by  a 
city,  town  or  district,  including  the  metropolitan  water 
district,  in  another  city  or  town  for  the  purpose  of  a  water 
supply,  the  protection  of  its  sources,  or  of  sewage  disposal, 
if  yielding  no  rent,  shall  not  be  liable  to  taxation  therein; 
but  the  city,  town  or  district  so  holding  it  shall,  annually 
on  July  first,  pay  to  the  city  or  town  where  it  lies  an  amount 
equal  to  that  which  such  city  or  town  would  receive  for 
taxes  upon  the  average  of  the  assessed  values  of  the  land, 
which  shall  not  include  buildings  or  other  structures  except 
in  the  case  of  land  taken  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the 
sources  of  an  existing  water  supply,  for  the  three  years  last 
preceding  the  acquisition  thereof,  the  valuation  for  each 
year  being  reduced  by  all  abatements  thereon.  Any  part 
of  such  land  or  buildings  from  which  any  revenue  in  the 
nature  of  rent  is  received  shall  be  subject  to  taxation. 

If  such  land  is  part  of  a  larger  tract  which  has  been 
assessed  as  a  whole,  its  assessed  valuation  in  any  year  shall 
be  taken  to  be  that  proportional  part  of  the  valuation  of  the 
whole  tract  which  the  value  of  the  land  so  acquired,  ex- 
clusive of  buildings,  bore  in  that  year  to  the  value  of  the 
entire  estate. 

Section  26.  Section  eight  of  said  chapter  fifty-nine,  as 
amended  by  chapter  eighty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-three,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  fourth  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  January,  —  and  by  striking  out,  in  the 
seventh  line,  the  word  "July"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word:  —  April,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  8. 
Individuals  or  partnerships  owning  an  interest  in  any  ship 
or  vessel  which  has  during  the  period  of  its  business  in  the 
year  preceding  January  first  been  engaged  in  interstate  or 
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foreign  carrying  trade  or  engaged  exclusively  in  fishing  and 
documented  and  carrying  "papers"  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  shall  annually,  on  or  before  April  first  follow- 
ing, make  a  return  on  oath  to  the  assessors  of  the  town 
where  such  individuals  reside  or  where  such  partnerships 
are  taxable  under  clause  seventh  of  section  eighteen,  re- 
spectively, setting  forth  the  name  of  the  ship  or  vessel,  their 
interest  therein,  and  the  value  of  such  interest.  If  the 
assessors  are  satisfied  of  the  truth  of  the  return  they  shall 
assess  an  excise  tax  of  one  third  of  one  per  cent  upon  such 
interest ;  and  the  person  or  partnership  making  such  return 
shall  be  exempt  from  any  tax  upon  said  interest  other  than 
that  assessed  under  this  section. 

Section  27.  Section  nine  of  said  chapter  fifty-nine,  as 
appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  second  line,  the  word 
''April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word:  —  January, 
—  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  9.  The  poll  tax  shall 
be  assessed  upon  each  person  liable  thereto  in  the  town  of 
which  he  is  an  inhabitant  on  January  first  in  each  year, 
except  in  cases  otherwise  provided  for  by  law.  The  poll 
tax  of  minors  liable  to  taxation  shall  be  assessed  to,  and 
in  the  place  of  the  residence  of,  the  parents  or  guardians 
having  control  of  the  persons  of  such  minors;  but  if  a 
minor  has  no  parent  or  guardian  within  the  commonwealth, 
he  shall  be  personally  taxed  for  his  poll,  as  if  he  were  of  full 
age.  The  poll  tax  of  every  other  person  under  guardian- 
ship shall  be  assessed  to  his  guardian  in  the  place  where 
the  guardian  is  taxed  for  his  own  poll.  In  a  city  each  in- 
habitant liable  to  assessment  shall  be  assessed  in  the  ward 
where  he  dwells;  but  no  tax  shall  be  invalid  by  reason  of  a 
mistake  of  the  assessors  in  ascertaining  the  ward  where  a 
person  should  be  assessed. 

Section  28.  Section  ten  of  said  chapter  fifty-nine,  as 
so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  first 
line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word:  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  10. 
A  person  liable  to  a  poll  tax,  who  is  in  a  town  on  January 
first,  and  who,  when  inquired  of  by  the  assessors  thereof, 
refuses  to  state  his  legal  residence,  shall  for  the  purpose  of 
taxation  be  deemed  an  inhabitant  thereof.  If  he  desig- 
nates another  town  as  his  legal  residence,  said  assessors  shall 
notify  the  assessors  of  such  other  town,  who  shall  thereupon 
tax  him  as  an  inhabitant  thereof;  but  he  shall  not  be  exempt 
from  the  payment  of  a  tax  legally  assessed  upon  him  in  his 
legal  domicile. 

Section  29.  Section  eleven  of  said  chapter  fifty-nine, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
third  and  fifth  lines,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof,  in  each  instance,  the  word :  —  January,  —  so  as  to 
read  as  follows:  —  Section  11.  Taxes  on  real  estate  shall 
be  assessed,  in  the  town  where  it  lies,  to  the  person  who  is 
either  the  owner  or  in  possession  thereof  on  January  first, 
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and  the  person  appearing  of  record,  in  the  records  of  the 
county,  or  of  the  district,  if  such  county  is  divided  into 
districts,  where  the  estate  Hes,  as  owner  on  January  first, 
even  though  deceased,  shall  be  held  to  be  the  true  owner 
thereof,  and  so  shall  the  person  so  appearing  of  record  under 
a  tax  deed  not  invahd  on  its  face.  Real  estate  held  by  a 
religious  society  as  a  ministerial  fund  shall  be  assessed  to  its 
treasurer  in  the  town  where  the  land  lies.  Buildings  erected 
on  land  leased  by  the  commonwealth  under  section  twenty- 
six  of  chapter  seventy-five  shall  be  assessed  to  the  lessees, 
or  their  assignees,  at  the  value  of  said  buildings.  Except  as 
provided  in  the  three  following  sections,  mortgagors  of  real 
estate  shall  for  the  purpose  of  taxation  be  deemed  the 
owners  until  the  mortgagee  takes  possession,  after  which  the 
mortgagee  shall  be  deemed  the  owner. 

Section  30.  Section  eighteen  of  said  chapter  fifty-nine, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
third,  ninth  and  twenty-second  lines,  the  word  "April"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each  instance,  the  word:  — 
January,  —  so  that  the  opening  paragraph  and  paragraph 
First  and  Second  of  said  section  will  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  18.  All  taxable  personal  estate  within  or  without 
the  commonwealth  shall  be  assessed  to  the  owner  in  the 
town  where  he  is  an  inhabitant  on  January  first,  except  as 
provided  in  chapter  sixty-three  and  in  the  following  clauses 
of  this  section : 

First,  All  tangible  personal  property,  including  that  of 
persons  not  inhabitants  of  the  commonwealth,  except  ships 
and  vessels  used  in  or  designed  for  use  in  carrying  trade  or 
commercial  fishing,  shall,  unless  exempted  by  section  five, 
be  taxed  to  the  owner  in  the  town  where  it  is  situated  on 
January  first. 

Second,  Machinery  employed  in  any  branch  of  manu- 
facture or  in  supplying  or  distributing  water,  including 
machines  used  or  operated  under  a  stipulation  providing 
for  the  payment  of  a  royalty  or  compensation  in  the  nature 
of  a  royalty  for  the  privilege  of  using  or  operating  the  same, 
and  all  tangible  personal  property  within  the  common- 
wealth leased  for  profit,  or,  in  the  case  of  domestic  business 
and  foreign  corporations  as  defined  in  section  thirty  of 
chapter  sixty-three  and  domestic  manufacturing  corpora- 
tions as  defined  in  section  thirty-eight  C  of  said  chapter 
and  foreign  manufacturing  corporations  as  defined  in 
section  forty-two  B  of  said  chapter,  machinery  used  in  the 
conduct  of  their  business,  shall  be  assessed  where  such 
machinery  or  tangible  personal  property  is  situated  to  the 
owner  or  any  person  having  possession  of  the  same  on 
January  first. 

Section  31.  Section  nineteen  of  said  chapter  fifty-nine, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
third  hne,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word :  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section 
19.     Personal  property  mortgaged  or  pledged  shall  for  the 
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purpose  of  taxation  be  deemed  the  property  of  the  party  in 
possession  thereof  on  January  first. 

Section  32.  Said  chapter  fifty-nine  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  twenty,  as  so  appearing, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  20. 
When  a  state  tax  is  to  be  assessed,  or  an  assessment  is 
required  to  reimburse  the  commonwealth  under  section 
forty-one  of  chapter  forty-four  for  expenses  incurred  under 
sections  thirty-five  to  forty,  inclusive,  of  said  chapter,  the 
state  treasurer  shall  send  by  mail  to  the  assessors  of  the 
several  towns  his  warrants  for  the  assessment  thereof, 
in  such  amounts  as  may  be  estimated  by  the  commis- 
sioner. 

Section  33.  Said  chapter  fifty-nine  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  twenty-one,  as  so  appear- 
ing, and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section 
21.  The  assessors  shall  assess  state  taxes,  including  all 
lawful  assessments  by  the  commonwealth  for  which  they 
receive  warrants  under  the  preceding  section  and  county 
taxes  duly  certified  to  them,  or  they  may  assess  such  state 
and  county  taxes  as  estimated  in  advance  by  the  commis- 
sioner. They  shall  also  assess  town  taxes  voted  by  their 
respective  towns  and  all  taxes  duly  voted  and  certified  by 
fire,  water,  light  and  improvement  districts  therein.  Such 
district  taxes  shall  be  subject  to  the  law  relative  to  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  town  taxes,  so  far  as  applicable. 
Except  as  otherwise  provided,  all  taxes  shall  be  assessed  as 
of  January  first. 

Section  34.  Section  twenty-nine  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
last  three  sentences  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  —  It  shall  also  require  all  persons,  except  cor- 
porations making  returns  to  the  commissioner  of  insurance 
as  required  by  section  thirty-eight  of  chapter  one  hundred 
and  seventy-six,  to  bring  in  to  the  assessors  before  a  date 
therein  specified,  which  shall  not  be  later  than  March  first 
following,  unless  the  assessors  for  cause  shown  extend  the 
time  to  April  first,  true  fists,  similarly  itemized,  of  all  real 
and  personal  estate  held  by  them  respectively  for  literary, 
temperance,  benevolent,  charitable  or  scientific  purposes 
on  January  first  preceding,  or  at  the  election  of  any  such 
corporation  on  the  last  day  of  its  fiscal  year  last  preceding 
said  January  first,  and  to  state  the  amount  of  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  said  purposes  during  the  year  last  preceding 
said  days.  The  assessors  may  require  from  any  person 
claiming  under  the  seventeenth,  eighteenth,  twenty-second 
or  twenty-third  clause  of  section  five  an  exemption  from 
taxation,  a  full  list  of  all  such  person's  taxable  property, 
both  real  and  personal. 

Section  35.  Section  thirty-three  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  fifth  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
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Section  S3.  All  persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  storing 
or  keeping  merchandise  in  storage  warehouses  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  a  request  therefor  by  the  assessors  of  the 
town  where  said  property  is  so  stored  or  kept,  permit  said 
assessors  to  copy  from  their  records  a  list  of  the  names  and 
addresses  of  all  persons  who  appear,  on  January  first  in 
such  year,  to  have  any  such  property  stored  or  kept  in  any 
such  warehouse;  but  such  persons  shall  not  be  required  to 
furnish  lists  of  persons  having  property  stored  in  warehouses 
which  is  composed  of  imported  goods  in  original  packages 
and  owned  by  the  importer,  or  of  goods  that  have  been 
received  for  export  trade.  Failure  to  comply  with  this 
section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
ninety  days. 

Section  36.  Section  thirty-nine  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  seventh  line,  the  word  "June"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word:  —  March,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  — 
Section  39.  The  valuation  at  which  the  machinery,  poles, 
wires  and  underground  conduits,  wires  and  pipes  of  all 
telephone  and  telegraph  companies  shall  be  assessed  by  the 
assessors  of  the  respective  towns  where  such  property  is 
subject  to  taxation  shall  be  determined  annually  by  the 
commissioner,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  board  of  tax  appeals, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  by  him  be  certified  to 
the  assessors  on  or  before  March  fifteenth.  A  board  of 
assessors  aggrieved  by  a  valuation  made  by  the  commis- 
sioner under  this  section  may,  within  ten  days  after  notice 
of  his  valuation,  apply  to  said  board  of  tax  appeals.  Said 
board  shall  hear  and  decide  the  subject  matter  of  such 
appeal  and  give  notice  of  its  decision  to  the  commissioner 
and  to  the  assessors ;  and  its  decision  as  to  the  valuation  of 
the  property  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  section  seventy-three,  relative  to  abatements. 
The  assessors  shall,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  assess 
the  machinery,  poles,  wires  and  underground  conduits, 
wires  and  pipes  of  all  telephone  and  telegraph  companies 
as  certified  and  at  the  value  determined  by  the  commis- 
sioner or  by  the  board  of  tax  appeals,  and  such  assessment 
by  a  board  of  assessors  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  full  com- 
pliance with  the  oath  of  office  of  each  assessor  and  a  full 
performance  of  his  official  duty  with  relation  to  the  assess- 
ment of  such  property,  except  as  provided  in  the  following 
section. 

Section  37.  Section  forty-one  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  fourth  fine,  the  word  "June"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  March,  —  and  by  striking  out,  in  the 
ninth  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word :  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  4I .  Every  telephone  or  telegraph  company  owning 
any  property  required  to  be  valued  by  the  commissioner 
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under  section  thirty-nine  shall  annually,  on  or  before  a  date 
determined  by  the  commissioner  but  in  no  case  later  than 
March  first,  make  a  return  to  the  commissioner  signed  and 
sworn  to  by  its  treasurer.  This  return  shall  be  in  the  form 
and  detail  prescribed  by  the  commissioner  and  shall  con- 
tain all  information  which  he  shall  consider  necessary  to 
enable  him  to  make  the  valuations  required  by  section 
thirty-nine,  and  shall  relate,  so  far  as  is  possible,  to  the 
situation  of  the  company  and  its  property  on  January  first 
of  the  year  when  made.  Property  returned  to  the  com- 
missioner as  herein  provided  need  not  be  included  in  the 
list  required  to  be  filed  by  a  telephone  or  telegraph  com- 
pany under  section  twenty-nine. 

Section  38.  Section  forty-five  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  second  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word:  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  — 
Section  45.  The  commissioner  shall  provide  each  city  and 
town,  on  or  before  January  first  annually,  suitable  books 
for  the  use  of  the  assessors  in  the  assessment  of  taxes,  which 
shall  contain  blank  columns,  with  uniform  headings  for  a 
valuation  list,  and  blank  tables  for  aggregates,  in  the  fol- 
lowing form  or  in  such  other  form  as  the  commissioner  shall 
from  time  to  time  determine;  provided,  that  in  lieu  of  the 
valuation  list  provided  for  in  this  section  and  the  preceding 
two  sections,  the  assessors  of  any  city  or  town  may,  with 
the  assent  of  the  commissioner,  prepare  a  valuation  list 
upon  books  furnished  by  the  city  or  town  and  in  such  form 
as  the  commissioner  shall  approve,  and  that,  for  the  sepa- 
rate listing  of  poll  taxes  under  section  four  of  chapter  sixty, 
such  portion  of  the  books  furnished  by  the  commissioner 
as  he  shall  determine  may  contain  only  the  first  three 
columns  of  said  form. 

Section  39.  Said  chapter  fifty-nine,  as  so  appearing, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  form 
appended  to  section  forty-five  the  word  "April"  wherever 
it  appears  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  — 
January. 

Section  40.  Section  forty-seven  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  third  line,  the  word  "October"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  July,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  47.  The  assessors  shall  fill  up  the  table  of  aggre- 
gates by  an  enumeration  of  the  necessary  items  included 
in  the  lists  of  valuation  and  assessments,  and  shall  annually, 
on  or  before  July  first,  deposit  in  the  ofl&ce  of  the  com- 
missioner an  attested  copy  of  the  same. 

Section  41.  Section  forty-nine  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  second  line,  the  word  "October"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word :  —  July,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
—  Section  49.  The  assessors,  except  those  of  Boston,  on  or 
before  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-two,  and  in 
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every  third  year  thereafter,  shall  deposit  in  the  office  of  the 
commissioner,  in  books  to  be  by  him  provided  for  the  pur- 
pose, a  copy  of  the  assessors'  valuation  books  of  those 
years,  to  be  by  them  certified  under  oath.  This  shall  not 
excuse,  in  such  years,  the  filing  of  a  separate  copy  of  the 
table  of  aggregates  under  section  forty-seven. 

Section  42.  Said  chapter  fifty-nine  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  fifty-seven,  as  amended 
by  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  57.  Taxes  shall  be 
payable  in  every  city,  town  and  district  in  which  the  same 
are  assessed,  in  two  equal  instalments,  on  July  first  and  on 
October  first  of  each  year,  and  bills  for  the  same  shall  be 
sent  out  not  later  than  June  fourteenth  of  each  year.  On 
all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  November  first  of  the 
year  in  which  they  are  payable,  interest  shall  be  paid  at 
the  following  rates,  computed  from  October  first  of  such 
year:  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum  on  all  taxes, 
and,  by  way  of  penalty,  at  the  additional  rate  of  two  per 
cent  per  annum  on  the  amount  of  all  taxes  in  excess  of 
three  hundred  dollars  assessed  to  any  taxpayer,  in  any  one 
city  or  town,  if  such  taxes  remain  unpaid  after  December 
thirty-first  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  payable.  Bills  for 
taxes  assessed  under  section  seventy-five  shall  be  sent  out 
not  later  than  December  twenty-sixth,  and  such  taxes 
shall  be  payable  not  later  than  December  thirty-first.  If 
they  remain  unpaid  after  that  date,  interest  shall  be  paid 
at  the  rates  above  specified,  computed  from  December 
thirty-first  until  the  day  of  payment,  but  if,  in  any  case, 
the  tax  bill  is  sent  out  later  than  December  twenty-sixth, 
said  taxes  shall  be  payable  not  later  than  ten  days  from  the 
day  upon  which  said  bill  is  sent  out,  and  interest  shall  be 
computed  from  the  fifteenth  day  following  the  date  when 
the  tax  becomes  due.  In  all  cases  where  interest  is  payable 
it  shall  be  added  to  and  become  a  part  of  the  tax. 

Section  43.  Said  chapter  fifty-nine,  as  amended  in 
section  fifty-nine  by  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
sixty-five  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  said  section 
fifty-nine  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  — 
Section  69.  A  person  aggrieved  by  the  taxes  assessed  upon 
him  may,  on  or  before  December  first  of  the  year  to  which 
the  tax  relates,  apply  to  the  assessors  for  an  abatement 
thereof;  and  if  they  find  him  taxed  at  more  than  his  just 
proportion,  or  upon  an  assessment  of  any  of  his  property 
in  excess  of  its  fair  cash  value,  they  shall  make  a  reasonable 
abatement.  A  person  aggrieved  by  a  tax  assessed  upon 
him  under  section  seventy-five  or  reassessed  upon  him 
under  section  seventy-seven  may  apply  for  such  abatement 
at  any  time  within  six  months  after  notice  of  such  assess- 
ment or  reassessment  is  sent  to  him.  A  tenant  of  real 
estate  paying  rent  therefor  and  under  obligation  to  pay 
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more  than  one  half  of  the  taxes  thereon  may  apply  for 
such  abatement.  If  a  person  other  than  the  person  to 
whom  a  tax  on  real  estate  is  assessed  is  the  owner  thereof,  or 
has  an  interest  therein,  or  is  in  possession  thereof,  and  pays 
the  tax,  he  may  thereafter  prosecute  in  his  own  name  any 
application,  appeal  or  action  provided  by  law  for  the 
abatement  or  recovery  of  such  tax,  which  after  the  pay- 
ment thereof  shall  be  deemed  for  the  purposes  of  such 
application,  appeal  or  action,  to  have  been  assessed  to  the 
person  so  paying  the  same. 

Section  44.  Section  seventy-tliree  of  said  chapter 
fifty-nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out,  in  the  third  line,  the  words  "within  one  year  after 
April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words:  —  on  or 
before  December,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  73. 
Any  company  aggrieved  by  the  taxes  assessed  on  it  relating 
to  any  property  valued  in  accordance  with  section  thirty- 
nine  may,  on  or  before  December  first  of  the  year  to  which 
the  tax  relates,  apply  to  the  commissioner  for  an  abatement 
thereof;  and  if  the  commissioner  finds  that  the  company 
is  taxed  at  more  than  its  just  proportion,  or  upon  an 
assessment  of  any  of  its  said  property  in  excess  of  its  fair 
cash  value,  he  shall  make  a  reasonable  abatement.  No 
company  which  has  not  duly  filed  the  return  required  by 
section  forty-one  shall  have  an  abatement  unless  it  shall 
furnish  to  the  commissioner  a  reasonable  excuse  for  the 
delay,  or  unless  such  tax  exceeds  by  more  than  fifty  per 
cent  the  amount  of  the  tax  which  would  have  been  assessed 
on  such  property  if  the  return  had  been  seasonably  filed, 
and  in  such  case  only  the  excess  over  such  fifty  per  cent 
shall  be  abated.  Whenever  any  application  for  abatement 
hereunder  is  made,  the  commissioner  shall  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  assessors  of  the  town  in  which  is  located  any 
of  the  property  with  reference  to  which  an  abatement  of 
the  tax  is  asked  for,  and  such  assessors  may  appear  before 
the  commissioner  and  be  heard  by  him  with  relation  to  the 
subject  of  the  abatement.  The  commissioner  shall,  within 
ten  days  after  his  decision  on  an  application  for  abatement 
hereunder,  give  written  notice  thereof  to  the  applicant 
and  to  the  assessors.  A  company  aggrieved  by  the  refusal 
of  the  commissioner  to  abate  a  tax  hereunder  may  prose- 
cute an  appeal  from  his  decision  in  the  manner  and  to  the 
tribunals  provided  for  a  person  aggrieved  by  the  refusal  of 
assessors  to  abate  a  tax,  and  all  laws  relating  to  such  an 
appeal  from  a  refusal  of  assessors  to  abate  a  tax  shall 
apply  in  proceedings  hereunder. 

Section  45.  Section  seventy-four  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  tenth  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  74-  Whenever  an  abatement  is  finally  made  to  any 
corporation  taxable  under  chapter  sixty-three  upon  any 
tax  assessed  by  the  assessors  of  any  town,  upon  or  in  respect 
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of  works,  structures,  real  estate,  motor  vehicles,  machin- 
ery, poles,  undergrounci  conduits,  wires  and  pipes,  the 
assessors,  commissioners  or  court  granting  such  abatement 
shall  forthwith  notify  the  commissioner  thereof,  and  shall 
state  in  such  notice  what  sum  was  determined  by  such 
assessors,  commissioners  or  court  to  have  been  the  full  and 
fair  cash  value  of  such  works,  structures,  real  estate,  machin- 
ery, poles,  underground  conduits,  wires  and  pipes  on  the 
first  day  of  January  on  which  the  tax  so  abated  was  origi- 
nally assessed  or  to  have  been  the  proper  value  of  any  such 
motor  vehicle  owned  by  such  corporation  and  assessed 
under  chapter  sixty  A. 

Section  46.  Section  eighty-three  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  second  line,  the  word  "July"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  April,  —  and  by  striking  out,  in  the 
eighth  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word :  — ■  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  83.  Assessors  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  of  April,  return  to  the  commissioner  the  names  of 
all  domestic  and  foreign  corporations,  except  banks  of 
issue  and  deposit,  having  a  capital  stock  divided  into 
shares,  organized  for  the  purposes  of  business  or  profit  and 
established  in  their  respective  towns  or  owning  real  estate 
therein,  and  a  detailed  statement  of  the  works,  structures, 
real  estate,  machinery,  poles,  underground  conduits,  wires 
and  pipes  owned  by  each  of  said  corporations  and  situated 
in  such  town,  with  the  value  thereof,  on  January  first 
preceding,  and  the  amount  at  which  the  same  is  assessed 
in  said  town  for  the  then  current  year.  The  assessors  shall 
at  the  same  time  return  to  the  commissioner  a  detailed 
statement  of  all  motor  vehicles  owned  by  each  such  cor- 
poration and  the  amount  at  which  each  such  vehicle  is 
assessed  under  chapter  sixty  A  for  said  year.  An  assessor 
neglecting  to  comply  with  this  section  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  47.  Section  eighty-four  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  second  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  84-  If  the  assessors  of  a  town  ascertain  that  the 
aggregate  valuation  thereof  has  been  diminished  since 
January  first  of  the  preceding  year,  they  shall  return  with 
the  table  of  aggregates,  or  with  the  books,  which  they  are 
required  by  sections  forty-seven,  forty-eight  and  forty- 
nine  to  deposit  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner,  a  state- 
ment, on  oath,  of  the  causes  which  in  their  opinion  have 
produced  such  diminution. 

Section  48.  Section  eighty-five  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  first  line,  the  word  "September"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word :  —  July,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 
—  Section  85.     Assessors  shall  annually,  on  or  before  July 
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first,  make  a  return  to  the  commissioner,  in  such  form  as 
he  may  prescribe,  of  the  value  of  property  exempted  from 
taxation  under  clauses  twenty-second  and  twenty-third  of 
section  five,  together  with  the  amount  of  taxes  which  would 
have  been  assessed  on  such  property  but  for  said  exemption. 

Section  49.  Section  eighty-six  of  said  chapter  fifty- 
nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  first  line,  the  word  "October"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  July,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  86.  Assessors  shall  annually,  on  or  before  July  first, 
forward  to  the  commissioner  a  statement  showing  the  whole 
amount  of  exempted  property  entered  upon  the  valuation 
lists  of  their  respective  towns  in  accordance  with  section 
fifty-one,  and  the  amount  in  each  class,  and  stating  sepa- 
rately the  aggregate  amount  belonging  to  each  class  em- 
braced in  clause  third  of  section  five,  and  shall  also  forward 
such  lists  and  statements  required  by  section  twenty-nine 
relative  to  real  and  personal  property  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion under  said  clause  as  have  been  received  by  them. 

Section  50.  Chapter  sixty  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  three,  as  so  appear- 
ing, and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section 
3.  The  collector  shall  forthwith,  after  receiving  a  tax  list 
and  warrant,  send  notice  to  each  person  assessed,  resident 
or  non-resident,  of  the  amount  of  his  tax;  if  mailed,  it  shall 
be  postpaid  and  directed  to  the  town  where  the  assessed 
person  resided  on  January  first  of  the  year  in  which  the  tax 
was  assessed,  and,  if  he  resides  in  a  city,  it  shall,  if  possible, 
be  directed  to  the  street  and  number  of  his  residence.  If 
he  is  assessed  for  a  poll  tax  only,  the  notice  shall  be  sent 
on  or  about  June  fourteenth  of  the  year  in  which  the  tax 
is  assessed.  An  omission  to  send  the  notice  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  either  of  a  tax  or  of  the  proceedings  for  its 
collection.  All  tax  bills  or  notices  issued  pursuant  to  this 
section  shall  be  dated  January  first  of  the  year  to  which  the 
tax  relates.  The  tax  notice  and  bill  shall  state  that  all 
checks,  drafts  or  money  orders  shall  be  made  payable  to  or 
to  the  order  of  the  city,  town  or  district  and  not  to  or  to  the 
order  of  any  officer,  board  or  commission. 

Section  51.  Section  sixteen  of  said  chapter  sixty,  as 
amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  fourteenth 
line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word:  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  16. 
The  collector  shall,  before  selling  the  land  of  a  resident,  or 
non-resident,  or  distraining  the  goods  of  any  person,  or 
arresting  him  for  his  tax,  serve  on  him  a  statement  of  the 
amount  thereof  with  a  demand  for  its  payment.  If  two 
or  more  parcels  of  land  are  assessed  in  the  name  of  a  resident, 
or  non-resident,  the  statement  of  the  aggregate  amount  of 
the  taxes  thereon  may  be  made  in  one  demand.  Such 
demand  may  also  include  taxes  due  on  account  of  tangible 
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personal  property  and  any  motor  vehicle  excise  tax.  If 
the  heirs  of  a  deceased  person,  co-partners  or  two  or  more 
persons  are  jointly  assessed,  service  need  be  made  on  only 
one  of  them.  Such  demand  for  the  tax  upon  land  may  be 
made  upon  the  person  occupying  the  same  on  January  first 
of  the  year  in  which  the  tax  is  assessed.  No  demand  need 
be  made  on  a  mortgagee,  unless  he  has  given  notice  under 
section  thirty-eight,  in  which  case  no  demand  need  be  made 
on  the  owner  or  occupant.  Demand  shall  be  made  by  the 
collector  by  mailing  the  same  to  the  last  or  usual  place  of 
business  or  abode,  or  to  the  address  best  known  to  him,  and 
failure  to  receive  the  same  shall  not  invalidate  a  tax  or 
any  proceedings  for  the  enforcement  or  collection  of  the 
same. 

Section  52.  Said  chapter  sixty  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  twenty-two,  as  so  appear- 
ing, and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section 
22.  After  the  delivery  of  a  tax,  including  assessments  for 
betterments  or  other  purposes  but  not  including  a  poll  tax, 
to  a  collector  for  collection,  the  owner  of  the  estate  or  person 
assessed  or  a  person  in  behalf  of  said  owner  or  person  may, 
if  the  tax  or  assessments  are  upon  real  estate,  at  any  time 
and  from  time  to  time  up  to  the  date  when  advertisements 
may  be  prepared  for  the  sale  of  the  same,  and  if  it  is  a 
personal  tax,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time  up  to  the 
date  when  a  warrant  or  other  process  may  be  issued  for 
the  enforcement  and  collection  thereof,  tender  to  the  col- 
lector a  partial  payment  of  the  tax  not  less  than  ten  per 
cent  of  the  total  tax  but  in  no  event  less  in  amount  than 
ten  dollars,  which  shall  be  received,  receipted  for  and 
apphed  toward  the  payment  of  the  tax.  The  acceptance 
of  any  partial  payment  in  accordance  with  this  section  shall 
not  invalidate  any  demand  made  for  a  tax,  prior  to  the 
acceptance  of  such  partial  payment;  provided  that  the 
amount  stated  in  the  demand  was  the  amount  due  at  the 
date  when  the  demand  was  made.  If  in  any  court  it  shall 
be  determined  that  the  tax  is  more  than  the  amount  so 
paid,  judgment  shall  be  entered  for  such  excess  and  interest 
upon  the  amount  thereof  to  the  date  of  the  judgment,  and 
on  the  amount  paid  to  the  date  of  payment,  with  costs  if 
otherwise  recoverable.  The  part  payment  authorized  by 
this  section  shall  not  affect  a  right  of  tender,  lien  or  other 
provision  of  law  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount  of  such  tax, 
or  interest  or  costs  thereon,  remaining  due,  but  if  the  part 
payment  is  more  than  the  tax,  as  finally  determined,  the 
excess,  without  interest,  shall  be  repaid  to  the  person  who 
paid  it. 

Section  53.  Section  thirty-seven  of  said  chapter  sixty, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
third  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word :  —  January. 

Section  54.  Section  thirty-eight  of  said  chapter  sixty, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
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second  line,  the  word  "September"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  July,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  38.  If  a  mortgagee  of  land  situated  in  the  place  of 
his  residence,  before  July  first  of  the  year  in  which  the  tax 
is  assessed,  gives  written  notice  to  the  collector  that  he 
holds  a  mortgage  on  land,  with  a  description  of  the  land, 
the  demand  for  payment  shall  be  made  on  the  mortgagee 
instead  of  the  mortgagor. 

Section  55.  Section  fifty-one  of  said  chapter  sixty,  as 
so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
sixth  and  eleventh  lines,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof,  in  each  instance,  the  word :  —  January,  — 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  61.  If  unimproved  and 
unoccupied  land  does  not  exceed  four  thousand  square  feet 
in  area,  or  is  laid  out  in  lots  or  parcels  no  one  of  which  ex- 
ceeds such  area,  and  the  taxes  unpaid  for  any  one  year  do 
not  exceed  fifty  cents  on  such  land,  or  on  any  such  lot  or 
parcel  thereof,  the  collector  may  give  notice  of  the  sale  by 
publication  of  an  advertisement  stating  the  name  of  the 
owner  of  record  of  each  lot  on  January  first  of  the  year  of 
assessment,  the  tax  due  thereon  and  the  number  of  such 
lot  on  a  street,  way  or  plan,  without  further  description 
thereof.  The  collector  may  convey  in  one  deed  to  the  same 
purchaser  or  convey  to  the  town  any  number  of  the  lots 
so  advertised  and  sold,  and  said  deed  shall  state  the  name 
of  said  owner  of  record  of  each  lot  conveyed  therein,  on 
January  first  of  said  year,  the  amount  of  the  taxes  and 
costs  due  for  each  lot,  and  the  number  on  the  street,  way 
or  plan  of  each  lot  respectively,  and  need  contain  no  further 
description  of  the  lot,  owner  or  amount  due.  The  cost  of 
the  sale  shall  be  apportioned  equally  among  all  the  lots  sold, 
and  the  cost  of  the  deed  shall  be  apportioned  equally  among 
all  the  lots  conveyed  thereby. 

Section  56.  Section  fifty-nine  of  said  chapter  sixty  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  second  line,  the 
word  "January"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word:  — 
October,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  59.  If  a  tax 
on  land  is  assessed  to  a  mortgagor  and  mortgagee  separately, 
any  part  thereof  remaining  unpaid  on  October  first  following 
its  assessment  may  be  paid  by  either  party.  If  a  mortgagee 
pays  a  tax,  interest  or  costs  thereon  which  by  law  or  by  the 
terms  of  the  mortgage  was  payable  by  the  mortgagor,  the 
amount  so  paid  shall  be  added  to  the  mortgage  debt.  If 
it  is  by  law  or  by  the  terms  of  the  mortgage  payable  by  the 
mortgagee,  and  is  paid  by  the  mortgagor,  the  amount  so 
paid  shall  be  deducted  from  the  mortgage  debt  unless  the 
parties  have,  in  writing,  otherwise  agreed. 

Section  57.  Section  three  of  chapter  sixty-one  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out,  in  the  fourteenth  line,  the  word  "May"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  February,  —  and 
by  striking  out,  in  the  sixteenth  line,  the  words  "April 
first"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words:  —  December 
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thirty-first,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  3.  The 
standing  growth  on  classified  forest  land  shall  not  be  taxed, 
but  the  owner  of  such  land,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  pay  a  products  tax  of  six  per  cent  of  the  stumpage 
value  upon  all  wood  or  timber  cut  therefrom,  and  one  tenth 
of  such  taxes  collected  by  the  town  shall  be  paid  to  the 
state  treasurer.  Trees  standing  on  such  land  shall  not  be 
included  in  the  town  valuation  in  apportioning  the  state  or 
county  tax  among  the  towns.  But  an  owner  of  classified 
forest  land  may  annually  cut,  free  of  tax,  wood  or  timber 
from  such  land,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  in  stump- 
age  value;  provided,  that  such  wood  or  timber  is  for  his 
own  use  or  for  that  of  a  tenant  of  said  land  only.  Build- 
ings or  other  structures  standing  on  classified  forest  land 
shall  be  taxed  as  real  estate  with  the  land  on  which  they 
stand.  Classified  forest  land  shall  be  subject  to  special 
assessments  and  betterment  assessments.  The  owner  shall 
make  a  sworn  return  to  the  assessors  before  February  first 
in  each  year  of  the  amount  of  all  wood  and  timber  cut  from 
such  land  during  the  year  ending  on  the  preceding  December 
thirty-first. 

Section  58.  Section  three  of  chapter  sixty-three  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out,  in  the  first,  second  and  sixteenth  lines,  the 
word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  in  each  in- 
stance, the  word:  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  — 
Section  3.  Every  bank  shall  within  the  first  ten  days  of 
January  make  a  return  as  of  January  first,  sworn  to  by  its 
cashier  or  by  its  treasurer,  or  in  their  absence  or  incapacity 
by  any  other  principal  officer,  in  such  form  as  the  com- 
missioner prescribes,  giving:  — 

(a)  A  copy  of  such  parts  as  the  commissioner  may 
designate  of  the  federal  return  or  returns  for  the  year  by 
the  income  of  which  the  tax  is  to  be  measured,  provided 
that  if  any  bank  shall  have  participated  in  filing  a  consoli- 
dated return  of  income  to  the  federal  government,  it  shall 
file  with  the  commissioner  a  statement  of  net  income  in 
such  form  as  he  may  prescribe,  showing  its  gross  income 
and  deductions  in  accordance  with  the  law  and  regulations 
governing  the  usual  federal  returns  of  corporations  not  so 
participating;  and  such  additional  information  as  he  may 
require  to  determine  the  net  income  as  defined  in  section 
one. 

(6)  The  name  of  each  shareholder  with  his  residence  and 
the  number  of  shares  belonging  to  him  at  the  close  of  the 
business  day  last  preceding  January  first  as  the  same  then 
appeared  on  the  books  of  said  bank. 

Whenever  the  time  for  filing  the  federal  return  has  been 
extended,  the  commissioner  may  extend  the  time  for  filing 
the  return  required  under  this  section. 

Section  59.  Section  five  of  said  chapter  sixty-three, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
seventh  line,  the  word  "April"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
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the  word :  —  January,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  5.  Such  proportion  of  the-  tax  paid  by  each  bank 
under  the  foregoing  sections,  after  deducting  any  refund 
and  any  interest  or  costs  paid  on  account  thereof,  as  cor- 
responds to  the  proportion  of  its  stock  owned  by  persons 
residing  in  this  commonwealth  shall  be  determined  by  the 
commissioner  and  be  distributed,  credited  and  paid  to  the 
several  towns  in  which  from  returns  or  other  evidence  it 
appears  that  such  persons  resided  on  January  first  preced- 
ing, according  to  the  number  of  shares  so  held  in  such  towns 
respectively,  and  the  remainder  of  such  tax  shall  be  re- 
tained by  the  commonwealth.  The  commissioner  shall 
forthwith  upon  such  determination  give  written  notice  by 
mail  or  at  their  office  to  the  assessors  of  each  town  thereby 
affected  of  the  aggregate  amount  so  charged  against  and 
credited  to  it;  and  they  may  within  ten  days  after  notice 
of  such  determination  appeal  therefrom  to  the  board  of  tax 
appeals. 

Section  60,  Section  fifty-three  of  said  chapter  sixty- 
three,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  twelfth  line,  the  word  ''April"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  January,  —  so  that  the  first  paragraph 
thereof  will  read  as  follows:  —  Every  corporation  organized 
under  general  or  special  laws  of  the  commonwealth  for 
purposes  of  business  or  profit,  having  a  capital  stock 
divided  into  shares,  except  banks  otherwise  taxable  under 
this  chapter,  except  insurance  companies  with  capital  stock 
and  mutual  insurance  companies  with  a  guaranty  capital 
or  permanent  fund  whose  premiums  are  otherwise  taxable 
under  this  chapter,  and  except  corporations  taxable  under 
sections  thirty  to  fifty-one,  inclusive,  in  addition  to  all 
returns  required  by  its  charter,  and  in  addition  to  all  re- 
turns otherwise  required  under  this  chapter,  shall  annually, 
between  April  first  and  tenth,  make  a  return  to  the  com- 
missioner, on  oath  of  its  treasurer,  stating  the  name  and 
place  of  business  of  the  corporation,  and  setting  forth  as  of 
January  first  of  the  year  in  which  the  return  is  made: 

Section  61.  Section  fifty-four  of  said  chapter  sixty- 
three,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out, 
in  the  tenth  line,  the  word  "March"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word :  —  December,  —  so  that  the  paragraph 
included  in  lines  nine  to  seventeen,  inclusive,  will  read  as 
follows :  —  Street  railway  and  electric  railroad  corporations 
shall  also  state  the  length  of  track  operated  by  them  in 
each  town  on  December  thirty-first  preceding  the  return, 
to  be  determined  by  measuring  as  single  track  the  total 
length  of  all  tracks  operated  by  them,  including  sidings 
and  turnouts,  and  including  tracks  owned  by  them,  those 
which  they  lease  and  those  over  which  they  have  trackage 
rights  only,  and  the  amount  of  dividends  paid  on  their 
capital  stock  during  the  year  ending  on  September  thirtieth 
preceding  the  return,  and  during  each  year  from  the  organi- 
zation of  the  company. 
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Section  62.  Section  one  of  chapter  eighty  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out,  in  the  fourteenth  line,  the  word  "April"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  January,  —  so  as  to 
read  as  follows:  —  Section  1.  Whenever  a  limited  and  de- 
terminable area  receives  benefit  or  advantage,  other  than 
the  general  advantage  to  the  community,  from  a  public 
improvement  made  by  or  in  accordance  with  the  formal 
vote  or  order  of  a  board  of  officers  of  the  commonwealth  or 
of  a  county,  city,  town  or  district,  and  such  order  states 
that  betterments  are  to  be  assessed  for  the  improvement, 
such  board  shall  within  six  months  after  the  completion 
of  the  improvement  determine  the  value  of  such  benefit  or 
advantage  to  the  land  within  such  area  and  assess  upon 
each  parcel  thereof  a  proportionate  share  of  the  cost  of  such 
improvement,  and  shall  include  in  such  cost  all  damages 
awarded  therefor  under  chapter  seventy-nine;  but  no  such 
assessment  shall  exceed  the  amount  of  such  adjudged  bene- 
fit or  advantage.

Chapter  three  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  section  one  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following :  —  Section  1 .  The  town  of  Saugus  may  lay 
out,  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  system  or  systems 
of  main  drains  and  common  sewers,  and  a  system  of  sewage 
disposal,  for  a  part  or  the  whole  of  its  territory,  with  such 
connections  and  other  works  as  may  be  required  for  a  sys- 
tem of  sewage  disposal,  and  may  construct  such  sewers  or 
drains  over  and  under  land  or  tidewater  in  said  town  and 
in  the  city  of  Lynn  as  may  be  necessary  to  conduct  the 
sewage  to  the  filter  beds,  treatment  works  and/or  to  the 
outfall  sewer  of  the  city  of  Lynn,  and,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  better  surface  or  other  drainage,  may  make,  lay 
and  maintain  such  drains  as  it  deems  best.  And  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  the  town  may,  within  its  limits,  and  in 
the  city  of  Lynn,  make  and  maintain  sub-drains.

At  the  biennial  state  election  in  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-four,  the  registered  voters  of  the  municipalities  in 
Suffolk  county  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  the  question 
of  making  June  seventeenth  in  each  year  a  legal  holiday 
in  said  county,  and  such  question  shall  be  printed  upon 
the  oflicial  ballot  to  be  used  in  said  municipalities  at  said 
election  in  the  following  form:  —  "Shall  June  seventeenth 
be  made  a  legal  holiday  in  Suffolk  county?" 

The  votes  upon  said  question  shall  be  received,  sorted, 
counted  and  declared,  and  copies  of  records  thereof  trans- 
mitted to  the  state  secretary,  laid  before  the  governor  and 
council,  and  by  them  opened  and  examined,  in  accordance 
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with  the  laws  relating  to  votes  for  state  officers  and  copies 
of  records  thereof,  so  far  as  such  laws  are  appHcable,  The 
governor  shall  make  known  the  result  by  declaring  the 
number  of  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  the  number  in  the 
negative,  and  shall  transmit  a  statement  of  such  result,  in 
writing,  to  the  general  court  during  the  first  week  of  the 
session  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five.

Section  1.  The  Pride  of  Boston  Cemetery  Associa- 
tion, a  cemetery  corporation  organized  under  general  law, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  reconstruct  such  walks  and  other 
ways  in  its  cemetery  located  in  the  city  of  Woburn  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  protection  of  persons  using 
said  walks  or  other  ways  from  injury  due  to  any  defects 
that  may  exist  therein.  Said  corporation,  in  carrying  out 
the  work  of  such  reconstruction,  may  lower  the  grade  of 
such  part  of  any  grave  lot  adjoining  such  walk  or  way  as 
may  be  found  to  be  extended  beyond  its  original  boundary 
Hne  and  into  the  area  which  formerly  was  a  part  of  such 
walk  or  way.

to  thirty  A,  inclusive,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  amended. 
Edition  thereof,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following : 
—  Section  25.     For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  health.  Limitation  of 
safety,  convenience,  morals  or  welfare  of  its  inhabitants,  lil'^llf^i 
any  city,  except  Boston,  and  any  town,  may  by  ordinance  buildings, 
or  by-law  regulate   and   restrict   the  height,   number  of 
stories,  and  size  of  buildings  and  structures,  the  size  and 
width  of  lots,  the  percentage  of  lot  that  may  be  occupied, 
the  size  of  yards,  courts  and  other  open  spaces,  the  density 
of  population,  and  the  location  and  use  of  buildings,  struc- 
tures  and   land   for   trade,   industry,   residence   or  other 
purposes. 

For  any  or  all  of  such  purposes  such  an  ordinance  or 
by-law  may  divide  the  municipality  into  districts  of  such 
number,  shape  and  area  as  may  be  deemed  best  suited  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  sections  twenty-five  to  thirty  A, 
inclusive,  and  within  such  districts  it  may  regulate  and 
restrict  the  erection,  construction,  reconstruction,  altera- 
tion or  use  of  buildings  and  structures,  or  use  of  land,  and 
may  prohibit  noxious  trades  within  the  municipality  or 
any  specified  part  thereof.  All  such  regulations  and  re- 
strictions shall  be  uniform  for  each  class  or  kind  of  build- 
ings, structures  or  land,  and  for  each  class  or  kind  of  use, 
throughout  each  district,  but  the  regulations  and  restric- 
tions in  one  district  may  differ  from  those  in  other  districts. 

Such  regulations  and  restrictions  shall  be  designed 
among  other  purposes  to  lessen  congestion  in  the  streets; 
to  secure  safety  from  fire,  panic  and  other  dangers;  to 
provide  adequate  light  and  air;  to  prevent  the  over- 
crowding of  land;  to  avoid  undue  concentration  of  popula- 
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tion;  to  facilitate  the  adequate  provision  of  transportation, 
water,  sewerage,  schools,  parks  and  other  public  require- 
ments; and  to  increase  the  amenities  of  the  municipality. 

Due  regard  shall  be  paid  to  the  characteristics  of  the 
different  parts  of  the  city  or  town,  and  the  ordinances  or 
by-laws  established  hereunder  in  any  city  or  town  shall  be 
the  same  for  zones,  districts  or  streets  having  substantially 
the  same  character;  and  such  regulations  and  restrictions 
shall  be  made  with  a  view  to  conserving  the  value  of  build- 
ings and  encouraging  the  most  appropriate  use  of  land 
throughout  the  city  or  town. 

Section  26.  Such  an  ordinance  or  by-law  or  any  amend- 
ment thereof  shall  not  apply  to  existing  buildings  or  struc- 
tures, nor  to  the  existing  use  of  any  building  or  structure, 
or  of  land  to  the  extent  to  which  it  is  used  at  the  time  of 
adoption  of  the  ordinance  or  by-law,  but  it  shall  apply  to 
any  change  of  use  thereof  and  to  any  alteration  of  a  building 
or  structure  when  the  same  would  amount  to  reconstruc- 
tion, extension  or  structural  change,  and  to  any  alteration 
of  a, building  or  structure  to  provide  for  its  use  for  a  purpose 
or  in  a  manner  substantially  different  from  the  use  to 
which  it  was  put  before  alteration,  or  for  its  use  for  the 
sa^e  purpose  to  a  substantially  greater  extent.  Such  an 
ordinance  or  by-law  may  regulate  non-use  of  non-conform- 
ing buildings  and  structures  so  as  not  to  unduly  prolong 
the  life  of  non-conforming  uses.  A  building,  structure  or 
land  used  or  to  be  used  by  a  public  service  corporation  may 
be  exempted  from  the  operation  of  such  an  ordinance  or 
by-law  if,  upon  petition  of  the  corporation,  the  department 
of  public  utilities  shall,  after  public  notice  and  hearing, 
decide  that  the  present  or  proposed  situation  of  the  build- 
ing, structure  or  land  in  question  is  reasonably  necessary 
for  the  convenience  or  welfare  of  the  public. 

Such  ordinances  or  by-laws  may  be  adopted 
and  from  time  to  time  be  changed  by  amendment,  ad- 
dition or  repeal,  but  only  in  the  manner  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. No  ordinance  or  by-law  originally  establishing 
the  boundaries  of  the  districts  or  the  regulations  and  re- 
strictions to  be  enforced  therein,  and  no  ordinance  or  by-law 
changing  the  same  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  adopted  until  after 
the  planning  board,  if  any,  or,  in  a  town  having  no  such 
board,  the  board  of  selectmen,  has  held  a  public  hearing 
thereon  after  due  notice  given  and  has  submitted  a  final 
report  with  recommendations  to  the  city  council  or  town 
meeting;  provided,  that,  in  case  of  a  proposed  ordinance 
or  by-law  originally  establishing  the  boundaries  of  the 
districts  or  the  regulations  and  restrictions  to  be  enforced 
therein,  it  shall  be  sufficient  if  a  public  hearing  is  held  and  a 
final  report  with  recommendations  submitted  by  a  zoning 
board  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  city  council  or 
selectmen.  No  such  ordinance  as  proposed  to  be  originally 
established  or  changed  as  aforesaid  shall  be  adopted  until 
after  the  city  council  or  a  committee  designated  or  ap- 
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pointed  for  the  purpose  by  it  has  held  a  pubHc  hearing 
thereon,  at  which  all  interested  persons  shall  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  be  heard.  At  least  twenty  days'  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  such  hearing  before  the  city  council  or 
committee  thereof  shall  be  published  in  an  official  publica- 
tion, or  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation,  in  the  munici- 
pality. After  such  notice,  hearings  and  report  a  city 
council  or  town  meeting  may  adopt,  reject,  or  amend  and 
adopt  any  such  proposed  ordinance  or  by-law.  No  change 
of  any  such  ordinance  or  by-law  shall  be  adopted  except 
by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council 
where  there  is  a  commission  form  of  government,  or 
a  single  branch  or  of  each  branch  where  there  are  two 
branches,  or  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  a  town  meeting;  pro- 
vided, that  in  case  there  is  filed  with  the  city  clerk  prior 
to  the  close  of  the  first  hearing  before  the  city  council 
or  committee  thereof  a  written  protest  against  such  change, 
stating  the  reasons,  duly  signed  by  the  owners  of  twenty 
per  cent  or  more  of  the  area  of  the  land  proposed  to  be 
included  in  such  change,  or  of  the  area  of  the  land  imme- 
diately adjacent,  extending  three  hundred  feet  therefrom, 
or  of  the  area  of  other  land  within  two  hundred  feet  of  the 
land  proposed  to  be  included  in  such  change,  no  such  change 
of  any  such  ordinance  shall  be  adopted  except  by  a  unani- 
mous vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  city  council,  whatever 
its  form,  if  it  consists  of  less  than  nine  members  or,  if  it 
consists  of  nine  or  more  members,  by  a  three  fourths  vote  of 
all  the  members  thereof  where  there  is  a  commission  form 
of  government  or  a  single  branch,  or  of  each  branch  where 
there  are  two  branches. 

When  such  by-laws  or  any  changes  therein  are  sub- 
mitted to  the  attorney  general  for  approval  as  required  by 
section  thirty-two,  there  shall  also  be  furnished  to  him  a 
statement  explaining  clearly  the  by-laws  or  changes  pro- 
posed, together  with  maps  or  plans,  when  necessary. 

Section  28.  No  such  ordinance  or  amendment  thereof 
shall  affect  any  permit  issued  in  a  city  before  notice  of 
hearing  on  the  question  of  adoption  is  first  given,  and  no  permits 
such  by-law  or  amendment  thereof  shall  affect  any  permit 
issued  in  any  town  before  notice  of  hearing  on  the  question 
of  adoption  or  before  expiration  of  the  time  for  inserting 
articles  in  the  warrant  for  the  town  meeting  at  which  such 
by-law  or  amendment  is  adopted,  whichever  occurs  first; 
provided,  that  construction  work  under  such  permit  is 
commenced  within  six  months  after  its  issue. 

Section  29.  The  inspector  of  buildings  in  a  city  or 
town,  or  the  officer  or  board  having  supervision  of  the 
construction  of  buildings  or  the  power  of  enforcing  the 
municipal  building  laws,  or,  if  in  any  town  there  is  no  such 
officer  or  board,  the  selectmen,  shall  withhold  a  permit  for 
the  construction  or  alteration  of  any  building  or  structure 
if  the  building  or  structure  as  constructed  or  altered  would 
be  in  violation  of  any  such  ordinance  or  by-law  or  amend- 
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ment  thereof;  and  state  and  municipal  officers  shall  refuse 
any  permit  or  license  for  a  new  use  of  a  building,  structure 
or  land  which  use  would  be  in  violation  of  any  such  ordi- 
nance or  by-law  or  amendment  thereof. 

Section  30.  Such  ordinances  or  by-laws  shall  provide 
for  a  board  of  appeals  which  may  be  the  existing  board  of 
appeals  under  the  local  building  or  planning  ordinances  or 
by-laws.  Pending  provision  for  a  board  of  appeals,  the 
city  council  or  selectmen  shall  act  as  a  board  of  appeals. 
Any  new  board  of  appeals  established  hereunder  shall 
consist  of  at  least  three  members,  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  mayor,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of  the  city  coun- 
cil, or  by  the  selectmen,  for  terms  of  such  length  and  so 
arranged  that  the  term  of  one  appointee  will  expire  each 
year;  and  said  board  shall  elect  annually  a  chairman  from 
its  own  number.  Any  board  so  estabhshed  may  also  act 
as  the  board  of  appeals  under  the  local  building  or  planning 
ordinances  or  by-laws. 

Any  member  may  be  removed  for  cause  by  the  appoint- 
ing authority  upon  written  charges  and  after  a  public 
hearing.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  unexpired  terms  in 
the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  original  appointments. 
Such  ordinances  or  by-laws  may  provide  for  the  appoint- 
ment in  like  manner  of  associate  members  of  the  board  of 
appeals;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  inability  to  act,  or 
interest  on  the  part  of  a  member  of  said  board,  his  place 
may  be  taken  by  an  associate  member  designated  by  the 
mayor  or  selectmen. 

The  board  shall  adopt  rules,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  any  such  ordinance  or  by-law,  for  conducting 
its  business  and  otherwise  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
sections  twenty-five  to  thirty  A,  inclusive.  Meetings  of 
the  board  shall  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  chairman,  and  also 
when  called  in  such  other  manner  as  the  board  shall  de- 
termine in  its  rules.  Such  chairman,  or  in  his  absence  the 
acting  chairman,  may  administer  oaths,  summon  witnesses 
and  call  for  the  production  of  papers.  All  hearings  of  the 
board  shall  be  open  to  the  pubhc.  The  board  shall  cause 
to  be  made  a  detailed  record  of  its  proceedings,  showing 
the  vote  of  each  member  upon  each  question,  or,  if  absent 
or  failing  to  vote,  indicating  such  fact,  and  setting  forth 
clearly  the  reason  or  reasons  for  its  decisions,  and  of  its 
other  official  actions,  copies  of  all  of  which  shall  be  im- 
mediately filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  or  town  clerk  and 
shall  be  a  public  record,  and  notice  of  decisions  shall  be 
mailed  forthwith  to  parties  in  interest  as  hereinafter 
designated. 

Such  ordinances  or  by-laws  may  provide  that  the  board 
may,  in  appropriate  cases  and  subject  to  appropriate 
conditions  and  safeguards,  make  special  exceptions  to  the 
terms  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  in  harmony  with  their 
general  purpose  and  intent,  and  in  accordance  with  general 
or  specific  rules  therein  contained. 
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Appeals  to  the  board  of  appeals  may  be  taken  by  any  Local  board 
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of  sections  twenty-five  to  thirty  A,  inclusive. , 

Such  appeals  shall  be  taken  within  a  reasonable  time, 
as  provided  by  the  rules  of  the  board,  by  filing  with  the 
officer  from  whom  the  appeal  is  taken,  and  with  the  board  of 
appeals,  a  notice  of  appeal  specifying  the  grounds  thereof. 
Such  officer  shall  forthwith  transmit  to  the  board  all  the 
papers  constituting  the  record  upon  which  the  action 
appealed  from  was  taken. 

The  board  of  appeals  shall  fix  a  reasonable  time  for 
the  hearing  of  the  appeal  or  other  matter  referred  to  it, 
and  give  public  notice  thereof  in  an  official  publication, 
or  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation,  in  the  municipality, 
and  also  send  notice  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  peti- 
tioner and  to  the  owners  of  all  property  deemed  by  the 
board  to  be  affected  thereby,  as  they  appear  on  the  most 
recent  local  tax  list,  and  decide  the  same  within  a  reasonable 
time.  At  the  hearing  any  party  may  appear  in  person  or 
by  agent  or  by  attorney. 

The  board  of  appeals  shall  have  the  following  powers : 

1.  To  hear  and  decide  appeals  where  it  is  alleged  by 
the  applicant  for  a  permit  that  there  is  error  in  any  order 
or  decision  made  by  an  administrative  official  in  the  en- 
forcement of  sections  twenty-five  to  thirty  A,  inclusive, 
or  of  any  ordinance  or  by-law  adopted  thereunder. 

2.  To  hear  and  decide  requests  for  special  permits  upon 
which  such  board  is  required  to  pass  under  such  ordinance 
or  by-law. 

3.  To  authorize  upon  appeal  with  respect  to  a  particular 
parcel  of  land  a  variance  from  the  terms  of  such  an  ordi- 
nance or  by-law  where,  owing  to  conditions  especially 
affecting  such  parcel  but  not  affecting  generally  the  zoning 
district  in  which  it  is  located,  a  literal  enforcement  of  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  or  by-law  would  involve  sub- 
stantial hardship  to  the  appellant,  and  where  desirable 
relief  may  be  granted  without  substantial  detriment  to  the 
public  good  and  without  substantially  derogating  from  the 
intent  or  purpose  of  such  ordinance  or  by-law,  but  not 
otherwise. 

In  exercising  the  above-mentioned  powers  such  board 
may,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  sections  twenty- 
five  to  thirty  A,  inclusive,  reverse  or  affirm  in  whole  or  in 
part,  or  may  modify,  any  order  or  decision,  and  may  make 
such  order  or  decision  as  ought  to  be  made,  and  to  that  end 
shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  officer  from  whom  the 
appeal  is  taken  and  may  issue  or  direct  the  issue  of  a  permit. 

In  exercising  the  powers  under  paragraph  3  above,  the 
board  may  impose  limitations  both  of  time  and  of  user, 
and  a  continuation  of  the  use  permitted  may  be  conditioned 
upon  compliance  with  regulations  to  be  made  and  amended 
from  time  to  time  thereafter. 
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The  concurring  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  board 
shall  be  necessary  to  reverse  any  order  or  decision  of  any 
such  administrative  official,  or  to  decide  in  favor  of  the 
apphcant  on  any  matter  upon  which  it  is  required  to  pass 
under  any  such  ordinance  or  by-law,  or  to  effect  any  vari- 
ance in  the  application  of  any  such  ordinance  or  by-law. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  board  of 
appeals,  whether  or  not  previously  a  party  to  the  pro- 
ceeding, or  any  municipal  officer  or  board,  may  appeal  to 
the  superior  court  sitting  in  equity  for  the  county  in  which 
the  land  concerned  is  situated;  provided,  that  such  appeal 
is  filed  in  said  court  within  fifteen  days  after  such  decision 
is  recorded.  It  shall  hear  all  pertinent  evidence  and 
determine  the  facts,  and,  upon  the  facts  as  so  determined, 
annul  such  decision  if  found  to  exceed  the  authority  of  such 
board,  or  make  such  other  decree  as  justice  and  equity 
may  require.  The  foregoing  remedy  shall  be  exclusive, 
but  the  parties  shall  have  all  rights  of  appeal  and  excep- 
tion as  in  other  equity  cases. 

Costs  shall  not  be  allowed  against  the  board  unless  it 
shall  appear  to  the  court  that  the  board  acted  with  gross 
negligence  or  in  bad  faith  or  with  malice  in  making  the 
decision  appealed  from. 

All  issues  in  any  proceeding  under  this  section  shall 
have  precedence  over  all  other  civil  actions  and  proceed- 
ings. 

Section  30 A.  The  superior  court  shall  have  jurisdiction 
in  equity  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  sections  twenty-five 
to  thirty,  inclusive,  and  any  ordinances  or  by-laws  made 
thereunder,  and  may  restrain  by  injunction  violations 
thereof. 

Section  2.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section 
one  hundred  and  forty-three,  as  appearing  in  the  Ter- 
centenary Edition  thereof,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  — -  Section  143.  The  board  of  health  in  a  city  or 
town  may  frojm  time  to  time  assign  certain  places  for  the 
exercise  of  any  trade  or  employment  which  is  a  nuisance 
or  hurtful  to  the  inhabitants,  injurious  to  their  estates, 
dangerous  to  the  public  health,  or  is  attended  by  noisome 
and  injurious  odors,  subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  of 
any  ordinance  or  by-law  adopted  therein  under  sections 
twenty-five  to  thirty  A,  inclusive,  of  chapter  forty,  or  cor- 
responding provisions  of  earlier  laws,  and  it  may  prohibit 
the  exercise  thereof  within  the  limits  of  the  town  or  in 
places  not  so  assigned,  in  any  event.  Such  assignments 
shall  be  entered  in  the  records  of  the  town,  and  may  be 
revoked  when  the  board  shall  think  proper. 

Section  3.  Section  eight  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
thirty-three  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the 
Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  strik- 
ing out,  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  lines,  the  word  "twenty- 
seven"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  thirty,  — 
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so  as  to  read  as  follows :  —  Section  8.  Witnesses  may  be  witnesses 
summoned  to  attend  and  testify  and  to  produce  books  and  officers!""*" 
papers  at  a  hearing  before  a  city  council,  or  either  branch  boards,  etc. 
thereof,  or  before  a  joint  or  special  committee  of  the  same 
or  of  either  branch  thereof,  or  before  a  board  of  selectmen, 
a  board  of  police  commissioners,  a  fire  commissioner  or  a 
board  of  fire  commissioners,  a  commissioner  of  public 
safety,  a  school  board,  a  licensing  board  or  licensing  au- 
thorities for  the  granting  of  licenses  for  certain  non-in- 
toxicating beverages,  as  defined  in  section  one  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  a  board  of  registrars  of 
voters,  the  police  commissioner  or  election  commissioners 
of  Boston,  the  metropolitan  district  commission,  or  a  board 
of  appeals  designated  or  appointed  under  section  thirty 
of  chapter  forty,  as  to  matters  within  their  authority; 
and  such  witnesses  shall  be  summoned  in  the  same  manner, 
be  paid  the  same  fees  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties 
for  default,  as  witnesses  in  civil  cases  before  the  courts. 
The  presiding  officer  of  such  council,  or  of  either  branch 
thereof,  or  a  member  of  any  such  committee,  board  or 
commission,  or  any  such  commissioner,  may  administer 
oaths  to  witnesses  who  appear  before  such  council,  branch 
thereof,  committee,  board,  commission  or  commissioner, 
respectively. 

Section  4.     Except  in  Boston,  the  provisions  of  said  Application 
section  thirty,  as  appearing  in  section  one  of  this  act,  shall  ge^^f^Q'*''* 
apply  in  the  consideration  of  all  appeals  and  other  matters  Boston 
referred  to  any  board  of  zoning  appeals  after  the  effective  fr^'p^Pgertain 
date  of  this  act,  and  in  the  case  of  all  court  appeals  from  provisions  of 
decisions  in  zoning  matters  which  are  recorded  after  said  '**'*■ 
date.     All  ordinances  and  by-laws  adopted  under  authority 
granted  in  whole  or  in  part  by  sections  twenty-five  to 
thirty  A,  inclusive,  of  chapter  forty  of  the  General  Laws,  or 
corresponding  provisions  of  earlier  laws,  which  are  in  force 
immediately  prior  to  said  date,  shall,  except  in  so  far  as 
they  are  inconsistent  with  the  requirements  of  this  act, 
continue  in  effect  until  changed  as  provided  herein.     Noth- 
ing in  this  act  shall  prevent  any  existing  board  of  zoning 
appeals  from  continuing  to  act.

An  Act  relative  to  recounts  of  votes  cast  at 
elections. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Chapter  fifty-four  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  g.  l.  (Xer. 
by  striking  out  section  one  hundred  and  thirty-five,  as  ?i35^etc 
appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  and  in-  amended." 
serting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  135.     If,  Local  or  state- 
on  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  on  the  third  day  „/ votl8°h^w 
following  an  election  in  a  ward  of  a  city  or  in  a  town,  ten  and  by  whom 
or  more  voters  of  such  ward  or  town,  except  Boston,  and  in  ''°'^'^'^'^'^^^' 
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Boston  fifty  or  more  voters  of  a  ward,  shall  sign  in  person, 
adding  thereto  their  respective  residences  on  the  preceding 
April  first,  and  cause  to  be  filed  with  the  city  or  town  clerk 
a  statement,  bearing  a  certificate  by  the  registrars  of 
voters  of  the  number  of  names  of  subscribers  which  are 
names  of  registered  voters  in  such  ward  or  town,  and  sworn 
to  by  one  of  the  subscribers,  that  they  have  reason  to 
believe  and  do  believe  that  the  records,  or  copies  of  records, 
made  by  the  election  officers  of  certain  precincts  in  such 
ward  or  town,  or  in  case  of  a  town  not  voting  by  precincts, 
by  the  election  officers  of  such  town,  are  erroneous,  specify- 
ing wherein  they  deem  them  to  be  in  error  and  that  they 
believe  a  recount  of  the  ballots  cast  in  such  precincts  or 
town  will  affect  the  election  of  one  or  more  candidates 
voted  for  at  such  election,  specifying  the  candidates,  or 
will  affect  the  decision  of  a  question  voted  upon  at  such 
election,  specifying  the  question,  the  city  or  town  clerk 
shall  forthwith  transmit  such  statement  and  the  envelope 
containing  the  ballots,  sealed,  to  the  registrars  of  voters, 
who  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay,  but  not  before  the 
last  hour  for  filing  requests  for  recounts  as  aforesaid,  open 
the  envelopes,  recount  the  ballots  and  determine  the 
questions  raised;  but  upon  a  recount  of  votes  for  town 
officers  in  a  town  where  the  selectmen  are  members  of  the 
board  of  registrars  of  voters,  the  recount  shall  be  made  by 
the  moderator,  who  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  per- 
form all  the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  by  this  section 
upon  registrars  of  voters. 

State-wide  recounts  in  cases  of  offices  to  be  filled  or 
questions  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  state  election  by  all 
the  voters  of  the  commonwealth  may  be  requested  as 
provided  in  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section  so  far 
as  applicable,  except  that  any  petition  therefor  shall  be 
on  a  form  approved  and  furnished  by  the  state  secretary, 
shall  be  signed  in  the  aggregate  by  at  least  one  thousand 
voters,  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  to  be  from  each 
of  four  different  counties,  and  shall  be  submitted  on  or 
before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  tenth  day  follow- 
ing such  election  to  the  registrars  of  voters  of  the  city  or 
town  in  which  the  signers  appear  to  be  voters,  who  shall 
forthwith  certify  thereon  the  number  of  signatures  which 
are  names  of  registered  voters  in  said  city  or  town,  and 
except  that  such  petitions  for  recount  shall  be  filed  with  the 
state  secretary  on  or  before  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  fifteenth  day  following  such  election.  He  shall  hold 
such  petitions  for  recount  until  after  the  official  tabulation 
of  votes  by  the  governor  and  council  and  if  it  then  appears 
that  the  difference  in  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  the  two 
leading  candidates  for  the  office,  or  in  the  number  of 
affirmative  and  negative  votes  on  a  question,  for  which  the 
recount  is  desired,  is  more  than  one  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  votes  cast  for  such  office  or  on  such  question, 
the  petitions  for  recount  shall  be  void.     If  such  difference 
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in  the  votes  so  cast  appears  to  be  one  per  cent  or  less  of  the 
total  votes  cast  for  such  office  or  on  such  question,  he  shall 
forthwith  order  the  clerk  of  each  city  and  town  of  the 
commonwealth  to  transmit  forthwith,  and  said  clerk  shall 
so  transmit,  the  envelopes  containing  the  ballots,  sealed 
except  in  the  case  of  those  containing  ballots  which  have 
already  been  recounted  in  respect  to  said  office  or  question 
under  authority  of  the  preceding  paragraph,  to  the 
registrars  of  the  city  or  town  who  shall,  without  unneces- 
sary delay,  open  the  envelopes,  recount  the  ballots  cast  for 
said  office  or  on  said  question  and  determine  the  questions 
raised.  If  a  state-wide  recount  is  petitioned  for,  all  ballots 
cast  at  a  state  election  shall  be  held,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein,  by  the  city  and  town  clerks  until  the 
expiration  of  sixty  days  after  said  election. 

The  registrars  shall,  before  proceeding  to  recount  the 
ballots,  give  not  less  than  three  days'  written  notice  to  each 
of  the  several  candidates  whose  names  appear  on  the  ballot 
for  the  office  in  question,  or  to  such  person  as  shall  be 
designated  by  the  petitioners  for  a  recount  of  ballots  cast 
upon  questions  submitted  to  the  voters,  of  the  time  and 
place  of  making  the  recount,  and  each  such  candidate  or 
person  representing  petitioners  as  aforesaid  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  be  present  and  to  witness  such  recount  at  any 
table  where  a  recount  of  the  ballots  affecting  such  candidate 
is  being  held,  either  in  person,  accompanied  with  counsel  if 
he  so  desires,  or  by  an  agent  appointed  by  him  in  writing. 
In  the  case  of  a  recount  of  ballots  cast  for  offices  which  are 
filled  by  all  the  voters  of  the  commonwealth,  such  notice 
may  be  given  to  the  duly  organized  state  political  commit- 
tees. In  the  case  of  a  recount  of  the  ballots  cast  upon  a 
question  submitted  to  all  the  voters  as  aforesaid,  one 
representative  from  any  committee  organized  to  favor  or  to 
oppose  the  question  so  submitted  shall  be  permitted  to  be 
present  and  witness  the  recount. 

All  recounts  shall  be  upon  the  questions  designated  in 
the  statements  or  petitions  filed,  and  no  other  count  shall 
be  made,  or  allowed  to  be  made,  or  other  information  taken, 
or  allowed  to  be  taken,  from  the  ballots  on  such  recount, 
except  that  in  the  case  of  a  recount  of  the  ballots  cast  for 
an  office,  the  votes  cast  for  all  of  the  candidates  for  such 
office,  including  blanks  cast,  shall  be  recounted. 

If  all  of  the  candidates  for  an  office  whose  names  are 
printed  on  the  ballot,  in  respect  to  which  a  petition  for  a 
recount  has  been  filed,  request  in  writing,  filed  with  the 
city  or  town  clerk,  or,  in  a  state-wide  recount,  with  the 
state  secretary,  that  the  recount  be  discontinued,  the  city 
or  town  clerk  or  the  state  secretary,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall  immediately  order  the  recount  discontinued  whereupon 
proceedings  hereunder  shall  terminate. 

The  registrars  shall,  when  the  recount  is  complete,  en- 
close all  the  ballots  in  their  proper  envelopes,  seal  each 
envelope  with  a  seal  provided  therefor,  and  certify  upon 
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each  envelope  that  it  has  been  opened  and  again  sealed  in 
conformity  to  law;  and  shall  likewise  make  and  sign  a 
statement  of  their  determination  of  the  questions  raised. 
The  envelopes,  with  such  statement,  shall  be  returned  to 
the  city  or  town  clerk,  who  shall  alter  and  amend,  in  ac- 
cordance with  such  determination,  such  records  as  have 
been  found  to  be  erroneous;  and  the  records  so  amended 
shall  stand  as  the  true  records  of  the  election.  Copies  of 
such  amended  records  of  votes  cast  at  a  state  election  shall 
be  made  and  transmitted  as  required  by  law  in  the  case  of 
copies  of  original  records;  provided,  that  such  copies  of 
amended  records  shall  in  case  of  a  state-wide  recount  be 
transmitted  by  the  city  or  town  clerk  to  the  state  secretary 
within  four  days  of  the  completion  of  such  recount.  If, 
in  case  of  a  recount  of  votes  for  town  officers,  it  shall  appear 
that  a  person  was  elected  other  than  the  person  declared 
to  have  been  elected,  the  registrars  of  voters  shall  forthwith 
make  and  sign  a  certificate  of  such  fact,  stating  therein  the 
number  of  votes  cast,  as  determined  by  the  recount, 
for  each  candidate  for  the  office  the  election  to  which  is 
disputed,  and  shall  file  the  same  with  the  town  clerk.  The 
town  clerk  shall  record  the  certificate  and  shall,  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  such  filing,  cause  a  copy  of  such 
certificate,  attested  by  him,  to  be  delivered  to  or  left  at 
the  residence  of  the  person  so  declared  to  have  been  elected, 
and  to  the  person  who  by  such  certificate  appears  to  be 
elected. 

Registrars  of  voters  may  employ  such  clerical  assistance 
as  they  deem  necessary  to  enable  them  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  section.  Approved  June  16,  1933. 


Chap.271  An  Act  establishing  in  the  town  of  milford  repre- 
sentative TOWN  government  BY  LIMITED  TOWN  MEET- 
INGS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Upon  the  acceptance  of  this  act  by  the 
town  of  Milford,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  selectmen 
shall  forthwith  divide  the  territory  thereof  into  voting 
precincts,  each  of  which  shall  be  plainly  designated  and 
shall  contain  not  less  than  four  hundred  registered  voters. 
All  precincts  shall  contain  approximately  an  equal  number 
of  registered  voters.  The  precincts  shall  be  so  established 
as  to  consist  of  compact  and  contiguous  territory,  to  be 
bounded  as  far  as  possible,  by  the  center  line  of  known 
streets  and  ways  or  by  other  well  defined  limits.  Their 
boundaries  shall  be  reviewed,  and,  if  need  be,  wholly 
or  partly  revised  by  the  selectmen  in  December,  once  in 
five  years,  or  in  December  of  any  year  when  so  directed 
by  a  vote  of  a  representative  town  meeting  held  not  later 
than  November  twentieth  of  that  year.     The  selectmen 
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shall,  within  twenty  days  after  any  establishment  or  revi- 
sion of  the  precincts,  file  a  report  of  their  doings  with  the 
town  clerk,  the  registrars  of  voters  and  the  assessors  with  a 
map  or  maps  or  description  of  the  precincts  and  the  names 
and  residences  of  the  registered  voters  therein.  The 
selectmen  shall  also  cause  to  be  posted  in  the  town  hall  a 
map  or  maps  or  description  of  the  precincts  as  established 
or  revised  from  time  to  time,  with  the  names  and  resi- 
dences of  the  registered  voters  therein.  They  shall  also 
cause  to  be  posted  in  at  least  one  public  place  in  each 
precinct  a  description  of  that  precinct  with  the  names  and 
residences  of  the  registered  voters  therein.  The  division  of 
the  town  into  voting  precincts  and  any  revision  of  such 
precincts  shall  take  effect  upon  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the 
report  thereof  by  the  selectmen  with  the  town  clerk. 
Whenever  the  precincts  are  established  or  revised,  the  town 
clerk  shall  forthwith  give  written  notice  thereof  to  the  state 
secretary,  stating  the  number  and  designation  of  the 
precincts.  Meetings  of  the  registered  voters  of  the  several 
precincts  for  elections,  for  primaries,  and  for  voting  upon 
any  question  to  be  submitted  to  all  the  registered  voters  of 
the  town,  shall  be  held  on  the  same  day  and  at  the  same 
hour  and  at  such  place  or  places  within  the  town  as  the 
selectmen  shall  in  the  warrant  for  such  meeting  direct. 
The  provisions  of  the  general  laws,  relating  to  precinct 
voting  at  elections,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act,  shall  apply  to  all  elections  and  primaries  in 
the  town  upon  the  establishment  of  voting  precincts  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

Section  2.     Other    than    the    officers    designated    in  Representative 
section  three  as  town  meeting  members  at  large,  the  repre-  m^bwsWpf 
sentative  town  meeting  membership  shall  in  each  precinct  number,  etc.' 
consist  of  the  largest  number  divisible  by  three  which  will 
admit    of    a   representation    thereof   in    the    approximate 
proportion  which  the  number  of  registered  voters  therein 
bears  to  the  total  number  of  registered  voters  in  the  town 
and  which  will  cause  the  total  membership  to  be  as  nearly 
two  hundred  and  forty  as  may  be. 

The  registered  voters  in  every  precinct  shall,  at  the 
first  annual  town  election  held  after  the  establishment 
of  such  precincts,  and  at  the  first  annual  town  election 
following  any  precinct  revision,  conformably  to  the  laws 
relative  to  elections  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  elect 
by  ballot  the  number  of  registered  voters  in  the  precinct, 
other  than  the  officers  designated  in  section  three  as  town 
meeting  members  at  large,  provided  in  the  first  sentence 
of  this  section,  to  be  town  meeting  members  of  the  town. 
The  first  third,  in  the  order  of  votes  received,  of  members 
so  elected  shall  serve  three  years,  the  second  third  in  such 
order  shall  serve  two  years,  and  the  remaining  third  in 
such  order  shall  serve  one  year,  from  the  day  of  the  annual 
town  meeting;  in  case  of  a  tie  vote  affecting  the  division 
into  thirds,  as  aforesaid,  the  members  elected  from  the 
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precinct  shall  by  ballot  determine  the  same;  and  thereafter 
except  as  is  otherwise  provided  herein,  at  each  annual 
town  election  the  registered  voters  of  each  precinct  shall, 
in  like  manner,  elect  one  third  of  the  number  of  elected 
town  meeting  members  to  which  that  precinct  is  entitled 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  shall  at  such  election  fill 
for  the  unexpired  term  or  terms  any  vacancy  or  vacancies 
then  existing  in  the  number  of  town  meeting  members  in 
any  such  precinct.  The  terms  of  office  of  all  elected  town 
meeting  members  from  every  precinct  revised  as  aforesaid 
shall  cease  upon  the  election  as  hereinbefore  provided  of 
their  successors.  The  town  clerk  shall,  after  every  elec- 
tion of  town  meeting  members,  forthwith  notify  each  such 
member  by  mail  of  his  election. 
Town  meeting  SECTION  3.  Any  representative  town  meeting  held 
large.  "  Under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 

vided herein,  shall  be  hmited  to  the  voters  elected  under 
section  two,  together  with  the  following,  designated  as 
town  meeting  members  at  large;  namely,  any  member  of  the 
general  court  of  the  commonwealth  from  the  town,  the 
moderator,  the  town  clerk,  the  selectmen,  the  town  treas- 
urer, the  town  counsel,  the  highway  surveyor,  the  chairman 
of  the  trustees  of  the  public  library,  the  chairman  of  the 
finance  committee,  the  chairman  of  the  school  committee, 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  assessors,  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  health,  the  chairman  of  the  park  commission,  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  town  cemeteries,  the  chairman  of 
the  registrars  of  voters,  the  tax  collector,  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  public  welfare  and  the  town  accountant. 
The  town  clerk  shall  notify  the  town  meeting  members  of 
the  time  and  place  at  which  representative  town  meetings 
are  to  be  held,  the  notices  to  be  sent  by  mail  at  least  seven 
days  before  the  meeting.  The  town  meeting  members, 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  the  judges  of  the  election  and  qualifica- 
tions of  their  members.  A  majority  of  the  town  meeting 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  doing  business; 
but  a  less  number  may  organize  temporarily  and  may  ad- 
journ from  time  to  time,  but  no  town  meeting  shall  adjourn 
over  the  date  of  an  election  of  town  meeting  members. 
All  town  meetings  shall  be  public.  The  town  meeting 
members  as  such  shall  receive  no  compensation.  Subject 
to  such  conditions  as  may  be  determined  from  time  to 
time  by  the  members  of  the  representative  town  meeting, 
any  registered  voter  of  the  town  who  is  not  a  town  meeting 
member  may  speak  at  any  representative  town  meeting, 
but  shall  not  vote.  A  town  meeting  member  may  resign 
by  filing  a  written  resignation  with  the  town  clerk,  and 
such  resignation  shall  take  effect  upon  the  date  of  such 
filing.  A  town  meeting  member  who  removes  from  the 
town  shall  cease  to  be  a  town  meeting  member  and  an 
elected  town  meeting  member  who  removes  from  one  pre- 
cinct to  another  or  is  so  removed  by  a  revision  of  precincts 
shall  not  retain  membership  after  the  next  annual  election. 
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Section  4.  Nominations  of  candidates  for  town  meet- 
ing members  to  be  elected  under  this  act  shall  be  made  by 
nomination  papers,  which  shall  bear  no  political  designa- 
tion, shall  be  signed  by  not  less  than  thirty  voters  of  the 
precinct  in  which  the  candidate  resides,  and  shall  be  filed 
with  the  town  clerk  at  least  ten  days  before  the  election; 
provided,  that  any  town  meeting  member  may  become  a 
candidate  for  re-election  by  giving  written  notice  thereof 
to  the  town  clerk  at  least  thirty  days  before  election.  No 
nomination  papers  shall  be  valid  in  respect  to  any  candi- 
date whose  written  acceptance  is  not  thereon  or  attached 
thereto  when  filed. 

Section  5.  The  articles  in  the  warrant  for  every  town 
meeting,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  election  of  the  modera- 
tor, town  officers  and  town  meeting  members,  and  as  herein 
provided,  to  referenda,  and  all  matters  to  be  acted  upon 
and  determined  by  ballot,  shall  be  so  acted  upon  and  de- 
termined by  the  registered  voters  of  the  town  in  their 
respective  precincts.  All  other  articles  in  the  warrant  for 
any  town  meeting,  beginning  with  the  town  meeting  at 
which  said  town  meeting  members  are  first  elected,  shall  be 
acted  upon  and  determined  exclusively  by  town  meeting 
members  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  at  such  time  and  place  as 
shall  be  set  forth  by  the  selectmen  in  the  warrant  for  the 
meeting,  subject  to  the  referendum  provided  for  by  section 
eight. 

Section  6.  A  moderator  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
at  each  annual  town  meeting,  and  shall  serve  as  moderator 
of  all  town  meetings,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
until  a  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  Nominations  for 
and  election  of  a  moderator  shall  be  as  in  the  case  of  other 
elective  town  officers,  and  any  vacancy  in  the  office  may 
be  filled  by  the  town  meeting  members  at  a  meeting  held 
for  that  purpose.  If  a  moderator  is  absent,  a  moderator 
pro  tempore  may  be  elected  by  the  town  meeting  members. 

Section  7.  Any  vacancy  in  the  full  number  of  town 
meeting  members  from  any  precinct,  whether  arising  from 
a  failure  of  the  registered  voters  thereof  to  elect,  or  from 
any  other  cause,  may  be  filled,  until  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion, by  the  remaining  members  of  the  precinct  from  among 
the  registered  voters  thereof.  Upon  petition  therefor, 
signed  by  not  less  than  ten  town  meeting  members  from 
the  precinct,  notice  of  any  vacancy  shall  promptly  be 
given  by  the  town  clerk  to  the  remaining  members  from 
the  precinct  in  which  the  vacancy  or  vacancies  exist,  and 
he  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  such  members  for  the 
purpose  of  filling  any  vacancy.  He  shall  cause  to  be 
mailed  to  every  such  member,  not  less  than  five  days  before 
the  time  set  for  the  meeting,  a  notice  specifying  the  object, 
time  and  place  of  the  meeting.  At  the  said  meeting  a 
majority  of  the  members  from  such  precinct  shall  constitute 
a  quorum,  and  they  shall  elect  from  their  own  number  a 
chairman  and  a  clerk.     The  choice  to  fill  any  vacancy  shall 
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be  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  re- 
quired for  a  choice.  The  chairman  and  clerk  shall  count 
the  ballots  and  shall  make  a  certificate  of  the  choice  and 
forthwith  file  the  same  with  the  town  clerk,  together  with 
a  written  acceptance  by  the  member  or  members  so  chosen, 
who  shall  thereupon  be  deemed  elected  and  qualified  as  a 
town  meeting  member  or  members,  subject  to  the  right  of 
all  the  town  meeting  members  to  judge  of  the  election  and 
qualifications  of  the  members  as  set  forth  in  section  three. 

Section  8.  A  vote  passed  at  any  representative  town 
meeting  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars  or  more  as  a  special  appropriation,  or  establishing 
a  new  board  or  office  or  abolishing  an  old  or  merging  two 
or  more  boards,  or  fixing  the  term  of  office  of  town  officers, 
where  such  term  is  optional,  or  increasing  or  reducing  the 
number  of  members  of  a  board,  or  adopting  a  new  by-law, 
or  amending  an  existing  by-law,  shall  not  be  operative 
until  after  the  expiration  of  five  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays 
and  holidays,  from  the  dissolution  of  the  meeting.  If, 
within  said  five  days,  a  petition,  signed  by  not  less  than 
five  per  cent  of  the  registered  voters  of  the  town,  containing 
their  names  and  addresses  as  they  appear  on  the  list  of 
registered  voters,  is  filed  with  the  selectmen  asking  that 
the  question  or  questions  involved  in  such  a  vote  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  registered  voters  of  the  town  at  large,  then 
the  selectmen,  after  the  expiration  of  five  days,  shall  forth- 
with call  a  special  meeting  for  the  sole  purpose  of  presenting 
to  the  registered  voters  at  large  the  question  or  ques- 
tions so  involved.  The  polls  shall  be  opened  at  two 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  and  shall  be  closed  not  earlier  than 
eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  all  votes  upon  any  ques- 
tions so  submitted  shall  be  taken  by  ballot,  and  the  check 
list  shall  be  used  in  the  several  precinct  meetings  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  the  election  of  town  oSicers.  The  questions 
so  submitted  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  registered  voters  of  the  town  voting  thereon,  but  no 
action  of  the  representative  town  meeting  shall  be  reversed 
unless  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  registered  voters 
shall  so  vote.  Each  question  so  submitted  shall  be  in  the 
form  of  the  following  question  which  shall  be  placed  on  the 
official  ballot: — "Shall  the  town  vote  to  approve  the 
action  of  the  representative  town  meeting  whereby  it  was 
voted  (brief  description  of  the  substance  of  the  vote)?" 
If  such  petition  is  not  filed  within  the  said  period  of  five 
days,  the  vote  of  the  representative  town  meeting  shall 
become  operative  upon  the  expiration  of  the  said  period. 

Section  9.  The  town  of  Milford,  after  the  acceptance 
of  this  act,  shall  have  the  capacity  to  act  through  and  be 
bound  by  its  said  town  meeting  members  who  shall,  when 
convened  from  time  to  time  as  herein  provided,  constitute 
representative  town  meetings;  and  the  representative 
town  meetings  shall  exercise  exclusively,  so  far  as  will 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  all  powers  vested  in 
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the  municipal  corporation.  Action  in  conformity  with 
all  provisions  of  law  now  or  hereafter  applicable  to  the 
transaction  of  town  affairs  in  town  meetings  shall,  when 
taken  by  any  representative  town  meeting  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  such  action  had  been  taken  in  a  town  meeting 
open  to  all  the  voters  of  the  town  as  heretofore  organized 
and  conducted. 

Section  10.  The  representative  town  meeting  may 
make  such  rules  consistent  with  general  law  as  may  be 
considered  necessary  for  conducting  its  meetings. 

Section  11.  The  representative  town  meeting  may 
appoint  such  committees  of  its  members  for  investigation 
and  report  as  it  may  consider  necessary. 

Section  12.  All  by-laws  or  parts  of  by-laws  of  the 
town  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Section  13.  This  act  shall  not  abridge  the  right  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Milford  to  hold  general  meetings,  as  that 
right  is  secured  to  them  by  the  constitution  of  this  common- 
wealth; nor  shall  this  act  confer  upon  any  representative 
town  meeting  in  Milford  the  power  finally  to  commit  the 
town  to  any  measure  affecting  its  municipal  existence  or 
changing  its  government,  without  action  thereon  by  the 
voters  of  the  town  at  large,  using  the  ballot  and  the  check 
list  therefor. 

Section  14.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  regis- 
tered voters  of  the  town  of  Milford  at  the  annual  town 
election  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-four.  The 
vote  shall  be  taken  by  ballot  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  general  laws,  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  ap- 
plicable, in  answer  to  the  following  question,  which  shall  be 
placed  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  for  the  election  of 
town  officers:  —  "Shall  an  act  passed  by  the  general  court 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  entitled  'An 
Act  establishing  in  the  town  of  Milford  representative  town 
government  by  limited  town  meetings',  be  accepted  by 
this  town?"  If  accepted  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  voting 
thereon,  this  act  shall  take  effect  for  all  purposes  incidental 
to  the  annual  town  election  in  said  town  in  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-five  and  shall  take  full  effect 
beginning  with  said  election. 

Section  15.  If  this  act  is  rejected  by  the  registered 
voters  of  the  town  of  Milford  when  submitted  to  said  voters 
under  section  fourteen,  it  may  again  be  submitted  for  ac- 
ceptance in  like  manner  from  time  to  time  to  such  voters 
at  any  annual  town  meeting  in  said  town  not  later  than  the 
annual  town  election  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-seven,  and,  if  accepted  by  a  majority  of  the  voters 
voting  thereon  at  such  an  election,  shall  thereupon  take 
effect  for  all  purposes  incidental  to  the  next  annual  town 
election  in  said  town  and  shall  take  full  effect  beginning  with 
said  election.  Approved  June  16,  1933.

Chap. 212  An  Act  relative  to  obtaining  and  communicating  in- 
formation AND  TO  THE  USE  OF  PERSUASION  IN  THE  COURSE 
OF    CERTAIN    TRADE    DISPUTES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  twenty-four  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary 
Edition  thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
thereof  the  following: — ,  nor  for  attending,  in  the  course  of 
a  lawful  trade  dispute,  at  any  place  where  such  person  or 
persons  may  lawfully  be,  for  the  purpose  of  peacefully 
obtaining  or  communicating  information  or  of  so  persuad- 
ing or  attempting  to  persuade,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows: — 
Section  S4-  No  person  shall  be  punished  criminally,  or 
held  hable  or  answerable  in  any  action  at  law  or  suit  in 
equity,  for  persuading  or  attempting  to  persuade,  by  print- 
ing or  otherwise,  any  other  person  to  do  anything,  or  to 
pursue  any  line  of  conduct  not  unlawful  or  actionable  or 
in  violation  of  any  marital  or  other  legal  duty,  unless  such 
persuasion  or  attempt  to  persuade  is  accompanied  by  injury 
or  threat  of  injury  to  the  person,  property,  business  or  oc- 
cupation of  the  person  persuaded  or  attempted  to  be  per- 
suaded, or  by  disorder  or  other  unlawful  conduct  on  the 
part  of  the  person  persuading  or  attempting  to  persuade, 
or  is  a  part  of  an  unlawful  or  actionable  conspiracy,  nor 
for  attending,  in  the  course  of  a  lawful  trade  dispute,  at 
any  place  where  such  person  or  persons  may  lawfully  be, 
for  the  purpose  of  peacefully  obtaining  or  communicating 
information  or  of  so  persuading  or  attempting  to  persuade.

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Chap.273  An  Act  relative  to  the  enforcement  of  conservator- 
ship  PROCEEDINGS   IN   RESPECT   TO   TRUST   COMPANIES.

three,  the  following  new  section :  —  Section  90.  The 
supreme  judicial  court,  or  any  justice  thereof,  shall  have 
jurisdiction  in  equity  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  sections 
eighty-three  to  eighty-nine,  inclusive,  and  to  act  upon  all 
applications  and  in  all  proceedings  thereunder.

propriated by  the  commonwealth,  shall  constitute  a  fund

An  Act  granting  to  the  united  states  of  America  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  commonwealth  in 
and  to  all  great  ponds  in  the  fort  devens  military 
reservation  and  ceding  jurisdiction  over  such  ponds 
and  over  all  lands  heretofore  or  hereafter  ac- 
quired by  the  united  states  of  america  as  part  of 
such  reservation.

Section  1.  There  is  hereby  granted  to  the  United 
States  of  America  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  which 
the  commonwealth  has  the  power  to  convey  in  and  to  all 
great  ponds,  including  the  waters  and  the  lands  under  the 
same,  situated  within  the  Fort  (formerly  Camp)  Devens 
Military  Reservation,  as  now  located.  The  department 
of  public  works  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute 
and  deliver  to  the  United  States  a  good  and  sufficient  deed 
of  conveyance  as  evidence  of  this  grant. 

Section  2.  Consent  to  their  acquisition  is  hereby  jurisdiction 
granted  and  jurisdiction  is  hereby  ceded  and  granted  to 
the  United  States  of  America  over  all  lands  and  great 
ponds  the  title  to  which  has  been,  is,  or  shall  be  acquired 
by  the  said  United  States  of  America  as  part  of  the  Fort

the  express  condition  that,  as  to  all  lands  and  great  ponds 
not  coming  within  the  previous  consent  and  cession  of

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  cause 
unnecessary  delay  and  inconvenience,  therefore  it  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for 
the  immediate  preservation  of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  commission  supervising  the  department  of  public 
utilities  is  hereby  empowered  to  negotiate  and  execute,  in 
the  name  of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and 
subject  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States, 
compacts  with  the  states  and  commonwealths  of  New  York, 
Vermont,  Connecticut,  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania,  or 
with  any  one  or  more  of  such  states  or  commonwealths,  or 
with    any    other    state    adjoining    the    commonwealth    of 
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Massachusetts,  each  acting  through  such  official  body- 
thereof  as  may  be  thereto  authorized  by  its  laws,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  joint  regulation  and  control  of  rates 
and  charges  for  electricity  and  gas  transmitted  between 
such  states  and  commonwealths.  The  commission  shall 
report  the  provisions  of  any  such  compact  to  the  general 
court  at  its  annual  session  next  following  the  consumma- 
tion and  execution  of  any  such  compact  and  shall  recom- 
mend such  legislation,  both  state  and  federal,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  render  such  compact  effective;  provided,  that 
no  such  compact  shall  be  binding  on  the  part  of  this  com- 
monwealth until  in  all  respects  approved  by  the  general 
court.

Section  1.  Chapter  seventy-seven  of  the  General 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  one,  as 
appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  1 .  The  county 
commissioners  of  each  county,  except  Barnstable,  Berkshire, 
Bristol,  Franklin,  Hampshire,  Dukes,  Nantucket,  Norfolk, 
Plymouth  and  Suffolk,  shall  maintain  either  separately  or 
jointly  with  the  commissioners  of  other  counties  as  herein- 
after provided,  in  a  suitable  place,  remote  from  a  penal 
institution,  a  school  for  the  instruction  and  training  of 
children  committed  thereto  as  habitual  truants,  absentees 
or  school  offenders.  The  commissioners  of  Barnstable, 
Berkshire,  Bristol,  Franklin,  Hampshire,  Dukes,  Nantucket, 
Norfolk  and  Plymouth  counties  shall  assign  a  training 
school  established  by  law  as  the  place  for  the  instruction 
and  training  of  children  so  committed  within  their  respec- 
tive counties,  and  shall  pay  for  their  support  in  said  school 
such  reasonable  sum  as  the  commissioners  having  control  of 
said  school  may  fix.  Commitments  from  Boston,  Chelsea, 
Revere  and  Winthrop  shall  be  to  the  training  school  for 
Middlesex  county.  The  town  from  which  an  habitual 
truant,  absentee  or  school  offender  is  committed  to  a 
county  training  school  shall  pay  to  the  county  maintaining 
it  two  dollars  a  week  toward  his  support,  and  reports  of 
the  condition  and  progress  of  its  pupils  in  said  school  shall 
be  sent  each  month  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  of 
such  town;  but  Boston,  Chelsea,  Revere  and  Winthrop 
shall  pay  to  Middlesex  county,  for  the  support  of  each 
child  committed  to  the  training  school  of  said  county,  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  a  week,  and  an  additional  sum  for 
each  child  sufficient  to  cover  the  actual  cost  of  mainte- 
nance.

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Chap. 299  An  Act  providing  retirement  allowances  and  disa- 
bility AND  DEATH  BENEFITS  BASED  ON  ANNUITY  AND 
PENSION  CONTRIBUTIONS  FOR  EMPLOYEES  OF  THE  TOWN 
OF   BROOKLINE. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

PURPOSE    OF    ACT. 

Section  1.  The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  improve  the 
efficiency  of  the  pubhc  service  of  the  town  of  Brookhne, 
hereinafter  called  the  town,  by  the  retirement  of  disabled 
or  superannuated  employees. 

definitions. 
Section  2.     The  following  words  and  phrases  as  used 
in  this  act,  unless  a  different  meaning  is  plainly  required 
by  the  context,  shall  have  the  following  meanings:  — 

(1)  "Retirement  system",  the  arrangement  provided 
in  this  act  for  the  retirement  of,  and  payment  of  retirement 
allowances  to,  employees  as  defined  in  paragraph  (2)  of 
this  section. 

(2)  "Employee",  any  person  who  is  regularly  employed 
in  the  service  of,  and  whose  salary  or  compensation  is  paid 
by,  the  town,  except  employees  who  hold  office  by  popular 
election,  who  were  not  members  at  the  time  of  their  elec- 
tion, and  teachers  in  the  public  schools  as  defined  by  section 
six  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  the  General  Laws.  In  all  cases 
of  doubt  the  retirement  board  shall  decide  who  is  an  em- 
ployee within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

(3)  "Member",  any  employee  included  in  the  retirement 
system  as  provided  in  section  four  of  this  act. 

(4)  "Retirement  board",  the  board  provided  in  section 
fourteen  of  this  act  to  administer  the  retirement  system. 

(5)  "Service",  service  as  an  employee  as  described  in 
paragraph  (2)  of  this  section  and  paid  for  by  the  town  of 
Brookline. 

(6)  "Prior  service",  service  rendered  prior  to  the  date 
the  retirement  system  becomes  first  operative,  for  which 
credit  is  allowable  under  the  provisions  of  section  five  of 
this  act. 

(7)  "Membership  service",  service  as  an  employee  ren- 
dered since  last  becoming  a  member. 

(8)  "Creditable  service",  "prior  service"  plus  "member- 
ship service",  for  which  credit  is  allowable  as  provided  in 
section  five  of  this  act. 

(9)  "Pensioner",  any  person  in  receipt  of  a  pension,  an 
annuity,  a  retirement  allowance  or  other  benefit  as  provided 
by  this  act,  who  has  thereby  ceased  to  be  a  member  as 
defined  in  subsection  (3)  of  this  section. 

(9 A)  "Beneficiary",  any  person  having  an  insurable 
interest  in  the  life  of  a  member  or  pensioner  and  desig- 
nated by  him  as  the  person  entitled  to  receive  such  benefits 
as  may  be  due  at  the  death  of  such  member  or  pensioner. 
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(10)  "Regular  interest",  interest  at  four  per  centum 
per  annum  compounded  annually;  provided,  that  if  the 
actual  net  interest  earned  on  the  reserves  of  the  retirement 
system  be  less  than  four  per  centum,  the  rate  may  be^'re- 
duced  to  not  less  than  three  per  centum  per  annum  after 
the  retirement  board  has  given  the  members  ninety  days' 
notice  of  a  proposed  reduction  in  rate;  and  provided, 
further,  that  such  a  reduction  shall  not  affect  any  payments 
or  credits  made  prior  to  the  date  of  the  change  in  rate. 

(11)  "Accumulated  contributions",  the  sum  of  all  the 
amounts  deducted  from  the  compensation  of  a  member 
and  standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund, 
together  with  regular  interest  thereon. 

(12)  "Annuity",  annual  payments  for  life  derived  from 
the  accumulated  contributions  of  a  member.  "Annuity- 
certain",  annual  payments  for  a  definite  term  independent 
of  life  derived  from  the  accumulated  contributions  of  a 
member.  All  annuities  and  annuities-certain  shall  be  paid 
in  monthly  instalments,  due  on  the  first  day  of  each  month. 
Annuities  shall  not  be  apportioned  for  a  fractional  part  of 
a  month. 

(13)  "Pension",  annual  payments  for  life  derived  from 
contributions  made  by  the  town.  All  pensions  shall  be 
paid  in  monthly  instalments,  due  on  the  first  day  of  the 
month,  and  shall  not  be  apportioned  for  a  fractional  part 
of  a  month. 

(14)  "Retirement  allowance",  the  sum  of  the  "annuity" 
or  the  "annuity-certain"  and  the  "pension". 

(15)  "Regular  compensation",  the  annual  compensation 
determined  by  the  head  of  the  department  for  the  individual 
service  of  each  employee  in  that  department  and  the  com- 
pensation determined  by  duly  constituted  authority  for 
appointed  officers  of  the  town,  exclusive  of  bonus  or  over- 
time payments. 

(16)  "Annuity  reserve",  the  present  value  of  all  pay- 
ments to  be  made  on  account  of  any  annuity  or  benefit 
in  lieu  of  any  annuity  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such 
mortahty  tables  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement 
board  and  regular  interest. 

(17)  "Pension  reserve",  the  present  value  of  all  pay- 
ments to  be  made  on  account  of  any  pension  or  benefit  in 
lieu  of  any  pension  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such  mor- 
tahty tables  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement  board 
and  regular  interest. 

(18)  "Actuarial  equivalent",  a  benefit  of  equal  value 
when  computed  upon  the  basis  of  such  mortality  tables  as 
shall  be  approved  by  the  retirement  board  and  regular 
interest. 

NAME    AND    DATE    SYSTEM    IS    FIRST    OPERATIVE. 

Section  3.  A  retirement  system  is  hereby  established 
and  placed  under  the  management  of  the  retirement  board 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  retirement  allowances  under 
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the  provisions  of  this  act  for  employees  of,  or  employees  paid 
by,  the  town.  The  retirement  system  so  created  shall  have 
the  powers  and  privileges  of  a  corporation  and  shall  be 
known  as  the  "Brookline  Retirement  System",  and  by 
such  name  all  of  its  business  shall  be  transacted,  all  of  its 
funds  invested,  all  warrants  for  money  drawn  and  pay- 
ments made,  and  all  of  its  cash  and  securities  and  other 
property  held.  The  retirement  system  so  created  shall 
begin  operation  upon  the  first  day  of  January  following  the 
acceptance  of  this  act  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
section  twenty-two. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  4.  (1)  The  membership  of  the  retirement 
system  shall  be  constituted  as  follows :  — 

(a)  All  persons  who  become  employees  and,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  the  last  sentence  of  subsection  (2)  of 
section  nine,  all  employees  who  enter  or  re-enter  the  service 
of  the  town  on  or  after  the  day  the  retirement  system  be- 
comes operative  may  become  members  of  the  retirement 
system  on  their  own  application,  and  all  such  employees 
who  shall  complete  one  year  of  service  thereafter  and  dis- 
abihty  pensioners  restored  to  active  service  to  whom  the 
provisions  of  subsection  (3)  of  said  section  nine  apply  shall 
become  members  of  the  retirement  system,  and  after  be- 
coming me^nbers  as  above  provided  shall  receive  no  pension 
or  retirement  allowance  from  any  other  pension  or  retire- 
ment system  supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  town,  nor 
shall  they  be  required  to  make  contributions  to  any  other 
pension  or  retirement  system  of  the  town,  anything  to  the 
contrary  in  this  or  any  other  special  or  general  law  notwith- 
standing. 

(6)  All  persons  who  are  employees  on  the  date  when  this 
retirement  system  becomes  operative  and  who  are  not  then 
covered  by  any  other  pension  or  retirement  law  of  the 
commonwealth  shall  become  members  as  of  the  first  day 
this  retirement  system  becomes  operative,  unless  on  or 
before  a  date  not  more  than  sixty  days  thereafter,  to  be  set 
by  the  retirement  board,  any  such  employee  shall  file  with 
the  retirement  board  on  a  form  prescribed  by  the  board  a 
notice  of  his  election  not  to  be  covered  in  the  membership 
of  the  system  and  a  duly  executed  waiver  of  all  present  and 
prospective  benefits  which  would  otherwise  inure  to  him  on 
account  of  his  participation  in  the  retirement  system. 

(c)  An  employee  who  is  covered  by  any  other  pension  or 
retirement  law  of  the  commonwealth  on  the  date  when  this 
retirement  system  becomes  operative  shall  not  be  considered 
to  have  become  a  member  of  this  retirement  system  unless 
said  employee  shall  then  or  thereafter  make  written  applica- 
tion to  join  this  system  and  shall  therein  waive  and  re- 
nounce all  benefits  of  any  other  pension  or  retirement  system 
supported  wholly  by  the  town,  but  no  such  employee  shall 
receive  credit  for  prior  service  unless  he  make  such  applica- 
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tion  for  membership  within  one  year  from  the  date  this 
retirement  system  becomes  operative. 

(2)  An  employee  whose  membership  in  the  retirement 
system  is  contingent  on  his  own  election  and  who  elects 
not  to  become  a  member  may  thereafter  apply  for  and  be 
admitted  to  membership;  but  no  such  employee  shall 
receive  prior  service  credit  unless  he  becomes  a  member 
within  one  year  from  the  date  this  retirement  system  be- 
comes operative. 

(3)  The  retirement  board  may  deny  the  right  to  become 
members  to  any  class  of  officials  appointed  for  fixed  terms, 
or  to  any  class  of  part-time  employees,  or  it  may,  in  its 
discretion,  make  optional  with  persons  in  any  such  class 
their  individual  entrance  into  membership. 

(4)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  each  department 
to  submit  to  the  retirement  board  a  statement  showing  the 
name,  title,  compensation,  duties,  date  of  birth  and  length 
of  service  of  each  member  of  his  department,  and  such 
information  regarding  other  employees  therein  as  the 
retirement  board  may  require.  The  retirement  board  shall 
then  place  each  member  in  one  of  the  following  groups :  — 

Group  1.  —  General  employees,  including  clerical,  ad- 
ministrative and  technical  workers,  laborers,  mechanics 
and  all  others  not  otherwise  classified; 

Group  2.  —  Members  of  the  police  department  and  the 
fire  department  of  the  town ; 

Or  in  any  other  group  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  and 
fifty  persons  which  may  be  hereafter  recommended  by  the 
actuary  on  the  basis  of  service  and  mortality  experience, 
and  approved  by  the  retirement  board,  to  cover  all  or  part 
of  any  group  or  groups  previously  created  or  any  additional 
classes  of  employees.  When  the  duties  of  a  member  so 
require,  the  retirement  board  may  reclassify  him  in  and 
transfer  him  to  another  group. 

(5)  Should  any  member  in  any  period  of  six  consecutive 
years  after  last  becoming  a  member  be  absent  from  service 
more  than  five  years,  or  should  any  member  withdraw  his 
accumulated  contributions  or  become  a  pensioner  hereunder 
or  die,  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member. 

CREDITABLE    SERVICE. 

Section  5.  (1)  Under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
the  retirement  board  shall  adopt,  each  member  who  was  an 
employee  on  the  date  this  retirement  system  becomes 
operative,  or  during  the  year  prior  thereto,  who  becomes  a 
member  on  or  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  first  year  of 
operation  of  the  retirement  system,  shall  file  a  detailed 
statement  of  all  service  as  an  employee  rendered  by  him 
prior  to  the  day  on  which  the  system  first  became  operative 
for  which  he  claims  credit,  and  of  such  facts  as  the  retire- 
ment board  may  require  for  the  proper  operation  of  the 
system. 

(2)  The  retirement  board  shall  fix  and  determine  by 
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appropriate  rules  and  regulations  how  much  service  in  any 
year  is  equivalent  to  a  year  of  service,  but  in  no  case  shall 
more  than  one  year  of  service  be  creditable  for  all  service  in 
one  calendar  year,  nor  shall  the  retirement  board  allow 
credit  as  service  for  any  period  of  more  than  one  month's 
duration  during  which  the  employee  was  absent  without 
pay. 

(3)  Subject  to  the  above  restrictions  and  to  such  other 
rules  and  regulations  as  the  retirement  board  may  adopt, 
the  retirement  board  shall  verify,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  filing  of  such  statements  of  service,  the  service 
therein  claimed,  and  shall  certify  as  creditable  all  or  such 
part  of  the  service  claimed  as  may  be  allowable. 

(4)  Upon  verification  of  the  statements  of  service  the 
retirement  board  shall  issue  prior  service  certificates 
certifying  to  each  member  entitled  to  credit  for  prior  service 
the  length  of  service  rendered  prior  to  the  date  the  retire- 
ment system  first  became  operative,  with  which  he  is 
credited  on  the  basis  of  his  statement  of  service.  So  long 
as  membership  continues  a  prior  service  certificate  shall  for 
retirement  purposes  be  final  and  conclusive  as  to  such 
service;  provided,  that  within  one  year  from  the  date  of 
issuance  or  modification  of  such  certificate  it  may,  after 
hearing,  be  modified  or  corrected. 

When  membership  ceases,  except  upon  retirement  for 
superannuation  or  disability,  such  prior  service  certificates 
shall  become  void.  Should  the  employee  again  become  a 
member,  such  employee  shall  enter  the  system  as  an  em- 
ployee not  entitled  to  prior  service  credit  except  as  provided 
in  subsection  (3)  of  section  nine. 

(5)  Creditable  service  at  retirement  shall  consist  of  the 
membership  service  rendered  by  the  member  since  he  last 
became  a  member  and  also,  if  he  has  a  prior  service  certifi- 
cate which  is  in  full  force  and  effect,  the  amount  of  the 
service  certified  on  his  prior  service  certificate. 

SERVICE   RETIREMENT. 

Conditions  for  Allowance. 

,  Section  6.  (1)  Any  member  in  service  who  shall 
have  attained  age  sixty  shall,  either  upon  his  own  written 
application  or  that  of  the  head  of  his  department,  be  retired 
for  superannuation  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than 
ninety  days  after  the  fihng  of  such  application.  A  mem- 
ber whose  retirement  is  applied  for  by  the  head  of  his  de- 
partment shall  be  entitled  to  a  notice  of  such  application 
and  to  a  hearing  before  the  retirement  board,  provided 
he  requests  such  hearing  in  writing  within  ten  days  of  the 
receipt  of  such  notice;  and  unless  the  retirement  board 
finds,  on  hearing,  that  the  member  is  able  to  properly 
perform  his  duties  and  files  a  copy  of  its  findings  with  the 
head  of  his  department,  the  retirement  shall  become  effec- 
tive thirty  days  from  the  time  of  the  filing  of  such  finding. 
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Any  member  in  service  classified  as  a  policeman  or  fire- 
man under  group  2  of  section  four  who  shall  have  attained 
age  sixty-five,  and  any  member  otherwise  classified  who 
shall  have  attained  age  seventy,  shall  be  retired  for  super- 
annuation not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  ninety  days 
after  attaining  such  respective  ages,  or  after  this  system 
becomes  operative,  if  such  respective  ages  were  attained 
prior  thereto. 

Notwithstanding  the  preceding  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, any  member  who  is  the  head  of  a  department  or  a 
member  of  a  board  in  charge  of  a  department  or  depart- 
ments may,  if,  in  the  case  of  the  head  of  the  police  or  fire 
department,  other  statutory  requirements  as  to  his  con- 
tinued emplo3rment  after  the  age  of  sixty-five  years  are 
complied  with,  be  retained  in  service  for  periods  of  one 
year  at  a  time  upon  reappointment  by  the  selectmen  or 
other  appointing  power;  or,  if  his  continued  employment 
does  not  require  a  reappointment,  then  he  may  be  retained 
in  service  for  periods  of  one  year  at  a  time  upon  the  written 
approval  thereof  of  the  board  of  selectmen. 

Amount  of  Allowance. 

(2)  Upon  retirement  for  superannuation  a  member  of 
the  retirement  system  shall  receive  a  retirement  allowance 
consisting  of:  — 

(a)  An  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent 
of  his  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  his  retire- 
ment, and 

(6)  A  pension  for  membership  service  equal  to  the  an- 
nuity allowable  at  age  sixty,  computed  on  the  basis  of  con- 
tributions made  prior  to  the  attainment  of  age  sixty,  and 

(c)  If  he  has  a  prior  service  certificate  in  full  force  and 
effect  an  additional  pension  which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent 
of  twice  the  pension  which  would  have  been  payable  under 
paragraph  (6)  above,  on  account  of  the  accumulated  con- 
tributions which  would  have  resulted  from  contributions 
made  during  the  period  of  his  creditable  prior  service  had 
the  system  then  been  in  operation,  and 

(d)  If  the  member  was  over  sixty  years  of  age  at  the 
time  the  retirement  system  was  established,  an  additional 
pension  which  is  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  the  accumula- 
tion of  four  per  cent  contributions  from  the  date  the  mem- 
ber attained  the  age  of  sixty  to  the  date  when  the  system 
was  established  but  not  beyond  the  age  of  seventy,  with 
interest  to  the  date  of  retirement  but  not  beyond  the  age  of 
seventy. 

The  total  pension  of  any  member  payable  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not,  however,  exceed  two 
thousand  dollars  nor  shall  it  exceed  one  half  his  average 
annual  regular  compensation  during  the  five  fiscal  years 
immediately  preceding  his  retirement,  nor  shall  the  total 
pension  of  any  member  who  has  fifteen  or  more  years  of 
total  creditable  service  be  less  than  the  amount  which, 
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added  to  his  annuity,  shall  make  his  total  retirement  allow- 
ance equal  to  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  per  annum. 

ORDINARY   DISABILITY   RETIREMENT. 

Conditions  for  Allowance. 

Section  7.  (1)  Upon  the  application  of  a  member 
in  service  or  of  the  head  of  his  department,  any  member 
who  has  had  twenty  or  more  years  of  creditable  service 
may  be  retired  by  the  retirement  board,  not  less  than 
thirty  and  not  more  than  ninety  days  next  following  the 
date  of  filing  such  application,  on  an  ordinary  disability 
retirement  allowance;  provided,  that  a  physician  of  the 
retirement  board,  after  a  medical  examination  of  such 
member,  shall  certify  that  such  member  is  mentally  or 
physically  incapacitated  for  the  further  performance  of 
duty,  that  such  incapacity  is  likely  to  be  permanent,  and 
that  such  member  should  be  retired. 

Amount  of  Allowance. 

(2)  Upon  retirement  for  ordinary  disability  a  member 
shall  receive  a  service  retirement  allowance  if  he  has  at- 
tained age  sixty;  otherwise  he  shall  receive  an  ordinary 
disabiUty  retirement  allowance  consisting  of :  — 

(a)  An  annuity-certain  equal  to  ten  per  centum  per 
annum  of  his  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of 
his  retirement  or  to  twenty  dollars  per  month,  whichever 
is  greater,  which  shall  be  payable  in  equal  monthly  in- 
stalments until  such  accumulated  contributions  together 
with  regular  interest  on  the  unexpended  balance  shall  be 
exhausted,  and 

(h)  A  pension  of  ninety  per  centum  of  the  pension  that 
would  have  been  provided  by  the  town  for  the  member 
had  he  remained  without  further  change  of  compensation 
in  the  service  of  the  town  until  he  reached  age  sixty  and 
then  retired. 

ACCIDENTAL    DISABILITY   RETIREMENT. 

Conditions  for  Allowance. 

Section  8.  (1)  Upon  application  of  a  member  in 
service,  or  of  the  head  of  his  department,  any  member 
who  has  been  totally  and  permanently  incapacitated  for 
duty  as  the  natural  and  proximate  result  of  an  accident 
occurring  in  the  performance  and  within  the  scope  of  his 
duty  at  some  definite  time  and  place,  without  wilful  negli- 
gence on  his  part,  shall  be  retired  not  less  than  thirty  nor 
more  than  ninety  days  following  the  date  of  filing  of  such 
application;  provided,  that  a  physician  of  the  retirement 
board,  after  an  examination  of  such  member,  shall  report 
that  said  member  is  physically  or  mentally  incapacitated 
for  the  further  performance  of  duty,  that  such  incapacity 
is  likely  to  be  permanent,  and  that  said  member  should  be 
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retired,  and  the  retirement  board  shall  concur  in  such  report 
and  find  that  the  physical  or  mental  incapacity  is  the 
natural  and  proximate  result  of  such  an  accident  and  that 
such  disability  is  not  the  result  of  wilful  negligence  on  the 
part  of  said  member  and  that  said  member  should  be 
retired. 

Amount  of  Allowance. 

(2)  Upon  retirement  for  accidental  disability  a  member 
shall  receive  a  service  retirement  allowance  if  he  has  at- 
tained age  sixty;  otherwise  he  shall  receive  an  accidental 
disability  retirement  allowance  consisting  of :  — 

(a)  An  annuity-certain  equal  to  ten  per  centum  per 
annum  of  his  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  his 
retirement  or  to  twenty  dollars  per  month,  whichever  is 
greater,  which  shall  be  payable  in  equal  monthly  instal- 
ments until  such  accumulated  contributions  together  with 
regular  interest  on  the  unexpended  balance  shall  be  ex- 
hausted, and 

(6)  A  pension  equal  to  one  half  of  the  average  rate  of 
his  regular  annual  compensation  for  the  fiscal  year  im- 
mediately preceding  the  date  of  the  accident. 

RE-EXAMINATION  OF  PENSIONERS  RETIRED  ON  ACCOUNT 
OF    DISABILITY. 

Section  9.  (1)  Once  each  year  during  the  first  five 
years  following  retirement  of  a  member  on  a  disability 
retirement  allowance,  and  once  in  every  three-year  period 
thereafter,  the  retirement  board  may,  and  upon  his  applica- 
tion shall,  require  any  disability  pensioner  who  has  not  yet 
attained  age  sixty  to  undergo  a  medical  examination  by  a 
physician  or  physicians  designated  by  the  retirement 
board  and  approved  by  the  board  of  selectmen,  such 
examination  to  be  made  at  the  place  of  residence  of  said 
pensioner  or  other  place  mutually  agreed  upon.  Should 
any  disability  pensioner  who  has  not  yet  attained  the  age  of 
sixty  refuse  to  submit  to  at  least  one  medical  examination 
in  any  such  period  of  one  or  three  years,  as  the  case  may  be, 
his  allowance  may  be  discontinued  until  his  withdrawal  of 
such  refusal,  and  should  his  refusal  continue  for  a  year,  all 
his  rights  in  and  to  his  pension  shall  be  revoked  by  the 
retirement  board. 

(2)  Should  such  physician  or  physicians  report  and 
certify  to  the  retirement  board  that  such  disability  pen- 
sioner is  engaged  in  or  is  able  to  engage  in  a  gainful  occupa- 
tion paying  more  than  the  difference  between  his  retirement 
allowance  and  his  final  regular  compensation,  and  should  the 
retirement  board  concur  in  such  report,  then  the  amount 
of  his  pension  shall  be  reduced  to  an  amount  which,  to- 
gether with  his  annuity-certain  and  the  amount  earnable 
by  him,  shall  equal  the  amount  of  his  final  regular  com- 
pensation. Should  his  earning  capacity  be  later  changed, 
the  amount  of  his  pension  may  be  further  modified;   pro- 
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vided,  that  the  new  pension  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of 
the  pension  originally  granted  nor  shall  it  exceed  an  amount 
which,  when  added  to  the  amount  earnable  by  the  pensioner 
together  with  his  annuity-certain  equals  the  amount  of  his 
final  regular  compensation.  A  pensioner  restored  to 
active  service  at  a  salary  less  than  the  final  regular  com- 
pensation upon  the  basis  of  which  he  was  retired  shall  not 
become  a  member  of  the  retirement  system. 

(3)  Should  a  disability  pensioner  be  restored  to  active 
service  at  a  compensation  not  less  than  his  final  regular 
compensation,  his  retirement  allowance  shall  cease,  he  shall 
again  become  a  member  of  the  retirement  system,  and 
he  shall  contribute  thereafter  at  the  same  rate  he  paid  prior 
to  disability.  Any  balance  of  the  fund  held  for  the  pay- 
ment of  his  annuity-certain  which  has  not  been  expended 
at  the  time  he  is  restored  to  full  active  service  as  a  member 
shall  be  credited  to  his  account  in  the  Annuity  Savings 
Fund.  Any  prior  service  certificate  on  the  basis  of  which 
his  service  was  computed  at  the  time  of  his  retirement 
shall  be  restored  to  full  force  and  effect,  and  in  addition 
upon  his  subsequent  retirement  he  shall  be  credited  with 
all  his  service  as  a  member. 

(4)  Should  a  disability  pensioner  die  before  the  annuity- 
certain  has  expired,  the  balance  of  the  fund  held  for  the 
payment  of  his  annuity-certain  which  has  not  been  ex- 
pended at  the  time  of  his  death  shall  be  paid  to  his  desig- 
nated beneficiary,  if  living,  otherwise  to  his  legal  repre- 
sentative, subject  to  the  proviso  contained  in  subsection 
(2)  of  section  ten. 

RETURN    OF    ACCUMULATED    CONTRIBUTIONS. 

Section  10.  (1)  Within  sixty  days  after  the  filing 
with  the  retirement  board  of  a  request  therefor,  any  mem- 
ber who  shall  have  ceased  to  be  an  employee  by  resignation 
or  discharge  or  for  any  reason  other  than  death  or  retire- 
ment under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  the 
amount  of  his  accumulated  contributions. 

(2)  Should  a  member  die  while  an  employee,  his  accumu- 
lated contributions  shall  be  paid  to  his  designated  benefi- 
ciary, if  living,  otherwise  to  his  legal  representative;  pro- 
vided, that  if  the  sum  so  due  does  not  exceed  three  hundred 
dollars,  and  there  has  been  no  demand  therefor  by  a  duly 
appointed  executor  or  administrator,  payment  may  be 
made,  after  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date 
of  death  of  such  member,  to  the  persons  appearing,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  retirement  board,  to  be  entitled  thereto, 
and  such  payment  shall  be  a  bar  to  recovery  by  any  other 
person. 

accidental   death    BENEFIT. 

Section  11.  If,  upon  receipt  by  the  retirement  board  of 
proper  proofs  of  the  death  of  a  member,  the  retirement 
board  shall  decide  that  such  death  was  the  natural  and 
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proximate  result  of  an  accident  occurring  at  some  definite 
time  and  place  while  the  member  was  in  the  actual  per- 
formance and  within  the  scope  of  his  duty,  and  not  the 
result  of  wilful  negligence  on  his  part,  and  if  the  deceased 
member  is  survived  by  any  of  the  dependents  enumerated 
below,  there  shall  be  paid,  in  addition  to  accumulated 
contributions  under  subsection  (2)  of  section  ten  or  to 
any  unexpended  balance  under  subsection  (4)  of  section 
nine,  an  accidental  death  benefit  consisting  of  a  pension 
equal  to  one  half  the  average  regular  annual  compensation 
received  by  the  deceased  member  for  the  fiscal  year  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  the  accident,  said  pension  to  be  paid :  — 

(a)  To  the  dependent  husband  or  wife  of  the  deceased 
member  during  life  or  until  remarriage;  or 

(6)  If  there  be  no  husband  or  wife  or  if  the  husband  or 
wife  dies  or  remarries  before  every  child  of  such  deceased 
member  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  then 
to  his  child  or  children  under  such  age,  divided  in  such 
manner  as  the  retirement  board  in  its  discretion  shall 
determine,  to  continue  as  a  joint  and  survivor  pension 
until  every  such  child  dies  or  attains  the  age  of  eighteen 
years ;   or 

(c)  If  there  be  no  dependent  husband  or  wife,  or  child 
under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  surviving  such  deceased 
member,  then  to  either  his  dependent  father  or  dependent 
mother,  as  the  retirement  board  in  its  discretion  shall 
determine,  to  continue  for  life  or  until  remarriage. 

OPTIONAL   BENEFITS. 

Section  12.  (1)  Subject  to  the  provisions  that  no 
optional  election  shall  be  effective  in  case  a  pensioner  dies 
within  thirty  days  after  retirement,  and  that  such  a  pen- 
sioner shall  be  considered  as  an  active  member  at  the  time 
of  death,  until  the  first  payment  on  account  of  any  retire- 
ment allowance  is  made,  the  member  may  elect  to  convert 
the  retirement  allowance  otherwise  provided  for  in  this 
system  into  a  lesser  retirement  allowance  of  equivalent 
actuarial  value  payable  throughout  his  or  her  life  with  the 
provision  that :  — 

Option  1.  —  If  the  pensioner  dies  before  having  received 
in  annuity  payments  an  amount  equal  to  the  present  value 
of  the  annuity  at  the  date  of  the  member's  retirement,  the 
balance  shall  be  paid  to  such  surviving  beneficiary  as  the 
pensioner  shall  have  nominated  by  written  designation 
duly  acknowledged  and  filed  with  the  retirement  board,  or, 
if  there  be  no  beneficiary  living,  then  to  the  legal  repre- 
sentative of  the  pensioner,  without  change  in  the  amount 
of  the  pension;  or 

Option  2.  —  Upon  the  death  of  the  pensioner,  the  lesser 
retirement  allowance  shall  be  continued  throughout  the 
life  of  and  paid  to  such  surviving  beneficiary  as  the  pen- 
sioner shall  have  nominated  by  written  designation  duly 
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acknowledged  and  filed  with  the  retirement  board  at  the 
date  of  the  member's  retirement;  or 

Option  3.  —  Upon  the  death  of  the  pensioner,  one  half 
of  the  lesser  retirement  allowance  shall  be  continued 
throughout  the  life  of  and  paid  to  such  surviving  beneficiary 
as  the  pensioner  shall  have  nominated  by  written  designa- 
tion duly  acknowledged  and  filed  with  the  retirement  board 
at  the  date  of  the  member's  retirement. 

(2)  If  the  member  be  an  incompetent  at  the  date  of 
retirement,  the  election  of  one  of  the  optional  benefits 
provided  in  this  section  may  be  made  by  the  member's 
wife  or  husband,  or  if  there  be  no  wife  or  husband,  then 
by  the  member's  conservator  or  guardian. 

COMPENSATION    BENEFITS    OFFSET. 

Section  13.  Any  amounts  paid  or  payable  by  the 
town  under  the  provisions  of  the  workmen's  compensation 
law  to  a  member  or  to  the  dependents  of  a  member  on 
account  of  death  or  disability  shall  be  offset  against  and 
payable  in  lieu  of  any  benefits  payable  out  of  funds  provided 
by  the  town  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  on  account  of 
the  death  or  disability  of  a  member.  If  the  value  of  the 
total  commuted  benefits  under  the  workmen's  compensa- 
tion law  is  less  than  the  reserve  on  the  pension  otherwise 
payable  under  this  act,  the  value  of  such  commuted  pay- 
ments shall  be  deducted  from  such  pension  reserve  and  such 
benefits  as  may  be  provided  by  the  pension  reserve  so 
reduced  shall  be  payable  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

administration. 

Section  14.  (1)  The  management  of  the  retirement 
system  is  hereby  vested  in  a  retirement  board,  the  member- 
ship of  which  shall  be  constituted  as  follows :  — 

(a)  The  treasurer  of  the  town, 

(6)  One  person  who  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  retire- 
ment system  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of 
selectmen  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years  commencing 
on  the  date  when  the  retirement  system  becomes  first 
operative  and  until  the  qualification  of  his  successor,  and 

(c)  One  person  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  retire- 
ment system  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of 
selectmen,  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  commencing 
on  the  date  when  the  retirement  system  becomes  first 
operative  and  until  the  qualification  of  his  successor. 

(2)  As  the  terms  of  office  of  the  appointed  members 
expire,  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of 
three  years  each  and  until  the  quahfication  of  their  suc- 
cessors. On  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  appointed  mem- 
bership of  the  retirement  board,  for  any  cause  other  than 
the  expiration  of  a  term  of  office,  a  successor  to  the  person 
whose  place  has  become  vacant  shall  be  appointed  for  the 
unexpired  term  in  the  same  manner  as  above  provided. 

(3)  The  members  of  the  retirement  board  shall  receive 
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such  compensation  as  the  board  of  selectmen  shall  de- 
termine and  they  shall  be  reimbursed  from  the  expense 
fund  for  any  expense  or  loss  of  salary  or  wages  which  they 
may  incur  through  service  on  the  retirement  board. 

(4)  The  retirement  board  shall  elect  from  its  member- 
ship a  chairman,  and  shall  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  its 
members  appoint  a  secretary,  who  may  be,  but  need  not 
be,  one  of  its  members.  It  shall  engage  such  actuarial 
and  other  services  as  shall  be  required  to  transact  the 
business  of  the  retirement  system.  The  funds  to  meet  the 
costs  of  administering  the  retirement  system  shall  be 
derived  from  appropriations  of  the  town.  The  retirement 
board  shall  submit  an  estimate  of  such  costs  to  the  board 
of  selectmen  not  later  than  January  fifteenth  of  each  year. 
Such  amount  as  shall  be  required  in  the  first  year  of  opera- 
tion to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  the  retirement  system  shall  be  appropriated 
by  the  town. 

(5)  The  retirement  board  shall  keep  in  convenient 
form  such  data  as  shall  be  necessary  for  actuarial  valuations 
of  the  various  funds  of  the  retirement  system  and  for 
checking  the  experience  of  the  system. 

(6)  The  retirement  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  of  its 
proceedings,  which  shall  be  open  to  pubhc  inspection. 
It  shall  publish  annually  a  report  showing  the  transactions 
of  the  retirement  system  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  the 
amount  of  accumulated  cash  and  securities  of  the  system, 
and  the  last  balance  sheet  showing  the  financial  condition 
of  the  system  by  means  of  actuarial  valuation  of  the  assets 
and  liabilities  thereof.  The  board  shall  submit  said  report 
to  the  board  of  selectmen  and  shall  furnish  copies  thereof 
to  the  town  clerk  for  distribution. 

Legal  Adviser. 

(7)  The  town  counsel  shall  be  the  legal  adviser  of  the 
retirement  board. 

Medical  Examinations. 

(8)  The  retirement  board,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  l3oard  of  selectmen,  shall  appoint  a  physician  and  fix 
his  compensation,  and  said  physician  shall  arrange  for  and 
pass  upon  all  medical  examinations  required  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  investigate  all  essential  state- 
ments and  certificates  by  or  in  behalf  of  a  member  in  con- 
nection with  an  application  for  disability  retirement,  and 
shall  report  in  writing  to  the  retirement  board  his  conclu- 
sions and  recommendations  upon  all  the  matters  referred 
to  him.  If  required,  other  physicians  may  be  employed 
by  the  retirement  board  to  report  on  special  cases. 

Duties  of  Actuary. 

(9)  The  retirement  board  shall  designate  an  actuary 
who  shall  be  the  technical  adviser  of  the  retirement  board 
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on  matters  regarding  the  operation  of  the  funds  created  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  are  required  in  connection  therewith, 

(10)  Immediately  after  the  establishment  of  the  retire- 
ment system  the  actuary  shall  make  such  investigation  of 
the  mortality,  service  and  compensation  experience  of  the 
members  of  the  system  as  he  shall  recommend  and  the 
retirement  board  shall  authorize,  and  on  the  basis  of  such 
investigation  he  shall  recommend  for  adoption  by  the 
retirement  board  such  tables  and  such  rates  as  are  required 
by  section  fifteen.  The  retirement  board  shall  adopt 
tables  and  certify  rates,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  there- 
after the  actuary  shall  make  a  valuation,  based  on  such 
tables  and  rates,  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  funds 
created  by  this  act. 

(11)  Three  years  after  the  system  becomes  operative, 
and  at  least  once  in  each  five-year  period  thereafter,  the 
actuary  shall  make  an  actuarial  investigation  into  the 
mortaUty,  service  and  compensation  experience  of  the 
members  and  pensioners  of  the  retirement  system,  and  shall 
make  a  valuation  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  funds 
thereof,  and  taking  into  account  the  result  of  such  investiga- 
tion and  valuation  the  retirement  board  shall  — 

(a)  Adopt  for  the  retirement  system  such  mortality, 
service  and  other  tables  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary;   and 

(b)  Certify  the  rates  of  contribution  payable  by  the 
town  on  account  of  new  entrants. 

(12)  On  the  basis  of  such  tables  as  the  retirement  board 
shall  from  time  to  time  adopt,  the  actuary  shall  make  an 
annual  valuation  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  reserve 
funds  of  the  system  created  by  this  act. 

METHOD    OF    FINANCING. 

Section  15.  All  of  the  assets  of  the  retirement  system 
shall  be  credited,  according  to  the  purpose  for  which  they 
are  held,  to  one  of  the  following  five  funds,  namely,  the 
Annuity  Savings  Fund,  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund,  the 
Pension  Accumulation  Fund,  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund 
or  the  Expense  Fund. 

Annuity  Savings  Fund. 

(1)  (a)  The  Annuity  Savings  Fund  shall  be  the  fund 
to  which  shall  be  paid  the  deductions  from  the  compensa- 
tion of  members.  The  treasurer  of  the  town  shall  withhold 
four  per  centum  of  the  regular  compensation  due  on  each 
pay  day  to  all  employees  who  are  members  of  this  retire- 
ment system.  The  various  amounts  so  withheld  shall  be 
transferred  immediately  thereafter  to  the  retirement  system 
and  credited  to  the  accounts  of  the  respective  members 
so  contributing,  and  shall  be  paid  into  and  become  a  part 
of  said  Annuity  Savings  Fund. 

(fe)  In  determining  the  amount  earnable  by  a  member  in 
a  payroll  period,  the  retirement  board  may  consider  the 
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rate  of  annual  compensation  payable  to  such  member  on 
the  first  day  of  the  payroll  period  as  continuing  throughout 
such  payroll  period,  and  it  may  omit  deduction  from  com- 
pensation for  any  period  less  than  a  full  payroll  period  if  an 
employee  was  not  a  member  on  the  first  day  of  the  payroll 
period. 

(c)  The  deductions  provided  for  herein  shall  be  made 
notwithstanding  that  the  minimum  compensation  provided 
for  by  law  for  any  member  shall  be  reduced  thereby.  Every 
member  shall  be  deemed  to  consent  and  agree  to  the  deduc- 
tions provided  for  herein  and  shall  receipt  for  his  full 
salary  or  compensation,  and  the  payment  of  his  full  salary 
or  compensation  less  the  deductions  provided  for  hereunder 
shall  be  considered  a  full  and  complete  discharge  and 
acquittance  of  all  claims  and  demands  whatsoever  for  the 
services  rendered  by  such  person  during  the  period  covered 
by  such  payment,  except  as  to  the  benefits  provided  under 
this  act. 

(d)  In  addition  to  the  contributions  deducted  from 
compensation  as  hereinbefore  provided,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  retirement  board,  any  member  may  re- 
deposit  in  the  Annuity  Savings  Fund  by  a  single  payment 
or  by  an  increased  rate  of  contribution  an  amount  equal 
to  the  total  amount  which  he  previously  withdrew  there- 
from, as  provided  in  this  act,  or  any  part  thereof;  or  any 
member  may  deposit  therein  by  a  single  payment  or  by 
an  increased  rate  of  contribution  an  amount  computed  to  be 
sufficient  to  purchase  an  additional  annuity,  which  to- 
gether with  his  prospective  retirement  allowance,  will 
provide  for  him  a  total  retirement  allowance  of  not  more 
than  one  half  of  his  salary  at  age  sixty.  Such  additional 
amounts  so  deposited  shall  be  treated  as  a  part  of  his  ac- 
cumulated contributions,  except  in  the  event  of  his  retire- 
ment, when  they  shall  not  be  used  to  increase  the  pension 
payable,  and  shall  be  treated  as  excess  contributions  return- 
able to  the  member  in  cash  or  in  providing  an  excess  an- 
nuity of  equivalent  actuarial  value.  The  accumulated 
contributions  of  a  member  withdrawn  by  him  or  paid  to  his 
estate  or  to  his  designated  beneficiary  in  event  of  his  death 
as  provided  in  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the  Annuity 
Savings  Fund.  Upon  the  retirement  of  a  member  his 
accumulated  contributions  shall  be  transferred  from  the 
Annuity  Savings  Fund  to  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund. 

Annuity  Reserve  Fund. 

(2)  The  Annuity  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  from 
which  shall  be  paid  all  annuities  and  all  benefits  in  lieu 
of  annuities,  payable  as  provided  in  this  act.  Should  a 
pensioner,  retired  on  account  of  disability,  be  restored  to 
active  service  with  a  compensation  not  less  than  his  regular 
compensation  at  the  time  of  his  last  retirement,  any  unex- 
pended balance  of  the  fund  held  for  the  payment  of  his 
annuity-certain    shall   be   transferred   from    the    Annuity 
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Reserve  Fund  to  the  Annuity  Savings  Fund,  and  credited 
to  his  individual  account  therein. 

Pension  Accumulation  Fund. 

(3)  (a)  The  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  the 
fund  into  which  shall  be  accumulated  all  reserves  for  the 
payment  of  all  pensions  and  other  benefits  payable  from 
contributions  made  by  the  town,  and  from  which  shall  be 
paid  all  pensions  and  other  benefits  on  account  of  members 
with  prior  service  credit.  Contributions  to  and  payments 
from  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  made  as 
follows :  — 

(6)  On  account  of  each  member  there  shall  be  paid 
annually  into  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  by  the  said 
town,  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  a  certain  percentage  of 
the  regular  compensation  of  each  member,  to  be  known  as 
the  "normal  contribution",  and  an  additional  percentage  of 
his  regular  compensation  to  be  known  as  the  "accrued 
liability  contribution".  The  rates  per  centum  of  such 
contributions  shall  be  fixed  on  the  basis  of  the  liabilities 
of  the  retirement  system  as  shown  by  actuarial  valuation. 
Until  the  first  valuation  the  normal  contribution  shall  be 
three  and  thirty  hundredths  per  centum,  and  the  accrued 
liabihty  contribution  shall  be  five  and  eighteen  hundredths 
per  centum,  of  the  regular  annual  compensation  of  all 
members. 

(c)  On  the  basis  of  regular  interest  and  of  such  mortality 
and  other  tables  as  shall  be  adopted  by  the  retirement 
board,  the  actuary  engaged  by  the  board  to  make  each 
valuation  required  by  this  act  during  the  period  over  which 
the  accrued  liability  contribution  is  payable,  immediately 
after  making  such  valuation,  shall  determine  the  uniform 
and  constant  percentage  of  the  regular  compensation  of 
the  average  new  entrant,  which  if  contributed  on  the  basis 
of  compensation  of  such  new  entrant  throughout  his  entire 
period  of  active  service  is  computed  to  be  sufficient  to 
provide  for  the  payment  of  any  pension  payable  on  his 
account.  The  rate  per  centum  so  determined  shall  be 
known  as  the  "normal  contribution"  rate.  After  the  ac- 
crued liability  contribution  has  ceased  to  be  payable,  the 
normal  contribution  rate  shall  be  the  rate  per  centum  of 
the  regular  compensation  of  all  members  obtained  by 
deducting  from  the  total  liabilities  of  the  Pension  Accumula- 
tion Fund  the  amount  of  the  funds  in  hand  to  the  credit  of 
that  fund  and  dividing  the  remainder  by  one  per  centum 
of  the  present  value  of  the  prospective  future  salaries  of 
all  members  as  computed  on  the  basis  of  the  mortality  and 
service  tables  adopted  by  the  retirement  board  and  regular 
interest.  The  normal  rate  of  contribution  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  actuary  after  each  valuation. 

(d)  Immediately  succeeding  the  first  valuation,  the 
actuary  engaged  by  the  retirement  board  shall  compute 
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the  rate  per  centum  of  the  total  regular  compensation  of 
all  members  which  is  equivalent  to  four  per  centum  of  the 
amount  of  the  total  pension  liability  on  account  of  all 
members  and  pensioners  which  is  not  dischargeable  by  the 
aforesaid  normal  contribution  made  on  account  of  such 
members  during  the  remainder  of  their  active  service. 
The  rate  per  centum  originally  so  determined  shall  be 
known  as  the  "accrued  liability  contribution  rate". 

(e)  The  total  amount  payable  in  each  year  to  the  Pension 
Accumulation  Fund  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum  of  the 
rates  per  centum  known  as  the  normal  contribution  rate 
and  the  accrued  liability  contribution  rate  of  the  total 
compensation  earnable  by  all  members  during  the  preceding 
year;  provided,  that  the  amount  of  each  annual  accrued 
liability  contribution  shall  be  at  least  three  per  centum 
greater  than  the  preceding  annual  accrued  liability  pay- 
ment, and  that  the  aggregate  payments  of  the  town  shall 
be  sufficient  when  combined  with  the  amount  in  the  fund 
to  provide  the  pensions  and  other  benefits  payable  out  of 
the  fund  during  the  year  then  current. 

(/)  The  accrued  liability  contribution  shall  be  dis- 
continued as  soon  as  the  accumulated  reserve  in  the  Pension 
Accumulation  Fund  shall  equal  the  present  value,  as  actu- 
arially computed  and  approved  by  the  retirement  board,  of 
the  total  liability  of  such  fund  less  the  present  value,  com- 
puted on  the  basis  of  the  normal  contribution  rate  then  in 
force,  of  the  prospective  normal  contributions  to  be  re- 
ceived on  account  of  persons  who  are  at  that  time  members. 

(g)  All  pensions,  and  benefits  in  lieu  thereof,  with  the 
exception  of  those  payable  on  account  of  members  who 
receive  no  prior  service  allowance,  payable  from  contribu- 
tions of  the  town,  shall  be  paid  from  the  Pension  Accumula- 
tion Fund. 

(h)  Upon  the  retirement  of  a  member  not  entitled  to 
credit  for  prior  service,  an  amount  equal  to  his  pension 
reserve  shall  be  transferred  from  the  Pension  Accumulation 
Fund  to  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund. 

Pension  Reserve  Fund. 

(4)  The  Pension  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  from 
which  shall  be  paid  the  pensions  to  members  not  entitled 
to  credit  for  prior  service  and  benefits  in  lieu  thereof. 
Should  such  a  pensioner,  retired  on  account  of  disability, 
be  restored  to  active  service  with  a  compensation  not  less 
than  his  average  regular  compensation  for  the  year  preced- 
ing his  last  retirement,  the  pension  reserve  thereon  shall  be 
transferred  from  the  Pension  Reserve  Fund  to  the  Pension 
Accumulation  Fund.  Should  the  pension  of  a  disability 
pensioner  be  reduced  as  a  result  of  an  increase  in  his  earning 
capacity,  the  amount  of  the  annual  reduction  in  his  pension 
shall  be  paid  annually  into  the  Pension  Accumulation 
Fund  during  the  period  of  such  reduction. 
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Expense  Fund. 

(5)  The  Expense  Fund  shall  be  the  fund  to  which  shall 
be  credited  all  money  appropriated  by  the  town  to  pay 
the  administration  expenses  of  the  retirement  system,  and 
from  which  shall  be  paid  all  the  expenses  necessary  in 
connection  with  the  administration  and  operation  of  the 
system. 

Appropriations. 

(6)  (a)  On  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  in 
each  year  the  retirement  board  shall  certify  to  the  board  of 
selectmen  the  amount  of  the  appropriations  required  for 
the  current  calendar  year  to  maintain  the  funds  for  all  the 
benefits  provided  under  this  act  and  items  of  appropriation 
providing  for  such  amounts  shall  be  included  in  the  budget. 

(6)  To  cover  the  requirements  of  the  system  for  the 
period  prior  to  the  date  when  the  first  regular  appropriation 
is  due,  as  provided  by  paragraph  (a)  of  this  subsection, 
such  amounts  as  shall  be  necessary  to  cover  the  needs  of 
the  system  shall  be  paid  into  the  Pension  Accumulation 
Fund  and  the  Expense  Fund  by  special  appropriations 
to  the  system. 

MANAGEMENT    OF   FUNDS. 

Section  16.  (1)  The  retirement  board  shall  invest 
the  funds  of  the  retirement  system  in  such  securities  as  are 
approved  from  time  to  time  by  the  bank  commissioner  for 
the  investment  of  the  funds  of  savings  banks  under  the 
laws  of  the  commonwealth  and  in  deposits  in  such  banks. 

(2)  The  retirement  board  shall  annually  allow  regular 
interest  on  the  average  balance  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year  to  the  credit  of  the  various  funds  from  the  interest 
and  dividends  earned  from  investments.  Any  excess 
earnings  over  the  amount  so  credited  shall  be  used  for 
reducing  the  amount  of  contributions  required  of  the  town 
during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year.  Any  deficiency  shall  be 
paid  by  the  town  during  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 

(3)  The  treasurer  of  the  town  shall  be  custodian  of  the 
several  funds.  All  payments  from  said  funds  shall  be 
made  by  him  only  upon  vouchers  signed  by  one  member 
of  the  retirement  board  and  approved  by  the  town  account- 
ant and  the  board  of  selectmen.  A  duly  attested  copy  of 
a  resolution  of  the  retirement  board  designating  such 
member  and  bearing  upon  its  face  a  specimen  signature  of 
such  member  shall  be  filed  with  the  treasurer  as  his  au- 
thority for  making  payments  upon  such  vouchers.  No 
voucher  shall  be  drawn  unless  it  shall  have  been  previously 
authorized  by  resolution  of  the  retirement  board. 

(4)  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  disbursements  for  pen- 
sions, annuities  and  other  payments  an  amount  of  money, 
not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  the  total  amount  in  the 
several  funds  of  the  retirement  system,  may  be  kept  on 
deposit  in  one  or  more  banks  or  trust  companies  organized 
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under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  United 
States;  provided,  that  the  sum  on  deposit  in  any  one  bank 
or  trust  company  shall  not  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the 
paid-up  capital  and  surplus  thereof. 

(5)  The  retirement  board  may,  in  its  discretion,  transfer 
to  or  from  the  Pension  Accumulation  Fund  the  amount 
of  any  surplus  or  deficit  which  may  develop  in  the  reserves 
creditable  to  the  Annuity  Reserve  Fund  or  the  Pension 
Reserve  Fund,  as  shown  by  actuarial  valuation. 

(6)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  no  member 
and  no  employee  of  the  retirement  board  shall  have  any 
direct  interest  in  the  gains  or  profits  of  any  investment 
made  by  the  retirement  board,  nor  as  such  receive  any 
pay  or  emolument  for  his  services.  No  member  or  em- 
ployee of  the  retirement  board  shall,  directly  or  indirectly, 
for  himself  or  as  an  agent,  in  any  manner  use  any  of  the 
securities  or  other  assets  of  the  retirement  board,  except 
to  make  such  current  and  necessary  payments  as  are  au- 
thorized by  the  retirement  board;  nor  shall  any  member 
or  employee  of  the  retirement  board  become  an  endorser 
or  surety  or  in  any  manner  an  obligor  for  moneys  loaned 
by  or  borrowed  from  the  retirement  system. 

(7)  The  retirement  board  may  at  any  time  in  its  discre- 
tion, with  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  insurance, 
elect  to  have  underwritten  and  guaranteed  by  an  insurance 
company  or  companies  approved  by  him  any  or  all  of  the 
benefits  included  in  the  retirement  system.  Any  payment 
of  premium  to  an  insurance  company  in  consideration  of 
the  insurance  company's  guarantee  to  fulfill  certain  obliga- 
tions assumed  shall  be  deemed  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  the  retirement  plan  relating  to  management 
and  investment  of  funds  under  the  retirement  system. 

(8)  Each  member  of  the  retirement  board,  and  the 
treasurer  of  the  town  in  his  capacity  as  custodian  of  the 
several  funds  shall  severally  give  bond  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties  in  a  sum  and  with  sureties  or 
surety  approved  by  the  board  of  selectmen. 

EXEMPTION    OF    FUNDS    FROM   TAXATION   AND    EXECUTION. 

Section  17.  The  pensions,  annuities  and  retirement 
allowances  and  the  accumulated  contributions  and  the 
cash  and  securities  in  the  funds  created  by  this  act  are 
hereby  exempted  from  any  state,  county  or  municipal  tax 
of  this  commonwealth,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  execution 
or  attachment  by  trustee  process  or  otherwise,  in  law  or  in 
equity,  or  under  any  other  process  whatsoever,  and  shall  be 
nonassignable  except  as  specifically  provided  in  this  act. 

RECEIPT    OF    BOTH    RETIREMENT    ALLOWANCE    AND    SALARY 
FORBIDDEN. 

Section  18.  No  pensioner  of  the  retirement  system 
shall  be  paid  for  any  service,  except  service  as  a  juror  and 
such  service  as  he  may  be  called  upon  to  perform  in  the 
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police  or  fire  department  in  a  time  of  public  emergency, 
rendered  by  him  to  the  town  after  the  date  of  the  first 
payment  of  any  retirement  allowance  hereunder,  except 
as  provided  in  section  nine  of  this  act,  and  except  as  further 
provided  in  this  section. 

Notwithstanding  the  above  provision,  a  pensioner  may 
be  employed,  for  periods  of  not  exceeding  one  year  at  a 
time,  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  and  may 
receive  compensation  from  the  town  for  the  services  so 
rendered;  provided,  that  the  annual  rate  of  compensation 
paid,  together  with  the  retirement  allowance  received,  shall 
not  exceed  the  regular  compensation  of  the  said  pensioner 
at  the  time  of  retirement. 

RIGHT    OF   APPEAL. 

Section  19.  The  supreme  judicial  court  shall  have 
jurisdiction  in  equity  upon  the  petition  of  the  retirement 
board  or  any  interested  party  or  upon  the  petition  of  not 
less  than  ten  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  town  to  compel  the 
observance  and  restrain  any  violation  of  this  act  and  the 
rules  and  regulations  authorized  or  established  thereunder.

Section  four  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety-two 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new  sentence:  — 
Said  commissioner  shall,  if  public  convenience  and  neces- 
sity so  require,  fix  a  limit  for  the  number  of  licenses  to  be 
issued  under  this  section,  but  may  from  time  to  time,  after 
a  reasonable  notice  and  a  hearing,  change  the  limit  so 
fixed.  In  fixing  or  changing  such  limit  he  shall  be  guided 
by  the  number  of  hackney  carriages  actually  being  operated 
and  not  by  the  number  of  licenses  issued  and  outstanding. 
If  an  applicant  is  refused  a  license  hereunder  by  reason  of 
the  fact  that  the  maximum  number  of  licenses  limited  as 
aforesaid  has  been  issued,  the  department  of  pubhc  utilities, 
on  petition  of  such  applicant,  may  after  a  hearing  determine 
that  public  convenience  and  necessity  require  that  a  higher 
limit  than  that  fixed  by  said  police  commissioner  shall  be 
established,  in  which  case  the  limit  set  by  said  department 
shall  be  considered  final.

ACCOUNT  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE  AND  SOLDIERS'  BENEFITS

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Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend 
to  defeat  its  purpose,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preserva- 
tion of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows. ■ 

Section  1.  The  emergency  finance  board,  established 
under  section  one  of  chapter  forty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the 
current  year,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  board,  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  conferred  or  imposed 
upon  it  by  said  chapter,  exercise  and  perform  the  powers 
and  duties  hereinafter  so  conferred  or  imposed,  and,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  the  provisions  of  said  section  one 
shall  apply  to  the  board  when  acting  under  this  act.  Each 
appointive  member  of  the  board,  when  acting  under  this 
act,  shall  receive  from  the  commonwealth  as  compensation, 
in  addition  to  any  sums  so  payable  for  action  under  said 
chapter  forty-nine,  for  each  day's  attendance  at  board 
meetings  during  the  current  fiscal  year,  the  sum  of  thirty 
dollars  and,  for  each  day's  attendance  as  aforesaid  there- 
after, the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars;  provided,  that  the  total 
amount  paid  hereunder  to  any  member  for  compensation  as 
aforesaid  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
during  the  current  fiscal  year  nor  one  thousand  dollars  in 
any  fiscal  year  thereafter.  Separate  records  and  accounts 
shall  be  kept  by  the  board  of  its  action  under  this  act.  The 
existence  of  the  board,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  shall 
terminate  upon  payment  in  full  to  the  commonwealth  of 
all  amounts  due  hereunder  from  the  cities  and  towns,  and 
nothing  in  said  chapter  forty-nine  shall  be  construed  to 
terminate  its  existence  earlier. 

Section  2.  Any  city  or  town,  by  a  two  thirds  vote  as 
defined  in  section  one  of  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General 
Laws  and  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  or  the  selectmen 
and  of  the  board,  may  borrow,  during  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-three,  outside  its  debt  limit  as  fixed 
by  section  ten  of  said  chapter  forty-four  for  use  only  as 
provided  in  section  four,  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  excess  of 
the  amount  expended  by  such  city  or  town  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two  over  that  expended  by  it 
in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine  for  public 
welfare  including  mothers'  aid  and  old  age  assistance,  and 
soldiers'  benefits  including  state  aid,  mihtary  aid,  soldiers' 
burials  and  soldiers'  refief,  as  determined  by  the  board, 
and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  therefor  which  shall  bear  on 
their  face  the  words,  (name  of  city  or  town)  Municipal 
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Relief  Loan,  Act  of  1933.  Each  authorized  issue  shall 
constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  paid  in 
not  more  than  five  years  from  their  dates  and,  except  as 
herein  provided,  shall  be  subject  to  chapter  forty-four  of 
the  General  Laws.  Any  expense  incurred  by  the  board  in 
passing  upon  applications  for  loans  by  cities  and  towns  from 
others  than  the  commonwealth  shall  be  charged  to  such 
cities  and  towns  and  added  to  their  respective  quotas  of  the 
state  tax. 

Section  3.  On  petition  of  the  treasurer  of  any  city, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  or  the  treasurer  of  any 
town,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  after  a  loan  has 
been  authorized  under  the  preceding  section,  the  board 
may,  if  in  its  judgment  the  financial  affairs  of  such  city  or 
town  warrant,  approve  the  loaning  of  money  by  the  com- 
monwealth to  an  amount  which,  together  with  the  amount 
of  bonds  and  notes  issued  under  section  two  and  sold  to 
others  than  the  commonwealth,  will  not  exceed  the  limita- 
tion provided  in  said  preceding  section,  from  funds  pro- 
vided under  section  seven  of  this  act,  and  the  state  treasurer 
shall  loan  said  city  or  town  the  amount  so  approved  upon 
receipt  of  its  bonds  or  notes  of  equivalent  face  value.  The 
rate  of  interest  on  all  loans  made  to  cities  and  towns  by  the 
commonwealth  under  this  act  shall  be  fixed  by  the  state 
treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  board  at  such  amount 
as  in  his  judgment  will  cover  the  entire  cost  to  the  common- 
wealth including  interest  on  money  borrowed  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act,  expense  of  issuing  bonds  and  expenses  of 
the  board,  its  employees  and  such  other  expenses  as  may  be 
necessary  for  a  proper  administration  of  this  act,  except 
expenses  assessed  under  the  preceding  section. 

Section  4.  The  proceeds  of  loans  issued  under  au- 
thority of  this  act  by  any  city  or  town  shall  be  used  only  to 
meet  appropriations  for  public  welfare,  soldiers'  benefits  or 
maturing  debt  made  prior  to  any  application  by  it  for  a 
loan  hereunder,  or  shall  be  treated  by  the  assessors  as  an 
estimated  receipt  in  fixing  its  tax  rate. 

Section  5.  The  commissioner  of  public  welfare  and 
the  commissioner  of  state  aid  and  pensions  shall,  upon 
request  of  the  board,  make  investigations  and  report  to  it 
as  to  the  administration  of  public  relief  in  any  city  or  town 
seeking  approval  by  the  board  of  any  loan  under  authority 
of  this  act,  and  the  board  may  investigate  and  make  recom- 
mendations in  writing  to  officials,  boards  and  commissions 
of  such  a  city  or  town  concerning  said  administration  or 
concerning  its  finances;  and  no  loan  shall  be  approved  by 
the  board  until  its  recommendations,  if  any,  have  been 
complied  with  to  its  satisfaction.  In  any  city  or  town 
which  has  obtained  a  loan  from  the  commonwealth  in  the 
current  year  under  authority  of  this  act,  no  subsequent 
appropriation  in  said  year  shall  be  valid  without  the  written 
approval  of  the  board.  Until  all  loans  made  hereunder 
by  the  commonwealth  to  any  city  or  town  have  been  repaid 
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in  full,  no  appropriation  by  such  city  or  town  in  any  year 
subsequent  to  the  current  year  for  a  purpose  other  than 
one  for  which  an  appropriation  was  made  for  the  current 
year  or  for  an  amount  in  excess  of  any  appropriations  made 
for  said  current  year  for  a  similar  purpose  shall  be  valid 
without  the  written  approval  of  the  board. 

Section  6.  If  a  city  or  town  fails  to  make  payment  of 
principal  or  interest  on  any  bond  or  note  issued  to  the 
commonwealth  under  sections  two  and  three,  when  due, 
the  state  treasurer  shall,  not  later  than  the  issue  of  his 
warrant  for  its  share  of  the  state  tax  in  any  year,  issue  his 
warrant  requiring  its  assessors  to  assess  a  tax  to  the  amount 
necessary  to  make  such  payment  in  full  and  the  amount  of 
such  warrant  shall  be  collected  and  paid  to  the  state  treas- 
urer in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  penalties 
as  state  taxes.  The  state  treasurer  shall  have  authority 
to  withhold,  to  the  extent  necessary  to  make  good  any 
failure  to  make  payment  of  the  sums  due,  any  sum  due  the 
city  or  town  from  the  commonwealth  and  not  previously 
pledged. 

Section  7.  The  state  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  governor  and  council,  may  borrow  from  time  to  time 
such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  funds  for  loans 
to  municipalities  as  aforesaid  and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes 
of  the  commonwealth  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  thirty 
million  dollars.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  issued  for 
such  maximum  term  of  years  as  the  governor  may  recom- 
mend to  the  general  court  in  accordance  with  section  three 
of  Article  LXII  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution  of 
the  commonwealth,  shall  be  payable  not  later  than  Novem- 
ber thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  forty,  and  shall  bear 
interest  at  such  terms  and  at  such  rates  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  state  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor 
and  council. 

The  state  treasurer  may  borrow  from  time  to  time  in 
anticipation  of  the  serial  issue  and  may  issue  notes  therefor 
and  may  renew  the  same,  but  the  maturity  of  the  temporary 
loans  shall  be  not  later  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
first  temporary  loan  and  in  no  event  later  than  the  date  of 
the  serial  loans  herein  authorized. 

Section  8.  Until  payment  to  the  commonwealth  of 
all  principal  and  interest  on  account  of  any  bonds  or  notes 
issued  by  a  city  or  town  hereunder  and  held  by  the  common- 
wealth, so  much  of  any  moneys  received  by  the  common- 
wealth under  the  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Act  of  1933  as 
would  otherwise  be  allocated  to  such  city  or  town  shall 
forthwith  be  applied  by  the  state  treasurer  toward  the 
payment  of  bonds  or  notes  issued  hereunder  by  such  city 
or  town  and  then  held  by  the  commonwealth,  in  the  order 
of  their  maturities,  and  thereafter  interest  shall  be  payable 
only  on  the  balance  of  such  bonds  or  notes  remaining  unpaid. 

Section  9.  Income  received  by  any  inhabitant  of  the 
commonwealth   during  the  years  nineteen  hundred   and 
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thirty-three,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-four  and  nine- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-five  from  dividends  on  shares  in 
all  corporations,  joint  stock  companies  and  banking  asso- 
ciations, organized  under  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  or 
under  the  laws  of  any  state  or  nation,  except  co-operative 
banks,  building  and  loan  associations  and  credit  unions 
chartered  by  the  commonwealth,  and  except  savings  and 
loan  associations  under  the  supervision  of  the  commissioner 
of  banks,  shall  be  taxed  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per 
annum.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section,  the 
provisions  of  chapter  sixty-two  of  the  General  Laws,  as 
amended,  shall  apply  to  the  taxation  of  income  received 
by  any  such  inhabitant  during  said  years.

sale  or  delivered  to  be  conspicuously  labeled  or  marked 
upon  the  outside  thereof  in  not  less  than  eight  point  type 
with  the  following  "contains  not  more  than  1/10  of  1% 
sodium  sulphite"  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  fifteen  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.

The  South  Easton  and  Eastondale  fire  and 
water  district,  established  by  chapter  two  hundred  and 
thirty-two  of  the  Special  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifteen,  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and  powers  of 
fire  districts  under  chapter  forty-eight  of  the  General  Laws, 
as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  and  the 
water  commissioners  of  said  district  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  rights  and  powers  of  prudential  committees  of  fire 
districts  under  said  chapter  forty-eight,  as  so  appearing. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  acceptance 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  registered  voters  of  said  South 
Easton  and  Eastondale  fire  and  water  district  present  and 
voting  at  a  district  meeting  duly  called  in  accordance  with 
said  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty-two.

Edition  thereof,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing:—  Section  40.  The  metropolitan  district  commission  Emergency 
in  cities  or  towns  using  the  metropolitan  water  supply,  iTcftieTan/ 
the  city  council  in  other  cities,  the  selectmen  or  water  com-  *'°^°s- 
missioners  in  other  towns,  water  commissioners  of  water 
supply  and  fire  and  water  districts,  officers  having  control 
of  county  institutions  having  water  works,  heads  of  state 
departments  having  control  of  state  institutions  having 
water  works,  hereinafter  described  as  officers  having  con- 
trol of  such  an  institution,  and  water  companies  supplying 
any  communities  in  the  commonwealth,  in  cases  of  emer- 
gency, may,  on  behalf  of  their  respective  bodies  politic

supply,  or  may  purchase  water  from  any  city,  town  or  water 
company,  or  county  or  state  institution  having  water 
works,  for  a  period  of  not  more  than  six  months  in  any  year 
in  quantities  necessary  to  relieve  the  emergency;  but  no 
such  taking  or  purchase  shall  be  made  until  after  the  de- 
partment of  public  health  has  approved  the  water  as  a 
proper  source  of  water  supply  and  unless  and  until,  in  the 
case  of  towns  and  water  supply  and  fire  and  water  districts, 
the  selectmen  or  water  commissioners  have  first  been 
authorized  so  to  take  or  purchase  by  a  vote  of  the  voters 
at  a  town  meeting  or  a  district  meeting,  as  the  case  may  be, 
or,  in  the  case  of  water  companies,  said  companies  have 
first  been  so  ordered  in  writing  by  said  department.  The 
proper  authority  as  aforesaid  may  also  take  by  eminent

A  tax  is  hereby  imposed  upon  the  transfer  of  real  prop- 
erty or  tangible  personal  property  in  the  commonwealth  of 
every  person  who  at  the  time  of  death  was  a  resident  of  the 
United  States  but  not  a  resident  of  the  commonwealth, 
and  upon  the  transfer  of  all  property,  both  real  and  personal, 
within  the  commonwealth  of  every  person  who  at  the  time 
of  death  was  not  a  resident  of  the  United  States,  the  amount 
of  which  shall  be  a  sum  equal  to  such  proportion  of  the 
amount  by  which  the  credit  allowable  under  the  applicable 
federal  revenue  act  for  estate,  inheritance,  legacy  and  suc- 
cession taxes  actually  paid  to  the  several  states  exceeds 
the  amount  actually  so  paid  for  such  taxes,  exclusive  of 
estate  taxes  based  upon  the  difference  between  such  credit 
and  other  estate  taxes  and  inheritance,  legacy  and  succes- 
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sion  taxes,  as  the  value  of  the  property  in  the  common- 
wealth bears  to  the  value  of  the  entire  estate,  subject  to 
estate  tax  under  the  applicable  federal  revenue  act.

SWANSEA    FIRE    AND    WATER    DISTRICT. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Swansea  Swansea  fire 
residing  in  that  part  of  the  town  bounded  and  described  dirstri^t!^'^ 
as  follows:  beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Cole's  river  at  a  ^7ii-°''^ 
point  in  the  Massachusetts-Rhode  Island  state  line; 
thence  running  northerly,  easterly  and  northerly  again 
by  the  channel  of  said  Cole's  river  to  a  point  five  hundred 
feet  distant  from  and  northerly  of  the  centre  line  of  Milford 
road;  thence  running  easterly  always  five  hundred  feet 
from  and  parallel  to  the  centre  line  of  Milford  road  to 
Hortonville  road  and  continuing  in  the  same  direction  five 
hundred  feet  easterly  of  the  centre  line  of  Hortonville 
road ;  thence  running  southerly  five  hundred  feet  from  and 
parallel  to  the  centre  line  of  Hortonville  road  to  a  point 
five  hundred  feet  north  of  the  centre  line  of  Main  street; 
thence  running  easterly  five  hundred  feet  from  and  parallel 
to  the  centre  line  of  Main  street  to  a  point  fifteen  hundred 
feet  east  of  the  centre  line  of  Elm  street  extended;  thence 
southerly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  Swansea-Somerset  town 
line  at  a  point  measured  in  said  town  line  five  hundred  feet 
easterly  of  the  centre  line  of  Elm  street;  thence  running 
westerly  and  southerly  by  the  town  line  between  Swansea 
and  Somerset  to  a  point  in  the  Massachusetts-Rhode  Island 
state  line;  and  thence  running  by  said  state  line  to  the 
point  of  beginning,  and  comprising  the  portions  of  the 
town  known  as  Swansea  Village,  Ocean  Grove  and  South 
Swansea;  —  shall  constitute  a  water  district  and  are  hereby 
made  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Swansea  Fire 
and  Water  District,  hereinafter  called  the  district,  for  the

ground  sources  of  supply  by  means  of  driven,  artesian  or 
other  wells  within  the  town  of  Swansea,  not  already  used 
for  public  water  supply,  and  the  water  rights  connected 
with  any  such  water  sources;  and  for  said  purposes  may 
take  as  aforesaid,  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and 
hold,  all  lands,  rights  of  way  and  other  easements  neces- 
sary for  collecting,  storing,  holding,  purifying  and  preserv- 
ing the  purity  of  the  water  and  for  conveying  the  same  to 
any  part  of  said  district ;  provided,  that  no  source  of  water 
supply  or  lands  necessary  for  preserving  the  quality  of 
the  water  shall  be  so  taken  or  used  without  first  obtaining 
the  advice  and  approval  of  the  state  department  of  public 
health,  and  that  the  location  of  all  dams,  reservoirs  and 
wells  to  be  used  as  sources  of  water  supply  under  this  act 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  department.  Said 
district  may  construct  on  the  lands  acquired  and  held 
under  this  act  proper  dams,  reservoirs,  standpipes,  tanks, 
buildings,  fixtures  and  other  structures,  and  may  make 
excavations,  procure  and  operate  machinery  and  provide 
such  other  means  and  appliances,  and  do  such  other  things 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance 
of  complete  and  effective  water  works;  and  for  that  pur- 
pose may  construct  wells  and  reservoirs  and  establish 
pumping  works,  and  may  construct,  lay  and  maintain 
aqueducts,  conduits,  pipes  and  other  works  under  or  over 
any  land,  water  courses,  railroads,  railways  and  public  or 
other  ways,  and  along  such  ways,  in  said  town,  in  such 
manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to  obstruct  the  same;  and  for 
the  purposes  of  constructing,  laying,  maintaining,  operat- 
ing and  repairing  such  conduits,  pipes  and  other  works,  and 
for  all  proper  purposes  of  this  act,  said  district  may  dig  up 
or  raise  and  embank  any  such  lands,  highways  or  other 
ways  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  the  least  hindrance  to 
public  travel  on  such  ways;  provided,  that  all  things  done 
upon  any  such  way  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the 
selectmen  of  the  town  of  Swansea.  Said  district  shall  not 
enter  upon,  construct  or  lay  any  conduit,  pipe  or  other 
works  within  the  location  of  any  railroad  corporation 
except  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  agree 
upon  with  such  corporation,  or,  in  case  of  failure  to  so 
agree,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  department  of  public 
utilities. 

Section  3.  Any  person  sustaining  damages  in  his 
property  by  any  taking  under  this  act  or  any  other  thing 
done  under  authority  thereof  may  recover  such  damages 
from  said  district  under  said  chapter  seventy-nine;    but 
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the  right  to  damages  for  the  taking  of  any  water,  water 
right  or  water  source,  or  for  any  injury  thereto,  shall  not 
vest  until  water  is  actually  withdrawn  or  diverted  under 
authority  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary 
expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  other  than  expenses  of  maintenance  and  operation, 
the  said  district  may  borrow  from  time  to  time  such  sums 
as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes 
therefor,  which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words,  Swansea 
Fire  and  Water  District  Loan,  Act  of  1933.  Each 
authorized  issue  shall  constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such 
loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than  thirty  years  from 
their  dates.  Indebtedness  incurred  under  this  act  shall  be 
subject  to  chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  5.  Said  district  shall,  at  the  time  of  authoriz- 
ing said  loan  or  loans,  provide  for  the  payment  thereof  in 
accordance  with  section  four  of  this  act;  and  when  a  vote 
to  that  effect  has  been  passed,  a  sum  which,  with  the  income 
derived  from  water  rates,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
annual  expense  of  operating  its  water  works  and  the 
interest  as  it  accrues  on  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  as  afore- 
said by  the  district,  and  to  make  such  payments  on  the 
principal  as  may  be  required  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  without  further  vote  be  assessed  upon  said  dis- 
trict by  the  assessors  of  said  town  annually  thereafter  until 
the  debt  incurred  by  said  loan  or  loans  is  extinguished. 

Section  6.  Any  land  taken  or  acquired  under  this 
act  shall  be  managed,  improved  and  controlled  by  the 
commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for,  in  such  manner 
as  they  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  district. 

Section  7.  Whenever  a  tax  is  duly  voted  by  said 
district  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  clerk  shall  send  a 
certified  copy  of  the  vote  to  the  assessors  of  said  town,  who 
shall  assess  the  same  upon  property  in  said  district  in  the 
same  manner  in  all  respects  in  which  town  taxes  are  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  assessed.  The  assessment  shall  be 
committed  to  the  town  collector,  who  shall  collect  said  tax 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  town 
taxes,  and  shall  deposit  the  proceeds  thereof  with  the 
district  treasurer  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  district. 
Said  district  may  collect  interest  on  overdue  taxes  in  the 
manner  in  which  interest  is  authorized  to  be  collected  on 
town  taxes. 

Section  8.  A  meeting  or  meetings  of  the  voters  of  the 
territory  described  in  this  act  shall  be  called,  on  petition 
of  ten  or  more  legal  voters  therein,  by  a  warrant  from  the 
selectmen  of  said  town,  or  from  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
directed  to  one  of  the  petitioners,  requiring  him  to  give 
notice  of  the  meeting  by  posting  copies  of  the  warrant  in 
two  or  more  public  places  in  the  district  seven  days  at 
least  before  the  time  of  the  meeting.     Such  justice  of  the 
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peace,  or  one  of  the  selectmen,  shall  preside  at  such  meeting 
until  a  clerk  is  chosen  and  sworn,  and  the  clerk  shall  preside 
until  a  moderator  is  chosen.  After  the  choice  of  a  modera- 
tor for  the  meeting  the  question  of  the  acceptance  of  this 
act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters,  and  if  it  is  accepted 
by  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting  thereon, 
the  meeting  may  then  proceed  to  act  on  the  other  articles 
contained  in  the  warrant. 

Section  9.  Said  district  shall  elect  by  ballot,  either 
at  the  same  meeting  at  which  this  act  shall  have  been  ac- 
cepted or  at  a  later  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  three 
persons  to  hold  office,  one  until  the  expiration  of  three 
years,  one  until  the  expiration  of  two  years,  and  one  until 
the  expiration  of  one  year,  from  the  day  of  the  next  suc- 
ceeding annual  district  meeting,  to  constitute  a  board  of 
water  commissioners;  and  at  every  annual  meeting  after 
such  next  succeeding  annual  district  meeting  one  such 
commissioner  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  term  of 
three  years.  All  the  authority  granted  to  said  district 
by  this  act,  except  sections  four  and  five,  and  not  otherwise 
specifically  provided  for,  shall  be  vested  in  said  board  of 
water  commissioners,  who  shall  be  subject,  however,  to 
such  instructions,  rules  and  regulations  as  the  district  may 
by  vote  impose.  Said  commissioners  shall  appoint  a 
treasurer  of  said  district,  who  may  be  one  of  their  number, 
who  shall  give  bond  to  the  district  in  such  an  amount  and 
with  such  surety  or  sureties  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
commissioners.  A  majority  of  the  commissioners  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  in  said  board  from  any  cause  may  be 
filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term  by  said 
district  at  any  legal  meeting  called  for  the  purpose.  No 
money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  district  treasury  on  account 
of  the  water  works  except  upon  a  written  order  of  said 
commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Section  10.  Said  board  of  commissioners  shall  fix 
just  and  equitable  prices  and  rates  for  the  use  of  water, 
and  shall  prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  payment.  The 
income  of  the  water  works  shall  be  appropriated  to  defray 
all  operating  expenses,  interest  charges  and  payments  on 
the  principal  as  they  accrue  upon  any  bonds  or  notes  issued 
for  water  supply  purposes.  If  there  should  be  a  net 
surplus  remaining  after  providing  for  the  aforesaid  charges, 
it  may  be  appropriated  for  such  new  construction  as  said 
commissioners  may  recommend,  and  in  case  a  surplus 
should  remain  after  payment  for  such  new  construction 
the  water  rates  shall  be  reduced  proportionately.  Said 
commissioners  shall  annually,  and  as  often  as  said  district 
may  require,  render  a  report  upon  the  condition  of  the 
works  under  their  charge,  and  an  account  of  their  doings, 
including  an  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Section  11.  Said  district  may  adopt  by-laws  pre- 
scribing by  whom  and  how  meetings  may  be  called,  notified 
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and  conducted;  and,  upon  the  application  of  ten  or  more 
legal  voters  in  said  district,  meetings  may  also  be  called 
by  warrant  as  provided  in  section  eight.  Said  district 
may  also  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  manage- 
ment of  its  water  works,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or 
with  law,  and  may  choose  such  other  officers  not  provided 
for  in  this  act  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  proper. 

Section  12.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts,  Penalty  for 
pollutes  or  diverts  any  water  obtained  or  supplied  under  waterleto. 
this  act,  or  wilfully  or  wantonly  injures  any  reservoir, 
standpipe,  aqueduct,  pipe  or  other  property  owned  or  used 
by  said  district  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  act,  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  said  district  three  times  the  amount  of 
damages  assessed  therefor,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of 
tort,  and  upon  conviction  of  any  of  the  above  wilful  or 
wanton  acts  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  six  months. 

Section  13.     This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its  Acceptance 
acceptance  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  voters  of  said  district  °^  **'*'• 
present  and  voting  thereon  at  a  district  meeting  called  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  eight. 

Section  14.  Upon  a  petition  in  writing  addressed  to  Referendum 
said  commissioners  by  any  owner  of  real  estate  in  said  on^truft!"^ 
town,  abutting  on  said  district,  setting  forth  that  the 
petitioner  desires  to  have  certain  accurately  described 
portions  of  his  real  estate  included  in  said  district,  said 
commissioners  shall  cause  a  duly  warned  meeting  of  said 
district  to  be  called,  at  which  meeting  the  voters  may  vote 
on  the  question  of  including  said  real  estate  within  said 
district.  If  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting 
thereon  vote  in  the  affirmative,  the  district  clerk  shall  within 
ten  days  file  with  the  town  clerk  of  said  town  and  with  the 
state  secretary  an  attested  copy  of  said  petition  and  vote, 
describing  precisely  the  real  estate  added  to  said  district; 
and  thereupon  said  real  estate  shall  become  and  be  a  part 
of  said  district  and  shall  be  holden  under  this  act  in  the 
same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  real  estate 
described  in  section  one.  Approved  July  7,  1933.

An  Act  relative  to  the  indemnification  of  certain 
public  employees  for  damages  sustained  through 
operation  of  certain  publicly  owned  vehicles,  and 
subjecting  employees  of  certain  county  and  district 
hospitals  to  certain  provisions  of  the  workmen's 
compensation  laws. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     Section  three  B  of  chapter  twelve  of  the  o.  l.  (Xer. 
General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  amende^d  ^  ^^' 
thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"motor"  in  the  fifth  line  the  words:  —  or  other,  —  so  as  to 
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read  as  follows:  —  Section  SB.  Upon  the  filing  with  the 
attorney  general  of  a  written  request  of  any  officer  or  em- 
ployee of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  metropolitan  district 
commission  that  the  attorney  general  defend  him  against 
an  action  for  damages  for  bodily  injuries,  including  death 
at  any  time  resulting  therefrom,  arising  out  of  the  operation 
of  a  motor  or  other  vehicle  owned  by  the  commonwealth, 
including  one  under  the  control  of  said  commission,  wherein 
such  officer  or  employee  consents  to  be  bound  by  any 
decision  that  the  attorney  general  may  make  in  connection 
with  the  trial  or  settlement  of  such  action,  the  attorney 
general  shall,  if  after  investigation  it  appears  to  him  that 
such  officer  or  employee  was  at  the  time  the  cause  of  action 
arose  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  official  duties  or  em- 
ployment, take  over  the  management  and  defence  of  such 
action.  The  attorney  general  may  adjust  or  settle  any 
such  action,  at  any  time  before,  during  or  after  trial,  if  he 
finds  after  investigation  that  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to 
damages  from  such  officer  or  employee,  and  in  such  case 
there  shall  be  paid  from  the  state  treasury  for  settlement 
in  full  of  such  action  from  such  appropriation  as  may  be 
made  by  the  general  court  for  the  purposes  of  this  section 
such  sum,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  as  the  at- 
torney general  shall  determine  to  be  just  and  reasonable 
and  as  the  governor  and  council  shall  approve. 

If  an  execution  issued  on  a  final  judgment  in  such  an 
action  is  presented  to  the  state  treasurer  by  an  officer 
qualified  to  serve  civil  process  and  if  there  is  also  presented 
to  or  on  file  with  said  state  treasurer  a  certificate  of  the 
attorney  general  certifying  that  said  execution  was  issued 
on  a  judgment  in  an  action  in  which  he  appeared  for  and 
defended  the  defendant  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  there  shall  be  paid  from  the  state  treasury 
from  the  appropriation  above  referred  to,  the  amount  of  the 
execution,  including  costs  and  interest,  up  to  but  not  in 
excess  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.  Section  twenty-eight  of  chapter  thirty- 
five  of  the  General  Laws,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "motor"  in  the  ninth  line  the 
words:  —  or  other, — so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section 
28.  The  county  commissioners  shall  annually  prepare 
estimates  of  county  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the 
ensuing  year,  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  director  of 
accounts  and  upon  blanks  by  him  furnished,  including 
estimates  for  construction  and  repair  of  county  buildings 
and  for  effecting  insurance  providing  indemnity  for  or 
protection  to  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  county 
against  loss  by  reason  of  their  liability  to  pay  damages  to 
others  for  bodily  injuries,  including  death  at  any  time 
resulting  therefrom,  caused  by  the  operation,  within  the 
scope  of  their  official  duties  or  employment,  of  motor  or 
other  vehicles  owned  by  the  county,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  on  account  of  injury  to  or 
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death  of  one  person,  or  for  providing  indemnity  or  protec- 
tion as  aforesaid  without  insurance,  with  a  statement  of 
the  corresponding  appropriations  for  the  preceding  year, 
and  expenditures  for  each  of  the  three  preceding  years, 
explaining  any  difference  between  the  amount  of  an  esti- 
mate and  the  latest  appropriation  for  the  same  purpose, 
and  citing  the  laws  relating  thereto.  The  clerk  of  the 
commissioners  shall  record  the  foregoing  in  a  book  kept 
therefor,  and,  on  or  before  January  twentieth,  shall  send  a 
copy  thereof,  by  him  attested  and  signed  by  the  chairman, 
to  the  said  director,  who  shall  analyze  and  classify  said 
estimates,  and  report  the  same  to  the  general  court  not 
later  than  February  tenth.

Section  4.  Section  one  hundred  A  of  chapter  forty-one 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "motor"  in  the  seventh  line 
the  words :  —  or  other,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  — 
Section  100 A.  A  city  which  accepts  this  section  by  vote 
of  its  city  council  subject  to  the  provisions  of  its  charter, 
or  a  town  which  accepts  the  same  by  vote  of  its  inhabitants 
at  an  annual  town  meeting,  may,  after  an  appropriation 
has  been  made  therefor,  indemnify  an  officer  or  employee 
thereof  for  expenses  or  damages  incurred  by  him  in  the 
defence  or  settlement  of  a  claim  against  him  for  bodily 
injuries,  including  death  at  any  time  resulting  therefrom, 
arising  out  of  the  operation  of  a  motor  or  other  vehicle 
owned  by  such  city  or  town,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
five  thousand  dollars;  provided,  that  after  investigation  it 
shall  appear  to  the  mayor  or  selectmen  that  such  officer  or 
employee  was  at  the  time  the  claim  arose  acting  within  the 
scope  of  his  official  duties  or  employment,  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  defence  or  settlement  of  such  claim  shall 
have  been  made  by  the  city  solicitor  or  the  town  counsel, 
or,  if  the  town  has  no  town  counsel,  by  an  attorney  em-

false  imprisonment,  slander,  actions  against  sheriffs, 
deputy  sheriffs,  constables  or  assignees  in  insolvency  for 
the  taking  or  conversion  of  personal  property,  actions  of 
tort  for  injuries  to  the  person  against  counties,  cities  and 
towns,  and  actions  of  contract  or  tort  for  malpractice,  error 
or  mistake  against  physicians,  surgeons,  dentists,  optom- 
etrists, hospitals  and  sanitaria,  shall  be  commenced  only 
within  two  years  next  after  the  cause  of  action  accrues; 
and  actions  for  libel  and  actions  of  tort  for  bodily  injuries 
or  for  death  the  payment  of  judgments  in  which  is  required 
to  be  secured  by  chapter  ninety  and  also  such  actions 
against  officers  and  employees  of  the  commonwealth,  of  the 
metropolitan  district  commission,  and  of  any  county, 
city  or  town,  arising  out  of  the  operation  of  motor  or  other 
vehicles  owned  by  the  commonwealth,  including  those

The  county  commissioners  of  any 
county,  acting  as  trustees  of  a  hospital  established  therein 
under  sections  seventy-eight  to  ninety,  inclusive,  may 
effect  insurance  providing  indemnity  for  or  protection  to 
the  officers  and  employees  of  such  hospital  against  loss  by 
reason  of  their  liabihty  to  pay  damages  to  others  for  bodily 
injuries,  including  death  at  any  time  resulting  therefrom, 
caused  by  the  operation,  within  the  scope  of  their  official 
duties  or  employment,  of  motor  or  other  vehicles  owned 
by  the  district  maintaining  such  hospital,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars  on  account  of  the 
injury  to  or  death  of  one  person.

county,  city,  town  or  district  having  the  power  of  taxation  so-caiied,  paid 
which  has  accepted  chapter  eight  hundred  and  seven  ^^alX'^t'c'!'

county  or  district  maintaining  a  hospital  established  under 
sections  seventy-eight  to  ninety,  inclusive,  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  eleven,  if  the  trustees  of  said  hospital  accept 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  pay  to  laborers,  work- 
men and  mechanics  employed  by  it  who  receive  injuries 
arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  their  employment,  or, 
in  case  of  death  resulting  from  such  injury,  to  the  persons 
entitled  thereto,  the  compensation  provided  by  this  chapter. 
Compensation  payable  under  this  chapter  to  an  injured

if  the  trustees  of  said  hospital  accept  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  The  terms  laborers,  workmen  and  mechanics,  as 
used  in  sections  sixty-eight  to  seventy-five,  inclusive,  shall 
include  foremen,  subforemen  and  inspectors  of  the  com- 
monwealth or  of  any  such  county,  city,  town  or  district, 
to  such  extent  as  the  commonwealth  or  such  county,  city, 
town  or  district,  acting  respectively  through  the  governor 
and  council,  county  commissioners,  city  council,  the 
qualified  voters  in  a  town  or  district  meeting,  or  the  trustees 
of  such  hospital,  shall  determine,  as  evidenced  by  a  writing 
filed  with  the  department. 

Section  8.  Any  city  or  town  which,  prior  to  the  effec-  Acceptance 
tive  date  of  this  act,  had  accepted  said  section  one  hundred  °[  thHct?''^ 
A  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  General  Laws  may,  if  a  city, 
by  vote  of  its  city  council  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
its  charter,  or,  if  a  town,  by  vote  of  its  inhabitants  at 
an  annual  town  meeting,  accept  said  section  one  hundred  A 
as  amended  by  section  four  of  this  act,  otherwise  the 
provisions  of  said  section  as  heretofore  in  effect  shall  con- 
tinue to  apply  therein.

DEATH    TAXES    UPON    ESTATES    OF    NON-RESIDENT    DECE- 
DENTS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Chapter  sixty-five  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  section  twenty-four,  as  appearing  in  the 
Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  the  six  following  new  sec- 
tions: —  Section  24.A.  The  terms  "death  tax"  and  "death 
taxes",  as  used  in  the  five  following  sections,  shall  include 
inheritance,  succession,  transfer  and  estate  taxes  and  any 
taxes  levied  against  the  estate  of  a  decedent  upon  the 
occasion  of  his  death. 

Section  2^3.  At  any  time  before  the  expiration  of 
eighteen  months  after  the  qualification  in  any  probate  court 
in  this  commonwealth  of  any  executor  of  the  will  or  ad- 
ministrator of  the  estate  of  any  non-resident  decedent, 
such  executor  or  administrator  shall  file  with  such  court 
proof  that  all  death  taxes,  together  with  interest  or  penalties 
thereon,  which  are  due  to  the  state  of  domicile  of  such 
decedent,  or  to  any  political  sub-division  thereof,  have  been 
paid  or  secured,  or  that  no  such  taxes,  interest  or  penal- 
ties are  due,  as  the  case  may  be,  unless  it  appears  that 
letters  testamentary  or  of  administration  have  been  issued 
on  the  estate  of  such  decedent  in  the  state  of  his  domicile, 
in  the  four  following  sections  called  the  domiciliary  state. 

Section  2JfC.  The  proof  required  by  section  twenty- 
four  B  may  be  in  the  form  of  a  certificate  issued  by  the 
official  or  body  charged  with  the  administration  of  the 
death  tax  laws  of  the  domicihary  state.  If  such  proof  has 
not  been  filed  within  the  time  limited  in  section  twenty- 
four  B,  and  if  within  such  time  it  does  not  appear  that 
letters  testamentary  or  of  administration  have  been  issued 
in  the  domiciliary  state,  the  register  of  probate  shall  forth- 
with upon  the  expiration  of  such  time  notify  by  mail  the 
official  or  body  of  the  domiciliary  state  charged  with  the 
administration  of  the  death  tax  laws  thereof  with  respect 
to  such  estate,  and  shall  state  in  such  notice  so  far  as  is 
known  to  him  (a)  the  name,  date  of  death  and  last  domicile 
of  such  decedent,  ih)  the  name  and  address  of  each  executor 
or  administrator,  (c)  a  summary  of  the  values  of  the  real 
estate,  tangible  personalty,  and  intangible  personalty, 
wherever  situated,  belonging  to  such  decedent  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  and  {d)  the  fact  that  such  executor  or  administra- 
tor has  not  filed  theretofore  the  proof  required  in  section 
twenty-four  B.  Such  register  shall  attach  to  such  notice 
a  plain  copy  of  the  will  and  codicils  of  such  decedent,  if 
he  died  testate,  or,  if  he  died  intestate,  a  list  of  his  heirs  and 
next  of  kin,  so  far  as  is  known  to  such  register.  Within 
sixty  days  after  the  mailing  of  such  notice  the  official  or 
body  charged  with  the  administration  of  the  death  tax 
laws  of  the  domiciliary  state  may  file  with  such  probate 
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court  in  this  commonwealth  a  petition  for  an  accounting 
in  such  estate,  and  such  ojfficial  or  body  of  the  domiciUary 
state  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  section,  be  a  party 
interested  for  the  purpose  of  petitioning  such  probate  court 
for  such  accounting.  If  such  petition  be  filed  within  said

An  officer  or  employee  of  a  city 
or  town  who  has  become  separated  from  the  classified  civil 
service  by  suspension,  discharge  or  for  any  other  cause 
except  inability  to  work  on  account  of  sickness  shall, 
within  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  a  written  request  by 
the  appointing  officer,  be  entitled  to  a  hearing  before  the 
commissioner.  Upon  good  cause  shown  the  commissioner 
may  authorize  his  reinstatement  in  the  same  position  or  in

Until  December  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-seven,  the  board  of  tax  appeals,  established  by 
section  one  of  chapter  fifty-eight  A  of  the  General  Laws, 
shall  consist  of  five  members,  and  two  members,  in  addition 
to  the  three  heretofore  appointed  under  said  section  one, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  council,  to  serve  until  said  December  first. 

Section  2.  Chapter  fifty-eight  A  of  the  General  Laws 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  seven,  as  appear- 
ing in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  and  inserting  in 
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place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  7.  Any  party  taking 
an  appeal  to  the  board  from  a  decision  or  determination 
of  the  commissioner  or  of  a  board  of  assessors,  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  appellee,  shall  file  a  petition  with  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  tax  appeals  and  serve  upon  said 
appellee  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  nine  a  copy 
thereof.  Where  two  or  more  parcels  of  real  estate  are 
included  in  one  decision  of  a  board  of  assessors,  the  board 
of  tax  appeals  in  its  discretion  may  require  that  each  parcel 
be  the  subject  of  a  separate  petition.

each  and  every  allegation  of  fact  contained  in  the  petition; 
except  that,  in  an  appeal  under  section  sixty-four  or  sixty- 
five  of  chapter  fifty-nine,  if  the  appellee  desires  to  raise  no 
issue  other  than  the  question  whether  there  has  been  an 
overvaluation  of  the  property  on  which  the  tax  appealed 
from  was  assessed,  no  answer  need  be  filed.  If  no  answer 
is  filed  in  such  a  case,  the  allegation  of  overvaluation  of 
such  property  shall  be  held  to  be  denied  and  all  other 
material  facts  alleged  in  the  petition  admitted.  If  an 
answer  is  filed  a  copy  shall  be  served  upon  the  appellant, 
in  the  manner  provided  in  section  nine.

ments, records,  models,  diagrams  and  other  exhibits 
introduced  in  evidence  before  the  board  may  be  withdrawn 
from  the  custody  of  the  board  in  such  manner  and  upon 
such  terms  as  the  board  may  in  its  discretion  prescribe. 
The  decision  of  the  board  shall  be  final  as  to  findings  of 
fact.  From  any  decision  of  the  board  upon  an  appeal  from 
a  decision  or  determination  of  the  commissioner,  or  of 
a  board  of  assessors,  except  decisions  of  the  board  under 
sections  twenty-five  a,nd  twenty-six  of  chapter  sixty-five, 
an  appeal  as  to  matters  of  law  may  be  taken  to  the  supreme 
judicial  court  by  either  party  to  the  proceedings  before 
the  board  who  has  not  waived  such  right  of  appeal.  A 
claim  of  appeal  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  board 
within  twenty  days  after  the  date  of  the  decision  of  the 
board,  or  within  twenty  days  after  the  date  of  a  report  of 
findings  of  fact,  if  such  report  is  made  on  request  of  a 
party  after  the  decision;  and  within  twenty  days  there- 
after, or  within  such  further  time  as  the  board  may  allow, 
the  appealing  party  shall  enter  the  appeal  in  said  court, 
in  the  county  where  either  party  lives  or  has  his  usual  place 
of  business  or  in  Suffolk  county,  and  shall  file  with  the  clerk 
of  said  court  a  copy  of  the  record  before  the  board,  shall 
serve  by  registered  mail  upon  the  adverse  party  a  copy  of 
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the  claim  of  appeal  and  a  notice  that  he  has  entered  said 
appeal  and  shall  file  an  affidavit  of  such  service  with  said 
clerk.  The  record  in  such  an  appeal  shall  include  copies  of 
the  following :  —  the  tax  returns  and  lists,  if  any,  filed  by 
the  taxpayer,  so  far  as  material  to  the  controversy,  the 
original  assessment  or  other  original  determination  in  issue, 
so  far  as  material,  the  application  for  abatement  or  other 
petition  filed  with  the  commissioner  or  with  the  board  of 
assessors  and  the  decision  or  determination  thereon,  the 
petition  upon  appeal  to  the  board,  the  answer  to  the  peti- 
tion and  other  pleadings,  if  any,  filed  with  the  board,  the 
report  and  findings  of  the  board  including  any  opinions 
filed,  all  requests  for  rulings  of  law  and  findings  of  fact  and 
the  disposition  of  each  by  the  board,  the  claim  of  appeal 
to  the  supreme  judicial  court  and  such  portion  of  any  official 
report  of  the  proceedings  before  the  board  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  consideration  of  any  question  of  law 
raised  before  the  board,  which  it  is  alleged  that  the  board 
has  erroneously  decided.  Each  claim  of  appeal  shall 
set  out  separately  and  particularly  each  error  of  law  as- 
serted to  have  been  made  by  the  board,  with  precise  refer- 
ences to  the  portions  and  particulars  of  the  proceedings 
before  the  board  in  which  it  is  alleged  that  error  of  law 
occurred.  Upon  the  entry  of  the  appeal  it  shall  be  heard 
and  determined  by  the  full  court.  Within  ten  days  from 
the  entry  of  the  appeal  in  the  supreme  judicial  court  the 
appealing  party  shall  give  the  clerk  of  said  court  an  order 
in  writing  to  print  the  record  filed  with  him  and  the  affi- 
davit of  service  for  transmission  to  the  full  court,  and, 
thereupon,  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  second  para- 
graph of  section  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  thirty-one  for  carrying  questions 
of  law  to  the  full  court,  the  expense  shall  be  estimated, 
notified  to  and  paid  by  the  appealing  party,  said  record 
shall  be  printed  and,  together  with  any  original  papers, 
transmitted  to  the  full  court,  and  said  appeal  shall  be 
entered  on  the  docket  of  the  full  court.  The  court  shall 
not  consider  any  issue  of  law  which  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  raised  in  the  proceedings  before  the  board. 
The  court  upon  determination  of  the  appeal  may  make 
such  order  as  such  determination  may  require  including  an 
order  for  costs.  Upon  the  entry  of  such  order,  with  or 
without  an  order  for  costs,  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  trans- 
mitted by  the  clerk  of  said  court  to  the  clerk  of  said  board. 
If  the  order  grants  an  abatement  of  a  tax  assessed  by  the 
commissioner  or  by  the  board  of  assessors  of  a  town  and 
the  tax  has  been  paid,  the  amount  abated  with  interest 
at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  time  when 
the  tax  was  paid,  and,  if  costs  are  ordered  against  the 
commissioner  or  against  a  board  of  assessors,  the  amount 
thereof,  shall  be  paid  to  the  taxpayer  by  the  state  treasurer 
or  by  the  town  treasurer,  as  the  case  may  be,  and,  if  un- 
paid in  the  latter  case,  execution  therefor  may  issue  against 
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the  town  as  in  actions  at  law.  If  costs  are  ordered  against 
a  taxpayer  execution  shall  issue  therefor.  The  appeal  to 
the  supreme  judicial  court  under  this  section  shall  be  the 
exclusive  method  of  reviewing  any  action  of  the  board, 
except  action  under  sections  twenty-five  and  twenty-six 
of  chapter  sixty-five.  For  want  of  prosecution  of  an  appeal 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  the  board, 
or,  if  the  appeal  has  been  entered  in  the  supreme  judicial 
court,  a  justice  of  that  court,  may  dismiss  the  appeal. 
Upon  dismissal  of  an  appeal  the  decision  of  the  board  shall 
thereupon  have  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  8.  Either  party  to  an  appeal  pending  before 
said  board  on  the  effective  date  of  this  act  may  file  a  re- 
quest in  writing  with  its  clerk  that  such  appeal  be  heard 
under  the  informal  procedure  established  under  section 
seven  A  of  said  chapter  fifty-eight  A.  The  clerk  shall 
forthwith  serve  a  copy  of  such  request  upon  the  other 
party  to  the  appeal  in  the  manner  provided  in  section 
nine  of  said  chapter  fifty-eight  A.  Unless  within  ten  days 
such  other  party  files  with  the  clerk  a  written  statement 
that  he  objects  to  the  hearing  of  such  appeal  under  said 
informal  procedure,  such  appeal  shall  be  so  heard  and  both 
parties  thereto  shall  be  deemed  to  have  waived  all  rights  of 
appeal  to  the  supreme  judicial  court,  except  as  provided 
in  section  seven  A  of  said  chapter  fifty-eight  A. 

Section  9.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in 
this  act,  the  board  in  considering  any  appeal  brought  before 
it  may  make  such  decision  as  equity  may  require  and  may 
reduce  or  increase  the  amount  of  the  assessment  appealed 
from.

Chap.S24:  An  Act  relative  to  the  indemnification  by  the  city 

OF  BOSTON  OF  MEMBERS  OF  ITS  POLICE  AND  FIRE  FORCES 
AND  OTHERS  FOR  CERTAIN  EXPENSES  OR  DAMAGES 
INCURRED  BY  THEM. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Boston  may  indemnify  a  mem- 
ber of  its  police  or  fire  force,  or  a  person  required  to  assist 
a  member  of  its  police  force  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties, 
to  an  amount  not  more  than  that  recommended  by  its 
police  commissioner  or  fire  commissioner,  as  the  case  may 
be,  for  expenses  or  damages  sustained  while  acting  as 
such  member  or  as  such  assistant  and  such  damages  may 
include  loss  of  pay  by  reason  of  absence  from  duty  on  the 
part  of  such  member  because  of  temporary  incapacity 
caused  by  injury  suffered  through  no  fault  of  his  own 
while  in  the  actual  performance  of  duty.  Said  city  may 
also  indemnify  such  member  for  expenses  or  damages 
incurred  by  him  in  the  defence  or  settlement  of  a  claim 
against  him  for  acts  done  by  him  while  acting  as  such 
member;  provided,  that  the  defence  or  settlement  of  such 
claim  shall  have  been  made  by  the  corporation  counsel  of 
said  city.  If  such  member  or  such  assistant  be  dead,  such 
expenses  or  damages  shall  be  payable  to  his  widow,  or,  if 
he  leaves  no  widow,  then  to  his  next  of  kin  who,  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  were  dependent  upon  his  wages  for 
support.

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  Emergency 
to  defeat  its  purpose,  which  is  in  part  to  provide  for  the  preamble, 
performance   of   certain   official   acts   on   September   first 
of  the  current  year,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an 
emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation 
of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  thirty-seven  of  chapter  sixty  of  the  g.  l.  (Ter. 
General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  ^tl!  amended, 
thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  fourth 
line,  the  word  "Such"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words:  —  Except  as  provided  in  section  sixty-one,  such,  — 
and  by  striking  out,  in  the  ninth  line,  the  word  "thirty" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word :  —  sixty,  —  so  as  to 
read  as  follows:  —  Section  37.  Taxes  assessed  upon  land,  Lien  of  tax 
including  those  assessed  under  sections  twelve,  thirteen  e8tM.J,Tevy  by 
and  fourteen  of  chapter  fifty-nine,  shall  with  all  incidental  sale,  validity 
charges  and  fees  be  a  lien  thereon  from  April  first  in  the 
year  of  assessment.  Except  as  provided  in  section  sixty- 
one,  such  lien  shall  terminate  at  the  expiration  of  two  years 
from  October  first  in  said  year,  if  the  estate  has  in  the

eighty-four,  inclusive,  has  been  duly  recorded,  or  for 
ninety  days  after  the  sale  or  taking  has  been  finally  ad- 
judged invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  There 
shall  be  no  lien  for  taxes  reassessed  if  the  property  is 
alienated  before  the  reassessment.  Said  taxes,  if  unpaid 
for  fourteen  days  after  demand  therefor,  may,  with  said 
charges  and  fees,  be  levied  by  sale  of  the  real  estate,  if  the 
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lien  thereon  has  not  terminated.  No  tax  title  shall  be  held 
to  be  invalid  by  reason  of  any  errors  or  irregularities  in  the 
proceedings  of  the  collector  which  are  neither  substantial 
nor  misleading. 

Section  2.  Section  thirty-eight  of  said  chapter  sixty, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
second  line,  the  word  "September"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word:  —  July,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  — 
Section  38.  If  a  mortgagee  of  land  situated  in  the  place  of 
his  residence,  before  July  first  of  the  year  in  which  the  tax 
is  assessed,  gives  written  notice  to  the  collector  that  he 
holds  a  mortgage  on  land,  with  a  description  of  the  land, 
the  demand  for  payment  shall  be  made  on  the  mortgagee 
instead  of  the  mortgagor. 

Section  3.  Section  thirty-nine  of  said  chapter  sixty, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
sixth  line,  the  word  ",  summons",  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  —  Section  39.  If  a  mortgagee  or  an  owner  of 
land  causes  a  notice,  designating  a  place  in  the  town  where 
such  land  hes  at  which  all  papers  relative  to  taxes  on  such 
land  which  are  to  be  served  on  him  may  be  left,  to  be 
recorded  in  January  of  any  year  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  such  town  and,  during  said  month,  to  be  delivered  to  the 
collector  thereof,  the  collector  shall  serve  at  such  place 
any  notice,  demand  for  payment  or  other  paper  relating 
to  the  taxes  on  such  land  which  is  to  be  served  by  him. 
The  collector  shall  not  advertise  the  sale  of  such  land  for 
two  months  after  the  time  of  a  demand  so  made.

Section  45.  The  collector  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the 
purchaser  a  deed  of  the  land,  stating  the  cause  of  sale,  the 
price  for  which  the  land  was  sold,  the  name  of  the  person 
on  whom  the  demand  for  the  tax  was  made,  the  places 
where  the  notices  were  posted,  the  name  of  the  newspaper 
in  which  the  advertisement  of  the  sale  was  published,  and 
the  residence  of  the  grantee,  and  shall  contain  a  warranty 
that  the  sale  has  in  all  particulars  been  conducted  accord- 
ing to  law.  The  deed  shall  convey  the  land  to  the  pur- 
chaser, subject  to  the  right  of  redemption.  The  title  thus 
conveyed  shall,  until  redemption  or  until  the  right  of 
redemption  is  foreclosed  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  held 
as  security  for  the  repayment  of  the  purchase  price,  with 
all  intervening  costs,  terms  imposed  for  redemption  and 
charges,  with  interest  thereon,  and  the  premises  conveyed 
shall  also  be  subject  to  and  have  the  benefit  of  all  ease- 
ments and  restrictions  lawfully  existing  in,  upon  or  over 
said  land  or  appurtenant  thereto  when  so  taken.  Such 
deed  shall  not  be  valid  unless  recorded  within  sixty  days 
after  the  sale.  If  so  recorded  it  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence of  all  facts  essential  to  the  validity  of  the  title  thereby 
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conveyed,  whether  the  deed  was  executed  on  or  before  as 
well  as  since  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen.  No 
sale  hereafter  made  shall  give  to  the  purchaser  any  right 
to  possession  of  the  land  until  the  expiration  of  two  years 
after  the  date  of  the  sale.

Section  48.  If  at  the  time  and  place  of  sale  no  person  bids 
for  the  land  offered  for  sale  an  amount  equal  to  the  tax 
and  charges,  and  if  the  sale  has  been  adjourned  one  or 
more  times,  the  collector  shall  then  and  there  make  public 
declaration  of  the  fact;  and,  if  no  bid  equal  to  the  tax  and 
charges  is  then  made,  he  shall  give  public  notice  that  he 
purchases  for  the  town  by  which  the  tax  is  assessed  said 
land  as  offered  for  sale  at  the  amount  of  the  tax  and  the 
charges  and  expenses  of  the  levy  and  sale.  Said  amount, 
together  with  the  cost  of  recording  the  deed  of  purchase, 
shall  be  allowed  him  in  his  settlement  with  such  town, 
provided  he  has  caused  the  deed  to  be  duly  recorded 
within  sixty  days  after  the  purchase  and  to  be  delivered  to 
the  town  treasurer.

lected taxes  assessed  to  such  parcel  for  any  year  subse- 
quent to  that  for  the  taxes  for  which  such  parcel  was  pur- 
chased or  taken,  with  all  legal  costs  and  charges,  until 
redemption  or  foreclosure.  The  town  treasurer  shall  insti- 
tute proceedings  for  foreclosure  as  soon  as  such  proceedings 
are  authorized  by  sections  sixty-two  and  sixty-five.  The 
commissioner  may  at  his  discretion  institute  proceedings 
in  the  name  of  the  treasurer  in  the  event  that  such  pro- 
ceedings are  not  instituted  by  the  treasurer.  Any  expense 
incurred  by  the  commissioner  hereunder  shall  be  assessed 
against  the  city  or  town  and  collected  in  the  same  manner 
as  expenses  for  auditing  municipal  accounts  under  the 
provisions  of  section  forty-one  of  chapter  forty-four. 
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Section  7.  Section  fifty-four  of  said  chapter  sixty,  as 
so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
seventh  Hne,  the  word  "thirty"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word:  —  sixty,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  — 
Section  54-  The  instrument  of  taking  shall  be  under  the 
hand  and  seal  of  the  collector  and  shall  contain  a  statement 
of  the  cause  of  taking,  a  substantially  accurate  description 
of  each  parcel  of  land  taken,  the  name  of  the  person  to 
whom  the  same  was  assessed,  the  amount  of  the  tax  thereon, 
and  the  incidental  expenses  and  costs  to  the  date  of  taking. 
Such  an  instrument  of  taking  shall  not  be  valid  unless 
recorded  within  sixty  days  of  the  date  of  taking.  If  so 
recorded  it  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  all  facts  essential 
to  the  validity  of  the  title  so  taken,  whether  the  taking  was 
made  on  or  before  as  well  as  since  July  first,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  fifteen.  Title  to  the  land  so  taken  shall  there- 
upon vest  in  the  town,  subject  to  the  right  of  redemption. 
Such  title  shall,  until  redemption  or  until  the  right  of 
redemption  is  foreclosed  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  held 
as  security  for  the  repajrment  of  said  taxes  with  all  inter- 
vening costs,  terms  of  redemption  and  charges,  with 
interest  thereon. 

Section  8.  Section  fifty-five  of  said  chapter  sixty,  as 
so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
fourth  line,  the  word  "thirty"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word:  —  sixty,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section 
65.  If  land  has  been  so  taken  there  shall  be  allowed  to 
the  collector  and  added  to  the  tax  the  charges  and  fees 
fixed  by  section  fifteen,  and  also  the  cost  of  recording  the 
instrument  of  taking,  provided  he  has  caused  such  instru- 
ment to  be  duly  recorded  within  sixty  days  after  the  taking 
and  to  be  delivered  to  the  town  treasurer. 

Section  9.  Said  chapter  sixty  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  section  sixty-one,  as  so  appearing,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  61 . 
Whenever  a  town  shall  have  purchased  or  taken  real  estate 
for  payment  of  taxes  the  lien  of  the  town  on  such  real 
estate  for  all  taxes  assessed  subsequently  to  the  assessment 
for  payment  of  which  the  estate  was  purchased  or  taken 
shall  continue,  and  it  shall  be  unnecessary  for  the  town  to 
take  or  sell  said  real  estate  for  non-payment  of  said  subse- 
quent taxes,  costs  and  interest;  and  on  redemption  from 
such  taking  or  purchase,  said  subsequent  taxes,  costs  and 
interest  shall  be  paid  to  the  town,  and  the  payment  shall 
be  made  a  part  of  the  terms  of  redemption,  except  that  if 
any  of  the  said  subsequent  taxes  have  not  been  certified  by 
the  collector  to  the  treasurer  to  be  added  to  the  tax  title 
account,  then  redemption  may  be  made  by  payment  only 
of  the  amount  of  the  tax  for  which  the  estate  was  pur- 
chased or  taken  and  of  such  subsequent  taxes  as  shall  have 
been  so  certified,  together  with  costs  and  interest.  The 
collector  shall  certify  to  the  treasurer  on  September  first  of 
the  year  following  that  of  their  assessment  all  subsequent 
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taxes  which  become  part  of  the  terms  of  redemption  and 
the  treasurer  shall  give  him  a  certificate  stating  that  the 
amount  or  amounts  have  been  added  to  the  tax  title  account 
or  accounts  and  the  collector  shall  be  credited  as  if  the  tax 
had  been  paid  in  money. 

Section  10.  Said  chapter  sixty  is  hereby  further  G.L.(Ter. 
amended  by  striking  out  section  sixty-two,  as  so  appear-  amended. 
ing,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  Redemption 
62.  Any  person  having  an  interest  in  land  taken  or  sold  or  !,o?d  f*or'^^° 
for  non-payment  of  taxes,  including  those  assessed  under  taxea. 
sections  twelve,  thirteen  and  fourteen  of  chapter  fifty-nine, 
or  his  heirs  or  assigns,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  filing  of  a 
petition  for  foreclosure  under  section  sixty-five,  if  the 
estate  has  been  taken  or  purchased  by  the  town,  may 
redeem  the  same  by  paying  or  tendering  to  the  treasurer 
the  amount  of  the  tax  and  all  intervening  taxes,  with  all 
costs,  charges  and  fees,  and  interest  at  eight  per  cent  per 
annum  on  the  whole,  or  may  pay  or  tender  to  the  treasurer 
not  less  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  tax  for  the  non-payment 
of  which  the  estate  was  taken  or  purchased,  together  with 
all  costs,  charges  and  fees,  and  interest  as  aforesaid  on  the 
whole  amount  of  the  tax  title  account  then  due,  which 
payment  shall  be  received,  receipted  for,  and  applied 
toward  the  redemption  of  the  estate  so  taken  or  purchased. 
From  time  to  time  thereafter  prior  to  the  filing  of  such 
petition  for  foreclosure,  such  person  may  hkewise  pay  or 
tender,  successively  in  the  order  of  their  date,  the  balance 
of  the  tax  of  which  partial  payment  was  made  and  a  first 
instalment  of  not  less  than  fifty  per  cent  and  a  second 
instalment  of  the  balance,  if  any,  of  each  year's  tax  which 
at  the  time  of  payment  or  tender  of  such  instalment  has 
been  added  to  the  tax  title  account  under  sections  fifty  and 
sixty-one,  until  all  taxes  upon  the  property  which  have  been 
added  to  the  tax  title  account  are  paid  or  tendered  in  full, 
whereupon  such  estate  shall  be  redeemed.  Each  payment 
or  tender  hereunder  shall  include,  in  addition  to  the  tax 
or  part  of  a  tax  paid,  all  intervening  costs,  charges,  fees 
and  interest  which  at  the  time  of  such  payment  or  tender 
have  become  part  of  the  tax  title  account.  The  treasurer 
upon  accepting  any  payment  hereunder  may  extend  the 
time  during  which  proceedings  for  the  foreclosure  of  all 
rights  of  redemption  may  not  be  instituted,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  one  year  beyond  the  time  provided  by  section 
sixty-five;  but  not  more  than  one  such  extension  shall  be 
granted.  An  extension  granted  hereunder  shall  be  entered 
upon  the  tax  title  account,  and  a  written  statement  thereof 
shall  be  given  to  the  person  who  made  the  payment. 

Any  such  person  may  so  redeem  by  paying  or  tendering 
to  the  purchaser,  his  legal  representatives  or  assigns,  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  filing  of  such  petition  for  foreclosure, 
if  the  purchaser  is  other  than  the  town,  the  original  sum 
and  intervening  taxes  and  costs  paid  by  him  and  interest 
on  the  whole  at  said  rate.     In  each  case  he  shall  also  pay 
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or  tender,  for  examination  of  title  and  a  deed  of  release, 
not  more  than  three  dollars  in  the  aggregate,  and  in  addi- 
tion thereto  the  actual  cost  of  recording  the  tax  deed  or 
evidence  of  taking.  He  may  redeem  the  land  by  paying 
or  tendering  to  the  collector  the  sum  which  he  would  be 
required  to  pay  to  the  purchaser,  with  one  dollar  additional. 
If  land  taken  by  or  sold  to  a  city  or  town  for  non-payment 
of  taxes  is  redeemed,  the  city  treasurer  or  acting  city 
treasurer,  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  charter 
of  his  city,  or  the  town  treasurer,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
sign,  execute  and  deliver  on  behalf  of  the  city  or  town  a 
release  of  all  the  right,  title  and  interest,  which  it  acquired 
by  such  taking  or  purchase,  in  and  to  the  land  so  redeemed. 
No  person  shall  knowingly  collect  or  attempt  to  collect 
for  the  redemption  of  any  such  land  a  sum  of  money  greater 
than  that  authorized  by  this  section. 

Nothing  in  this  section  nor  in  sections  sixty-five  to 
seventy-five,  inclusive,  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
title  of  a  person  or  a  city  or  town  purchasing  land  at  a  sale 
under  section  seventy-nine  or  eighty  from  becoming  abso- 
lute without  any  foreclosure  proceedings  under  said  sections 
sixty-five  to  seventy-five,  inclusive. 

Section  11.  Section  sixty-three  of  said  chapter  sixty, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
eighth  fine,  the  words  "on  demand"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word:  —  forthwith,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
—  Section  63.  The  collector  shall  receive  any  money  paid 
to  him  instead  of  the  purchaser  and  give  to  the  person 
paying  it  a  certificate  specifying  the  amount  paid,  the 
name  of  the  person  to  whom  and  the  real  estate  on  which 
the  tax  was  originally  assessed,  and  the  registry  of  deeds 
and  the  book  and  page  of  the  records  therein  where  the 
collector's  deed  is  recorded;  and  the  recording  of  the  cer- 
tificate in  said  registry  shall  extinguish  all  right  and  title 
acquired  under  the  collector's  deed.  The  collector  shall 
forthwith  pay  over  all  money  so  paid,  to  the  person  entitled 
thereto  as  determined  by  him,  except  that  he  shall  retain 
one  dollar  for  the  use  of  the  town  and  shall  account  to  it 
therefor.  If  the  amount  so  paid  is  less  than  the  purchaser 
was  entitled  to,  the  balance  with  interest  at  eight  per  cent 
per  annum  may  after  demand  therefor  be  recovered  in 
contract  by  the  purchaser  against  the  person  paying  such 
amount,  if  the  action  is  commenced  within  three  months 
after  such  payment  to  the  collector. 

Section  12.  Section  sixty-five  of  said  chapter  sixty, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "taxes"  in  the  first  line  the  words:  —  ,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  section  sixty-two,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  — 
Section  65.  After  two  years  from  a  sale  or  taking  of  land 
for  taxes,  except  as  provided  in  section  sixty-two,  whoever 
then  holds  the  title  thereby  acquired  may  bring  a  petition 
in  the  land  court  for  the  foreclosure  of  all  rights  of  redemp- 
tion thereunder.     Such  petition  shall  be  made  in  the  form 
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to  be  prescribed  by  said  court  and  shall  set  forth  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  land  to  which  it  applies,  with  its  assessed  valua- 
tion, the  petitioner's  source  of  title,  giving  a  reference  to 
the  place,  book  and  page  of  record,  and  such  other  facts 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  information  of  the  court.  Two 
or  more  parcels  of  land  may  be  included  in  any  petition 
brought  by  a  town,  whether  under  a  taking  or  as  purchaser 
of  such  title  or  titles. 

Section  13.  Section  seventy-eight  of  said  chapter 
sixty,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
the  last  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing :  —  In  case  of  foreclosure,  any  such  taxes,  or  balances 
due  on  taxes  paid  in  part,  remaining  unpaid,  shall  be 
credited  to  the  collector  as  if  collected  by  him,  unless 
already  so  credited,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section 
78.  Before  foreclosure  or  redemption,  taxes  on  land  taken 
or  purchased  by  a  town  shall  be  assessed  to  the  person  to 
whom  they  would  be  assessed  if  the  land  had  not  been  so 
taken  or  purchased.  In  case  of  a  sale  under  the  following 
section,  such  taxes  shall  be  deducted  from  the  proceeds 
thereof,  before  any  surplus  is  disposed  of  as  therein  pro- 
vided. In  case  of  foreclosure,  any  such  taxes,  or  balances 
due  on  taxes  paid  in  part,  remaining  unpaid,  shall  be 
credited  to  the  collector  as  if  collected  by  him,  unless  already 
so  credited. 

Section  14.  Section  seventy-nine  of  said  chapter  sixty, 
as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
twenty-second  line,  the  word  "thirty"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word :  —  sixty,  —  so  that .  the  second 
paragraph  will  read  as  follows :  — 

Upon  the  recording  thereof  the  treasurer  may  sell  all 
the  parcels  included  therein,  severally  or  together,  at  public 
auction  to  the  highest  bidder,  first  giving  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  of  sale  by  posting  a  notice  of  the  sale  in  some 
convenient  and  public  place  in  the  town  fourteen  days  at 
least  before  the  sale.  If  the  sale  under  this  section  shall 
not  be  made  within  four  years  from  said  taking  or  pur- 
chase, it  shall  be  made  by  the  treasurer  for  the  time  being 
when  he  deems  best,  or  at  once  upon  service  on  him  of  a 
written  demand  by  any  person  interested  therein.  The 
treasurer  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the  highest  bidder  a 
deed,  without  covenant  except  that  the  sale  has  in  all  par- 
ticulars been  conducted  according  to  law.  Title  taken 
pursuant  to  a  sale  under  this  section  shall  be  absolute  upon 
the  recording  of  the  deed  of  the  treasurer  in  the  proper 
registry  of  deeds  within  sixty  days  of  its  date. 

Section  15.  Section  eighty  of  said  chapter  sixty,  as 
so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the 
thirteenth  line,  the  word  "thirty"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word:  —  sixty,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  — 
Section  80.  If  no  person  bids  at  such  a  sale  and  if  the  sale 
has  been  adjourned  one  or  more  times,  the  treasurer  shall 
then  and  there  make  public  declaration  of  the  fact,  and  if 
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no  bid  is  then  made  he  shall  give  public  notice  that  he 
purchases  for  the  town  by  which  the  tax  is  assessed;  or  if 
the  person  to  whom  the  land  is  sold  does  not  within  ten 
days  pay  to  the  treasurer  the  sum  bid  by  him  the  sale  shall 
be  void  and  the  town  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  purchaser 
of  the  land.  If  the  town  becomes  the  purchaser  here- 
under, the  treasurer  shall  execute  to  it  a  deed  which  shall 
set  forth  the  fact  that  no  bid  was  made  at  the  sale  or  that 
the  purchaser  failed  to  pay  the  amount  bid,  as  the  case 
may  be.  The  title  of  the  town  to  land  conveyed  by  deed 
of  the  treasurer  under  this  section  shall  be  absolute  upon 
the  recording  of  said  deed  in  the  proper  registry  of  deeds 
within  sixty  days  of  its  date. 

Section  16.  Said  chapter  sixty  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  eighty-four  A,  as  so  ap- 
pearing, and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  — 
Section  84A.  If  a  tax  title  is  for  any  reason  adjudged 
invalid  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  said  court 
may  order  the  treasurer  of  the  city  or  town  where  the  land 
affected  is  situated,  upon  receipt  of  a  release  by  the  holder 
of  said  title  of  all  the  interest  which  he  may  have  under 
his  tax  deed,  to  refund  to  such  holder  the  amount  paid 
therefor  but  not  exceeding  the  amount  received  by  the 
city  or  town,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent  per 
annum  from  the  date  of  the  tax  sale,  together  with  three 
dollars  for  an  examination  of  the  title.  Said  order  shall 
specify  the  cause  of  the  invalidity  of  the  said  title.  The 
treasurer  shall  forthwith  record  said  release  in  the  proper 
registry  of  deeds,  and  thereupon,  if  the  said  invalidity  was 
caused  by  an  error,  omission  or  informaHty  in  the  assess- 
ment of  the  tax,  the  treasurer  shall  notify  the  board  by 
which  the  tax  or  assessment  was  laid,  which  shall  forthwith 
reassess  it  as  provided  in  section  seventy-seven  of  chapter 
fifty-nine;  and  if  such  invalidity  was  caused  by  an  error, 
omission  or  informality  in  the  proceedings  of  the  collector, 
the  treasurer  shall  thereupon  notify  the  collector  who  shall 
forthwith  collect  the  unpaid  tax  or  assessment  in  conformity 
to  law. 

Section  17.  Said  chapter  sixty  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  section  ninety-five,  as  so  appearing,  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  95.  The  col- 
lector shall  be  credited  with  all  sums  abated;  with  the 
amount  of  taxes  assessed  upon  any  person  committed  to 
jail  for  non-payment  of  his  tax  within  two  years  from  the 
receipt  of  the  tax  list  by  the  collector,  and  who  has  not 
paid  his  tax;  with  any  sums  which  the  town  may  see  fit 
to  abate  to  him,  due  from  persons  committed  after  the 
expiration  of  two  years;  with  all  sums  withheld  by  the 
treasurer  of  a  town  under  section  ninety-three;  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  sections  forty-eight  and  fifty-five, 
with  the  amount  of  the  taxes  and  costs,  charges  and  fees 
where  land  has  been  purchased  or  taken  by  the  town  for 
non-payment  of  taxes;    upon  certification  in  accordance 
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with  section  sixty-one,  with  the  amount  of  subsequent 
taxes  which  have  become  part  of  the  terms  of  redemption 
in  any  tax  title  held  by  the  town;  and  with  the  amount 
of  any  other  taxes  for  which  he  is  entitled  to  credit  under 
section  seventy-eight.  When  a  collector  is  credited  with 
the  amount  of  taxes  assessed  upon  any  person  committed 
to  jail  for  the  non-payment  of  his  tax,  who  has  not  paid 
his  tax,  said  collector  shall  also  be  paid  and  credited  with  the 
fees  and  charges  which  have  become  a  part  of  said  taxes  and 
to  which  he  or  the  officer  acting  under  his  warrant  is  entitled. 

Section  18.  Chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  sixty-five  A,  as 
inserted  by  section  one  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighteen 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  65 A .  No 
sale  or  taking  of  real  property  for  non-payment  of  taxes 
shall  affect  the  hearing  of  any  application  for  abatement  of 
such  taxes  duly  made  under  any  provision  of  this  chapter 
prior  to  the  institution  of  proceedings  for  such  sale  or  tak- 
ing, or  the  institution,  hearing  or  disposition  of  any  pro- 
ceeding arising  from  such  application,  nor  shall  the  addition 
of  any  subsequent  taxes  to  a  tax  title  account  affect  the 
hearing  of  any  application  for  abatement  of  such  subse- 
quent taxes  duly  made  under  any  provision  of  this  chapter 
prior  to  such  addition  being  made,  or  the  institution,  hear- 
ing or  disposition  of  any  proceeding  arising  from  such 
application.  If  a  final  finding  be  made  that  the  person 
aggrieved  by  the  assessment  of  such  taxes  is  entitled  to 
an  abatement,  he  shall  be  granted  such  reasonable  abate- 
ment as  justice  may  require.  In  case  the  purchaser  of  the 
property  is  other  than  the  town,  the  person  so  aggrieved 
shall  be  entitled  to  relief  in  the  same  manner  and  in  the 
same  amount,  including  interest  and  charges,  as  if  the 
payment  made  to  the  town  for  the  purchase  of  the  property 
had  been  made  as  a  direct  payment  of  the  taxes,  interest 
and  charges  for  the  non-payment  of  which  the  property 
was  sold.  In  case  the  property  is  taken  or  purchased  by 
the  town,  the  person  so  aggrieved  shall  be  entitled  to  have 
the  amount  to  be  paid  or  tendered  in  redemption  under 
the  provisions  of  section  sixty-two  of  chapter  sixty  reduced 
to  the  amount  which  would  have  been  required  to  have 
been  so  paid  or  tendered  if  the  abatement  or  abatements 
had  become  effective  before  the  taking  or  purchase  or 
addition  to  the  tax  title  account. 

Section  19.  Chapter  two  hundred  and  eighteen  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  section  two  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following :  —  Section  2.  This  act  shall  apply  to  all 
applications  for  abatement  of  taxes  on  real  property  filed 
subsequently  to  the  first  day  of  October,  nineteen  hundred 
and  twenty-nine,  whether  any  such  application  be  made 
before  or  after  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  and  shall  apply 
to  all  proceedings  arising  from  any  such  application. 
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Section  20.  The  collector  of  each  city  or  town  shall 
certify  to  the  treasurer  thereof  on  or  before  September  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  all  taxes  assessed  sub- 
sequently to  the  assessment  for  which  any  real  estate  was 
purchased  or  taken  by  such  city  or  town  under  section 
forty-eight  or  section  fifty-three  of  chapter  sixty  of  the 
General  Laws,  which  were  assessed  at  too  early  a  date  to 
be  certified  under  section  sixty-one  of  said  chapter  sixty, 
as  amended  by  section  nine  of  this  act,  on  September  first 
of  the  year  following  their  assessment.  Thereupon  the 
treasurer  shall  give  to  the  collector  a  certificate  stating 
that  the  amounts  of  all  such  subsequent  taxes  have  been 
added  to  the  respective  tax  title  accounts  and  the  collector 
shall  be  credited  as  if  such  taxes  had  been  paid  in  money. 
No  taxes  so  credited  shall  again  be  credited  to  the  collector 
under  section  seventy-eight  of  said  chapter  sixty,  as 
amended  by  section  thirteen  of  this  act. 

Section  21.  Section  two  of  this  act  shall  take  effect  on 
December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three. 
In  all  other  respects  this  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.  Approved  July  12,  1933. 
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HIGHWAYS  AND  RAILROADS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section 
fifty-nine,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  59. 
If  a  public  way  and  a  railroad  cross  each  other,  and  the 
board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  or  the  selectmen  of  the  town 
where  the  crossing  is  situated,  or  the  department  of  public 
works,  if  the  crossing  and  its  approaches  are  in  direct  con- 
tinuation of  a  state  highway,  or  the  directors  of  the  rail- 
road corporation,  or  the  directors  of  a  railway  company 
having  tracks  on  said  way,  deem  it  necessary  for  the  secu- 
rity or  convenience  of  the  public  that  an  alteration  not 
involving  the  abolition  of  a  crossing  at  grade  should  be 
made  in  the  crossing,  the  approaches  thereto,  the  location 
of  the  railroad  or  way,  or  in  a  bridge  at  the  crossing,  they 
shall  apply  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  or,  if  the 
crossing  is  situated,  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  Boston,  to  the 
department  of  public  utilities,  which  shall,  after  public 
notice,  hear  all  parties  interested,  and,  if  it  decides  that 
such  alteration  is  necessary,  shall  prescribe  the  manner  and 
limits  within  which  it  shall  be  made,  and  shall  forthwith 
certify  its  decision  to  the  parties  and  to  said  department  of 
public  utilities.  If  a  state  highway  and  a  railroad  cross 
each  other  and  the  department  of  public  works,  after  public 
notice  and  a  hearing  of  all  parties  interested,  decides  that 
it  is  necessary  for  the  security  or  convenience  of  the  public 
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that  an  alteration  as  aforesaid  should  be  made  in  the  cross- 
ing, the  approaches  thereto,  the  location  of  the  railroad  or 
way,  or  in  a  bridge  at  the  crossing,  and  if  no  application 
under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section  relative  to 
said  crossing  is  then  pending,  said  department  of  public 
works  may  order  such  alteration,  prescribing  in  such  order 
the  manner  and  limits  within  which  such  alteration  shall 
be  made,  and  shall  forthwith  certify  its  decision  to  the 
parties  and  to  said  department  of  public  utilities;  pro- 
vided, that  a  party  aggrieved  by  a  decision  or  order  of 
said  department  of  public  works  hereunder  may  appeal  to 
the  department  of  public  utilities  in  the  same  manner  as 
in  the  case  of  an  appeal  under  section  one  hundred  and 
eleven  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty  by  a  person 
aggrieved  by  a  decision  or  order  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners, and  the  provisions  of  sections  one  hundred  and 
eleven  to  one  hundred  and  thirteen,  inclusive,  of  said 
chapter  shall  apply  to  appeals  hereunder  except  that  for 
the  purposes  of  this  section,  reference  in  said  sections  one 
hundred  and  eleven  to  one  hundred  and  thirteen,  inclusive, 
to  the  county  commissioners  shall  refer  to  the  department 
of  public  works. 

Hearings  by  the  department  of  public  works  shall  be 
held  in  the  county  where  such  crossing  is  situated  and  a 
copy  of  its  decision  and  of  the  plan  of  said  alteration  shall 
be  filed  by  it  in  the  office  of  the  county  commissioners  of 
the  said  county.  This  proceeding  may  include  any  case 
where  there  is  need  of  the  rebuilding  of  a  highway  bridge 
or  any  structural  change  or  renewal  in  order  to  strengthen 
or  improve  it.  If  any  railway  company  is  authorized  to 
lay  and  use  tracks  upon  the  said  way,  the  said  company 
shall  bear  such  part  of  the  expense  of  building,  rebuilding, 
changing,  renewing,  repairing  or  improving  a  bridge  form- 
ing a  part  of  said  way,  or  of  altering  or  improving  the 
approaches  thereto,  as  the  commission  provided  for  in 
sections  sixty-one  and  sixty-two  deem  just.

company. 

Section  4.  Section  sixty-two  of  said  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-nine,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out,  in  the  second  line,  the  words  "the  division 
of  highways  of",  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:' —  Section  62. 
Upon  application  of  the  county  commissioners,  the  depart- 
ment, the  department  of  public  works,  the  board  of  al- 
dermen, the  selectmen  or  the  directors  of  the  railroad 
corporation  or  of  the  railway  company  for  the  appointment 
of  such  commission,  the  superior  court  shall  cause  notice

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  sixty-three  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition 
thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  paragraph 
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defining  "Net  income"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following :  — 

"Net  income",  the  gross  income  from  all  sources,  with- 
out exclusion,  for  the  taxable  year,  less  the  deductions, 
other  than  losses  sustained  by  the  bank  in  other  fiscal  or 
calendar  years  and  other  than  dividends,  allowable  by  the 
federal  revenue  act  applicable  for  said  taxable  year. 

Section  2.  Section  two  of  said  chapter  sixty-three,  as 
so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  of 
the  first  sentence  the  words: — ;  and,  provided,  further, 
that  such  rate  shall  not  be  higher  than  six  per  cent,  — 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  2.  Every  bank  shall 
pay  annually  a  tax  measured  by  its  net  income,  as  defined 
in  section  one,  at  the  rate  assessed  upon  other  financial 
corporations;  provided,  that  such  rate  shall  not  be  higher 
than  the  highest  of  the  rates  assessed  under  this  chapter 
upon  mercantile  and  business  corporations  doing  business 
in  the  commonwealth;  and,  provided,  further,  that  such 
rate  shall  not  be  higher  than  six  per  cent.  The  commis- 
sioner shall  determine  the  rate  on  or  before  July  first  of 
each  year  after  giving  a  hearing  thereon,  and  at  or  prior 
to  such  hearing  he  shall  make  available  to  all  banks  request- 
ing the  same  a  statement  showing  the  aggregates  of  the 
income  returnable  during  the  preceding  calendar  year  and 
taxable  under  this  chapter  and  the  aggregates  of  the  taxes

the  corporation  to  the  commissioner  within  seventy  days  of 
receipt  by  it  of  notice  of  such  final  determination,  with  a 
statement  of  the  reasons  for  the  difference,  in  such  detail  as 
the  commissioner  may  require.  If  from  such  report  or 
upon  investigation  it  shall  appear  that  the  tax  with  respect 
to  income  imposed  by  this  chapter  has  not  been  fully 
assessed,  the  commissioner  shall  within  six  months  of  the 
receipt  of  such  report  or  within  six  months  of  discovery  of 
such  a  determination,  if  unreported,  assess  the  deficiency, 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum  from 
October  twentieth  of  the  year  in  which  the  original  return 
of  income  of  the  corporation  was  due  to  be  filed,  and  the 
tax  so  assessed  shall  be  payable  thirty  days  from  the  date 
of  notice  to  the  corporation  of  such  assessment.  If,  upon 
investigation  of  the  facts  so  reported,  it  appears  that  a  less 
tax  with  respect  to  income  was  due  the  commonwealth 
than  was  paid,  the  commissioner  shall  abate  the  excess 
upon  written  application  therefor  by  the  corporation,  filed 
with  the  commissioner  within  sixty  days  of  the  filing  of 
said  report  with  him.  The  commissioner  shall  certify  the 
amount  of  such  abatement  to  the  state  treasurer,  who  shall 
repay  the  amount  so  certified  with  interest  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  date  of  overpayment, 
without  further  appropriation  therefor.

following  new  chapter  with  the  following  title :  —  added. 


Definitions. 
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Chapter  129A. 

Marine  Fish  and  Fisheries,  Inland  Fish  and  Fisheries, 
Birds  and  Mammals.     General  Provisions. 

Definitions  and  Rules  of  Construction. 

Section  1 .  In  this  chapter,  and  in  chapters  one  hundred 
and  thirty  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-one,  unless  here- 
inafter or  therein  otherwise  stated,  the  following  words 
shall  have  the  following  meanings  and  the  following  rules 
of  construction  shall  apply: 

"Angling",  fishing  with  hand  line  or  rod,  with  naturally 
or  artificially  baited  hook,  except  that  not  more  than  three 
flies  may  be  used  on  a  single  leader. 

"Birds",  wild  or  undomesticated  birds. 

"Close  season",  the  time  during  which  fish,  birds  or 
mammals  cannot  lawfully  be  taken. 

"Coastal  warden",  a  coastal  warden  appointed  under 
section  seven  of  chapter  twenty-one. 

"Coastal  waters"  shall  include  all  waters  of  the  com- 
monwealth within  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  tide,  but  not 
within  or  above  any  fishway  or  dam,  also  all  such  waters 
between  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  tide  and  the  marine  limits 
of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  commonwealth. 

"Commissioner",  the  commissioner  of  conservation. 

"Dealer",  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty,  any  person 
who  commercially  handles  fish. 

"Department",  the  department  of  conservation. 

"Deputy",  in  this  chapter,  any  deputy  warden  appointed 
under  section  seven  of  chapter  twenty-one;  in  chapter  one 
hundred  and  thirty,  a  deputy  coastal  warden,  and,  in 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-one,  a  deputy  inland  fish 
and  game  warden,  so  appointed. 

"Deputy  coastal  warden",  in  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirty,  a  deputy  coastal  warden  appointed  under  said  sec- 
tion seven. 

"Director",  the  director  of  the  division  of  fisheries  and 
game. 

"Division",  the  division  of  fisheries  and  game. 

"Fish",  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty,  any  crusta- 
cean or  marine  fish,  whether  free  swimming  or  free  moving, 
and  any  shellfish  or  sea  worms,  whether  or  not  embedded 
in  the  soil.  All  provisions  of  said  chapter  relative  to  fish 
shall,  so  far  as  apt,  apply  also  to  lobster  meat  and  crab 
meat  after  the  same  has  been  taken  from  the  shell. 

The  verb  "To  fish",  in  all  of  its  moods  and  tenses,  to 
take  or  to  attempt  to  take  fish  by  any  method  or  means, 
whether  or  not  such  method  or  means  results  in  their 
capture;  and,  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-one,  said 
verb  also  includes  every  attempt  to  take  and  every  act  of 
assistance  to  any  other  person  in  taking  or  attempting  to 
take  fish,  except  operating  a  boat  or  assisting  a  person 
licensed  under  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-one 
by  cutting  holes  in  the  ice  for  ice  fishing. 
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"Game",  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-one,  any- 
wild  bird  or  mammal  commonly  hunted  for  food  or  sport. 

"Great  pond",  a  natural  pond  the  area  of  which  is  twenty 
acres  or  more. 

"Hook",  any  lure  or  device  capable  of  taking  not  more 
than  one  fish  at  a  time. 

The  verb  "To  hunt",  in  all  of  its  moods  and  tenses,  in 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-one,  includes  pursuing, 
shooting,  killing  and  capturing  mammals  and  birds,  and 
all  lesser  acts  such  as  disturbing,  harrying  or  worrying, 
or  placing,  setting,  drawing  or  using  any  device  commonly 
used  to  take  mammals  and  birds,  whether  or  not  they  result 
in  taking;  and  includes  every  attempt  to  take  and  every 
act  of  assistance  to  any  other  person  in  taking  or  attempting 
to  take  mammals  and  birds. 

"Inland  waters"  shall  include  all  waters  within  the 
commonwealth  other  than  those  herein  defined  as  coastal 
waters. 

"Mammals",  wild  or  undomesticated  mammals. 

"Marine  fisheries",  all  fisheries  in  coastal  waters. 

"Open  season",  the  time  during  which  fish,  birds  and 
mammals  may  lawfully  be  taken. 

"Supervisor",  the  state  supervisor  of  marine  fisheries 
appointed  under  section  eight  A  of  chapter  twenty-one. 

"Truckman",  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty,  any 
person,  other  than  a  common  carrier,  using  a  truck  or  other 
vehicle  in  distributing  fish. 

"Warden",  in  this  chapter,  any  warden  appointed  under 
section  seven  of  chapter  twenty-one;  in  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty,  a  coastal  warden,  and  in  chapter  one 
hundred  and  thirty-one,  a  fish  and  game  warden,  so 
appointed. 

A  person  who  knowingly  counsels,  aids  or  assists  in  a 
violation  of  any  provision  of  this  chapter  or  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty  or  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirty-one,  or  knowingly  shares  in  any  of  the  proceeds  of 
said  violation  by  receiving  or  possessing  either  fish,  birds 
or  mammals,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  incurred  the  penalties 
imposed  thereby  upon  the  person  guilty  of  such  violation. 

Whenever  the  taking  of  fish,  birds  or  mammals  is  allowed 
by  law,  reference  is  had  to  taking  by  lawful  means  and  in 
lawful  manner. 

Unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  any  reference  to 
the  taking  or  having  in  possession  of  a  fish,  bird  or  mammal 
shall  include  the  taking  or  having  in  possession  of  any  part 
or  portion  thereof. 

In  construing  this  chapter  and  chapters  one  hundred 
and  thirty  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-one,  the  provisions 
thereof  forbidding  possession  of  various  species  of  fish, 
birds  and  mammals  during  certain  periods  of  the  year 
shall  not  be  held  to  prohibit  a  resident  of  the  common- 
wealth who  has  legally  taken,  killed  or  come  into  possession 
of  such  fish,  birds  or  mammals  from  having  the  dead  bodies 
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or  carcasses  thereof  in  possession,  for  his  own  personal  use 
and  not  for  sale,  unless  prohibited  by  federal  legislation  or 
regulation  so  to  do;  but  the  burden  shall  be  on  him  to 
prove  that  such  possession  was  lawful  in  its  origin.  Also, 
in  construing  said  chapters,  such  provisions  forbidding 
possession  shall  not  be  held  to  prohibit  a  person  from  bring- 
ing into  this  commonwealth,  for  his  own  personal  use  and 
not  for  sale,  the  dead  bodies  or  carcasses  of  fish,  birds  or 
mammals  which  were  lawfully  taken  or  killed  in  another 
state,  province  or  country,  or  from  having  such  fish,  birds 
or  mammals  in  possession  for  the  aforesaid  purpose  after 
the  arrival  thereof  in  this  commonwealth,  unless  prohibited 
by  federal  legislation  or  regulation  so  to  do,  if  before  any 
such  fish,  birds  or  mammals  are  so  imported  they  are 
tagged  or  marked  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  such  other 
state,  province  or  country  and  with  the  federal  laws  rela- 
tive to  interstate  commerce,  and  if  no  more  such  fish, 
birds  or  mammals  are  imported  at  one  time  than  is  per- 
mitted by  the  laws  of  such  other  state,  province  or  country 
to  be  exported  therefrom;  but  the  burden  shall  be  on  him 
to  prove  that  such  possession  was  lawful  in  its  origin. 

General  Provisions. 

Section  2.  Licenses  or  permits  issued  by  the  director  or 
supervisor  under  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty  or  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  may  be  suspended  or  revoked 
for  cause  by  the  officer  issuing  them. 

Section  3.  Any  town  clerk  issuing  any  license  under 
authority  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty  or  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one  may,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law,  retain  for  his  own  use  twenty-five  cents  from 
the  fee  for  each  such  license. 

Section  4-  Whoever  loses  or  by  mistake  or  accident 
destroys  his  license  may,  upon  application  to  the  director 
or  to  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  issuing  the  same,  and  upon 
payment  of  a  fee  of  fifty  cents,  receive  a  duplicate  license; 
provided,  that  such  appfication  is  accompanied  by  an 
affidavit  setting  forth  the  circumstances  of  said  loss  and 
also,  if  apphcation  is  made  to  the  director,  in  any  case 
where  he  did  not  issue  the  original  license,  by  a  statement 
from  the  person  who  issued  the  original  license  or  his  suc- 
cessor in  office,  which  statement  shall  contain  the  number 
and  form  of  the  license,  the  date  of  its  issue  and  a  personal 
description  of  the  licensee. 

Section  5.  The  director,  the  supervisor  and  the  clerk  of 
every  town  shall  make  a  record,  in  books  kept  therefor, 
of  all  licenses  issued  by  them,  respectively,  and  shall  date 
each  license  as  of  the  date  of  issue ;  and  no  other  date  shall 
be  placed  on  such  license.  Such  books  shall  be  supphed 
by  the  division,  shall  be  the  property  of  the  common- 
wealth, shall  be  open  to  pubhc  inspection  during  the  usual 
office  hours  of  the  town  clerk,  the  director  or  the  super- 
visor, as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  be  subject  at  all  times 
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to  audit  and  inspection  by  the  director,  by  the  state  auditor 
or  by  the  comptroller  or  by  their  respective  agents.  Every 
town  clerk  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month,  pay 
to  the  division  all  moneys  received  by  him  for  licenses 
issued  during  the  month  preceding,  except  the  fees  retained 
under  section  three.  All  such  remittances  shall  be  by 
check.  United  States  post  office  money  order,  express  money 
order,  or  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States.  Every 
town  clerk  shall,  within  thirty  days  next  succeeding  Jan- 
uary first  in  each  year,  return  to  the  division  all  license 
books  received  during  the  year  preceding,  including  all 
stubs  and  void  and  unused  licenses.  Any  town  clerk  vio-  Penalty, 
lating  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  month  nor 
more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Section   6.     Unless   otherwise   specifically   provided   by  Licenses 
law,  every  license  issued  under  chapter  one  hundred  and  conviction 
thirty-one  held  by  any  person  found  guilty  of  a  violation  of  offence 
of  any  provision  of  said  chapter  shall  be  void,  and  shall  ganKfiaws.^" 
immediately  be  surrendered  to  the  officer  securing  such 
finding.     The   officer  shall  forthwith  forward   such   void 
licenses  to  the  director.     No  person  shall  be  given  a  license 
under  authority  of  said  chapter  during  the  period  of  one 
year  from  the  date  of  his  being  found  guilty  as  aforesaid, 
and  any  such  license  so  issued  shall  be  void  and  shall  be 
surrendered  on  demand  of  any  officer  authorized  to  enforce 
said  chapter.     No  fee  received  for  a  license  made  void 
under  this  section  shall  be  refunded  to  the  holder  of  such 
license.     Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  section, 
or  is  in  any  way  a  party  to  such  violation,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  month,  or  both. 

Miscellaneous  Powers  and  Duties  of  Director,  Supervisor, 
Wardens,  etc. 

Section  7.     The  director,  supervisor,  wardens,  deputies  Enforcement 
and  members  of  the  state  police  shall  enforce  the  laws  relat-  °^  ^^^^' 
ing  to  fish,  birds  and  mammals.     Each  warden,  when  on  Badges, 
duty,  shall  wear  and  display  a  metallic  badge  bearing  the 
seal  of  the  commonwealth  and  the  words  "fish  and  game 
warden"  or  "coastal  warden",  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
each  deputy,   when  on   duty,   shall  wear  and  display  a 
metallic  badge  bearing  the  seal  of  the  commonwealth  and 
the  words   "deputy  fish  and  game  warden"   or   "deputy 
coastal  warden",  as  the  case  may  be,  together  with  a  num- 
ber to  be  assigned  by  the  director.     The  director,  with  the 
approval  of  the  governor,  may  in  writing  authorize  any 
warden  to  have  in  his  possession  and  carry  a  revolver,  club, 
billy,  handcuffs,  twisters,  or  any  other  weapon  or  article 
required  in  the  performance  of  his  official  duty. 

Section  8.     Whoever,  not  being  a  warden  or  deputy,  Penalty  for

possesses  or  wears  any  badge  described  in  the  preceding  warden,  etc. 
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section  or  in  any  way  impersonates  a  warden  or  deputy 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars. 

Section  9.  The  director,  supervisor,  wardens  and  depu- 
ties may,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  enter  upon 
and  pass  through  or  over  private  lands,  whether  or  not 
covered  by  water. 

Section  10.  The  director,  supervisor,  wardens  and 
deputies  shall  have  and  exercise  throughout  the  common- 
wealth, for  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  relating  to  fish, 
birds  and  mammals,  including  dogs,  all  the  powers  of 
constables,  except  the  service  of  civil  process,  of  shellfish 
constables  and  of  police  officers. 

Section  11.  The  director,  supervisor,  wardens  and 
deputies,  members  of  the  state  police  and  all  other  officers 
qualified  to  serve  criminal  process  may  arrest  without  a 
warrant  any  person  found  violating  any  provision  of  this 
chapter  or  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty  or  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one,  or  of  any  ordinance,  rule  or 
regulation  made  under  authority  thereof,  and  detain  him 
until  a  warrant  for  his  arrest  for  such  violation  is  procured 
or  is  refused;  and  may  seize  any  boat,  vessel,  motor 
vehicle,  as  defined  in  section  one  of  chapter  ninety,  or 
other  vehicle  and  its  tackle,  apparel,  furniture  and  imple- 
ments and  any  other  personal  property,  used  in  such 
violation,  and  any  fish  illegally  taken  or  held,  which  shall 
be  forfeited. 

Section  12.  A  court  or  official  authorized  to  issue  war- 
rants in  criminal  cases  shall,  upon  a  sworn  complaint  that 
the  complainant  believes  that  any  fish,  birds  or  mammals 
unlawfully  taken  or  possessed  are  concealed  in  any  boat, 
vehicle,  car,  box,  locker,  crate,  package,  building  or  other 
particular  place,  other  than  a  dwelling  house,  if  satisfied 
that  there  is  reasonable  cause  for  such  belief,  issue  a  war- 
rant to  search  therefor.  The  warrant  shall  designate  and 
describe  the  place  to  be  searched  and  the  articles  for  which 
search  is  to  be  made  and,  if  possible,  the  person  by  whom 
the  articles  are  believed  to  be  owned,  kept  or  possessed, 
and  shall  be  directed  to  any  officer  named  in  the  following 
section  commanding  him  to  search  the  place  where  the 
fish,  birds  or  mammals  for  which  he  is  required  to  search 
are  believed  to  be  concealed,  and  to  seize  such  fish,  birds 
or  mammals. 

Section  13.  The  director,  supervisor,  any  warden  or 
deputy  or  any  member  of  the  state  police  to  whom  a  war- 
rant issued  under  the  preceding  section  is  committed  shall 
search  the  place  described  in  the  warrant  and  seize  the 
fish,  birds  or  mammals  therein  described,  and  such  fish, 
birds  or  mammals,  if  unlawfully  taken  or  held,  shall  be 
forfeited;  provided,  that  this  and  the  following  section 
shall  not  apply  to  fish,  birds  or  mammals  passing  through 
the  commonwealth  under  authority  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States.     Fish,  birds  or  mammals  so  seized  may  be 
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libelled  under  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  or, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  officer,  be  sold  at  private  sale  or 
by  public  auction,  and  the  net  proceeds  of  such  sale  may 
be  so  libelled,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect 
as  if  such  proceeds  were  the  property  itself,  unless  the 
person  named  in  the  warrant  or  some  person  in  his  behalf 
shall  before  the  commencement  of  such  libel  or  sale  request 
that  the  fish,  birds  or  mammals  be  preserved  until  final 
action  is  had  thereon. 

Section  14-  The  director,  supervisor,  a  warden  or 
deputy,  or  any  member  of  the  state  police  may  request  any 
person  whom  he  reasonably  believes  to  be  engaged  in 
unlawfully  hunting,  fishing,  trapping  or  to  be  unlawfully  in 
possession  of  fish,  birds  or  mammals,  or  to  be  in  possession 
of  fish,  birds  or  mammals  unlawfully  taken,  to  forthwith 
display  for  inspection  all  fish,  birds  and  mammals  then 
in  his  possession,  and  may  arrest  without  a  warrant  a 
person  refusing  or  failing  to  comply  with  such  request. 

Section  15.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  preceding  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  16.  The  director  may  destroy  from  time  to 
time  license  books,  stubs,  licenses  and  license  blanks,  after 
the  same  have  been  properly  audited  by  the  state  auditor, 
and  such  other  documents  as  the  director  deems  advisable, 
after  the  same  have  been  noted  on  the  official  records. 

Section  17.  The  director,  or  the  supervisor,  or  his  or 
their  agents  when  so  authorized  by  him  or  them,  may 
take  fish,  birds  or  mammals  at  any  time  or  in  any  man- 
ner for  purposes  connected  with  propagation  or  scientific 
observation. 

Section  18.  The  director  may  investigate  questions 
relating  to  fish,  birds  or  mammals,  and  may,  personally 
or  by  assistants,  institute  and  conduct  inquiries  pertaining 
to  such  questions. 

Section  19.  The  director  may  establish  and  maintain 
properties  at  such  places  within  the  commonwealth  as  he 
may  select  for  the  purpose  of  propagating  and  rearing 
fish,  birds  and  mammals. 

Section  19 A.  The  director  may  occupy  and  control 
Mill  pond,  otherwise  known  as  Gun  Rock  pond,  at  Weir 
Village,  in  Yarmouth,  for  the  purpose  of  cultivating  food 
fish  for  distribution  within  the  commonwealth.  Whoever, 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  director,  fishes  in  said 
pond  in  any  other  manner  than  by  angling,  shall  for  a  first 
offence  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars,  and  for  a  subsequent  offence 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars. 

Section  20.  Whoever  without  right  enters  in  or  upon 
any  building  or  other  structure  or  any  area  of  land,  flats 
or  water,  set  apart  and  used  by  or  under  authority  of  the 
director  or  supervisor  for  conducting  scientific  experiments 
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or  investigations  or  for  propagation,  after  the  director  or 
supervisor  has  caused  printed  notices  of  such  occupation 
and  use  and  the  purposes  thereof  to  be  placed  in  a  con- 
spicuous position  upon  any  such  building  or  other  struc- 
ture or  adjacent  to  any  such  area  of  land,  fiats  or  water, 
and  whoever  injures  or  defaces  any  such  building  or  other 
structure  or  any  notice  posted  as  aforesaid,  or  injures  or 
destroys  any  property  used  in  such  experiments  or  investi- 
gations or  for  such  purposes,  or  otherwise  interferes  there- 
with, shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor 
more  than  two  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  six  months. 

Section  21.  If  the  director  determines  that  the  fisheries 
of  any  inland  waters  of  the  commonwealth,  or  if  the  com- 
missioner and  supervisor  determine  that  any  marine  fish- 
eries of  the  commonwealth,  are  of  sufficient  value  to  war- 
rant the  prohibition  or  regulation  of  the  discharge  or 
escape  of  sawdust,  shavings,  garbage,  ashes,  acids,  oil, 
sewage,  dyestuffs,  or  other  waste  material  from  any  saw- 
mill, manufacturing  or  mechanical  plant,  or  dwelling  house, 
stable  or  other  building,  which  may,  directly  or  indirectly, 
materially  injure  such  fisheries,  said  director  or  commis- 
sioner and  supervisor,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  by  a  written 
order  sent  by  mail  to  or  served  upon  the  owner  or  tenant 
thereof  prohibit  or  regulate  the  discharge  or  escape  there- 
from of  any  or  all  such  injurious  substances  into  such  inland 
or  coastal  waters,  as  the  case  may  be.  Such  order  shall 
take  effect  in  ten  days  after  its  date  and  may  be  revoked 
or  modified  by  the  officer  or  officers  making  it  at  any  time. 
Before  any  such  order  is  made  such  officer  or  officers  shall, 
after  reasonable  notice  to  all  parties  in  interest,  give  a 
public  hearing  in  the  county  where  the  sawmill,  manu- 
facturing or  mechanical  plant,  dwelling  house,  stable  or 
other  building  to  be  affected  by  the  order  is  located,  at 
which  hearing  any  person  shall  be  heard.  Upon  petition 
of  any  party  aggrieved  by  such  order,  filed  within  six 
months  after  its  date,  the  superior  court  may,  in  equity, 
after  such  notice  as  it  deems  sufficient,  hear  all  interested 
parties,  and  annul,  alter  or  affirm  the  order.  If  such 
petition  is  filed  by  the  party  aggrieved  within  ten  days 
after  the  date  of  said  order,  said  order  shall  not  take  effect, 
unless  such  petition  shall  be  dismissed,  until  altered  or 
affirmed  as  aforesaid.  Whoever,  in  violation  of  any  order 
of  the  director,  or  of  the  commissioner  and  supervisor, 
of  which  he  has  had  due  notice  hereunder  and  which  has 
taken  effect,  or  in  violation  of  any  order  of  said  court  made 
hereunder,  discharges  from  such  plant  or  building  under 
his  control  any  of  the  aforesaid  materials,  the  discharge 
of  which  therefrom  is  forbidden  by  such  order,  or  suffers 
or  permits  the  same  to  be  discharged  or  to  escape  from  such 
plant  or  building,  into  any  inland  or  coastal  waters  of  the 
commonwealth,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 
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Section  22.  Except  in  case  of  emergency  imperilling 
life  or  property  or  of  unavoidable  accident,  whoever  from 
any  sources  other  than  those  designated  in  the  preceding 
section  puts,  throws,  discharges  or  suffers  or  permits  to 
be  discharged  or  to  escape  into  any  inland  or  coastal  waters 
of  the  commonwealth,  any  oil,  or  any  poisonous  or  other 
substance,  whether  simple,  mixed  or  compound,  which 
may  directly  or  indirectly  materially  injure  the  fish,  fish 
spawn  or  seed  therein,  or  takes  any  such  fish  by  such 
means,  or  whoever  kills  or  destroys  fish  in  such  waters  by 
the  use  of  dynamite  or  other  explosives,  or  takes  any  such 
fish  by  such  means,  or  explodes  dynamite  or  other  explo- 
sive in  such  waters,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  one  year.  This  section 
shall  not  apply  to  operations  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
the  commonwealth  or  a  political  subdivision  thereof,  nor 
to  operations  authorized  or  permitted  thereby,  nor  to  the 
use  of  explosives  for  raising  the  body  of  a  drowned  person. 

Section  23.  Whoever,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
either  of  the  two  preceding  sections,  himself,  or  by  his 
agent  or  servant,  does,  or  allows  or  suffers  to  be  done,  any 
act  causing  damage  to  the  fisheries  therein  named  shall  be 
liable  in  tort,  in  twice  the  amount  of  damage  thereby  done, 
to  the  town  where  such  damage  occurs  on  account  of  any 
injury  to  the  public  fisheries  within  its  limits,  and  to  any 
person  having  fishery  rights  therein  on  account  of  any 
injury  to  his  private  fishery  rights. 

Section  23 A.  The  director,  supervisor,  wardens,  depu- 
ties and  members  of  the  state  police  may  seize  and  remove, 
summarily  if  need  be,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  using 
and  maintaining  the  same,  all  illegal  obstructions,  except 
dams,  mills  or  machinery,  to  the  passage  of  salt  water  fish 
coming  into  fresh  water  to  spawn.  The  director  may 
examine  all  dams  or  obstructions  upon  brooks,  rivers  and 
streams  where  the  law  requires  fish  ways  to  be  maintained, 
or  where  in  his  judgment  fish  ways  are  needed,  and  he  shall 
determine  whether  the  fish  ways,  if  any,  are  suitable  and 
sufficient  for  the  passage  of  such  fish  in  such  brooks,  rivers 
and  streams  or  whether  a  fish  way  is  needed  for  the  passage 
of  such  fish  over  such  dam  or  obstruction;  and  shall  pre- 
scribe by  written  order  what  changes  or  repairs,  if  any, 
shall  be  made  therein,  and  where,  how  and  when  a  new 
fish  way  shall  be  built,  and  at  what  times  the  same  shall 
be  kept  open,  and  shall  serve  a  copy  of  such  order  upon  the 
owner  of  the  dam  or  obstruction.  A  certificate  of  the 
director  that  service  has  been  so  made  shall  be  sufficient 
proof  thereof.  The  supreme  judicial  or  superior  court 
shall,  on  petition  of  the  director,  have  jurisdiction  in  equity 
or  otherwise  to  enforce  any  such  order  and  to  restrain  any 
violation  thereof. 

Section  23B.  Any  owner  of  such  a  dam  or  obstruction 
who  refuses  or  neglects  to  keep  open  or  maintain  a  fish 
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way  at  the  times  prescribed  by  the  director  shall  forfeit 
fifty  dollars  for  each  day  of  such  refusal  or  neglect. 

Section  23C.  If  the  director  deems  that  a  passage  for 
fish  should  be  provided  or  if  he  finds  that  there  is  no  fish 
way  or  an  insufficient  fish  way  in  or  around  a  dam  where  a 
fish  way  is  required  by  law  to  be  maintained,  he  may  enter 
with  workmen  and  materials  upon  the  premises  of  the 
person  required  to  maintain  a  fish  way  there  and  may, 
at  the  expense  of  the  commonwealth,  if  in  his  opinion  the 
person  required  by  law  to  construct  or  maintain  such  fish 
way  is  unable  to  afford  such  expense,  otherwise  at  the 
expense  of  the  owner  of  such  dam,  improve  an  existing 
fish  way,  or  cause  one  to  be  constructed  if  none  exists,  and 
may,  if  necessary,  take  the  land  of  any  other  person  who 
is  not  obliged  by  law  to  maintain  said  fish  way;  and  if  a 
fish  way  has  been  constructed  in  accordance  with  this 
section,  he  shall  not  require  the  owner  of  the  dam  to  alter 
such  fish  way  within  five  years  after  its  completion. 

Section  23D.  All  damages  caused  by  taking  land  under 
the  preceding  section  shall,  upon  the  application  of  either 
party,  be  recovered  from  the  commonwealth  under  chapter 
seventy-nine.  The  amount  so  recovered  shall  be  a  charge 
against  the  person  required  by  law  to  construct  and  main- 
tain such  fish  way  and  shall  be  recovered  in  contract  in 
the  name  of  the  commonwealth,  with  costs  and  with  interest 
at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent  per  annum. 

Rights  of  Riparian  Proprietors. 

Section  ^4-  A  riparian  proprietor  of  a  non-navigable 
stream  may,  within  the  limits  of  his  own  premises,  enclose 
the  waters  thereof  for  the  artificial  propagation,  cultiva- 
tion and  maintenance  of  fish  if  he  furnishes  a  suitable  pas- 
sage for  migratory  salt  water  fish  naturally  frequenting 
such  waters  to  spawn. 

Section  25.  Fish  artificially  propagated,  cultivated  or 
maintained,  while  within  the  waters  enclosed  as  provided 
in  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  the  property  of  the  per- 
son so  propagating,  cultivating  or  maintaining  them.  Any 
person  legally  engaged  in  their  propagation,  culture  and 
maintenance  may  take  them  in  his  own  waters  at  pleasure, 
and  may  have  them  in  his  possession  for  purposes  properly 
connected  with  said  culture  and  maintenance,  and  may 
at  all  times  sell  them  for  these  purposes,  but  shall  not  sell 
them  for  food  if  of  a  size,  or  at  a  season,  prohibited  by 
law  or  by  any  rule,  regulation  or  by-law  applicable  thereto, 
nor  shall  he  sell  them  for  any  other  purpose  so  prohibited. 

Section  26.  Whoever,  not  being  the  employee  or  agent 
of,  and  engaged  in  the  business  of,  the  riparian  proprietor 
of  a  non-navigable  brook  or  stream,  the  waters  of  which  are 
enclosed  for  the  artificial  propagation,  cultivation  and 
maintenance  of  fish  under  the  provisions  of  section  twenty- 
four,  fishes  in  such  waters  so  enclosed,  without  the  written 
consent  of  such  riparian  proprietor,  shall,  in  addition  to 
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the  penalty  provided  in  section  eighty-seven  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  fish, 
or  each  provision,  rule  or  regulation,  in  respect  to  which 
such  violation  occurs. 

Section  27.  The  riparian  proprietor  on  a  non-navigable 
tidal  stream,  enclosed  or  unenclosed,  in  which  fish  are 
lawfully  propagated,  cultivated  or  maintained,  shall  have 
the  control  of  the  fishery  thereof  within  his  own  premises 
and  opposite  thereto  to  the  middle  of  the  stream,  and  a 
riparian  proprietor  at  the  mouth  of  such  stream  shall  also 
have  control  of  the  fishery  thereof  beyond  and  around  the 
mouth  of  the  stream  so  far  as  the  tide  ebbs,  if  it  does  not 
ebb  more  than  eighty  rods;  and  whoever  fishes  within 
such  limits  without  permission  of  the  owner  shall  be  pun- 
ished as  provided  in  section  twenty-six.  No  such  pro- 
prietor shall  obstruct,  or  permit  the  obstruction  of,  a  suit- 
able passage  for  salt  water  migratory  fish  through  so  much 
of  such  stream  as  is  within  his  control. 

Section  28.  For  the  purposes  of  this  chapter  and  of 
chapters  one  hundred  and  thirty  and  one  hundred  and 
thirty-one,  no  tidal  stream  shall  be  considered  navigable 
above  the  point  where,  on  the  average  throughout  the 
year,  it  has  a  channel  less  than  forty  feet  wide  and  four  feet 
deep  during  the  three  hours  nearest  the  hour  of  high  tide. 

Section  29.  Upon  the  apphcation  of  any  party  in  inter- 
est, of  the  aldermen  of  a  city,  of  the  selectmen  of  a  town 
or  of  the  supervisor,  the  department  of  public  works  may 
from  time  to  time,  for  the  purposes  of  this  chapter  and 
said  chapters  one  hundred  and  thirty  and  one  hundred  and 
thirty-one,  arbitrarily  fix  and  define  the  tidal  bounds  and 
mouths  of  streams  and  ordinary  or  mean  high  water  mark 
and  mean  and  extreme  low  water  marks,  and  alter  or 
amend  the  same,  and  thereupon  said  department  shall  file 
a  plan,  showing  the  location  of  the  same,  with  the  registry 
of  deeds  for  the  county  or  registry  district,  and  with  the 
clerk  of  the  city  or  town,  in  which  the  land  lies. 
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Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

Section  SO.     Actions  and  prosecutions  under  the  laws  Limitation 
relative  to  fish,  birds  and  mammals  shall,  unless  other-  °^  actions, 
wise  expressly  provided,  be  commenced  within  one  year 
after  the  time  when  the  cause  of  action  accrued  or  the 
offence  was  committed. 

Section  31.  All  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  recovered  Disposition 
in  prosecutions  under  the  laws  relative  to  birds,  fish  and  penaitfes'^'^ 
mammals,  as  defined  in  section  one,  shall  be  equally  divided 
between  the  county  where  such  prosecution  is  made  and 
the  town  where  the  offence  is  committed;  provided,  that 
if  the  prosecuting  officer  is  a  warden  or  state  police  officer 
receiving  compensation  from  the  commonwealth,  such  fines, 
penalties  and  forfeitures  shall  be  paid  to  the  commonwealth. 
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Section  82.  All  birds,  fish  and  mammals,  as  so  defined, 
which  are  unlawfully  taken,  held,  possessed  or  dealt  with 
contrary  to  this  chapter  or  chapters  one  hundred  and 
thirty  or  one  hundred  and  thirty-one,  may,  in  addition 
to  any  or  all  of  the  penalties  contained  therein  be 
seized,  libelled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter two  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  and  forfeited  to  the 
commonwealth. 

Whenever  seizure  and  confiscation  or  forfeiture  is  pro- 
vided by  any  section,  unless  another  procedure  is  therein 
indicated,  such  confiscation  or  forfeiture  shall  be  according 
to  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven,  the  net  proceeds  thereof  to  be  divided  as  is  provided 
in  the  preceding  section. 

Section  33.  This  chapter  and  chapters  one  hundred  and 
thirty  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  affect  any  provisions  or  penalties  contained,  or  any 
privileges  granted,  in  any  special  statute  relating  to  fish- 
eries in  any  particular  place. 

Section  3%.  Any  occupation  under  this  chapter  or 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty  or  chapter  one  hundred 
and  thirty-one  of  tide  waters,  or  great  ponds  containing 
ten  acres  or  more,  or  any  work  done  therein,  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  department  of  public  works 
under  chapter  ninety-one,  and  to  the  provisions  of  that 
chapter. 

Section  2.  Chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  said  chapter  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following :  — 
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Chapter  130. 

Marine  Fish  and  Fisheries,  including  Crustacea 
AND  Shellfish. 

General  Provisions. 

Section  1.  The  mayor  of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a 
town  may  designate  as  shellfish  constables  one  or  more 
constables  in  his  or  their  city  or  town,  however  elected  or 
appointed,  for  the  detection  and  prosecution  of  violations 
of  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  or  local  ordinances, 
rules  or  regulations,  relative  to  shellfish  or  shell  fisheries. 

Section  2.  The  director,  supervisor,  any  coastal  warden 
or  deputy,  or  any  shellfish  constable  may,  without  a  war- 
rant, search  any  boat,  vessel,  car,  motor  vehicle  as  defined 
in  section  one  of  chapter  ninety,  or  other  vehicle  in  which 
he  has  reasonable  cause  to  believe  and  does  believe  that 
fish  frequenting  the  coastal  waters  taken,  held,  kept,  pos- 
sessed, transported  or  held  for  transportation  or  sale  in 
violation  of  law  may  be  found,  and  seize  any  such  fish 
there  found,  and  seize  and  confiscate  the  said  vehicle  and 
all  devices  employed  in  committing  the  illegal  act  or  acts 
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and  hold  the  same  for  forfeiture  according  to  law.  Any 
fish  so  seized  may  be  libelled,  or  sold  and  the  net  proceeds 
libelled,  in  accordance  with  section  thirty-two  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  A. 

Section  3.  The  supervisor  shall  devise  a  system  of 
statistical  information  useful  to  the  marine  fish  industries 
of  the  commonwealth  and  shall  compile  information  ob- 
tained thereunder.  Upon  the  request  of  the  supervisor 
the  commissioner  may  require  for  such  purposes  the  at- 
tendance of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books  and 
documents,  and  the  commissioner  may  examine  witnesses 
on  oath ;  and  such  witnesses  shall  be  examined  in  the  same 
manner  and  paid  the  same  fees  as  in  civil  actions  in  the 
superior  court.  The  supervisor  shall  prepare  from  time 
to  time  and  distribute  bulletins  and  reports  embodying 
statistical  and  other  information  relative  to  marine  fish- 
eries and  the  state  secretary  shall  cause  to  be  printed  for 
distribution  to  such  industries  such  numbers  of  such  bulle- 
tins and  reports  as  the  commission  on  administration  and 
finance  may  approve.  The  supervisor  may  also  conduct 
certain  biological  research  for  the  purpose  of  conserving 
and  increasing  the  supply  of  fish  in  the  coastal  waters. 
He  shall  also  assist  and  co-operate  with  local  authorities 
in  the  promulgation  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  pur- 
pose of  better  control  and  conservation  of  such  fish. 

Section  4-  The  director  may  occupy,  use  and  control 
not  exceeding  six  ponds,  other  than  great  ponds,  and 
estuaries,  creeks  or  other  arms  of  the  sea,  within  the  com- 
monwealth, and  the  necessary  land  thereto  adjoining,  for 
the  scientific  investigation  of  the  habits,  propagation  and 
distribution  of  fish  frequenting  the  coastal  waters,  if  such 
occupation  and  use  do  not  impair  the  private  rights  of 
any  person  or  materially  obstruct  any  navigable  waters. 
Notice  of  such  occupation  and  use  and  the  purpose  thereof 
shall  be  conspicuously  posted  by  the  director  at  the  nearest 
points  to  said  ponds  and  estuaries,  creeks  or  other  arms  of 
the  sea,  and  shall  be  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds  in 
the  county  or  district  where  they  are  situated. 

Whoever,  after  the  posting  and  recording  of  such  notice, 
takes  any  fish  from  any  pond  or  estuary,  creek  or  other 
arm  of  the  sea  occupied  as  aforesaid  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than 
three  months. 

Section  6.  The  entrance  or  discharge  into  or  on  any 
of  the  tidal  waters  or  flats  of  the  commonwealth,  or  the 
tributaries  of  such  waters,  of  sewage  or  any  other  substance 
which  might  be  injurious  to  the  public  health  or  might 
tend  to  contaminate  any  shellfish  areas  or  shellfish  therein, 
which  may  be  determined  by  the  supervisor  and  the  com- 
missioner of  public  health  to  be  of  commercial  value, 
where  no  such  entrance  or  discharge  existed  on  July  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  is  hereby  prohibited; 
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provided,  that  this  section  shall  not  be  deemed  to  inter- 
fere with  the  exercise  of  any  right  of  drainage  existing  on 
said  date,  or  with  any  drainage  thereafter  approved  by 
the  department  of  public  health. 

Section  5 A.  The  supreme  judicial  court  or  any  justice 
thereof,  and  the  superior  court  or  any  justice  thereof, 
shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  enforce  the  preceding 
section.  Proceedings  to  enforce  the  same  may  be  insti- 
tuted and  prosecuted  by  the  attorney  general  at  the  re- 
quest of  the, commissioner  of  public  health  or  of  the  com- 
missioner of  conservation. 

Section  6B.  Whoever,  contrary  to  section  five,  permits 
the  entrance  or  discharge  into  or  on  any  part  of  said  waters 
or  flats,  or  the  tributaries  of  such  waters,  of  sewage  or  any 
other  substance  injurious  to  the  public  health  or  tending 
to  contaminate  any  shellfish  area  or  shellfish  therein  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars 
and  shall  be  liable  in  tort,  in  twice  the  amount  of  damage 
thereby  done,  to  the  city  or  town  where  such  damage 
occurs  on  account  of  any  injury  to  the  public  fisheries 
within  its  limits,  and  to  the  owners  or  lessees  of  any  private 
rights  therein  on  account  of  any  injury  to  their  private 
fishery  rights. 

Section  6.  Whoever,  other  than  a  common  carrier, 
carries  out  of  the  commonwealth  in  any  vessel  or  smack 
owned  without  the  commonwealth  any  fish,  except  oysters, 
taken  within  the  coastal  waters,  and  whoever  in  any  such 
vessel  or  smack  takes  any  fish  within  the  coastal  waters  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  them  out  of  the  commonwealth, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars,  and  all  fish  so 
taken  or  carried  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  commonwealth. 

Section  6 A.  Aldermen,  selectmen,  police  officers  and 
constables  shall  cause  the  provisions  of  sections  thirteen, 
fourteen  and  twenty-five  to  be  enforced  in  their  respective 
cities  and  towns. 
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Pollock  and  Mackerel. 

Section  7.  No  person  shall  seine  in  the  harbors  and 
rivers  of  the  commonwealth  pollock  weighing  less  than 
three  quarters  of  a  pound,  or  spike  mackerel  weighing  less 
than  one  quarter  of  a  pound.  Violation  of  any  provision 
of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  two  months, 
or  both. 

Herring,  Alewives  and  Shad. 

Section  8.  A  town  may  open  ditches,  sluiceways  or 
canals  into  any  pond  within  its  limits  for  the  introduction 
and  propagation  in  such  pond  or  in  any  part  thereof  of 
herring,  alewives  or  other  swimming  marine  food  fish,  and 
for  the  creation  of  fisheries  for  the  same;  and  may  take 
by  eminent  domain  under  chapter  seventy-nine  such  land, 
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waters  and  easements  within  its  limits  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  such  ditches,  sluiceways  and  canals  and  for  the 
construction  and  proper  operation  and  use  of  such  fishery 
and  approaches  thereto. 

Section  9.  A  town  creating  such  fishery  shall  own  it, 
may  make  regulations  concerning  it,  and  may  lease  it  for 
terms  of  not  more  than  five  years,  on  conditions  agreed 
upon.  A  town  may  lease  for  like  periods,  and  on  like  con- 
ditions, any  such  fishery  owned  by  it  or  any  public  fishery 
of  swimming  marine  food  fish  regulated  and  controlled 
by  it. 

Section  10.  Whoever  takes,  kills  or  hauls  on  shore  any 
herring,  alewives  or  other  swimming  marine  food  fish  in  a 
fishery  created  by  a  town,  without  its  permission  or  that 
of  its  lessees,  or  in  a  fishery  created  by  a  corporation,  with- 
out the  permission  of  such  corporation,  or  in  a  public  fish- 
ery regulated  and  controlled  by  a  town,  contrary  to  its 
regulations,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars.  Prosecutions  under  this 
section  shall  be  commenced  within  thirty  days  after  the 
commission  of  the  offence. 

Section  11.  The  three  preceding  sections  shall  not  im- 
pair the  rights  of  any  person  under  any  law  passed  before 
April  twenty-fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  or 
under  any  contract  existing  on  said  date,  or  authorize  a 
town  to  enter  upon  or  build  canals  or  sluiceways  into  a 
pond  which  is  private  property. 

Section  12.  Whoever  on  Sunday,  Tuesday  or  Thursday 
takes  shad  or  alewives,  except  in  the  Connecticut,  Taunton 
Great,  Nemasket  and  Merrimack  rivers  and  their  trib- 
utaries, in  any  other  manner  than  by  angling,  and  whoever 
between  June  fifteenth  and  March  first  takes  shad,  except 
in  the  Connecticut  and  Merrimack  rivers,  or  alewives, 
shall,  in  addition  to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  eighty- 
seven,  forfeit  for  each  shad  so  taken  five  dollars,  and  for 
each  alewife  so  taken  twenty-five  cents. 

Smelt. 

Section  13.  Whoever  sells  or  offers  or  exposes  for  sale 
or  has  in  his  possession  a  smelt  taken  in  the  common- 
wealth between  March  fifteenth  and  June  first  shall  forfeit 
one  dollar  for  every  such  smelt;  and  the  possession  of  a 
smelt  between  said  dates  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
violation  of  this  section. 

Section  IJf.  Except  as  provided  in  section  eighteen  and 
in  chapter  three  hundred  and  six  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  eleven,  whoever  takes  a  smelt  in  any  other 
manner  than  by  angling  shall,  in  addition  to  the  penalty 
provided  in  section  eighty-seven,  forfeit  one  dollar  for 
each  smelt  so  taken. 

Section  15.  Sections  thirteen  and  fourteen  shall  not 
apply  in  the  counties  of  Bristol,  Barnstable,  Nantucket 
and  Dukes  county  to  smelt  taken  in  a  seine  or  net  during

the  time  and  in  the  manner  in  which  fishing  is  allowed  for 
perch,  herring  or  alewives,  nor  to  smelt  lawfully  taken 
under  said  chapter  three  hundred  and  six. 

Section  16.  Except  as  provided  in  said  chapter  three 
hundred  and  six,  no  person  shall  set,  draw,  use  or  attempt 
to  set,  draw  or  use  any  net,  seine,  trap  or  device  for  catch- 
ing smelt,  other  than  a  naturally  or  artificially  baited  hook, 
in  the  waters  of  Boston  harbor,  Hingham  harbor.  Weir 
river,  Weymouth  Fore  river,  Weymouth  Back  river, 
Neponset  river,  Charles  river.  Mystic  river,  or  in  any 
cove,  bay,  inlet  or  tributary  thereof;  but  this  section  shall 
not  prohibit  the  use  of  traps  for  catching  lobsters. 

Section  17.  Possession  of  any  net,  seine,  trap  or  device 
for  catching  fish,  other  than  a  naturally  or  artificially 
baited  hook,  in  or  upon  the  harbors,  rivers  or  tributaries 
referred  to  in  the  preceding  section,  or  on  the  banks  of 
the  same,  if  adapted  to  and  apparently  intended  for  the 
present  catching  of  smelt,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  said  section,  and  the  pos- 
session in  or  upon  said  harbors,  rivers  or  tributaries,  or  on 
the  banks  of  the  same,  of  any  fresh  smelt,  between  sunset 
and  sunrise,  or  under  other  circumstances  reasonably  indi- 
cating the  catching  of  the  same  otherwise  than  by  a  natu- 
rally or  artificially  baited  hook,  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence that  said  smelt  were  caught  contrary  to  such  pro- 
visions by  the  person  in  whose  possession  they  are  found. 

Section  18.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  section 
sixteen,  or  buys,  receives  or  transports  smelt,  knowing  or 
having  reasonable  cause  to  beheve  that  the  same  have 
been  taken  contrary  to  any  provision  of  said  section,  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  eighty-seven, 
be  punished  for  a  first  offence,  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  twelve  months, 
or  both,  and  for  a  subsequent  offence  by  both  said  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

Section  19.  The  director,  supervisor,  any  coastal 
warden  or  deputy,  any  member  of  the  state  police,  any 
sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  or  any  poHce  officer  or  constable 
within  his  jurisdiction,  may  search  for  and  seize,  without 
a  warrant,  any  smelt  which  he  has  reason  to  suspect  were 
taken  contrary  to  any  provision  of  section  sixteen,  and  the 
net,  seine,  trap  or  other  device,  and  the  vessel,  boat,  vehicle, 
craft,  and  its  tackle,  apparel,  furniture  and  implements, 
or  other  apparatus  used  in  connection  with  such  receiving, 
buying,  transporting  or  other  violation  of  said  section, 
and  the  cask,  barrel  or  other  vessel  or  wrapper  containing 
said  smelts,  which  property  shall  be  forfeited. 

Regulation  of  Fish  Weirs,  Nets,  Seines,  Trawls  and 
Traps. 

Section  20.  The  aldermen  of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of 
a  town  lying  upon  tide  water  may,  in  writing,  authorize 
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any  person  to  construct  weirs,  pound  nets  or  fish  traps  in 
tide  water  in  locations  where  no  harbor  hues  exist  and 
also  in  locations  beyond  established  harbor  lines,  within 
the  limits  of  such  city  or  town,  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
five  years,  upon  such  conditions  and  subject  to  such  regu- 
lations as  the  aldermen  or  the  selectmen  may,  in  their 
discretion,  impose;  but  no  authority  or  license  so  given 
shall  be  valid  unless  approved  in  writing  by  the  department 
of  public  works,  upon  such  terms  and  subject  to  such 
conditions  as  it  may,  in  its  discretion,  impose. 

Section  21.  Whoever  wilfully  destroys  or  injures  any 
such  weir,  pound  net  or  fish  trap,  or  takes  fish  therefrom 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  shall  forfeit  not  more 
than  twenty  dollars  to  the  use  of  the  owner.  Such  for- 
feiture shall  be  in  addition  to  any  civil  liability  for  damages. 

Section  22.  Whoever  constructs  or  maintains  a  weir, 
pound  net  or  fish  trap  in  tide  water,  without  the  authority 
mentioned  in  section  twenty  and,  if  from  an  island  in  tide 
water,  without  such  authority  from  the  aldermen  of  every 
city  and  the  selectmen  of  every  town  which  is  distant 
not  over  two  miles  from  said  island,  shall  forfeit  ten  dollars 
for  each  day  he  maintains  such  weir,  pound  net  or  fish  trap ; 
and  he  may  be  enjoined  therefrom. 

Section  23.  Whoever  takes  any  fish  or  lobster  from  a 
trap,  trawl  or  seine  set  for  catching  fish  or  lobsters,  without 
the  consent  of  the  owner  thereof,  and  whoever  wilfully 
molests  or  interferes  with  such  trap,  trawl  or  seine,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  two  months,  or  both. 

Annual  Reports  of  Catches. 

Section  24-  The  owner  of  every  pound  net,  weir,  fyke  Annual  reports 
net  or  similar  contrivance,  fishing  pier,  seine,  drag  or  gill  °^  matches. 
net,  lobster  pot  or  trap  used  in  any  of  the  coastal  waters 
for  fishing  purposes,  and  every  licensee  under  section 
thirty-three,  shall  annually,  on  or  before  October  twentieth, 
make  a  written  report,  on  oath,  to  the  supervisor,  of  the 
number  of  pounds  and  the  value  of  each  kind  of  edible 
fish,  other  than  lobsters,  caught  by  his  pound  net,  weir, 
fyke  net  or  similar  contrivance,  pier,  seine,  drag  or  gill 
net,  and  the  number  and  value  of  lobsters  taken  by  him  in 
pots  or  traps,  or  the  number  and  value  of  lobsters  and 
crabs,  or  crabs,  caught  or  taken  by  him  from  certain  waters, 
as  the  case  may  be,  during  the  year  last  preceding  the  date 
of  said  report,  and  the  number  and  value  of  the  devices, 
if  any,  used  in  such  catching  or  taking,  and  the  number  of 
persons,  if  any,  employed  therein;  and  for  such  purpose 
the  supervisor  shall  annually,  on  or  before  March  fifteenth, 
provide  him,  upon  his  application,  with  suitable  blank 
forms  for  such  reports,  so  arranged  that  each  month's 
catch  may  be  separately  recorded  thereon;  and,  in  filling 
out  such  reports,  such  owner  shall  give  the  results  of  each 
month's  fishing,  so  far  as  practicable.     Such  owner  shall 
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apply  to  the  supervisor  for  such  blank  forms.  The  owner 
of  any  cars  or  other  contrivances  used  for  keeping  lobsters 
shall  have  his  name  and  residence  legibly  marked  thereon. 
Any  licensee  under  said  section  thirty-three  refusing,  or 
knowingly  or  wilfully  neglecting,  to  make  the  report  re- 
quired hereby  shall  not  receive  a  new  license  until  such 
report  is  made.  Whoever  knowingly  and  wilfully  violates 
any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Lobsters  and  Crabs. 

Section  25.  Whoever  takes,  sells  or  has  in  possession 
any  female  lobster  bearing  eggs  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  three  months;  but  a  person  who  takes  any  such 
lobster  and  immediately  returns  it  alive  to  the  waters  from 
which  it  was  taken  shall  not  be  subject  to  such  penalty. 
This  section  shall  not  apply  to  lobsters  spawning  in  lobster 
cars  or  pounds  if  they  are  immediately  liberated  alive  in 
the  coastal  waters,  nor  to  the  taking,  sale  or  possession  of 
lobsters  as  provided  in  the  following  section. 

Section  26.  The  supervisor  shall,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  purchase  to  the  extent  of  the  money  provided 
therefor,  and  at  a  rate  not  above  the  wholesale  market 
price  of  other  lobsters,  lobsters  with  eggs  attached  taken 
along  the  shores  of  the  commonwealth.  Whoever  takes  or 
handles  any  such  lobsters  with  eggs  attached  which  are 
not  marked  as  hereinafter  provided  may  safely  store  the 
same  in  lobster  cars  or  sections  of  cars  used  for  such  purpose 
only,  and  shall  keep  them  separate  from  other  lobsters 
until  such  time  as  the  supervisor  or  his  agents  gather  and 
pay  for  the  same.  The  supervisor  or  his  agents  shall 
mark  each  lobster  purchased  hereunder  by  punching  a 
hole  in  any  except  the  middle  flipper  of  its  tail,  and  shall 
liberate  said  lobster  in  the  vicinity  of  the  place  of  purchase. 
The  commissioner  in  his  annual  budget  estimates,  filed 
pursuant  to  section  three  of  chapter  twenty-nine,  shall 
include  a  statement  of  appropriation  or  appropriations 
recommended  by  him  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  27.  Any  lobster  marked  by  a  hole  in  any  flipper 
of  its  tail  shall  be  immediately  returned  alive  to  the  waters 
from  which  it  was  taken  and  shall  not  be  sold  or  purchased 
by  any  person.  Any  person  having  in  possession  any 
lobster  so  marked,  except  for  the  purposes  of  this  or  the 
preceding  section,  or  any  lobster  mutilated  in  such  manner 
as  to  hide  or  obliterate  the  said  mark,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars. 

Section  28.  Whoever  cooks,  buys,  sells,  offers  or  ex- 
poses for  sale,  gives  away,  or  knowingly  delivers,  transports, 
ships,  or  receives  for  food  purposes  any  lobster,  or  any

part  thereof,  which  is  uncooked  and  dead,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  sixty  days,  or  both. 

Section  29.  No  person  shall  buy,  sell,  expose  for  sale,  saieof 
give  away,  deliver,  transport,  ship,  carry  or  have  in  his  reg^lte™!** 
possession  any  lobster  meat  after  the  same  has  been  taken 
from  the  shell,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  fore- 
going shall  not  apply  to  lobster  meat  in  the  possession  of 
a  common  carrier  for  transportation  and  which  is  marked 
as  provided  in  section  thirty-seven,  or  of  which  it  has  no 
notice;  nor  to  canned  lobster  meat  from  lobsters  of  the 
length  required  by  section  thirty-one,  when  certified  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  supervisor  to  be  such,  and  when  certified, 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  department  of  public  health,  by 
the  board  of  health  of  the  city  or  town  where  canned,  to 
have  been  in  suitable  condition  for  human  consumption 
when  canned,  and  to  have  been  canned  under  healthful 
conditions,  and  so  as  to  insure  the  continuance,  until  use, 
of  such  condition;  nor  to  such  meat  sold  for  food  by  a 
licensed  victualler;  nor  to  such  meat  removed  from  the 
shell  on  the  premises  where  it  is  to  be  eaten;  nor  to  such 
meat  removed  from  the  shell  by  a  wholesale  or  retail  dealer 
in  lobsters  at  his  regular  place  of  business  therefor;  pro- 
vided, that  said  dealer  has  a  written  permit  from  the 
supervisor  for  the  sale  and  delivery  of  such  lobster  meat; 
and  provided,  further,  that  such  lobster  meat  is  so  re- 
moved or  sold  under  such  conditions  and  regulations  as 
the  supervisor  may  prescribe,  and  that  the  premises  where 
the  meat  is  so  removed  or  sold  are  at  all  reasonable  times 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  director,  supervisor,  wardens 
and  deputies.  Such  a  permit  may  be  granted  for  any 
period  not  exceeding  one  year  upon  written  application  to 
the  supervisor  and  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  ten  dollars,  and 
may  be  revoked  by  the  supervisor  for  the  violation  by  the 
holder  thereof  of  any  provision  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  A  or  of  this  chapter  or  of  sections  sixty-six  to 
eighty-eight  A,  inclusive,  of  chapter  ninety-four. 

Section  SO.     Any  lobster  meat  unlawfully  sold,   given  Lobster

Section  31.     Whoever  sells  or  offers  for  sale,  or  has  in  ^^^'^^f*^- 

r  •     J    1  J.V-  •  e  Penalty  for 

possession  for  a  period  longer  than  is  necessary  for  meas- 
uring or  for  any  other  purpose  than  legally  disposing  of  the 
same,  a  lobster  measuring  less  than  three  and  one  sixteenth 
inches  in  length,  alive  or  dead,  cooked  or  uncooked,  meas- 
ured from  the  rear  of  the  eye  socket  along  a  line  parallel  to 
the  center  line  of  the  body  shell  to  the  rear  end  of  the  body 
shell,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  ten  dollars  for  every  such  lobster,  and  such 
lobster  shall  be  seized  and  forfeited,  and  shall  be  disposed 
of  by  the  supervisor  to  the  best  interest  of  the  common- 
wealth;   and  in  all  prosecutions  under  this  section  any 
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mutilation  of  any  lobster  which  affects  its  measurement  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  lobster 
was  or  is  less  than  the  required  length.  This  section  shall 
not  apply  to  common  carriers  having  lobsters  in  possession 
for  the  purpose  of  transportation.  The  commissioner  of 
public  safety,  upon  written  request  of  the  commissioner, 
may  detail  one  or  more  of  the  state  pohce  to  enforce  this 
section. 

Section  32.  No  person,  either  as  principal,  agent  or 
employee,  shall  at  any  time  catch  lobsters  in,  or  take  them 
from,  any  waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  common- 
wealth, or  place,  set,  keep,  maintain,  supervise,  lift,  raise 
or  draw  in  or  from  the  said  waters,  or  cause  to  be  placed, 
set,  kept,  maintained,  supervised,  lifted,  raised  or  drawn  in 
or  from  the  said  waters,  any  pot,  trap  or  other  contrivance 
designed  for,  or  adapted  to,  the  taking  of  lobsters,  unless 
licensed  so  to  do  as  provided  in  the  following  section.  In 
Dukes  county  no  such  lobster  pot,  trap  or  other  contrivance 
shall  be  set,  kept  or  maintained  on  a  trawl  or  runner  or 
otherwise  than  separately  and  plainly  buoyed. 

Section  33.  The  clerk  of  any  town  in  the  county  of 
Essex,  Middlesex,  Suffolk,  Norfolk,  Plymouth,  Barnstable, 
Bristol,  Dukes  or  Nantucket,  situated  on  the  shores  of  the 
commonwealth,  shall  grant  licenses  in  the  form  prescribed 
by  the  supervisor,  and  upon  a  blank  furnished,  by  him,  to 
catch  or  take  both  lobsters  and  crabs,  or  to  catch  or  take 
crabs  only,  from  the  coastal  waters  within  the  county 
where  the  town  lies;  provided,  that  any  such  license  granted 
by  the  clerk  of  any  town  in  Plymouth  or  Norfolk  county 
shall  authorize  such  catching  or  taking  from  the  coastal 
waters  within  both  of  said  counties.  Except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  such  licenses  to  catch  or  take  both  lobsters  and 
crabs  shall  be  granted  only  to  individuals  who  are  citizens 
of  the  commonwealth  and  who  have  resided  therein  for  at 
least  one  year  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  same.  The 
clerk  of  any  such  town  may  grant  such  a  license  to  catch  or 
take  both  lobsters  and  crabs  to  any  individual  who  is  an 
alien  and  who  resides  in  the  county  where  the  town  lies; 
provided,  that  such  alien  has  resided  in  said  county,  and 
has  been  actually  engaged  in  lobster  fishing  in  the  coastal 
waters  within  any  of  the  aforesaid  counties,  for  five  years 
next  preceding  December  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty;  and  may  grant  such  a  license  to  catch  or  take 
crabs  only  to  any  citizen  of  the  commonwealth,  or  to  any 
alien  residing  in  the  commonwealth  who,  prior  to  June  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty,  has  filed  his  declaration  of 
intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States;  pro- 
vided, that  if  any  such  alien  shall  not  become  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States  within  the  term  of  five  years  and  ninety 
days  next  subsequent  to  such  filing  he  shall  not  thereafter 
be  entitled  to  receive  or  act  under  a  license  issued  here- 
under. A  non-resident  citizen  of  the  United  States  tem- 
porarily residing  in  any  town  granting  licenses  hereunder 
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may,  during  June,  July,  August  and  September  in  each 
year,  upon  payment  of  the  fee  required  by  this  section, 
procure  from  the  clerk  of  such  town  a  license  to  take  lob- 
sters for  consumption  by  the  licensee  and  his  family  only, 
which  such  clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue.  Licenses 
hereunder,  except  those  granted  to  non-residents,  shall  ex- 
pire on  December  thirty-first  next  succeeding  the  granting 
of  the  same  unless  sooner  made  void  as  provided  in  the 
following  section.  The  town  clerk  granting  a  license  here- 
under shall  collect  therefor  a  fee  of  five  dollars,  which,  less 
twenty-five  cents  to  be  retained  by  him,  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  supervisor  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  following 
month,  together  with  a  description  of  the  licensee  and  of 
his  buoys,  if  any,  and  such  other  information  as  may  be 
required  by  the  supervisor.  Such  descriptions  and  infor- 
mation shall  be  given  upon  coupons  to  be  provided  by  the 
supervisor  therefor.  All  books  of  forms  furnished  to  town 
clerks  under  this  section  shall  be  returned  to  the  super- 
visor on  January  first  of  each  year.  Each  applicant  for  a 
license  shall  state  the  color  scheme  or  other  special  markings 
of  the  buoys,  if  any,  to  be  used  by  him,  which  shall  be  set 
forth  in  his  license,  and  all  buoys  used  by  him  shall  be 
marked  accordingly,  and  all  buoys,  pots  and  traps  used  by 
him  shall  be  marked  with  the  licensee's  initials  or  name, 
which  shall  be  branded  or  cut  into  the  surface  thereof.  A 
licensee  under  this  section  shall  at  all  times,  while  acting 
in  pursuance  of  his  license,  exhibit  it  upon  the  demand  of 
any  officer  qualified  to  serve  criminal  process,  and  upon 
failure  so  to  do  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  five  dollars. 

Section  33 A .     The  supervisor  shall  state  in  his  annual  Report  of 
report  the  number  of  licenses  granted  under  the  preceding  supervisor. 
section. 

Section  34.  Every  license  issued  under  section  thirty-  Revocation 
three  held  by  any  person  convicted  of  a  violation  of  any  ofi'^ense. 
provision  of  sections  twenty-five  to  forty-one,  inclusive, 
of  this  chapter  or  of  sections  sixty-six  to  eighty-eight  A, 
inclusive,  of  chapter  ninety-four,  or  of  similar  provisions  of 
earlier  laws,  shall  be  void,  if  such  person  has  within  three 
years  prior  to  such  conviction  been  convicted  of  a  viola- 
tion of  the  same  or  any  other  provision  of  this  chapter  or 
of  said  sections  sixty-six  to  eighty-eight  A,  inclusive,  or  of 
similar  provisions  of  earlier  laws,  and  shall  immediately  be 
surrendered  to  the  officer  securing  such  conviction,  or  to 
any  other  officer  authorized  to  enforce  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  or  of  said  sections  sixty-six  to  eighty-eight  A, 
inclusive,  who  shall  forthwith  forward  such  license  to  the 
supervisor.  No  license  under  the  preceding  section  shall 
be  issued  to  any  person  within  the  period  of  one  year  im- 
mediately following  the  date  of  his  second  or  subsequent 
conviction  as  aforesaid,  and  any  license  so  issued  shall  be 
void  and  shall  be  surrendered  upon  demand  of  any  officer 
authorized  to  enforce  this  chapter  or  said  sections  sixty-six 
to  eighty-eight  A,  inclusive;    provided,  that  a  conviction 
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of  having  short  lobsters  in  possession  shall  not  be  counted 
as  such  second  or  subsequent  conviction  under  this  section 
if  less  than  five  per  cent  in  count  of  the  lobsters  in  possession 
were  short  lobsters. 

Section  85.  No  person  shall  tend,  lift,  raise  or  draw  a 
lobster  or  crab  pot  or  trap,  or  take  lobsters  or  crabs  from 
such  a  pot  or  trap,  except  during  the  period  from  one  half 
hour  before  sunrise  until  one  half  hour  after  sunset,  except 
that  traps  may  be  taken  up  by  the  owner  or  by  his  em- 
ployee or  agent,  if  licensed  under  section  thirty-three,  at 
any  time  when  they  are  endangered  by  storms,  and  except 
that  the  supervisor,  a  coastal  warden  or  deputy  may  at 
any  time  lift,  raise  or  draw  such  pot  or  trap  and  its  contents. 

Section  36.  Violation  of  any  provision  of  section  thirty- 
two  or  section  thirty-five  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  37.  All  barrels,  boxes  or  other  containers  con- 
taining lobsters,  or  lobster  meat  after  the  same  has  been 
taken  from  the  shell,  shall,  before  being  delivered  to 
any  carrier,  be  marked  by  the  shipper  in  a  plain  and 
legible  manner  on  the  outside  thereof  "LOBSTERS",  or 
"LOBSTER  MEAT",  as  the  case  may  be,  in  capital 
letters  at  least  one  inch  in  length,  together  with  the  full 
name  and  address  of  the  shipper,  and,  in  the  case  of  such 
lobster  meat,  also  with  the  words  "removed  under  permit 
No.  ",  followed  by  the  number  of  the  permit  under 

which  the  same  was  taken  from  the  shell;  and,  unless  in 
barrels,  boxes  or  other  containers  so  marked,  no  lobster  or 
lobster  meat  shall  be  transported.  Any  such  barrels, 
boxes  or  other  containers  delivered  to  or  transported  by  any 
carrier  without  being  marked  as  above  required,  and  the 
lobsters  or  lobster  meat  therein,  shall  be  seized  and  for- 
feited. Violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars.  This  section  and  section  thirty-nine  shall  not 
apply  to  lobsters  or  lobster  meat  passing  through  the  com- 
monwealth under  authority  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 

Section  38.  In  case  of  seizure  by  any  duly  authorized 
officer  of  any  lobsters  or  lobster  meat  contained  in  any 
barrel,  box  or  other  container  which  is  not  marked  as 
provided  in  the  preceding  section,  or  of  any  lobster  meas- 
uring less  than  the  length  prescribed  by  section  thirty-one, 
such  lobsters  as  are  alive  and  measure  less  than  such  pre- 
scribed length  shall  be  liberated,  and  all  other  such  lobsters 
and  all  such  lobster  meat  found  in  such  barrel,  box  or  other 
container  shall  be  held  and  disposed  of  as  provided  in 
section  forty. 

Section  39.  Any  carrier  who  knowingly  receives  or 
carries  from  place  to  place  any  lobster  or  lobster  meat  in 
barrels,  boxes  or  other  containers  not  marked  as  provided 
in  section  thirty-seven  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Section  Jfi.     When  any  lobster  or  lobster  meat  is  seized 
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for  the  violation  of  any  provision  of  section  thirty-seven, 
the  officer  making  the  seizure  shall  immediately  notify  the 
shipper  thereof,  if  known,  and  shall  proceed  to  enforce,  in 
accordance  with  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  the 
forfeiture  of  such  lobsters  as  he  is  not  required  to  liberate, 
or  of  such  lobster  meat.  He  shall  cause  the  appraisal 
required  by  section  thirteen  of  said  chapter  to  be  made 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  time  of  such  seizure, 
and  after  said  appraisal  may  sell  the  said  lobsters  or  lobster 
meat  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  he  deems  proper. 
He  shall  pay  the  proceeds  thereof  into  the  court  before 
which  the  libel  for  forfeiture  is  pending,  and  the  court  may 
decree  a  forfeiture  of  said  proceeds,  or  payment  thereof  to  a 
claimant,  or  other  appropriate  disposition  thereof. 

Section  41-  No  person,  either  as  principal,  agent  or 
employee,  shall  at  any  time  catch  crabs  in,  or  take  them 
from,  the  coastal  waters,  or  place,  set,  keep,  maintain, 
supervise,  lift,  raise  or  draw  in  or  from  the  said  waters,  or 
cause  to  be  placed,  set,  kept,  maintained,  supervised,  lifted, 
raised  or  drawn  in  or  from  the  said  waters,  any  pot,  trap  or 
other  contrivance  designed  for,  or  adapted  to,  the  taking  of 
crabs,  unless  licensed  so  to  do  as  provided  in  section  thirty- 
three.  Violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty- 
five  dollars.  Nothing  in  this  section  or  said  section  thirty- 
three  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  or  regulate  the  taking 
of  crabs  solely  for  bait  purposes,  or  for  family  use. 

Certain  Shellfish  and  Eels. 

Section  42.  No  person  shall  take  from  the  flats  or 
coastal  waters  of  the  commonwealth  scallops  other  than 
adult  scallops,  or  sell  or  offer  for  sale  or  have  in  possession 
such  scallops  so  taken.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  an 
adult  scallop  shall  be  a  scallop  with  a  well-defined  raised 
annual  growth  line.  Scallops  taken  from  the  tide  waters 
of  the  commonwealth  shall  be  culled  when  taken,  and  all 
scallops  other  than  adult  scallops  shall  immediately  be 
returned  alive  to  tide  water  which  is  at  least  three  feet  deep 
at  mean  low  water;  but  it  shall  not  be  unlawful  to  sell  or 
have  in  possession  scallops  other  than  adult  scallops  un- 
avoidably left  in  the  catch  after  it  has  been  culled,  to  the 
amount  of  not  more  than  five  per  cent  of  the  total  catch 
remaining.  All  scallops  taken  in  accordance  with  this 
section  shall  be  taken  ashore  in  the  shell.  This  and  the 
following  section  shall  not  apply  to  seed  and  adult  scallops 
carried  by  storm  and  tide  from  the  natural  beds  and  de- 
posited on  beaches  and  flats  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
supervisor,  they  cannot  survive,  but  the  taking  and  sale 
of  the  said  seed  and  adult  scallops  may  be  authorized  by 
him  at  any  season  of  the  year,  subject  to  sections  forty- 
seven,  forty-eight,  fifty-one,  fifty-three  to  fifty-five,  in- 
clusive, fifty-seven  and  sixty-three.  The  supervisor  shall 
prescribe  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  taking  and 
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sale  of  said  seed  and  adult  scallops  by  special  permits  or 
otherwise,  to  prevent  the  sale  of  seed  scallops  at  any  time, 
or  the  sale  of  adult  scallops  between  April  first  and  October 
first,  except  as  authorized  herein. 

Section  43.  Except  as  provided  in  sections  forty-two 
and  forty-five,  no  person  shall  take  scallops  between  April 
first  and  October  first  from  the  flats  or  coastal  waters  of  the 
commonwealth,  or  buy  or  sell  or  have  in  possession  scallops 
so  taken;  but  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  taking  of 
adult  scallops  for  bait  in  the  coastal  waters  adjacent  to  the 
town  of  Nantucket  from  April  first  to  May  fifteenth, 
inclusive. 

Section  4-4 •  Except  as  provided  in  section  forty-two, 
no  person  shall  take  more  than  ten  bushels  of  scallops, 
including  shells,  in  one  day. 

Section  45.  The  provisions  of  the  two  preceding  sec- 
tions in  respect  to  the  open  and  close  season,  and  in  respect 
to  the  number  of  scallops  that  may  be  taken,  may  be  tem- 
porarily modified  if,  on  petition  of  the  aldermen  or  select- 
men to  the  supervisor,  the  supervisor,  after  investigation, 
determines  that,  owing  to  unusual  circumstances,  such 
modification  is  expedient.  In  that  case,  in  his  discretion, 
he  may  authorize,  for  a  prescribed  period,  the  aldermen  or 
selectmen  to  issue  permits  to  inhabitants  of  their  respective 
cities  or  towns  to  take  scallops  in  such  quantities  and  at 
such  times  as  he  deems  expedient. 

Section  4.6.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  the  four 
preceding  sections  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  twenty-five  dollars.  Possession  of  scallops,  other 
than  adult  scallops,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section 
forty-two,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  scallops 
were  unlawfully  taken. 

Section  47.  No  person  shall  take  by  dredging  scallops 
exceeding  in  quantity  one  and  one  half  bushels,  including 
shells,  in  any  one  week  from  the  coastal  waters  adjoining 
any  city  or  town,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  permit 
specifically  authorizing  the  same  from  the  aldermen  or 
selectmen  thereof. 

Section  48-  Except  as  provided  in  sections  forty-two 
to  forty-six,  inclusive,  and  except  in  the  case  of  shellfish  on 
private  grants  licensed  under  section  fifty-seven,  or  shell- 
fish on  areas  closed  for  municipal  cultivation  under  section 
fifty-five,  and  except  that  the  private  rights  of  any  person 
shall  not  be  impaired  thereby,  the  aldermen  or  the  select- 
men, if  so  instructed  by  their  respective  cities  or  towns,  in 
addition  to  any  action  authorized  by  section  fifty-one,  in 
their  discretion  may  from  time  to  time  control,  regulate  or 
prohibit  the  taking  of  eels  and  any  or  all  kinds  of  shellfish 
and  seaworms  within  such  cities  and  towns.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  such  control,  regulation  or  prohibition  the  aldermen 
or  the  selectmen  may,  from  time  to  time,  without  other  or 
special  authority  therefor,  make  any  regulations  not  con- 
trary to  law  in  regard  to  said  fisheries  that  they  deem  ex- 
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pedient,  including  the  times,  places,  methods,  purposes, 
uses,  sizes,  quantities  or  any  other  particulars  of  such  tak- 
ing, and  may  grant  permits,  subject  to  the  exceptions  here- 
inabove mentioned  and  subject  also  to  any  such  regula- 
tions, then  or  thereafter  in  force,  for  the  taking  of  eels  and 
such  shellfish  and  seaworms  within  such  cities  and  towns. 
Any  such  instructions  hereunder  shall  continue  in  force 
until  subsequent  action  of  such  city  or  town  shall  alter, 
amend,  rescind  or  repeal  the  same.  Any  regulations  made 
under  any  such  instruction  shall  continue  in  force,  as  far  as 
such  instruction  shall  continue  to  authorize  the  same,  until 
the  aldermen  or  selectmen  of  said  city  or  town  shall  alter, 
amend,  rescind  or  repeal  the  same. 

Any  regulations  made  hereunder  shall  state  when  the 
same  shall  take  effect,  and  shall  be  published  by  posting  a 
copy  of  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  aldermen  or  selectmen 
making  the  same,  and  in  the  office  of  the  city  or  town  clerk, 
and  in  three  or  more  public  places  in  said  city  or  town,  or 
by  publishing  the  same  once  in  a  newspaper,  if  any,  pub- 
lished in  said  city  or  town,  twenty-four  hours  at  least  before 
the  time  set  for  the  same  to  take  effect.  The  records  of 
the  aldermen  or  selectmen,  as  to  the  contents  of  the  regu- 
lations, and  the  method  and  time  of  publication  thereof, 
or  a  copy  thereof  attested  by  their  secretary,  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  such  facts  therein  stated.  The  records  of 
the  city  or  town  as  to  the  instructions  to  the  aldermen  or 
selectmen,  or  a  copy  thereof  attested  by  the  city  or  town 
clerk,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  such  instructions. 

Section  49-  All  permits  issued  under  section  forty- 
eight  or  section  fifty-one  shall  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the 
body  authorizing  the  issuing  of  the  same;  but,  under  a  vote 
of  such  body,  any  such  permit  shall  be  valid  if  issued  bearing 
the  signature  of  any  one  member  thereof,  or  of  the  city  or 
town  clerk.  A  record  of  the  name,  residence  and  address  of 
all  persons  to  whom  such  permits  are  issued,  with  any 
special  details  relating  to  such  permits,  shall  be  entered  by 
the  officers  issuing  the  same  in  a  book  kept  in  their  office  for 
that  purpose. 

Section  50.     Any  inhabitant  of  the  commonwealth  who  Holders  of 
holds  a  permit  issued  under  section  forty-eight  by  the  alder-  {-mit  of 'catch 
men  or  selectmen  of  the  city  or  town  from  the  waters  of  of  eeis,  ciams 
which  the  fish  therein  referred  to  are  to  be  taken,  and  any 
native  Indian  without  a  permit,  may,  subject  to  the  excep- 
tions mentioned  in  said  section  forty-eight  and   to  any 
regulations  made  under  said  section,  and  to  all  other  pro- 
visions of  law,  take  for  his  own  family  use,  from  the  waters 
of  any  city  or  town,  eels,  soft-shelled  clams,  quahaugs, 
razor  fish,  and,  from  October  first  to  the  following  April 
first,  both  dates  inclusive,  adult  scallops,  but  not  exceeding 
one  half  bushel  of  quahaugs  and  of  soft-shelled  clams,  in- 
cluding shells,  in  any  one  day,  or  one  bushel  of  each,  in- 
cluding shells,  in  any  one  week,  and  not  exceeding  one  and 
one  half  bushels  of  adult  scallops,  including  shells,  in  any 
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one  week,  and,  for  bait,  from  the  waters  of  his  own  city  or 
town  any  of  such  shellfish,  but  as  to  scallops  only  from 
October  first  to  April  first;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  to  allow  the  taking  of  any  shell- 
fish of  a  size  prohibited  by  law,  or  from  an  area  used  for 
municipal  cultivation  under  section  fifty-five  during  the 
period  of  such  use  or  within  two  years  thereafter. 

Section  51.  Whoever  takes  any  shellfish  or  sea  worms 
from  their  beds,  or  destroys  them  or  wilfully  obstructs  their 
growth  therein,  except  upon  a  private  grant  by  authority 
of  the  licensee  or  transferee  thereof,  and  except  as  is  other- 
wise provided  by  law,  or  whoever  takes  shellfish  from  or 
disturbs  them  in  areas  closed  under  section  fifty-five,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars  for  every  bushel  of  such  shellfish,  including 
the  shells,  or  for  every  hundred  sea  worms;  but  the  alder- 
men of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town  may,  in  addition 
to  any  action  authorized  by  section  forty-eight,  but  subject 
to  the  exceptions  set  forth  therein,  at  any  time  give  a  written 
permit  to  any  person  to  take  such  shellfish  and  seaworms 
from  their  beds  in  such  city  or  town,  prescribing  the  times, 
places,  methods,  purposes,  sizes,  quantities,  kinds  or  any 
other  particulars  of  such  taking;  provided,  that  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  any  taking 
otherwise  prohibited  by  law.  Every  inhabitant  of  such 
city  or  town  may,  without  such  permit,  take  from  the 
waters,  flats  or  creeks  therein  for  the  use  of  his  family 
oysters  not  exceeding  in  any  week  one  bushel,  including 
the  shells. 

Whoever  takes  any  eels  without  a  permit  issued  as  pro- 
vided in  this  chapter,  or  except  as  is  otherwise  provided  by 
law,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars.  This  paragraph  shall  not  affect  section 
one  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  fifty-five  of  the  acts  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three. 

Section  52.  Whoever  takes  or  has  in  possession  qua- 
haugs or  soft-shelled  clams  less  than  two  inches  in  longest 
diameter  to  the  amount  of  more  than  five  per  cent  of  any 
batch  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars;  provided,  that  it  shall  not  be  un- 
lawful to  take  such  quahaugs  or  soft-shelled  clams  or  have 
the  same  in  possession  under  authority  of  a  permit  therefor, 
which  the  supervisor  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant,  for 
replanting  for  seed  purposes  in  waters  or  flats  within  the 
commonwealth. 

Section  53.  No  permit  for  the  taking  of  shellfish  for 
commercial  purposes  shall  be  issued  to  an  unnaturalized 
foreign  born  person  unless  he  has  been  a  resident  of  the 
county  wherein  the  city  or  town  to  the  officials  of  which 
he  applies  for  a  permit  is  situated  for  at  least  five  years 
next  preceding  the  date  of  his  application  therefor,  or  has 
taken  shellfish  as  an  article  of  commerce  for  such  period. 
This  section  shall  not  prohibit  any  such  person  from  taking 
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for  his  own  family  use  the  shellfish  allowed  for  such  use  to 
all  inhabitants  of  the  commonwealth  under  and  in  accord- 
ance with  section  fifty. 

Section  51^..  Whenever  two  or  more  municipalities  have 
joint  property  in,  or  the  right  of  joint  control  of,  any  marine 
fisheries,  the  aldermen  of  the  cities  and  the  selectmen  of 
the  towns  which  share  in  such  joint  property  or  control 
may  exercise  jointly  the  powers  conferred  upon  such  officers 
by  any  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
A,  and  of  this  chapter,  including  sections  forty-eight  and 
fifty-five,  respectively,  only  if  separately  instructed  by 
their  respective  cities  and  towns  thereunder.  Such  joint 
exercise  of  such  powers  shall  be  by  a  joint  board  composed 
of  aldermen  or  selectmen,  or  both,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
in  a  meeting  called  by  such  officers  representing  the  oldest 
of  such  municipalities,  or,  in  default  thereof  for  twenty- 
four  hours  after  receiving  from  any  of  such  officers  of  any 
of  such  municipahties  a  request  therefor,  by  such  officers 
representing  any  one  of  such  municipalities,  by  a  notice 
in  writing  stating  the  time,  place  and  purpose  of  such 
meeting,  served  upon  such  officers  of  all  such  municipalities, 
in  the  same  manner  that  a  summons  to  a  witness  in  a  civil 
action  is  served,  forty-eight  hours  at  least  before  the  time 
appointed  for  such  meeting.  Any  of  the  officers  calling 
such  meeting,  if  appointed  thereby  for  that  purpose,  may 
preside  thereat  until  the  meeting  regularly  organizes.  At 
any  meeting  of  such  joint  board  each  city  and  each  town 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  member  of  its  muni- 
cipal board  represented  thereon;  provided,  that  no  such 
city  or  town  shall  be  entitled  to  more  votes  than  there  are 
members  of  the  smallest  municipal  board  so  represented. 
Such  meeting  may  act  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
members  present  thereat.  Any  regulation,  notice  of  regu- 
lations, permit,  license  or  other  instrument  authorized  to 
be  issued  by  such  joint  board  shall  be  valid  if  issued  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  of  such  joint  board 
present  at  such  meeting.  Upon  a  vote  authorizing  the 
same,  any  such  permit  issued  bearing  the  signature  of  any 
one  member  of  such  joint  board  shall  be  valid. 

Section  65.  Cities  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  board  of 
aldermen,  and  towns  by  a  two  thirds  vote  at  a  town  meet- 
ing, may  appropriate  money  for  the  cultivation,  propaga- 
tion and  protection  of  shellfish.  The  aldermen  or  select- 
men, when  so  authorized  by  their  respective  cities  or  towns, 
may  from  time  to  time  declare  a  close  season  for  any  or  all 
kinds  of  shellfish  for  not  more  than  three  years  in  such 
waters,  flats  or  creeks,  not  then  the  subject  of  a  private 
grant,  within  the  limits  of  their  respective  cities  and  towns, 
as  they  deem  proper,  and  may  plant,  grow  and  protect 
shellfish  in  such  waters,  flats  or  creeks;  provided,  that  no 
private  rights  are  impaired;  and  provided,  further,  that 
when  any  close  season,  declared  as  aforesaid,  shall  have 
ended,  such  flats,  waters  or  creeks  shall  not  within  two 
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years  thereafter  be  licensed  for  the  private  cultivation  of 
shellfish. 

Section  56.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  and  promoting 
the  proper  conservation,  development,  utilization  and 
control  of  the  natural  resources  of  the  commonwealth,  any 
town  bordering  upon  the  coastal  waters  may  acquire  by 
gift,  purchase  or  lease  the  exclusive  right  to  plant  and 
cultivate,  and  dig,  dredge  or  otherwise  gather  and  remove, 
and  dispose  of,  one  or  more  species  of  shellfish  in,  on  or 
from  any  land  on  tidal  waters  therein  in  private  ownership 
and  below  the  line  of  mean  high  water.  Section  fourteen 
of  chapter  forty,  so  far  as  applicable,  shall  apply  to  the 
acquisition  of  rights  under  this  section. 

Section  67.  The  aldermen  of  any  city  or  the  selectmen 
of  any  town,  when  so  instructed  by  their  respective  cities 
or  towns,  may,  upon  written  application  therefor  and  after 
public  notice  and  hearing  thereon  as  hereinafter  provided, 
grant  to  any  inhabitant  of  such  city  or  town,  to  a  firm  com- 
posed of  inhabitants  thereof,  or  to  a  corporation  the  entire 
capital  stock  of  which  is  owned  by  inhabitants  thereof,  a 
license  for  a  period  not  exceeding  fifteen  years  to  plant, 
grow,  dig  and  take  shellfish  and  to  plant  shells  for  the  pur- 
pose of  catching  shellfish  seed,  in  such  city  or  town  at  all 
times  of  the  year  and  within  the  limits  specified  in  the 
license,  except  on  areas  then  or  within  two  years  prior 
thereto  closed  for  municipal  cultivation  under  the  provi- 
sions of  section  fifty-five;  provided,  that  scallops  shall  not 
be  taken  between  April  first  and  October  first  upon,  in  or 
from  any  waters,  fiats  or  creeks  below  mean  high  water 
mark  within  such  city  or  town  at  any  place  where  the  alder- 
men or  selectmen  shall  determine  that  there  is  no  substan- 
tial natural  shellfish  bed.  Licenses  under  this  section 
shall  be  issued  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  alder- 
men or  selectmen  issuing  the  same  deem  proper,  but  not 
so  as  to  impair  the  private  rights  of  any  person  or  to  mate- 
rially obstruct  navigable  waters,  and  they  shall  describe 
by  metes  and  bounds  the  waters,  flats  or  creeks  covered 
thereby. 

Section  58.  Any  such  license  may  be  transferred  to  any 
person  to  whom  it  might  originally  have  been  granted,  and, 
whether  or  not  so  transferred,  may,  within  two  years  before 
the  expiration  of  its  term,  be  renewed  for  a  further  term  of 
not  exceeding  fifteen  years  from  the  expiration  of  the 
original  term.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter  applicable  to 
the  original  issuance  of  such  license  shall,  so  far  as  apt, 
apply  to  a  transfer  or  a  renewal  thereof  hereunder. 

Section  69.  Any  inhabitant,  firm  or  corporation  quali- 
fied as  provided  in  section  fifty-seven  and  desiring  to  obtain 
a  license  thereunder  shall  present  to  the  aldermen  or  select- 
men a  written  application  setting  forth  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  apphcant,  a  reasonably  definite  description 
of  the  desired  territory,  and  a  request  that  the  territory  be 
surveyed  and  a  plan  thereof  made,  if  the  same  has  not 
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already  been  done,  and  that  such  license  be  granted  to  the 
applicant. 

Section  60.  No  license  referred  to  in  section  fifty-seven  Hearings 
shall  be  granted,  transferred  or  renewed  until  after  a  public 
hearing,  due  notice  of  which  has  been  posted  in  three  or 
more  public  places,  and  published  in  a  newspaper,  if  any, 
published  in  the  city  or  town  where  the  territory  described 
in  the  application  is  situated,  at  least  ten  days  before  the 
tipie  fixed  for  the  hearing,  stating  the  name  and  residence 
of  the  applicant  or  transferee,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  date 
of  the  filing  of  the  application  for  such  license,  transfer  or 
renewal,  and  the  location,  area  and  description  of  the  said 
territory. 

Section  61.  Before  granting  any  such  license  the  alder- 
men or  selectmen  shall  cause  to  be  made  a  survey  and  plan 
of  the  territory  within  which  such  licenses  are  to  be  granted, 
and,  upon  granting  any  such  license,  shall  without  charge 
locate  and  mark  upon  the  ground  the  corners  of  the  licensed 
premises  and  shall  cause  to  be  marked  upon  a  copy  of  such 
plan  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  city  or  town  clerk  the 
territory  covered  by  such  license.  The  licensee  upon  re- 
ceiving his  license  shall  cause  the  territory  covered  thereby 
to  be  plainly  marked  out  by  monuments,  marks  or  ranges 
and  by  stakes  or  buoys,  with  the  number  of  his  license 
painted  in  figures  at  least  two  inches  in  height  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  on  each  of  said  stakes  or  buoys  or  on  flags 
attached  thereto,  which  shall  be  maintained  by  him  or  his 
transferee  during  the  term  of  the  license  or  of  any  renewal 
thereof.  Failure  to  place  or  reasonably  to  maintain  the 
same  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  revocation  of  the  license. 

Section  62.  The  aldermen  or  selectmen  shall  keep  in  pianstobe 
their  offices  plans  showing  all  such  licensed  areas,  and,  in  a  kept  on  me. 
book  devoted  to  that  purpose  only,  a  record  of  each  license 
granted  and  of  all  transfers  or  renewals  thereof,  which  shall 
include  the  name  and  residence  of  the  licensee  or  transferee, 
the  dates  of  issue,  transfer,  renewal  and  expiration  thereof, 
and  a  copy  of  the  description  of  the  licensed  area  as  the 
same  appears  in  the  license.  Each  license,  and  all  transfers 
or  renewals  thereof,  shall  forthwith  after  the  granting  or 
approval  thereof  be  transmitted  by  the  board  so  granting 
or  approving  the  same  to  the  city  or  town  clerk,  who  shall 
record  the  same  in  a  book  kept  especially  therefor  in  his 
office.  The  licensee  or  transferee  shall  within  thirty  days  Fee. 
after  such  issue  or  approval  pay  to  the  said  clerk  for  each 
license  or  renewal  issued  or  transfer  approved  one  dollar 
for  such  recording,  and  for  each  license  issued  shall  also 
pay  four  dollars  as  reimbursement  of  said  city  or  town  for 
the  cost  incurred  in  making  such  survey  and  plan  and  in 
granting  said  license,  a  record  of  which  payment  shall 
forthwith  be  entered  upon  said  record  by  said  clerk,  and 
such  license,  transfer  or  renewal  shall  not  take  effect  until 
said  fees  are  paid  and  entry  thereof  made  as  aforesaid. 
Said  records  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  at  all  reason- 
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able  times.  Forms  for  such  licenses  and  for  the  transfer  or 
renewal  of  the  same  shall  be  provided  by  the  aldermen  or 
selectmen  at  the  expense  of  their  city  or  town. 

Section  63.  The  licensee  or  transferee,  or  his  legal 
representatives,  shall,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  have 
during  the  term  of  the  license  or  of  any  renewal  thereof  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  waters,  flats  or  creeks  described  in  the 
license,  and  the  exclusive  right  to  take  all  shellfish  there- 
from during  the  time  therein  specified,  notwithstanding  any 
regulations  made  by  the  aldermen  or  selectmen  of  the  city 
or  town;  provided,  that  this  section  shall  not  be  construed 
to  authorize  any  taking  prohibited  by  law.  The  licensee  or 
transferee,  or  his  legal  representatives,  may  in  tort  recover 
treble  damages  of  any  person  who  without  his  or  their 
consent,  unless  otherwise  authorized  by  law  or  by  lawful 
regulation  so  to  do,  digs  or  takes  shellfish  of  any  kind,  or 
shells,  from  such  waters,  flats  or  creeks,  or  disturbs  the 
same  thereon,  during  the  continuance  of  the  license  or  of 
any  renewal  thereof. 

Section  64-.  Every  such  licensee  or  transferee  shall  pay 
to  the  city  or  town,  on  or  before  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the 
aldermen  or  selectmen,  an  annual  fee  of  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  five  dollars  per  acre,  such  fee  to  be  fixed  for 
terms  of  five  years  according  to  a  just  and  equitable  valua- 
tion of  the  licensed  area  by  the  authorities  granting  such 
license.  If  said  fee  is  not  paid  within  six  months  after  it 
becomes  due  the  license  shall  thereupon  be  forfeited. 
Money  received  from  such  annual  fees  may  be  expended, 
so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  survey  of  the  licensed 
areas  and  the  protection  of  the  shell  fisheries  thereon  and 
for  the  protection  of  shell  fisheries  which  remain  public 
and  the  propagation  of  shellfish  thereon. 

Section  65.  Every  licensee  or  transferee  of  a  license 
referred  to  in  section  fifty-seven  shall  submit  on  oath  on 
or  before  October  twentieth  in  each  year  to  the  aldermen 
or  selectmen  of  the  city  or  town  wherein  the  territory  cov- 
ered by  the  license  is  situated  a  report  of  the  total  number 
of  bushels  of  each  kind  of  shellfish  planted,  produced  or 
marketed  during  the  preceding  year  upon  or  from  such 
territory,  and  an  estimate  of  the  total  number  of  bushels 
of  each  kind  of  shellfish  at  that  time  planted  or  growing 
thereon ;  and  if  the  total  amount  then  thereon  falls  below 
the  market  value  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  acre  within  the 
first  two  years  of  the  term  of  said  license,  or  below  the 
market  value  of  fifty  dollars  per  acre  per  year  for  any  three 
consecutive  years  thereafter,  said  value  to  be  determined 
by  the  aldermen  or  selectmen  by  such  reasonable  method 
as  they  deem  best,  they  may  declare  the  license  to  be  for- 
feited; whereupon  the  licensed  premises,  with  all  shell- 
fish then  thereon,  shall  revert  to  the  city  or  town  wherein 
situated. 

Section  66.  Whoever  wilfully  injures,  defaces,  destroys 
or  removes  any  mark  or  bound  used  to  define  the  extent 
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of  any  shellfish  license  or  grant,  or  places  any  unauthorized 
mark  thereon,  or  ties  or  fastens  any  boat  or  vessel  thereto, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  twenty  dollars,  and  shall  be  liable  in  tort  for  double 
damages  and  costs  to  the  licensee  or  transferee  injured  by 
such  act. 

Section  67.  Whoever  works  a  dredge,  oyster  tongs  or  Penalty  for 
rakes,  or  any  other  implement  for  the  taking  of  shellfish  of  fiXlrels!*^  ' 
any  description  upon  any  shellfish  grounds  or  beds  covered 
by  a  license  granted  under  section  fifty-seven,  or  in  any 
way  disturbs  the  growth  of  the  shellfish  thereon,  or  dis- 
charges any  substance  which  may  directly  or  indirectly 
injure  the  shellfish  thereon,  without  the  consent  of  the 
licensee,  transferee,  lessee  or  owner  thereof,  or  whoever, 
while  upon  or  sailing  over  any  such  grounds  or  beds,  casts, 
hauls,  or  has  overboard  any  such  dredge,  tongs,  rake  or 
other  implement  for  the  taking  of  shellfish  of  any  descrip- 
tion, under  any  pretence  or  for  any  purpose  whatever,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  licensee,  transferee,  lessee  or  owner, 
shall  for  the  first  offence  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  twenty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
one  month,  and  for  a  subsequent  offence  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  six  months. 

Section  68.     No  person  shall  dig,  take  or  carry  away  any  Houra  within 
shellfish  or  shells  between  one  hour  after  sunset  and  one  gsh' may  be 
hour  before  sunrise,  by  any  method  whatever,  from  any  taken  from 
waters,  flats  or  creeks  as  to  which  a  license  has  been  granted  etc. 
under  section  fifty-seven.     A  ficensee  or  transferee  of  such 
a  license  violating  this  section  shall,  in  addition  to  all  other 
penalties  provided,  forfeit  his  license  and  the  shellfish  re- 
maining on  the  Hcensed  premises. 

Section  69.  Whoever  violates  the  preceding  section,  or  Penalty, 
whoever,  without  the  consent  of  the  licensee  or  transferee, 
digs  or  takes  any  shellfish  or  shells  from  any  waters,  flats 
or  creeks  described  in  any  license  granted  under  section 
fifty-seven  during  the  continuance  of  such  license,  or  of 
any  renewal  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for 
not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  six  months,  or  both. 

Section  70.     The    department    of    public    health    shall  Department 
examine  from  time  to  time,  or  upon  the  request  of  the  super-  heaith'to 
visor,  the  tidal  waters  and  flats  in  the  commonwealth  and  determine 
samples  of  the  shellfish  therein  or  thereon  in  order  to  deter-  areas.'""^'^  ^ 
mine  what  areas  thereof  are  so  contaminated  that  shellfish 
obtained  therefrom  are  unfit  for  food  or  dangerous  to  the 
public    health.     The    department    shall    determine    and 
promulgate  definite  bounds  of  areas  found  to  be  contami- 
nated as  aforesaid  and  shall  publish  in  a  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  town  in  which  or  adjacent  to  which  any  such 
contaminated  area  is  situated,  and  shall  file  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  such  town,  the  results  of  its  examination  in 
relation  thereto,  and  shall  cause  to  be  posted  at  points  on 
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or  near  any  such  area  a  description  thereof  specifying  said 
bounds,  and  a  statement  that  such  area  is  contaminated. 
The  department  shall  also  forthwith  notify  the  supervisor 
of  its  determination  as  aforesaid.  The  record  of  a  bac- 
teriological count  made  in  any  examination  hereunder  shall 
be  subject  to  inspection  upon  request.  When  such  deter- 
mination ceases  to  be  in  force,  notice  thereof  shall  be  pub- 
lished and  posted  and  the  supervisor  forthwith  notified  in 
the  manner  hereinbefore  provided. 

Section  71.  The  supervisor  may  grant,  and  may  re- 
voke, written  permits  for  the  digging  or  taking  of  shellfish 
from  an  area  determined  under  section  seventy  or  cor- 
responding provisions  of  earlier  laws  to  be  contaminated, 
such  permits  to  be  upon  the  express  condition,  which  shall 
be  set  forth  therein,  that  all  shellfish  dug  or  taken  from  the 
area  covered  by  such  permit  by  the  holder  thereof  shall, 
before  being  used  or  disposed  of  for  consumption  as  food, 
be  purified  at  a  plant  approved  in  writing  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  health  as  to  the  location,  construction  and 
operation  thereof.  Said  commissioner  shall  not  so  approve 
any  such  plant  unless  requested  in  writing  so  to  do  by  the 
city  council  of  the  city  or  the  selectmen  of  the  town  wherein 
said  plant  is  located,  and  he  may  revoke  such  approval  at 
any  time  upon  receipt  of  evidence  satisfactory  to  him  of 
violation  of  any  condition  upon  which  such  approval  is 
based  or  of  any  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  by  the 
department  of  public  health  under  this  section.  Upon 
request  of  any  party  in  interest,  a  hearing  shall  be  given  by 
said  commissioner  or  by  some  person  designated  by  him 
before  such  revocation  shall  be  final  and,  pending  the  hear- 
ing, the  revocation  of  the  approval  of  the  plant  shall  be  in 
effect.  Said  department  may  from  time  to  time  promul- 
gate rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  section.  Violation  of  any  condition  contained  in  a 
permit  granted  by  the  supervisor  hereunder  shall  render 
the  holder  thereof  liable  to  the  penalties  set  forth  in  section 
seventy-two  and  forfeiture  of  the  permit. 

Section  72.  No  person,  without  a  permit  from  the 
supervisor  under  the  preceding  section,  shall  dig  or  take 
shellfish  for  any  purpose  from  any  area  determined  under 
section  seventy  or  under  corresponding  provisions  of  earlier 
laws  to  be  contaminated,  while  such  determination  is  in 
force;  nor  shall  any  person  knowingly  transport  or  cause 
to  be  transported  or  have  in  possession  shellfish  so  dug  or 
taken,  or  make  use  of  a  certificate  issued  under  section 
seventy-three  after  its  revocation  or  cancellation  as  therein 
provided,  or  wilfully  fail  to  surrender  the  same  at  the  re- 
quest of  said  supervisor.  Violation  of  any  of  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  both.  The 
superior  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to  enforce 
this  section  and  section  seventy-three  and  the  rules  and 
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regulations  of  the  supervisor  made  under  said  section 
seventy-three,  and  to  restrain  the  violation  thereof.  In 
any  prosecution  for  a  violation  of  so  much  of  this  section  as 
prohibits  the  digging  or  taking,  without  the  permit  therein 
referred  to,  of  shellfish  from  areas  determined  to  be  con- 
taminated, possession,  except  by  a  common  carrier,  of 
shellfish  apparently  so  dug  or  taken  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  of  a  violation  thereof. 

Section  73.  Except  as  provided  in  sections  seventy-one  Bed  certificates, 
and  seventy-two,  no  person  shall,  for  commercial  use,  dig  ^^^"^^^^^  °'^- 
or  take  shellfish  in  the  commonwealth  without  a  bed  certi- 
ficate, stating  that  the  tidal  waters  and  flats  from  which 
said  shellfish  are  or  are  to  be  dug  or  taken,  and  the  shell- 
fish therein  and  thereon,  are  free  from  contamination,  and 
no  firm,  corporation  or  other  person  shall  engage  in  the 
distribution  of  shellfish  commercially  in  the  commonwealth 
without  a  dealer's  certificate.  Such  bed  certificates  and 
dealers'  certificates  shall  be  issued  by  the  supervisor  under 
rules  and  regulations  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  super- 
visor, upon  the  request  of  and  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  ten 
dollars  by  a  person  who  buys,  or  maintains  an  establish- 
ment for  packing,  shellfish,  except  scallops,  and  desires  to 
ship  the  same  outside  the  commonwealth,  and,  upon  the 
request  of  and  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  two  dollars  by  a 
person  who  digs  or  takes  such  shellfish  and  desires  to  ship 
the  same  outside  the  commonwealth,  may  annually  issue 
certificates  relative  to  the  condition  of  the  establishment 
or  equipment  of  such  person.  The  supervisor  shall  promul-  Ruiea  and 
gate  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  form,  contents  ^g'^^rt^me'^ft^if 
and  use  of  all  certificates  issued  by  him  under  this  section,  public  health. 
in  such  manner  as  will  most  effectively  safeguard  the  pub- 
lic health  and  meet  the  provisions  of  the  laws,  rules,  regu- 
lations or  requirements  of  the  United  States  as  to  interstate 
commerce  in  shellfish  and  of  other  states  in  relation  to  the 
importation,  inspection  and  consumption  of  shellfish 
within  their  respective  limits.  Said  rules  and  regulations 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  department  of  public 
health  in  so  far  as  sanitary  requirements  are  concerned. 
At  the  request  of  the  commissioner  of  public  health,  or  of 
his  own  motion,  the  supervisor  shall  revoke  and  cancel  and 
require  the  surrender  of  any  certificate  issued  by  him  under 
this  section,  if,  in  his  opinion,  after  a  hearing  by  him  or 
some  person  designated  by  him,  the  holder  thereof  is  guilty 
of  violating  any  such  rule  or  regulation,  or  any  provision 
of  this  or  the  preceding  section,  or  upon  a  change  in  the 
facts  and  conditions  set  forth  in  such  certificate.  Pending 
the  hearing  the  certificate  shall  be  deemed  to  be  suspended. 
The  provisions  of  this  section  and  of  the  rules  and  regula-  Penalty. 
tions  made  hereunder  shall  be  enforced,  and  any  violation 
thereof  shall  be  punished  or  restrained,  as  provided  in  the 
preceding  section. 
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Section  74.  No  person  shall  transport,  or  cause  to  be 
transported,  into  this  commonwealth  for  consumption  as 
food  any  shellfish  taken  or  dug  from  grounds  outside  the 
commonwealth,  or  sell,  cause  to  be  sold,  or  keep,  offer  or 
expose  for  sale  for  consumption  as  aforesaid  any  shellfish 
so  taken  or  dug,  unless  there  is  on  file  in  the  department  of 
public  health  a  certificate,  approved  by  said  department, 
in  which  the  state  board  or  department  of  health  or  other 
board  or  officer  having  like  powers  of  the  state,  country  or 
province  where  such  grounds  are  situated  states  that  such 
grounds  are  free  from  contamination,  and  also  a  certificate, 
approved  as  aforesaid,  in  which  such  state  board  or  de- 
partment of  health  or  other  board  or  officer  having  like 
powers  states  that  the  establishment  and  equipment  of 
the  person  shipping  said  shellfish  into  the  commonwealth 
are  in  good,  sanitary  condition,  nor  unless  the  container  of 
such  shellfish  shall  at  all  times,  while  in  such  transporta- 
tion, bear  a  label  or  tag  legibly  marked  with  the  name  and 
address  of  the  producer  and  of  the  shipper  thereof  and  the 
numbers  of  such  certificates,  and  the  name  of  the  place 
where  and  the  date  when  taken,  and  absence  of  such  label 
or  tag  so  marked  or  failure  to  allow  such  inspection  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  violation  of  this  section;  provided, 
that  the  foregoing  provisions  relative  to  transportation 
shall  not  apply  to  common  carriers,  their  servants  or  agents. 
No  such  certificate  shall  be  approved  by  the  department  of 
public  health  which  does  not  meet  the  provisions  of  the 
laws,  rules,  regulations  and  requirements  of  the  United 
States  as  to  interstate  commerce  in  shellfish.  A  list  of 
certificates  shall  be  filed  with  the  supervisor.  Whoever 
violates  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  both. 
The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  enforced  by  the  de- 
partment of  public  health,  local  boards  of  health  and  all 
officers  qualified  to  serve  criminal  process. 

Section  75.  The  aldermen  of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of 
a  town  wherein  lies  any  area  determined  and  declared  by 
the  department  of  public  health,  in  accordance  with  section 
seventy,  to  be  contaminated,  or  ten  per  cent  of  the  regis- 
tered voters  in  any  such  city  or  town,  may  file  a  petition 
with  the  supervisor,  stating  that  the  petitioners  deem  that 
the  shell  fisheries  in  such  area  are  of  sufficient  commercial 
value  to  warrant  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  a 
new  purification  plant,  or  the  maintenance  of  an  existing 
purification  plant,  as  described  in  section  seventy-one. 

Section  76.  Upon  the  filing  of  a  petition  under  the 
preceding  section,  the  supervisor  shall  forthwith,  after 
pubhc  notice  and  a  hearing,  determine  whether  the  shell- 
fish in  such  area,  or  in  such  area  and  in  such  similar  areas 
as  might  reasonably  be  served  by  the  same  purification 
plant,  are  of  sufficient  commercial  value  to  warrant  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  a  new  purification  plant, 
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or  the  maintenance  of  an  existing  purification  plant,  as 
described  in  section  seventy-one.  If  such  determination 
is  in  the  affirmative,  he  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
commissioner  of  public  health,  prescribe  the  location  and 
plan  of  such  plant  and  the  limits  of  the  areas  to  be  served 
thereby,  or,  as  to  any  such  purification  plant  already  in 
existence,  he  may,  subject  to  like  approval,  approve  the 
location,  plan  and  limits  thereof,  in  whole  or  in  part,  or 
prescribe  such  changes  therein  as  he  may  deem  suitable, 
and  shall  request  the  department  of  public  health  to  make 
a  determination  as  is  provided  in  the  following  section. 
Such  city  or  town  may  thereupon  construct  or  change  such 
plant  as  prescribed  and  approved  and  may  appropriate 
such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  therefor. 

Section  77.  Upon  receipt  of  the  request  provided  for 
by  the  preceding  section,  the  department  of  public  health 
shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  and  in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem 
proper,  determine  the  sources  of  pollution  of  the  contami- 
nated area  or  areas  referred  to  therein,  and  the  proportions 
in  which  cities  and  towns  within  the  commonwealth  are 
causing  or  contributing  to  the  cause  of  such  pollution;  and 
shall  forthwith  report  such  determination  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  conservation,  who  shall  thereupon  make  applica- 
tion to  the  supreme  judicial  court  for  the  relief  provided 
for  in  the  following  section. 

Section  78.  The  supreme  judicial  court,  on  application 
under  the  preceding  section  and  after  notice  to  each  of  the 
cities  and  towns  named  in  the  report  of  the  department  of 
public  health  as  causing  or  contributing  to  the  contamina- 
tion of  the  area  or  areas  in  question,  appoint  three  com- 
missioners, herein  referred  to  as  apportionment  com- 
missioners, who  shall  not  be  residents  of  any  of  said  cities 
or  towns.  Such  commissioners  shall,  after  due  notice  and 
hearing,  and  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  just  and. 
equitable,  determine  the  proportion  which  each  of  said 
cities  and  towns  shall  bear  of  the  cost  of  such  purification 
plant  as  is  prescribed  or  approved  under  section  seventy- 
six,  the  compensation  and  expenses  of  the  apportionment 
commissioners,  and  the  expenses  of  maintaining  such  plant 
thereafter,  and  shall  report  their  findings  to  said  court  as 
soon  as  may  be.  When  said  report  shall  have  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  court  it  shall  be  conclusive  as  to  all  matters 
referred  to  said  commissioners  and  shall  be  binding  upon 
all  parties,  who  shall  thereupon  pay  the  costs  in  accordance 
with  the  order  of  the  court.  The  court  shall  have  juris- 
diction in  equity  to  enforce  sections  seventy-five  to  eighty, 
inclusive,  and  shall  fix  and  determine  the  compensation  of 
said  apportionment  commissioners  and  shall  allow  such 
expenses  incurred  by  them  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  said  sections  as  it  shall  approve. 

Section  79.  After  the  completion  of  the  construction  of 
a  purification  plant  prescribed  by  the  supervisor  with  the 
approval  of  the  commissioner  of  public  health  under  section 
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seventy-six,  or  after  their  approval  of  such  an  existing  plant, 
the  same  shall  be  maintained  by  the  city  or  town  in  which 
it  is  located  until  such  time  as  the  supervisor  may  determine 
that  the  shellfish  in  the  area  or  areas  served  by  it  are  not  of 
sufficient  commercial  value  to  warrant  its  continuance. 
On  or  before  January  fifteenth  of  each  year  such  city  or 
town  shall  submit  to  the  supervisor  an  itemized  statement 
certified  by  its  treasurer,  showing  all  sums  expended  by  it 
during  the  preceding  year  on  account  of  any  such  plant. 
The  supervisor  shall  approve  such  sums  as  he  finds  to  be 
correct  and  proper  charges.  Such  proportions  of  the  total 
amount  thereof  as  have  been  determined  by  the  appor- 
tionment commissioners  to  be  allocable  to  cities  and  towns 
he  shall  apportion  thereto  in  the  proportions  fixed  by  said 
apportionment  commissioners  in  their  report,  as  accepted 
by  the  supreme  judicial  court,  and  shall  forthwith  notify 
each  such  city  or  town  of  the  amounts  so  apportioned, 
which  shall  thereupon  be  due  and  payable  to  the  city  or 
town  in  which  said  plant  is  located.  Should  such  last 
mentioned  city  or  town  fail  to  maintain  such  purification 
plant  in  good  condition,  or  to  operate  the  same,  the  supreme 
judicial  court  shall  have  jurisdiction,  upon  application  of 
ten  registered  voters  in  any  one  or  more  of  the  cities  and 
towns  contributing  to  the  expense  of  such  plant,  to  compel 
it  to  put  the  plant  in  good  condition  and  to  operate  the 
same. 

Section  80.  Such  purification  plant  shall  accept  and 
treat  for  purification,  free  of  charge,  all  shellfish  dug  or 
taken  from  the  area  or  areas  for  which  such  plant  is  es- 
tablished. 

Section  81.  Sections  seventy-five  to  eighty,  inclusive, 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  affect  section  twelve  A  of  chapter 
forty  or  section  seventy-one  of  this  chapter. 

Section  82.  No  wholesale  dealer  in  shellfish  shall  re- 
ceive any  receptacle  containing  shellfish  unless  such  re- 
ceptacle bears  a  label  or  tag  legibly  marked  with  the  source 
of  supply,  the  date  when  taken,  and  either  the  certificate 
or  permit  number  or  the  name  and  address  of  the  producer 
or  shipper.  He  shall  for  sixty  days  after  receipt  of  such 
receptacle  keep  in  his  place  of  business  a  record  of  the 
markings  on  such  tag  or  label,  which  record  shall  at  all 
reasonable  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  representa- 
tive of  the  department  of  public  health  or  of  the  state 
inspector  of  fish. 

No  retail  dealer  in  shellfish  shall  receive  any  receptacle 
containing  shellfish  unless  such  receptacle  bears  the  label 
or  tag  marked  as  required  by  the  preceding  paragraph,  or  a 
duplicate  thereof.  He  shall  for  sixty  days  after  receipt  of 
such  receptacle  keep  in  his  place  of  business  the  tag  or  a 
copy  of  the  label,  which  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be 
open  to  inspection  as  provided  in  the  preceding  paragraph. 

Section  83.  The  proprietors  of  lands,  meadows  or  flats, 
upon  which  a  pond  or  part  of  a  pond  is  created  and  main- 
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tained  by  excavating  or  by  enclosing  the  same,  or  both,  and 
by  the  artificial  flowing  of  the  same  with  coastal  waters,  for 
the  purpose  of  cultivating  and  maintaining  fish  thereon, 
shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  cultivate,  and  the  ex- 
clusive ownership  and  control  of,  all  fish  thereon,  whether 
artificially  or  naturally  propagated,  and  may  take  the 
same  therefrom  and  dispose  of  the  same  without  any  per- 
mit or  license  therefor;  provided,  that  no  fish  determined 
by  the  supervisor  to  be  injurious  may  be  cultivated  or 
maintained  thereon,  and  that  no  fish  may  be  taken  there- 
from of  a  size,  at  a  season,  or  for  a  purpose,  prohibited  by 
law  or  by  any  rule,  regulation  or  by-law  applicable  thereto; 
and  provided,  further,  that  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
below  mean  high  water  line  before  any  excavation  therefor 
may  not  be  used  for  such  cultivation  or  maintenance  of 
fish,  unless  the  aldermen  or  the  selectmen,  jointly  with  the 
supervisor,  determine  and  certify  that  no  substantial 
natural  shellfish  bed  exists  thereon. 

No  such  pond  shall  include  lands,  meadows  or  flats  of 
the  commonwealth,  a  county,  city  or  town,  without  the 
consent  of  the  department  of  pubhc  works,  the  county 
commissioners,  the  aldermen  or  the  selectmen,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

Section  84-     An  artificial  pond  created  and  maintained  Rights  of 
in  the  manner  and  for  the  purpose  provided  in  the  preced-  rfparirn 
ing  section,  bounded  in  part  by  land  belonging  to  the  owners. 
commonwealth  or  to  a  county,  city  or  town,  shall  become 
the  exclusive  property  of  the  riparian  proprietors  of  the 
other  lands  bounding  the  same  as  to  the  fisheries  therein 
only  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  forty-six  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-one.     Section  forty-seven  of  said 
chapter  shall  apply  to  the  taking  of  fish  from  such  a  pond. 

Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

Section  85.     A  bounty  of  five  dollars  shall  be  paid  to  Bounty 
every  person  killing  a  seal  in  the  commonwealth;    pro-  o"^^^'^- 
vided,  that  within  ten  days  after  such  killing  he  exhibits 
to  any  town  treasurer  the  whole  skin  of  the  seal,  with  the 
nose  in  the  same  condition  as  at  the  time  of  the  killing,  and 
signs  and  makes  oath  to  a  certificate  stating  the  date  and  Certificate, 
place  of  killing,  that  he  killed  the  seal  and  that  it  was  killed 
in   this    commonwealth.     The   treasurer   shall   thereupon 
cause  to  be  cut  off  and  burned  the  nose  of  the  seal,  wholly 
destroying  it,  and  shall  pay  the  said  bounty,  taking  the 
claimant's  receipt  therefor,  and  shall  then  forward  to  the 
state  treasurer  the  said  certificate  with  a  statement  that  he 
has  paid  the  said  bounty  in  accordance  herewith,  and  that 
the  claimant  personally  appeared  before  him  and  made 
oath  as  aforesaid.     The  state  treasurer  shall  then  pay  to 
the  town  treasurer  the  sum  of  five  dollars  and  fifty  cents, 
of  which  sum  fifty  cents  shall  be  retained  by  the  town 
treasurer  as  a  fee  for  his  services  hereunder.     Whoever  penalty, 
obtains  the  bounty  herein  provided  for  by  a  false  repre- 
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sentation,  or  whoever  brings  into  the  commonwealth  a  seal, 
whether  alive  or  dead,  which  was  not  taken  or  killed  in 
this  commonwealth  or  in  the  waters  thereof,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  the  said  bounty,  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

Section  86.  Any  person  may  take  and  carry  away  kelp 
or  other  seaweed  between  high  and  low  water  mark  while 
it  is  actually  adrift  in  tide  waters ;  but  for  such  purpose  no 
person  shall  enter  on  upland  or  on  lawfully  enclosed  flats 
without  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  lawful  occupant 
thereof.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  town  where 
the  subject  matter  thereof  is  regulated  by  special   law. 

Section  87.  Whoever  takes  any  fish  in  violation  of  any 
provision  of  section  twelve  or  fourteen  of  this  chapter,  or 
of  section  twenty-six  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  A,  or  whoever  violates  any  provision  of  section  eighteen 
of  this  chapter  or  of  section  twenty-seven  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty-nine  A,  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
penalties  therein  provided,  forfeit  the  boat  and  apparatus 
used. 

Section  88.  Unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  a 
violation  of  any  provision  of  this  chapter,  or  of  any  rule 
or  regulation  made  under  authority  thereof,  for  which  no 
other  penalty  is  provided,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

Section  89.  A  final  conviction  of  a  violation  of  any 
provision  of  this  chapter  or  of  sections  seventy-four  to 
eighty-eight  A,  inclusive,  of  chapter  ninety-four  shall  be 
reported  forthwith  by  the  court  or  magistrate  to  the  com- 
missioner. The  supervisor  shall  forthwith  report  to  the 
clerks  of  all  cities  and  towns  bordering  upon  coastal  waters 
the  names,  offences  and  periods  of  ineligibifity  of  every 
person  becoming  ineligible  to  hold  any  hcense  under  this 
chapter  by  reason  of  violation  of  law,  or  of  any  suspension 
or  revocation  of  a  license  under  section  two  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty-nine  A. 

Section  3.  Chapter  twenty-one  of  the  General  Laws 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  seven,  as  appear- 
ing in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  7.  Except  as  pro- 
vided in  section  eight,  the  director  may,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  commissioner,  appoint  and  remove  such 
experts,  fish  and  game  wardens,  coastal  wardens,  deputy 
coastal  wardens,  and  clerical  and  other  assistants  as  the 
work  of  the  division  may  require,  and  their  compensation 
shall  be  paid  by  the  commonwealth.  On  written  appHca- 
tion  of  the  city  council  of  a  city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town, 
the  director  may,  subject  to  like  approval,  appoint  in  such 
city  or  town,  from  a  fist  of  names  to  be  submitted  to  him  by 
such  city  council  or  selectmen,  a  fish  and  game  warden,  or 
a  deputy  coastal  warden,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  shall  act 
under  his  authority  and  instructions  and  have  the  same 
powers  and  duties  as  a  fish  and  game  warden,  or  a  coastal 
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warden,  as  the  case  may  be,  appointed  as  above  provided; 
the  annual  compensation  of  every  such  fish  and  game 
warden,  or  deputy  coastal  warden,  as  such,  not  exceeding 
two  hundred  dollars,  shall  be  determined  and  paid  by  the 
city  or  town  in  which  he  is  appointed.  The  director  may 
also,  subject  to  Hke  approval,  appoint  deputy  fish  and  game 
wardens  and  deputy  coastal  wardens,  who  shall  serve 
without  compensation. 

Fish  and  game  wardens  and  deputy  fish  and  game 
wardens  may  be  authorized  by  the  director,  subject  to  like 
approval,  to  exercise  the  powers  and  duties  of  coastal 
wardens  and  deputy  coastal  wardens,  and  coastal  wardens 
and  deputy  coastal  wardens  may  be  so  authorized,  subject 
to  like  approval,  to  exercise  the  powers  and  duties  of  fish 
and  game  wardens  and  deputy  fish  and  game  wardens. 

Section  4.  Said  chapter  twenty-one  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  eight  A,  as  so  appearing, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  8 A . 
There  shall  be  a  state  supervisor  of  marine  fisheries  serving 
in  the  division,  who  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  three 
years  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council.  The  salary  of  said  supervisor  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
commissioner,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  governor 
and  council.  The  supervisor  shall  have  charge  of  the  en- 
forcement of  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
thirty  and  of  all  other  provisions  of  law  relative  to  marine 
fish  and  fisheries,  including  shellfish,  except  as  contained 
in  sections  seventy-four  to  eighty-eight  A,  inclusive,  of 
chapter  ninety-four,  and  shall  have  general  direction  of  the 
coastal  wardens  and  deputy  coastal  wardens  appointed 
under  section  seven  engaged  in  the  enforcement  of  said 
provisions;  provided,  that  in  carrying  out  all  powers  and 
duties  conferred  upon  him  the  supervisor  shall  act  with  the 
approval  of  the  director. 

Section  5.  Chapter  ninety-four  of  the  General  Laws 
is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  seventy-four, 
as  so  appearing,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: —  Section  lit..  All  fresh  food  fish  before  being  offered 
for  sale,  placed  in  cold  storage,  salted  or  smoked  shall  be 
graded  as  follows :  — 

"Prime",  fish  in  extra  fine  condition. 

"Superior",  fish  in  suitable  condition  to  stand  ship- 
ment outside  the  commonwealth  for  human  consumption 
as  fresh  fish. 

"Standard",  fish  in  suitable  condition  for  immediate 
human  consumption  as  fresh  fish. 

All  other  fish  shall  be  classified  as  refuse,  shall  be  deemed 
unsuitable  for  human  consumption,  and  may  be  used  only 
for  fish  meal,  fertilizer  or  other  non-food  purposes 

No  person  shall  represent,  sell,  offer  for  sale  or  advertise 
fresh,  frozen,  salted  or  smoked  fish  of  any  grade  under  any 
misleading  or  other  than  the  truthful  and  correct  name  and 
grade'  or  corresponding  term  for  such  fish. 
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The  wor(i  "fish"  as  used  in  this  section  shall  be  taken  to 
mean  all  swimming  fish. 

Section  6.  Said  chapter  ninety-four  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  section  seventy-four,  as  so  appearing, 
the  following  new  section:  —  Section  74A.  The  word 
"fish"  as  used  in  sections  seventy-seven  to  eighty-two,  in- 
clusive, shall  include  all  swimming  fish,  all  Crustacea,  and 
all  shellfish. 

Section  7.  Sections  seventy-five,  seventy-six  and 
seventy-nine  of  said  chapter  ninety-four,  as  so  appearing, 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  8.  Section  seventy-seven  of  said  chapter 
ninety-four,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  first  sentence. 

Section  9.  Said  chapter  ninety-four  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  seventy-eight,  as  so  ap-

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Subject  to  the  conditions  herein  imposed, 
the  department  of  pubhc  works  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  place  riprap  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the 
shore  at  Stony  Beach  in  the  town  of  Hull  from  erosion  by 
the  sea.  No  work  shall  be  begun  until  the  town  of  Hull 
has  assumed  liability,  in  the  manner  provided  by  section 
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twenty-nine  of  chapter  ninety-one  of  the  General  Laws, 
for  all  damages  that  may  be  incurred  hereunder,  nor  until 
there  has  been  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth 
by  the  county  of  Plymouth  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  by  said  town  of  Hull  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars,  which  together  with  such  sum,  not  exceeding  eight 
thousand  dollars,  as  may  hereafter  be  appropriated  by  the 
commonwealth,  shall  constitute  a  fund  for  the  improvement 
herein  authorized;  provided,  that  the  total  cost  of  such 
improvement  shall  not  exceed  sixteen  thousand  dollars; 
and  provided,  further,  that  if  any  of  the  aforesaid  sum 
remains  after  the  completion  of  such  improvement  one 
fourth  of  such  remainder  shall  be  repaid  to  said  county  and 
one  fourth  of  such  remainder  shall  be  repaid  to  said  town. 
Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  full  eifect  upon  its  ac-

Section  1.  The  county  commissioners  of  Middlesex 
county,  on  behalf  of  the  Middlesex  tuberculosis  hospital 
district,  may  pay,  and  the  commonwealth  shall  receive,  in 
full  settlement  of  all  claims  of  the  commonwealth  against 
said  district  or  county  arising  out  of  the  care  and  treatment 
of  tubercular  patients  under  sections  seventy-eight  to 
ninety-one,  inclusive,  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven 
of  the  General  Laws,  such  sums  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
attorney  general  and  the  commission  on  administration  and 
finance. 

Section  2.  The  said  county  commissioners  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  apportion  and  assess  the 
cost  of  such  settlement,  including  legal  fees  and  other  ex- 
penses necessarily  incurred  in  connection  therewith,  upon 
the  cities  and  towns  in  the  Middlesex  tuberculosis  hospital 
district,  in  proportion  to  their  valuation,  as  established  as 
the  basis  for  state  and  county  taxes,  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  care,  maintenance  and  repair  of  hospitals  is  appor- 
tioned and  assessed  under  section  eighty-five  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  eleven  of  the  General  Laws,  and  shall  have 
the  right  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  county  such  sum 
or  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  hereof,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  eighty-two  of 
said  chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven.

TRAILERS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  ninety  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  one 
of  chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy-one  of  the  acts  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "vehicles"  in  the 
forty-sixth  line,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition 
of  said  Laws,  the  two  following  new  paragraphs:  — 

"Semi-trailer",  a  trailer  so  designed  and  used  in  com- 
bination with  a  tractor  that  some  part  of  the  weight  of 
such  trailer  and  that  of  its  load  rests  upon,  and  is  carried 
by,  the  tractor. 

"Semi-trailer  unit",  a  motor  unit  composed  of  a  tractor 
and  a  semi-trailer. 

Section  2.  Said  section  one,  as  amended  as  aforesaid, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  definition  of 
"Trailer"  as  contained  in  the  fifty-second  to  the  fifty-sixth 
lines,  inclusive,  as  so  appearing,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  two  following  definitions :  — 

"Tractor",  a  motor  vehicle  having  no  carrying  capacity 
of  its  own,  but  which  is  designed  and  used  for  drawing 
another  vehicle  or  for  industrial  or  agricultural  purposes.

The  sewer  commissioners  of  said  town, 
acting  for  and  in  behalf  of  said  town,  may  take  by  eminent 
domain  under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws, 
or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  lands,  water 
rights,  rights  of  way  or  easements,  public  or  private, 
necessary  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the 
above  mentioned  sewer. 

Any  person  injured  in  his  property  by  any  action  of  the 
said  sewer  commissioners  under  this  act  may  recover  dam- 
ages from  said  town  under  said  chapter  seventy-nine. 

Section  4.  Fifty  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  constructing 
the  sewer  hereunder,  including  interest  on  any  temporary 
loan  made  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  paid  by  said 
town  of  Canton  and  fifty  per  cent  by  the  commonwealth. 
In  the  course  of  the  progress  of  the  work,  as  sections  or 
portions  of  it  are  completed,  the  selectmen  of  said  town 
shall  certify  to  the  state  department  of  public  welfare  and 
to  the  state  treasurer  the  cost  of  such  section  or  portion. 
Fifty  per  cent  of  the  amount  so  certified  shall  be  paid  by 
the  commonwealth  from  time  to  time  as  promptly  as 
possible  after  such  certifications  are  received,  the  said 
payments  to  be  from  the  appropriation  made  therefor. 
For  the  purpose  of  providing  the  necessary  funds  to  meet 
the  portion  of  the  cost  to  be  ultimately  paid  by  the  com- 
monwealth hereunder,  the  treasurer  of  said  town  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  incur  debt  outside  the 
debt  limit  and  issue  notes  therefor  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing one  year  from  their  dates;  and  the  proceeds  of  such 
reimbursement  shall  be  applied  to  the  discharge  of  the  loan. 
The  proceeds  of  any  such  loan  shall  be  available  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid  without  any  appropriation. 

The  sewer  commissioners  of  said  town 
shall  do  and  perform  all  acts  and  things  proper  or  necessary 
for  the  purposes  of  this  act  and  shall  complete  the  con- 
struction of  said  sewer  on  or  before  March  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-four.

wealth as  provided  in  the  preceding  section. 

Section  6.  There  shall  further  be  paid  by  the  com-  Common- 
monwealth  to  said  town  of  Canton  as  full  compensation  uTtown  of^*^ 
for  the  right  to  dispose  of  the  sewage  from  said  hospital  Hght°todi8- 
school  through  the  sewerage  system  of  said  town  in  each  pose  of  certain 
year  for  five  years,  beginning  with  the  year  in  which  said  ^®'^^^®- 
sewage  shall  first  be  discharged  into  said  sewerage  system, 
a  sum  equal  to  six  cents  per  one  hundred  cubic  feet  of  water 
used  in  said  year  at  said  school  for  culinary  and  other 
domestic  purposes.  Thereafter  the  annual  payments  shall 
be  in  such  amount  as  shall  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by 
the  trustees  of  said  school  and  the  selectmen  of  said  town; 
and  if  said  town  and  said  trustees  shall  be  unable  to  agree 
then  the  amount  to  be  paid  annually  shall  be  determined 
by  three  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  supreme 
judicial  court,  upon  the  application  of  either  party  in  inter- 
est and  after  notice  to  the  other.  The  award  of  said  com- 
missioners, when  accepted  by  said  court,  shall  be  binding 
upon  said  town  and  the  commonwealth.  When  the 
amount  of  any  annual  payment  is  determined  by  agreement 
or  award  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  certified  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  pubhc  welfare  and  to  the  state  treasurer  by  a 
certificate  signed  by  the  selectmen  of  said  town  and  by 
said  trustees  in  case  of  an  agreement,  or  by  a  certificate  of 
the  clerk  of  said  court  in  the  case  of  an  award,  and  such 
amount  shall  continue  to  be  paid  annually  by  the  com- 
monwealth as  aforesaid  until  changed  by  a  new  agreement 
or  a  new  award  made  upon  application  of  either  said  town 
or  said  trustees  and  duly  certified  in  the  manner  above 
provided,  but  no  such  change  shall  be  made  oftener  than 
once  in  five  years.  All  amounts  payable  by  the  common- 
wealth hereunder  shall  be  paid  annually  out  of  the  appro- 
priation for  maintenance  of  the  said  hospital  school. 

Section  7.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance  Acceptance 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  voters  of  the  town  of  Canton  °^^'^^- 
present  and  voting  thereon  at  a  town  meeting  to  be  held 
within  sixty  days  after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     Chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  of  g.  l.  (Ter. 
the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  sec-  §  14.'  amended. 
tion  fourteen,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition 
thereof,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  — 
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Section  14-  Deposits  may  be  received  by  any  bank  in  the 
names  of  two  persons,  payable  to  either,  or  to  either  or  the 
survivor.  Such  deposits  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  divi- 
dends thereon,  may  be  paid  to  either  of  such  persons  or  his 
assignee,  whether  the  other  be  Hving  or  not,  provided  they 
are  not  then  attached  at  law  or  in  equity  in  a  suit  against 
either  person,  and  the  bank  then  has  no  notice  in  writing  of 
any  assignment  of  the  account  by  either  to  any  person 
other  than  an  assignee  to  whom  payment  is  being  made 
hereunder.     All  such  payments  shall  be  valid. 

Section  2.  Section  seventeen  of  said  chapter  one 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Section  3.  Section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  of  the  General  Laws,  as  so  appearing,  is  hereby

"Deposit  book",  "depositor's  book",  "pass  book",  the 
book  issued  to  the  depositor  by  such  bank  as  evidence  of 
his  deposit.

The 
officers  of  such  corporation  shall  be  a  president,  one  or  more 
vice  presidents,  a  board  of  investment  of  not  less  than 
three,  a  board  of  not  less  than  eleven  trustees  from  which 
the  officers  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be  chosen,  a  treas- 
urer, a  clerk,  who  shall  be  clerk  of  the  corporation  and  board 
of  trustees,  and  such  other  officers  as  it  may  find  neces- 
sary for  the  management  of  its  aiTairs.

as  shall  be  necessary  may  be  furnished  by  the  bank.  Said 
accountant  shall  report  to  the  auditing  committee  the 
result  of  his  examination  and  audit,  and  at  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  trustees  thereafter  the  committee  shall  render  a 
report,  which  shall  be  read,  stating  in  detail  the  nature, 
extent  and  result  of  the  examination  and  audit,  and  their 
report  and  the  accountant's  report  shall  be  filed  and  pre- 
served with  the  records  of  the  corporation.  The  committee 
shall  file  with  the  commissioner  a  copy  of  the  report  of  the 
accountant  within  ten  days  after  its  completion.  Said 
accountant  and  the  auditing  committee  shall  certify  and 
make  oath  that  the  reports  made  by  them  under  this  sec- 
tion are  correct  according  to  their  best  knowledge  and 
belief.

est received  on  loans;  the  total  amount  of  loans  bearing 
each  specified  rate  of  interest;  the  number  of  outstanding 
loans  of  an  amount  not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars 
each,  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  same;  the  number 
of  open  accounts;  the  number  and  amount  of  deposits 
received;  the  number  and  amount  of  withdrawals;  the 
number  of  accounts  opened  and  the  number  of  accounts 
closed,  severally,  during  the  previous  year;  and  the  annual 
expenses  of  the  corporation,  together  with  such  other  in- 
formation as  the  commissioner  may  require.

Section  45-  The  trustees  shall,  immediately  before  mak- 
ing each  semi-annual  dividend,  set  apart  as  a  guaranty 
fund  from  the  income  which  has  accumulated  during  the 
six  months  last  preceding  not  less  than  one  eighth  nor  more 
than  one  fourth  of  one  per  cent  of  the  whole  amount  of 
deposits,  until  such  fund  amounts  to  seven  and  one  half  per 
cent  thereof,  and  no  additions  shall  be  made  to  it  when  it 
amounts  to  seven  and  one  half  per  cent,  or  more,  thereof.

When  such  fund  amounts  to  less  than  seven 
and  one  half  per  cent  of  the  whole  amount  of  deposits,  no 
losses  shall  be  met  therefrom  except  upon  written  approval 
of  the  commissioner. 

Said  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  forty- 
seven,  as  so  appearing,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  —  Section  J^7.  The  income  of  such  corporation,

If  ordinary  dividends  are 
declared  oftener  than  every  six  months  they  shall  be  de- 
clared from  income  which  has  been  earned,  and  which  has 
been  collected  during  the  next  preceding  six  months,  after 
deducting  therefrom  previous  ordinary  dividends  paid, 
the  reasonable  expenses  incurred,  the  taxes  paid  and  the 
amount  to  be  set  apart  for  the  guaranty  fund.  Dividends 
shall  be  treated  as  deposits,  and  if  not  withdrawn  shall  be 
considered,  in  computing  the  dividend  next  following,  as 
having  been  on  deposit  for  the  preceding  interest  period.

Section  seventeen  of  chapter  six  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  one 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  acts  of  the 
current  year,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
the  word  ''and"  in  the  eighth  line  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  a  comma,  and  by  inserting  after  the  word  "library" 
in  the  same  line  the  words:  —  and  the  Greylock  reservation 
commission,  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  17.  The 
armory  commissioners,  the  art  commission,  the  commis- 
sion on  administration  and  finance,  the  commissioner  of 
state  aid  and  pensions,  the  commissioners  on  uniform  state 
laws,  the  public  bequest  commission,  the  state  ballot  law 
commission,  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Soldiers'  Home  in 
Massachusetts,  the  milk  regulation  board,  the  alcoholic 
beverages  control  commission,  the  trustees  of  the  state 
library  and  the  Greylock  reservation  commission  shall 
serve  under  the  governor  and  council,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  such  supervision  as  the  governor  and  council  deem  neces- 
sary or  proper.

serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  5.  If,  in  Commissioner 
the  opinion  of  the  commissioner,  any  officer  of  any  bank,  prosecute^toia- 
including  a  director  or  trustee  thereof,  shall  have  continued  *ng"faws  b^y '^' 
to  violate  any  law  relating  to  such  bank  or  shall  have  con-  officers  of 
tinned  unsafe  or  unsound  practices  in  conducting  the  busi- 
ness of  such  bank  or  shall  have  used  his  official  position  in  a 
manner  contrary  to  the  interests  of  such  bank  or  its  de- 
positors or  shall  have  been  negligent  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties,  after  having  been  warned  in  writing  by  the  com- 
missioner to  discontinue  any  such  delinquency,  the  com- 
missioner shall  certify  the  facts  to  a  board  composed  of  the 
state  treasurer,  the  attorney  general  and  the  commissioner 
of  corporations  and  taxation.  In  such  event  the  board  shall 
cause  notice  to  be  served  on  such  officer,  director  or  trustee 
to  appear  before  such  board,  to  show  cause  why  he  should 
not  be  removed  from  office.  A  copy  of  such  notice  shall 
be  sent  by  registered  mail  to  each  officer,  director  or  trustee 
of  the  bank  affected.  If,  after  granting  the  officer,  director 
or  trustee  so  summoned  a  reasonable  opportunity  to  be 
heard,  the  said  board  finds  that  he  has  continued  to  be 
guilty  of  any  such  definquency,  the  said  board  in  its  dis- 
cretion, may  order  that  such  officer,  director  or  trustee  be 
removed  from  office  and  from  all  participation  in  the 
management  of  such  bank.  Copies  of  such  order  shall  be 
served  upon  the  delinquent  officer  and  upon  such  bank, 
whereupon  such  officer  shall  cease  to  be  an  officer  of  such 
bank  and  shall  no  longer  participate  in  any  way  in  the 
management  thereof;  provided,  that  such  order  and  the 
findings  of  fact  upon  which  it  is  based  shall  not  be  made 
public  or  disclosed  to  any  one  except  the  delinquent  officer 
and  the  other  officers,  directors  and  trustees  of  such  bank, 
otherwise  than  in  the  course  of  any  judicial  proceeding 
under  this  section.  The  board  shall  thereupon  transmit 
to  the  attorney  general  a  transcript  of  the  evidence  and 
findings,  and  the  attorney  general  shall,  on  behalf  of  the 
commonwealth,  institute  such  proceedings  as  he  may  deem 
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necessary.  Any  person  removed  from  office  as  herein 
provided  who  thereafter  participates  in  any  manner  in  the 
management  of  any  bank  in  this  commonwealth  shall  be 
punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  not  more 
than  five  years  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  thousand 
dollars,  or  both. 

Within  twenty  days  after  the  service  of  an  order  of 
removal  under  this  section  upon  the  person  removed 
thereby,  he  may  file  a  petition  in  the  supreme  judicial  court 
for  the  county  of  Suffolk  for  a  review  of  the  removal;  but, 
pending  such  review,  the  order  shall  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect.  The  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to 
annul,  reverse  or  affirm  such  order,  shall  review  all  questions 
of  fact  and  of  law  involved  and  may  make  any  appropriate 
order  or  decree.  The  decision  of  the  court  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive.  Approved  July  18,  1933.

C/iap. 338  An  Act  requiring  dealers  in  milk  or  cream  to  be 

LICENSED    AND    BONDED. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  ninety-four  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-two 
and  by  sections  one  to  five,  inclusive,  of  chapter  sixty-seven 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: — 

"Milk  plant"  and  "manufactory"  shall  include,  re- 
spectively, a  place  where  milk  or  cream  is  received  or 
purchased  from  producers  for  sale  or  resale  and  a  place 
where  it  is  so  received  or  purchased  for  manufacture  into 
other  products,  with  or  without  facilities  or  equipment  for 
its  preparation  for  market  or  for  its  manufacture,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  with  or  without  physical  facilities,  at  the 
place  where  the  milk  or  cream  is  purchased,  for  the  receiving 
or  physical  handhng  thereof. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  ninety-four  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  section  forty-two  A,  as  so  appear- 
ing, and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  eleven 
sections:  —  Section  42 A.  No  person  buying  milk  or  cream 
from  producers  shall  operate  any  milk  plant  or  manufac- 
tory unless  licensed  to  operate  such  plants  and  manu- 
factories by  the  commissioner  of  agriculture,  in  this  section 
and  in  sections  forty-two  B  to  forty-two  K,  inclusive, 
called  the  commissioner.  Application  for  such  license  shall 
be  made  on  or  before  January  first  in  each  year,  for  the 
license  year  beginning  March  first  following,  or  at  any  time 
later  than  January  first  in  any  year  for  the  balance  of  the 
license  year  after  the  date  of  issue  of  the  license,  which 
date  shall  be  at  least  two  months  subsequent  to  the  filing 
of  the  application.  Such  application  shall  be  made  upon 
a  form  prescribed  by  the  commissioner,  and  shall  contain  a 
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statement  of  such  information  as  he  may  require  to  aid  him 
in  fixing  the  amount  of  the  bond  hereinafter  required.  Such 
statement  shall  be  made  under  the  penalties  of  perjury  by 
the  applicant,  if  an  individual,  and,  if  the  applicant  is  a 
corporation,  by  its  president  and  treasurer.  A  license  shall  Bond, 
not  be  issued  unless  the  applicant  shall  execute  and  file  at 
the  time  of  filing  the  application,  or  within  such  further 
time  as  the  commissioner  may  allow,  a  bond  or  other 
security  satisfactory  to  the  commissioner  or  shall  be  re- 
lieved therefrom  as  provided  in  section  forty-two  E. 
The  commissioner,  if  satisfied  with  the  financial  respon- 
sibility and  good  faith  of  the  applicant  and  with  the 
bond  or  other  security  filed  with  him,  shall  issue  to  such 
applicant,  upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  five  dollars,  a  license 
entitling  the  applicant  to  operate  milk  plants  and  manu- 
factories within  the  commonwealth  for  the  license  year  or 
balance  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  1^28.  The  bond  required  by  the  preceding  Amount  of 
section  shall  be  payable  to  the  commissioner  and  shall  be  fixed  by  com- 
in  a  sum  fixed  by  him.  Said  sum  shall  be  substantially  misaioner. 
equivalent  to  the  total  purchase  price,  as  determined  by 
the  commissioner,  of  milk  and  cream  purchased  by  the 
applicant  from  Massachusetts  producers  in  the  average 
period  between  payments  by  him  to  producers  during  the 
three  months  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  applica- 
tion for  a  license,  plus  ten  per  cent  of  such  total  purchase 
price,  or,  if  the  applicant  is  not  then  operating  any  milk 
plant  or  manufactory,  shall  be  substantially  equivalent 
to  the  total  purchase  price,  as  estimated  by  the  commis- 
sioner, of  milk  and  cream  to  be  so  purchased  in  the  esti- 
mated average  period  between  payments  by  the  applicant 
to  producers  during  the  period  for  which  the  license  is  to 
issue,  plus  ten  per  cent  thereof.  Such  bond  shall  be  in  a 
form  prescribed  hy  the  commissioner  and  shall  be  executed 
by  the  applicant  for  a  license  and  by  a  surety  company 
authorized  to  do  business  in  this  commonwealth.  It  shall 
be  upon  the  condition  that  the  apphcant,  if  granted  a 
license,  shall  faithfully  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  applicable  to  milk  plants  and  manufactories,  shall 
not  give  any  cause  for  the  revocation  of  his  license  under 
section  forty-two  H  and  shall  promptly  pay  all  amounts 
due  to  producers  for  milk  or  cream  sold  by  them  to  him 
during  the  license  period  for  which  the  application  is 
made.  In  lieu  of  such  bond,  the  commissioner  may 
accept  a  note  of  like  amount  payable  to  him,  secured  by 
a  mortgage  of  real  estate  or  personal  property,  or  both,  or 
by  a  deposit  of  cash  or  collateral  with  him.  Any  such 
mortgage,  or  note  secured  by  cash  or  collateral,  shall  be 
upon  the  same  condition  as  is  herein  provided  for  a  bond. 
Any  cash  or  collateral  deposited  under  this  section  or  under 
section  forty-two  D  shall  be  deposited  by  the  commissioner 
with  the  state  treasurer,  who  shall  hold  the  same  subject 
to  section  forty-two  C, 
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Section  Jf.2C.  Upon  default  by  the  licensee  in  any  of 
the  conditions  of  his  bond,  mortgage  or  note  secured  by 
cash  or  collateral,  if  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
licensee  owes  for  purchases  of  milk  or  cream  from  producers, 
the  commissioner  shall  give  reasonable  notice  to  all  pro- 
ducers, whom  he  has  reason  to  believe  the  licensee  so  owes, 
to  file  verified  claims  with  him,  and  may,  if  he  deems  it 
advisable,  fix  a  limit  of  time  within  which  such  claims  shall 
be  filed.  The  commissioner  or  his  duly  authorized  assist- 
ant shall  examine  claims  so  filed  and  shall  certify  the 
amounts  determined  by  him  to  be  due  thereon.  Upon 
such  default,  he  or  his  duly  authorized  assistant  may 
bring  an  action  upon  any  bond  given  under  the  two  pre- 
ceding sections,  may  foreclose  any  mortgage  given  there- 
under and  sell  the  mortgaged  property,  and  may  sell  any 
collateral  deposited  with  him  thereunder.  He  may  apply 
the  sum  recovered  in  any  such  action,  or  the  proceeds  of

The  licensee  shall  from  time  to  time,  when 
required  by  the  commissioner,  file  with  the  commissioner  a 
statement  of  his  assets,  liabilities  and  disbursements  cov- 
ering a  period  to  be  prescribed  by  the  commissioner,  con- 
taining the  names  of  the  producers  from  whom  the  licensee 
has  purchased  milk  or  cream  and  the  amount  due  to  each 
such  producer.  Such  statement  shall  be  made  under  the 
penalties  of  perjury  by  the  appficant,  if  an  individual,  or, 
if  the  applicant  is  a  corporation,  by  its  president  and  treas- 
urer.

Section  J^2E.  If  an  applicant  for  a  license  under  section 
forty-two  A  is  a  producer  of  milk  or  cream,  or  both,  and,  in 
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addition  to  that  produced  by  him,  purchases  per  day  from 
other  producers  not  more  than  one  hundred  quarts  of  milk 
or  its  equivalent  in  cream  or  in  milk  and  cream,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  commissioner,  and  if  the  commissioner  is 
satisfied  from  an  investigation  of  the  financial  condition 
of  the  applicant  that  he  is  solvent  and  possessed  of  suffi- 
cient assets  to  reasonably  assure  compensation  to  his 
present  and  future  creditors,  the  commissioner  may,  by  an 
order  filed  in  the  department  of  agriculture,  relieve  such 
applicant  from  filing  a  bond  or  other  security. 

Section  J,.2F .  Every  operator  of  a  milk  plant  or  manu- 
factory shall  keep,  in  such  form  as  the  commissioner  may 
prescribe,  a  record  of  all  transactions  concerning  purchases 
of  milk  and  of  cream  by  him. 

Section  Jf2G.  The  commissioner  or  his  duly  authorized 
assistant  may  investigate  the  financial  standing  and  past 
conduct  of  any  person "  applying  for  or  holding  a  license 
under  section  forty-two  A,  or  any  transaction  by  him  in 
connection  with  the  operation  of  a  milk  plant  or  manu- 
factory, and  in  such  investigation  may  examine  the  books 
of  account  or  other  documents  or  records  of  any  applicant 
or  licensee,  and  may  take  testimony  therein  under  oath; 
but  information  relating  to  the  general  business  of  any 
applicant  or  licensee  disclosed  by  such  investigation  and 
not  relating  to  the  purposes  of  sections  forty-two  A  to 
forty-two  J,  inclusive,  shall  be  treated  by  the  commis- 
sioner as  confidential. 

Section  42H.  The  commissioner  may  refuse  to  grant  a 
license  under  section  forty-two  A,  or  may  revoke  such  a 
license  already  granted,  when  he  is  satisfied  of  the  existence 
of  any  of  the  following  causes : 

1.  That  a  judgment  has  been  obtained  against  the 
applicant  or  licensee  by  any  producer  of  milk  or  cream  and 
remains  unsatisfied  of  record. 

2.  That  there  has  been  a  failure  to  make  prompt  settle- 
ments with  producers  from  whom  the  applicant  or  licensee 
buys  milk  or  cream. 

3.  That  there  has  been  a  continued  course  of  dealing  of 
such  nature  as  to  satisfy  the  commissioner  of  the  inability 
or  unwillingness  of  the  applicant  or  licensee  to  conduct 
business  properly  or  of  an  intent  to  deceive  or  defraud 
producers. 

4.  That  there  has  been  a  continued  failure  by  the  appli- 
cant or  licensee  to  keep  records  required  by  the  commis- 
sioner or  by  law. 

The  commissioner  may  also  revoke  a  license  if  the  licensee 
has  been  duly  required  to  give  additional  security  under 
section  forty-two  D  and  has  failed  so  to  do. 

Section  1^.21.  The  commissioner,  before  determining  to 
revoke  any  license  issued  under  section  forty-two  A,  shall 
give  the  licensee  ten  days'  notice,  by  delivery  in  hand  or  by 
mail,  of  the  time  and  place  of  a  hearing  to  determine  whether 
or  not  such  license  shall  be  revoked.     At  such  hearing,  the 
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commissioner  or  his  duly  authorized  assistant  shall  receive 
evidence  and  give  the  licensee  an  opportunity  to  be  heard, 
and  shall  thereafter  file  an  order  either  dismissing  the  pro- 
ceeding or  revoking  such  license. 

Section  1^.2 J .  Whoever,  without  having  a  license  under 
section  forty-two  A  in  full  force  and  effect,  operates  a  milk 
plant  or  a  manufactory  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  consecutive  period  of 
twenty-four  hours  during  which  such  unlicensed  operation 
continues. 

Section  42K.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of 
the  commissioner  refusing  to  issue  a  license,  or  revoking  a 
license,  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  a  board  consisting 
of  the  attorney  general,  the  commissioner  of  public  welfare 
and  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation,  or 
assistants  appointed  by  them,  which  board  shall  grant  the 
person  appealing  and  the  commissioner  a  prompt  hearing 
and  sustain  or  reverse  the  decision  of  the  commissioner. 
The  determination  of  said  board  shall  be  final.

DISTRICT    OF    CHELMSFORD. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Chelmsford 
liable  to  taxation  in  that  town  and  residing  within  the 
territory  known  as  East  Chelmsford  comprised  within  the 
following  boundary  lines,  to  wit:  —  Beginning  at  a  point 
in  the  Concord  river  in  the  boundary  line  between  the  town 
of  Chelmsford  and  the  city  of  Lowell;  thence  running 
westerly  along  said  boundary  line  to  a  point  in  the  easterly 
boundary  line  of  the  Chelmsford  water  district;  thence 
running  southeasterly  along  said  easterly  boundary  line 
in  the  former  location  of  the  old  Middlesex  canal,  so  called, 
to  River  Meadow  brook;  thence  running  southwesterly 
along  said  brook  and  along  said  easterly  boundary  line  to 
a  point  two  hundred  yards  southerly  of  Billerica  road; 
thence  running  southeasterly  parallel  with  said  Billerica 
road  and  two  hundred  yards  southerly  thereof  to  a  point 
in  the  boundary  line  between  the  towns  of  Billerica  and 
Chelmsford;  thence  running  northeasterly  along  the  said 
last-mentioned  boundary  line  to  a  point  in  the  Concord 
river;  thence  running  northerly  in  said  river  along  said 
last-mentioned  boundary  line  and  the  boundary  line  be- 
tween the  town  of  Chelmsford  and  the  city  of  Lowell  to 
the  point  of  beginning,  —  shall  constitute  a  water  district, 
and  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  the 
East  Chelmsford  Water  District  of  Chelmsford,  hereinafter 
called  the  district,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  themselves 
with  water  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  for  domestic 
and  other  purposes,  with  power  to  establish  fountains  and 
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hydrants  and  to  relocate  and  discontinue  the  same,  to 
regulate  the  use  of  such  water  and  to  fix  and  collect  rates 
to  be  paid  therefor,  and  to  take  by  eminent  domain  under 
chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  or  acquire  by 
lease,  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  to  hold  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  this  act,  property,  lands,  rights  of  way  and 
other  easements,  and  to  prosecute  and  defend  all  actions 
relating  to  the  property  and  affairs  of  the  district. 

Section  2.  For  the  purposes  aforesaid,  said  district,  May  contract 
acting  by  and  through  its  board  of  water  commissioners  Loweu.etc. 
hereinafter  provided  for,  may  contract  with  the  Chelmsford 
Water  District  or  the  city  of  Lowell,  or  any  other  town  or 
city,  acting  through  its  water  department,  or  with  any 
water  company,  or  with  any  other  water  district,  for  what- 
ever water  may  be  required,  authority  to  furnish  the  same 
being  hereby  granted,  and/or  may  take  under  chapter 
seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  or  acquire  by  purchase  Takings  by 
or  otherwise,  and  hold,  the  waters,  or  any  portion  thereof,  domain. 
of  any  pond  or  stream,  or  of  any  ground  sources  of  supply 
by  means  of  driven,  artesian  or  other  wells  within  the  town 
of  Chelmsford  not  already  appropriated  for  the  purposes 
of  a  public  water  supply,  and  the  water  rights  connected 
with  any  such  water  sources;  and  for  such  purposes  may 
take  as  aforesaid,  or  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and 
hold,  all  lands,  rights  of  way  and  other  easements  neces-  ■ 
sary  for  collecting,  storing,  holding,  purifying  and  pre- 
serving the  purity  of  the  water  and  for  conveying  the  same 
to  any  part  of  said  district  created  hereby;  provided,  that 
no  source  of  water  supply  or  lands  necessary  for  preserving 
the  quality  of  the  water  shall  be  so  taken  or  used  without 
first  obtaining  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  state  depart- 
ment of  public  health,  and  that  the  location  of  all  dams, 
reservoirs  and  wells  to  be  used  as  sources  of  water  supply 
under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  de- 
partment. Said  district  may  construct  on  the  lands  ac- 
quired and  held  under  this  act  proper  dams,  reservoirs, 
standpipes,  tanks,  buildings,  fixtures  and  other  structures, 
and  may  make  excavations,  procure  and  operate  machinery 
and  provide  such  other  means  and  appliances  and  do  such 
other  things  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  complete  and  effective  water  works;  and 
for  that  purpose  may  construct  pipe  lines,  wells  and  reser- 
voirs and  estabhsh  pumping  works,  and  may  construct, 
lay  and  maintain  aqueducts,  conduits,  pipes  and  other 
works  under  or  over  any  land,  water  courses,  railroads, 
railways  and  public  or  other  ways,  and  along  such  ways, 
in  said  town,  in  such  manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to  ob- 
struct the  same;  and  for  the  purposes  of  constructing,  lay- 
ing, maintaining,  operating  and  repairing  such  conduits, 
pipes  and  other  works,  and  for  all  proper  purposes  of  this 
act,  said  district  may  dig  up  or  raise  and  embank  any  such 
lands,  highways  or  other  ways  in  such  manner  as  to  cause 
the  least  hindrance  to  public  travel  on  such  ways;  provided, 
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that  all  things  done  upon  any  such  way  shall  be  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Chelmsford. 
Said  district  shall  not  enter  upon,  construct  or  lay  any 
conduit,  pipe  or  other  works  within  the  location  of  any 
railroad  corporation  except  at  such  time  and  in  such  man- 
ner as  it  may  agree  upon  with  such  corporation,  or  in  case 
of  failure  so  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  depart- 
ment of  pubhc  utilities. 

Section  3.  Any  person  sustaining  damages  in  his 
property  by  any  taking  under  this  act  or  any  other  thing 
done  under  authority  thereof  may  recover  such  damages 
from  said  district  under  said  chapter  seventy-nine;  but 
the  right  to  damages  for  the  taking  of  any  water,  water 
right  or  water  source,  or  for  any  injury  thereto,  shall  not 
vest  until  water  is  actually  withdrawn  or  diverted  under 
authority  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary 
expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  for  the  system  of  water 
supply  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  other  than  expenses 
of  maintenance  and  operation,  the  said  district  may  borrow 
from  time  to  time  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not 
exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  therefor,  which  shall  bear  on 
their  face  the  words.  East  Chelmsford  Water  District 
Loan,  Act  of  1933.  Each  authorized  issue  shall  con- 
stitute a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in 
not  more  than  thirty  years  from  their  dates.  Indebted- 
ness incurred  under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  chapter 
forty-four  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  5.  Said  district  shall,  at  the  time  of  author- 
izing said  loan  or  loans,  provide  for  the  payment  thereof  in 
accordance  with  section  four  of  this  act;  and  when  a  vote 
to  that  effect  has  been  passed,  a  sum  which,  with  the  income 
derived  from  water  rates,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  an- 
nual expense  of  operating  its  water  works  and  the  interest 
as  it  accrues  on  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  as  aforesaid  by 
the  district,  and  to  make  such  payments  on  the  principal 
as  may  be  required  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
without  further  vote  be  assessed  upon  said  district  by  the 
assessors  of  said  town  of  Chelmsford  annually  thereafter 
until  the  debt  incurred  by  said  loan  or  loans  is  ex- 
tinguished. 

Section  6.  Any  land  taken  or  acquired  under  this 
act  shall  be  managed,  improved  and  controlled  by  the 
commissioners  hereinafter  provided  for,  in  such  manner  as 
they  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  district. 

Section  7.  Whenever  a  tax  is  duly  voted  by  said 
district  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  clerk  shall  send  a 
certified  copy  of  the  vote  to  the  assessors  of  said  town,  who 
shall  assess  the  same  in  the  same  manner  in  all  respects  in 
which  town  taxes  are  required  by  law  to  be  assessed;  pro- 
vided, that  no  estate  shall  be  subject  to  any  tax  assessed 
on  account  of  the  system  of  water  supply  under  this  act  if, 
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in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  water  commissioners  here- 
inafter provided  for,  after  a  hearing,  such  estate  is  so 
situated  that  it  can  receive  no  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of 
fire  from  the  said  system  of  water  supply,  or  if  such  estate 
is  so  situated  that  the  buildings  thereon,  or  the  buildings 
that  might  be  constructed  thereon,  in  any  ordinary  or 
reasonable  manner  could  not  be  supplied  with  water  from 
the  said  system;  but  all  other  estates  in  said  district  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  benefited  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  tax. 
A  certified  list  of  the  estates  exempt  from  taxation  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  annually  be  sent  by  the 
board  of  water  commissioners  to  the  assessors,  at  the  same 
time  at  which  the  clerk  shall  send  a  certified  copy  of  the 
vote  as  aforesaid.  The  assessment  shall  be  committed  to 
the  town  collector,  who  shall  collect  said  tax  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  town  taxes,  and  shall 
deposit  the  proceeds  thereof  with  the  district  treasurer 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  district.  Said  district  may 
collect  interest  on  overdue  taxes  in  the  manner  in  which 
interest  is  authorized  to  be  collected  on  town  taxes. 

Section  8.  The  first  meeting  of  said  district  shall  be  District 
called,  within  four  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  on  ^|fed"^'^°^ 
petition  of  ten  or  more  legal  voters  therein,  by  a  warrant 
from  the  selectmen  of  said  town,  or  from  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  directed  to  one  of  the  petitioners,  requiring  him  to 
give  notice  of  the  meeting  by  posting  copies  of  the  warrant 
in  two  or  more  public  places  in  the  district  seven  days  at 
least  before  the  time  of  the  meeting.  Such  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  one  of  the  selectmen,  shall  preside  at  such  meeting 
until  a  clerk  is  chosen  and  sworn,  and  the  clerk  shall  preside 
until  a  moderator  is  chosen.  After  the  choice  of  a  mod- 
erator for  the  meeting  the  question  of  the  acceptance  of 
this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters,  and  if  it  is  accepted 
by  two  thirds  of  the  voters  present  and  voting  thereon  it 
shall  take  effect,  and  the  meeting  may  then  proceed  to  act 
on  the  other  articles  in  the  warrant. 

Section  9.     Said    district   shall,    after   the   acceptance  Board  of

meeting  at  which  this  act  is  accepted  or  at  a  special  meet-  election,  terms, 
ing  thereafter  called  for  the  purpose,  three  persons  to  hold  p""^^"- 
office,  one  until  the  expiration  of  three  years,  one  until  the 
expiration  of  two  years,  and  one  until  the  expiration  of  one 
year  from  the  day  of  the  next  succeeding  annual  district 
meeting,  to  constitute  a  board  of  water  commissioners; 
and  at  every  annual  meeting  following  such  next  succeeding 
annual  district  meeting  one  such  commissioner  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  for  the  term  of  three  years.  All  the 
authority  granted  to  said  district  by  this  act,  and  not  other- 
wise specifically  provided  for,  shall  be  vested  in  said  board 
of  water  commissioners,  who  shall  be  subject,  however,  to 
such  instructions,  rules  and  regulations  as  the  district  may 
by  vote  impose.  Said  commissioners  shall  appoint  a 
treasurer  of  said  district,  who  may  be  one  of  their  number, 
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who  shall  give  bond  to  said  district  in  such  an  amount  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  commissioners.  A  majority  of 
the  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board 
from  any  cause  may  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  un- 
expired term  by  said  district  at  any  legal  meeting  called  for 
the  purpose.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury 
of  said  district  on  account  of  the  water  works  except  upon 
a  written  order  of  said  commissioners  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Section  10.  Said  commissioners  shall  fix  just  and 
equitable  prices  and  rates  for  the  use  of  water,  and  shall 
prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  payment.  The  income 
of  the  water  works  shall  be  appropriated  to  defray  all 
operating  expenses,  interest  charges  and  payments  on  the 
principal  as  they  shall  accrue  upon  any  bonds  or  notes 
issued  under  authority  of  this  act.  If  there  should  be  a 
net  surplus  remaining  after  providing  for  the  aforesaid 
charges,  it  may  be  appropriated  for  such  new  construction 
as  said  commissioners  may  recommend,  and  in  case  a 
surplus  should  remain  after  payment  for  such  new  con- 
struction the  water  rates  shall  be  reduced  proportionately. 
Said  commissioners  shall  annually,  and  as  often  as  said 
district  may  require,  render  a  report  upon  the  condition  of 
the  works  under  their  charge,  and  an  account  of  their 
doings,  including  an  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Section  11.  Said  district  may  adopt  by-laws  pre- 
scribing by  whom  and  how  meetings  may  be  called,  noti- 
fied and  conducted;  and,  upon  the  application  of  ten  or 
more  legal  voters  in  said  district  meetings  may  also  be 
called  by  warrant  as  provided  in  section  eight.  Said 
district  may  also  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
management  of  its  water  works,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act  or  with  law,  and  may  choose  such  other  officers  not 
provided  for  in  this  act  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  proper. 

Section  12.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts, 
pollutes  or  diverts  any  water  obtained  or  supplied  under 
this  act,  or  wilfully  or  wantonly  injures  any  reservoir, 
standpipe,  aqueduct,  pipe  or  other  property  owned  or  used 
by  said  district  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  act  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  to  said  district  three  times  the  amount  of 
damages  assessed  therefor,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of 
tort,  and  upon  conviction  of  any  of  the  above  acts  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by 
imprisonment  in  jail  for  not  more  than  twelve  months. 

Section  13.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its 
acceptance  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  voters  of  said  dis- 
trict present  and  voting  thereon  at  a  district  meeting  called, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  eight,  within 
four  years  after  its  passage;  but  it  shall  become  void  unless 
said  district  shall  begin  to  distribute  water  to  consumers 
within  two  years  after  its  acceptance  as  aforesaid. 

Section  14.  Upon  a  petition  in  writing  addressed  to 
said  commissioners  by  any  owner  of  real  estate  in  said 
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town,  abutting  on  said  district,  setting  forth  that  the 
petitioner  desires  to  have  certain  accurately  described 
portions  of  his  real  estate  included  in  said  district,  said 
commissioners  shall  cause  a  duly  warned  meeting  of  said 
district  to  be  called  at  which  meeting  the  voters  may  vote 
on  the  question  of  including  said  real  estate  within  said 
district.  If  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting 
thereon  vote  in  the  affirmative,  the  district  clerk  shall 
within  ten  days  file  with  the  town  clerk  of  said  town  and 
with  the  state  secretary  an  attested  copy  of  said  petition 
and  vote,  describing  precisely  the  real  estate  added  to  said 
district;  and  thereupon  said  real  estate  shall  become 
and  be  a  part  of  said  district  and  shall  be  holden  under  this 
act  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  real 
estate  described  in  section  one.

An  Act  relative  to  the  payment  of  annuities  to 
dependents  op  policemen,  firemen  or  investiga- 
tors or  examiners  of  the  registry  of  motor  vehicles 
killed  or  dying  from  injuries  received  in  the  per- 
formance of  duty. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty-nine  of  chapter  thirty-two 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter 
two  hundred  and  seventy-six  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out,  in  the  sixth  line,  the  words  "within  one  year",  —  and 
by  striking  out,  in  the  twentieth  and  twenty-first  lines,  the 
words  "the  attending  physician  or  medical  examiner"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words :  —  all  members  of  a 
board  consisting  of  two  physicians  designated  by  the 
mayor  and  city  council,  the  selectmen,  the  commissioner  of 
public  safety  or  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  one  physician  to  be  designated  by  the 
commissioner  of  public  health,  —  and  by  striking  out,  in 
the  sixty-sixth  line,  the  word  "of",  —  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: —  Section  89.  If  a  member  of  the  police  or  fire  force 
of  a  city  or  town,  or  a  member  of  the  department  of  public 
safety  doing  police  duty,  or  an  investigator  or  examiner  of 
the  registry  of  motor  vehicles  in  the  department  of  public 
works  doing  police  duty,  is  killed,  or  dies  from  injuries 
received,  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  as  a  member 
of  such  force  or  as  such  a  member  of  said  department  of 
public  safety  or  as  such  an  investigator  or  examiner  of  said 
registry,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  it  shall  be  proved  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  mayor  and  city  council  or  selectmen,  or 
of  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  governor  and  council,  or  of  the  commissioner  of  public 
works,  subject  to  like  approval,  as  the  case  may  be,  that 
such  death  was  the  natural  and  proximate  result   of   an 
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accident  occurring  during  the  performance  and  within  the 
scope  of  his  duty  as  a  member  of  such  force  or  as  such  a 
member  of  said  department  of  pubhc  safety  or  as  such  an 
investigator  or  examiner  of  said  registry,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  all  members  of  a  board  consisting  of  two  physicians 
designated  by  the  mayor  and  city  council,  the  selectmen, 
the  commissioner  of  public  safety  or  the  commissioner  of 
public  works,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  one  physician  to  be 
designated  by  the  commissioner  of  public  health  shall 
certify  to  the  city,  town  or  state  treasurer,  as  the  case  may 
be,  that  the  death  was  the  direct  result  of  the  said  injury, 
there  shall  be  paid  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  out  of  the 
city,  town  or  state  treasury,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  the 
following  dependents  of  such  deceased  person  the  follow- 
ing annuities:  To  the  widow,  so  long  as  she  remains  un- 
married, an  annuity  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  a 
year,  increased  by  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  for 
each  child  of  such  deceased  person  during  such  time  as 
such  child  is  under  the  age  of  eighteen  or  over  said  age  and 
physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  from  earning;  and, 
if  there  is  any  such  child  and  no  widow  or  the  widow  later 
dies,  such  an  annuity  as  would  have  been  payable  to  the 
widow  had  there  been  one  or  had  she  lived,  to  or  for  the 
benefit  of  such  child,  or  of  such  children  in  equal  shares, 
during  the  time  aforesaid;  and,  if  there  is  any  such  child 
and  the  widow  remarries,  in  lieu  of  the  aforesaid  annuity 
to  her,  an  annuity  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  sixty 
dollars  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  each  such  child  during  the 
time  aforesaid;  and,  if  there  is  no  widow  and  no  such  child, 
an  annuity  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  to  or  for  the 
benefit  of  the  father  or  mother  of  the  deceased  if  dependent 
upon  him  for  support  at  the  time  of  his  death,  during  such 
time  as  such  beneficiary  is  unable  to  support  himself  or 
herself  and  does  not  remarry.  The  total  amount  of  all 
such  annuities  shall  not  exceed  the  annual  rate  of  com- 
pensation received  by  such  deceased  person  at  the  date  of 
his  death,  except  that  if  such  deceased  person  was  a  reserve 
or  special  policeman  or  a  reserve  or  call  fireman  of  a  city 
or  town  and,  at  the  time  he  was  killed  or  at  the  time  he 
received  the  injuries  resulting  in  his  death,  was  performing 
duty  to  which  he  was  assigned  or  called  as  such  policeman 
or  fireman  and  for  the  performance  of  which  he  was  en- 
titled to  compensation  from  said  city  or  town,  the  total 
amount  of  all  such  annuities  shall  not  exceed  the  annual 
rate  of  compensation  payable  to  a  regular  or  permanent 
member  of  the  police  or  fire  force  thereof,  as  the  case  may 
be,  for  the  first  year  of  service  therein,  and  if  there  are  no 
regular  or  permanent  members  of  the  police  or  fire  force 
thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  said  total  amount  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars.  The  amount  of 
any  such  annuity  shall  from  time  to  time  be  determined 
within  the  limits  aforesaid  by  the  mayor  and  city  council, 
the  selectmen,  or  the  commissioner  of  public  safety  subject 
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to  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  or  the  com- 
missioner of  public  works,  subject  to  like  approval,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

In  case  the  deceased  was  a  member  of  a  contributory  re- 
tirement system  for  public  employees,  the  benefits  pro- 
vided under  this  section  shall  be  in  the  alternative  for  the 
benefits,  if  any,  provided  by  such  retirement  system  for 
dependent  widows  and  children  or  for  dependent  fathers  or 
mothers;  and  the  widow,  or  if  there  is  no  widow,  the  legal 
representative  of  the  children  entitled  thereto,  if  any, 
otherwise  the  father  or  mother  in  the  order  named,  shall 
elect  which  benefits  shall  be  granted.  Such  election  shall 
be  made  in  writing  and  shall  be  filed  with  the  retirement 
board  in  charge  of  the  system  of  which  the  deceased  was  a 
member  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  change  or  revocation 
after  the  first  payment  of  any  benefit  thereunder. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  apply  to  the  deaths  of  police-  Application 
men  and  firemen  resulting  from  injuries  received  on  or  after  tain^ca^ses?'" 
January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty,  but  shall  not 
affect  any  annuity  granted  under  said  section  eighty-nine 
prior  to  the  effective  date  hereof.

An  Act  establishing  a  municipal  finance  commission  nhn^  341 

FOR   THE    TOWN    OF   MILLVILLE.  ^' 

Whereas,   The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  Emergency 
to  defeat  its  purpose,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  p'"^^™^!®- 
emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation 
of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     There  is  hereby  established  a  commission,  MiiiviUe  Mum- 
to  be  known  as  the  Millville  Municipal  Finance  Commis-  comSfon^ 
sion,  hereinafter  called  the  commission,  to  consist  of  three  established. 
members,  designated  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  council,  each  of  whom  shall,  at  the  time  of 
designation,  be  regularly  employed  in  the  service  of  the 
commonwealth,  and  such  members  shall  serve  for  a  period 
terminating   on    April   twentieth,    nineteen   hundred   and 
thirty-six.     The  governor,  with  like  advice  and  consent, 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate  one  of  the  members  as 
chairman,   may  remove   any  member   and   shall  fill  any 
vacancy  in  the  commission  for  the  unexpired  term.     The 
action  of  any  two  of  the  members  shall  constitute  the  action 
of  the  commission;   and  whenever  any  action  by  the  com- 
mission is  required  to  be  in  writing,  such  writing  shall  be 
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sufficient  when  signed  by  any  two  of  the  members.  Such 
members  shall  receive  no  additional  compensation  for 
acting  hereunder,  but  shall  be  paid  by  the  town  their  neces- 
sary traveling  and  other  expenses  incurred  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  hereunder. 

Section  2.  Until  April  twentieth,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-six,  the  town  of  Millville  shall  have  the  capacity 
to  act  through  and  to  be  bound  by  the  commission  and  not 
otherwise,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  the  com- 
mission shall  have  and  exercise  exclusively,  so  far  as  will 
conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  all  rights,  powers  and 
duties  now  or  hereafter  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the 
inhabitants  of  said  town  and  its  officers,  notwithstanding 
the  common  law  or  any  provision  of  statutory  law  to  the 
contrary.  The  commission  may  exercise  and  perform  such 
rights,  powers  and  duties  through  one  or  more  existing 
boards  or  officers  or  newly  appointed  boards,  officers  or 
agents  as  it  may  designate;  provided,  that  upon  the 
qualification  of  the  members  of  the  commission  the  board 
of  selectmen,  the  board  of  public  welfare  and  the  school 
committee  of  said  town  shall  cease  to  exist,  except  that  the 
members  of  the  board  of  selectmen  as  at  present  consti- 
tuted shall  have  the  power  to  submit  to  the  commission 
recommendations  as  to  its  appointments  and  shall  perform 
all  duties  imposed  upon  selectmen  relative  to  jurors.  The 
commission,  on  behalf  of  the  town,  may  issue  bonds  or 
notes  of  the  town,  but  only  with  the  approval  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council.  The  commission  shall  have  the  power 
of  appointment  of  all  officers  hereunder  and  shall  fix  their 
compensation  and  assign  to  them  such  of  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  commission  as  it  shall  specify;  may  purchase 
supplies;  may  employ  persons  to  do  work  for  the  town; 
and,  except  as  herein  provided,  may  remove  any  person 
now  or  hereafter  holding  office  or  position  in  or  under  the 
town  government.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  herein, 
every  person  holding  any  office  or  position  as  aforesaid  shall 
continue  to  serve  until  his  office  or  position  is  abolished  or 
until  his  removal  or  resignation. 

Section  3.  The  commission  may  file  with  the  county 
commissioners  of  Worcester  county  a  request  that  the 
outstanding  assessment  on  account  of  the  Worcester 
County  Tuberculosis  hospital  be  apportioned  over  a  period 
not  to  exceed  fifteen  years  and  the  county  commissioners 
may  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  county  to  fund  the  tem- 
porary loan  now  outstanding,  as  provided  in  chapter  one 
hundred  and  eleven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-two.  Such  request,  if  filed  with  said  county  com- 
missioners on  or  before  August  fifteenth  in  the  current 
year,  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  a  hke  vote  of  the  town 
under  section  two  of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven 
would  have  had  if  filed  with  said  county  commissioners 
within  the  time  limited  therein. 

Section  4.     The    assessors,    or    the    board,    officer    or 
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agent  appointed  or  designated  by  the  commission  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  assessors,  shall  assess  all  property  within 
said  town,  as  far  as  may  be,  at  its  fair  cash  value  at  a  rate 
not  more  than  twenty  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  average  rate 
of  tax  of  all  cities  and  towns  of  the  commonwealth  for  the 
preceding  year,  and  any  amount  necessary  to  meet  expen- 
ditures over  and  above  the  amount  to  be  raised  from  taxes 
and  estimated  to  be  received  from  other  sources  shall  be 
advanced  temporarily  by  the  commonwealth  upon  receipt 
of  notes  of  the  town  payable  in  not  more  than  three  years 
from  their  dates. 

Section  o.  The  said  town,  acting  through  the  com-  Temporary 
mission,  may  also  borrow  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand 
dollars  for  the  purpose  of  pajang  temporarj^  loans  or  other 
obligations  unpaid  on  January  first  of  the  current  year,  and 
may  issue  notes  therefor,  which  shall  bear  on  their  face 
the  words.  iMillville  Funding  Loan,  Act  of  1933,  and  such 
notes  shall  be  paid  in  not  more  than  five  years  from  June 
thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three;  and  may  also 
borrow  for  said  purposes  from  time  to  time,  for  periods  not 
extending  beyond  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
five,  sums  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  thirty  thousand 
dollars,  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  unpaid  taxes 
and  other  accounts  receivable  as  appearing  on  the  books  of 
said  town  as  of  December  thirtj^-first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-two,  and  may  issue  notes  therefor,  which  shall  bear 
on  their  face  the  words,  IMillville  Temporary  Funding  Loan, 
Act  of  1933.  Upon  tender  to  the  state  treasurer  of  any 
notes  issued  by  the  town  under  this  section  or  issued  by  it 
in  anticipation  of  revenue,  they  shall  forthwith  be  pur- 
chased by  the  commonwealth  at  the  face  value  thereof. 
Such  notes,  if  issued  for  purposes  of  sale  to  the  common- 
wealth, shall  bear  such  rates  of  interest  as  in  the  judgment 
of  the  state  treasurer  and  the  commission  will  cover  the 
entire  cost  to  the  commonwealth  incurred  on  account  of 
loans  to  the  town  hereunder,  including  interest  on  money 
borrowed  by  the  commonwealth  under  the  following  section 
and  all  expenses  in  connection  with  the  issue  of  its  notes 
thereunder.

If  any  portion  of  said 
temporary  funding  loan  remains  unpaid  on  July  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  such  portion  shall  be 
included  in  the  tax  levy  of  that  year. 

Section  6.     The  state  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  common- 
the  governor  and  council,  may  borrow  from  time  to  time,  bor^^ow  money

section  and  to  the  business  authorized  thereby. 

120,  §  10, 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  section  ten,  as  ^™^°  ^ 
amended  by  section  one  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
four  of  the  acts  of  the  current  year,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  —  Section  10.  Every  manufacturer  Excise. 
of  wines  or  malt  beverages  and  every  holder  of  a  foreign 
manufacturer's  agency  license  or  a  general  importer's 
license  for  the  sale  thereof  shall,  in  addition  to  the  license 
fees  elsewhere  provided  in  this  act,  be  liable  for  and  pay 
to  the  commonwealth  as  an  excise,  for  the  privilege  en- 
joyed by  him  as  such  manufacturer,  foreign  manufacturer's 
agency  or  general  importer,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each 
and  every  barrel  of  thirty-one  gallons  of  wine  or  malt 
beverages  sold  within  the  commonwealth  by  such  manu- 
facturer, foreign  manufacturer's  agency  or  general  importer, 
respectively,  or  a  proportionate  amount  where  any  other 
form  of  container  is  used.  Every  person  subject  to  this 
section  shall  keep  a  true  and  accurate  account  of  all  wines 
and  malt  beverages  sold  by  him  and  shall  make  a  return 
thereof  to  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation, 
hereinafter  called  the  commissioner,  within  ten  days  after 
the  last  day  of  each  month,  covering  his  sales  during  such 
month,  and  shall  at  the  time  of  such  return  make  payment 
to  the  commissioner  of  the  amount  due  under  this  section 
for  such  sales  in  such  month.  The  commissioner  is  hereby 
authorized  to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  governing  the 
method  of  keeping  accounts,  making  returns  and  paying 
the  excise  provided  for  in  this  section.  Such  rules  and 
regulations  may  provide  for  the  waiver  of  payment  of  the 
excise  in  respect  to  any  wines  or  malt  beverages  if  it  appears 
that  an  excise  has  already  been  paid  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  in  respect  thereto. 

Sums  due  to  the  commonwealth  under  this  section  may 
be  recovered  by  the  attorney  general  in  an  action  brought 
in  the  name  of  the  commissioner.

Whereas,    The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  in  Emergency 
part  defeat  its  purpose,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  preamble.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows:

PLACE  THE  FORE  RIVER  BRIDGE,  SO-CALLED,  AND  FOR  ITS 
MAINTENANCE    AS   A    STATE    HIGHWAY. 

Whereas,    The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  de-  Emergency 
feat  its  purpose,  not  only  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  the  preamble. 
travelling  pubhc  but  also  to  afford  reHef  in  the  present 
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unemployment  emergency,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate 
preservation  of  the  public  safety  and  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  department  of  public  works,  here- 
inafter called  the  department,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  construct  a  new  high  level  bridge,  with  suitable 
approaches  and  with  a  draw,  over  the  Weymouth  Fore 
river  between  that  part  of  the  city  of  Quincy  known  as 
Quincy  Point  and  the  town  of  Weymouth  in  replacement 
of  the  existing  Fore  River  bridge,  so-called,  together  with 
a  temporary  way  and  a  temporary  bridge  and  approaches 
thereto,  to  make  necessary  alterations  to  street  railway 
and  railroad  tracks  and  in  connecting  ways  and  to  con- 
struct any  necessary  drainage  outlets. 

Section  2.  The  department  may,  on  behalf  of  the 
commonwealth,  take  by  eminent  domain,  under  chapter 
seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  or  acquire  by  purchase 
or  otherwise,  such  public  or  private  lands,  public  parks  or 
reservations,  or  parts  thereof  or  rights  therein,  and/or 
public  ways,  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  section  one;  provided,  that  no  damages  shall 
be  paid  for  pubhc  lands,  parks  or  reservations  so  taken. 

Section  3.  The  cost  of  constructing  said  bridge  and 
land  takings  for  the  same,  including  any  damages  awarded 
or  paid  on  account  of  any  taking  of  land  or  property  there- 
for, or  any  injury  to  the  same,  any  sums  paid  for  lands  or 
rights  purchased,  and  all  other  expenses  incurred  in  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  section  one,  shall  not  exceed,  in 
the  aggregate,  two  million  two  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
The  department  may  make  a  contract  or  contracts  for  said 
construction  involving  the  expenditure  of  funds  not  ex- 
ceeding the  amount  herein  authorized  to  be  expended, 
upon  receipt  of  assurance  from  the  proper  federal  authori- 
ties that  the  federal  government  will  furnish  by  grant  or 
loan,  or  both,  under  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act, 
the  funds  necessary  to  meet  the  cost  of  said  construction, 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  twenty-seven  of 
chapter  twenty-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in 
the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof.  To  meet  expenses 
incurred,  in  anticipation  of  the  securing  of  funds  under 
said  act,  in  carrying  out  said  construction,  expenditures 
may  be  made  from  the  appropriation  made  by  item  five 
hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
seventy-four  of  the  acts  of  the  current  year. 

When  the  work  authorized  herein  shall 
have  been  completed,  any  new  location  of  the  Fore  River 
Railroad  Corporation  established  hereunder  shall  be  con- 
veyed to  it  by  the  commonwealth,  and  the  permanent 
bridge  referred  to  in  section  one,  with  its  abutments  and 
draw,  shall  become  and  be  maintained  as  a  state  highway, 
except  that  so  much  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  said

FIXING  THE  DATE  WHEN  CERTAIN  LATE  ASSESSMENTS 
THEREOF   ARE    PAYABLE. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.     Chapter  sixty-two  of  the  General  Laws  is  g.  l.  (Ter. 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  thirty-seven,  as  ameade^d.^  ^^' 
appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof,  and  insert- 
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ing  in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  37.  If  the 
commissioner  finds  from  the  verification  of  a  return,  or 
otherwise,  that  the  income  of  any  person  subject  to  taxa- 
tion under  this  chapter,  or  any  portion  thereof,  has  not 
been  assessed,  he  may,  at  any  time  within  two  years  after 
September  first  of  the  year  in  which  such  assessment  should 
have  been  made,  assess  the  same,  first  giving  notice  to  the 
person  so  to  be  assessed  of  his  intention,  and  such  person 
shall  thereupon  have  an  opportunity  within  ten  days  after 
such  notification  to  confer  with  the  commissioner  in  person 
or  by  counsel  or  other  representative  as  to  the  proposed 
assessment.

Section  7.  Chapter  fifty-eight  of  the  General  Laws  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  eighteen,  as  so 
appearing,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  — 
Section  18.  The  state  treasurer  shall,  on  or  before  April 
fifteenth  in  each  year,  distribute  the  amounts  of  taxes  on 
incomes  under  chapter  sixty-two  theretofore  collected  by 
the  commonwealth  to  the  several  cities  and  towns  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amounts  of  the  last  preceding  state  tax 
imposed  upon  them,  and  shall,  on  or  before  November 
twentieth  in  the  same  year,  distribute  to  such  cities  and 
towns  in  the  same  proportion  the  balance  of  such  taxes 
collected  after  said  April  fifteenth,  after  deducting  a  sum 
sufficient  to  reimburse  the  commonwealth  for  the  expenses 
incurred  in  the  collection  and  distribution  of  said  income 
taxes  and  for  such  of  said  taxes  as  have  been  refunded  under 
said  chapter  sixty-two  or  section  twenty-seven  of  this  chap- 
ter during  said  year,  together  with  any  interest  or  costs 
paid  on  account  of  refunds,  which  shall  be  retained  by  the 
commonwealth,  and  after  deducting  also  a  sufficient  sum 
to  be  distributed  under  Part  I  of  chapter  seventy. 

Section  8.  Section  thirteen  of  chapter  fifty-eight  A 
of  the  General  Laws,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section 
seven  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  the  acts 
of  the  current  year,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  the  sentence  included  in  lines  sixty  to  sixty-seven,  in- 
clusive, as  printed  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  If  the  order 
grants  an  abatement  of  a  tax  assessed  by  the  commissioner 
or  by  the  board  of  assessors  of  a  town  and  the  tax  has  been 
paid,  the  amount  abated  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent  per  annum  from  the  time  when  the  tax  was  paid 
but,  in  case  of  a  tax  assessed  under  chapter  sixty-two,  not 
from  a  time  earlier  than  October  first  of  the  year  in  which 
the  return  of  income  subject  to  said  tax  was  required  to  be 
filed,  and,  if  costs  are  ordered  against  the  commissioner  or 
against  a  board  of  assessors,  the  amount  thereof,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  taxpayer  by  the  state  treasurer  or  by  the  town 
treasurer,  as  the  case  may  be,  and,  if  unpaid  in  the  latter 
case,  execution  therefor  may  issue  against  the  town  as  in 
actions  at  law. 

Section  9.  This  act  shall  not  apply  in  the  case  of  taxes 
upon  income  received  during  the  calendar  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-two.

contract,  whether  written  or  oral,  between  any  employee  ce^ai^^iabOT 
or   prospective   employee   and   his   employer,    prospective  contracts. 
employer  or  any  other  person,  whereby  either  party  thereto 
undertakes  or  promises  not  to  join  or  not  to  remain  a 
member  of  some  specified  labor  organization  or  any  labor 
organization,  or  of  some  specified  employer  organization  or 
any  employer  organization,  and/or  to  withdraw  from  an 
employment  relation  in  the  event  that  he  joins  or  remains  a 
member  of  some  specified  labor  organization  or  any  labor 
organization,  or  of  some  specified  employer  organization  or 
any  employer  organization  or  organizations,  shall  afford 
any  basis  for  the  granting  of  legal  or  equitable  relief  by  any 
court  against  a  party  to  such  undertaking  or  promise. 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Effective  date. 
November  in  the  current  year,  and  shall  apply  only  to 
contracts  made  after  its  effective  date.

An  Act  establishing  the  west  boylston  water  dis- 
trict OF  west  boylston. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  West 
Boylston  liable  to  taxation  in  that  town  and  residing  within 
the  territory  not  included  within  the  Pinecroft  Water 
District  of  said  town  as  at  present  constituted  shall  consti- 
tute a  water  district,  and  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate 
by  the  name  of  the  West  Boylston  Water  District  of  West 
Boylston,  hereinafter  called  the  district,  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  themselves  with  water  for  the  extinguishment 
of  fires  and  for  domestic  and  other  purposes,  with  power  to 
establish  fountains  and  hydrants  and  to  relocate  and  dis- 
continue the  same,  to  regulate  the  use  of  such  water  and  to 
fix  and  collect  rates  to  be  paid  therefor,  and  to  take  by 
eminent  domain  under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General 
Laws  except  as  limited  by  this  act,  or  acquire  by  lease, 
purchase  or  otherwise,  and  to  hold  for  the  purposes  men- 
tioned in  this  act,  property,  lands,  rights  of  way  and  other 
easements,  and  to  prosecute  and  defend  all  actions  relating 
to  the  property  and  affairs  of  the  district. 

Section  2.  For  the  purposes  aforesaid,  said  district, 
acting  by  and  through  its  board  of  water  commissioners 
hereinafter  provided  for,  may  take  under  section  twenty- 
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two  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the  acts 
of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  as  amended  by 
chapter  four  hundred  and  fifty-six  of  the  acts  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-seven,  not  more  than  two  milhon  gal- 
lons of  water  per  day  from  the  Wachusett  reservoir  above 
the  dam  at  Clinton,  may  contract  with  the  city  of  Worces- 
ter, or  any  town  or  other  city,  acting  through  its  water 
department,  or  with  any  water  company,  or  with  any  water 
district,  for  whatever  water  may  be  required,  authority  to 
furnish  the  same  being  hereby  granted,  and/or  may  take 
under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  or  acquire 
by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  hold,  the  waters,  or  any 
portion  thereof,  of  any  pond  or  stream,  or  of  any  ground 
sources  of  supply  by  means  of  driven,  artesian  or  other 
wells  within  the  town  of  West  Boylston,  and  the  water 
rights  connected  with  any  such  water  sources;  and  for 
said  purposes  may  take  as  aforesaid,  or  acquire  by  purchase 
or  otherwise,  and  hold,  all  lands,  rights  of  way  and  other 
easements  necessary  for  collecting,  storing,  holding,  purify- 
ing and  preserving  the  purity  of  the  water  and  for  con- 
veying the  same  to  any  part  of  said  district;  provided,  that 
no  source  of  water  supply  or  lands  necessary  for  preserving 
the  quality  of  the  water  shall  be  so  taken  or  used  without 
first  obtaining  the  advice  and  approval  of  the  state  depart- 
ment of  public  health,  and  that  the  location  of  all  dams, 
reservoirs  and  wells  to  be  used  as  sources  of  water  supply 
under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  de- 
partment; and  provided,  further,  that  no  such  source  of 
water  supply  or  lands  shall  be  so  taken  within  that  portion 
of  said  town  of  West  Boylston  included  within  said  Pine- 
May  construct  croft  Water  District.  Said  West  Boylston  water  district 
dams,  etc.  j^^y  construct  ou  the  lands  acquired  and  held  under  this 

act  proper  dams,  reservoirs,  standpipes,  tanks,  buildings, 
fixtures  and  other  structures,  and  may  make  excavations, 
procure  and  operate  machinery  and  provide  such  other 
means  and  appliances  and  do  such  other  things  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  com- 
plete and  effective  water  works;  and  for  that  purpose  may 
construct  pipe  lines,  wells  and  reservoirs  and  establish 
pumping  works  on  lands  of  the  metropolitan  district  com- 
mission subject  to  the  approval  of  said  commission  and 
shall  maintain  and  operate  the  same  in  a  manner  satis- 
factory to  said  commission,  and  may  construct,  lay  and 
maintain  aqueducts,  conduits,  pipes  and  other  works  under 
or  over  any  land,  water  courses,  railroads,  railways  and 
public  or  other  ways,  and  along  such  ways,  within  its  own 
limits,  in  such  manner  as  not  unnecessarily  to  obstruct  the 
same;  and  for  the  purposes  of  constructing,  laying,  main- 
taining, operating  and  repairing  such  conduits,  pipes  and 
other  works,  and  for  all  proper  purposes  of  this  act,  said 
district  may  dig  up  or  raise  and  embank  any  such  lands, 
highways  or  other  ways  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  the 
least  hindrance  to  public  travel  on  such  ways;    provided, 
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that  all  things  done  upon  any  such  way  shall  be  subject  to 
the  direction  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  West  Boylston. 
Said  district  shall  not  enter  upon,  construct  or  lay  any 
conduit,  pipe  or  other  works  within  the  location  of  any 
railroad  corporation  except  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner 
as  it  may  agree  upon  with  such  corporation,  or  in  case  of 
failure  so  to  agree,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  department 
of  pubhc  utilities. 

Section  3.  Any  person  sustaining  damages  in  his  Damages 
property  by  any  taking  under  this  act  or  any  other  thing  f°'' ^'^'^'^s^- 
done  under  authority  thereof  may  recover  such  damages 
from  said  district  under  said  chapter  seventy-nine;  but 
the  right  to  damages  for  the  taking  of  any  water,  water 
right  or  water  source,  or  for  any  injury  thereto,  shall  not 
vest  until  v/ater  is  actually  withdrawn  or  diverted  under 
authority  of  this  act. 

Section  4.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  necessary  District 
expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  for  the  system  of  water  Soney?eTc^ 
supply  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  other  than  expenses 
of  maintenance  and  operation,  the  said  district  may  borrow 
from  time  to  time  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary,  not 
exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  one  hundred  and  thirty-five 
thousand  dollars,  and  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  therefor, 
which  shall  bear  on  their  face  the  words.  West  Boylston 
Water  District  Loan,  Act  of  1933.  Each  authorized  issue 
shall  constitute  a  separate  loan,  and  such  loans  shall  be  pay- 
able in  not  more  than  thirty  years  from  their  dates.  In- 
debtedness incurred  under  this  act  shall  be  subject  to 
chapter  forty-four  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  5.  Said  district  shall,  at  the  time  of  authoriz-  Payment  of 
ing  said  loan  or  loans,  provide  for  the  payment  thereof  in  ^°^°^' 
accordance  with  section  four  of  this  act;  and  when  a  vote 
to  that  effect  has  been  passed,  a  sum  which,  with  the  in- 
come derived  from  water  rates,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
annual  expense  of  operating  its  water  works  and  the  in- 
terest as  it  accrues  on  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  as  afore- 
said by  the  district,  and  to  make  such  payments  on  the 
principal  as  may  be  required  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  shall  without  further  vote  be  assessed  upon  said  dis- 
trict by  the  assessors  of  said  town  of  West  Boylston  annu- 
ally thereafter  until  the  debt  incurred  by  said  loan  or  loans 
is  extinguished. 

Section  6.     Any  land  taken  or  acquired  under  this  act  Board  of  water 
shall  be  managed,  improved  and  controlled  by  the  com-  to^rat^ro?"''" 
missioners  hereinafter  provided  for,  in  such  manner  as  they  land,  etc. 
shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  district. 

Section  7.  Whenever  a  tax  is  duly  voted  by  said  dis-  Assessment 
trict  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  clerk  shall  send  a  °^  *'*^®^- 
certified  copy  of  the  vote  to  the  assessors  of  said  town,  who 
shall  assess  the  same  in  the  same  manner  in  all  respects  in 
which  town  taxes  are  required  by  law  to  be  assessed ;  pro- 
vided, that  no  estate  shall  be  subject  to  any  tax  assessed 
on  account  of  the  system  of  water  supply  under  this  act 
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if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  board  of  water  commissioners 
hereinafter  provided  for,  after  a  hearing,  such  estate  is  so 
situated  that  it  can  receive  no  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of 
fire  from  the  said  system  of  water  supply,  or  if  such  estate 
is  so  situated  that  the  buildings  thereon,  or  the  buildings 
that  might  be  constructed  thereon,  in  any  ordinary  or 
reasonable  manner  could  not  be  supplied  with  water  from 
the  said  system;  but  all  other  estates  in  said  district  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  benefited  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  tax. 
The  assessment  shall  be  committed  to  the  town  collector, 
who  shall  collect  said  tax  in  the  manner  provided  by  law 
for  the  collection  of  town  taxes,  and  shall  deposit  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  with  the  district  treasurer  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  said  district.  Said  district  may  collect  interest 
on  overdue  taxes  in  the  manner  in  which  interest  is  author- 
ized to  be  collected  on  town  taxes. 

Section  8.  The  first  meeting  of  said  district  shall  be 
called,  within  four  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  on 
petition  of  ten  or  more  legal  voters  therein,  by  a  warrant 
from  the  selectmen  of  said  town,  or  from  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  directed  to  one  of  the  petitioners,  requiring  him  to 
give  notice  of  the  meeting  by  posting  copies  of  the  warrant 
in  two  or  more  public  places  in  the  district  seven  days  at 
least  before  the  time  of  the  meeting.  Such  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  one  of  the  selectmen,  shall  preside  at  such  meeting 
until  a  clerk  is  chosen  and  sworn,  and  the  clerk  shall  pre- 
side until  a  moderator  is  chosen.  After  the  choice  of  a 
moderator  for  the  meeting  the  question  of  the  acceptance 
of  this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters,  and  if  it  is 
accepted  by  two  thirds  of  the  voters  present  and  voting 
thereon  it  shall  take  effect,  and  the  meeting  may  then  pro- 
ceed to  act  on  the  other  articles  in  the  warrant. 

Section  9.  Said  district  shall,  after  the  acceptance  of 
this  act  as  aforesaid,  elect  by  ballot,  either  at  the  same 
meeting  at  which  this  act  is  accepted  or  at  a  special  meeting 
thereafter  called  for  the  purpose,  three  persons  to  hold 
office,  one  until  the  expiration  of  three  years,  one  until  the 
expiration  of  two  years,  and  one  until  the  expiration  of  one 
year  from  the  day  of  the  next  succeeding  annual  district 
meeting,  to  constitute  a  board  of  water  commissioners;  and 
at  every  annual  meeting  subsequent  to  such  next  succeed- 
ing annual  district  meeting  one  such  commissioner  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  for  the  term  of  three  years.  All  the 
authority  granted  to  said  district  by  this  act,  and  not  other- 
wise specifically  provided  for,  shall  be  vested  in  said  board 
of  water  commissioners,  who  shall  be  subject,  however,  to 
such  instructions,  rules  and  regulations  as  the  district  may 
by  vote  impose.  Said  commissioners  shall  appoint  a 
treasurer  of  said  district,  who  may  be  one  of  their  number, 
who  shall  give  bond  to  said  district  in  such  an  amount  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  commissioners.  A  majority  of 
the  commissioners  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business.     Any  vacancy  occurring  in  said  board 
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from  any  cause  may  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  un- 
expired term  by  said  district  at  any  legal  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the 
treasury  of  said  district  on  account  of  the  water  works 
except  upon  a  written  order  of  said  commissioners  or  a 
majority  of  them. 

Section  10.  Said  commissioners  shall  fix  just 
equitable  prices  and  rates  for  the  use  of  water,  and  shall  pre- 
scribe the  time  and  manner  of  payment.  The  income  of 
the  water  works  shall  be  appropriated  to  defray  all  operat- 
ing expenses,  interest  charges  and  payments  on  the  prin- 
cipal as  they  shall  accrue  upon  any  bonds  or  notes  issued 
under  authority  of  this  act.  If  there  should  be  a  net  sur- 
plus remaining  after  providing  for  the  aforesaid  charges, 
it  may  be  appropriated  for  such  new  construction  as  said 
commissioners  may  recommend,  and  in  case  a  surplus 
should  remain  after  payment  for  such  new  construction  the 
water  rates  shall  be  reduced  proportionately.  Said  com- 
missioners shall  annually,  and  as  often  as  said  district  may 
require,  render  a  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  works 
under  their  charge,  and  an  account  of  their  doings,  includ- 
ing an  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures. 

Section  11.  Said  district  may  adopt  by-laws  pre- 
scribing by  whom  and  how  meetings  may  be  called,  notified 
and  conducted;  and,  upon  the  application  of  ten  or  more 
legal  voters  in  said  district  meetings  may  also  be  called  by 
warrant  as  provided  in  section  eight.  Said  district  may 
also  estabhsh  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  of 
its  water  works,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  with  law, 
and  may  choose  such  other  officers  not  provided  for  in 
this  act  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  proper. 

Section  12.  Whoever  wilfully  or  wantonly  corrupts,  penalty  for 
pollutes  or  diverts  any  water  obtained  or  supphed  under  polluting  water, 
this  act,  or  wilfully  or  wantonly  injures  any  reservoir, 
standpipe,  aqueduct,  pipe  or  other  property  owned  or 
used  by  said  district  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  act 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  district  three  times  the  amount 
of  damages  assessed  therefor,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action 
of  tort,  and  upon  conviction  of  any  of  the  above  acts  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  or 
by  imprisonment  in  jail  for  not  more  than  six  months. 

Section  13.  This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon  its 
acceptance  by  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  voters  of  said  dis- 
trict present  and  voting  thereon  at  a  district  meeting  called, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  eight,  within 
four  years  after  its  passage;  but  it  shall  become  void  unless 
said  district  shall  begin  to  distribute  water  to  consumers 
within  two  years  after  its  acceptance  as  aforesaid.

Section  1.  Section  twenty-two  of  chapter  seven  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition 
thereof,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  clause 
(17)  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  — 

(17)  A  preference  in  the  purchase  of  supplies  and 
materials,  other  considerations  being  equal,  in  favor,  first, 
of  supplies  and  materials  manufactured  and  sold  within 
the  commonwealth,  and,  second,  of  supplies  and  materials 
manufactured  and  sold  elsewhere  within  the  United  States. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  seven  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  twenty-three,  as  so  ap- 
pearing, the  following  new  section:  —  Section  23 A.  Rules, 
regulations  and  orders  adopted  under  clause  (17)  of  sec- 
tion twenty-two  shall,  so  far  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
governor  and  council,  apply  to  the  purchase  by  contractors 
of  supplies  and  materials  in  the  execution  of  any  contract 
to  which  the  commonwealth  is  a  party  for  the  construction, 
reconstruction  or  repair  of  any  public  work;  and  there 
shall  be  inserted  in  any  such  contract  a  stipulation  to  such 
effect.  Any  appointed  officer  or  agent  of  the  common- 
wealth entering  into  such  a  contract  in  its  behalf  who  fails 
to  insert  such  a  stipulation  in  such  a  contract  as  required 
by  such  a  rule,  regulation  or  order  may,  after  a  hearing 
before  the  governor  and  council,  be  removed  by  them.

STRUCT  and   operate  A  SYSTEM   OR  SYSTEMS   OF  SEWERS 
AND    OF    SEWAGE    DISPOSAL. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Leominster,  for  the  purpose  of  cityof 
providing  better  surface  or  other  drainage,  guarding  against  maToperite 
pollution  of  water,  and  otherwise  protecting  the  public  sewer  system. 
health,  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  out,  construct,  main- 
tain and  operate  a  system  or  systems  of  main  drains  and 
common  sewers  for  a  part  or  the  whole  of  its  territory,  and 
also  a  system  of  sewage  disposal  for  said  city;  and,  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  the  city  may  take  by  eminent  domain 
under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  or  acquire 
by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  lands,  water  rights,  water 
privileges,  rights  of  way  or  easements  in  said  city  neces- 
sary for  the  estabhshment  of  such  system  or  systems,  and 
may  dig  out,  deepen,  widen,  clear  of  obstructions,  clean, 
pave,  wall  and  enclose  any  river,  brook,  stream  or  water 
course,  and  may  straighten  or  alter  the  channels  or  divert 
the  waters  thereof,  and  may  lay,  make  and  maintain  sub- 
drains,  and  discharge  the  waters  into  any  brook,  stream  or 
water  course  within  said  city. 

Section  2.  The  mayor,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  Board  of  sewer 
effective  date  of  this  act,  shall  appoint,  subject  to  confirma-  commissioners. 
tion  by  the  city  council,  three  legal  voters  of  said  city  who, 
with  the  mayor  and  the  president  of  the  city  council  for 
the  time  being,  ex-ofhciis,  shall  constitute  a  board  of 
sewage  commissioners,  hereinafter  called  the  board,  one  of 
the  members  of  which  shall  be  designated  as  chairman  in 
the  original  appointment.  The  board,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  city  council,  shall  have  full  and  sole  charge 
of  the  construction  of  the  system  or  systems  of  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  authorized  and  provided  for  by  this 
act  or  by  any  amendment,  substitution  or  extension  thereof, 
and  of  the  sewers  and  drains  necessary  to  be  constructed 
incidental  thereto,  and  shall  continue  to  hold  office  until 
the  completion  of  said  system  or  systems,  but  not  longer  in 
any  event  than  seven  years.  The  board  shall  organize  as 
soon  as  may  be  after  the  qualification  of  its  appointed 
members.  Any  appointed  member  may  be  removed  at 
any  time  for  cause,  and  his  successor  may  be  appointed  in 
like  manner  to  serve  for  the  unexpired  term.  Removal 
from  the  city  of  any  member  shall  constitute  a  vacation  of 
his  office.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  chairman  shall  be 
filled  by  designation  of  the  mayor  as  in  the  case  of  the 
original  appointment. 

Section  3.     The    members    of   the    board    shall    serve  Compensation 
without  compensation,  but  shall  be  allowed  such  actual  ofD^embera. 
expenses  as  are  incurred  by  them  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  hereunder. 

Section  4.     The  board,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  may 
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city  council,  may  employ  such  supervising  and  consulting 
engineers  as  it  deems  the  interests  of  the  city  require, 
may  employ  such  other  assistants  as  it  deems  necessary  and 
proper,  and  may  delegate  and  apportion  its  various  powers 
and  duties  to  and  among  sub-departments  or  sub-divisions 
to  be  created  by  it,  each  of  which  may  be  in  charge  of  a 
superintendent  or  foreman.  Any  such  superintendent  or 
foreman  may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  board.  No 
contract  in  excess  of  three  hundred  dollars  for  labor  or 
material  for  the  work  hereby  authorized  shall  be  made  by 
said  board  without  the  approval  of  the  city  council,  and 
all  bills  for  work  done  or  material  furnished  under  any 
such  contract  shall  be  audited  by  the  city  auditor. 

Section  5.  Nothing  shall  be  done  under  authority  of 
this  act,  except  in  the  making  of  surveys  and  other  pre- 
hminary  investigations,  until  the  plans  for  said  system  or 
systems  have  been  approved  by  the  state  department  of 
public  health.  Upon  application  to  said  department  for 
such  approval,  it  shall  give  a  hearing,  after  due  notice  to  the 
public.  At  such  hearing  plans  showing  all  the  work  to  be 
done  in  constructing  said  system  or  systems  shall  be  sub- 
mitted for  its  approval. 

Section  6.  So  much  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  nine 
of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  and  chapter  three 
hundred  and  sixty  of  the  Special  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  seventeen,  and  of  any  acts  in  addition  to  or  in  amend- 
ment thereof,  as  may  be  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed.

thirty.  The  cost  of  acquiring  land  hereunder  shall  not 
exceed  forty  thousand  dollars  and  shall  be  paid,  subject  to 
appropriation,  from  the  Highway  Fund.

shall  be  taxed  at  the  same  rate,  in  the  same  manner  and  to 
the  same  persons  as  dividends  now  taxable  under  chapter 
sixty-two  of  the  General  Laws,  and  the  provisions  of  said 
chapter  shall  apply  to  the  taxation  of  all  dividends  taxable 
hereunder,  except  that  subsection  (6)  of  section  one  of 
said  chapter  sixty-two  shall  not  so  apply  unless  this  act 
is  held  invalid  by  a  final  judgment,  order  or  decree  of  the 
supreme  judicial  court  or  of  the  supreme  court  of  the

There  shall  be  in  the  department  an  unpaid  state  housing 
state  board  of  housing,  in  this  and  the  following  section  bers'^,  a^o^t- 
ref erred  to  as  the  housing  board,  consisting  of  five  members  ™®'^*'  ^''°- 
appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  council,  who  shall  be  designated  in  their  initial  appoint- 
ments to  serve  respectively  for  one,  two,  three,  four  and 
five  years  from  December  first  in  the  year  of  appointment. 
The  housing  board  shall  annually  elect  one  of  its  members 
as  chairman.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of 
a  member,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  the  manner 
aforesaid  for  five  years.  The  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  housing  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  business.  A  vacancy  therein  shall  not  impair 
its  powers  nor  affect  its  duties.  It  shall  have  a  seal  which 
shall  be  judicially  noticed,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report 
to  the  general  court  and  such  additional  reports  to  the 
general  court  and  the  governor  as  it  or  he  shall  deem  neces- 
sary or  advisable.  The  principal  office  of  the  housing 
board  shall  be  in  Boston  but  it  may  sit  at  any  place  within 
the  commonwealth.  The  time  and  place  of  its  meetings 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  chairman.  Adequate  offices  in 
the  state  house  or  elsewhere  in  said  city  shall  be  provided 
for  the  housing  board,  and  the  proper  county  commis- 
sioners shall  provide  it  with  suitable  rooms  in  courthouses 
or  other  buildings  when  necessary  for  hearings  outside  said 
city. 

Section  18.  The  housing  board  may,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  appoint  and  fix  the 
compensation  of  such  employees,  including  a  clerk,  and 
make  such  expenditures,  as  may  be  necessary  in  order  to 
execute  effectively  the  functions  vested  in  it.  The  mem- 
bers and  employees  of  the  housing  board  shall  receive 
their  necessary  traveling  expenses  and,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  by  law,  their  expenses  actually  incurred  for 
subsistence  while  traveling  outside  the  city  of  Boston  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  necessary  admin- 
istrative and  other  expenses  of  the  housing  board  shall 
be  paid  from  such  appropriations  as  may  be  made  for  the 
purpose.  All  moneys  received  by  the  housing  board  as 
fees  or  otherwise  shall  be  paid  at  least  monthly  to  the 
state  treasurer.

The  state  board  of  housing,  in  this  and  the  eleven  following 
sections  called  the  housing  board,  shall  investigate  defective 
housing,  the  evils  resulting  therefrom  and  the  work  being 
done  in  the  commonwealth  and  elsewhere  to  remedy  them, 
study  the  operation  of  building  laws  and  laws  relating  to 
tenement  houses,  encourage  the  creation  of  local  planning

Section  26 H.  Should  the  gross  receipts  of  any  such 
corporation  from  the  operation  of  any  project  undertaken 
by  it  to  provide  housing  for  famihes  of  low  income,  under 
authority  of  sections  twenty-three  to  twenty-six  H,  inclu- 
sive, exceed  (a)  operating  and  management  expenses; 
(6)  taxes;  (c)  interest  on  mortgages  and  income  debenture 
certificates;  {d)  dividends;  (e)  authorized  transfer  to 
surplus;  and  (/)  amortization;  the  balance  may,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  housing  board,  be  applied  in  whole  or  in 
part  as  a  rebate  on  rentals  due  during  the  fiscal  year  of  such 
corporation  in  which  the  balance  was  earned;  provided, 
that  the  amount  available  for  this  purpose  shall  be  entirely 
so  applied  within  one  year  after  it  becomes  available. 
The  charges  for  operation  and  maintenance  may  include 
insurance  and  reserves  essential  to  the  management  of  the 
property  or  necessary  to  meet  requirements  for  deprecia- 
tion and  amortization  of  bonded  indebtedness,  but  the 
amount  set  aside  therefor  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  housing  board.

Chap.SQ5  An  Act  enabling  the  commonwealth  to  secure  certain 
benefits  provided  by  the  national  industrial 
recovery  act. 

Whereas,    It   is   the   conviction   of    the    general     court 

(1)  That  the  commonwealth  should  effectively  co-operate 
with  the  federal  government  in  its  policy  of  stimulating 
employment  by  the  undertaking  of  an  extensive  program 
of  pubhc  works; 

(2)  That  such  a  program  should  anticipate  the  normal 
needs  of  the  near  future  and  should  furnish  a  maximum  of 
employment  while  involving  a  minimum  of  maintenance 
costs; 

(3)  That  loans  made  to  the  states  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment in  furtherance  of  such  co-operation  should  be  repaid 
and  that  therefore,  without  waiving  any  right  on  the  part 
of  the  commonwealth  to  receive  as  favorable  consideration 
as  any  other  state  in  the  event  of  any  postponement,  reduc- 
tion or  cancellation  of  payments  of  principal  or  interest  upon 
such  loans,  provision  should  be  made  for  such  payment  by 
the   allocation   thereto   of   a   portion   of   certain   existing 
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revenues,  with  the  understanding  that  such  revenues  will 
be  released,  as  soon  as  may  be,  by  resort  to  new  revenues 
derived  from  such  portion  of  the  taxes  and  fees  accruing 
to  the  commonwealth  from  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
wines,  beers  and  liquors  following  ratification  of  the  twenty- 
first  amendment,  as  is  not  required  to  meet  the  common- 
wealth's share  of  the  cost  of  financing  old  age  assistance; 
and 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend 
to  defeat  its  purpose  to  alleviate  promptly  conditions  of 
widespread  unemployment,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  pres- 
ervation of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  department  of  the 
state  treasurer,  but  in  no  manner  subject  to  his  control,  an 
emergency  public  works  commission,  hereinafter  called  the 
commission,  consisting  of  the  chairman  of  the  commission 
on  administration  and  finance,  ex  officio,  one  resident  of 
the  commonwealth  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  senate, 
one  such  resident  appointed  by  the  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  and  two  such  residents  appointed  by  the 
governor;  and  the  commission  shall  continue  in  office 
until  and  including  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-five,  but  no  longer.  The  commission  shall  elect 
from  its  own  number  a  chairman.  Any  vacancy  in  the 
appointive  membership  of  the  commission  shall  be  filled 
for  the  unexpired  term  in  the  same  manner  as  original 
appointments.  The  action  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
shall  constitute  action  of  the  commission;  and  whenever 
any  action  by  the  commission  is  required  to  be  in  writing, 
such  writing  shall  be  sufficient  when  signed  by  a  majority 
of  its  members. 

Each  appointive  member  of  the  commission  shall  receive 
from  the  commonwealth  as  compensation  for  each  day's 
attendance  at  meetings  of  the  commission,  the  sum  of 
thirty  dollars;  provided,  that  the  total  amount  paid  here- 
under to  any  such  member  shall  not  exceed  three  thousand 
dollars  in  any  period  of  twelve  months.  Members  of  the 
commission  shall  receive  their  traveling  and  other  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The 
commission  may  employ,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
governor  and  council,  a  secretary  and  such  additional 
expert  and  clerical  assistants  as  it  may  require.  The  com- 
mission may  call  upon  any  officer,  department,  board  or 
commission  of  the  commonwealth  for  such  information  and 
assistance  as  may  be  needed  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

The  commission  shall  be  furnished  with  quarters  in  the 
state  house  or  elsewhere  in  the  city  of  Boston.  On  or 
before  December  first  of  each  year  of  its  existence,  the 
commission  shall  make  a  report  of  its  doings  to  the  general 
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court,  and  at  any  time  upon  request  of  the  governor  shall 
make  such  a  report  to  him. 

Section  2.  The  commonwealth  may  engage  in  any 
public  works  project  included  in  any  "comprehensive  pro- 
gram of  pubhc  works"  prepared  under  section  two  hundred 
and  two  of  Title  II  of  the  National  Industrial  Recovery 
Act,  but  only  in  case  such  project  is  approved,  as  herein- 
after provided,  by  the  commission  and  by  the  governor  and 
in  case  the  proper  federal  authorities  have  obligated  the 
federal  government  to  make  a  grant  therefor  of  federal 
money  under  section  two  hundred  and  three  of  said  title; 
provided,  that  such  approval  shall  not  be  granted  for  any 
project  which  will  cause  the  aggregate  expenditure  here- 
under to  be  in  excess  of  twenty-two  million  dollars,  and 
provided  further  that  out  of  such  sum  not  more  than  ten 
million  dollars  shall  be  expended  for  the  construction,  re- 
construction and  resurfacing  of  roads  and  for  projects 
similar  to  those  enumerated  in  section  two  hundred  and 
four  of  said  act.  All  projects  for  the  construction,  recon- 
struction or  resurfacing  of  roads  and  the  construction  of 
sewers  shall  be  done  by  human  labor,  except  in  so  far  as 
machinery  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  state  or  federal  officer 
or  department  having  charge  of  the  project,  reasonably 
necessary,  and  the  wages  for  such  labor  shall  not  be  less 
than  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  as  established  by  the 
federal  government.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  commonwealth  from  engaging 
hereunder  in  any  project  for  which  funds  have  already  been 
appropriated  in  whole  or  in  part,  if  such  project  shall  be 
approved  as  herein  required.  Such  projects,  so  approved, 
shall  be  carried  out  in  all  respects  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  said  Title  II  and  to  such  terms,  conditions,  rules  and 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  applicable  federal  laws 
and  regulations,  as  the  commission  may  establish,  with  the 
approval  of  the  governor,  to  ensure  the  proper  execution 
of  such  projects.  The  commonwealth  may  accept  and  use 
for  carrying  out  any  projects  so  approved  any  grant  or 
loan  of  federal  funds  under  section  two  hundred  and  three 
of  said  Title  II,  and,  for  the  purpose  only  of  carrying  out 
such  projects,  may  from  time  to  time  borrow  from  the 
United  States  of  America  on  the  credit  of  the  common- 
wealth such  sums,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  seventeen 
milHon  dollars,  as  may  be  required,  and  may  issue  bonds, 
notes  or  other  forms  of  written  acknowledgment  of  debt, 
carrying  such  rates  of  interest  as  the  state  treasurer  may 
fix,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  the  proper  federal 
authorities.  Such  bonds,  notes  or  other  forms  of  written 
acknowledgment  of  debt  shall  be  issued  for  such  terms  as 
the  governor  may  recommend  to  the  general  court  in 
accordance  with  section  three  of  Article  LXII  of  the 
amendments  to  the  constitution  of  the  commonwealth,  but 
in  no  event  for  a  shorter  term  than  the  maximum  term 
permitted  by  the  federal  government  for  that  particular 
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issue.  Until  other  provision  is  made  by  the  general  court, 
all  interest  pajnuents  and  payments  on  account  of  principal 
for  money  borrowed  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the 
Highway  Fund,  without  appropriation. 

Section  3.  The  several  officers,  departments,  boards 
and  commissions  of  the  commonwealth,  or  ten  citizens  of 
the  commonwealth,  may  submit  to  the  commission  any 
such  proposed  public  works  project,  in  such  form  as  the 
commission  may  by  rule  or  regulation  require,  accompanied 
by  preliminary  studies  and  general  specifications  sufficient 
for  a  careful  estimate  by  a  competent  contractor.  If,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  commission  after  a  public  hearing  and 
careful  investigation,  any  such  project  is  in  the  public 
interest  and  otherwise  meets  the  requirements  of  the  policy 
set  forth  in  the  preamble  of  this  act,  it  shall  approve  the 
same  and  thereafter  such  project  may  be  submitted  to  the 
governor  for  his  approval.  A  list  of  such  approved  proj- 
ects shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  be  submitted  to  the  proper 
federal  authorities  under  the  National  Industrial  Recovery 
Act,  for  their  approval. 

Section  4.  No  payment  shall  be  made  or  obligation 
incurred  for  the  carrying  out  of  any  project  which  has  been 
approved  by  the  commission  and  the  governor  and  approved 
for  federal  aid  by  the  proper  federal  authorities,  until  plans 
and  specifications  therefor  have  been  approved  by  the 
commission,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  such  rules  or 
regulations  as  the  commission  may  make. 

Section  5.  The  state  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys 
granted  or  loaned  to  the  commonwealth  under  section  two 
hundred  and  three  of  said  Title  II.  Payment  from  the 
state  treasury  for  expenditures  incurred  under  this  act  shall 
be  made  upon  vouchers  filed  with  the  comptroller  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  procedure  prescribed  under  section 
eighteen  of  chapter  twenty-nine  of  the  General  Laws,  and 
all  other  provisions  of  said  chapter  twenty-nine  shall 
apply  in  the  case  of  any  project  undertaken  under  this  act 
or  any  expenditure  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  purposes 
hereof,  except  in  so  far  as  such  provisions  of  law  may  be 
in  conflict  with  applicable  federal  laws  and  regulations. 

Section  6.  Any  state  officer,  board,  commission  or 
department  charged  with  the  duty  of  carrying  out  any 
project  so  approved  shall  have,  in  addition  to  any  powers 
expressly  given  by  statute,  such  powers  as  may  be  deter- 
mined and  certified  by  the  commission  to  be  proper  and 
reasonably  necessary  to  carry  out  such  project,  including 
the  power  to  take  property  by  eminent  domain  on  behalf 
of  the  commonwealth ;  provided,  that  if  such  officer,  board, 
department  or  commission  is  aggrieved  by  such  action,  he 
or  it  may  within  ten  days  after  notice  thereof  appeal  to 
the  governor,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.  The  commis- 
sion is  hereby  authorized  to  make  all  necessary  orders, 
rules  and  regulations  and  perform  all  necessary  actions 
under  this  act;  and  none  of  such  orders,  rules,  regulations 
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and  actions  shall  be  declared  inoperative,  illegal  or  void  for 
any  omission  of  a  technical  nature  in  respect  thereto. 

Section  7.  The  governor  of  the  commonwealth  is 
hereby  authorized  to  take  any  and  all  steps  necessary  from 
time  to  time  to  enable  this  commonwealth  to  secure  any 
benefits  to  which  it  may  be  entitled  under  the  National 
Industrial  Recovery  Act,  and  the  commission  is  hereby 
directed  to  co-operate  and  assist  him  in  every  way  possible. 
The  governor  may  give  the  consent  of  the  commonwealth 
that  any  state  officer  and  employee  may  act  as  agent  of 
the  federal  government  as  provided  in  said  act. 

Approved  July  22,  1933. 
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Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend 
to  defeat  its  purpose  to  alleviate  promptly  conditions  of 
widespread  unemployment,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preser- 
vation of  the  public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Part  I. 

Section  1.  The  Emergency  Finance  Board,  established 
under  section  one  of  chapter  forty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the 
current  year,  in  this  act  referred  to  as  the  board,  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  otherwise  conferred 
or  imposed  upon  it,  exercise  and  perform  the  powers  and 
duties  hereinafter  conferred  or  imposed  upon  it,  and  the 
provisions  of  said  section  one  relative  to  action  by  the 
board  shall  apply  in  the  case  of  action  under  this  act. 
Each  appointive  member  of  the  board,  when  acting  under 
this  act,  shall  receive  from  the  commonwealth  as  compen- 
sation, in  addition  to  any  sums  otherwise  so  payable,  for 
each  day's  attendance  at  board  meetings,  the  sum  of 
thirty  dollars;  provided,  that  the  total  amount  paid  here- 
under to  any  member  for  compensation  as  aforesaid  shall 
not  exceed  three  thousand  dollars  in  any  period  of  twelve 
months. 

The  director  of  the  division  of  accounts,  and  an  assist- 
ant in  said  division  designated  by  him,  and  the  state 
treasurer  shall,  for  each  day's  services  rendered  in  connec- 
tion with  the  work  of  the  board  under  this  act  and  chapter 
three  hundred  and  seven  of  the  acts  of  the  current  year, 
be  paid  thirty  dollars  in  addition  to  his  regular  compen- 
sation; provided,  that  the  total  amount  paid  hereunder  to 
said  director  or  to  said  assistant  or  to  said  treasurer  for 
compensation  as  aforesaid  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand 
dollars  in  any  period  of  twelve  months. 
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Separate  records  and  accounts  shall  be  kept  by  the 
board  of  its  action  under  this  act. 

At  the  request  of  the  board,  in  so  far  as  is  practicable,  Certain 
the  attorney  general,  the  commissioner  of  public  works,  Issfgned'to^"^* 
the  commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation  and  the  ^o^^^- 
commission  on  administration  and  finance  shall  assign  for 
temporary  service  for  the  board,  such  employees  in  their 
respective  departments  as  the  board  may  require  in  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  any  expense  incurred 
by  any  such  department  by  reason  of  such  assignment 
shall  be  deemed  an  expense  of  the  board.     The  board  may 
also  employ,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  governor  and 
council,  such  additional  expert  and  clerical  assistance  as 
it  may  require,  but  the  cost  thereof  in  no  event  shall  exceed 
twenty    thousand    dollars   for   the    balance   of    the   fiscal 
year  ending  November  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-three. 

Section  2.  Any  city  or  town,  including  Boston,  by  a  cities  and 
two  thirds  vote  as  defined  in  section  one  of  chapter  forty-  gaE°inTro-^°' 
four  of  the  General  Laws,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  works^lt^c"'^''*' 
of  such  a  city,  may  engage  in  any  pubhc  works  project 
included  in  any  "comprehensive  program  of  public  works" 
prepared  under  section  two  hundred  and  two  of  Title  II 
of  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act,  but  only  in  case 
such  project  is  approved,  as  hereinafter  provided,  by  the 
board  and  by  the  governor  and  in  case  the  proper  federal 
authorities  have  obligated  the  federal  government  to  make 
a  grant  therefor  of  federal  money  under  section  two  hun- 
dred and  three  of  said  title.  Such  projects,  so  approved, 
shall  be  carried  out  in  all  respects  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  said  Title  II  and  to  such  terms,  conditions,  rules  and 
regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  applicable  federal  laws 
and  regulations,  as  the  board  may  establish,  with  the 
approval  of  the  governor,  to  ensure  the  proper  execution 
of  such  projects.  Any  such  city  or  town  may  accept  and 
use  for  carrying  out  any  project  so  approved  any  grant  or 
loan  of  federal  funds  under  section  two  hundred  and  three 
of  said  Title  II;  and,  for  the  purpose  only  of  carrying  out 
such  project,  may  borrow  from  the  United  States  of  America  May  borrow 
for  such  project  such  sums  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  board  "^""^y- 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  may  issue  bonds,  notes  or 
other  forms  of  written  acknowledgment  of  debt  for  such 
terms  and  carrying  such  rates  of  interest  as  may  be  fixed  by 
the  board  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  aggregate  amount 
that  may  be  borrowed  hereunder  by  any  city  or  town  for 
projects  for  which  borrowings  are  authorized  under  section 
seven  of  said  chapter  forty-four  shall  not  exceed  its  limit 
of  indebtedness,  as  determined  in  accordance  with  section 
ten  of  said  chapter,  by  more  than  one  per  cent  on  the 
average  of  the  assessors'  valuations  of  its  taxable  property 
for  the  three  preceding  years,  such  valuations  to  be  reduced 
and  otherwise  determined  as  provided  in  said  section  ten; 
and  the  amount  that  may  be  borrowed  hereunder  by  any 
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city  or  town  for  any  project  for  which  borrowings  are 
authorized  by  section  eight  of  said  chapter  shall  not  exceed 
the  limit  provided  in  said  section  eight  for  such  projects 
by  more  than  one  per  cent  of  the  last  preceding  assessed 
valuation  of  such  city  or  town.  For  the  purposes  of  the 
foregoing  sentence,  the  limit  of  indebtedness  of  the  city 
of  Boston  shall  be  computed  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  ten  of  said  chapter  forty-four  as  provided 
in  section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  of 
the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-one.  In  fixing 
the  amounts  that  may  be  borrowed  hereunder  for  projects 
for  which  borrowings  are  not  authorized  by  said  chapter 
forty-four,  the  board  shall  be  guided  by  the  above  hmita- 
tions  as  apphed  to  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  appHcable 
to  like  projects.  The  board  shall  fix  the  terms  of  and 
rates  of  interest  on  the  bonds,  notes  or  other  forms  of 
written  acknowledgment  of  debt  issued  hereunder  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  federal  laws  and  regulations 
and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  proper  federal  authori- 
ties, but  such  terms  shall  in  no  event  be  for  a  shorter  time 
than  the  maximum  term  permitted  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment for  that  particular  issue.  All  the  provisions  of  said 
chapter  forty-four,  exclusive  of  the  limitation  contained 
in  the  first  paragraph  of  section  seven  thereof,  shall  apply 
to  any  borrowing  hereunder  by  any  city  or  town,  including 
Boston  and  Worcester,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided 
and  except  in  so  far  as  such  provisions  of  law  may  be  in 
conflict  with  appHcable  federal  laws  and  regulations.  Each 
city  or  town  seeking  the  approval  of  any  project  by  the 
board  shall  submit  to  it  all  information  required  with 
respect  to  the  financial  condition  of  such  city  or  town,  its 
outstanding  indebtedness  within  and  without  its  limit  of 
indebtedness,  the  estimated  cost  of  the  project,  the  alleged 
necessity  therefor  and  the  proposed  method  of  financing 
the  same.  In  granting  or  withholding  its  approval,  the 
board  shall  take  into  consideration,  among  other  things, 
the  necessity  of  the  proposed  project,  the  abihty  of  such 
city  or  town  to  finance  the  same,  the  extent  to  which  the 
carrying  out  of  the  project  will  tend  to  relieve  unemploy- 
ment and  the  extent  to  which  the  maintenance  of  the 
project  when  completed  will  tend  to  increase  or  decrease 
the  annual  expenditures  of  such  city  or  town  and  to  increase 
or  decrease  the  tax  burden  upon  its  inhabitants.

Part  II. 
Construction  of  a  Subway  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  1.     The  following  words  as  used  in  Part  II  Definitions. 
of  this  act  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, 
have  the  following  meanings :  — 

"City"  shall  mean  the  city  of  Boston. 

"Company"  shall  mean  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Department"  shall  mean  the  transit  department  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  or  such  board  or  officers  as  may  succeed  to 
its  rights  and  duties. 

"Premises"  shall  mean  the  property  authorized  to  be 
acquired  or  constructed  by  the  department  under  the 
provisions  of  section  two  of  Part  II  of  this  act,  except 
equipment. 

"Equipment"  shall  mean  the  property  which  the  de- 
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partment  is  authorized  to  provide  and  furnish  under  the 
provisions  of  section  three  of  Part  II  of  this  act. 

Whenever  any  act  is  required  or  authorized  to  be  done 
or  performed  by  the  department  under  Part  II  of  this  act, 
such  action  shall  be  in  the  name  of  and  on  behalf  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  and  whenever  any  action  is  required  or 
permitted  to  be  taken  by  the  city  under  Part  II  of  this 
act,  such  act  shall  be  performed  by  the  department,  unless 
otherwise  expressly  provided  by  Part  II  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  Provided  the  board  and  the  governor 
approve  the  public  works  project  as  hereinafter  author- 
ized, and  the  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth  are  complied 
with,  the  department  may  construct  within  the  limits  of 
the  city  a  subway  connecting  with  or  being  an  extension  of 
any  existing  subway;  provided  such  project  as  so  approved 
is  also  approved  by  the  proper  federal  authorities  and  a 
substantial  part  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  said  extension 
can  be  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Industrial  Recovery  Act.  Such  project  so  approved  shall 
be  carried  out  in  all  respects  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Title  II  of  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act,  subject 
to  the  terms  and  conditions  imposed  by  the  board  and  to 
the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  pursuant  to  section 
two  of  Part  I  of  this  act,  and  the  city  may  accept  and  use 
for  the  carrying  out  of  such  project  any  grant  or  loan  of 
federal  funds  under  said  Title  II. 

Section  3.  The  department  shall  provide,  equip  and 
furnish  the  subway  or  extension  authorized  by  virtue  of 
section  two  of  Part  II  and  the  stations  and  approaches 
thereof  and  thereto  to  the  same  extent  and  manner  as 
provided  in  section  three  of  chapter  four  hundred  and 
eighty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-three, 
with  respect  to  the  railway  authorized  by  said  act. 

Section  4.  For  the  purposes  of  Part  II  of  this  act  the 
department  shall  have  all  the  powers  conferred  upon  the 
Boston  transit  commission  by  chapter  five  hundred  and 
forty-eight  of  the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four 
and  by  chapter  seven  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  acts 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven  and  amendments  thereof, 
either  generally  or  in  connection  with  the  construction  or 
operation  of  any  tunnel  or  subway  authorized  by  said 
chapters,  and  like  powers  as  conferred  by  chapter  four 
hundred  and  eighty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-three  with  respect  to  the  works  authorized  there- 
under, and  by  all  other  acts  conferring  authority  upon  the 
Boston  transit  commission  or  the  department. 

The  premises  and  equipment  may  be  constructed  upon, 
under  or  over  public  or  private  ways  or  lands  including 
lands  devoted  to  the  public  use  and  property  belonging  to 
a  railroad  company. 

For  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  work  authorized 
by  Part  II  of  this  act  the  department  may  enter  upon  and 
use  the  land  of  others.     Any  person  injured  in  his  property 
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by  such  entry  or  use  of  his  land  by  the  department  may 
recover  his  damages  under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Section  5.  To  meet  the  cost  of  the  premises  and  equip- 
ment, the  city,  with  the  approval  of  the  emergency  finance 
board,  may  issue  bonds  which  shall  be  designated  on  their 
face  Subway  Bonds,  Acts  of  1933,  in  the  same  manner  as 
bonds  issued  under  section  eleven  of  said  chapter  four  hun- 
dred and  eighty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  and  the  provisions  of  said  section  shall  apply  to  the 
premises  and  equipment  and  all  action  taken  under  author- 
ity of  this  section,  provided,  however,  that  the  city  shall 
obtain  as  large  a  sum  as  is  possible  under  the  provisions 
of  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act. 

Section  6.  All  rentals  or  other  payments  received  by 
the  city  under  Part  II  of  this  act  shall  be  used  so  far  as 
necessary  for  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  obhgations 
incurred  hereunder  and  the  balance  shall  be  used  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal  thereof  or  the  accumulation  of 
a  sinking  fund  therefor.  All  indebtedness  incurred  under 
Part  II  of  this  act  shall  be  outside  of  the  statutory  limit  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city,  but  within  the  limitations  set 
forth  in  Part  I. 

Section  7.  No  construction  work  shall  be  done  under 
Part  II  of  this  act,  however,  unless  and  until  a  plan  therefor 
shall  be  approved  by  the  commission  of  the  department  of 
public  utilities  and  the  mayor  of  the  city  and  unless  and 
until  a  contract  between  the  city  and  the  company  shall 
have  been  executed  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  use  by  the 
company  of  the  premises  and  equipment  for  a  term  begin- 
ning with  the  use  thereof  and  ending  upon  the  termination 
of  the  lease  or  contract  for  use  as  at  present  extended  of 
the  Boylston  street  subway.  Any  plan  so  approved  may 
be  altered  at  any  time  by  a  new  plan  approved  in  like 
manner  except  that  after  the  execution  of  said  contract 
for  use  no  such  alteration  shall  be  made  without  the  con- 
sent thereto  of  the  company  in  writing  nor  at  any  time 
except  with  the  approval  of  said  emergency  finance  board, 
the  governor  and  such  approvals  as  may  be  required  under 
the  provisions  of  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act 
or  regulations  made  thereunder.  The  contract  shall  be 
in  the  same  general  form  as  that  authorized  by  said  chapter 
four  hundred  and  eighty,  except  in  so  far  as  any  other 
provision  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  department  and  the 
company  as  specially  applicable  to  the  demised  premises. 
The  net  cost  of  the  premises  and  equipment  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  the  manner  provided  in  said  chapter  four  hundred 
and  eighty,  except  that  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
amount  so  determined  all  amounts  received  by  the  city  as 
direct  grants,  or  by  remission  of  bonds  or  other  obligations, 
or  in  any  manner  or  form  whatsoever  amounting  in  sub- 
stance directly  or  indirectly  to  a  contribution  to  the  cost 
of  the  premises  and  equipment  under  the  National  Indus- 
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trial  Recovery  Act.  The  rental  shall  be  payable  annually 
on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  .July  in  each  year.  Such  con- 
tract for  use  shall  provide  that  the  company  shall  pay  to 
the  city  for  each  full  year  ending  with  the  last  day  of  June, 
and  ratably  for  any  portion  of  the  year,  an  annual  rental 
which  shall  be  sufficient  to  provide  an  amount  equal  to  one 
half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  net  cost  of  the  premises  and 
equipment  in  addition  to  the  annual  amount  of  interest  on 
bonds  issued  to  pay  for  said  net  cost,  but  not  less  than  four 
and  one  half  per  cent  of  said  net  cost  in  any  event;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  said  annual  rental  shall  be  payable 
by  the  company  in  any  year  only  if  and  to  the  extent  that 
the  reserve  fund  provided  for  by  section  five  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the  Special  Acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  eighteen  exceeds  on  the  last  day  of  June  the 
amount  originally  established;  provided,  however,  that 
such  excess  shall  be  determined  and  the  obligation  to  pay 
the  rental  shall  accrue  only  after  deducting  from  said  reserve 
fund  the  full  amount  of  the  rental  payable  under  any  con- 
tracts executed  under  the  authority  of  chapter  three  hun- 
dred and  forty-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five  as  amended  and  after  fully  reimbursing  the 
commonwealth  as  provided  in  sections  eleven  and  thirteen 
of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine.  If  by  virtue 
of  the  foregoing  provisos  the  company  is  not  required  to 
make  the  full  rental  payment  as  above  provided  for  the 
premises  and  equipment  authorized  by  this  act,  the  city 
shall  place  any  amounts  so  unpaid  in  its  next  ensuing  tax 
levy. 

Section  8.  The  provisions  of  chapter  five  hundred  and 
fifty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  seven  as  amended, 
and  of  sections  one  hundred  and  ten  and  one  hundred  and 
eleven  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  General  Laws  as  appear- 
ing in  the  Tercentenary  Edition  thereof  shall  not  apply 
to  the  work  authorized  by  virtue  of  Part  II  of  this  act. 

Section  9.  Upon  acceptance  of  Part  II  of  this  act  by 
vote  of  the  city  council  of  the  city,  approved  by  the  mayor, 
the  department  may  immediately  make  such  preliminary 
investigations,  surveys  and  plans  as  it  may  deem  expe- 
dient, and  to  that  end  may  enter  upon  any  lands  and  place 
and  maintain  marks  therein  and  may  make  excavations 
and  borings  and  do  all  other  acts  necessary  for  such  investi- 
gations and  surveys.  The  department  may  expend  such 
sums  not  in  excess  of  ten  thousand  dollars  as  it  deems 
necessary  therefor.  The  expenses  incurred  in  making  such 
preliminary  investigations,  surveys  and  plans  shall  be  paid 
from  the  loans  authorized  by  chapter  seven  hundred  and 
forty-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  but 
if  and  when  the  construction  is  begun  hereunder,  the  amount 
so  expended  shall  be  transferred  and  charged  to  the  cost 
of  the  premises. 

Section  10.  The  department  may  make  contracts  for 
work  authorized  by  virtue  of  Part  II  of  this  act  but  all

contracts  subject  thereto  shall  comply  with  all  requirements 
of  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  pursuant 
to  section  two  of  Part  I  of  this  act,  and  all  contracts  in- 
volving two  thousand  dollars  or  more  in  amount  shall  be 
in  writing  and  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  department. 
No  such  written  contract  shall  be  altered  except  by  an 
instrument  in  writing,  signed  by  the  contractor  and  a 
majority  of  the  department,  and  also  by  the  sureties  on  any 
bond  given  by  the  contractor  for  the  completion  of  the 
original  contract.  No  such  contract  and  no  alteration 
of  any  such  contract  shall  be  vahd  or  binding  on  the  city 
unless  executed  in  the  manner  aforesaid. 

Section  11.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  Part  II  of 
this  act  contained,  the  department  with  the  approval  of 
the  emergency  finance  board  is  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
struct and  equip  the  premises  in  accordance  with  any 
requirements  of  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act 
or  rules  and  regulations  made  thereunder  and  to  take  any 
action  in  its  judgment  necessary  in  order  to  procure  as 
nearly  as  it  deems  practicable  the  maximum  amount 
obtainable  under  said  act  as  a  direct  grant  and  the  maxi- 
mum amount  which  may  be  borrowed  under  the  provisions 
of  said  act. 

Section  12.  Said  contract  for  use  shall  not  in  any  respect 
impair  any  right  which  the  commonwealth  or  any  political 
subdivision  thereof  may  at  any  time  have  to  take  the  rail- 
way properties  and  rights  of  the  company  or  any  right 
which  the  commonwealth  or  any  political  subdivision 
thereof  may  have  under  section  sixteen  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the  Special  Acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eighteen  or  under  section  seventeen  of  chapter 
three  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-one.  In  the  event  of  such  taking  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  to  the  company  shall  not  be  enhanced 
by  reason  of  such  contract  nor  shall  it  be  diminished  because 
of  the  fact  that  without  it  properties  might  be  cut  off. 

Section  13.  The  provisions  of  Part  I  of  this  act,  so 
far  as  inconsistent  with  Part  II,  shall  not  apply  to  Part  II, 
nor  preclude  action  thereunder.  The  inclusion  of  Part  II 
in  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  in  any  way  indicating 
any  intent  on  the  part  of  the  general  court  to  prefer  the 
project  authorized  under  said  Part  II  over  any  other 
project  which  may  be  submitted  to  the  board  by  the  city 
of  Boston. 

Section  14.  Part  II  of  this  act  shall  take  full  effect  only 
upon  its  acceptance  both  by  vote  of  the  city  council  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  approved  by  the  mayor,  and  by  the  Boston 
Elevated  Railway  Company  by  vote  of  its  board  of  directors, 
and  upon  the  filing  of  certificates  of  such  acceptances  with 
the  state  secretary,  provided  that  such  acceptances,  ap- 
proval and  filing  occur  during  the  current  year,  except  that 
section  nine  shall  take  effect  as  provided  therein. 
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Part  III. 

Rapid  Transit  Extensions  Outside  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  1.  The  following  words  as  used  in  Part  III 
of  this  act  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have 
the  following  meanings :  — 

"Company"  shall  mean  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway- 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Department"  shall  mean  the  transit  department  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  or  such  board  or  officers  as  may  succeed  to 
its  rights  and  duties. 

"District"  shall  mean  the  Boston  metropolitan  dis- 
trict established  by  section  one  of  chapter  three  hundred 
and  eighty-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-nine. 

"Premises"  shall  mean  the  property  authorized  to  be 
acquired  or  constructed  by  the  department  under  the 
provisions  of  Part  III,  except  equipment. 

"Equipment"  shall  mean  the  property  which  the  depart- 
ment is  authorized  to  provide  and  furnish  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  second  paragraph  of  section  eight  of  Part  III 
of  this  act. 

"Trustees"  shall  mean  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Boston 
metropolitan  district  established  by  section  two  of  said 
chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty-three. 

Section  2.  Provided  the  board  and  the  governor  ap- 
prove the  public  works  project  as  hereinafter  authorized, 
and  the  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth  are  complied  with, 
the  trustees,  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  district,  may 
construct  a  rapid  transit  extension  or  extensions  outside 
the  city  of  Boston  connecting  with  existing  lines  of  the 
company,  by  means  of  subways,  tunnels,  ramps,  viaducts, 
reserved  spaces,  private  rights  of  way,  surface  tracks  with 
cuts  or  fill,  bridges  or  other  forms  of  construction;  pro- 
vided such  project  as  so  approved  is  also  approved  by  the 
proper  federal  authorities  and  a  substantial  part  of  the 
cost  of  the  construction  and  equipment  of  each  such  exten- 
sion can  be  obtained  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Industrial  Recovery  Act.  Such  project  so  approved  shall 
be  carried  out  in  all  respects  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Title  II  of  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act  and  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  imposed  by  the  board  and  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  promulgated  pursuant  to  section  two 
of  Part  I  of  this  act,  and  the  district  may  accept  and  use 
for  the  carrying  out  of  such  project  any  grant  or  loan  of 
federal  funds  under  said  Title  II. 

Section  3.  The  trustees  shall  immediately  cause  to 
be  prepared  by  the  department  preliminary  plans  together 
with  all  prehminary  investigations,  surveys,  borings  and 
estimates  of  the  cost  for  the  construction  and  equipment  of 
such  an  extension  provided  not  more  than  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  shall  be  expended  therefor 
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and  upon  approval  of  the  project  as  required  in  the  pre- 
ceding section  or  prior  thereto  if  the  same  are  required  as 
a  condition  of  any  such  approval  shall  cause  final  and 
detailed  plans  to  be  prepared  by  the  department  for  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  any  such  extension. 

Section  4.  No  work  of  construction  shall  be  done  Construction 
under  Part  III  of  this  act  (a)  until  the  trustees  have  caused  Commence? 
to  be  prepared  plans  showing  the  proposed  location  of  any  "^^ii,  etc. 
such  extension,  the  general  form  and  method  of  construc- 
tion, the  location  and  equipment  of  proposed  tracks  and 
the  alignment  and  grade  thereof,  and  the  proposed  sta- 
tions and  approaches  and  other  structures,  which  plans 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  metropohtan  transit  council  and 
the  company,  for  examination;  nor  (6)  until  the  trustees, 
after  public  hearing  notice  of  which  shall  be  published  at 
least  one  week  prior  thereto  in  at  least  two  newspapers 
published  in  the  city  of  Boston,  shall  formally  approve  and 
sign  the  same;  nor  (c)  until  a  contract  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  same  by  the  company  has  been  executed  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Any  such  plan  so  approved  and 
signed  may  be  altered  at  any  time  before  the  execution  of 
the  contract  for  use  of  the  extension  included  therein  and 
its  equipment,  by  a  new  plan  prepared,  submitted  and 
approved  in  like  manner;  but  after  execution  of  the  con- 
tract for  use  no  changes  shall  be  made  in  the  plan  for  the 
premises  without  the  consent  of  the  company  thereto  in 
writing  nor  at  any  time  except  with  the  approval  of  the 
board,  the  governor,  and  such  approvals  as  may  be  re- 
quired under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Industrial 
Recovery  Act  or  regulations  niade  thereunder.  If  and 
when  the  aforesaid  conditions  have  been  complied  with, 
the  department  in  behalf  of  the  district  shall  construct  and 
equip  the  same. 

Section  5.  For  the  purposes  of  Part  III  of  this  act  Powers  of 
the  department  shall  have  all  the  powers  conferred  upon  department, 
the  Boston  transit  commission  by  chapter  five  hundred 
and  forty-eight  of  the  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  and  by  chapter  seven  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the 
acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven  and  amendments 
thereof,  either  generally  or  in  connection  with  the  con- 
struction or  operation  of  any  tunnel  or  subway  authorized 
by  said  chapters,  and  like  powers  as  conferred  by  chapter 
four  hundred  and  eighty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  twenty-three  with  respect  to  the  works  authorized 
thereunder,  and  by  all  other  acts  conferring  authority  upon 
the  Boston  transit  commission  or  the  department;  pro- 
vided, that  whenever  any  act  or  action  is  authorized,  re- 
quired or  permitted  by  said  statutes  to  be  done  by,  or  in 
the  name  or  in  behalf  of  the  city  of  Boston,  the  department 
shall  have  like  power  and  authority  to  act  in  the  name  and 
in  behalf  of  the  district. 

Section  6.     For  the  purposes  of  constructing  the  works  Damages 
authorized  by  Part  III  of  this  act,  the  department  may  *''^  p''"''®'^'^^- 
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enter  upon  and  use  the  land  of  others.  Any  person  injured 
in  his  property  by  such  entry  or  use  of  his  land  by  the 
department  may  recover  his  damages  from  the  district 
under  chapter  seventy-nine  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  7.  Any  such  extension  may  be  constructed 
upon,  under  or  over  public  or  private  ways  or  public  lands 
or  lands  devoted  to  the  pubhc  use  including,  with  its  con- 
sent, any  property  belonging  to  a  railroad  or  a  terminal 
company,  but  such  consent  shall  not  be  required  to  cross- 
ings above  or  below  grade  or  to  taking  of  property  outside 
the  location  of  a  railroad. 

Section  8.  The  department,  in  connection  with  the 
construction  of  any  such  extension,  shall  lay  out  and  con- 
struct therefor,  terminals,  stations,  shelters,  transfer  areas, 
inclosed  or  otherwise,  yards  and  other  structures  necessary 
or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  operation  thereof  or 
their  use  by  the  pubhc,  including  connections  with  any 
existing  tracks  of  the  company. 

The  department  shall  also  provide,  equip  and  furnish 
any  such  extension,  and  the  property  and  structures  pro- 
vided for  by  the  preceding  paragraph  to  the  same  extent 
and  manner  as  provided  in  section  three  of  chapter  four 
hundred  and  eighty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-three,  with  respect  to  the  railway  authorized  by 
said  chapter. 

Section  9.  In  the  employment  of  laborers,  workmen, 
mechanics,  engineers  and  all  employees  engaged  in  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  Part  III  of  this  act,  the  depart- 
ment shall,  in  so  far  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act  and  of 
this  act,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  made  thereunder 
or  promulgated  by  the  board  employ  persons  resident  in 
the  several  cities  and  towns  composing  the  district  in  as 
nearly  as  may  be  practicable  the  same  ratio  as  the  current 
expenses  of  the  district  are  apportioned  under  section 
twelve  of  said  chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty-three  of 
the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-nine. 

Section  10.  To  meet  the  cost  of  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  Part  III  of  this  act  the  trustees  in  behalf  of  the 
district  shall  obtain  as  large  a  sum  as  is  possible  under  the 
provisions  of  the  National  Industrial  Recovery  Act  and 
so  far  as  necessary  in  their  judgment  to  provide  funds 
required  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  Part  III  of  this 
act,  shall  from  time  to  time,  with  the  approval  of  the  board, 
issue  and  sell  bonds  of  the  district  in  the  manner  and  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  section  ten  of  chapter  three  hun- 
dred and  eighty-three  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  and  section  two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
forty-seven  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
two,  and  the  provisions  of  said  sections  shall  apply  thereto 
in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  notes 
or  bonds  of  the  district  were  specifically  authorized  in  said 
chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty-three. 
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Section  11.  When  plans  have  been  approved  as  afore-  Department 
said  and  the  approvals  required  by  section  two  of  Part  III  f^r  us'e°of^ex- 
of  this  act  have  been  given,  the  trustees  in  the  name  and  tensions,  etc. 
behalf  of  the  district  may  execute  a  contract  with  the  com- 
pany upon  the  terms  and  conditions  herein  prescribed  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  use  of  the  premises  and  equipment 
thereof  for  the  running  of  trains  and /or  cars  therein  and 
thereon  and  for  such  other  uses  as  the  trustees  and  the 
company  may  agree  upon  for  a  term  which  shall  extend 
from  the  beginning  of  the  use  of  the  premises  to  the  hrst 
day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-one,  at  a  rental 
as  hereinafter  provided.  Such  contract  for  use  shall  con- 
tinue in  force  after  the  expiration  of  the  definite  term 
specified  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  until  ^  the 
same  is  terminated  by  notice  from  the  district  or  from  the 
company  as  hereinafter  provided.     The  district  may  ter-  Contract  may

mmate  said  contract  on  the  nrst  day  oi  July,  nmeteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-one  or  on  the  first  day  of  July  of  any  year 
thereafter  by  giving  at  least  two  years'  prior  notice  in 
writing,  and  the  company  may  likewise  terminate  said 
contract  on  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and 
eighty-one  or  on  the  first  day  of  any  year  thereafter  by 
giving  to  the  trustees  at  least  two  j^ears'  prior  notice  in 
writing;  but  no  notice  on  the  part  of  either  the  district  or 
the  company  shall  be  given  more  than  three  years  prior 
to  the  date  therein  fixed  for  termination.  Such  contract 
for  use  shall  provide  that  the  company  shall  pay  to  the 
district  for  each  full  year  ending  with  the  last  day  of  June 
and  ratably  for  any  portion  of  a  year,  an  annual  rental 
which  shall  be  sufficient  to  provide  an  amount  equal  to 
one  half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  net  cost  of  the  premises  and 
equipment  in  addition  to  the  annual  amount  of  interest 
on  bonds  issued  to  pay  for  said  net  cost,  but  not  less  than 
four  and  one  half  per  cent  of  said  net  cost  in  any  event; 
provided,  however,  that  said  annual  rental  shall  be  pay- 
able by  the  company  in  any  year  only  if  and  to  the  extent 
that  the  reserve  fund  provided  for  by  section  five  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the  Special  Acts  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  eighteen  exceeds  on  the  last  day  of 
June  the  amount  originally  established;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  such  excess  shall  be  determined  and  the  obliga- 
tion to  pay  rental  shall  accrue  only  after  deducting  from 
said  reserve  fund  the  full  amount  of  the  rental  payable 
under  any  contracts  executed  under  the  authority  of  the 
Governor  Square  Act,  so-called,  being  chapter  three  hun- 
dred and  forty-one  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five,  as  amended,  and  after  deducting  the  full 
amount  of  the  rental  payable  under  any  contract  for  use 
of  any  subway  extension  made  under  Part  II  of  this  act 
and  after  fully  reimbursing  the  commonwealth  as  provided 
in  sections  eleven  and  thirteen  of  said  chapter  one  hundred 
and  fifty-nine.  If  by  reason  of  the  foregoing  provisos  the 
pompany  does  not  make  the  full  rental  payment  as  above 
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provided  for  the  premises  and  equipment  authorized  by 
Part  III  of  this  act,  any  amount  so  unpaid  shall  annually 
be  raised  by  taxation  in  the  manner  and  as  provided  in 
section  twelve  of  said  chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty- 
three.  Rental  shall  be  payable  annually  on  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  July  in  each  year. 

The  use  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  premises  and 
equipment  by  the  company  and  the  accrual  of  rental 
therefor  shall  begin  upon  certification  by  the  commission 
of  the  department  of  public  utilities  that  the  premises  and 
equipment  or  any  part  of  said  premises  and  equipment 
are  in  safe  and  proper  condition  for  operation,  and  as  to 
any  part  that  the  operation  of  such  part  prior  to  the  com- 
pletion of  the  whole  premises  is  in  the  public  interest. 

The  net  cost  shall  be  deemed  to  include,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  herein,  all  expenditures  incurred  in  acquisi- 
tion and  construction  of  the  premises  and  equipment, 
including  damages,  expenses,  such  proportion  of  the  sal- 
aries and  expenses  of  the  department  as  may  in  its  opinion 
be  properly  chargeable  thereto,  and  interest  on  the  debt 
incurred  for  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the  prem- 
ises and  equipment  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  use  thereof; 
and  in  determining  the  same  there  shall  be  deducted  the 
premiums  realized  from  the  sale  of  bonds  included  in 
determining  the  rental  and  any  interest  received  by  the 
district  upon  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  prior  to  the 
expenditure  of  such  proceeds  and  the  proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  any  property  acquired  in  connection  with  the  con- 
struction of  the  premises  and  later  sold,  provided  that 
there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  so  determined 
all  amounts  received  by  the  district  as  direct  grants,  or 
by  remission  of  bonds  or  other  obligation,  or  in  any  man- 
ner or  form  whatsoever  amounting  in  substance,  directly 
or  indirectly,  to  a  contribution  to  the  cost  of  the  premises 
and  equipment  under  the  National  Industrial  Recovery 
Act. 

Such  contract  for  use  shall  provide  that  all  equipment 
furnished  by  the  district  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  by 
the  company  in  proper  repair  and  condition,  and  shall 
contain  such  provisions  for  depreciation,  obsolescence  and 
losses  with  respect  to  such  equipment  as  may  be  agreed 
upon.  Such  contract  shall  also  contain  such  other  pro- 
visions and  conditions  not  affecting  the  term  or  the  rental 
nor  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  the 
trustees  and  the  company  may  agree  upon. 

Section  12.  Every  person  sustaining  damage  by  reason 
of  property  or  rights  in  property  taken  under  authority 
of  Part  III  of  this  act  or  in  carrying  out  its  provisions, 
except  public  ways  or  lands,  shall  be  entitled  to  recover 
the  same  from  the  district  under  chapter  seventy-nine  of 
the  General  Laws.  Neither  the  members  of  the  depart- 
ment nor  the  trustees  shall  be  liable  personally  for  any 
such  damage. 
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Section  13.     The  department  may  make  contracts  in  Contracts  to 
the  name  of  the  district  for  the  work  authorized  by  Part  re^^ren^nts 
III  of  this  act  but  all  contracts  subject  thereto  shall  com-  indigtnrf' 
ply  with  all  requirements  of  the  National  Industrial  Recov-  Recovery  Act. 
ery  Act  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
promulgated  pursuant  to  section  two  of  Part  I  of  this  act, 
and  all  contracts  involving  two  thousand  dollars  or  more 
in  amount  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  department  and  shall  not  be  binding  until  approved  by 
vote  of  the  trustees.     No  such  contract  shall  be  altered 
except  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  signed  by  the  con- 
tractor and  a  majority  of  the  department,  and  also  by  the 
sureties  on  any  bond  given  by  the  contractor  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  original  contract,  and  approved  by  vote  of 
the  trustees.     No  such  contract  and  no  alteration  of  any 
such  contract  shall  be  valid  or  binding  on  the  district  unless 
executed  in  the  manner  aforesaid. 

Section    14.     Notwithstanding   anything   in    Part    III  Aiinecessary 
of  this  act  contained,  but  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  take°n\o°secure 
board  and  the  governor,  the  trustees  and  the  department  federal  funds. 
are  hereby  authorized  to  construct  and  equip  said  premises 
in    accordance    with    any   requirements    of    the    National 
Industrial  Recovery  Act  or  rules  and  regulations  made 
thereunder  and  to  take  any  action  in  their  judgment  neces- 
sary in  order  to  procure  as  nearly  as  they  deem  practicable 
the   maximum   amount   obtainable   under  said   act   as   a 
direct  grant  and  the  maximum  amount  which  may  be 
borrowed  under  the  provisions  of  said  act.

to  provide  funds  therefor,  shall  be  for  maximum  terms  of 
years  to  expire  not  later  than  November  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty,  as  recommended  by  the  governor  in  a 
message  to  the  general  court  dated  July  twenty-second, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  in  pursuance  of  section 
three  of  Article  LXII  of  the  amendments  to  the  constitution. 

Section  2.  The  notes  which  the  state  treasurer  is 
authorized  to  issue  under  chapter  three  hundred  and 
forty-one  of  the  acts  of  the  current  year,  establishing  a 
municipal  finance  commission  for  the  town  of  Millville, 
shall  be  issued  for  maximum  terms  of  years  to  expire  not

Department  of  Agriculture. 
The  department  of  agriculture  is  hereby  authorized,  beginning 
December  first  of  the  current  year,  to  anticipate  an  appro- 
priation to  cover  necessary  expenses  for  the  administration 
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of  chapter  three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
current  year  requiring  dealers  in  milk  or  cream  to  be  licensed 
and  bonded. 

Department  of  Public  Works. 
The  treasurer  and  receiver-general  is  hereby  directed  to  assess 
upon  the  mimicipalities  of  the  metropolitan  parks  district, 
including  the  city  of  Revere,  in  proportion  to  the  respective 
taxable  valuations  of  the  property  of  said  municipalities  as 
defined  by  section  fifty-nine  of  chapter  ninety-two  of  the 
General  Laws,  from  time  to  time  as  certified  by  the  depart- 
ment of  public  works,  such  sums  as  represent  that  portion

Certificate.  ]^\j.q  ^g  g^  common  Carrier  without  a  certificate  obtained  as 
hereinafter  provided  from  the  department  of  public  utiH- 
ties,  hereinafter  called  the  department.  Whether  or  not 
any  motor  vehicle  is  being  operated  as  a  common  carrier 
within  the  meaning  of  this  section  shall  be  a  question  of 
fact  to  be  determined  by  the  department.  The  depart- 
ment shall  have  authority  and  jurisdiction  to  determine 
applications  for  such  certificates.  Every  application  for 
a  certificate  shall  be  made  in  writing  in  such  form  as  the 
department  may  prescribe,  shall  be  verified  by  oath  or 
written  declaration  that  it  is  made  under  the  penalties  of 
perjury,  and  shall  contain  such  information  as  the  depart- 
ment may  require.  Upon  the  fifing  of  any  such  appfica- 
tion  and  the  payment  of  the  fee  hereinafter  prescribed,  the 
department  shall  within  a  reasonable  time  fix  the  time  and 
place  for  a  hearing  thereon.  A  written  notice  of  such 
hearing  shall  be  mailed  by  the  department  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  date  fixed  therefor  to  all  common  carriers,  in- 
cluding steam  and  electric  railway  companies,  serving  any 
part  of  the  route  proposed  to  be  served  by  the  applicant,  to 
the  commissioner  of  pubhc  works  and  to  any  other  person 
who  may,  in  the  opinion  of  the  department,  be  interested  in 
or  affected  by  the  issuance  of  such  certificate.

No  such  person  shall  charge,  demand, 
exact,  receive  or  collect  for  any  service  rendered  an  amount 
greater  or  less  than  the  rate  specified  in  such  schedule  or 
schedules,  nor  shall  any  such  carrier  refund  or  remit  in  any 
manner  by  any  device  any  portion  of  the  rate  so  specified, 
nor  make  or  give  any  unreasonable  preference  or  advantage 
to  any  person,  nor  subject  any  person  to  any  unreasonable 
prejudice  or  discrimination;  provided,  that  if  in  any  in- 
stance the  department  is  convinced  that  the  absence  of 
regulation  of  rates  applicable  to  competing  interstate 
traffic  or  traffic  within  adjacent  states  will  operate  to  the 
detriment  of  the  interests  of  motor  carriers  within  the 
commonwealth  or  of  other  interests  within  the  common- 
wealth, the  department  shall  so  modify  this  requirement  as 
to  assure  no  undue  prejudice.  The  department  may,  on 
complaint  by  any  interested  party,  after  notice  and  hearing, 
allow  or  disallow,  alter  or  prescribe  such  rates. 

Section  20.     The  term  "contract  carrier"  as  hereinafter  Term 
used  is  intended  to  include  every  person  engaged  in  trans-  carrier"" 
porting  property  for  hire  by  motor  vehicle,  other  than  a  'defined. 
common  carrier  as  defined  in  section  seventeen,  except  that 
the  term  shall  not  be  construed  to  include  any  person  who 
does  not  engage  regularly  in  the  transportation  business 
but  on  occasional  trips  transports  the  property  of  others 
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for  hire.  Whether  or  not  any  person  is  engaging  regularly 
in  the  transportation  business  within  the  meaning  of 
this  paragraph  shall  be  a  question  of  fact  to  be  determined 
by  the  department. 

It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  business  of  contract  carriers 
is  affected  with  the  public  interest  and  that  the  safety  and 
welfare  of  the  public  upon  the  public  ways  within  the  com- 
monwealth, the  preservation  and  maintenance  of  such 
ways  and  the  proper  regulation  of  common  carriers  using 
such  ways  require  the  regulation  of  contract  carriers  to  the 
extent  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  21 .  No  contract  carrier  shall  operate  any  motor 
vehicle  for  the  transportation  of  property  for  hire  on  any 
public  way  within  the  commonwealth  unless  there  is  in 
force  with  respect  to  such  carrier  a  permit,  issued  by  the 
department,  authorizing  such  operation;  provided,  that 
any  contract  carrier  who  has  been  regularly  engaged  in 
such  business  from  February  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-three,  may  continue  such  operation  pending  the 
issue  of  such  permit,  if  the  application  therefor  is  made 
within  sixty  days  from  the  effective  date  of  this  section. 

Section  22.  Applications  for  such  permits  shall  be  made 
to  the  department  in  writing,  verified  by  oath  or  written 
declaration  that  it  is  made  under  the  penalties  of  perjury, 
and  shall  contain  such  information  as  the  department  may 
require. 

Section  23.  Such  a  permit  shall  be  issued  to  any 
qualified  applicant  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  applicant  is 
fit,  willing  and  able  properly  to  perform  the  service  of 
contract  carrier,  and  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  Part 
II  of  this  chapter  and  the  lawful  requirements,  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  department  made  thereunder  and  that 
the  proposed  operation  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  public 
interest.  The  department  shall  specify  in  the  permit  the 
operations  covered  thereby  and  shall  attach  to  it  at  the 
time  of  issuance,  and  from  time  to  time  thereafter,  such 
terms  and  conditions  not  inconsistent  with  the  character 
of  the  holder  as  a  contract  carrier  as  the  public  interest 
may  require. 

Section  2If.  The  department  of  its  own  motion  may, 
and  on  petition  of  any  interested  party  after  a  public 
hearing  shall,  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  covering  the 
operation  of  contract  carriers  in  competition  with  com- 
mon carriers  over  the  public  ways  within  the  common- 
wealth, and  prescribe  minimum  rates  and  charges  of 
contract  carriers  in  competition  with  common  carriers  to 
be  collected  by  such  contract  carriers,  which  rates  and 
charges  in  general  shall  not  be  less  than  those  charged  by 
such  common  carriers  for  substantially  the  same  or  similar 
service.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  trans- 
portation of  property  by  motor  vehicle  for  any  common 
carrier  when  the  rate  charged  the  public  for  transportation 
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of  such  property  is  already  published  and  filed  with  the 
department. 

Section  25.  In  order  that  there  may  be  proper  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  use  of  the  public  ways  within  the 
commonwealth,  every  common  carrier  and  every  contract 
carrier  regularly  engaged  in  transporting  property  between 
points  within  and  points  without  the  commonwealth  or 
across  or  through  the  commonwealth  is  hereby  required  to 
obtain  a  permit  for  such  operation  from  the  department, 
and  all  persons  making  two  or  more  such  trips  in  any  thirty- 
day  period  shall  be  deemed  to  be  so  regularly  engaged. 
Whether  or  not  any  person  is  so  regularly  engaged  shall  be 
a  question  of  fact  to  be  determined  by  the  department. 
Application  for  such  permits  shall  be  made  in  the  manner 
and  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  department  in  its  regula- 
tions, and  such  permits  shall  issue  as  a  matter  of  right  upon 
compliance  with  such  regulations  and  payment  of  fees 
herein  required,  unless  the  department  shall  find  that  the 
condition  of  the  public  ways  to  be  used  is  such  that  the 
operation  proposed  would  be  unsafe,  or  the  safety  of  other 
users  thereof  would  be  endangered  thereby. 

Section  26.  Each  application  for  such  a  certificate  or 
such  a  permit  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  two  dollars. 
Distinguishing  plates  shall  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by 
the  department  for,  and  shall  be  displayed  at  all  times  on, 
each  motor  vehicle  operated  under  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Part  II  of  this  chapter.  Transfer  of  such  plates  from  one 
vehicle  to  another  is  prohibited  except  upon  authority  and 
consent  of  the  department.  The  charge  for  each  set  of 
plates  shall  be  two  dollars.  Any  such  certificate  or  any 
such  permit  issued  as  aforesaid  may  be  assigned  and  trans- 
ferred, with  the  approval  and  consent  of  the  department, 
by  the  holder,  or  by  the  holder's  personal  representative  to 
whom  the  rights  and  privileges  under  said  certificate  or 
permit  shall  pass  at  the  death  of  said  holder.  The  de- 
partment is  authorized  to  prescribe  the  conditions  prece- 
dent to  such  transfer  and  make  any  necessary  rules  and 
regulations  pertaining  thereto.  No  certificate  or  permit 
granted  under  said  Part  II  shall  be  effective  after  the  first 
day  of  January  following  its  issue.  Renewals  shall  be 
issued  upon  application  made  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  department  upon  the  payment  of 
the  fees  prescribed  in  the  case  of  original  applications; 
provided,  that  the  department  shall  have  power  to  refuse 
to  renew  any  existing  permit  or  certificate  or  to  cancel  any 
such  permit  or  certificate  only  when  there  is  wilful  or  con- 
tinued violations  of  the  provisions  of  said  Part  II  or  the 
regulations  of  the  department  made  under  authority  thereof 
and  after  a  hearing,  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  which  shall 
be  given  to  the  holder  of  the  permit  or  certificate;  and, 
provided,  further,  that  no  order  of  the  department  refusing 
to  renew  any  existing  permit  or  certificate  shall  be  effective 
until  ten  days  after  such  order  has  been  issued  and  a  copy 
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thereof  mailed  to  the  holder  of  such  permit  or  certificate. 

Section  27.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  driver  to 
operate,  or  for  the  owner  of  the  vehicle  to  require  or  permit 
any  driver  to  operate,  any  motor  vehicle  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  property  for  hire  on  the  public  ways  within  the 
commonwealth,  when  the  driver  has  been  continuously 
on  duty  for  more  than  twelve  hours,  and  after  a  driver  has 
been  continuously  on  duty  for  twelve  hours  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  him  to  operate,  or  for  the  owner  of  the  vehicle 
to  permit  him  to  operate,  any  such  motor  vehicle  on  said 
public  ways  until  he  shall  have  had  at  least  eight  con- 
secutive hours  off  duty. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  driver  to  operate,  or  for  the 
owner  of  the  vehicle  to  require  or  permit  any  driver  to 
operate,  any  motor  vehicle  for  the  transportation  of  prop- 
erty for  hire  on  said  public  ways  when  the  driver  has  been 
on  duty  more  than  sixteen  hours  in  the  aggregate  in  any 
twenty-four  hour  period,  and  when  a  driver  has  been  on 
duty  sixteen  hours  in  any  twenty-four  hour  period,  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  him  to  operate,  or  for  the  owner  of  the 
vehicle  to  require  or  permit  him  to  operate,  a  motor  vehicle 
on  the  public  ways  within  the  commonwealth  until  he  shall 
have  had  at  least  ten  consecutive  hours  off  duty.  Periods 
of  release  from  duty  herein  required  shall  be  given  at  such 
place  and  under  such  circumstances  that  rest  and  relaxa- 
tion from  the  strain  of  the  duties  of  the  employment  may 
be  obtained.  No  period  off  duty  shall  be  deemed  to  break 
the  continuity  of  service  unless  it  be  for  at  least  three  con- 
secutive hours  at  a  place  where  there  is  opportunity  for  a 
rest.  In  case  of  an  unforeseen  emergency  the  driver  may 
complete  his  run  or  tour  of  duty  if  such  run  or  tour  of  duty, 
except  for  the  delay  caused  by  such  emergency,  would 
reasonably  have  been  completed  without  a  violation  of  this 
section. 

The  department  shall  have  authority  to  make  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  it  deems  necessary  or  advisable  to 
insure  proper  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  28.  There  shall  be  exempted  from  the  pro- 
visions of  Part  II  of  this  chapter,  (1)  motor  vehicles  operated 
exclusively  within  the  limits  of  a  single  city  or  town,  or 
within  twenty  miles  of  the  limits  thereof;  (2)  motor  vehicles 
while  engaged  exclusively  in  work  for  any  branch  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States  or  for  any  department  of 
the  commonwealth,  or  for  any  county,  city,  town  or  dis- 
trict; (3)  motor  vehicles  while  engaged  exclusively  in  the 
delivery  of  the  United  States  mail.  Nothing  contained  in 
said  Part  II  shall  apply  to  owners  or  operators  of  motor 
vehicles  carrying  their  own  property  solely. 

Section  29.  The  provisions  of  section  fifteen  shall  apply 
to  violations  of  any  provision  of  said  Part  II. 

Section  SO.  If  any  part,  subdivision  or  section  of  said 
Part  II  shall  be  declared  unconstitutional,  the  validity  of 
its  remaining  provisions  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 
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It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that 
said  Part  II  would  have  been  enacted  had  such  void  or 
ineffective  part,  subdivision  or  section  not  been  included 
therein. 

Section  3.  Section  one  A  of  chapter  ninety  of  the

operate,  or  for  the  owner  of  the  vehicle  to  require  or  permit 
any  driver  to  operate,  any  motor  vehicle  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  property  for  hire  on  the  pubhc  ways  within  the 
commonwealth,  when  the  driver  has  been  continuously 
on  duty  for  more  than  twelve  hours,  and  after  a  driver  has 
been  continuously  on  duty  for  twelve  hours  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  him  to  operate,  or  for  the  owner  of  the  vehicle 
to  permit  him  to  operate,  any  such  motor  vehicle  on  said 
public  ways  until  he  shall  have  had  at  least  eight  con- 
secutive hours  off  duty.

Periods 
of  release  from  duty  herein  required  shall  be  given  at  such 
place  and  under  such  circumstances  that  rest  and  relaxa- 
tion from  the  strain  of  the  duties  of  the  employment  may 
be  obtained.  No  period  off  duty  shall  be  deemed  to  break 
the  continuity  of  service  unless  it  be  for  at  least  three  con- 
secutive hours  at  a  place  where  there  is  opportunity  for  a 
rest.  In  case  of  an  unforeseen  emergency  the  driver  may 
complete  his  run  or  tour  of  duty  if  such  run  or  tour  of  duty, 
except  for  the  delay  caused  by  such  emergency,  would 
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vehicles  carrying  their  own  property  solely. 

Section  29.  The  provisions  of  section  fifteen  shall  apply 
to  violations  of  any  provision  of  said  Part  II. 

Section  SO.  If  any  part,  subdivision  or  section  of  said 
Part  II  shall  be  declared  unconstitutional,  the  validity  of 
its  remaining  provisions  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 
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It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  that 
said  Part  II  would  have  been  enacted  had  such  void  or 
ineffective  part,  subdivision  or  section  not  been  included 
therein.

Whereas,  The  constitution  of  the  United  States  in 
Article  I,  section  ten,  permits  of  securing  such  uniform 
standards  by  interstate  compacts  entered  into  by  the  several 
states  with  the  consent  of  the  congress  of  the  United  States; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved 

(1)  that  there  be  hereby  estabUshed  an  unpaid  com- 
mission, to  be  known  as  the  Commission  on  Interstate 
Compacts  affecting  Labor  and  Industry,  to  consist  of  seven 
members,  ofwhom  one  shall  be  a  member  of  the  senate,  to  be 
designated  by  the  president  thereof,  three  shall  be  members 
of  the  house  of  representatives,  to  be  designated  by  the 
speaker  thereof,  and  three  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor.

Said  committee  may  expend  for  expenses  and  clerical

Resolved,  That  a  special  commission,  consisting  of  four 
members  of  the  senate  to  be  designated  by  the  presi- 
dent thereof,  twelve  members  of  the  house  of  represen- 
tatives to  be  designated  by  the  speaker  thereof  and  five 
members  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  sit  during  the  recess  of  the  general  court 
to  investigate  and   study  the   general   subject   of  public 
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expenditures,  including,  in  addition  to  expenditures  by  the 
commonwealth,  such  expenditures  by  counties,  cities,  towns 
and  districts  as  are  required  or  encouraged  by  the  common- 
wealth, to  consider  ways  and  means  for  curtailing,  limiting 
and  reducing  such  expenditures,  to  consider  the  advis- 
ability of  repealing  or  modifying  any  existing  legislation 
which  necessitates  or  encourages  the  making  of  public 
expenditures  unwisely  or  beyond  the  reasonable  means 
of  the  public  in  view  of  existing  conditions,  and  generally 
to  investigate  and  study  the  entire  problem  of  pubhc 
expenditures  with  a  view  to  alleviating  the  burden  thereof. 
It  shall  particularly  investigate  the  subject  matter  of  cur- 
rent senate  documents  twenty-nine,  four  hundred  and 
eight  and  four  hundred  and  thirty-six,  and  current  house 
documents  seven  hundred  and  two  and  fourteen  hundred 
and  seventy-five.  Said  commission  shall  also  investi- 
gate and  report  relative  to  the  advisability  of  enacting 
legislation  requiring  justices  of  district  courts  to  give  their 
entire  time  to  the  discharge  of  their  judicial  duties  and  for- 
bidding such  justices  to  engage  in  the  general  practice  of 
law.  Said  commission  may  hold  hearings  and  may  call 
upon  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation  and

Said  commission  shall  report 
to  the  general  court  the  results  of  its  investigation  and 
study,  and  its  recommendations,  together  with  drafts  of 
legislation  necessary  to  carry  its  recommendations  into 
effect,  by  filing  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  senate  not 
later  than  December  thirty-fiist  in  the  current  year.

The  general  court,  during  its  first  annual  session  held 
in  1933,  passed  369  Acts  and  50  Resolves  which  received 
executive  approval  and  1  Resolve  from  which  executive 
approval  was  withheld  but  has  become  law  by  virtue  of 
chapter  1,  section  1,  Article  2  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth . 

The  governor  returned  15  Acts  and  5  Resolves  with  his 
objections  thereto  in  writing.  Upon  12  of  said  Acts  and 
1  of  said  Resolves  his  objections  were  sustained. 

One  (1)  Resolve  entitled  "Resolve  in  favor  of  William 
J.  Groves  of  Gloucester"  (Chapter  42)  was  passed,  but 
failed  to  receive  executive  approval;  as,  however,  it  was 
not  returned,  with  objections  thereto,  within  five  days 
after  it  had  been  received  in  the  executive  department, 
the  general  court  not  having  been  prorogued  in  the  mean- 
time, said  resolve  has  the  force  of  law,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitution  governing  such  cases,  and  has  been  so 
certified. 

Twelve  (12)  Acts  entitled,  respectively,  "An  Act  author- 
izing the  town  of  Marblehead  to  pay  an  annuity  to  the 
widow  of  George  P.  Kelley";  "An  Act  removing  the 
disqualification  of  members  of  school  committees  in  cer- 
tain cities  to  hold  elective  public  office  during  their  term  of 
office";  "An  Act  relative  to  the  powers  of  certain  special 
police  officers  in  towns";  "An  Act  exempting  veterans  of 
the  Spanish  War,  the  Philippine  Insurrection  or  the  Chinese 
Relief  Expedition  from  certain  requirements  of  the  civil 
service  laws";  "An  Act  further  regulating  the  marking  and 
use  of  motor  vehicles  purchased  by  the  commonwealth"; 
"An  Act  establishing  a  temporary  banking  advisory 
board";  "An  Act  authorizing  the  county  of  Plymouth  to 
pay  a  certain  sum  of  money  to  the  widow  of  Jere  B. 
Howard";  "An  Act  to  regulate  the  placing  of  swordfish  in

ter 180);  "An  Act  relative  to  the  payment  of  annuities  to 
dependents  of  policemen,  firemen  or  investigators  or 
examiners  of  the  registry  of  motor  vehicles  killed  or  dying 
from  injuries  received  in  the  performance  of  duty"  (Chap- 
ter 340);  and  four  (4)  Resolves  entitled,  respectively, 
"Resolve  in  favor  of  John  F.  Tiernan  of  Brookline"  (Chap- 
ter 29);  "Resolve  in  favor  of  Thomas  W.  Kingdon  of 
Holden"  (Chapter  30);  "Resolve  in  favor  of  Harold  A. 
Cady  of  Dalton"  (Chapter  38);  and  "Resolve  in  favor  of

One  (1)  Act  passed  by  the  general  court  at  its  first  an- 
nual session  held  in  1933,  entitled  "An  Act  relative  to 
proceedings  for  the  sale  or  taking  of  property  for  non- 
payment of  taxes  and  related  proceedings"  (Chapter  164) 
was  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law  by  the  governor  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  forty-eighth  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  "The  Referendum.  II.  Emer- 
gency Measures' '.  Said  Chapter  164  thereby  took  effect 
at  three  o'clock  P.M.  on  May  17,  1933. 

The  general  court  was  prorogued  on  Saturday,  July  22, 
1933,  at  fifty-seven  minutes  past  eleven  o'clock  P.M.,  the 
session  having  occupied  200  days. 
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Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  defeat 
its  purpose,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emer- 
gency law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the 
public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
as  follows:

The  following  directions  shall  also  be  placed  on  said  Directions. 
ballot  immediately  above  the  foregoing  questions :  — 

To  obtain  a  full  expression  of  opinion,  voters  should  vote 
on  both  of  the  following  questions. 

(a)  If  a  voter  desires  to  permit  the  sale  of  any  and 
all  alcoholic  beverages  in  this  city,  he  will  vote  "YES" 
on  both  questions. 

(b)  If  he  desires  to  permit  the  sale  of  wines  and 
malt  beverages  only  herein,  he  will  vote  "NO"  on 
question  1  and  "YES"  on  question  2. 

(c)  If  he  desires  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  and  all 
alcoholic  beverages  herein,  he  will  vote  "NO'  on  both 
questions. 

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  such  city  in  answer  to 
question  one  are  in  the  affirmative,  such  city  shall  be  taken

to  have  authorized  the  sale  therein  of  all  alcoholic  beverages 
for  such  period  of  time,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  as  such  sale  may  be 
legal  under  such  provisions  of  law  as  may  hereafter  be 
enacted,  and  in  all  respects  subject  to  such  provisions. 

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  such  city  in  answer 
to  question  one  are  not  in  the  affirmative,  but  a  majority 
thereof  in  answer  to  question  two  are  in  the  affirmative, 
such  city  shall  be  taken  to  have  authorized  the  sale  therein 
of  wines  and  malt  beverages  only,  for  such  period  of  time, 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-five,  as  such  sale  may  be  legal  under  such  provisions 
of  law  as  may  hereafter  be  enacted,  and  in  all  respects 
subject  to  such  provisions.

The  city  council  of  any  city  which  has 
not  voted  under  the  provisions  of  section  one  and  the 
selectmen  of  any  town  may,  and  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  shall  upon  petition  signed  by  the  registered  voters 
in  such  city  or  town  equal  in  number  to  at  least  one  per 
cent  of  the  whole  number  of  registered  voters  therein,  and 
conforming  to  the  provisions  of  section  thirty-eight  of 
chapter  forty-three  of  the  General  Laws  with  respect  to 
initiative  petitions,  call  a  special  election  therein  for  the 
purpose  of  submitting  to  the  voters  the  following  questions, 
which  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  to  be  used  at  such 
election :  — 

1.  Shall  licenses  be  granted  in  this 
city  (or  town)  for  the  sale  therein  of  all 
alcoholic  beverages  (whisky,  rum,  gin, 
malt  beverages,  wines  and  all  other  alco- 
holic beverages)? 

2.  Shall  licenses  be  granted  in  this 
city  (or  town)  for  the  sale  therein  of  wines 
and  malt  beverages  (wines  and  beer,  ale 
and  all  other  malt  beverages)  ? 

The  following  directions  shall  also  be  placed  on  said 
ballot  immediately  above  the  foregoing  questions :  — 

To  obtain  a  full  expression  of  opinion,  voters  should 
vote  on  both  of  the  following  questions. 
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(a)  If  a  voter  desires  to  permit  the  sale  of  any  and 
all  alcoholic  beverages  in  this  city  (or  town),  he  will 
vote  "YES"  on  both  questions. 

(b)  If  he  desires  to  permit  the  sale  of  wines  and 
malt  beverages  only  herein,  he  will  vote  "NO"  on 
question  1  and  "YES"  on  question  2. 

(c)  If  he  desires  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  and  all 
alcohoHc  beverages  herein,  he  will  vote  "NO"  on 
both  questions. 

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  special  election 
in  such  city  or  town  in  answer  to  question  one  are  in  the 
affirmative,  such  city  or  town  shall  be  taken  to  have  author- 
ized the  sale  therein  of  all  alcoholic  beverages  for  such 
period  of  time,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-five,  as  such  sale  may  be  legal  under 
such  provisions  of  law  as  may  hereafter  be  enacted,  and 
in  all  respects  subject  to  such  provisions. 

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  special  election 
in  such  city  or  town  in  answer  to  question  one  are  not  in  the 
affirmative,  but  a  majority  thereof  in  answer  to  question 
two  are  in  the  affirmative,  such  city  or  town  shall  be  taken 
to  have  authorized  the  sale  therein  of  wines  and  malt 
beverages  only,  for  such  period  of  time,  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  as  such 
sale  may  be  legal  under  such  provisions  of  law  as  may  here- 
after be  enacted,  and  in  all  respects  subject  to  such  pro- 
visions. 

If  such  a  petition  is  filed  in  a  town  using  official  ballots 
in  the  election  of  town  officers  not  more  than  thirty  days 
preceding  its  annual  town  election,  a  special  election  shall 
not  be  held  in  such  town  but  said  questions  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  ballot  to  be  used  at  such  annual  town  election 
and  voted  upon  with  the  same  effect  as  if  submitted  as 
aforesaid  at  a  special  election  in  said  town. 

Section  4.  The  Hcensing  authorities  in  the  several 
cities  and  towns,  as  defined  in  section  three  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty  of  the  acts  of  the  current  year,  are 
hereby  authorized  to  receive  applications  for  local  licenses 
for  the  sale  therein  of  alcohofic  beverages  and  to  investigate 
as  to  such  applicants  and  the  premises  wherein  the  licensed 
business  is  to  be  conducted,  in  anticipation  of  the  enact- 
ment of  laws  regulating  such  sale. 

Section  5.  The  alcoholic  beverages  control  commis- 
sion, established  under  section  forty-three  of  chapter  six  of 
the  General  Laws,  inserted  by  section  two  of  said  chapter 
one  hundred  and  twenty,  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive 
applications  for  licenses  to  manufacture,  sell  at  wholesale 
and  to  import  alcoholic  beverages  and  for  permits  to  trans- 
port such  beverages  and  to  make  all  investigations  neces- 
sary for  acting  on  such  applications,  in  anticipation  of  the 
enactment  of  laws  regulating  the  manufacture,  sale  at  whole- 
sale, importation  and  transportation  of  such  beverages.

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Chap. 37 4:  An  Act  authorizing  the  manufacture  and  preparation 

OF  ALCOHOLIC   BEVERAGES   IN   ANTICIPATION   OF  LEGISLA- 
TION AUTHORIZING  THE  RETAIL  SALE  THEREOF. 

Whereas,  The  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  this  act  is  to 
authorize  the  manufacture,  preparation  for  sale  and  accu- 
mulation within  the  commonwealth  of  a  supply  of  alcoholic 
beverages  in  anticipation  of  the  passage  of  legislation  mak- 
ing the  retail  sale  of  such  beverages  lawful ;  and 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  defeat 
its  purpose,  therefore  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an  emer- 
gency law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation  of  the 
public  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the  words 
"wines  and  malt  beverages",  as  used  in  section  forty-four 
of  chapter  six  of  the  General  Laws,  added  by  section  two  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  acts  of  the  current 
year,  shall  include  alcoholic  beverages  as  defined  in  section 
two  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  The  following  words  as  used  in  this  act, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  shall  have  the  fol- 
lowing meanings :  — 

"Commission",  the  alcoholic  beverages  control  com- 
mission established  under  section  forty-three  of  said 
chapter  six. 

"Alcoholic  beverages",  any  liquid  intended  for  human 
consumption  as  a  beverage  and  containing  one  half  of  one 
per  cent  or  more  of  alcohol  by  volume  at  sixty  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

"Wines",  all  fermented  alcoholic  beverages  made  from 
fruits,  flowers,  herbs  or  vegetables,  other  than  cider  made 
from  apples,  and  containing  not  more  than  twenty-four 
per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume  at  sixty  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

"Malt  beverages",  all  alcoholic  beverages  manufactured 
or  produced  by  the  process  of  brewing  or  fermentation  of 
malt,  with  or  without  cereal  grains  or  fermentable  sugars, 
or  of  hops,  and  containing  not  more  than  twelve  per  cent  of 
alcohol  by  weight. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  manufacture  with  intent 
to  sell,  sell  or  expose  or  keep  for  sale,  transport,  import  or 
export  alcoholic  beverages,  except  as  authorized  by  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  General  Laws,  by  chap- 
ter one  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  acts  of  the  current  year, 
or  by  this  act.  Violation  of  this  section  shall  be  punished, 
except  as  provided  in  section  nine,  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  manufacture 
of  alcoholic  beverages  by  a  person  for  his  own  private  use 
or  to  sales  of  cider  at  wholesale  by  the  original  makers

other  states  and  foreign  countries  for  sale  to  such  licensees, 
or  (2)  to  sell  for  resale  wines  and  malt  beverages  so  manu- 
factured to  such  licensees,  and  to  import  as  aforesaid  wines 
and  malt  beverages  for  sale  to  such  licensees.     Licenses 
may  be  granted  under  this  section  authorizing  the  holders 
(a)  to  sell  wines  to  be  used  for  sacramental  purposes  only, 
to  any  registered,  regularly  ordained  priest,  minister  or 
rabbi,  or  to  any  church  or  religious  society,  (6)  to  sell  al- 
coholic beverages  to  registered  pharmacists  holding  certifi- 
cates of  fitness  under  section  twenty-seven  of  said  chapter 
one  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  or  (c)  to  sell  alcohol  for  use  in 
the  manufacture  or  preparation  of  articles  mentioned  in 
section  thirty-five  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve  of 
the  General  Laws,  or  to  sell  alcohoHc  beverages  for  any  or 
all  the  purposes  specified  in  this  section.     Importations  of 
beverages  by  any  licensee  under  this  section  may  be  in 
casks,  barrels,  kegs  or  other  containers,  as  well  as  in  bottles, 
in  either  case  bearing  such  seals,  or  other  evidences  of  the 
identity  and  origin  of  the  contents,  as  the  commission  may 
prescribe.     Subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  commission,  licensees  under  this  section  may 
bottle,  and  may  rectify  or  blend,  any  alcoholic  beverages 
purchased  by  them  in  bulk,  but  such  bottling,  including 
the  seahng  and  labelhng  of  the  bottles,  and  such  rectifying 
and  blending,  shall  be  done  only  upon  such  premises  and 
under  such  conditions  as  the  commission  shall  approve. 
For  the  purposes  of  use  in  such  rectifying  or  blending, 
licensees  may  purchase  from  authorized   dealers  therein 
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ethyl  alcohol  in  such  quantities  and  under  such  conditions 
as  the  commission  shall  approve.  No  person,  firm,  cor- 
poration, association  or  other  combination  of  persons, 
directly  or  indirectly,  or  through  any  agent,  employee, 
stockholder,  officer  or  other  person,  or  any  subsidiary 
whatsoever,  shall  be  granted  more  than  one  license  through- 
out the  commonwealth  under  this  section.  The  license 
fee  for  a  license  issued  under  this  section  to  sell  and  import 
all  alcoholic  beverages  shall  be  at  an  annual  rate  of  not 
less  than  two  thousand  nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars. 
The  license  fee  for  a  license  issued  under  this  section  to 
sell  and  import  wines  and  malt  beverages  only  shall  be 
at  an  annual  rate  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  nor  more 
than  twenty-five  hundred  dollars.  The  license  fee  for  a 
license  issued  under  this  section  to  sell  wines  for  sacra- 
mental use  only  shall  be  at  an  annual  rate  of  not  less  than 
two  hundred  and  fifty  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 
The  holder  of  a  wholesaler's  and  importer's  license  may 
sell  such  alcoholic  beverages  as  he  is  licensed  to  sell  here- 
under, for  export  from  this  commonwealth  into  any  state 
where  the  sale  of  the  same  is  not  by  law  prohibited  and 
into  any  foreign  country. 

In  order  to  ensure  the  necessary  control  of  traffic  in 
alcoholic  beverages  for  the  preservation  of  the  public 
peace  and  order,  the  shipment  of  such  beverages  into  the 
commonwealth,  except  as  provided  in  this  section  and 
in  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty,  is  hereby  pro- 
hibited. 

Section  6.  The  commission  may  issue  to  individuals, 
and  to  partnerships  composed  solely  of  individuals,  who 
are  both  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  residents  of  the 
commonwealth,  and  to  corporations  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  commonwealth  or  of  any  other  state  of  the 
United  States  admitted  to  do  business  in  this  common- 
wealth, temporary  licenses  to  manufacture  alcoholic 
beverages  in  the  commonwealth.  Manufacturers  of  such 
beverages  may  sell  the  same  to  any  licensee  under  section 
five  and  to  any  licensee  holding  a  valid  license  granted  for 
the  sale  within  the  commonwealth  in  accordance  with  laws 
to  be  enacted  regulating  the  manufacture,  transportation 
and  sale  of  such  beverages,  and  may  also  sell  such  beverages 
for  export  from  this  commonwealth  into  any  state  where 
the  sale  of  the  same  is  not  by  law  prohibited,  and  into  any 
foreign  country.  Licensees  under  this  section  may  also 
sell  such  beverages  to  any  registered  pharmacist  holding  a 
certificate  of  fitness  under  section  twenty-seven  of  said 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight.  Subject  to  such 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  commission, 
licensees  under  this  section  may  rectify  or  blend,  but  only 
upon  such  premises  and  under  such  conditions  as  the 
commission  shall  approve,  alcoholic  beverages  manufac- 
tured by  them.  All  alcoholic  beverages  sold  by  any  manu- 
facturer thereof  shall  be  sold  and  delivered  in  such  manner, 
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and  under  such  conditions,  and  with  such  labels  or  other 
marks  to  identify  the  manufacturer,  as  the  commission 
shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe  by  regulations;  provided, 
that  sales  of  such  beverages  may  be  made  in  kegs,  casks, 
barrels  or  bottles,  to  holders  of  wholesalers'  and  importers' 
licenses  under  section  five. 

Every  licensee  under  this  section  shall  keep  such  records  Licensee 
in  such  detail  and  affording  such  information  as  the  com-  records. 
mission  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  and  shall  file 
with  the  commission,  whenever  and  as  often  as  it  may 
require,  duplicates  of  copies  of  such  records;  and  the  com- 
mission shall  at  all  times,  through  its  designated  officers  or 
agents,  have  access  to  all  books,  records  and  other  docu- 
ments of  every  licensed  manufacturer  relating  to  the 
business  which  he  is  licensed  hereunder  to  conduct. 

The  license  fee  for  each  manufacturer  of  alcoholic  bever-  Fee. 
ages,  in  respect  of  each  plant,  shall  be  such  sum,  computed 
at  an  annual  rate  of  not  less  than  two  thousand  nor  more 
than  five  thousand  dollars,  as  under  the  circumstances  of 
the  licensee's  probable  volume  of  sales  under  this  section, 
the  capacity  of  his  plant  and  the  location  thereof,  the  com- 
mission shall  deem  just  and  proper. 

Section  7.     The  commission  may  grant  to  any  holder  Temporary 
of  a  manufacturer's  or  wholesaler's  and  importer's  license  stor'^aicohoUo 
under  this  act  a  temporary  permit  to  store  alcoholic  bever-  beverages, 
ages  in  any  city  or  town;  provided,  that  there  shall  not  be 
granted  to  such  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  importer, 
in  the  aggregate,  more  than  three  such  permits  in  the 
commonwealth  nor  more  than  one  such   permit  in   any 
city  or  town.     A  permit  so  granted  to  the  holder  of  such 
a  license  shall  authorize  him  to  transport  such  beverages 
between  any  premises  covered  by  such  license  and  any 
place  of  storage  for  which  he  has  such  a  permit  and  also 
between   one   such   place   of   storage   and   another.     The  Rules,  etc. 
commission  may  make  and  enforce  rules  and  regulations 
governing    the   storage   and    transportation    of   beverages 
under  such  permits  and  establish  fees  therefor  at  an  annual 
rate  of  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  any  one  permit. 

Section  8.  Every  manufacturer  of  alcoholic  beverages  Excise. 
and  every  holder  of  a  wholesaler's  and  importer's  license 
for  the  sale  thereof  shall,  in  addition  to  the  license  fees 
elsewhere  provided  in  this  act,  be  liable  for  and  pay  to  the 
commonwealth,  for  the  privilege  enjoyed  by  him  as  such 
manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  importer  under  this  act, 
such  excises  or  taxes  as  may  hereafter  be  imposed. 

Section  9.  Licensees  under  section  five  or  six  may,  Transporta- 
for  the  purposes  of  this  act  only,  transport  and  deliver  t'^"^  p^""^*^- 
anywhere  in  the  commonwealth  alcoholic  beverages  law- 
fully bought  by  or  lawfully  sold  by  them,  in  vehicles 
operated  under  the  control  of  themselves  or  of  their  em- 
ployees; provided,  that  the  owner  of  every  such  vehicle 
shall  have  obtained  for  such  vehicle  from  the  commission 
a  vehicle  permit  for  the  transportation  of  alcoholic  bever- 
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ages.  The  fee  for  each  vehicle  permit  shall  be  one  dollar 
for  each  vehicle.  Copies  of  such  permits  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  commission  for  one  dollar  each.  All  permits  issued 
under  this  section  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  unless  earlier 
suspended  or  revoked  by  the  commission.  Every  person 
operating  such  a  vehicle  when  engaged  in  such  transporta- 
tion or  delivery  shall  carry  the  vehicle  permit  or  a  copy 
thereof  for  each  vehicle  operated  by  him  and  shall,  upon 
demand  of  any  constable,  policeman,  member  of  the  state 
police,  or  any  inspector  of  the  commission  or  of  the  registry 
of  motor  vehicles,  produce  such  permit  or  copy  for  in- 
spection; and  failure  to  produce  such  permit  or  copy  shall 
constitute  prima  facie  evidence  of  unlawful  transportation 
and  shall  in  the  discretion  of  the  commission  be  sufficient 
cause  for  the  suspension  or  revocation  of  such  permit. 
Except  as  herein  provided,  alcoholic  beverages  may  be 
transported  within  the  commonwealth  only  by  a  railroad 
or  steamboat  corporation,  or  an  individual  or  corporation 
regularly  and  lawfully  conducting  a  general  express  or 
trucking  business,  and  in  each  case  holding  a  transporta- 
tion permit  in  full  force  and  effect  issued  by  the  com- 
mission and  valid  for  one  year  unless  earlier  suspended  or 
revoked.  The  fee  for  each  such  transportation  permit 
shall  be  five  dollars,  and  each  vehicle  used  in  the  trans- 
portation of  alcoholic  beverages  under  such  transportation 
permit  shall  carry  a  certified  copy  thereof.  Each  certified 
copy  shall  be  issued  by  the  commission  for  a  fee  of  one 
dollar;  provided,  that  the  transportation  fee  payable  by 
a  railroad  or  steamship  company  covering  all  the  cars  or 
vessels  thereof,  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars.  Whoever 
knowingly  transports  within  the  commonwealth  any 
alcoholic  beverages  except  as  authorized  by  this  section 
or  by  section  eleven  or  twelve  of  said  chapter  one  hundred 
and  twenty  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  two 
hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six 
months,  or  both. 

Section  10.  Holders  of  transportation  permits  which 
were  issued  by  the  commission  under  the  provisions  of  said 
chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty  may,  under  such  a  per- 
mit, but  only  for  a  period  of  sixty  days  from  the  effective 
date  of  this  act,  transport  alcoholic  beverages. 

Section  11.  No  license  shall  be  granted  under  this 
act  unless  the  license  fee  has  been  paid  to  the  commission 
nor  unless  the  applicant  shall  have  filed  with  the  com- 
mission a  bond  running  to  the  commission  in  such  penal 
sum  and  form  approved  by  the  commission  signed  by  the 
applicant  and  with  a  surety  company  authorized  to  do 
business  in  the  commonwealth  as  surety,  conditioned  upon 
performance  by  the  licensee  of  all  the  conditions  of  the 
license  and  observance  of  all  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
Permits  issued  under  section  seven  shall  be  deemed  licenses 
for  the  purposes  of  this  section. 
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Section  12.  All  moneys  received  by  the  commission 
and  by  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation 
under  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  common- 
wealth and,  after  the  expenses  of  the  commission  have 
been  paid,  used  so  far  as  necessary,  for  reimbursing  cities 
and  towns  for  assistance  given  by  them  to  aged  citizens 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighteen  A 
of  the  General  Laws,  in  the  manner  provided  by  section 
three  of  said  chapter,  and  any  balance  remaining  shall  be 
used  to  reimburse  the  cities  and  towns  for  assistance  to 
said  aged  persons  and  be  distributed  on  the  same  basis.

THE    alcoholic    BEVERAGES    CONTROL    COMMISSION. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  forty-three  of  chapter  six  of  the 
General  Laws,  inserted  by  section  two  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty  of  the  acts  of  the  current  year,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out,  in  the  twelfth  line,  the 
words  "five  thousand"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words:  —  seventy-five  hundred,  —  and  by  striking  out, 
in  the  thirteenth  line,  the  word  "four"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word:  —  seven,  —  so  as  to  read  as  fol- 
lows:—  Section  43.  There  shall  be  a  commission  to  be 
known  as  the  alcoholic  beverages  control  commission,  to 
consist  of  three  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  Not  more  than 
two  of  such  members  shall  be  members  of  the  same  political 
party.  Said  members  shall  be  designated  in  their  initial 
appointments  to  serve  for  one,  two  and  three  years,  re- 
spectively. The  governor  shall  designate  one  of  the 
members  as  chairman.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  office  of  a  member,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  in 
the  manner  aforesaid  for  three  years.  The  chairman  shall 
receive  a  salary  not  to  exceed  seventy-five  hundred  dollars 
and  each  other  member  shall  receive  a  salary  not  to  exceed 
seven  thousand  dollars.  The  governor  may,  with  like 
advice  and  consent,  remove  any  such  member  and  fill  any 
vacancy  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Section  2.  Salaries  established  by  this  act  shall  be 
subject  to  chapter  one  hundred  and  five  of  the  acts  of  the 
current  year. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  an 
appropriation  has  been  made  sufficient  to  cover  the  same 
and  then  as  of  January  first  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-four.  Approved  December  4,  1933. 
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Chap. 37 6  An  Act  authorizing  and  regulating  the  manufacture, 

TRANSPORTATION,      SALE,      IMPORTATION     AND     EXPORTA- 
TION OF  ALCOHOL  AND  ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGES. 

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  in 
part  defeat  its  purpose  to  enable  the  people  of  the  common- 
wealth to  take  immediate  advantage  of  the  repeal  of  the 
eighteenth  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  therefore  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  an 
emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preservation 
of  the  public  health,  safety  and  convenience. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  forty-four  of  chapter  six  of  the 
General  Laws,  added  by  section  two  of  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  of  the  acts  of  the  current  year,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  first  paragraph  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  The  commission  shall 
have  general  supervision  of  the  conduct  of  the  business  of 
manufacturing,  importing,  exporting,  storing,  transporting 
and  selling  alcoholic  beverages  as  defined  in  section  one 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  and  also  of  the 
quality,  purity  and  alcoholic  content  thereof. 

Section  2.  The  General  Laws  are  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new  chapter,  under 
the  title: 

ALCOHOLIC  LIQUORS. 

Section  1.  The  following  words  as  used  in  this  chapter, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  shall  have  the 
following  meanings :  — 

"Commission",  the  alcoholic  beverages  control  commis- 
sion established  under  section  forty-three  of  chapter  six. 

"Alcoholic  beverages",  any  liquid  intended  for  human 
consumption  as  a  beverage  and  containing  one  half  of  one 
per  cent  or  more  of  alcohol  by  volume  at  sixty  degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

"Wines",  all  fermented  alcoholic  beverages  made  from 
fruits,  flowers,  herbs  or  vegetables,  other  than  cider  made 
from  apples,  and  containing  not  more  than  twenty-four 
per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume  at  sixty  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

"Malt  beverages",  all  alcoholic  beverages  manufactured 
or  produced  by  the  process  of  brewing  or  fermentation  of 
malt,  with  or  without  cereal  grains  or  fermentable  sugars, 
or  of  hops,  and  containing  not  more  than  twelve  per  cent 
of  alcohol  by  weight. 

"Hotel",  a  building  or  part  of  a  building  owned  or  leased 
and  operated  by  a  person  holding  a  duly  issued  and  valid 
license  as  an  innholder,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  forty  and  provided  with  adequate  and  sanitary 
kitchen  and  dining  room  equipment  and  capacity  for  pre- 
paring, cooking  and  serving  suitable  food  for  its  guests, 
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including  travelers  and  strangers  and  its  other  patrons  and  Definitions. 
customers,  and  in  addition  meeting  and  complying  with 
all  the  requirements  imposed  upon  innholders  under  said 
chapter  one  hundred  and  forty. 

"Restaurant",  space,  in  a  suitable  building,  leased  or 
rented  or  owned  by  a  person  holding  a  duly  issued  and 
valid  license  as  a  common  victualler  under  the  provisions 
of  said  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty,  and  provided  with 
adequate  and  sanitary  kitchen  and  dining  room  equipment 
and  capacity  for  preparing,  cooking  and  serving  suitable 
food  for  strangers,  travelers  and  other  patrons  and  cus- 
tomers, and  in  addition  meeting  and  complying  with  all 
the  requirements  imposed  upon  common  victuallers  under 
said  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty. 

"Club",  a  corporation  chartered  for  any  purpose  de- 
scribed in  section  two  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty, 
whether  under  federal  or  state  law,  including  any  body  or 
association  lawfully  operating  under  a  charter  granted  by 
a  parent  body  so  chartered,  and  including  also  any  organ- 
ization or  unit  mentioned  in  clause  twelfth  of  section  five 
of  chapter  forty,  owning,  hiring,  or  leasing  a  building,  or 
space  in  a  building,  of  such  extent  and  character  as  may  be 
suitable  and  adequate  for  the  reasonable  and  comfortable 
use  and  accommodation  of  its  members;  provided,  that 
such  club  files  with  the  local  licensing  authorities  and  the 
commission  annually  within  the  first  ten  days  of  February 
in  each  year  a  list  of  the  names  and  residences  of  its  officers; 
and  provided,  further,  that  its  affairs  and  management  are 
conducted  by  a  board  of  directors,  executive  committee, 
or  similar  body  chosen  by  the  members  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing, and  that  no  member  or  any  officer,  agent  or  employee 
of  the  club  is  paid,  or  directly  or  indirectly  receives  in  the 
form  of  salary  or  other  compensation,  any  profits  from  the 
disposition  or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  to  the  members 
of  the  club  or  its  guests  introduced  by  members  beyond  the 
amount  of  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  and  voted  annually 
within  two  months  after  January  first  in  each  year  by  the 
members  or  by  its  directors  or  other  governing  body  and 
as  reported  by  the  club  to  the  local  licensing  authorities 
and  the  commission  within  three  months  after  such  Jan- 
uary first,  and  as  shall  in  the  judgment  of  the  local  licensing 
authorities  and  the  commission  be  reasonable  and  proper 
compensation  for  the  services  of  such  member,  officer, 
agent  or  employee. 

"Local  licensing  authorities",  the  licensing  boards  and 
commissions  established  in  any  city  or  town  under  special 
statute  or  city  charter  or  under  section  four  or  correspond- 
ing provisions  of  earher  laws,  or,  in  a  city  having  no  such 
board  or  commission  or  having  a  board  rendered  inactive 
under  section  eight,  the  aldermen,  or,  in  a  town  having 
no  such  board  or  commission,  the  selectmen. 

"Licensing  authorities",  the  commission  or  the  local 
licensing  authorities,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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"Tavern",  an  establishment  where  alcohoHc  beverages 
may  be  sold,  as  authorized  by  this  chapter,  with  or  without 
food,  to  be  served  to  and  drunk  by  patrons  sitting  at 
tables  in  plain  view  of  other  patrons,  all  entrances  to  which 
shall  open  directly  from  a  public  way.  No  woman  shall 
be  allowed  as  patron  in  a  tavern.  The  business  conducted 
therein  shall  be  open  to  public  view  from  the  sidewalk 
level  and  the  establishment  shall  be  properly  lighted.  No 
window  facing  a  public  way  shall  be  obstructed  by  any 
screen  or  other  object  extending  more  than  five  feet  above 
the  level  of  the  sidewalk  on  which  the  establishment  abuts, 
but  in  no  event  shall  any  screen  or  obstruction  prevent  a 
clear  view  of  the  interior  of  said  tavern.  Said  windows 
shall  contain  no  advertising  matter  other  than  the  name  of 
the  proprietor,  followed  by  the  word  ''Tavern"  or  "Tavern- 
Keeper". 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  manufacture,  with  intent  to 
sell,  sell  or  expose  or  keep  for  sale,  transport,  import  or 
export  alcoholic  beverages  or  alcohol,  except  as  authorized 
in  this  chapter;  provided,  that  sheriffs,  deputy  sheriffs, 
constables,  state  police  officers,  trustees  in  bankruptcy, 
and  public  officers  acting  under  judicial  process,  and 
executors,  administrators,  receivers  and  trustees  duly 
authorized  by  proper  judicial  order  or  decree,  and  assignees 
under  voluntary  assignments  for  the  benefit  of  creditors 
if  such  assignees  are  authorized  by  special  permit  issued 
by  the  commission,  and  insurers  and  their  agents  in  dis- 
posing of  such  beverages  damaged  by  fire  or  other  casualty 
if  authorized  by  such  a  permit,  may  sell  and  transport 
alcoholic  beverages,  subject  to  such  conditions  and  re- 
strictions as  the  commission  may  prescribe.  Violation  of 
this  section  shall  be  punished  except  as  provided  in  section 
twenty-two  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Section  3.  This  chapter  shall  not  apply  to  the  manu- 
facture of  alcoholic  beverages  by  a  person  for  his  own 
private  use  or  to  sales  of  cider  at  wholesale  by  the  original 
makers  thereof,  or  to  sales  of  cider  by  farmers,  not  to  be 
drunk  on  the  premises,  in  quantities  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  the  product  of  apples  raised  by  them  in  the 
season  of,  or  next  preceding,  such  sales,  or  to  sales  of  cider 
in  any  quantity  by  such  farmers  not  to  be  drunk  on  the 
premises  if  such  cider  does  not  contain  more  than  three 
per  cent  of  alcohol  by  weight  at  sixty  degrees  Fahrenheit; 
nor  shall  this  chapter  apply  to  sales  of  cider  by  the  original 
makers  thereof  other  than  such  makers  and  farmers  selling 
not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  as  aforesaid,  if  the  cider 
does  not  contain  more  than  three  per  cent  alcohol  as 
aforesaid,  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  as  aforesaid. 
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LICENSING    BOARDS. 

Section  4-  In  each  city  which  is  not  exempt  by  the  pro- 
visions of  section  ten  there  shall  be  a  licensing  board  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor,  consisting  of  three  persons,  who 
shall  not  be  engaged,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  manu- 
facture or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages,  who  have  been 
residents  of  the  city  in  which  they  are  appointed  for  at 
least  two  years  immediately  preceding  their  appointment, 
and  who  shall  not  hold  any  other  public  office  except  that 
of  notary  public  and  justice  of  the  peace.  One  member 
shall  be  appointed  from  each  of  the  two  leading  political 
parties  and  the  third  member  may  also  be  appointed  from 
one  of  said  parties.  If  any  member  of  said  board  engages 
directly  or  indirectly  in  such  manufacture  or  sale,  his 
office  shall  immediately  become  vacant. 

Section  5.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  members  first  ap- 
pointed shall  commence  at  the  date  of  their  appointment, 
and  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  expire  at  the  end  of  two, 
four  or  six  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  June  in  the  year 
of  their  appointment,  the  date  of  expiration  to  be  specified 
in  their  respective  commissions;  and  thereafter  a  member 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  six  years  from  the  first 
Monday  in  June  of  the  year  in  which  the  previous  term 
expires.  All  members  shall  hold  office  until  their  respective 
successors  are  qualified.  They  may  be  removed  by  the 
mayor  for  cause,  after  charges  preferred,  reasonable  notice 
thereof,  and  a  hearing  thereon;  and  the  mayor  shall,  in 
the  order  of  removal,  state  his  reasons  therefor.  Any 
member  of  said  board  may,  within  seven  days  after  notice 
of  his  removal,  apply  to  the  superior  court  for  a  review  of 
the  charges,  of  the  evidence  submitted  thereunder,  and  of 
the  findings  thereon  by  the  mayor.  Notice  of  the  entry 
of  such  application  shall  be  given  to  the  mayor  by  serving 
upon  him  an  attested  copy  thereof.  The  entry  fee,  costs, 
and  all  proceedings  upon  such  application  shall  be  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  regulating  the  trial  of  civil  causes.  The 
court,  after  a  hearing,  shall  affirm  or  revoke  the  order  of  the 
mayor  removing  such  member,  and  there  shall  be  no  appeal 
from  the  decision. 

If  any  member  of  said  board  who  has  been  removed 
from  office  shall  apply  to  the  superior  court  for  the  review 
provided  for  in  this  section,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  speedy 
hearing,  and  in  no  event  shall  the  removal  take  effect  until 
the  court  shall  have  affirmed  the  order  removing  the  mem- 
ber ;  and  until  such  order  is  affirmed  the  member  shall  con- 
tinue to  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  his 
office. 

Section  6.  The  mayor  shall  designate  one  member  as 
chairman,  who  shall  also  act  as  secretary.  Two  mem- 
bers shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  If  a 
member  ceases  to  be  a  resident  of  the  city  for  which  he  is 
appointed  or  becomes  unable  to  perform  his  official  duties, 
there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  board.     All  vacancies  shall

be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired 
term  in  the  manner  provided  for  an  original  appointment. 

Section  7.  Each  city  which  has  such  a  board  shall 
provide  it  with  suitable  rooms,  properly  furnished,  heated 
and  lighted,  shall  pay  such  salaries  as  the  city  council, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may  from  time  to 
time  establish,  and  shall  also  pay  all  expenses  incurred 
by  said  board  for  blank  books,  printing  and  other  necessary 
expenses  approved  by  said  board. 

Section  8.  If,  at  any  biennial  state  election,  a  city  in 
which  such  board  has  been  appointed  shall  not  vote  to 
authorize  the  granting  of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  any  alco- 
holic beverages,  all  obligations  imposed  upon  said  city  by 
the  preceding  section  shall  cease  from  and  after  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  next  following  such  vote  and,  from 
and  after  said  date,  the  powers  and  duties  granted  to  and 
imposed  upon  said  board  in  respect  to  such  licenses  as  it  is 
authorized  to  grant  under  this  chapter  irrespective  of  any 
vote  under  section  eleven  and  licenses  of  innholders  and 
common  victuallers  shall  vest  in  the  aldermen  of  said  city. 
If  said  city  shall,  at  a  subsequent  biennial  state  election 
again  vote  to  authorize  the  granting  of  licenses  for  the  sale 
of  such  beverages,  the  obligations  imposed  by  the  preceding 
section  shall  be  revived  and  shall  attach  to  said  city  from 
and  after  January  first  next  following  such  vote  and,  from 
and  after  said  date,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  aldermen 
relative  to  such  licenses  shall  revest  in  the  licensing  board 
appointed  in  said  city.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  a 
city  wherein  by  a  special  statute  such  a  board  is  vested 
with  all  the  powers  and  duties  in  respect  to  the  granting 
of  licenses  of  innholders  and  common  victuallers  notwith- 
standing any  vote  under  this  chapter. 

Section  9.  Each  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  doings 
and  hearings  and  shall  make  a  quarterly  report  of  its  doings 
to  the  mayor.  It  may  prescribe  the  forms  of  applications 
for  licenses,  may  require  any  statement  which  may  be 
made  before  it  and  papers  which  may  be  filed  with  it 
relative  to  applications  for  licenses  to  be  sworn  to,  and  for 
such  purpose  any  member  may  administer  oaths. 

Section  10.  The  following  cities  shall  be  exempt  from 
the  operation  of  the  six  preceding  sections:  First,  cities 
having  a  licensing  board  or  commission  created  by  special 
statute  or  under  the  provisions  of  a  charter.  Second, 
other  cities  not  having  a  board  appointed  under  the  earlier 
provisions  of  law  antecedent  to  and  corresponding  with 
the  provisions  of  section  four,  under  section  three  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirty-three,  but  if  any  such  city  hereafter,  at  a  bi- 
ennial state  election,  votes  to  authorize  the  granting  of 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  any  alcoholic  beverage  the  board 
shall,  thereupon,  not  later  than  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  following  said  election,  be  appointed  for  such 
city  as  above  provided,  and  the  provisions  of  the  six  pre- 
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ceding  sections  shall  thereafter  apply  to  said  city;  pro- 
vided, that  if  such  city  is  authorized  by  vote  of  the  people 
or  otherwise  prior  to  the  biennial  state  election  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-four  to  grant  such  licenses  the  board 
shall  be  appointed  as  aforesaid  within  thirty  days  after 
such  authorization  and  the  provisions  of  said  sections  shall 
thereafter  apply  to  said  city. 

Section  10 A.  The  local  hcensing  authority  in  each  city 
and  town  in  which  the  granting  of  licenses  for  the  sale  of 
any  alcoholic  beverage  is  authorized  shall  file  with  the 
commission  during  the  month  of  December  of  each  year 
in  which  such  licenses  are  granted  a  full  report  of  its  action 
during  the  preceding  twelve  months,  with  the  number 
of  licenses  of  each  class  granted,  and  the  revenue  there- 
from, together  with  the  established  schedule  of  fees  for  all 
classes  of  licenses. 

Section  11.  The  state  secretary  shall  cause  to  be  placed 
on  the  official  ballot  used  in  the  cities  and  towns  at  each 
biennial  state  election  the  following  questions :  — 

1.  Shall  licenses  be  granted  in  this  city 
(or  town)  for  the  sale  therein  of  all  alcoholic 
beverages  (whisky,  rum,  gin,  malt  bever- 
ages, wines  and  all  other  alcoholic  beverages)? 

2.  Shall  licenses  be  granted  in  this  city 
(or  town)  for  the  sale  therein  of  wines  and 
malt  beverages  (wines  and  beer,  ale  and  all 
other  malt  beverages)? 

The  following  directions  shall  also  be  placed  on  said 
ballot  immediately  above  the  foregoing  questions :  — 

To  obtain  a  full  expression  of  opinion,  voters  should 
vote  on  both  of  the  following  questions,  (a)  If  a  voter 
desires  to  permit  the  sale  of  any  and  all  alcoholic  bever- 
ages in  this  city  (or  town)  he  will  vote  "YES"  on  both 
questions. 

(b)  If  he  desires  to  permit  the  sale  of  wines  and  malt 
beverages  only  herein,  he  will  vote  "NO"  on  question  1 
and  "YES"  on  question  2. 

(c)  If  he  desires  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  and  all 
alcoholic  beverages  herein,  he  will  vote  "NO"  on  both 
questions. 

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  a  city  or  town  in  answer 
to  question  one  are  in  the  affirmative,  such  city  or  town 
shall  be  taken  to  have  authorized,  for  the  two  calendar 
years  next  succeeding,  the  sale  in  such  city  or  town  of  all 
alcoholic  beverages,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter. 

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  a  city  or  town  in  answer 
to  question  one  are  not  in  the  affirmative,  but  a  majority 
thereof  in  answer  to  question  two  are  in  the  affirmative, 
such  city  or  town  shall  be  taken  to  have  authorized,  for 
said  calendar  years,  the  sale  therein  of  wines  and  malt 
beverages  only,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 
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Section  11  A.  The  provisions  of  section  three  of  chapter 
three  hundred  and  seventy-three  of  the  acts  of  the  current 
year  shall  be  held  to  authorize  the  submission  of  the  ques- 
tions specified  in  said  section  at  a  regular  municipal  elec- 
tion in  a  city  or  town  upon  petition  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
whole  number  of  registered  voters  therein  in  like  manner 
as  provided  in  said  section  or  by  vote  of  the  city  council 
or  selectmen  thereof,  with  the  same  effect  as  if  submitted 
at  a  special  election  called  under  said  section.  If  there 
is  filed  with  the  clerk  of  any  city  or  town  under  the  pro- 
visions of  said  section  three,  as  affected  by  this  section,  a 
petition  requesting  that  the  questions  specified  in  said 
section  three  be  submitted  to  the  voters  thereof  at  a  regu- 
lar or  special  municipal  election  to  be  held  prior  to  April 
fifteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-four,  or  if  the  city 
council  or  selectmen  thereof  vote  to  submit  the  same 
thereat  and  if  there  is  filed  with  the  clerk  of  such  city  or 
town,  a  petition  conforming  to  the  requirements  of  said 
section  three,  requesting  that  the  question  of  licensing  the 
sale  in  such  city  or  town  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  taverns 
be  at  the  same  time  submitted  to  the  voters  thereof  or  if 
both  such  requests  are  contained  in  one  petition,  there 
shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  to  be  used  at  such  election, 
in  addition  to  the  questions  set  forth  in  said  section  three, 
the  following  question : 

"Shall  licenses  be  granted  in  this  city  (or 
town)  for  the  sale  therein  of  alcoholic  bev- 
erages in  taverns?" 

If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  such  city  or  town  in 
answer  to  the  question  hereinbefore  set  forth  are  in  the 
affirmative,  but  not  otherwise,  such  city  or  town  shall 
be  taken  to  have  authorized  the  sale  therein  in  taverns 
of  such  alcoholic  beverages,  if  any,  as  are  from  time  to 
time  lawfully  authorized  to  be  sold  in  such  city  or  town, 
subject  in  all  respects  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 
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SALE    OF    ALCOHOLIC    BEVERAGES    OR    WINES    AND    MALT 
BEVERAGES  TO  BE  DRUNK  ON  THE  PREMISES. 

Section  12.  A  common  victualler  duly  licensed  under 
chapter  one  hundred  and  forty  to  conduct  a  restaurant, 
an  innholder  duly  licensed  under  said  chapter  to  conduct 
a  hotel  and  a  keeper  of  a  tavern  as  defined  by  this  chapter, 
in  any  city  or  town  wherein  the  granting  of  licenses  to 
sell  all  alcoholic  beverages  or  only  wines  and  malt  bever- 
ages, as  the  case  may  be,  is  authorized  by  this  chapter, 
subject  however,  in  the  case  of  a  tavern,  to  the  provisions 
of^section  eleven  A,  may  be  licensed  by  the  local  licens- 
ing authorities,  subject  to  the  prior  approval  of  the 
commission  after  investigation  except  as  provided  in 
section  twenty-three,  to  sell  to  travelers,  strangers  and 
other    patrons    and    customers    not    under    twenty-one 
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years  of  age,  such  beverages  to  be  served  and  drunk, 
in  case  of  a  hotel  or  restaurant  Hcensee,  only  in  the 
dining  room  or  dining  rooms  and  in  such  other  public 
rooms  or  areas  of  a  hotel  as  the  local  licensing  authorities 
may  deem  reasonable  and  proper,  and  approve  in  writing, 
and,  in  the  case  of  a  hotel,  restaurant  or  tavern  licensee, 
only  served  to  and  drunk  by  patrons  sitting  at  tables  or  at 
counters  equipped  with  stools;  and  provided,  further, 
that  no  alcoholic  beverage  shall  be  served  to  or  drunk  by 
a  woman  in  a  tavern;  and  provided,  further,  that  no  tavern 
license  shall  be  granted  to  the  holder  of  a  hotel  license  here- 
under. Such  sales  may  also  be  made  by  licensed  inn- 
holders  to  registered  guests  occupying  private  rooms  in 
their  hotels.  During  such  time  as  the  sale  of  such  alco- 
holic beverages  is  authorized  in  any  city  or  town  under  this 
chapter,  the  authority  to  grant  licenses  to  innholders  and 
common  victuallers  therein  under  chapter  one  hundred 
and  forty  shall  be  vested  in  the  local  licensing  authorities. 

Any  club  in  any  city  or  town  wherein  the  granting  of  ciub  licenses, 
licenses  to  sell  alcoholic  beverages,  or  only  wines  and  malt 
beverages,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  authorized  under  this 
chapter  may  be  licensed  by  the  local  h censing  authorities, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commission  after  investiga- 
tion, to  sell  such  beverages  to  its  members  only,  and  also, 
subject  to  regulations  made  by  the  local  licensing  author- 
ities, to  guests  introduced  by  members,  and  to  no  others, 
and  provided  further  that  such  beverages  shall  be  served 
to  and  drunk  by  members  or  guests  only  sitting  at  tables. 

The  local  licensing  authorities  may  determine  in  the  Fees, 
first  instance,  when  originally  issuing  and  upon  each 
annual  renewal  of  licenses  under  this  section,  the  amount 
of  the  license  fee,  in  no  case  less  than  two  hundred  and 
fifty  nor  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  for  the 
sale  of  all  alcoholic  beverages,  and  in  no  case  less  than  one 
hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  sale 
of  wines  and  malt  beverages  only,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  to  be  paid  by  each  licensee  respectively;  pro- 
vided, that  the  minimum  license  fee  in  the  case  of  a  club 
license  for  the  sale  of  all  alcoholic  beverages  shall  be  one 
hundred  dollars.  Before  issuing  a  license  to  any  applicant 
therefor  under  this  section,  or  before  a  renewal  of  such 
license,  the  local  licensing  authorities  shall  cause  an  ex- 
amination to  be  made  of  the  premises  of  the  apphcant  to  • 
determine  that  such  premises  comply  in  all  respects  with 
the  appropriate  definition  of  section  one  and  that  the 
applicant  is  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  a 
person  of  good  character  in  the  city  or  town  in  which  he 
seeks  a  license  hereunder.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the 
local  licensing  authorities  any  applicant  fails  to  establish 
to  their  satisfaction  his  compliance  with  the  above  require- 
ments, or  any  other  reasonable  requirements  which  they 
may  from  time  to  time  make  with  respect  to  licenses  under 
this  section  or  the  conduct  of  his  business  by  any  licensee 
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hereunder,  or  fails  to  maintain  such  compHance,  the  local 
licensing  authorities  may  refuse  to  issue  or  to  renew  or, 
if  already  issued,  may,  after  hearing  or  opportunity  there- 
for suspend,  revoke  or  cancel  any  license  to  such  applicant. 
In  case  of  suspension,  revocation  or  cancellation  of  a 
license,  no  abatement  or  refund  of  any  part  of  the  fee  paid 
therefor  shall  be  made. 

The  hours  during  which  sales  of  such  alcoholic  bever- 
ages may  be  made  by  any  licensee  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  local  licensing  authorities  either  generally  or 
specially  for  each  licensee;  provided,  that  no  such  sale  shall 
be  made  on  any  day  between  the  hours  of  two  and  eight 
o'clock  ante  meridian  and,  except  as  provided  in  section 
thirty-three,  no  such  licensee  shall  be  barred  from  making 
such  sales  on  any  day  after  eleven  o'clock  ante  meridian 
and  before  eleven  o'clock  post  meridian,  and  that  no  tavern 
shall  be  kept  open  on  any  day  after  eleven  o'clock  post 
meridian. 

No  person,  firm,  corporation,  association  or  other  com- 
bination of  persons,  directly  or  indirectly,  or  through  any 
agent,  employee,  stockholder,  officer  or  other  person,  or 
any  subsidiary  whatsoever,  Hcensed  under  the  provisions  of 
section  fifteen,  eighteen  or  nineteen  shall  be  granted  a 
license  under  this  section. 

No  hcensee  under  this  section,  or  any  employee  of  such 
licensee,  shall  serve  any  alcohohc  beverage  to  any  cus- 
tomer or  other  person  in  the  hcensed  premises  without 
charge. 

In  cities  and  towns  which  vote  to  authorize  under  section 
eleven  the  granting  of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  all  alcoholic 
beverages,  specific  hcenses  may  nevertheless  be  granted 
under  this  section  for  the  sale  of  wines  or  malt  beverages 
only,  or  both.  The  licensing  authorities  may  refuse  to 
grant  hcenses  under  this  section  in  certain  geographical 
areas  of  their  respective  cities  or  towns,  where  the  char- 
acter   of    the    neighborhood    may    warrant    such    refusal. 

All  malt  beverages  sold  by  a  licensee  under  this  section 
on  the  premises  containing  not  more  than  three  and  two 
tenths  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume  at  sixty  degrees 
Fahrenheit  shall  be  expressly  sold  as  such. 

Section  13.  A  railroad  or  car  corporation  operating 
any  line  of  railroad  or  cars  within  the  commonwealth  may 
sell,  in  any  dining  car  or  club  car,  buffet  car  or  lounge  car 
of  a  train  after  leaving  and  before  reaching  the  terminal 
stops  of  such  train  or  car,  alcohohc  beverages  to  be  drunk 
in  such  cars,  if  the  commission  sees  fit  to  issue  a  license  to 
such  railroad  or  car  corporation,  the  hcense  fee  for  which 
shall  be  one  hundred  dollars  and  one  dollar  for  each  cer- 
tified copy  thereof.  The  commission  may  also  issue  hcenses 
to  sell  alcoholic  beverages  to  the  owner  or  operator  of  any 
vessel  or  shipping  company  carrying  passengers  and  oper- 
ating out  of  any  port  of  the  commonwealth,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  commission  may  prescribe  as  to  the 
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portions  of  the  vessel  in  which  the  same  may  be  sold  to  be 
drunk  while  the  vessel  is  under  way.  The  annual  license 
fee  for  each  vessel  shall  be  one  hundred  dollars.  No  other 
license  shall  be  required  for  the  sales  hereinbefore  in  this 
section  authorized.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mission any  applicant  fails  to  establish  to  its  satisfaction 
his  compliance  with  the  above  requirements,  or  any  other 
reasonable  requirements  which  it  may  from  time  to  time 
make  with  respect  to  licenses  under  this  section  or  the 
conduct  of  his  business  by  any  licensee  hereunder,  or  fails 
to  maintain  such  compliance,  it  may  refuse  to  issue  or  to 
renew  or,  if  already  issued,  may  after  hearing  or  oppor- 
tunity therefor  suspend >  revoke  or  cancel  any  license  to 
such  applicant.  In  case  of  suspension,  revocation  or 
cancellation  of  a  license,  no  abatement  or  refund  of  any 
part  of  the  fee  paid  therefor  shall  be  made. 

Section  IJf..  In  a  city  or  town  wherein  the  granting  of  Special 
licenses  to  sell  all  alcoholic  beverages  or  wines  and  malt  ^"'®"^^^- 
beverages  only  is  authorized  under  this  chapter,  special 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  malt  beverages  only  may  be  issued 
by  the  local  licensing  authorities,  to  the  responsible  man- 
ager of  any  indoor  or  outdoor  activity  or  enterprise.  Spe- 
cial licenses  for  the  dispensing  of  malt  beverages  in  dining 
halls  maintained  by  incorporated  educational  institutions 
authorized  to  grant  degrees  may  be  granted  by  the  local 
licensing  authorities  in  such  a  city  or  town  to  such  institu- 
tions; provided,  that  such  beverages  shall  be  served 
only  at  tables  reserved  for  persons  over  twenty-one  years 
of  age.  The  fees  for  licenses  granted  under  this  section 
shall  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  local  licensing 
authorities  and  need  not  be  uniform. 

SALE    OF    ALCOHOLIC    BEVERAGES   NOT   TO    BE    DRUNK 
ON    THE    PREMISES. 

Section  15.  The  local  licensing  authorities  in  any  city  Licenses  for 
or  town  which  votes  to  authorize  the  granting  of  licenses  ^o^be^drunk"* 
for  the  sale  of  all  alcoholic  beverages,  and  such  authorities  °^  *^e 
in  any  city  or  town  which  votes  to  authorize  the  granting 
of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  wines  and  malt  beverages  only, 
may  grant  licenses  for  the  sale  at  retail  of  such  alcoholic 
beverages  or  wines  and  malt  beverages,  as  the  case  may  be, 
not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  to  applicants  therefor 
who  are  citizens  and  residents  of  the  commonwealth,  or 
partnerships  composed  solely  of  such  citizens  and  resi- 
dents or  to  corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
commonwealth  and  whereof  all  directors  shall  be  citizens 
of  the  United  States  and  a  majority  residents  of  the  com- 
monwealth. No  person,  firm,  corporation,  association, 
or  other  combination  of  persons,  directly  or  indirectly, 
or  through  any  agent,  employee,  stockholder,  officer  or 
other  person  or  any  subsidiary  whatsoever,  shall  be  granted, 
in  the  aggregate,  more  than  three  such  licenses  in  the 
commonwealth,  or  be  granted  more  than  one  such  license 
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in  a  town  or  two  in  a  city.  No  such  license  shall  be  granted 
except  to  an  applicant  approved  by  the  commission  after 
investigation  except  as  provided  in  section  twenty-three. 
Each  license  shall  describe  the  premises  to  which  it  applies. 
Not  more  than  one  location  shall  be  included  in  any  such 
license,  nor  shall  any  location  or  premises  for  which  a 
license  has  been  granted  under  section  twelve  be  included 
therein  or  connected  therewith.  Every  licensee  here- 
under shall  keep  conspicuously  posted  in  such  room  a  price 
list  of  the  beverages  sold  therein.  Sales  by  such  licensees 
shall  be  only  in  the  original  manufacturer's,  or  whole- 
saler's and  importer's  package,  which  shall  be  labelled  as 
to  price.  All  malt  beverages  containing  not  more  than 
three  and  two  tenths  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume  at 
sixty  degrees  Fahrenheit  shall  be  so  labelled. 

Any  sale  of  such  beverages  shall  be  conclusively  pre- 
sumed to  have  been  made  in  the  store  wherein  the  order 
was  received  from  the  customer.  The  fee  for  such  a 
hcense  shall  not  be  less  than  seventy-five  nor,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided,  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  in 
case  the  license  is  for  the  sale  of  wines  and  malt  beverages 
only,  nor  less  than  one  hundred  nor,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  more  than  two  thousand  dollars  in  case  the 
license  is  for  the  sale  of  all  alcoholic  beverages.  The  local 
licensing  authorities  shall  fix  the  amount  of  the  license 
fee  within  the  aforesaid  limits,  for  the  shop  or  other  place 
of  business  designated  in  the  license,  such  amount  being 
subject  to  change  from  "year  to  year  by  said  authorities 
as  they  shall  deem  just  and  proper  in  view  of  the  location 
of  the  licensee's  place  of  business,  his  probable  volume  of 
sales,  or  of  his  actual  volume  of  sales  in  the  previous  year. 
The  local  licensing  authorities  may  prescribe  the  hours 
within  which  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  may  be  made 
by  licensees  under  this  section.  Sales  of  alcoholic  bever- 
ages by  licensees  hereunder  shall  be  made  only  between  the 
hours  of  nine  o'clock  ante  meridian  and  eleven  o'clock  post 
meridian. 

Section  16.  Any  person  holding  a  license  under  section 
twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen  or  fifteen  to  sell  alcoholic  bever- 
ages, who  shall  allow  any  adulteration  of  said  beverages  so 
as  to  change  their  alcoholic  content,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  such  license  shall  be  suspended  for  a 
period  of  not  less  than  six  months. 

Section  16 A.  If  in  any  city  or  town  eighty  per  cent  of 
the  total  number  of  licenses  permitted  to  be  granted  under 
section  seventeen  to  any  class  of  licensee  has  been  granted 
and  there  are  applications  for  licenses  pending  before  the 
local  licensing  authorities  or  if  there  are  pending  before 
the  commission  appeals  from  refusals  of  the  local  licensing 
authorities  of  such  city  or  town  to  grant  licenses  in  such 
class,  every  such  applicant  and  every  such  appellant  shall, 
for  the  purposes  of  said  section,  be  deemed  to  have  been 
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granted  a  license  until  his  application  or  appeal  has  been 
dismissed. 

Section  16B.  After  June  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-four,  applications  for  licenses  or  permits  to  be 
granted  by  the  commission  shall  be  granted  or  dismissed 
not  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  the  same,  and, 
except  as  provided  in  section  sixteen  A,  applications  for 
licenses  to  be  granted  by  the  local  licensing  authorities  shall 
be  acted  upon  within  a  like  period  and  if  favorably  acted 
upon  by  the  said  authorities  shall  be  submitted  for  approval 
by  the  commission  not  later  than  three  days  following  such 
favorable  action.  A  license  so  approved  shall  be  issued 
by  said  authorities  not  later  than  three  days  following 
receipt  of  notice  of  approval  by  the  commission. 

NUMBER    OF    LICENSES    GRANTED    BY    LOCAL    LICENSING 
AUTHORITIES    LIMITED. 

Section  17.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Number  of 
chapter,  the  number  of  licenses  granted  by  the  local 
licensing  authorities  in  any  city  or  town  under  sections 
twelve  and  fifteen  shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  one 
for  each  population  unit  of  one  thousand  or  fraction 
thereof;  provided,  that  the  total  number  of  licenses 
granted  under  section  fifteen  in  any  city  or  town  shall  not 
exceed  one  for  each  population  unit  of  five  thousand  or 
fraction  thereof;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  licensing 
authorities  in  any  town  may  grant  two  licenses  under  sec- 
tion fifteen,  irrespective  of  population,  and  provided,  fur- 
ther, that,  in  the  city  of  Boston  licenses  under  section 
twelve  may  be  granted  up  to  a  total  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  and  licenses  under  section  fifteen  up  to  a  total 
not  exceeding  three  hundred  and  fifty,  and  provided, 
further,  that  in  any  city  or  town  which  has  an  increased 
resident  population  during  the  summer  months,  the  local 
licensing  authorities  may  make  an  estimate  prior  to  April 
first  in  any  year  of  such  temporary  resident  population  as 
of  July  tenth  following,  and  one  additional  license,  under 
section  twelve  to  be  effective  from  April  first  to  October 
thirty-first,  only,  may  be  granted  for  each  unit  of  one 
thousand,  or  additional  fraction  thereof,  of  such  population 
as  so  estimated,  and  one  additional  license  under  section 
fifteen  to  be  effective  from  April  first  to  October  thirty- 
first,  only,  may  be  granted  for  each  population  unit  of  five 
thousand  or  additional  fraction  thereof,  of  such  population 
as  so  estimated;  and  provided,  further,  that  said  authorities  Seasonal 
may  grant  in  addition  seasonal  licenses  under  section  ^'=®'^**- 
twelve  to  duly  incorporated  clubs  in  any  city  or  town  if 
deemed  by  them  to  be  in  the  public  interest.  Any  license 
issued  under  section  twelve  or  fifteen  for  the  sale  of  wines 
or  malt  beverages  only  or  both  shall  not  be  included  in  the 
number  of  licenses  that  may  be  granted  in  any  city  or  town 
as  provided  in  this  section. 

Said  local  licensing  authorities  shall  not  grant  a  license 
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to  any  person  or  corporation  under  more  than  one  section 
of  this  chapter  unless  expressly  authorized  therein.  Any 
license  issued  under  section  twelve  to  a  legally  chartered 
club  in  any  city  or  town  shall  not  be  included  in  the  number 
of  licenses  that  may  be  granted  in  any  city  or  town  as  pro- 
vided in  this  section. 

In  order  that  there  may  be  an  adequate  number  of 
taverns  during  the  current  year  where  authorized,  not 
more  than  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  maximum  number 
of  licenses  under  sections  twelve  and  fifteen  prescribed  for 
any  city  or  town,  except  Boston,  and  not  more  than 
seventy  per  cent  of  the  maximum  number  of  licenses  under 
section  twelve  prescribed  for  the  city  of  Boston,  shall  be 
granted  prior  to  May  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
four,  or,  in  any  city  or  town  which  votes  under  section 
eleven  A  in  favor  of  granting  tavern  licenses,  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  on  which  said  vote 
is  so  taken.  The  foregoing  restrictions  shall  not  apply  to 
towns  having  a  population  of  one  thousand  or  less. 

wholesalers'  and  importers'  licenses. 

Section  18.  The  commission  may  issue  to  individuals 
and  to  partnerships  composed  solely  of  individuals,  who 
are  both  citizens  and  residents  of  the  commonwealth,  and  to 
corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  common- 
wealth whereof  all  the  directors  are  citizens  of  the  United 
States  and  a  majority  thereof  residents  of  the  common- 
wealth, licenses  as  wholesalers  and  importers  (1)  to  sell 
for  resale  to  other  licensees  under  this  chapter  alcoholic 
beverages  manufactured  by  any  manufacturer  licensed 
under  the  provisions  of  section  nineteen  and  to  import 
alcoholic  beverages  into  the  commonwealth  from  other 
states  and  foreign  countries  for  sale  to  such  licensees,  or 
(2)  to  sell  for  resale  wines  and  malt  beverages  so  manu- 
factured to  such  licensees  and  to  import  as  aforesaid  wines 
and  malt  beverages  for  sale  to  such  licensees.  Licenses 
may  be  granted  under  this  section  authorizing  the  holders 
(a)  to  sell  wines  to  be  used  for  sacramental  purposes  only, 
to  any  registered,  regularly  ordained  priest,  minister  or 
rabbi,  or  to  any  church  or  religious  society,  (b)  to  sell 
alcoholic  beverages  to  registered  pharmacists  holding 
certificates  of  fitness  under  section  thirty,  (c)  to  sell  alco- 
hohc  beverages  as  authorized  by  section  twenty-eight, 
or  (d)  to  sell  alcohol  for  use  in  the  manufacture  or  prepara- 
tion of  articles  mentioned  in  section  thirty-five  of  chapter 
one  hundred  and  twelve,  or  to  sell  alcohofic  beverages  for 
any  or  all  the  purposes  specified  in  this  section.  Importa- 
tions of  beverages  by  any  licensee  under  this  section  may 
be  in  casks,  barrels,  kegs  or  other  containers,  as  well  as  in 
bottles,  in  either  case  bearing  such  seals,  or  other  evidences 
of  the  identity  and  origin  of  the  contents,  as  the  commission 
may  prescribe.  Subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  commission,  licensees  under  this  section 
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may  bottle,  and  may  rectify  or  blend,  any  alcoholic  bever- 
ages purchased  by  them  in  bulk,  but  such  bottling,  includ- 
ing the  sealing  and  labelhng  of  the  bottles,  and  such  recti- 
fying and  blending,  shall  be  done  only  upon  such  premises 
and  under  such  conditions  as  the  commission  shall  approve. 
No  person,  firm,  corporation,  association  or  other  com- 
bination of  persons,  directly  or  indirectly,  or  through  any 
agent,  employee,  stockholder,  officer  or  other  person,  or 
any  subsidiary  whatsoever,  shall  be  granted  more  than 
one  license  throughout  the  commonwealth  under  this  sec- 
tion. The  license  fee  for  a  license  issued  under  this  sec-  Fee. 
tion  to  sell  and  import  all  alcoholic  beverages  shall  be  not 
less  than  two  thousand  nor  more  than  five  thousand  dol- 
lars. The  license  fee  for  a  license  issued  under  this  section 
to  sell  and  import  wines  and  malt  beverages  only  shall  be 
not  less  than  five  hundred  nor  more  than  twenty-five  hun- 
dred dollars;  provided  that  the  license  fee  for  a  license 
issued  under  this  section  to  sell  wines  for  sacramental  use 
only  shall  not  be  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  nor  more 
than  one  thousand  dollars. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  prevent  the 
holder  of  a  wholesaler's  and  importer's  license  from  selling 
such  alcoholic  beverages  as  he  is  licensed  to  sell  here- 
under, for  export  from  this  commonwealth  into  any  state 
where  the  sale  of  the  same  is  not  by  law  prohibited  and 
into  any  foreign  country.  Such  a  holder  may  also  hold 
licenses  under  section  fifteen,  notwithstanding  the  pro- 
visions of  section  twenty-five. 

In  order  to  ensure  the  necessary  control  of  traffic  in 
alcoholic  beverages  for  the  preservation  of  the  public 
peace  and  order,  the  shipment  of  such  beverages  into  the 
commonwealth,  except  as  provided  in  this  section,  is 
hereby  prohibited. 

MANUFACTURE  OF  ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGES. 

Section  19.  The  commission  may  issue  to  individuals,  Licenses  to 
and  to  partnerships  composed  solely  of  individuals,  who  ^^""^^'''"■■e.  . 
are  both  citizens  and  residents  of  the  commonwealth, 
and  to  corporations  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  com- 
monwealth or  of  any  other  state  of  the  United  States  ad- 
mitted to  do  business  in  this  commonwealth,  licenses  to 
manufacture  alcoholic  beverages.  Manufacturers  of  such 
beverages  may  sell  the  same  to  any  licensee  holding  a  valid 
license  granted  by  the  hcensing  authorities  for  the  sale 
within  the  commonwealth  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter,  and  may  also  sell  such  beverages 
for  export  from  this  commonwealth  into  any  state  where 
the  sale  of  the  same  is  not  by  law  prohibited,  and  into  any 
foreign  country;  and  manufacturers  of  such  beverages  may 
sell  the  same  to  any  registered  pharmacist  holding  a  cer- 
tificate of  fitness  under  section  thirty  and  also  as  authorized 
by  section  twenty-eight. 
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Subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  commission,  Hcensees  under  this  section  may  rectify 
or  blend,  but  only  upon  such  premises  and  under  such  con- 
ditions as  the  commission  shall  approve,  alcoholic  bever- 
ages manufactured  by  them.  All  alcoholic  beverages  sold 
by  any  manufacturer  thereof  shall  be  sold  and  delivered  in 
such  manner,  and  under  such  conditions,  and  with  such 
labels  or  other  marks  to  identify  the  manufacturer,  as  the 
commission  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe  by  regula- 
tions; provided,  that  sales  of  such  beverages  may  be  made 
in  kegs,  casks,  barrels  or  bottles,  to  holders  of  wholesalers' 
and  importers'  licenses;  and  provided,  further,  that  sale 
of  wines  and  malt  beverages  may  be  made  in  kegs,  casks  or 
barrels  by  any  manufacturer  or  holder  of  a  wholesaler's 
and  importer's  license  to  any  common  victualler,  inn- 
holder,  club,  tavern,  railroad,  car  corporation  or  the  owner 
or  operator  of  any  vessel  or  shipping  company  carrying 
passengers,  licensed  by  the  local  licensing  authorities  or 
commission  to  sell  all  alcoholic  beverages  or  wines  and 
malt  beverages  only  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  if  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  licensed  business  of  the  restaurant, 
hotel,  club,  tavern,  railroad,  car  corporation,  vessel  or 
shipping  company  is,  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  such  bever- 
ages, in  the  judgment  of  the  commission,  such  as  to  justify 
the  sale  by  such  licensee  of  wines  and  malt  beverages  by 
draft  under  such  conditions  as  the  commission  may  from 
time  to  time  by  regulation  prescribe. 

Every  licensed  manufacturer  of  alcoholic  beverages 
shall  keep  such  records  in  such  detail  and  affording  such 
information  as  the  commission  may  from  time  to  time 
prescribe,  and  shall  file  with  the  commission,  whenever  and 
as  often  as  it  may  require,  duplicates  of  copies  of  such  rec- 
ords; and  the  commission  shall  at  all  times,  through  its 
designated  officers  or  agents,  have  access  to  all  books,  rec- 
ords and  other  documents  of  every  licensed  manufacturer 
relating  to  the  business  which  he  is  licensed  hereunder  to 
conduct. 

The  license  fee  for  each  manufacturer  of  alcoholic  bev- 
erages, in  respect  of  each  plant,  shall  be  such  sum,  not  less 
than  two  thousand  nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars, 
as  under  the  circumstances  of  the  licensee's  probable  vol- 
ume of  sales  under  this  section,  the  capacity  of  his  plant 
and  the  location  thereof,  the  commission  shall  deem  just 
and  proper. 

STORAGE    PERMITS    FOR    MANUFACTURERS,    WHOLE- 
SALERS   AND    IMPORTERS. 

Section  20.  The  commission  may  grant  to  any  holder  of 
a  manufacturer's  or  wholesaler's  and  importer's  license 
under  this  chapter  a  permit  to  store  alcoholic  beverages  in 
any  city  or  town;  provided,  that  there  shall  not  be  granted 
to  such  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  importer,  in  the 
aggregate,  more  than  three  such  permits  in  the  common- 
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wealth  nor  more  than  one  such  permit  in  any  city  or  town. 
A  permit  so  granted  to  the  holder  of  such  a  license  shall 
authorize  him  to  transport  such  beverages  between  any 
premises  covered  by  such  license  and  any  place  of  storage 
for  which  he  has  such  a  permit  and  also  between  one  such 
place  of  storage  and  another.  The  commission  may  commission 
make  and  enforce  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  to^make  mies, 
storage  and  transportation  of  beverages  under  such  per- 
mits and  estabhsh  annual  fees  therefor  not  to  exceed  five 
hundred  dollars  for  any  one  permit. 

ADDITIONAL     EXCISE     FOR     PRIVILEGE     OF     MANUFACTURING 

AND  SELLING,   OR  IMPORTING  AND   SELLING, 

ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGES. 

Section  21.  Every  licensed  manufacturer  of  alcoholic  Excise. 
beverages  and  every  holder  of  a  wholesaler's  and  im- 
porter's license  for  the  sale  thereof  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  license  fees  elsewhere  provided  in  this  chapter,  be 
liable  for  and  pay  to  the  commonwealth  as  an  excise,  for 
the  privilege  enjoyed  by  him  as  such  manufacturer  or 
wholesaler  and  importer,  the  sum  of  forty  cents  for  each 
proof  gallon  of  all  alcoholic  beverages  containing  in  excess 
of  twenty-four  per  cent  of  alcohol  by  volume,  the  sum  of 
ten  cents  for  each  gallon  of  wine,  including  vermouth,  and 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  barrel  of  thirty-one  gallons 
of  malt  beverages,  sold  within  the  commonwealth,  or  a 
proportionate  amount  when  any  other  form  of  container 
is  used.  Every  person  subject  to  this  section  shall  keep  Returns  to  be 
a  true  and  accurate  account  of  all  alcoholic  beverages  sold  iTcenseea. 
by  him  and  shall  make  a  return  thereof  to  the  commissioner 
of  corporations  and  taxation,  hereinafter  called  the  com- 
missioner, within  ten  days  after  the  last  day  of  each  month, 
covering  his  sales  during  such  month,  and  shall  at  the  time 
of  such  return  make  payment  to  the  commissioner  of  the 
amount  due  under  this  section  for  such  sales  in  such  month. 
The  commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  to  prescribe  rules  Rules,  etc. 
and  regulations  governing  the  method  of  keeping  accounts, 
making  returns  and  paying  the  excise  provided  for  in  this 
section.  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  provide  for  the 
waiver  of  payment  of  the  excise  in  respect  to  any  alco- 
holic beverages  if  it  appears .  that  an  excise  has  already 
been  paid  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  in  respect 
thereto;  provided,  however,  that  alcoholic  beverages  manu- 
factured within  or  imported  into  the  commonwealth  and 
exported  therefrom  shall  be  exempt  from  such  excise  tax. 

Sums  due  to  the  commonwealth  under  this  section  may 
be  recovered  by  the  attorney  general  in  an  action  brought 
in  the  name  of  the  commissioner.  The  commission  may 
suspend  the  license  of  a  person  subject  to  this  section,  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  commissioner,  for  failure  to  pay  such 
sums  when  due.  The  commissioner  shall  have  the  same 
powers  and  remedies  with  respect  to  the  collection  of  said 
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sums  as  he  has  with  respect  to  the  collection  of  income 
taxes  under  chapter  sixty-two. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

TranBporta-  Section  22.     Any  person  may,  but  only  for  his  own  use 

Exce^u^s*  and  that  of  his  family  and  guests,  transport  in  packages  as 
purchased  alcoholic  beverages,  without  any  license  or  per- 
mit, but  not  exceeding  in  amount,  at  any  one  time,  one 
gallon  of  alcoholic  beverages  other  than  wines  or  malt 
beverages,  three  gallons  of  wines  and  eight  gallons  of  malt 
beverages,  or  their  measured  equivalents;  provided,  that 
any  person  may,  without  any  license  or  permit,  transport 
from  his  place  of  residence  to  a  new  place  of  residence 
established  by  him,  wines  manufactured  by  him  for  his 
own  private  use.  Licensees  for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  bev- 
erages may  transport  and  deliver  anywhere  in  the  common- 
wealth alcoholic  beverages  lawfully  bought  by  or  lawfully 
sold  by  them,  in  vehicles  operated  under  the  control  of  them- 
selves or  of  their  employees;  provided,  that  the  owner  of 
every  such  vehicle  shall  have  obtained  for  such  vehicle 
from  the  commission  a  vehicle  permit  for  the  transportation 

Fee.  of  alcoholic  beverages.     The  fee  for  each  vehicle  permit 

shall  be  one  dollar  for  each  vehicle.  Copies  of  such  per- 
mits shall  be  furnished  by  the  commission  for  one  dollar 
each.  All  permits  issued  under  this  section  shall  expire 
on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  the  year  of  issue 
unless  earlier  suspended  or  revoked  by  the  commission. 
Every  person  operating  such  a  vehicle  when  engaged  in 
such  transportation  or  delivery  shall  carry  the  vehicle  per- 
mit or  a  copy  thereof  for  each  vehicle  operated  by  him  and 
shall,  upon  demand  of  any  constable,  policeman,  member 
of  the  state  police,  or  any  inspector  of  the  commission  or 
of  the  registry  of  motor  vehicles,  produce  such  permit  or 
copy  for  inspection;  and  failure  to  produce  such  permit  or 
copy  shall  constitute  prima  facie  evidence  of  unlawful 
transportation  and  shall  in  the  discretion  of  the  commission 
be  sufficient  cause  for  the  suspension  or  revocation  of  such 
permit.  Except  as  herein  provided,  alcoholic  beverages 
may  be  transported  within  the  commonwealth  only  by  a 
railroad  or  steamboat  corporation,  or  an  individual  or 
corporation  regularly  and  lawfully  conducting  a  general 
express  or  trucking  business,  and  in  each  case  holding  a 
transportation  permit  in  full  force  and  effect  issued  by  the 
commission  and  vahd  for  one  year  unless  earlier  suspended 
or  revoked.  The  fee  for  each  such  transportation  permit 
shall  be  five  dollars,  and  each  vehicle  other  than  a  railroad 
car,  used  in  the  transportation  of  alcoholic  beverages  under 
such  transportation  permit  shall  carry  a  certified  copy 
thereof.  Each  certified  copy  shall  be  issued  by  the  com- 
mission for  a  fee  of  one  dollar;  provided,  that  the  trans- 
portation fee  payable  by  a  railroad  or  steamship  company 
covering  all  the  cars  or  vessels  thereof,  shall  be  one  hun- 

Penaity.  drcd  doUars.     Whoever  knowingly  transports  within  the 
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commonwealth  any  alcoholic  beverages  except  as  author- 
ized by  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
two  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
six  months,  or  both. 

GENERAL   PROVISIONS    AS    TO    LICENSES   AND    PERMITS. 

Section  23.  The  terms  licenses  and  permits,  wherever  Terms 
employed  as  substantives  in  this  chapter,  are  used  in  their  permits.*"^ 
technical  sense  of  a  license  or  permit  revocable  at  pleasure 
and  without  any  assignment  of  reasons  therefor  by  the 
licensor,  the  commonwealth,  acting  through  the  same  offi- 
cers or  agents  and  under  the  same  delegated  authority, 
as  authorized  the  issue  of  such  licenses.  The  provisions 
for  the  issue  of  licenses  and  permits  hereunder  imply  no 
intention  to  create  rights  generally  for  persons  to  engage 
or  continue  in  the  transaction  of  the  business  authorized 
by  the  licenses  or  permits  respectively,  but  are  enacted 
with  a  view  only  to  meet  the  reasonable  demand  of  the 
public  for  pure  alcoholic  beverages  and,  to  that  end,  to 
provide,  in  the  opinion  of  the  local  licensing  authorities,  an 
adequate  number  of  places  at  which  the  public  may  obtain, 
in  the  manner  and  for  the  kind  of  use  indicated,  the  different 
sorts  of  beverages  for  the  sale  of  which  provision  is  made. 

No  holder  of  such  a  license  or  permit  hereunder  shall 
have  any  property  right  in  any  document  or  paper  evi- 
dencing the  granting  of  such  license  or  permit  and  issued 
by  the  licensing  authorities,  and  said  authorities,  upon  the 
expiration,  suspension,  revocation,  cancellation  or  for- 
feiture of  such  a  license  or  permit  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
immediate  possession  thereof.  The  superior  court  shall 
have  jurisdiction  in  equity,  on  petition  of  the  licensing 
authorities,  to  enforce  this  provision. 

No  such  licensee  or  permittee  shall  have  any  vested  or 
monetary  right  in  the  continuance  of  his  license  or  permit. 
Whenever  it  appears  by  sale  of  premises  in  connection  with 
which  a  license  has  been  issued,  by  probate  or  bankruptcy 
proceedings,  or  otherwise,  that  such  license  has  acquired 
any  monetary  value  in  excess  of  the  license  fee,  the  licensing 
authorities  may  increase  the  amount  of  the  license  fee  cor- 
respondingly, notwithstanding  any  maximum  limitation 
herein  upon  fees  for  that  class  of  licenses,  or  may  take  other 
action  deemed  by  them  appropriate  to  divest  the  license  of 
such  monetary  value  or  to  make  such  value  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  city  or  town  instead  of  the  licensee  or  his 
estate  or  his  assigns. 

Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  local  licensing  authori-  cancellation 
ties  that  the  nature  of  the  business,  or  of  the  equipment  etc.'°^"*^^' 
of  and  service  of  any  hotel,  restaurant,  club  or  tavern  no 
longer  satisfies  the  definition  thereof  contained  in  this 
chapter,  or  that  alcoholic  beverages  are  being  or  have  been 
sold  and  served  therein  over,  and  drunk  by  customers 
standing  at,  a  bar  or  counter,  instead  of  being  drunk  sitting 
at  tables  or  at  counters  equipped  with  stools  in  dining  or 
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other  rooms  or  quarters  as  contemplated  by  or  authorized 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  local  licensing  authorities  forthwith  to  cancel  the 
license  of  such  hotel,  restaurant,  club  or  tavern.  All 
licenses  and  permits  granted  under  this  chapter,  unless 
otherwise  provided  therein,  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  December  of  the  year  of  issue,  subject,  however,  to 
cancellation  or  revocation  within  such  term;  provided, 
that  the  licensing  authorities  may,  when  first  issuing  licenses 
under  this  chapter,  provide  that  they  shall  be  temporary 
only  for  such  less  period  than  the  period  ending  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirty-four  as  the  licensing  authorities  may  determine  in 
order  to  enable  said  authorities  to  make  such  further  and 
more  complete  investigation  of  the  fitness  of  applicants 
to  whom  such  temporary  licenses  are  issued,  as  to  the 
premises  in  which  the  licensee's  business  is  to  be  con- 
ducted, and  for  any  other  purposes  deemed  by  the  licensing 
authorities  material. 

The  provisions  of  sections  twelve  and  fifteen  requiring 
the  prior  approval  of  the  commission  to  the  granting  of 
licenses  thereunder  shall  not  apply  to  licenses  first  granted 
under  said  sections;  but  no  such  license  not  approved  by 
the  commission  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-four,  shall  be  valid  after  said  date 
until  so  approved,  and  if  disapproved  by  the  commission 
prior  to  said  date  shall  thereupon  become  void.  The 
fee  for  licenses  first  granted  under  said  sections,  if  for  the 
entire  calendar  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-four  and 
for  any  additional  period  prior  to  January  first  of  said 
year,  shall  not  be  increased  by  reason  of  said  additional 
period. 

REGULATIONS. 

Section  24-  The  commission  shall,  with  the  approval  of 
the  governor  and  council,  make  regulations  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  chaptei'  for  clarifying,  carrying 
out,  enforcing  and  preventing  violation  of,  all  and  any  of 
its  provisions,  for  inspection  of  the  premises  and  method  of 
carrying  on  the  business  of  any  licensee,  for  insuring  the 
purity,  and  penalizing  the  adulteration,  or  in  any  way 
changing  the  quality  or  content,  of  any  alcoholic  beverage, 
for  the  proper  and  orderly  conduct  of  the  licensed  business, 
for  establishing  maximum  prices  chargeable  by  licensees 
under  this  chapter,  and  regulating  all  advertising  of  alco- 
holic beverages.  Every  such  regulation,  when  so  approved, 
shall  be  printed  in  full  in  one  issue  of  some  newspaper  of 
general  circulation  published  on  the  same  day  in  each  of 
the  cities  of  Boston,  New  Bedford,  Lowell,  Worcester, 
Springfield  and  Pittsfield  and  copies  of  such  regulations 
shall  be  furnished  to  each  licensee.  Fourteen  days  from 
and  after  the  date  of  such  publication,  any  such  regulation 
made  and  approved  as  aforesaid  shall  have  the  force  and 
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effect  of  law  unless  and  until  amended  or  annulled  by  the 
commission  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council. 

The  commission  shall,  at  least  annually  on  or  before 
December  thirty-first  of  each  year,  publish  in  a  convenient 
pamphlet  form  all  regulations  then  in  force,  and  shall 
furnish  copies  of  such  pamphlets  to  every  licensee  author- 
ized under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  to  sell  alcoholic 
beverages. 

Section  26.     It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  licensee  under  Lending,  etc, 
section  twelve  or  fifteen  to  lend  or  borrow  money  or  receive  iTcensees^ 
credit,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  or  from  any  manufacturer,  restricted. 
wholesaler  or  importer  of  alcoholic  beverages,  and  for  any 
such  manufacturer,  wholesaler  or  importer  to  lend  money 
or  otherwise  extend  credit  except  in  the  usual  course  of 
business   and   for   a   period   not   exceeding   ninety   days, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  any  such  licensee,  or  to  acquire, 
retain  or  own,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  interest  in  the 
business    of    any    such    licensee.     The    commission    may 
revoke  the  license  of  any  licensee  who  in  its  opinion  is 
violating  this  section  or  participating  in  such  a  violation. 

Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  prevent  a  person  holding 
any  interest  in  a  business  licensed  under  section  nineteen 
from  holding  at  the  same  time  any  interest  in  not  more 
than  one  business  licensed  under  section  eighteen. 


ALIENS. 

Section  26.     No  license  for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  Licenses,  etc., 
and  no  vehicle  permit  for  the  transportation  thereof  shall  ^Bsuedt'o^ 
be  issued  to  any  person  who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  his  appli-  aliens. 
cation  therefor,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  to  any 
agent  of  any  such  person,  or  to  any  corporation  a  majority 
of  whose  directors  are  in  fact  aliens,  and  no  person  not  such 
a  citizen  shall  be  appointed  as  manager  or  other  principal 
representative  of  any  licensee. 

No  corporation,  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  common-  Foreign  cor- 
wealth  or  of  any  other  state  or  foreign  country,  shall  be  appoVnt°focai 
given  a  license  to  sell  in  any  manner  any  alcoholic  beverages  representative. 
unless  such  corporation  shall  have  first  appointed,  in  such 
manner  as  the  licensing  authorities  by  regulation  prescribe, 
as  manager  or  other  principal  representative,  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  shall  have  vested  in  him  by  prop- 
erly authorized  and  executed  written  delegation  as  full 
authority  and  control  of  the  premises,  described  in  the 
license  of  such  corporation,  and  of  the  conduct  of  all  busi- 
ness therein  relative  to  alcoholic  beverages  as  the  licensee 
itself  could  in  any  way  have  and  exercise  if  it  were  a  natural 
person   resident  in  the   commonwealth,   nor  unless  such 
manager  or  representative  is,  with  respect  to  his  character, 
satisfactory  to  the  licensing  authorities. 

No  provision  of  this  chapter  shall  impair  any  right 
growing  out  of  any  treaty  to  which  the  United  States 
is  a  party. 
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Section  27.  All  moneys  received  by  the  commission  and 
by  the  commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation  under 
this  chapter  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  common- 
wealth and,  after  the  expenses  of  the  commission  have  been 
paid,  used  so  far  as  necessary,  for  reimbursing  cities  and 
towns  for  assistance  given  by  them  to  aged  citizens  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighteen  A,  in  the 
manner  provided  by  section  three  of  said  chapter,  and  all 
moneys  so  received  by  local  licensing  authorities  shall  be 
paid  monthly  into  the  treasuries  of  their  respective  cities 
and  towns. 

Section  28.  The  holder  of  a  license  under  section  eighteen 
or  nineteen  may  sell  alcoholic  beverages  to  churches  and  re- 
ligious societies,  educational  institutions  licensed  under 
section  fourteen,  incorporated  hospitals  and  homes  for  aged 
people  whose  real  or  personal  property  is  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  in  such  quanti- 
ties and  subject  to  such  restrictions  as  the  commission  may 
by  regulation  prescribe.  The  holder  of  such  a  license 
may  also  sell  and  deliver  such  beverages  to  any  person  on 
any  federal  or  state  military  or  naval  reservation  author- 
ized by  the  commanding  officer  thereof  to  purchase  and 
receive  the  same.

DRUGGISTS. 

Section  29.  A  registered  pharmacist  in  a  city  or  town 
who  holds  a  certificate  of  fitness  under  the  following  sec- 
tion, having  complied  with  all  provisions  of  law  relative 
to  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  irrespective  of  the  vote  of  the 
city  or  town  under  section  eleven,  may  use  alcohol  for  the 
manufacture  of  United  States  pharmacopoeia  or  national 
formulary  preparations  and  all  medicinal  preparations 
unfit  for  beverage  purposes,  and  may  sell  alcohol,  and,  upon 
the  prescription  of  a  registered  physician,  (1)  alcoholic 
liquors  other  than  wines  and  malt  beverages,  (2)  malt 
beverages,  and  (3)  wines.  Each  of  the  three  foregoing 
classes  shall  be  sold  only  on  separate  prescriptions  and  in 
quantity  not  exceeding  one  quart  of  such  alcoholic  liquors, 
one  gallon  of  wines  and  one  gallon  of  malt  beverages. 
Every  such  prescription  shall  be  dated  and  signed  by  the 
physician  and  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  person  pre- 
scribed for. 

All  such  prescriptions  shall  be  retained  and  kept  on  file 
in  a  separate  book  by  the  pharmacist  selling  the  same  and 
shall  not  be  refilled.  Such  prescription  book  shall  be  open 
at  all  times  to  inspection  of  the  board  of  registration  in 
pharmacy,  local  licensing  authorities  and  police  officers. 
Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  disqualify  a  registered  phar- 
macist from  being  licensed  under  section  fifteen,  provided 
that  he  sells  no  cooked  food  to  be  consumed  on  the  prem- 
ises; but  a  license  issued  to  a  druggist  under  said  section 
shall  not  be  included  in  computing  the  number  of  licenses 
that  may  be  granted  in  any  city  or  town  as  provided  in  sec- 
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tion  seventeen.  The  words  "alcoholic  liquor"  and  "alco- 
holic liquors",  as  used  in  this  and  the  eight  following 
sections,  are  hereby  defined  to  mean  any  liquor  intended  for 
human  consumption  and  containing  one  half  of  one  per  cent 
or  more  of  alcohol  by  volume  at  sixty  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

All  alcoholic  liquors  sold  under  authority  of  this  section 
shall  be  sold  in  the  original  sealed  packages  only. 

Section  30.  The  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  may, 
upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  not  more  than  five  dollars 
by  a  registered  pharmacist  who  desires  to  exercise  the 
authority  conferred  by  section  twenty-nine,  issue  to  him  a 
certificate  of  fitness,  which  shall  not  be  valid  after  one  year 
from  its  date,  stating  that  in  the  judgment  of  said  board  he 
is  a  proper  person  to  be  intrusted  with  such  authority  and 
that  the  public  good  will  be  promoted  by  the  granting 
thereof.  The  board  and  the  local  licensing  authorities 
may,  after  giving  a  hearing  to  the  parties  interested,  re- 
voke or  suspend  such  certificate  for  any  cause  which  they 
may  deem  proper,  and  such  revocation  or  suspension  shall 
revoke  or  suspend  all  authority  conferred  by  section 
twenty-nine. 

Section  30 A.  A  registered  pharmacist  in  a  city  or  town 
wherein  the  granting  of  licenses  to  sell  all  alcoholic  bever- 
ages is  authorized  may  be  licensed  by  local  licensing  author- 
ities to  sell  alcoholic  liquors  for  medicinal,  mechanical  or 
chemical  purposes  without  a  physician's  prescription,  except 
on  Sundays  or  legal  holidays  or  on  any  day  on  which  a 
state  or  municipal  election,  caucus  or  primary  is  held  in 
the  city  or  town  in  which  such  pharmacist  is  licensed,  the 
said  sales  to  be  recorded  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section 
thirty  E.  The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  not  less  than  fifty 
dollars  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars. 

Section  30B.  No  license  for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors, 
except  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section  or  as  permitted 
in  section  twenty-nine,  shall  be  granted  to  retail  druggists. 
One  or  more  licenses  may  be  granted  annually  under  the 
provisions  of  section  thirty  A  by  the  licensing  authorities 
of  a  city  or  town  to  retail  druggists  who  are  registered 
pharmacists  actively  engaged  in  business  on  their  own 
account,  or  on  the  account  of  the  widow,  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator of  a  deceased  registered  pharmacist,  or  of  the 
wife  of  one  who  has  become  incapacitated,  upon  presenta- 
tion to  said  authorities  of  the  certificate  prescribed  by  sec- 
tion thirty,  if  it  appears  that  the  applicant  is  a  proper 
person  to  receive  such  license.  A  registered  pharmacist 
who  owns  stock  of  the  actual  value  of  at  least  five  hundred 
dollars  in  a  corporation  which  has  been  incorporated  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  drug  business,  and  who 
conducts  in  person  the  business  of  a  store  of  such  corpora- 
tion, shall  be  considered  as  actively  engaged  in  business  on 
his  own  account  and  as  qualified  to  receive  a  license  for 
such  store.  The  licensing  authorities  may  refuse  to  grant 
any  and  all  such  licenses. 
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Section  SOC.  A  license  issued  under  section  thirty  A 
shall  become  null  and  void  without  any  process  or  decree, 
if  the  registered  pharmacist  to  whom  it  has  been  granted 
ceases  to  conduct  his  business  in  person  and  on  his  own 
account,  or  upon  the  revocation  of  his  certificate  of  regis- 
tration as  a  pharmacist,  unless  the  registered  pharmacist 
has  been  unable  to  so  conduct  his  business  or  has  died,  and 
his  business  is  continued  by  his  wife,  widow,  executor  or 
administrator  under  another  registered  pharmacist. 

Section  SOD.  Retail  pharmacists  licensed  under  section 
thirty  A  shall  not  sell  alcoholic  liquor  of  any  kind  for 
medicinal,  mechanical  or  chemical  purposes  except  upon  the 
certificate  of  the  purchaser,  which  shall  state  the  use  for 
which  it  is  wanted,  and  which  shall  be  immediately  can- 
celled at  the  time  of  sale  in  such  manner  as  to  show  the 
date  of  cancellation. 

Section  30E.  Every  retail  pharmacist  licensed  under 
section  thirty  A  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  he  shall  enter, 
at  the  time  of  every  such  sale,  the  date  thereof,  the  name 
of  the  purchaser,  the  kind,  quantity  and  price  of  said 
liquor,  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  sold,  and  the  residence 
by  street  and  number,  if  any,  of  said  purchaser.  If  such 
sale  is  made  upon  the  prescription  of  a  physician,  the  book 
shall  also  contain  the  name  of  the  physician  and  shall  state 
the  use  for  which  said  liquor  is  prescribed  and  the  quantity 
to  be  used  for  such  purpose,  and  the  prescription  shall  be 
cancelled  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  preceding  section 
with  reference  to  certificates.  Said  book  shall  be  in  form 
substantially  as  follows :

Section  30F.  The  book,  certificates  and  prescriptions 
provided  for  in  the  two  preceding  sections  shall  at  all  times 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  board  of  registration  in 
pharmacy,  the  local  licensing  authorities,  to  the  inspection 
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of  the  aldermen,  selectmen,  board  of  public  welfare,  sheriffs, 
constables,  police  officers  and  justices  of  the  peace. 

Section  30G.  A  person,  not  a  registered  pharmacist,  who 
procures  a  license  for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors  under 
section  thirty  A  in  the  name  of  a  registered  pharmacist 
who  is  dead,  or  in  the  name  of  a  registered  pharmacist  by 
borrowing,  hiring  or  purchasing  the  use  of  his  certificate, 
and,  being  himself  the  owner  or  manager  of  the  place,  per- 
sonally or  by  his  servants  sells  alcoholic  liquors,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars  and  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  six  months.  Section  eleven  of  chapter  two 
hundred  and  seventy-nine  shall  not  apply  to  a  conviction 
under  this  section. 

Section  31.  No  person,  except  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  employed  to  sell,  serve  or  deliver  any  alco- 
holic beverage.  Violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars, and  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  or  sus- 
pension of  the  license  of  any  licensee  under  this  chapter 
contributing  to  or  aiding  or  abetting  such  violation. 

Section  32.  No  holder  of  a  license  or  permit  under  this 
chapter  shall  himself  or  through  an  agent  or  employee  go 
from  town  to  town  or  from  place  to  place  in  the  same  town 
selling,  bartering,  hawking  or  peddling,  or  exposing  or 
carrying  for  sale,  barter,  hawking  or  peddHng,  any  alco- 
holic beverages  from  a  vehicle.  All  sales  of  such  beverages 
under  section  fifteen  of  this  chapter,  where  transportation 
and  delivery  are  required,  shall  be  made  only  upon  orders 
actually  received  at  the  licensed  place  of  business  prior  to 
the  shipment  thereof.  Violation  of  this  section  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both. 

Section  33.  No  licensee  for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  bever- 
ages not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  shall  sell  or  deliver 
any  such  beverages  on  Sundays  or  legal  holidays,  nor  shall 
such  licensee  sell  or  deliver  any  such  beverages  in  any  city 
or  town  on  any  day  on  which  a  state  or  municipal  election, 
caucus  or  primary  is  held,  nor  shall  there  be  sold  in  a  tavern 
any  such  beverages  on  Sunday  or  during  polling  hours  on 
any  day  on  which  such  an  election,  caucus  or  primary  is 
held  in  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  tavern  is  conducted. 

Section  34-  No  person  shall  receive  a  license  or  permit 
under  this  chapter  who  is  under  twenty-one  years  of  age. 
Whoever  being  licensed  under  this  chapter  employs  any 
person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  in  the  direct  han- 
dling or  selling  of  alcoholic  beverages  or  whoever  makes  a 
sale  of  any  such  beverages  to  any  person  under  twenty-one 
years  of  age  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
two  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
six  months,  or  both. 

Section  35.  No  rule  or  regulation  made  by  the  metro- 
politan district  commission  for  the  government  and  use 
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of  the  reservations  or  boulevards  under  its  care  shall  pro- 
hibit or  restrict  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  any  build- 
ing or  place  outside  the  limits  of  said  reservations  or 
boulevards  if  a  license  for  such  sale  has  been  granted 
hereunder. 

Section  36.  The  analyst  or  assistant  analyst  of  the  de- 
partment of  public  health  shall  upon  request  make,  free  of 
charge,  an  analysis  of  all  alcoholic  beverages  sent  to  it  by 
the  licensing  authorities  or  by  police  officers  or  other  officers 
authorized  by  law  to  make  seizures  of  alcoholic  beverages, 
if  the  department  is  satisfied  that  the  analysis  requested 
is  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  enforcement  of  the 
laws  of  the  commonwealth.  The  said  department  shall 
return  to  such  police  or  other  officers,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
a  certificate,  signed  by  the  analyst  or  assistant  analyst 
making  such  analysis,  of  the  percentage  of  alcohol  which 
such  samples  of  beverages  contain.  Such  certificate  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  composition  and  quality 
of  the  alcoholic  beverages  to  which  it  relates,  and  the 
court  may  take  judicial  notice  of  the  signature  of  the 
analyst  or  the  assistant  analyst,  and  of  the  fact  that  he 
is  such. 

Section  37.  A  certificate  shall  accompany  each  sample 
of  beverages  sent  for  analysis  by  an  officer  to  the  depart- 
ment of  public  health  stating  by  whom  the  beverages  were 
seized,  the  date  of  the  seizure  and  the  name  and  residence 
of  the  officer  who  seized  said  beverages.  Said  department 
shall  note  upon  said  certificate  the  date  of  the  receipt  and 
the  analysis  of  said  alcoholic  beverages  and  the  percentage 
of  the  alcohol,  as  required  by  the  preceding  section.  Said 
certificate  shall  be  in  the  following  form:

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Section  38.  The  state  secretary  shall  provide  and  cause 
officers  to  be  supplied  with  a  suitable  number  of  the  forms 
prescribed  by  the  preceding  section.  The  certificate  of  the 
department  of  public  health,  given  substantially  in  the 
form  hereinbefore  set  forth,  shall  be  admitted  as  evidence 
on  trials  for  the  forfeiture  of  alcoholic  beverages  as  to  the 
composition  and  quality  of  the  beverages  to  which  it 
relates. 

Section  39.  No  person  shall  tamper  with  samples  of 
alcoholic  beverages  taken  as  provided  in  section  sixty-three 
or  alter  the  statements  made  upon  the  forms  or  certificates 
aforesaid. 

Section  40.  Any  court  or  trial  justice  may  cause  alco- 
holic beverages  which  have  been  seized  under  this  chapter 
to  be  analyzed  by  a  competent  chemist,  and  the  reasonable 
expense  thereof,  including  a  fee  of  not  more  than  five  dol- 
lars for  each  analysis,  shall  be  taxed,  allowed  and  paid  like 
other  expenses  in  criminal  cases. 

Section  41-  The  delivery  of  alcoholic  beverages  in  or 
from  a  building,  booth,  stand  or  other  place,  except  a 
private  dwelling  house,  or  in  or  from  a  private  dwelling 
house  if  any  part  thereof  or  its  dependencies  is  used  as  an 
inn,  eating  house  or  shop  of  any  kind,  or  other  place  of 
common  resort,  such  delivery  in  either  case  being  to  a  per- 
son not  a  resident  therein,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that 
such  delivery  is  a  sale. 

Section  42.  If  two  persons  of  full  age  make  complaint 
to  a  district  court  or  trial  justice  or  justice  of  the  peace 
authorized  to  issue  warrants  in  criminal  cases  that  they 
have  reason  to  believe  and  do  believe  that  alcoholic  bever- 
ages, described  in  the  complaint,  are  kept  or  deposited  by 
a  person  named  therein  in  a  store,  shop,  warehouse,  build- 
ing, vehicle,  steamboat,  vessel  or  place,  and  are  intended 
for  sale  contrary  to  law,  such  court  or  justice,  if  it  appears 
that  there  is  probable  cause  to  believe  said  complaint  to 
be  true,  shall  issue  a  search  warrant  to  a  sheriff,  deputy 
sheriff,  city  marshal,  chief  of  police,  deputy  chief  of  police, 
deputy  marshal,  police  officer,  including  a  state  police 
officer,  or  constable,  commanding  him  to  search  the  prem- 
ises in  which  it  is  alleged  that  such  alcoholic  beverages  are 
deposited,  and  to  seize  such  beverages,  the  vessels  in  which 
they  are  contained  and  all  implements  of  sale  and  furniture 
used  or  kept  and  provided  to  be  used  in  the  illegal  keeping 
or  sale  of  such  beverages,  and  securely  keep  the  same  until 
final  action  thereon,  and  return  the  warrant  with  his  doings 
thereon,  as  soon  as  may  be,  to  a  district  court  or  trial 
justice  having  jurisdiction  in  the  place  in  which  such 
beverages  are  alleged  to  be  kept  or  deposited. 

Section  4S.  A  warrant  shall  not  be  issued  for  the  search 
of  a  dwelling  house,  if  no  inn,  tavern,  store,  grocery,  eating 
house  or  place  of  common  resort  is  kept  therein,  unless  one 
of  the  complainants  makes  oath  that  he  has  evidence  that 
such  alcoholic  beverages  have  been  sold  therein  or  taken 
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therefrom  for  the  purpose  of  being  sold  by  the  occupant, 
or  by  his  consent,  or  permission,  contrary  to  law,  within 
one  month  next  before  making  such  complaint,  and  are 
then  kept  therein  for  sale  contrary  to  law  by  the  person 
complained  against.  Such  complainant  shall  state  the  facts 
and  circumstances  which  constitute  such  evidence,  and  such 
allegations  shall  be  recited  in  the  complaint  and  warrant. 

Section  44-  The  complaint  shall  particularly  designate 
the  building,  structure  and  place  to  be  searched,  the  alco- 
holic beverages  to  be  seized,  the  person  by  whom  they  are 
owned,  kept  or  possessed  and  intended  for  sale,  and  shall 
allege  the  intent  of  such  person  to  sell  the  same  contrary 
to  law.  The  warrant  shall  allege  that  probable  cause  has 
been  shown  for  the  issuing  thereof;  and  the  place  to  be 
searched,  the  alcoholic  beverages  to  be  seized,  and  the  per- 
son believed  to  be  the  owner,  possessor,  or  keeper  of  such 
beverages,  intending  to  sell  the  same  contrary  to  law,  shall 
be  designated  therein  with  the  same  particularity  as  in  the 
complaint  and  the  complainants  shall  be  summoned  to 
appear  as  witnesses. 

Section  45-  The  oiRcer  to  whom  the  warrant  is  com- 
mitted shall  search  the  premises  and  seize  the  alcoholic 
beverages  described  in  the  warrant,  the  casks  or  other 
vessels  in  which  the  same  are  contained,  and  all  imple- 
ments of  sale  and  furniture  used  or  kept  and  provided  to 
be  used  in  the  illegal  keeping  or  sale  of  such  beverages,  if 
they  are  found  in  or  upon  said  premises,  and  shall  convey 
the  same  to  some  place  of  security,  where  he  shall  keep  the 
beverages  and  vessels  until  final  action  is  had  thereon. 

Section  46.  A  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  city  marshal,  chief 
of  police,  deputy  chief  of  police,  deputy  or  assistant  marshal, 
police  officer,  including  a  state  police  officer,  or  constable 
who,  without  a  search  warrant  duly  committed  to  him, 
searches  for  or  seizes  alcoholic  beverages  in  a  dwelling  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars. 

Section  47.  The  court  or  trial  justice  before  whom  the 
warrant  is  returned  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  seizure  thereunder  of  the  alcoholic  beverages  and  the 
vessels  containing  them,  issue  a  notice,  under  seal,  and 
signed  by  the  justice  or  the  clerk  of  said  court,  or  by  the 
trial  justice,  commanding  the  person  complained  against 
as  the  keeper  of  the  beverages  seized  and  all  other  persons 
who  claim  any  interest  therein  or  in  the  casks  or  vessels 
containing  the  same  to  appear  before  said  court  or  trial 
justice,  at  a  time  and  place  therein  named,  to  answer  to 
said  complaint  and  show  cause  why  such  beverages  and 
the  vessels  containing  them  should  not  be  forfeited. 

Section  48.  The  notice  shall  contain  a  description  of  the 
number  and  kind  of  vessels,  the  quantity  and  kind  of  alco- 
holic beverages  seized,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  and  shall  state 
when  and  where  they  were  seized.  It  shall,  not  less  than 
fourteen  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  trial,  be 
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served  by  a  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff,  constable  or  pohce 
officer  upon  the  person  charged  with  being  the  keeper 
thereof  by  leaving  an  attested  copy  thereof  with  him  per- 
sonally or  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  if  he  is  an  inhabitant 
of  the  commonwealth,  and  by  posting  an  attested  copy  on 
the  building  in  which  the  beverages  were  seized,  if  they 
were  found  in  a  building;  otherwise  in  a  pubhc  place  in  the 
city  or  town  in  which  the  beverages  were  seized. 

Section  49.  If,  at  the  time  appointed  for  trial,  said 
notice  has  not  been  duly  served,  or  other  sufficient  cause 
appears,  the  trial  may  be  postponed  to  some  other  day  and 
place,  and  such  further  notice  issued  as  shall  supply  any 
defect  in  the  previous  notice;  and  time  and  opportunity 
for  trial  and  defence  shall  be  given  to  persons  interested. 

Section  60.  At  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the 
notice,  the  person  complained  against,  or  any  person 
claiming  an  interest  in  the  alcoholic  beverages  and  vessel 
seized,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  appear  and  make  his  claim 
verbally  or  in  writing,  and  a  record  of  his  appearance  and 
claim  shall  be  made,  and  he  shall  be  admitted  as  a  party 
to  the  trial.  Whether  a  claim  as  aforesaid  is  made  or  not, 
the  court  or  trial  justice  shall  proceed  to  try,  hear  and 
determine  the  allegations  of  such  complaint,  and  whether 
said  beverages  and  vessels,  or  any  part  thereof,  are  for- 
feited. If  it  appears  that  the  beverages,  or  any  part 
thereof,  were  at  the  time  of  making  the  complaint  owned  or 
kept  by  the  person  alleged  therein  for  the  purpose  of  being 
sold  in  violation  of  law,  the  court  or  trial  justice  shall 
render  judgment  that  such  and  so  much  of  the  beverages 
so  seized  as  were  so  unlawfully  kept,  and  the  vessels  in 
which  they  are  contained,  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, be  forfeited  to  the  commonwealth.  If  a  motor 
vehicle  is  seized  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and 
is  held  to  be  a  container  or  implement  of  sale  of  alcoholic 
beverages  contrary  to  law,  the  court  or  trial  justice  shall, 
unless  good  cause  to  the  contrary  is  shown,  order  a  sale 
of  such  motor  vehicle  by  public  auction  and  the  officer 
making  the  sale,  after  deducting  the  expense  of  keeping  the 
motor  vehicle,  the  fee  for  the  seizure  and  the  cost  of  the 
sale,  shall  pay  all  liens,  according  to  their  priorities,  which 
are  established,  by  intervention  or  otherwise,  at  said  trial 
or  Jn  other  proceedings  brought  for  said  purpose,  as  being 
bona  fide  and  as  having  been  created  without  the  lienor 
having  any  notice  that  such  motor  vehicle  was  being  used 
or  was  to  be  used  as  a  container  or  implement  of  sale  of 
alcoholic  beverages  contrary  to  law.  The  balance,  if  any, 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  common- 
wealth and  shall  be  paid  by  said  officer  into  its  treasury. 
All  liens  against  any  motor  vehicle  sold  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  transferred  from  said  motor  vehicle 
to  the  proceeds  of  its  sale. 

Section  51.  Any  beverages  and  vessels  so  forfeited  shall, 
by  authority  of  the  written  order  of  the  court  or  trial 
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justice,  be  forwarded  to  the  commissioner  of  public  safety, 
who  upon  receipt  of  the  same  shall  notify  said  court  or 
justice  thereof.  If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioner, 
it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  commonwealth  that  such 
beverages  and  vessels  be  destroyed,  he  shall  destroy  or  cause 
the  destruction  of  such  beverages  and  vessels,  but  if  in  his 
judgment  it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  commonwealth 
to  sell  the  same,  he  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  sold,  or  he 
may  deliver  such  alcoholic  beverages  to  any  department  or 
agency  of  the  commonwealth  for  medical,  mechanical  or 
scientific  uses.  The  proceeds  of  such  sales  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth.  The  officer  who 
serves  said  order  of  the  court  or  justice  shall  be  allowed 
therefor  fifty  cents,  but  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive 
any  traveling  fees  or  mileage  on  account  of  the  service 
thereof. 

Section  52.  If  it  is  not  proved  on  the  trial  that  all  or 
part  of  the  beverages  seized  was  kept  or  deposited  for  sale 
contrary  to  law,  the  court  or  trial  justice  shall  issue  a 
written  order  to  the  officer  having  the  same  in  custody  to 
return  so  much  thereof  as  was  not  proved  to  be  so  kept  or 
deposited  and  the  vessels  in  which  it  is  contained,  to  the 
place  as  nearly  as  may  be  from  which  it  was  taken,  or  to 
deliver  it  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  it.  After  exe- 
cuting such  order,  the  officer  shall  return  it  to  the  court  or 
trial  justice  with  his  doings  endorsed  thereon. 

Section  53.  All  implements  of  sale  and  furniture  seized 
under  sections  forty-two  and  forty-five  shall  be  forfeited 
and  disposed  of  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  forfeiture 
and  disposition  of  alcoholic  beverages;  but  the  court  or 
trial  justice  may,  if  it  is  deemed  to  be  for  the  interest  of  the 
commonwealth,  order  the  destruction  or  sale  of  said  prop- 
erty by  any  officer  qualified  to  serve  criminal  process  and 
the  proceeds  of  a  sale  thereof  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
county;  and  said  officer  shall  make  return  of  the  order  for 
such  destruction  or  sale  and  his  doings  thereon  to  the  court 
or  justice  issuing  the  same.  The  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  a  motor  vehicle  if  seized  and  held  to  be 
an  implement  of  sale  as  aforesaid,  but  the  disposition  of 
such  a  motor  vehicle  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions 
of  section  fifty. 

Section  54-  If  no  person  appears  and  is  admitted  as  a 
party  as  aforesaid,  or  if  judgment  is  rendered  in  favor  of 
all  the  claimants  who  appear,  the  cost  of  the  proceedings 
shall  be  paid  as  in  other  criminal  cases.  If  only  one  party 
appearing  fails  to  sustain  his  claim,  he  shall  pay  all  the 
costs  except  the  expense  of  seizing  and  keeping  the  bever- 
ages, and  an  execution  shall  be  issued  against  him  therefor. 
If  judgment  is  rendered  against  two  or  more  claimants  of 
distinct  interest  in  the  beverages,  the  cost  shall,  according 
to  the  discretion  of  the  court  or  trial  justice,  be  apportioned 
among  such  parties,  and  executions  shall  be  issued  against 
them  severally.     If  such  execution  is  not  forthwith  paid, 
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the  defendant  therein  named  shall  be  committed  to  jail,  and 
shall  not  be  discharged  therefrom  until  he  has  paid  the 
same  and  the  costs  of  commitment,  or  until  he  has  been 
imprisoned  thirty  days. 

Section  55.  A  claimant  whose  claim  is  not  allowed  as  Appeal. 
aforesaid,  and  the  person  complained  against,  shall  each 
have  the  same  right  of  appeal  to  the  superior  court  as  if  he 
had  been  convicted  of  crime;  but  before  his  appeal  is 
allowed  he  shall  recognize  to  the  commonwealth  in  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  with  sufficient  surety  or  sure- 
ties, to  prosecute  his  appeal  to  the  superior  court  and  to 
abide  the  sentence  of  the  court  thereon.  Upon  such  ap- 
peal, any  question  of  fact  shall  be  tried  by  a  jury.  On  the 
judgment  of  the  court  after  verdict,  whether  a  forfeiture 
of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  alcoholic  beverages  and 
vessels  seized,  or  otherwise,  similar  proceedings  shall  be 
had  as  are  directed  in  the  five  preceding  sections. 

Section  56.  A  deputy  sheriff,  chief  of  police,  deputy  Arrest  without 
chief  of  police,  city  marshal,  deputy  or  assistant  marshal,  ^g^t^tnVa^es 
police  officer,  including  a  state  police  officer,  or  constable, 
or,  in  the  county  of  Dukes  or  Nantucket,  the  sheriff  any- 
where within  his  county,  or  any  inspector  of  the  commis- 
sion, may  without  a  warrant  arrest  any  person  whom  he 
finds  in  the  act  of  illegally  transporting  or  delivering  alco- 
holic beverages,  and  seize  the  said  beverages,  vessels  and 
implements  of  sale  in  the  possession  of  such  person,  and 
detain  them  until  warrants  can  be  procured  against  such 
person,  and  for  the  seizure  of  said  beverages,  vessels  and 
implements,  under  this  chapter.  Such  officers  shall  en- 
force or  cause  to  be  enforced  the  penalties  provided  by  law 
against  every  person  who  is  guilty  of  a  violation  of  any  law 
relative  to  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  of  which  they 
can  obtain  reasonable  proof. 

Section  57.     Upon  the  conviction  of  a  holder  of  a  license  Licensing  au- 
or  permit  under  this  chapter  of  the  violation  of  any  law  notmeTo*f°^^ 
relative  to  the  business  he  is  licensed  or  permitted  to  pursue,  conviction. 
the  court  in  which  he  has  been  convicted  shall  send  to  the 
authorities  which  issued  the  license  or  permit  a  certificate 
under  seal,  showing  the  time  and  place  of  such  conviction. 

Section  58.  Upon  the  conviction  of  a  person  of  the 
illegal  keeping  or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages,  the  court 
wherein  he  has  been  convicted  shall  issue  and  cause  to  be 
served  upon  the  owner  of  the  building,  or  agent  of  such 
owner  in  charge  of  the  building,  used  for  such  illegal  keep- 
ing or  sale,  if  he  resides  within  the  commonwealth  and 
is  not  the  person  so  convicted,  a  written  notice  that  the 
tenant  of  said  building  has  been  convicted  as  aforesaid; 
and  a  return  thereof  shall  be  made  to  the  court  or  magis- 
trate issuing  it.  Such  notice,  so  served,  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  due  and  sufficient  notice  under  section  twenty  of 
chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine. 

Section  59.     The  forms  heretofore  in  use  may  continue  Forms  for 
to  be  used  in  prosecutions  under  this  chapter,  and  if  sub-  prosecution. 
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stantially  followed  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  to  fully  and 
plainly,  substantially  and  formally  describe  the  several 
offences  in  each  of  them  set  forth,  and  to  authorize  the 
lawful  doings  of  the  officers  acting  by  virtue  of  the  war- 
rants issued  in  substantial  conformity  therewith;  but 
this  section  shall  not  exclude  the  use  of  other  suitable 
forms. 

Section  60.  All  alcoholic  beverages  which  are  kept  for 
sale  contrary  to  law  and  the  implements  and  vessels  actu- 
ally used  in  selling  and  keeping  the  same  are  declared  to  be 
common  nuisances. 

Section  61 .  All  buildings  or  places  used  by  clubs  for  the 
purpose  of  selling,  distributing  or  dispensing  alcoholic 
beverages  to  their  members  or  others  shall  be  deemed 
common  nuisances  unless  duly  licensed  under  this  chapter. 
Whoever  keeps  or  maintains,  or  assists  in  keeping  or  main- 
taining, such  a  common  nuisance  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  three  months  nor 
more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Section  62.  A  violation  by  any  person  of  any  provision 
of  this  chapter  for  which  a  specific  penalty  is  not  provided 
or  a  violation  by  a  licensee  of  any  provision  of  his  license  or 
of  any  regulation  made  under  authority  of  this  chapter 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less 
than  one  month  nor  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Section  63.  The  licensing  authorities  or  their  agents 
may  at  any  time  enter  upon  the  premises  of  a  person  who  is 
licensed  by  them  under  this  chapter  to  ascertain  the  man- 
ner in  which  such  person  conducts  his  business.  Such 
licensing  authorities  or  their  agents  may  at  any  time  take 
samples  for  analysis  from  any  beverages  kept  on  such 
premises,  and  the  vessel  or  vessels  containing  such  samples 
shall  be  sealed  on  the  premises  by  the  seal  of  the  vendor, 
and  shall  remain  so  sealed  until  presented  to  the  state  de- 
partment of  public  health  for  analysis  and  duplicate  samples 
shall  be  left  with  the  dealer. 

Section  63 A.  Any  person  who  hinders  or  delays  any 
authorized  inspector  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  or 
who  refuses  to  admit  to  or  locks  out  any  such  inspector  from 
any  place  which  such  inspector  is  authorized  to  inspect, 
or  who  refuses  to  give  to  such  inspector  such  information  as 
may  be  required  for  the  proper  enforcement  of  this  chapter, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  two  months,  or  both. 

Section  64..  The  local  licensing  authorities  after  notice 
to  the  licensee  and  reasonable  opportunity  for  him  to  be 
heard  by  them,  may  declare  his  license  forfeited,  or  may 
suspend  his  license  for  such  period  of  time  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  upon  satisfactory  proof  that  he  has  violated  or 
permitted  a  violation  of  any  condition  thereof,  or  any  law 
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of  the  commonwealth.  If  the  hcense  is  declared  to  have 
been  forfeited,  the  licensee  shall  be  disqualified  to  receive 
a  license  for  one  year  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
license  so  forfeited,  and  if  he  is  the  owner  of  the  premises 
described  in  such  forfeited  license,  no  license  shall  be  issued 
to  be  exercised  on  said  premises  for  the  residue  of  the  term 
thereof. 

Section  65.  Upon  revocation,  forfeiture  or  suspension 
by  the  licensing  authorities  of  a  license  or  permit  granted 
under  this  chapter,  the  holder  thereof  shall  forthwith  deliver 
the  same  to  such  authorities.  Refusal  so  to  deliver,  or 
failure  so  to  do  for  seven  days  following  a  request  therefor 
by  such  authorities,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  three  months,  or  both. 

Section  66.  In  respect  to  their  constitutionality,  all 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
separable. 

Section  67.  Any  applicant  for  a  license  who  is  aggrieved 
by  the  action  of  the  local  licensing  authorities  in  refusing 
to  grant  the  same  or  by  their  failure  to  act  within  the 
period  of  thirty  days  limited  by  section  sixteen  B,  or  any 
one  who  is  aggrieved  by  the  action  of  such  authorities  in 
suspending,  cancelling,  revoking  or  declaring  forfeited  the 
same,  may  appeal  therefrom  to  the  commission  within 
five  days  following  notice  of  such  action  or  the  expiration 
of  said  period,  and  the  decision  of  the  commission  shall  be 
final;  but  pending  a  decision  on  the  appeal,  the  action  of 
the  local  licensing  authorities  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  the  appeal  had  not  been  taken.  Upon  the 
petition  of  twenty-five  persons  who  are  taxpayers  of  the 
city  or  town  in  which  a  license  has  been  granted  by  such 
authorities  or  registered  voters  in  the  voting  precinct  or 
district  wherein  the  licensed  premises  are  situated,  or  upon 
its  own  initiative,  the  commission  may  investigate  the 
granting  of  such  license  and  may,  after  a  hearing,  revoke 
or  modify  such  license  if,  in  its  opinion,  circumstances 
warrant. 

If  the  local  licensing  authorities  fail  to  grant  a  license  or 
to  perform  any  other  act  when  lawfully  ordered  so  to  do 
by  the  commission  upon  appeal  or  otherwise,  within  such 
time  as  it  may  prescribe,  the  commission  may  itself  issue 
such  license  or  perform  such  act,  with  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  granted  or  performed  by  the  local  licensing 
authorities. 
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Section  68.     The  mayor  of  a  city  and  the  selectmen  of  a  Regulation  of 


town  may,  in  cases  of  riot  or  great  pubhc  excitement, 
order  licensees  under  this  chapter  not  to  sell,  give  away  or 
deliver  any  alcoholic  beverages  on  the  licensed  premises  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  three  days  at  any  one  time.  Who- 
ever, himself  or  by  his  agents  or  servants,  sells,  gives  away 
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or  delivers  any  such  beverages  in  violation  of  an  order 
given  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  two  hundred  dollars,  and  upon  conviction,  his 
license  shall  be  revoked  by  the  licensing  authority. 

Section  69.  No  alcoholic  beverage  shall  be  sold  or  de- 
livered on  any  premises  licensed  under  this  chapter  to  a 
person  who  is  known  to  be  a  drunkard,  to  an  intoxicated 
person,  or  to  a  person  who  is  known  to  have  been  intoxi- 
cated within  the  six  months  last  preceding,  or  to  a  person 
known  to  be  supported  in  whole  or  in  part  by  public 
charity. 

Section  70.  No  license,  except  special  licenses  issued 
under  section  fourteen,  shall  be  granted  under  this  chapter 
unless  the  license  fee  has  been  paid  to  the  licensing  author- 
ities nor  unless  the  applicant  shall  have  filed  with  such 
authorities  a  bond  running  to  the  commonwealth  or  the 
city  or  town,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  a  penal  sum  and  form 
approved  by  the  commission  signed  by  the  applicant  and 
with  a  surety  company  authorized  to  do  business  in  the 
commonwealth  as  surety,  conditioned  upon  performance 
by  the  licensee  of  all  the  conditions  of  the  license  and 
observance  of  all  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  Permits 
issued  under  section  twenty  shall  be  deemed  licenses  for 
the  purpose  of  this  section. 

Section  71.  All  rules  and  regulations  made  under  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  by  the  commission  or  by  the 
commissioner  of  corporations  and  taxation  shall  not  take 
effect  until  approved  by  the  governor  and  council. 

Section  72.  The  board  of  health  of  a  city  or  town  may 
annually  grant  to  persons  who  apply  therefor  licenses  for 
the  sale  or  dealing  therein,  within  such  city  or  town,  of 
methyl  alcohol  or  wood  alcohol,  so  called,  or  denatured 
alcohol,  or  any  preparation  used  for  manufacturing  or 
commercial  purposes  which  contains  more  than  three  per 
cent  of  any  of  the  said  alcohols,  and  is  intended  for  use 
other  than  as  a  beverage.  The  fee  for  such  a  license  shall 
be  one  dollar.  A  registered  pharmacist  may  make  such 
sales  without  such  a  license.  The  state  department  of 
public  health  may  annually  grant  to  persons  who  apply 
therefor  licenses  for  the  manufacture,  sale  or  dealing 
therein,  within  the  commonwealth,  and  for  the  importa- 
tion into  and  exportation  from  the  commonwealth,  of  any 
of  such  alcohols  or  preparations,  the  fee  for  which  shall  be 
one  hundred  dollars.  Licenses  shall  be  granted  under  this 
section  only  if  it  appears  that  the  applicant  is  a  proper 
person  to  receive  the  same. 

Section  73.  Every  barrel  or  keg  containing  methyl 
alcohol  or  wood  alcohol,  so  called,  or  denatured  alcohol  con- 
taining methyl  alcohol,  or  any  drug  or  medicine  intended  for 
external  use  containing  methyl  alcohol,  shall  bear  in  capital 
letters  not  less  than  three  fourths  nor  more  than  one  and 
one  half  inches  in  height,  stencilled  thereon  or  printed 
upon  a  label  affixed  thereto,  the  words  "POISON,  NOT 
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FOR  INTERNAL  USE".  Every  other  container  of 
any  such  alcohol,  drug  or  medicine  shall  bear  a  label  of 
white  paper  on  which  shall  be  printed  in  red  capital  let- 
ters not  less  than  one  fourth  of  an  inch  in  height,  the  words 
"DEADLY  POISON",  the  name  and  place  of  business  of 
the  vendor,  and  the  statement  that  he  is  a  registered 
pharmacist  or  the  holder  of  a  license  under  the  preceding 
section,  together  with  number  of  his  license,  and,  in  legible 
type,  the  words  "NOT  FOR  INTERNAL  USE,  CAUSES 
BLINDNESS.  KEEP  FROM  THE  EYES".  Whoever, 
himself  or  by  his  servant  or  agent,  sells,  exchanges  or  de- 
livers any  such  alcohol,  drug  or  medicine  in  any  container 
not  conforming  to  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

Section  74-  The  sale  of  methyl  alcohol,  wood  alcohol, 
so  called,  denatured  alcohol,  or  any  preparation  containing 
alcohol  as  described  in  section  seventy-two  by  a  person  not 
a  registered  pharmacist  or  not  licensed  under  said  section 
or  by  a  licensee  or  registered  pharmacist  to  a  person  under 
sixteen  years  of  age  or  to  any  person  without  reasonable 
investigation  and  inquiry  to  determine  that  the  same  is 
not  to  be  used  for  drinking  purposes,  shall  constitute  the 
offence  of  unlawful  sale  of  alcohol  and  may  be  described  as 
such  in  any  complaint  or  indictment  without  more;  but 
a  person  so  charged  shall  be  entitled  to  a  bill  of  particulars 
in  accordance  with  section  forty  of  chapter  two  hundred 
and  seventy-seven. 

Section  75.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  section 
seventy-three,  violation  of  any  provision  of  sections 
seventy-two  to  seventy-four,  inclusive,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both. 

Section  76.  The  licensing  authorities  of  a  city  or  town 
may  annually  grant  licenses  to  retail  dealers  in  paints  or 
chemicals  for  the  sale  of  alcohol,  other  than  alcohol  de- 
scribed in  section  seventy-two,  for  mechanical,  manu- 
facturing or  chemical  purposes  only,  the  fee  for  which  shall 
be  one  dollar.  The  commission  may  annually  grant 
licenses  for  the  manufacture,  transportation,  importation, 
exportation  and  sale  of  alcohol,  other  than  alcohol  de- 
scribed in  section  seventy-two,  for  mechanical,  manu- 
facturing or  chemical  purposes  only,  or  for  sale  to  any 
person  holding  a  license  under  section  eighteen  or  nineteen 
or  to  any  registered  pharmacist  holding  a  certificate  of 
fitness,  or  to  any  hospital  or  educational  or  scientific  insti- 
tution for  use  other  than  for  beverage  purposes.  Licenses 
shall  be  granted  under  this  section  only  if  it  appears  that 
the  applicant  therefor  is  a  proper  person  to  receive  such  a 
license.  The  fee  for  such  a  license  shall  be  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Section  77.  A  license  granted  under  the  preceding  sec- 
tion shall  become  null  and  void  without  any  process  or 
decree  if  the  licensee  ceases  to  carry  on  the  licensed  business. 
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Section  78.  Every  person  to  whom  such  a  Hcense  is 
granted  shall  keep  a  book  in  which  he  shall  enter,  at  the 
time  of  every  sale  of  alcohol,  the  date  thereof,  the  name 
and  residence  of  the  purchaser,  his  residence  by  street  and 
number,  if  any,  the  quantity  and  price  of  the  alcohol  sold, 
and  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be  used.  Said  book 
shall  be  in  form  substantially  as  follows:

Section  3.  Section  eight  of  chapter  two  hundred  and 
thirty-three  of  the  General  Laws,  as  most  recently  amended 
by  section  three  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of 
the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "board"  the 
first  time  it  occurs  in  the  eighth  line,  the  words :  —  ,  the 
alcoholic  beverages  control  commission  established  by 
section  forty-three  of  chapter  six,  —  and  by  striking  out 
the  words  "for  the  granting  of  licenses  for  certain  non- 
intoxicating  beverages"  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  lines,  — 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  8.  Witnesses  may  be 
summoned  to  attend  and  testify  and  to  produce  books  and 
papers  at  a  hearing  before  a  city  council,  or  either  branch 
thereof,  or  before  a  joint  or  special  committee  of  the  same 
or  of  either  branch  thereof,  or  before  a  board  of  selectmen, 
a  board  of  police  commissioners,  a  fire  commissioner  or  a 
board  of  fire  commissioners,  a  commissioner  of  public 
safety,  a  school  board,  the  alcoholic  beverages  control 
commission  estabhshed  by  section  forty-three  of  chapter 
six,  a  licensing  board  or  licensing  authorities,  as  defined 
in  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  a 
board  of  registrars  of  voters,  the  pohce  commissioner  or 
election  commissioners  of  Boston,  the  metropolitan  dis- 
trict commission,  or  a  board  of  appeals  designated  or 
appointed  under  section  thirty  of  chapter  forty,  as  to 
matters  within  their  authority;  and  such  witnesses  shall 
be  summoned  in  the  same  manner,  be  paid  the  same  fees 
and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  for  default,  as  wit- 
nesses in  civil  cases  before  the  courts.  The  presiding 
officer  of  such  council,  or  of  either  branch  thereof,  or  a 
member  of  any  such  committee,  board  or  commission,  or 
any  such  commissioner,  may  administer  oaths  to  witnesses 
who  appear  before  such  council,  branch  thereof,  committee, 
board,  commission  or  commissioner,  respectively. 

Section  4.  Chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy-two  of 
the  General  Laws,  as  appearing  in  the  Tercentenary  Edition 
thereof,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  section  twenty- 
five  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section 
25.  Any  person  owning,  managing  or  controlling  a  restau- 
rant, tavern  or  other  place  in  any  town,  where  food  or 
drink  is  sold  to  the  pubfic  to  be  consumed  upon  the  prem- 
ises or  required  to  be  licensed  under  chapter  one  hundred 
and  thirty-eight,  and  any  employee  of  such  person,  who

censes to 
continue,  etc. 


provides,  maintains,  uses  or  permits  the  use  of  a  booth, 
stall  or  enclosure  of  any  description  whatever  which  is  so 
closed  by  curtains,  screens  or  other  devices  that  the  persons 
within  cannot  at  any  time  plainly  be  seen  by  other  persons 
in  such  restaurant,  tavern  or  other  place,  or  in  any  division 
thereof,  unless  the  enclosure  is  approved  by  the  licensing 
authorities,  and  any  person  conducting  such  an  establish- 
ment who  maintains  barred  or  barricaded  entrances  or 
exits  thereto  or  other  devices  or  appliances  designed  to 
impede  access  thereto  by  police  officers,  official  inspectors 
and  other  officers  entitled  to  enter  the  same,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hun- 
dred dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  six 
months,  or  both. 

Section  5.  All  licenses  heretofore  issued  under  author- 
ity of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  General 
Laws,  and  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  the  taking  effect 
of  this  act,  shall  continue  to  have  full  force  and  effect  for 
the  term  for  which  issued,  unless  sooner  revoked  by  the 
authority  issuing  the  same. 

Section  6.     Section  twenty-one  of  chapter  one  hundred  Application  of 
and  thirty-eight  of  the  General  Laws,  as  revised  by  section  pro^'s^onT^^ 
two  of  this  act,  shall  apply  to  alcoholic  beverages  manu- 
factured and  sold  under  authority  of  chapter  three  hundred 
and  seventy-four  of  the  acts  of  the  current  year. 

REPEAL  OF  CHAPTER  ONE  HUNDRED  AND  TWENTY  OF  NINE- 
TEEN HUNDRED  AND  THIRTY-THREE,  AND  SAVING 
CLAUSE. 

Section  7.  Sections  three  to  fifty-five,  inclusive,  of  Repeal, 
chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  acts  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-three,  as  amended  by  chapters  two 
hundred  and  sixteen,  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  and 
three  hundred  and  forty-six  of  the  acts  of  said  year,  are 
hereby  repealed;  but  notwithstanding  such  repeal,  all 
licenses  and  permits  issued  under  said  chapter  one  hundred 
and  twenty  and  in  force  when  this  act  takes  effect  shall 
continue  in  force  until  the  same  have  expired  as  therein 
provided,  and  all  acts  performed  thereunder  shall  be  lawful 
and  valid  to  the  same  extent  as  if  said  sections  had  not  been 
repealed;  and  provided,  further,  that  all  authority  and 
jurisdiction  conferred  upon  the  alcoholic  beverages  control 
commission  and  the  local  licensing  authorities  by  said 
chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty  in  respect  to  such  licenses 
and  permits  and  to  all  acts  performed  thereunder  shall 
continue  in  force  until  the  expiration  of  such  licenses  and 
permits.  The  holder  of  such  a  license  granted  under  the 
provisions  of  section  four  or  six  of  said  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  may  at  his  option  surrender  the  same, 
whereupon  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a  rebate  of  a  propor- 
tionate part  of  the  fee  paid  therefor  or  to  a  credit  thereof 
in  case  he  receives  from  the  same  licensing  authority  a  new 
license  under  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the 
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date.

Chap. 377  An  Act  making  appropriations  incident  to  the  extra 

SESSION  OF  THE  GENERAL  COURT  AND  FOR  OTHER 
PURPOSES. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  To  provide  for  certain  expenditures  author- 
ized at  the  extra  session  of  the  general  court,  the  sums  set 
forth  in  section  two,  for  the  particular  purposes  and  subject 
to  the  conditions  stated  therein,  are  hereby  appropriated 
from  the  general  fund  or  revenue  of  the  commonwealth, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  thirtieth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  thirty-four,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  law 
regulating  the  disbursements  of  public  funds  and  the 
approval  thereof. 

Section  2. 

Sendee  of  the  Legislative  Department. 

For  additional  compensation  of  senators  for  their  services 
during  the  present  extra  session  of  the  general  court,  to 
wit,  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  each  senator,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  six  thousand  dollars  .  .  .    S6,000  00 

For  compensation  for  travel  of  senators  for  the  present  extra 
session,  a  sum  not  exceeding  fourteen  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars ...

Section  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Approved  December  4,  1933. 


NOTE. 

The  general  court  of  1933  during  its  extra  session  passed 
5  Acts,  which  received  executive  approval. 

The  general  court  was  prorogued  on  Monday,  Decem- 
ber 4,  1933,  at  nineteen  minutes  before  eleven  o'clock  p.m., 
the  session  having  occupied  27  days. 
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In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Thirty-Three. 


Resolutions  ratifying  the  proposed  amendment  to  the 
constitution  of  the  united  states  fixing  the  com- 
mencement of  the  terms  of  president  and  vice 
president  and  members  of  congress  and  fixing  the 
time  of  the  assembling  of  congress. 

Whereas,  The  seventy-second  Congress  by  both  houses 
passed  the  following  proposed  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  by  a  constitutional  majority 
of  two  thirds  thereof,  to  wit, 

Joint  Resolution  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  fixing  the  commencement 
of  the  terms  of  President  and  Vice  President  and  Mem- 
bers of  Congress  and  fixing  the  time  of  the  assembling  of 
Congress. 

Article  — 

Section  1.  The  terms  of  the  President  and  Vice  Presi- 
dent shall  end  at  noon  on  the  20th  day  of  January,  and  the 
terms  of  Senators  and  Representatives  at  noon  on  the 
3d  day  of  January,  of  the  years  in  which  such  terms  would 
have  ended  if  this  article  had  not  been  ratified;  and  the 
terms  of  their  successors  shall  then  begin. 

Sec.  2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in 
every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall  begin  at  noon  on  the 
3d  day  of  January,  unless  they  shall  by  law  appoint  a 
different  day. 

Sec.  3.  If,  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  the 
term  of  the  President,  the  President  elect  shall  have  died, 
the  Vice  President  elect  shall  become  President.  If  a 
President  shall  not  have  been  chosen  before  the  time  fixed 
for  the  beginning  of  his  term,  or  if  the  President  elect  shall 
have  failed  to  qualify,  then  the  Vice  President  elect  shall 
act  as  President  until  a  President  shall  have  qualified;  and 
the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  wherein 
neither  a  President  elect  nor  a  Vice  President  elect  shall 
have  qualified,  declaring  who  shall  then  act  as  President, 
or  the  manner  in  which  one  who  is  to  act  shall  be  selected, 
and  such  person  shall  act  accordingly  until  a  President  or 
Vice  President  shall  have  qualified. 

Sec.  4.  The  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case 
of  the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the  House 
of  Representatives  may  choose  a  President  whenever  the 
right  of  choice  shall  have  devolved  upon  them,  and  for  the 
case  of  the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the 
Senate  may  choose  a  Vice  President  whenever  the  right 
of  choice  shall  have,  devolved  upon  them. 
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Sec.  5.  Sections  1  and  2  shall  take  effect  on  the  15th 
day  of  October  following  the  ratification  of  this  article. 

Sec.  6.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall 
have  been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by 
the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States  within 
seven  years  from  the  date  of  its  submission. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  proposed  amendment  is  hereby 
ratified  by  the  Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

Resolved,  That  a  certified  copy  of  the  foregoing  pre- 
amble and  resolution  be  forwarded  by  the  Governor  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  in  accord- 
ance with  section  two  hundred  and  five  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  United  States. 

Adopted  in  the  Senate  {30  Yeas — 0  Nays)  January  18, 
1933,  and,  in  concurrence,  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
{217  Yeas—1  Nay),  January  24, 1933. 

The  foregoing  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  was  submitted  under  the  provisions  of 
General  Laws,  Chapter  53,  Section  18,  to  the  voters  of 
the  Commonwealth  at  the  State  Election  held  November 
8,  1932.  The  total  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  affirmative 
and  in  the  negative  for  said  amendment  was  as  follows: —

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Votes  on  Question  No.  2 — ^^Law  Proposed  hy  Initiative  Petition." 

Returns  of  Votes  upon  the  Question — "Shall  the  proposed  law  which  pro- 
vides for  an  additional  method  of  nominating  candidates  for  nomina- 
tion, at  the  state  primaries  in  September,  hy  members  of  political 
parties,  for  those  offices  to  he  filled  hy  all  the  voters  of  the  Com- 
monwealth at  a  state  election. 
It  provides  that  the  state  conventions  of  the  political  parties,  in  each  state 
election  year,  shall  be  held  before  and  not  after  the  state  primaries, 
as  now,  namely,  not  later  than  June  15.     In  order  to  elect  delegates 
to  such  party  conventions,  party  primaries  are  established  to  he  held 
on  the  last   Tuesday  in  April.     Among  other  things,  these  state 
conventions  may  endorse  candidates  for  offices  to  be  filled  by  all  the 
voters  and  to  he  voted  upon  at  the  state  primaries.     Such  endorse- 
ment places  a  candidate  in  nomination,  at  such  state  primaries, 
without  the  necessity  of  filing  nomination  papers.     The  name  of 
the  endorsed  candidate  is  to  be  placed  first  on  the  ballot  and  against 
his  name  is  to  be  placed  the  words  "Endorsed  hy  (the  name  of  political 
party)    convention"   in  addition  to   the  eight-iuord  statement  now 
authorized  hy  law.     Candidates  endorsed  hy  a  party  convention  may 
accept  said  endorsement  within  ten  days,  and  having  so  accepted 
7nay  not  withdraw. 
It  also  provides  for  the  election  of  district  members  of  state  committees  and 
members  of  ward  and  town  committees  at  the  proposed  party  prim- 
aries in  April,  as  well  as  delegates  to  the  state  party  conventions, 
instead  of  at  the  state  primaries  in  September,  as  now. 
It  also  provides  for  the  election  of  delegates  to  national  conventions  (to 
nominate  candidates  for  President)  at  the  proposed  party  primaries 
instead  of  at  the  primaries,  now  specially  held  for  that  purpose,  and 
which  existing  law  requires  to  he  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  April 
{the  same  day  proposed  for  the  proposed  party  primaries) . 
It  also  provides  for  certain  other  new  provisions  of  law  and  certain  changes 
in  existing  laws,  relating  to  holding  state  conventions  and  party 
primaries,  the  number  and  election  of  delegates  to  state  conventions, 
the  number  of  members  at  large  of  a  state  committee,  and  other 
matters,  which  in  more  detail  chiefly  are  as  follows. • 
State  conventions  are  to  be  composed  solely  of  delegates  elected  at  the 
party  primaries,  and  the  number  is  to  be  one  from  each  ward  and 
town  and  one  additional  for  every  fifteen  hundred  votes  or  major 
fraction  thereof  above  the  first  fifteen  hundred  votes  cast  at  the  pre- 
ceding state  election  in  such  ward  or  town  for  the  political  party 
candidate  for  Governor,  instead  of  a  number  now  fixed  by  the 
state  committee  of  each  party  {not  less  than  one  from  each  ward 
or  town)  and  certain  members  designated  by  existing  law. 
The  time,  for  notice  to  the  State  Secretary  hy  aldermen  or  selectmen 
of  their  determination  to  hold  primaries  hy  wards,  precincts  or 
groups  of  precincts,  to  be  March  1,  instead  of  August  1,  as  now. 
The  names  of  candidates  for  election  for  delegates  to  a  state  convention 
and  for  district  members  of  a  state  committee  to  be  arranged  in- 
dividually by  alphabet  instead  of  in  groups  arranged  by  lot,  as  now. 
Vacancies  in  the  office  of  delegate  to  a  state  or  national  convention 
not  to  be  filled  except  in  case  of  a  tie  vote,  and  then  hy  delegates 
from  the  same  district,  within  ten  days,  and  if  no  other  delegate  or 
if  not  so  filled,  then  by  a  state  committee,  rather  than  solely  by  the 
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remaining  members  of  the  delegation;    and  statement  of  Jilling  of 
such  vacancy  to  he  filed  ivith  the  State  Secretary. 
Seating  of  delegates  at  state  conventions  to  be  in  groups  by  senatorial 

districts,  and  order  of  business  at  said  conventions  defined. 
Voting  on  candidates,  by  a  convention,  to  be  by  roll  call,  if  more 
than  one  candidate  for  the  office,  or  by  groups  of  delegates  unless 
any  member  of  such  group  objects. 
The  number  of  members  at  large  of  a  state  committee  of  a  political 
party  to  be  fixed  by  the  state  convention  of  a  party  instead  of  by 
the  state  committee,  as  now. 
The  existing  provisions  as  to  preparation  and  filing  of  nomination 
papers,    objections   to   nominations,    preparation,    number,   sub- 
stance,  arrangement  and  form   of  ballots,   hours  during  which 
polls  shall  be  open,  opening  of  ballot  boxes,  canvass  and  return  of 
votes,  return  and  certification  of  votes,  now  applicable  to  state 
primaries  to  be  applicable  to  the  proposed  party  primaries. 
The  power  of  a  state  committee  to  fix  the  number  of  district  delegates 
to  a  national  convention  to  be  continued,  but  the  date,  of  giving 
notice  to  the  State  Secretary,  of  such  fixation  to  be  March  1  instead 
of  on  or  before  the  third  Wednesday  in  March,  as  now. 
The  power  of  city  and  town  committees  to  fix  the  number  of  members 
of  ward  and  town  committees  to  be  continued,  but  the  date,  of  giving 
notice  to  the  State  Secretary,  of  such  fixation  to  be  March  1,  instead 
of  August  1,  as  now,  which  was  approved  in  the  Senate  by  a 
vote  of  21  in  the  affirmative  and  17  in  the  negative  and  was  dis- 
approved in  the  House  of  Representatives  by  a  vote  of  62  in  the 
affirmative  and   138  in  the  negative,   be  approved?"  submitted 
under  the  provisions  of  Article  XLVIII  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  to  the  Voters  of  the  Commonwealth  at  the  State 
Election  held  November  8,  1932.
